of the Country, inhabited by the 
Britains, calhd Cornavii; Bede calls the 
People of it, Angli Mediterranei, i. e. the 
Midland Engliſh, becauſe they live in the 
Middle of England. It is bounded on the 
Eaft by Warwickſhire and Darbyſhire, on 
the Seuth by Worceſterſhire, and on the 
Weſt by Shropſhire and Cheſhire 5; which 
laſt joining Darbyſhire in the North, where 
it ends in an obtuſe Angle, make the Nor- 
thern Border. It is divided by the Trent 
into the North and South, or rather, into 
the North-Eaſt and ' South-Weſt Parts; the 
former of which is again divided into the 
Moorlands; which are the more-northerly 
mountainous. Parts, lying between the 
Ri vers Trent and Dore, fre 
Shire Heads, to Draycot in the Mors ; 
and the Wordlands, which is the more ſou- 
therly Part uf the Country, from Draycor 
to Wichmore,” Be. It is in Length forty 
Miles, in Breadth twenty ſix; and in Cir- 
cumferehce one hundred forty and one; 
in which Compaſs are contain'd 810,000 
Acres of Land, 18 Market- Towns, 150

Watling ſtreet, which toming out of 
Warwickſhire, entred into this County at 
Faſeley-Bridge near Tamworth, and paſſeth 
croſs the County, at a little Diftance from | 
Litchfield, into Shropſhire, a little'Way from 
Brewood, and Thenil-ftreet, which Lavin: 
paſs d throꝰ Darbiſire, enters this County 

at Streeton near Tutbury, and going by 
Burton upon Trent, and Litchfield, leads 

into Waraickftire near Hind/worth, where 

it appears near Birmingham; By the Ad- 
vantage of theſe two ancient Ways run- 
ning thro” it, there are preſerved to us 


many conſiderable Remains of Roman An-

The Roman'Armies being recall'd, upon 

the Account of the Diviſions of the Em- 

pire, (as is aboveſaid) and the Saxons in- 


vited into the Ifland by the Brit King 
 Yoftizern, then reigning, to afliſt' the Bri- 


tains in keeping out the Pits and Scots, 


, which deſcending from the North, nota- 


bly infeſted them; the Saxons turn'd their 


Succeſs in conqueting the Enemies of the 
Britains to their own Advantage; and by 


Degrees having ſabdu'd the Britains, ' 


cal ſ'd in others df their Countrymen, and 


ſettled themſelves in Seven Kingdoms, of 
which, this Shire was part of the Mercian, 


- the largeſt of the Heptarchy. The Bri- 
in 


tains, ho were driven into Wales, did 
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not preſently give over their Right to the 
reſt of the Iſle, which they had been long 
poiſeſs'd of, but now and then made ſome 
Irruptiops. upon this Mercian Kingdom, 
which this County felt ſome Troubles 
from; and when the Britains were ſub- 
du'd, the Saxons, after ſome Time, thro' 
Ambition, making Encroachments one 
upon another, this County was a Sufferer, 
eſpecially from the We/i-Saxons. ' 

Aſter the Danes began te infeſt the 
Saxons in ſeveral Parts of their Kingdoms, 
tho' the maritime Counties, and London, 
fared much the worſt, yet this County, 
and its neighbouring Shires, as Warwick- 
ſhire, Wiltſhire, Oc. were much ſubje& to 
their Ravages. At length, the Danes got 
ſeveral Counties of the Kingdom into 


their Power, inſumuch; that it was a 


Struggle in King Ethelred's Reign, who 


ſhould be Maſter of the whole, Edmund, 


ſurnamed from his. Hardineſs Ironſide, who 
was afterwards King, led his Father E- 
thelred's Army againſt the Danes; and 
this County, with Shropſhire and Leiceſter- 


| ſhire, ſtand ing neuter, he, to puniſh them 


for not taking his Father's Part, plunder'd 
and ſpoiled them. 

After Ethelred's Death, Edmund was rai- 
ſed to the Kingdom, with a general Ap- 
probation of the People, except ſuch as 
the Fear of Canute. kept from declaring 
their Conſent. Upon his Acceſſion to the 
Throne, Wars began afreſh, and many 
Battles were fought with dubious Succeſs, 
Canute receiving great Recruits out of 


Denmark. Both Parties at length grew 


weary of the Wars; and it was propoſed, 
that ſince the Conteſt was about two Men, 
which of them ſhould reign, the Matter 
ſhould be decided by ſingle. Combat, to 
prevent the Effufion of more Blood than 
their own, and the Conqueror ſhould: be 
King. Canute, tho? of Courage enough 
not to refuſe, yet ſenſible he was much 
overmatch'd by Edmund in Strength of 
Body, prudently evaded the Propoſal, and 
offer d to divide the Kingdom with Eq- 


mund. Both Armies were plessd with 
the Offer, and Ednund was not, backward 


to give his Conſent z whereupon, it was 


preſently agreed, that Edmund ſhould rule 


over the Weſt-Saxon Kingdom, and all the 
South ; and Canute ſhould have the Mercian 
Kingdom (of which this Shire was a Part) 
and all the North. King Edmund lived 
but a few Months after this Agreement, 
and ſo the whole Nation became ſubject 
to Canute, and his Poſterity Harold and 
Hardicanute, who ruled aſter him; but 
after their Deceaſe, which happen'd in a 
few Years, Edward the Son of K. Edmund 


Ironſide, ſurnamed The Confeſſor, recover'd 


his Right, and reigned twenty Years, 
Aſter his Death, Harold the Son of 
Godwin Earl of Kent, ruled the Kingdom 
a ſhort Space; but the Succeſſion to it 
being promiſed by King Edward to Wil. 
liam Duke of Normandy, that Duke could 
not bear the Diſappointment, and there- 
upon provides an Army with all Speed, 
to recover his Right, as he call'd it; be- 
cauſe, not only King Edward, with the 
Conſent of the States, Stigandus Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, and the Earls G>4win 
and Syward, had confirm'd his EleQtion ,; 
but Harold himſelf had engaged by Oath 
to put him in Poſſeſhon of it. But Ha- 
rold had got Poſſeſſion, and would not re- 
ſign z which William being acquainted 
with, prepares an Army, invades Eny- 
land, and joining Battle with Harold near 
Haſtings in Suſſex, gained ſo great a Vic- 
tory, (King Harold himſelf being flain ) 


that in a ſhort Time he became Maſter of 


the Kingdom, and by the States was ſet- 
tled as their King. William, from that 
Time call'd The Conqueror, having all 
Things under his Cummand, and in his 
Power, made it his firſt Buſineſs to reward 
his great Commanders, by whoſe Valour 


and Aſſiſtance he had obtain'd his King- 


dom; and as he gave ſome of them great 
Eſtates in other Counties, which he took 
from the Saxons, ſo he did in this; for 
having taken from the Earls of Mercia 
large Poſſeſſions, he beftow'd on

Tn the Reign of King Henry I. Anno 
1102, Robert de Beleſme Earl of Shrenw/- 
bury, who had been turbulent and rebel · 
lious in William Rufus's Reign, raiſed 
freſh Diſturbances under a Pretence of 
ſetting up Robert Curthoſe his eldeſt Bro- 
ther on the Throne, and to that End for- 
tify'd the Caſtles of Shrewsbury and Arun- 
del, and mann'd the Town of Shrewsbury &] 
which having done, he gather'd an Army 
of Normans and Welchmen, with whom, and 
his Brother Arnold, he enter'd into this 
County forraging, and ſpoiling it excee- 
dingly, bringing alſo from thence a great 
Booty of Beaſts and Cattle, with ſome 
Priſoners, whom they carry'd into Wales, 
where they kept themſelves, as in a Place 
of great Safety. King Henry was not un- 
ſenſible of theſe Proceedings, and having 
rais'd an Army with all convenient Speed, 
march'd againſt them. His Caſtles he be- 
ſieg'd and took; and having partly by 
Promiſes and Threats, and partly by Gifts, 
brought over the Welchmen to his Side, 
ſubdu'd him entirely within 30 Days, 
and baniſh'd him the Realm ; but his 
Brother Arnold he kept Priſoner. all his 
Time, for his traiterous demeanour againſt 
him. 

In the late Civil Wars between the 
King and Parliament, this County, with 
ſome of its Neighbours, aſſociated under 
the Lord Brooke, for the Aſſiſtance of the 
Parliament, though the King's Party had 
never given the Inhabitants any Diſtur- 
bance, but by the March of Col. Haſtings, 
who attended the King from the Begin- 
ning of them; but the Aſſociation was 
not ſo general, but the King. had ſome 
Friends in it; for after the Battle of Vor- 
ceſter, when King Charles II's Army being 
routed, the King himſelf was obliged to 
fly for his Safety, after he had lain ſome 
Days in an Oak in Boſcobel Grove, was, by 
the prudent Management of Captain Care- 
leſs, convey'd ſrom Cottage to Cottage, 
till he was brought (by Mr. Huddleftone, a 
Romiſh Prieſt, or jeſuit, and the Lord 
Wilmot's: means) to Mr. Lane's Houſe in 
this Shire, where he repoſed himſelf qui- 
etly many Days. Here he ſaw the Pro- 
clamation for apprehending him, which 


 Warnwickſhire ; on the 
ſterſſire; on the Weſt with the Hundreds 
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* a thoufand Pounds to any fuch 
erſon as ſhould diſcover where he was; 
and threaten'd the Penalty of High Trea- 
ſon to any that ſhould conceal him. When 
the King had been there awhile, he de- 
ſir'd to get nearer the Sea, that he might 
get out of the Nation, for the Parliament 
had their Spies in every Corner. From 
Mr. Lane's, the King rode to Briſtol be- 
fore Mr. Lane's Daughter, to Mr. Norton's, 
who had marry'd Mr. Lane's Kinſwoman, 
and from thence to Salisbury to Col. Phi- 
lips, by whoſe means, Dr. Hinchman's, 
(afterward Biſhop of London) and the Lord 
Wilmot's, he obtain'd a Veſſel, which car- 
ry'd him ſafe to Roan in Normandy, from 
Bright-Hempſtead in Suſſex, Col. Gunter 
procur'd it. 

Having thus laid down fo much of the 
General Hiſtory of this County, as is 
come to our 5 we ſhall now paſs 
to the Literary, Hiftory, and Topogra- 

phy, which we ſhall proſecute in our

1. The Hundred of Offlou. 


oOFFloy Hundred is bounded on 
the Eaſt with Darbyſhire, Leiteflerſhire, and 
South with Worce- 


of Seiſdon and Cuddleſtone z and on the 
North with the Hundred of Totmanſloe, 
The Fee of this Hundred we ſuppoſe to 
be in the Crown, and under the Govern. 
ment of the High Sheriff and his Officers. 
The Chief Places in this Hundred are : 

Litchfield, a City, and Biſhop's See. 
Bede calls ,it Licidfeld, which Kous of 
Warwick renders in Engliſh, a Field of Car- 
kaſſes, and tells us, that many Chriſtians 
ſuffer'd Martyrdom there, under Dioclefian, 
who would not ſuffer their Bodies to be 
Buried. What Truth there is in this Re- 
lation, we ſhall endeavour to find out in 
our. Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory, not intending 
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4 
10 the City of the Glory of bear- 
ng for their Device, an Eſcutcheon of 
Landskip with many Martyrs in it, maſ- 
Roms in.ſeveral Manners. The City ſtands 
ow, and is pretty large, the Country about 
it being very pleaſant: and fruitful., On 
the South-weſt of it riſeth a little Brook, 
Which paſling thro” it, diyides it almoſt 
into two equal Parts, of which the South 
Part is the City, and the other is call'd 
the Cloſe. The Water is clear, and ſhal- 
low, but appears like a ſtanding Pool, and 
over it there are two Cauſeys, or Bridges, 
which ſerve for their Communication. 

1. The City, as we may now call it, 
was (as Bede tells us) when S. Chad was 
Biſhop of it, a ſmall Village, and in po- 
pulouſneſs far ſhort of a City. The Coun- 
trey about it was. woody, and a little Ri- 
ver ran near it. The Church was but of 
Tmall Compaſs, according to the mean and 
Humble Model of thoſe ancient Times. 
The ſmallneſs of it cauſed the Biſhop to 
remove his Seat from it, ſoon after the 
Year 1075, when it was decreed in a Sy- 
nod, that the Sees of Biſhops ſhould not 
be in obſcure Villages; whereupon, Peter 
Biſhop of Litchfield, transferr'd his See to 
Cheſter, and Robert de Limſey, his Succeſ- 
ſor, carry'd it to Coventry; but Roger Clin- 
ton the next Biſhop but one, brought it 


back again to Litchfield, where he repair'd 


the Caſtle, and began a beautiful Church, 
in Honour to the Virgin Mary, and S. 
Ceada, Anro 1148, The Biſhop's Preſence, 
brought many Inhabitants after him to it, 
and in ſome Years it became a confiderable 
Town, but was not ſo. much as incorpo- 
rated, much leſs dignify'd with the Title 
of a City, *till the Reign of King E4- 
ward VI. who put it into the Condition 
it now is, viz. 


It is incorporated under the Name of 


two Bailiffs, and 24 Burgeſſes, a Recorder, 
who is Judge upon Occaſions, with a She- 
riff, and other Officers, which ſerve for 
the Government of the City. It ſends 
two Burgeſſes to Parliament. This South 
Part of it is much the greateſt, being di- 
vided into ſeveral Streets, in which is a 
Gaol for Felons and Debtors, apprehended 
within their Liberties, a Free- School, and 


of the Church, as well as within. 


a large Hoſpital, dedicated to S. 
Spy 157 the Bon ger the Poor. There 
are two Markets every Week, viz.. upon 
Tueſday, and Friday, which are plenti- 
fully ſerved with all Sorts. of Corn, and 
other Proviſions z and four Fairs yearly, 
vi. on the Feaſt of S. S. Philip and Jacob, 
May 1. on the Friday after Twelfth- Day, 
on Aſh-Wedneſday, and on the Friday at- 
ter S. Simon and S. Jude, Odt. 283. The 
County of the City is ten or twelve Miles 
in Compaſs, which is every Year on Sept. 
8, ſurrounded by the Sheriff, as in Pro- 


ceſſion, who then feaſts the Corporation, 


and neighbouring Gentry. 

2. The Cloſe is ſo call'd, becauſe it is 
incloſed round with a Wall, and a good 
deep dry Trench on all, Sides, except to- 
wards the City, where it is defended by a 
great Marſh, or Pool, which the above- 
mention'd Brook maketh, either. of its 
own Matter, or. by. reaſon it is ſtaid to- 
raiſe a Pond where the Mill ſtands, In 
this Cloſe ſtands the Cathedral Church, a 
goodly and beautiful Fabrick, as it now 
appears; but is but juſt recover'd from 
its Ruins; for when this Town, in the 
late unhappy Wars, fell into a State of 
Suffering, Bacon-ſtreet, then reputed the 
Chief Street, in the Town, from which. 
one of the Bridges leads into the Cloſe, 
being burnt down, this. Cathedral was a 
deep. Sharer with it, and through the in- 
ſatiable Malice of ſome ill-wiſhers to it, 
became a Sacrifice to their mercileſs Rage; 
but the happy Reſtoration of K. Charles H.. 
hath brought the ſame to this Church, 
through the boundleſs Charity of Biſhop. 
Hacket,, and other Benefactors; for it is 
now a noble, and, admirable Pile, perhaps 
one of the faireſt and beſt repair'd in Eng» 
land. It ſtands upon an Eminence, and 
is ſcen ten Miles round. The Portico or 
Front of the Church can. ſcarcely be pa- 


-rallel'd in England. Fhere are 26 Statues 


of the Kings of Judah on a Row, above 
the Portico, as big as the Life; and on 
the Top, at each Corner of the Portico, a 
ſtately Spire with a fine high Steeple on. 
the Midale of the Church. There are 
alſo ſeveral other Statues on the Outſide 
The 
Church 


urch having been repair'd in King 
Charles II's Reign, is very beautiful, the 
Names and Arms of ſeveral of the Bene- 
factors being painted on the Top of the 
Stalls. The Choir, which is in great Part 
paved Lozengy, Black and White, with 
Cannel Coal for the Black, and Alabaſter 
for the White (which are both plentiſully 
fourd in this Country) and being kept 
clean; looks like Black and White Marble, 
is well ſerv'd with Choriſters, and Muſick, 
and behind the Choir is a Chapel dedica- 
ted to the Virgin Mary. The Prebenda- 
ries Stalls (which perhaps are the beſt of 
their Kind in Ergland) are an excellent 
Piece of Work, being lately rebuilt, moſt 
of them at the Charge of the Gentry of 
the Country, each Stall bearing the Arms 
of the Benefactor that gave it. In the 
ſame Cloſe are the Palaces of the Biſhop 
and Dean, with the Houſes of the Preben- 
daries, in a Court on the Hill, all of them 
almoſt new, and very handſome. Dr. 
Plot, in his Hiſtory of this Shire, ſcruples 
not to ſay, that the Cathedral here is the 
moſt eminent publick Building, whether. 
Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in England.;; being 
adorn'd with three ſuch lofty Spires, as 
no Church in England can boait of; as alſo 
with Studs and carved Works, not to men-

many of the Nobility to contribute their 
Aſſiſtance, as appears from the Infcrip- 
tions on the Prebendaries Stalls, Organs, 
and Choir, where are the Names of no leſs 
than 11 Dutcheſſes and Counteſſes written 
as Benefatore. Baſil Fielding Earl of Den- 
Sigl, gave two fine Prayer-Books bound in 
Purple Velvet, two Silver Candleſticks, 
and a large Baſon, for the Uſe of the Com- 
munion Table, g | 

There are alſo two other Pariſh-Chur- 
ches in this City, of which, the Minitter 
of S. Mary's, William Langley, M. A. was 
ſequeſter'd for preaching on Chr; * 
Day, and adminiſtring the Sacrament 
the Common-Prayer Book. His Family 
_ afterward fuffer'd much Want. 

King Athelwolfe, Arno 856, went on 
his Pilgrimage to Rome, and being enter- 
tained there with wonderful Reſpect to 
his Majeſty, but moſt to his Piety, he not 
only confirmed to the Pope the Grant of 
His Predeceſſor King John, who gave the 
Pope a Revenue of one Penny, an Houſe 
throughout England, call'd afterward Pe- 
fer Pence ; but ſettled another Revenue 
of 300 Marks, for the Maintenance of 
Candles in S. Peter's and S. Paul's Church, 
and a Largeſs for the Holy See, which 
was to be raiſed out of divers Cities of the 
Kingdom; among which, this City and 
Coventry were to pay 410; 5s. 

In the Year 1611, 9 Fac. 1. one Edward 
Wightman of Burton upon Trent, being be- 
fore convicted by Richard Neile, Biſhop

In the Year 1642, when the Civil Wars

He rais'd Bat- 
teries againſt it ; but ag if he went about 
the Attack with ſome Scruples (as well he 
might) he is ſaid to have pray'd, that 
God would cut him off immediately, if 
his Cauſe were bad z which accordingly 
happen'd ; for before any Aſſault made 
againſt it, as he ſtood in a Door, where 
he was come to find the Occaſion of a'ſud- 
den Shout made by the Soldiers, he was 
fhot in the Eye, and immediately dy'd of 
the Wound. This was the more taken 
Notice of by ſome thoughtful People, be- 
cauſe it hapyen'd upon S. Chad's Day 
March 2, to whom the Church of Litchfield 
is dedicated, as an Inſtance of the ſpecial 
Regard that God has to the Places dedica- 
ted to his Worſhip, and the Memory of 
his Saints.

Bagnall, a Village belonging to Robert 
de Stafford, 20 Cong. under whom Ivo de 
Panton held it, or ſome Part of it, from 
whom it paſſed to the Bagnalls, or Bagen- 
tials, who took their Name from this 
Place, and were then Lords of it, who 
were at that Time ſome of the chief Men 
of the County, for we find Stephen Bagon- 
nal, a Commiſſioner. for the King, 12 Hen.

In later Times we obſerve none of, the 
Name but mean Plebeans, till in the laſt 
Age, two Brethren were knighted for 
their Valour againſt the Scots, and rebel 
Iriſh, viz..

Barr was held, the 2oth of the Con- 
ueror's Reign, by Drago, under William 
itz.-Auſculf the ſupreme. Lord, from 
whom, for want of Iſſue, it came to Ger- 
waſe Paganell ; but how long it remain'd: 
in his Family we know not. In King 
John's Reign, we obſerve it divided into 
two Manors, Magna Barr, and Parva Barr. 
One Guido held the former, and one Ki- 
chard was Lord of the latter. In the 
Time of King Henry III. one Henry held 
Magna Barr, and one Robert held Parva 
Barr of Roger Somery. In Edward. IT's 
Reign, an. g. John Somery held Magna Barr; 
but in the 15th Year of the ſaid King, 
one Robert was Lord of Magna Barr, and 
the former John. centinu'd Lord of Parva 
Barr.

Barton, a. Village ſtanding upon the 
Foreſt of Need wood, and therefore bearing 
the Name of Barton under Need wood, was 
given by the Conqueror to Walter de So- 
mer vile, a Norman, but upon ſome condi- 
tional Tenure. ; for in the 20th Year of 
the ſame King, it was in his Hands, and 
was by him granted then, or ſoon after, 
to Henry Ferrers, as a Member of his Ba- 
rony in Demeſne.. - His Poſterity were 
firſt created Earls Ferrers, and then of 
Darby, being then in great Favour with 
their Princes; but Robert Earl of Darby, 
being left young, and meeting with a 
diſcontented Nobility, who infuſed rebel - 
Iious Principles into him, he, as ſoon as 
he aim'd at Man's Eſtate, engaged with 
other Barons in a Civil War againſt King 
Henry III. who ſent Prince Edward againſt

Fidelity, that he not only obtain'd a Par-

Burton «pon Trent was the Eſtate of A- 
gar Earl of Mercia, before the Conqueſt, 
as appears by Doomſday-Book, and was 
left by him to Edwin his Son, who ha- 
ving taken up Arms againſt the Conque- 
ror, and being ſlain by the Treachery of 
ſome of his. Followers, his great Eſtates 
fell into the Conqueror's Hands, (of which 
this Manor was a Part) who diſpoſed of 
them to his Norman Captains. Henry de 
Ferrers, one of them, had ſeven Manors, 
ofqwhich, this was, one, as we probably

Farwell was ſometime a Nunnery, but 
now is the Seat of the Bagnalls. | 
Falle, or Faud, the Lordſhip of Hi 
Ferrars, of whom Roger de H. held ha 
an Hide of Land in it, 20 #73 a4 ae 
In King Henry III's Time, Stephen Curſon 
held a Quarter of a Knight's Fee in it, 
which he had by marrying of a Daugh- 
ter of the Ferrars. 

' | Filkerwwike, a Manor, held of the Biſhop 
of Litchfield, by Roger Durdent, 24 Ed. 1. 
which, Valter Durdent becoming Biſhop 
of, ſettled on his Family; for Nicholas 
Durdent was Lord of it, 4 Ed. 2. | 
_ Eentleſhall, or alge, the Lordſhip 
of Hugh Stafford, Lord Bourchier, who dy d 
feſs'd of it, with other Eſtates in this 
unty, 9 Hen. 5. leaving them to his 
Couſin and Heir Humphrey, Son of Edmund 
Stafford his Brother. One Goodwife Nip 
of this place liv'd an 109 Years. In King 
Edward III's Days Sir Roger Hillary was 
in Poſſeſſion of it, from whom by Daugh- 
ters it paſſed to Sir William de la Planche, 
and Elizabeth Lady Clinton his Daughter. 
One Mr. Sheffington is now 'Qwner there- 
of, and hath a good Brick Houſe for his 
Seat here.

Freford, a Manor held of the Biſhop of 
Litchfield by a Knight's Fee, 24 Edw. 1. 
by Hugh de Tinmore, whoſe Son John's 
Daughter and Heir marry'd Heronvile. 

Hur. ſtead, Part of the Poſſeſſions of Tho- 
mas de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, who 
being attainted, his Eſtate fell into the 
King's Hinds, and this Manor, with ſome 
others in this County and elſewhere, was 
given by King Richard II. to John de Beau- 
Fort, Marqueſs of Dorſet and Somerſet, then 
made the King's Lieutenant in Aquitaine in 
France, In later Times it hath been the 
Seat and Eſtate of the Wirleys, deſcended 
trom Aub. de Parva Wirley, who is thought 
to have lived about the Reign of King 
Henry II. or before. This Family of the 
Wirleys produced ſeveral Perſons, who in 
their Times were Gentlemen of Figure ; 
as Roger de Wirley, who was High Sheriff of 
this County, 2 Rich, 7. and Humphrey Wir- 
y, who held the ſame Office, 1 Car. 1. 
Hampton, the Lordſhip of Algar Earl of 
Mercia before the Conqueſt ; but being for- 
feited by his Son Edwin's Rebellion, was 
in the Conqueror's Hands, Reg. 29. It is 
a Member of Clifton, which was 2 John the 
Seat and Eſtate of William Camwvile, and fo 
continued to his Poſterity to the g Rich. 2. 
or thereabouts: From them it took the 
Name of Clifton-Camvil/e, and for want of 
Iſſue Male, paſſed by the Heirs General 
to the Ardernes, Stoffords, Stanleys, and 
laſily to the Henninghams, by the Marri- 
age of the Stanleys Heireſs.

Handbury, or Hondbury, of which Sir 
Henry de Handbury was Lord, in King Hen- 
ry III's Reign.

of that Name; for Sir Robert Handſacre 
was Lord of it in King Henry Il's Reign, 
and his Poſterity enjoy'd it 'till King 
Henry VT's Time, or after. The eldeſt 
Daughter and Heir of William Hand ſacre 
marrying Henry Veſtcoate, carry'd this Ma- 
nor into his Family, which now or lately 
did enjoy it. 7 
Handſworth, Hond ſwor th, or Honiſaworth, 
was held by Drogo, 20 Cong. of William 
Fitz.- Auſculphi ; and about King Hen. U's 
Time by one Paganus de Parles, in Right 
of Alice his Wife. It continu'd in this Fa- 
mily *till the Reign of King Henry'VI. 
in whoſe Reign the Wardſhip of Joan the 
Daughter and Heir of John Parles was 
granted to William Cumberford, who mar- 
ry'd her to his Son John, and ſo brought 
her Eſtate, of which this Manor was a 
Part, into his Family. But it ſeems, 
that the Family of Parles had not the 
whole Manor of this Town; for we find, 
that Joan de.

Branch of the Family, by the ſame Prince, 
with the Advowſon of the Church, to be 
by him enjoyed, and the Heirs of his Fa- 
mily lawfully begotten. But Sir Ferdi- 
nando Dudley, Heir of Edward Lord Dud- 
ley, Son and Heir. of the abovemention'd' 
Eder Lord Dudley, by his Extravagan- 
ces and Debaucheries ſv conſumed the E- 
{tate of the Family, that little of it was 
left to his Heir. Theſe Manors of Hor- 
burne and Smeethwick came into the Fami- 
ly of the Cornwallis's, [N. B. From this 
Place we are indebted to Mr. Henry Hinck- 
ley for the Account of the Manors, and do 
hereby return him our Thanks though un- 
known. ] and from them paſſed to Philip 
Foley, Eſq; of whom, about 20 Years ago, 
George Birch, Eſq; and Henry Hinckley, 
Gent, bought them, and in their Heirs 
they ſtill continue; this Manor of Hoy- 
burne being the Eſtate of Thomas Birch, the 
Son of the ſaid George, and the Manor of 
Smeetkwick, the Poſſeſſion of John Hinckley, 
the Son of Henry, the Pu s above- 
mentionetl, SG E 
The Church of this Place is a Vica- 
rage in the Gift of the Dean and Chap- 
ter of Litchfield, who have the Great 


one Pudſey. The Revenue of the Vica- 
rage being but ſmall (though ſomething 
above 501. per Annum in the real Value) 
for the Encouragement of the prefent Vi- 
car Mr. Thomas Southall, and his Succeſſors, 
about kve Years ſince Mrs. Dorothy Parks, 
George Birch, Eſq; Henry Hinckley, Gent. 
and ſome others raiſed Two Hundred 
P ounds, and procuring the late Queen 
ANNE"*s Bounty, ſettled. according to 


Tythes of the Pariſb, now in Leaſe to 
- dible. 
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the Act, 201. per Annum upon the Vica. 
rage ſor ever. 

Further, theſe Lords of theſe Manors 
(who may be an Example of Piety and 
Charity to all others of the like Eſtates) 
have at their own Charge erected a Cha- 
rity-School in this Pariſh after this Man- 
ner, Henry Hinckley, Gent. gave towards it 
an Hundred Pounds, and the Family of 
George Birch; and others contributed fo 
much, as that Nine Pounds a Year was 
13 by it, and it is ſettled upon the 

hool for ever, to which fo many Sub- 
ſcriptions are added, that all the Children 
in Harburne and Smeethwick, Boys and 
Girls, are taught to read and write with- 
out any Charge to their Parents, and learn 
the Church Catechiſm : There are ſeldom 
fewer Children thus taught than fifty, and 
there is a good Schoolmaſter to teach them, 
Thus far Mr. Hinckley goes. | 

In this Pariſh Dr. Plot tells us, that he 
met with. a red Sort of Earth near Tennal- 
Hall, which diſcolours the Hands, and 
ſtrongly adheres to the Tongue like Bolus 
Ar menus, which he conjeQtures is as medi · 
cinal as that is ſound to be, but cannot aſ- 
ſert it ſo uſeful *till further Tryal. A 
Of this Pariſh one James Sands was an 
Inhabitant, who is remarkable for his na- 
tural Vigour, which upheld him to the 
Age of 140 Years, his Wife alſo living to 
the Age of 120. He outliv'd five Leaſes 
of 21 Years each, which were all made to 
him after he marry'd: So thit it is evi- 
dent, that the Age of Man is not ſo uni- 
verſally contracted, but that Divine Pro- 
vidence doth now and then prolong it to 
ſo an extraordinary Length (as we havs 
alſo obſerv'd in ſome other Inſtances be- 
fore) as for other Reaſons, ſo tor this in 
particular, viz. to render the long Lives 
of the Primitive Patriarchs the more cre-

anno 24. Hugo de Meinil held it of the ſaid 
Biſhop by half a Knight's Fee. His Po- 
ſterity held it divers Succeſſions, till by 
Thomaſine, one of the Coheirs of Hugh de 
Meinil, it paſs'd by Marriage into the 
Family of Dethicke; whoſe Heireſs by 
Roger Dethick, named Margaret, by her 
Marriage with Kalph Baſſet of Blore, car- 
ry'd it into that Family, who have, or 
lately had, their Seat in this Place, but 
they are a younger Branch. Near this 
Village is a large Roman Tumulus, turn'd 
Into an hard Rock, like thoſe at Barrow- 
Hill ; for tho' it was at firſt only a great 
Heap of Earth, it may poſſibly have been 
turned into Stone, by ſubterranean Heats, 
bitumenous Subſtances, which are kindled 
in the Bowels of the Earth, ſending up fuch 
Vapours as will petrify the Earth, andturn 
it into Stone; and that it was a Tumulus, Dr. 
Plot is confident, becauſe it ſtands ſo near 
Watling-ftreet. The ſame Doctor alſo men- 
tions ſome other Things worthy our No- 
tice in this Place, as 1. Some Springs that 
will not freeze in the coldeſt Weather, nor 
will the ſtanding Pool into which they 
run. 2. Fiſh of an unuſual Magnitude, 
as Gudgeons ſeven Inches long, and four 
Inches about, - taken out of the Black 
Brook. | 
Itkenild-ſtreet, one of the old Roman Mi- 
ltitary, Conſular, and Preetorian High- 
ways, -cfoſing this Hundred of Offlow'on- 
ly in this County, it is proper to treat of 
it in its Iiteral Order. It temains high 
and lofty, (as Vatling:ſtreet doth, Which 


croſſes the County another Way) veing. 


but little decay'd, or any ways intertupt- 
ed, either by Time or the Plough. It 
Feems to be raiſed after a different Method 
from thoſe in ether Counties, not by dig - 
ging a deep Trench, te lay a firm Foun- 
dation, and then making an ps day. x 
upon it; but by caſting up the Gravel on 
each Side, as appears 'iplaiply at Lirtie- 
Afton. It enters this Shire at Afaton, on 
the Weſt of Sir Charles Holt's Park, and 


ys had his 
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having crofs'd-Wat/ing-ſtreet near Shevfton, 
enters Darbyfhire, going over the Dove at 
Monks-Britige. This ſeems not to be the 
ſame 1ckeni!d-ftreet mention'd in<Oxford- 
Hire z for that is ſo call'd, only becauſe it 
tends towards the Iceni in Norfolk and Suf- 
folk ; but this is ſo called, becauſe it paſ- 
ſes thro' the Country of the Ice, be- 
tween the Avon and Severn z for Tacitus 
mentions the Jceni in both Places; and 
Dr. Plot ſays, he takes this Ikenild. ſtreet 
to be one of the great Roman Highways, 
and not that in Oxfordfhire ; becauſe this 
is paved in ſome Places, and very ſignal 
almoſt in all Places where it goes, which 
that in Oxfordfhire is not; which inti- 
mates, that the Iceni of theſe Parts were 
the moſt con ſiderable. | 5 8005 
Longdon, a Village, in which are di- 
vers Gentlemens Seats, of ancient Fami- 
lies, tho* of no great Eſtates, as of Sir 
Edward Littleton, which in later Times 
became the Wrights, and after them the 
Ridleys, who marry'd into the Family of 
the Treffords ; of the Tickſalls and Aftons 
of Haywood, for the younger Brothers of 
thoſe Families ; of the Broughtons, call'd 
Broughton-Hall, who inhabited in it from 
King John's Days to 44 Edu. 1. when 
Thomas Lord Broughton fold it to Roger 
Afton, whoſe Poſterity long enjoy'd it, if 
they are not now Owners of it; and laſt- 
ly, of the Aröblaſters, whoſe Seat call'd 
Arblaſter-Hall, ſtood near Broughton-Hall !; 
one of that Name was Owner of it in the 
Beginning of the laſt Century, if not at 
this Time.

Yorkſhire; after him it became the Eſtate 
of Nobert de Somervile, who, 18 Edw.1. 
obtained that King's Licence for free War- 
ten in all his Demeſne Lands here. He 
left this Manor and his other Eſtates to 
his Son Reger, as he did to his Son, ano- 
ther Roger, who was ſummon'd to Par- 
| liament 
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tiament among the Barons, 1 Edu. 3. He 
left no Iſſue, and fo his Eſtates deſcended 
to his Brother Sir Philip Somervile, Kt. He 
gave Lands in Mikel-Benton in Nor thum- 
Zerland, to Baliol College, for the perpetual 
Maintenance of fix Scholars, to be choſen 
out of that and the neighbouring Towns. 
His Heirs were Joan his Daughter, and 
Maud his Grandaughter. 

Newborough, the Manor of Robert Fer- 
rers, Earl of Darby, who, Anno 1141, 
6 Steph, gave all the Tithes of it to the 
Monks of Tutbury, with the Conſent of 
Hawyſe his Mother. In later Times, one 
Agard had a Seat here, as alſo one Whit- 
tington, two Gentlemen, but neither of 
them had any long Continuance here. 

Oldbury, ſome principal Seat, where 
the firſt Barons in the Saxon Times, before 
the Conqueror, were ſeated, as we. may 
juſtly, ſuppoſe, from the Name, which is 
the ſame as Old Borough, which is a Saxon 
Word, ſignifying, an old Place, or Town 
of Account. 

Packington, or Paginton, was held of the 
Biſhop of Litchfield, by Utechel; 20 Cong. 
In King Henry II's Reign, Robert de Pack 
ington, and 24 Edu. 1. David de Packing- 
ton held it of the ſame Biſhop, by the 4th 
Part of a Knight's Fee. In the 38th Year 
of K. Henry VI. Humphrey Stafford, Duke 
of Buckingham, dy'd - poſſeſs'd of this Ma- 
nor, and ſeveral others in this County, 
leaving them with other great Eſtates, to 
his Grandſon Henry; but we find this 
Manor ſome ways alienated tothe Family 
of the Lord Dudley, who dy'd poſſeſs'd of 
it, 2 Hen. 7. In 1 Edu. 2. one Thomas 
Baſſet had his Seat in this Village: V. 
liam Stamford was Owner of it in the laſt 
Century, and 'tis probable, his iFoſterity 
may till be Lords of it. It is ſaid, that 
this Manor, and ſome other Eſtates, were 


given the Anceſter of this William of the

Kid ware-Maveſtone, of which, William 
 Maveſtone was Lord about K. Edward I's 

Time, and left it to his Poſlerity, who 
en joy'd it for many Succeſſions. Sir Henry 
Maveſtone was the Son of the above men- 
tion'd William, Sir Robert Maveſtone, Kt. 
was ſlain at the Battle of Shrewsbury, pro 
Rege, as his Monument in the Church 
here ſaith. It ſeems that this Sir Robert 
having fome Difference with Sir William 
Haud ſacre, who was going to the ſame 
Battle with his Neighbours, Servants, and 
Tenants, they met in the Way thither, 
and being of contrary Parties, viz. Hand/- 
acre, being for King Henry IV. againſt 
King Richard II. for whom Maveſtone was 
engaged ; they encounter'd together, and 
fought, as it were, a pitch'd Battle, in 
which Maveſtone having ſlain Hand/acre, 
went with flying Colours to Shrewsbury, 
and was ſlain there. He left behind him 
only two Daughters, which were his 
Heirs, Elizabeth and Margaret, who were 
after marry'd, the eldeſt to Sir John Cawar- 
den, Kt. and the younger to Sir William 
Handſacre, Kt. Son of the ſaid Sir William, 
that by the Moiety of her Father's Eſtate, 
. ſhe might make her Husband amends for 
the Loſs of his Father; but to which of 
them this Manor fell in the Dividend, it 
doth not appear. Our Author ſeems to 
incline to Eawarden. | 
Rolleffton, or Rolveftune, the Lordſhip of 
Morkar Earl of Northumberland, given 
him by Edward the Confeſſor, upon the 
Death of Earl Torti. This Earl was al- 
ways uneaſy under the Norman Yoke, and 
being kept in Priſon as a diſaffected Per- 
Con, his Eſtate was ſeized, and was given 
by the King to Henry Ferrers, to hold it 
af the Crown, as we find he did, 20 Cong. 
How long the Ferrers continu'd in Poſſeſ- 
fion of this Town, we have no Account, 
and can add no more to it than this, That 
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it is, and hath long been the Seat of « 
Gentleman, that takes his Name from the 
Place, being call'd de Rolleſton. Mr, Erd/+ 
wick is of Opinion, that he was a younger 
Branch of the Family of Mut ron, who 
chang'd his Name when he became Lord 
of the Town, becauſe he bears the ſame 
Arms, only a Chief added, to diſtinguiſh 
him from the elder. Houſe; yet he thinks 
this Family to be the firſt Owners of this 
Town of that Name. | 
Ruſhall was held, 20 . one Ro- 
Bert, of William Fitz feats, 2. in Ki 
Henry I's Reign, Nigellus was Lord thereof, 
and left it to his Son Osbert; whoſe Son 
leaving no Iſſue- male, his Daughter Alice 
carry'd it to Sir Hugh Bowles, from whoſe 
Family, by the Heirs General, it paſſed 
to Hewet, Heeftall, and Groberd, whoſe 
Son William call'd himſelf Rufhall ; from 
Ruhall, by the Marriage of Daughters, it 
paſs'd by Harper, Kingiton, Hoorde, and 
Farmer to Leghe of Wellington, in which 
Family it reſts. In this Village is a fair 
Houſe, built about with a Wall, and a 
Gatehouſe of Stone, all embattled Caſtle- 
wiſe, with a Park adjoining. 
In this Place there is found Iron Ore, 
which they divide into ſix Sorts, viz.

They ſeldom uſe the 
two'firſt, they are fo poor; the two mid- 
dle Sorts are but indifferent; and the two 
laſt' are the principal Sorts z but Muſt is 
the beſt of all, being fill'd many Times 
with a brisk ſweet Liquor, which the 
Workmen drink greedily, and fo very rich _ 
an Ore, that they ſay it may be made in- 
to Iron in a common Forge, This Iron 
they call tough Iron, and of it they make 
all-Sorts of the beſt Wares, there being no- 
thing ſo fine and curious, but may be 
made of it. It is chiefly found in Mr. 
Leghe's Grounds. |

Streethy, a Village, diſtant from Litch- 
field about half a Mile, ſo call'd, (as our 
Antiquaries believe) becauſe it ſtands up- 
on a great forced Way, (raiſed by the Ro- 
Mans, and called Ickenild-Rreer) leading 
Litthfield to Burton on the Trent, and ſo 
into Darby and Nattinghamſhires. Dr. 
is of Opinion, that this Village was a Mi- 


litary Station, erected for the convenient 
Re poſe of the Armies at Night, in their

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is the Seat of a Gentleman that bears the 
ſame Name, which is an Argument that 
the Family have been long Lords of the 
Town.

Streeton, a Village, near Burton on Trent, 
taking its Name from Ickerild-fireet, on 
which it ſtands, and fignifies a Street- 
Town. Dr. Flot is of Opinion, that this 
Place was alfo another Manſion for the 
Roman Soldiers in their March ; for this 
Reaſon, becauſe it is about as far diſtant 
m Streethy above-mention'd on Iced. 
ftreet, as Streeton and Wall are on Wattin 
fFtreet, as we-ſhall ſhew afterwards. It 
was 17 Edu. 3, the Seat of one Champion, 
whoſe Heireſs marrying one Congreve. 
carry'd the Lordſhip into his Family, 
who have their Seat here. 1 
Swinfen, a Village, near which is the 
moſt eminent Barrow or Low in theſe 
Parts, call'd Offlow ; which, tho” it be 
laced near Watling-ſtreet, ſeems not to 
truly Roman, but is rather the Tumu- 
Ins, or Burial-Place of fome eminent 
Saxon. In this Village, a Gentleman who 
takes his Name from the Place, hath a 
Seat; and William Swinfen, Eſq; marry'd 
Yacſa, one. of the two Daughters and 
eirs of William Sparnore, 13 Hen. 6. A 
little Brook rifeth near this Place, which 
falls into the Tame near E furl. 
Tamehorn, a Lordſhip holden by Nigellus 
Grey) his Anceſtors, of the Biſhop of 
Litchfield. In Henry II's Time, Robert de 
Thamenhorn held it by the Service of half 
a Knight's Fee; as did alſo William Tamen- 
horn, 24 Etw. 1. of Jeffrey Greifley, who 
held it. of the ſaid Biſhop by the ſame 
Services. It continu'd in the ſaid Family 
divers Succeſſions, till the Reign of King 
Henry IV. an, 5. when Thomas de Tamen- 
torn dying, left this Manor to William 
Vinton his Coufin and Heir, who was a 
Minor, and fo taken into Ward for it.

Tinmore, .a Manor, held of the Biſhop of 
Litchfield, by Ranulph, in the 2oth of the 
Conqueror's Reign. In the Reign of K. 
Henry I. Simon tiled Clericus de Litchfield, 
was Lord of it, and left it to his only 
Daughter and Heir Petronell, who marry'd 
to one Godard, who took upon him the 
Name of Godard de Tinemore. In his Fa- 
mily it continu'd divers Succeſſions, and 
Hugh de Tinmore held Treford, and Trod- 
ſwet, of the Biſhop, with Tiymore, by the 
Service of one Knight's Fee.

Wall, now a ſmall Village, but ancien- 
ly the Etocetum, which Antoninus in his 
Finerary, makes the next Station to Man- 
veſſedum or Mancefter. Mr. Cambden for 
ſome Time was of Opinion, that Urro- 
weter was the Place; but having ſurvey'd 
Watling-ftreet very accurately, he found 
he was miſtaken, (which he ingenuoul- 
ly confeſſeth) and hath poſitively deter- 
min'd this is the Place. His Reaſons for 
it are, That the Diſtance which Antoninus 
makes between Manveſſedum and Etocetum, 
exactly anſwer ;z and that he met with the 
Ruins of an old City near the Way, ſcarce 
a Mile from Litchfield. The Name of it 
is at this Day call'd Wall, from the Re- 
mains of certain Walls there, (which en- 
compaſs two Acres of Ground) which re- 
tain the Name of Caſtle Croft; as if one 
ſhould ſay, the Field of the Caftte, In 
this Plat of Ground have been found two 
ancient Pavements, wherein there a 
r'd Roman Bricks. To this Field, the 
nhabitants of the Place, by conſtant Tra- 
dition, affirm,” that an old City was join'd, 
ſtanding on the other Side of the Way, 
which was demoliſh'd before William the 
Conqueror's Time, and ſhew the Place 
where the Temple or Church ſtood, gueſſ- 
ing it ſo to have been from the largeneſs 
of the Foundatien, which ſeems the more 
1 from the abundance of Rubbiſh 
ying about it, and ſeveral Coins of the 
Roman Emperors, which they produce. _ 
Mr. Cambden thinks this laſt to be an infa- 


lible Proof of its Antiquity, and ſo much © 


the rather, becauſe the military Highway + 
call'd Watling-ftreet, continues from hence 
very fair and plain, and almoſt without

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Warwickſhire, remaining yet high and lof- 
ty, and but very little decay'd, or any 
ways interrupted by Time, or the Plough. 
(We omit to ſpeak of the erecting this 
Way, and the Privileges of it, and the 
other three here, becauſe we have ſpoke 
of thoſe Things in Oxfordſhire.) It enters 
this County at Taſely-Bridge, and running 
between Wall and Trag- homer, by Occamſley- 
Pits, near Knaves-Caſtle, which ſeem to 
have been made for raiſing the Street, from 
Eaſt-South-Eaſt to Weſt-North-Weſt, as far 
as Four-Croſſes ; turns there a little, and 
bears ſomewhat near the Weſt, about Weſt- 
and-by-North, and ſo goes into Skrophire 
near Crackley-Bank., Dr. Plot is of Opi- 


nion, that this is the true Watling:ſtreet, 
tho' Mr. Holingshead mentions another, that

Wedneſtury, or Weedſbury, in the Saxon 


Tongue Weadbi pig, was at the Conqueſt 


the ancient Demeſne of the Crown; but 
was about Henry II's Time, given to the 
Family of Heronviles, in exchange for the 
Town of Cobsfield, which is in Oxfordfhire, 
and is now Parcel of the Honour of Wood- 
ſtec k. It continu'd in this Family divers 
Succeſſions, till Henry Heronvile, having 
no Hue Male, left it with his other E- 
ſtates to Joan his Daughter and Heir, who 
marty'd to Sir Henry Beaumont, Kt.

Of this 
Ccal there is ſo great Plenty in this Coun- 


ty, that there are for the moſt part 12 or 
14 Collieries at Work, ſame of which af- 
ford from 2000 to 5000 Tons yearly ; ſo 
that an Acre of Ground, hath been ſald or 
100 J. 3. That the Coal-pits here do 
ſometimes take Fire of themſel ves; there 


is ſo much Sulphur, which ſublimes by 
the Heat of the Fire from the Fyrites in 


the Coal, infomuch that there lies great 
Quantities, of it, upon the burnt Surface of 
the Earth, in its true Colour, When 
there is a due Proportion of Nitre mixed 
with it, a natural Gunpowder is: made, 
which being pent yp in the Earth, puts 
it into thoſe Convulſions we call Earth- 
quakes. 4. That that Sort of Iron Ore, 
which in this County is call'd Blond-me- 
ab, is found. here. This Sort of Iron, is 
uſed to make Nails, from three Shillings 
to ten, Shillings per Thouſand, and 
Sorts of heavy Wares, as Hammers, Axes, 
Oc. and in ſome Countries Horſe · ſnoes.

tain'd a compleat Victory, and razed their 
City. This Deſtrutt ion of their Brethren 
was no ſooner heard by the Danes that 
poſſeſs'd Northumberland, but they, not 
regarding the League which they had 
lately made with King Edward, rais'd an 
Army, and to.revenge the Death of their 
Countrymen, invaded Mercia, pillaging 
the Country all along as they marched. 
King Edward, not inſenfible of their Mo- 
tions, brings a powerful Army, both. of 
Weſt-Saxons and Mercians, againſt them; 
and overtaking them in their March near 
this Village, which is at a ſmall Diſtance 
from Theoten-Hall, brought them to a Bat- 
tle, and overthrew them, killing Covills 
and Hailden, two of their: Kings, divers 
of their Nobles, and an innumerable Mul- 
titude of their common Seldiers. Of this 
great Slaughter, there are here no other 
remains, but a Low in a Ground, call'd 
South-Low Field, which has lately had a 
Mill ſet upon it. There is a Field alſo, 
call'd North-Low Field, in which there is 
no Low now; but doubtleſs there has 
been one if not more. The Daniſh or Saxon 
Nobles, . lain in this Battle, are bury'd 
under them. 115 ; | 
Weford, or Weyford, fo call'd (as Mr. 


Edeſuick ſuppoſeth) becauſe the Road to 
London, paſleth there, over a Ford of the 
Black Brook, which is pretty deep in moſt 
other Places, In the 20th of the Conque- 
ror's Reign, one Ralpa held this Lordſhip 
of the Biſhop of Litchfield, as a Member 
of his Barony, How long it continu'd in 
his Poſterity we find not, nor any that 
had it, till 24 Edaw. 1. when Milian de 
Odingſelis held this Manor, and Thickbroom, 
of the Biſhop, by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee. He left it, with his other 
Eſtates, to Margaret his Daughter, 40 
one of his Coheirs, who marry'd John de 
grey of Rothersfield in Oxfordſhire, and 
carry'd it into his Family. His Son Fohn 
de Grey inherited his Mother's Eſtate, and 
having marry'd Avice, Daughter and Co- 
heir of John Lord Marmion, dy'd 33 Ku. z. 
ſeiſed of this Manor of Weford. Avice 
ſurviving, had aſſign'd for her Dower, a- 
mong other Eitates, this Manor of Veford 
and after her Death, left it to her Son an 
Heir Fokn de Grey of Rather field, fo called 
to dittinguiſh his Family from others of 
that Name, as Crey of Groby, Ruthen, Oc. 
Whichnovre, the Lordſhip and Seat of 
Sir Walter Somervile, a Norman, given him 
by William the Conqueror. His Poſterity 
inherited it with his other Eſtates, and 
Robert de Somervile, Kt. obtain'd 18 5 * 
that King's Licenſe for free Warren in all 
his Demeſne Lands in this Manor of 
Whichnover, and ſeveral others in this and 


other Counties. Sir Philip de Somer vile, 
a Deſcendant from Roger Lord Somervile, 


inherited this Lordſbip, and the other E- 
ſtates of that Family, 10 Edw. 3. He 
had been High-Sheriff of the Counties of 
Buckingham and Bedford, and was in ſuch 
Favour with the Duke of Lancaſter, Lord 
of the Manor of dre + that he was al- 
low'd to pay but half a Relief, when oth 
Tenants paid a whole one; and when E 
cuage or Aid to make the Lord's eldeſt Son 
a Knight, and to marry the Lord's eldeſt 
Daughter were affeſs'd, he ſhould pay 
only a Moiety of what others paid; but 
for this his Manor of Whiichnover, he was 
to do this memorable Ser vice:

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Hall at Whichwover, ready prepar'd at all 
Time of the Year, but in Lent, to be gi- 
ven to every Man or Woman, that is mar- 

d, after a Vear and a Day that their 
Marriage is paſt; to every Man of Reli- 
gion, as Archbiſhop, Biſhop, and Prior, 
as alſo to every Prieſt, after a Year and 
Day of their Profeſſion finifh'd, and their 
Dignity receiv'd, whenſoever they ſhall 
come to demand it, in their own Perſon, 
or by their Deputy. When any of them 
come, they muſt make their Demand of 
the Porter, or Bailiff of the Lordſhip, 
who ſhall appoint them to return en 7 
and with two Freeholders of the Lordſhip, 
naa v ing ſummon'd a Jury of the Tenants 
to do Service to the Bacon, and be preſent 
on the Day aſligned, to wait for him that 
fetcheth the Bacon. When he is come 
with his Friends, there ſhall be delivered 
to them, and all preſent to do their Ser- 
vices to the Bacon, Chaplets, and they 
ſhall be led with Trumpets, Tabors, and 
other Muſick, to the Hall Door, where 
the Lord, or his Steward, ſhall ſtand realy 
to deliver the Bacon after thefe Ceremo- 
nies perform'd, viz. 

He enquires of the Demandant, who 
brings two of his Neighbours to anſwer 
upon Oath, If the Demandant be a wed- 
ded Man? and, If fince his Marriage, 
One Year and a Day be paſt ? and, Whe- 


.-Aher he be a Freeman or a Villain ? If 


His Neighbours anſwer affirmatively to 
theſe three Points, then the Bacon ſhall 
be taken down, and brought to the Hall 
Door, and be laid upon an Heap of Wheat 
and Rye of half a Quarter of each. And 
he that claimeth the Bacon ſhall kneel 
down, Jaying his Right-Hand upon a 
Book Iying upon the Bacon and Corn, 
ſhall make Oath in Manner following, 


EAR you, Sir Philip Somervile, Lord 

of Whichnover, Maintainer, and Gi- 
ver of this Bacon, That I A. B. ſince I wed- 
ded C. D. my Wife, and ſince I had her in 
my Keeping, and at my Will, by a Year and 
a Day after our Marriage, would not la ve 
changed with nore other, fairer or fouler, 
richer, or poorer, nor for any other deſcen- 
ded of greater Lineage, ſleeping or wakirg, 


at no Time. And if the ſaid C. D. woe 
fingle, and I ſingle, I would take her to be 
my Wife before all the Women in the World, of 
what Condition ſoe ver they be, good or +4 
as help me God, and his Saints, and this 
Fleſh all Fleſhes. And his Neighbours ſhall 
make Oath, that they believe he has ſaid 
truly, 


When this is done, if wpon Enquiry 
of theſe his Neighbours aforeſaid, he be 
found a Freeman, there ſhall be deliver'd 
unto him half a Quarter of Wheat, and 
a Cheeſe ; but if he be a Villain, he 
ſhall have half a Quarter of Rye, without 
a Cheeſe. And then ſhall Robert Knightley, 
Lord of the Manor of Rudloau, or his Bai- 
Tiff, who was before ſummon'd by the 
Bailiff of Whichnover, to be ready with 
his Carriage, viz. an Horſe and Saddle, 
a Sack and Pryke, to convey the ſaid Ba- 
con and Corn out of the County of Staf- 
ford, be called to carry them away for t 
Demandant; and the faid Corn ſhall be 
laid upon one Horſe, and the Bacon above 
it, and the Demandant ſhall get upon his 
Horſe, (if he have one) and take the 
Cheeſe before him: And if he have no 
Horſe, the Lord of Fhichnover ſhall let 
Him have an Horſe and Saddle, *till he 
hath paſſed his Lordſhip ; and ſo ſhall 
they go out of the Lordſhip of Whichnover, 
with the Corn and Bacon re him that 
hath won it, with Trumpets, Tabors, 
and other Sorts of Mufick, and all the 
free Tenants of Whichnover ſhall conduct 
him "till he is out of the ſaid Lordſhip, 
and then they ſhall all return, except him 
that is to make the Carriage and Journey 
out of the County of Stafford, at the 
Coſls of the Lord of Whichrover. And if 
the ſaid Robert Knightley doth not cauſe 


the Bacon and Corn to be convey'd in the 


Manner aforeſaid, at his own Coſts, the 
Lord of Whichnover ſhall provide that it be 
ſo carry'd, and ſhall diſtrain the ſaid Ro- 
vert Knightley for his Default one hundred 
Shillings in his Manor of Rudlow, and 
ſhall keep the Diſtreſs ſo taken irreple- 
viſable. There was much ſuch another 
Cuſtome as this, at the Priory of Little 
Dunmow in Efſex, inſtituted by Robert 

Lo | - Fitz-Walter, 
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Hta Walter, a Potent Baron in the Reign 
of King Henry III. which See in our De- 


feription of Eſſex, in the Pariſh of Dun- 
This Sir Philip Somervile dy'd poſſeſs'd 
of this Maner of Whichnover, and ſeveral 
other Eſtates in this County, 29 Edu 3. 
leaving his Eſtate to his two Daughters, 
wit. Joan, who was marry'd to Rheſe ap 
Griffith, Kt. and Elizabeth, marry'd to 
ohn Stafford, in whoſe Right Maud their 
ughter, marry'd to Edmund Vernon, in- 
herited it. This Manor upon the Divi- 
ſion, fell to the eldeſt Daughter, and the 
Family of Criffiths were in Poſſeſſion of it 
in the Beginning of the Jaſt Century, Hen- 
ry Griffith being Lord of it. 
Miittington, a Manor, of which Roger 
Fraue and Richard Puer were ſometime 
Lords, and which Richard le Child held of 
the Biſhop of Litchfield, 24 Edw. 1. by the 
fifth Part of a Knight's Fee, and now or 
lately one of the Family of the Everards 
hath an Houſethere,which deſcended tohim 
from his Mother, Mr. Le Clerk's Daughter 
and Heir, who was firſt marry'd to Hum- 
Fhrey Everard, and then to Capt. Wildſon. 
In this Pariſh, South of the Church, is a 
Well, which never wants Water at any 
Time whatever, yet (as the Inhabitants 
obſerve) overflows extreamly againſt a 
Dearth of Corn. How many concurrent 
Cauſes, and Circumſtanees attending them, 
muſt unite in producing that Effe&, tho? it 
be very hard poſitively to determine, yet 
thus much (ſay our Naturaliſts) we may 
pronounce for certain, that it muſt needs 
be done by the Mediation of Springs. In 
the Church-Field alſo, not far from the, 


former Well, in a Piece of Ground, called. 


Hunger- Moor- Sade, belonging to one Mr. 
Nicholas Harvey of this Place, there is a 
Spring that breaks forth (according to the 
Account the People give of it) only be- 
fore a Time of great Dearth, being at- all 
- other Times dry. even in the wetteſt Sea- 


fons (as Dr. Plot ſays, he found it in Au- 


tumn in 1686, after a full Month's Rain) 
and when it doth break forth (which ſor 
the moſt part happens not in ſeveral Years) 
it ſeldom runs above 30 Poles, and then 
finks into the Earth again. 
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 Wigginton, a large Pariſh, in which is 
the Manor of Comberford, which has long 
been the Seat of a Family of Gentlemen 
of that Name. This Manor, about the 
Reign of King Henry I. was the Eſtate of 
Thomas Fita Robert, as appears from the 
Copy of an ancient Deed in Mr. Erde ſwick's 
Survey of this Shire, pag. 158. How long 
it remain'd in his Family we find not, nor 
any thing of it, till the Reign of King 
Henry, when KRanulph Earl of Cheſter dy- 
ing poſſeſs'd of the Palatinate of Cheſter, 


and leaving only Daughters, the King took 


the Earldem into his own Hands, and 
gave his Heireſſes other Eſtates of equal 
or greater Value z and among them to A- 
da his fourth Daughter, the Wife of Hen- 
ry Haſtings, the Manor of Wizgington. Bald- 
win Frevile had ſome Lands in this Town 
in the Reign of King Richard II. which 
after his Deceaſe fell to his Siſter Eliza- 
beth, who marry'd William Lord Ferrers of 
Groby ; but the Manor remain'd in the Fa- 
mily of Haſtings ; for John Haſtings, Lord 
Abergavenny was Lord thereof in 9 Edu. 2. 
His Deſcendant John Haſtings was made 
Earl of Pembroke, and having no Heir, ſet- 
tled his Eftate (of which this Manor was 
a Part) upon William Beauchamp, ſecond 
Son to Richard Beauchamp, Earl of Vorce- 
ter, whoſe ſole Daughter and Heir Eliza- 
beth marry'd Edward Nevil, fourth Son of 
Ralph Earl of Weſtmoreland, and brought 
this Manor into his Family, whoſe De- 
ſcendant ſold it to Thomas Cumberford, who 
was living in the Begining the laſt 
Century, and was Lord of Cumber ford and 
Wiggington. Out of this Manor and Cum- 
ber ford, there is a Fee-farm Rent going 
out of 291. per Annum, which King Hen- 
ry VIII. ſettled upon Chrift-Church in Ox- 
ford, when he finiſn'd it. 72 
Near this Place are certain Lows, which 
muſt be reckon'd among the Roman Tumuli, 
becauſe being digged up and open'd, there 
was found Aſhes and Charcoal in their 
true Colours, and ſeveral Pieces of Bones, 
ſo friable, that bey would crumble be- 
twixt the Fingers, whence it muſt be con- 
cluded, that they are Roman (tho' there 
were no Coins, or Pieces of Urns or Arms 
found in them) becauſe Bodies bury'd _—_ 
die

ter them were certainly burnt, and we do 
not find, that the Saxons or Danes ever did 
burn their Dead. S281 

Dr. Plot in his Natural Hiſtory of Staf- 
ford/iirre gives us an Inſtance of one Mary 
Fauzkton, who (as he ſpeaks) kept a per- 
petual Faſt, for from her Cradle ſhe liv'd 
with ſo ſmall a Quantity of Meats and 
Drinks, that all People admire, how Na- 
ture could be ſo ſuſtain'd without any ſen- 
fible Decay, the not eating in a Day any 
Food above the Size of Half a Crown in 
Bread and Butter, and if ſhe eats Meat, 
not above the Quantity of a Pigeon's Leg 
at moſt: She drinks neither Wine, Ale, 
nor Beer, but either Water or Milk, alone 
or mixt, any of them ſcarce a Spoonful in 
a Day : And yet ſhe is a Maiden of a freſh 
Complexion and healthy, and very piouſſy 
diſpoſed, and therefore the leſs likely to 
put a Trick upon the Werld ; Beſides tis 
very well known to divers Perſons with 
whom ſhe has liv'd, that greater Quanti- 
tics of Food and other Liquors make her 
ſick. The Reaſon the Doctor gives for ſuch 
long Abſlinence is this: The Caſe is the 
ſame in them as in Leeches, Toads, Li- 
zards, Oc. in which the natural Heat and 
Moiſture is ſo exactly counterpoiſed, or 
their viſcid Juices do fo over-ballance and 
reſtrain the Activity of their Heat, that it 
is unable to rariſy or ſeparate the Parts of 
their Moiſture, whence there cannot fol- 
low any Perſpiration or Conſumption z 
and ſo no Need of Reparation by Meats or 
Drinks, for what is frequently ſeen in a 
whole Species, may fall out in the Indi- 
viduals of other Species, though not com- 
monly. 

Willenhall, or Vilnhall, a Manor, which 
in the 20th of William the Conqueror be- 
longed to the Canons of Hampton, In this 
Pariſh, in Chriſtmas Time, in 1677, about 
Eleven a-Clock at Night, there was an 
Earthquake, which came with a Noiſe 
before it was felt; it was ſhort, giving 
the Earth but one Shock, and moving, as 


the People thought, from South to North. 


The ſame Earthquake (as was thought) 
was felt at Hanbury upon the Confines of 
Derbyſhire, but there it happen'd about 
Eight a-Glock in the Evening, which 
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ſhews, that the Motion of it was flow. 
The Cauſe 6f this and other Earthquakes, 


Pr. Plot ſuppeſeth, is a Mixture of Sul- 


phar and Nitre ſet on Fire by the Heat of 
he Pyrites, (which is a natural Gunpow- 
der of greater Force than artificial) which 
being pent -up in the Caverns of the 
Earth, puts it into theſe Convulſions, 
which we call Earthquakes. 

Yoxall, a Manor, which Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter inherited from his Father 
Edmund, the younger Son of King Hen. 
ry III. He obtained of King Edward I, 
Key. 28. a Licence to have a Market every 
Week on Saturday at this his Manor of 
Youhall; and a Fair yearly upon the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow of St. Swithin, July 15. 
He forfeited it by rebelling againſt King 
Edward II. who feizing it with his other 
great Eſtates, gave it to Robert Holland his 
Secretary, who by deſerting him, had ren- 
der'd his Attempt ineffectual, for we find 
his Son Sir Robert Holland was Lord of it 
the gth of Edward III. In this Family it 
continu'd divers Succeſſions; for Thomas 
Holland, who in Right of his Wife aſſum'd 
the Title of Earl of Kent, dy'd pofleſs'd 
of it the latter End of King Edward III's 
Reign, how much longer it was in this 
Family we know not, nor any thing more 
of it, *till it came to be the Eſtate of Sir 
William Holles, whoſe Son Sir John Holles 
was Lord in the Beginning of the laſt Cen- 
tury, and his Peſterity may ſtill be ſo. 

Dr. Plot ſpeaking of ſuch Perſons in 
theſe later Times, long ſince Man's Life 
hath been abreviated to ſeventy Years, as 
have lived to an extream old Age, men- 
tions one Mrs. Swinbourn of this Place, 
who was upwards of 100 Years old when 
the Doctor was here about the Year 1680, 
and was then living. 


IT. The Hundred of Seiſdon, 


This Hundred is þounded on the Eaſt, 
with the Hundred of Off; on the South, 
with Worceſter ſhire; on the Weſt, with 
Shropſhire; and on the North, with the 
Hundred of Cuddlefton : The Fee of it we 
ſuppoſe to. be in the Crown, A 
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the Government of the High Sheriff and 
his Ofkcers. The Chief Towns are, 
Walverhampten, anciently called Hamp- 
von, being then only a large Pariſh, in Cir- 
cuit near 30 Miles, containing in it 17 
reat Villages; but having only 3 ſmall 
hapels of Eaſe, not capable ta receive 
a Quarter of the. Inhabitants, we meet 
with nothing remarkable in it or about 
it in any ancient Writing or Record, till 
the Priory Wulfruna, Relict of Althelm, 
Duke of North , in the Days of 
King Ethelred, in the Year 996 (Sir Mil- 
liam Dugdals fays, it was King Edgar, at 
the Requeſt of his dying Sifter Wulphr u- 
na, Anna go, that) built and endow'd 
here a Church or Monaſflry, in Regard to 
which pious Action of hers, it was ever 
after called Wu frune & Hampton, which is 
now vulgarly corrupted to: Wolverhampton, 
In this new Foundation ſhe plac'd eight 
ſecular Canons, or Portionaries, of whom 
by Incorporation, ſhe made the Rector of 
the Pariſh. to receive the Tythes in com- 
mon, and divide them yearly by Lot; the 
Head or Chief of theſe ſhe conſtituted Pa- 
tron to them all, and ſole ordinary to the

The Faundation of this Church being 
thus. conſtituted , was confirmed by the 


Conqueror's Charter, in thefe Words, De- 


di Sampſoni Cappellana mo, c. I have gi- 
ven and granted to Sampſon my Chaplain 
(then Cuftes of this Church) all the Lands 


belonging to the Church of Wolverhampton, 
with, all its Liberties, Franchiſes, Im- 


munities, Oc. to which King Henry I. and 
King Henry II. added their Grant. But in 
the Reign of King John, this Foundation 
was in Danger of a total Subverſion; for 
the Canons grew: ſo enormous in their 
Lives, that they were not aſhamed of pub- 
lick Fornication, of which their iow 


bath alſo to attend theſe in Capitulo, 


whole Pariſh, cum onnimoda Furi/diftione ; 
and thereby made this Pariſh exempt not 
only from the V ifitation of the Biſhop of 
Coventry and Litchfield, by an expreſs Com- 
poſition, but alſo by the Papal Bull from 
all Juriſdiction of his Legates and Dele- 
gates for ever. In which Condition it hath 
continu'd from her Time to theſe our Days 
ſubje& to no Earthly Power, but the ſu- 
pream Majeſty of England, and under it 
to the perpetual Viſitation of the Keeper 
of the Great Seal for the Time being. 
Within this Jurifdiftion are nine ſeve- 
ral Leets, of which, eight belong to the 
Church. The Cuftos, or Head, who hath 


been lately call'd Dean, is Lord of the Bo- 


rough of Wolverhampton, Codſall, Hather- 
ton, and Pelfhalt in this County, and Lud- 
oy Worceſterſhire, in all which he hath 

Manner of Priviledges belonging to 
the View of Frank-Pledge, Felons, Goods, 
Deodands, Eſcheats, Marriage of Wards, 
and Clerks of the Weekly Market, valu'd 
at 1501, per Annum, and in the Total is 
reckon'd worth near 300. a Year, Each 
of the Cannons have their ſeveral Leet, 
VIA, 


(who was Petrus Bleſcenſts) admoniſh'd 
them with all Imaginable Mildneſs, but 
they proved” as deaf as Adders to his 
Reproofs: Whereupon he obtained Letters 
from the King and Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, threatning, that unleſs they re- 
form'd their Manners, they would per- 
ſwade the Pope to diſolve them, and turn- 
ing them out, place Cifterfian Monks in 
their Room; but all to little Purpoſe, for 
they grew more and more contumacious z 
whereupon the good Dean, tired out with 
their Incorrigibleneſs, refigned his Deana- 
ry into the Archbiſhop's Hands, An». 1200, 
and wrote a Letter ta the Pope, to 3 

im 
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him to confirm what the Archbiſhop 
mould further do in this Matter, Inno- 


cent III. was then Pope. The Archbiſhop 
had begun the Reformation of the Canons, 
and had put in ſome Ciſterſiant; but tis 
ſuppoſed, that the Pope interpoſed, or 
ſome other Inconvenience not then fore- 
ſeen, prevented the Execution, and ſo the 
fundamental Conſtitution was preſeved. 

TheChurch being again thus ſettled, was 
cor fi med by King Henry III. Edward II. 
Edward III. and Richard II. All which 
the Charter of King Edward IV. alledges 
by a ſeveral Inſpeximus, and in the Con- 
cluſion ratifies for himſelf his Heirs and 
Succeſſors for ever; and afterwards the 
ſame King, Anno Reg. 19. united the Cu- 
ſtody and Deanary of this Church to the 
Cuſtos and Dean of Windſor, and his Suc- 
ceſſors for ever, the two Colleges till 
remaining diſtint as before, having two 
ſeveral Books of Statutes, and two diſtin 
Seals, and Revenues proper to their feve- 
ral Bodies. The Cuſtody of this Church 
in this Period, was in the Hands of di- 
vers famous Men, whoſe Names are upon 
Record, as abovemention'd, Sampſon, Pe- 
trus Bleſenſis, Mzgidius de Erdington (whom 
King Henry III. honours with the Title of 
his Cappellanus Domeſticus) Tediſius de Ca- 
milla, who liv'd 2 Edu. 1. and Richard 
Beauchamp, Biſhop of Sarum, Chancellor 
of the Order of the Garter, and Chancel- 
lor of England in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry IV. 

Of the Manor or Leet, which did not 
belong to the Church, we have this Ac- 
count in our Hiſtories : That when Ka- 
nul ph Earl of Chrfter dy'd without Heirs 
Male, and his Earldom was to deſcend to 
his Heirs General, K. Henry III. not think- 
ing it fit that Women ſhould inherit an 
Eſtate which had Regal Prerogatives an- 
nexedto it, aſſumed it into his own Hands, 
and gave unto his Heirs Lands of equal or 
greater Value, among which this Manor 
of Wolverhampton was one, at the ſame 
Time granting to it a Charter for a Week- 
ly Market on Wedneſday, and a Fair Year- 
ly on the Eve and Day of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, June 29. Ada, the youngeſt had 
this Manor, who was marry'd to Henry de 
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Haſtings, of whom, or his Heirs, Robert 
Burnel, Biſhop of Bath and Wells bought it, 
and left it to his Nephew Philip Burnel, 
whoſe Son Edward leaving no Child, Maud, 
the Wiſe of John Handlo, was found to be 
his Heir; and; ſo the Eſtate of the Burnels 
paſs'd into that Family, and this with 
other Lordſhips,being, inveſted in him, he, 
in her Right, became Lord Burnel. His 
Poſterity enjoy'd their Eſtate but one Suc- 
ceſſion or two, before by the Heir Gene: al 
it paſſed to the Hungerfords, who having 
forfeited it to the Crown, it was granted 
in Special Tail to Thomas Howard, Duke 
of Norfolk, by King Henry VII. in whoſe 
Family if it does not remain, we can't 
find in whoſe Poſſeſſion it hath been, or at 
preſent is. | 
This Town is ſituate on a high Ground, 
where they have but four weak Springs to 
ſupply ſo large a Town, which riſe altoge- 
ther behind the Cock Inn (ſo that they may 
in a manner be eſteemed but as one) ha- 
ving different Qualities appropriated to 
their reſpective Uſes, from whence they 
have the Names of, the Pudding-Well, the 
Hor ſe-Well, the Waſhing-Well, and the Meat- 
Well; from which laſt they fetch all their 
Water whieh they uſe for Meat and Drink 
all over the Town, in Leather Budgets or 
Borraccia's, laid croſs an Horſe with a Tun- 
nel at the Top, by which they fill them; 
much ſuch are uſed in Spain, and ſome 
other Towns in England, as York, Worceſter, 
Oc. and bringing to the other three their 
Tripes, Horſes and Linnen. From this 
Scarcity of Water, and high Situation, it 
is, that notwithitanding the adjacent Coal- 
Mines, the People enjoy a more ſettled © 
Health than moſt of their Neighbours, as 
breathing a more ſubtile and refined Air, 
ſo liable to Winds, that what noxious 
Fumes come from the Mines, are ſoon dif: ' 
pers'd ; whence it is, that the Plague was 
ſcarce ever known to have been in this 
Place; but the Small Pox often, for that is 


a Sign of the Wholeſomeneſs of the Air, 


as Experience proves. 

Dr. Plot tells us, that in the Church of 
Wolverhampton, there are ſeven Bells rung 
together in Peal, which muſt needs be very 
unmuſical z for whether we confider them 


as 
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as the firſt, Seven or laſt Seven of Eight 
Notes, the Sound they make (an never be 
grateful; for if the former, they muſt 
needs end in a flat Third, or if the latter 
(as they by the Ear ſeem to be) they muſt 
then begin with Four whole Notes toge- 
ther, either of which is very unharmoni- 
ous ; befides, the Number hinders them 
for ever from being brought either into 


common or treble Time, which muſt ne- 


ceſſarily be very diſagreeable. 

The Lockſmiths of this Town are ſuch 
expert Artiſts in making Locks for Doors, 
that they are much to be preferr'd before 
all others in any Part of England, as will 


appear by theſe Inſtances, which indeed. 


are wonderful. When they make fix, 
eight, or more Locks in a Suit, as their 
Chapmen ſpeak for them, they'll order 
the Key fo, that neither of them ſhall 
open each other's Lock, but one Maſter 
Key ſhall open them all. So that theſe 
Locks being ſet upon the Doors of anHouſe, 
and the inferior Keys kept by diſtin& Ser- 
vants, tho' neither of them can come at 


each other's Charge, yet the Maſter can 


come at them all. Beſides, the Maſter 


turning his Key in any of the Servants 


Locks but once extraordinary, the Servants 
themſelves can't come at their Charge. 
Neither ſhall the Servant ſpoil his Key, 
or the Lock, by endeaveuring it ; for his 
Key will only run round, and hurt no- 
thing. Nay, fo curious are they in Lock- 
work, (indeed beyond all Preference) that 
they can contrive a Lock, which ſhall ſhew 
(if the Maſter or Miſtreſs ſend a Servant 
into their Cloſet with the Maſlter-Key, or 
their own) how many Times that Servant 
has gone in at any Diftance of Time, and 
how many Times the Lock has been ſhot 
for a whole Year, ſome of them being 
made to diſcover it 500 or 1000 Times. 
Further, there was a very fine Lock made 
in this Town, ſold for. 20 Pounds, that 
had a Set of Chimes in it, that would go 


at any Hour the Owner ſhould think fit. 


Theſe Locks they make in Braſs or Iron 
Boxes, curiouſly poliſh'd, and their Keys 
finely wrought, not to be exceeded. 
It is alſo obferv'd by Dr. Plot, as an 
admirable Piece of Art, that whereas there

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is a ſtately Monument erected in this 
Church of Wolverhampton, for Col. John 
Lane, a Perſon who had eminently diſtia- 
uiſh'd his Lovalty in furthering the E- 
cape of King Charles IT. after the Battle 
of Worceſter, by his Son Thomas Lane, Eſq, 
One Mrs. Rebecca Norman/el had ſo excel- 
lent an Hand in the Management of her 
Scifers, that ſhe ſo curiouſly cut it out 
in Paper, with all the Arms, Trophies, 
Inſcriptions, Oc. as is not to be parallell'd, 
except in ſome few Pieces ot the like 
Work in the Muſeum at Oxford. 

Stephen Jennings, Merchant-Taylor of 
London, and Lord Mayor of the ſaid City 
in 1608, was a Native of this Town, He 
erected a fair School in this Town, and 
endow'd it, for the Education of the Chil- 
dren in Learning, without Expence to 
their Parents, | | 

Kinfare, or Kinver, was the King's De- 
meſne in the 26th Year of the Conqueror's 
Reign; but in the Time of King Henry II. 
Philip Holgat held both the Manor and Fo- 
reſt of Kinfare of that King, by the annual 
Rent of nine Pounds, with the Cuſtoms 
of the Manor. His Son John, who call'd 
himſelf Fitz-Philips, held them alſo, but 
paid an annual Rent of 1571. and by the 
Service of keeping the ſaid Foreſt, In 
the ninth Year of King Edward II. John 
de Vaux was Lord of Kinfare ; but it ſoon 
went out of that Family, for in the 34th 
Year of King Edward III. one Tyrel was 
Owner both of Kinfare, and Stourton, a 
Manor within the Pariſh of Kinfare. In 
our Catalogues of Market-Towns, this 
Town is mention'd as one; but we can 
neither find what Day the Market was 
Kee weekly on, or otherwiſe, nor any 

air, | 

In this Pariſh is an old Fortification, of 
an oblong Square, about 300 Yards long, 
and 200 over. This Fortification hath an 
artificial Bank caſt up round it, fenced © 
with a deep Ditch on the N. N. K. and 
S.S. W. Sides, the Edge or Hill on the 
other two Sides being naturally inacceſſi- 
ble. "The Tradition of the Tewn is, that 
it was a Daniſh Fort ificat ion; but Dr. Plot 
ſays, the Name ſeems rather to make it a 


Saxon one, where ſome King was kill'd, 


from 


— — 
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from Cine, Royal, and Fapan, nutare, 
vacillare, or obire, importing «s much as 
a Royal Failure, or Place where a King 
had failed or dy'd. We ſee the Antiqua» 
ries are of different Opinions, even about 
the Signification of the Saxon Words, which 
makes them contrary one to another; we 
ſhall leave it to the Reader to chuſe which 
he will believe, 

Other Antiquities in this Pariſh are, 1. a 
Low upon the End of the Heath, near the 
Lane leading to Enfield, which ſeems to 
have been raiſed upon ſome eminent Saxon 
Commander, ſlain in their Engagements 
with the Britains hereabouts. 2. A great 
Stone, of a ſquare Figure, a little taper- 
ing towards the Top, two Yards and an 
Inch High, and near four Yards about, 
Having two Chops on the Top of it, fo 
that at a Diſtance it appears a Triceps, 
or a Thing with three Heads. It ſtands 
in a Paſture in this Pariſh, and is called 
by ſome Bafion, by others a Bay ones 


woe being a Story, that a Gyant threw 


t from Afton (a Village under Kinfare 
Edge) hither. It is by ſome eſteem'd a 


Britiſh Deity, as the Devil's Bolts in 
Yorkſhire, and Devil's Coits in Oxfordſhire, 


Have been proved at large; or ſome Me- 


morial of a Battle fought hereabout; this 


at in fare being call'd by the more know- 
ing Sort of People by the Name of Battle- 
one, the Britains uſually ereting ſuch 
Monuments as "theſe, upon a Civil, as 
well as Religious Account. 

Under Kirfare Edge, there is a remar- 


kable Hole (which may deſerve our No- 


tice) going into the Rock, wide at firlt, 
but afterwards low and narrow, call'd 
Meg a Foxhole, becauſe it hath been ob- 
ſerv'd, that Foxes have often ſhelter'd 
themſelves in it; and in the Town by 


the Bridge Side near the River, there is 


another Hole, that goes into the Rock a 
great Way, call'd Mhirley-hole, from the 
Eddy of the Water, which the River 
ihakes at the Mouth of it. How far ei- 
ther of theſe Holes gocs, is not known, 
ror was it ever ſearched into; but the 
Tradition of the Place is, that tho' their 
Mouths are diflant a Mile from each 
«ter, yet they meet under Ground, which 


we can't contradit nor affirm. Under 
this Meg a Foxhole ig another Low, which 
is now all Stone. | | 
We come now to the Villages, viz. 
Abbots, or Apewwood Caſtle, is an an- 
cient Fortification, ſtanding upon a lofty 
round Promontary, with a ſteep Ridge 
for a Mile together, having Hollows cut 
in the Ground, over, which it is ſuppoſed, 
that they anciently ſet their Tents. The 
Hills at each End, which ſeem to have 
been the Baſtions, make it probable that 
the whole hath been' one Fortification ; 
but whether it were Britih or Roman is 
not eaſily determinable, only we have no 
Relation of any ſignal Action Hereabonts, 
which makes jt moſt probable that it is 
Britiſh z becauſe, if it had been Roman, 
their Hiſtories might perhaps have left us 
ſome Account of it; and Tacitus makes it 
pretty plain, that the Britains fortify'd, 
as well with Earth caſt up, as with Stones, 
when he tells us, that the Iceni chofe a 
Place ſepfum agreſti aggere, which doth 
moſt probably ſignify a Bank of Earth, or 
a Bank made of the Soil of the Field. 
Amelcate, or Amblecot, a Village, ſtand- 
ing on the North Bank of the Stower. In. 
the 2oth Year of the Conqueror's Reign, 
Pagan held it of William Fitz- Auſculft ;, but 
in the gth Year of King Edward II. it 
was come to the Hands of Sir William Staf- 
ford of Sandon, from whom it deſcended, 
tirſt to Sir William his Son, and after him 
to Sir James his Grandſon ; who leaving 
only one Daughter, who was his Heir, 
and marry'd to Thomas Erd/awike, there 
aroſe a great Controverſy, and long Suits. 
of Law about it, and other Lands, between 
Sir 79n Stafford, the Brother of Sir James, 
and the faid T. Erd ſauike, Sir John claim- 
ing as next Heir Male, and Erd/awike as 
marrying the Heir General ; but the Staf- 
fords at length carry'd away the Title 
from them. It afterwards paſſed to the 
Grays of Evficld ;, the laſt of which Fami- 
ly, named Jaun, fold it, we ſuppoſe, to. 
the Lord Dudley, whom we find in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of it in King Edward VI's Time. 
Arley, or Arr ley, a Lordſhip and Pariſh 
which ſtretcheth over the Severn more 
than a Mile; fo that Stafordtire-in this

the Son of Richard, held it from the Ca- 


nons, in the Reign of King Henry I. and 
in after Times, viz. In the Reign of 
King Edvard IT. Hugh de Audeley, and in 
King Edward III's the Earl of Northamp- 
ton was Owner thereof, yet hold ing it un- 
der the Canons. | 

Dr. Plot gives a ſtrange Relation of the 
Deliverance of Margery Mowſole of this 
Place, who being convicted of killing her 
Baſtard Child, was accordingly condemn'd 
and executed at Stafford for it, where 
ſhe hanged by the Neck the uſual Time 


that other MalefaQors did; yet like Anne 


Green, and Elizabeth the Servant of one 
Mr. Cope of Oxford, the came to Life 
again; as it has been much more common 
for Women to do in this Caſe than Men, 
of which Dr. Plot ſuppoſes this to be the 
Reaſon, that the Juices of Wemen being 
more cold and viſcid, are more tenaceous 
of the ſenſitive Soul than Mens are; 
which appeared moſt wonderfully in the 
Caſe of Judith de Balſham, in K. Henry TIPF's 
Time; whobeing convicted of harbouring 
Thieves, was condemn'd, and hang'd from 
nine a-Clock on Monday Morning, *till 
Sun riſing the next Day, yet being taken 
down, came to Life again; which was ſo 
great a Miracle in thoſe Days, that the 
King pardon'd her, and gave her her Life. 


The Pardon is in Dr. Plot's Hiſt. Staff. | 


p. 292. and is dated Aug. 16, 48 _— 

Aſtrwooed, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
King's Swinford, which, with divers other 
Hamlets, was part of the Foreſt of Kin- 
fare, which included great Part of this 
Southern Side of the County. Near the 
Bridge in this Hamlet is a Spring, with 
a ſmall Lake before it, commonly call'd 
Hunger Wall, becauſe it is. uſually quite 
dry, or at the moſt ſtsgnates, and runs 
not at all (as the People ſay ) againſt a 
Dearth of Corn. How true that is, we 
know not; but "tis moſt certain, it doth 
not always run, and when itdoes, it ſome- 
times comes forth with ſuch a Noiſe, that 

many People have been frightned by it,

articularly they tell a Story, that ſome 

erſons going by it to Neal Rabbits, were 
ſo ſcared by the Noiſe, that they defiſicd 
from their Enterprize, and fled, as if 
ſomebody had come to take them. Upon 
Aſirword-Heath alſo, near the foremention'd 
Bridge, there is an Intrenchment, com- 
monly knewn by the Name of IWoleer- 
hampton Church-yard, ſo called, from its 
Largeneſs and Reſemblance, being about 
140 Paces over by Meaſure, which is a 
Roman Caftram Station, as is that by Long- 
don Church. 

Bobington, a Village, a little diſtant 
from the River Smeſtall, the Lordſhip of 
Robert de Stafford, 20 Cong. and under 
bim held by one Helgoth. is Poſterity 
was in Poſſeſhon of it in King Henry III's 
Time, and g Edu. 2. but it was alienated 
by them ſoon after ; for it was near that 
Time in Poſſeſſion of John Lord Botetourt, 
who dying 28 Edu. 2. left it, and his 
other Eſtates, to John his Grandſon, by 
his eldeft Son Thomes, who had marry'd 
Joan, one of the Coheirs of John de o- 
mery, Lord Dudley, by whom a great In- 
heritance came to his Son ; ſhe outlivi 
Thomas, had this Manor in Dower, — 
obtain'd a Licenſe for a Free Warren in 
all her Demeſne Lands here. She dy'd 
12 Edu. 3. and left it to his Son John de 
Botetourt, whom he had by her. 
In this Town one Brooks had a Seat, 
who takes himſelf to be a Gentleman, 
Bradley, or Bradeley, one of thoſe Lard- 
ſhips which appears by the Conqueror's 
Survey, to be the Estate of the Earle of 
Mercia, in Edward the Confeſſor's Reign 
but being forfeited by the laſt Earl Edwyn, 
was difpos'd of by the Conqueror, to ſome 
of his Followers, probably to Robert de 
Stafford, who had $1 Manors given him 
in this County by that King; for we find 
it in the Poſſeſſion of Edmund Lord Stafford, 
who was ſlain 4 Hen, 4. in the Battle of 
Shrewsbury, fighting for the King. His 
Son Humphrey inherited his' Honour and 
Eftate, and this Manor was in this Fami- 
ly 23 Hen, 8. and 'tis probable ſo conti- 
nu'd, *till their whole Eſtate by the Heir 
General paſſed to Sir William. Howerd, Kt.

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a younger Son of Thomas Howard Earl of 
Arundel and Surrey, who was advanced by 
King Charles I. to the Honour of Viſcount 
Stafford, * | | 

Bilſon, or Bilſton, a Lordſhip, which, 
20 Conqueſtoris, belonged to the Canons of 
Hampton, In it a Gentleman named Mor- 
ſeley had a Seat. Nature hath beſtowed 
two Things remakable upon this Village, 
1. A Sort of Sand ſo very fine, that it is 
hardly palpable : It is of a deep Orange 
Colour; and being ſent for by Artiſts 
Iiving at a great Diſtance, to be uſed by 
them as a Spaud to caſt their Metals with, 
is not a little profitable to the Town, 
Here is alſo, 2. A. Quarry of Stone very 
obſervable, it lying in Beds in plano hori- 
zZontis, one under another, 12 s deep, 
every Bed being thicker than that above 
it, an Inch or more, ſo that the lower 
Bed is about a Yard thick, and the Inha- 
bitants thereabouts make Troughs, Ci- 
ſterns, Oc. of the Stone. Some of the 
Layers riſe ſo large and even, that a 
Gentleman of Bradley hath got one eight 
Yards long, which departs not from a 
Level above an Inch. Some of the Stone 
dug at this Time, is alſo curiouſly ſtreaked 
with Black, of which there are elegant 
Patterns in the Gardens at Pury-Hall. 

Dr. Plot gives an Account of a ſtrange 
Impoſture a&ed by a Boy of this Place, 
one William Parry, a Lad of about 13 
Years of Age: This Youth not liking to 
go to School, fell into the Company of one 
Thomas, an old Man, who carry'd Glaſſes 
at his Back about the Country; who in- 
ſtructed him to groan, pant, mourn, turn 
up his Eyes, ſo as the Whites only could 
be ſeen, turn his Neck round, gape hi- 
deouſly, grind his Teeth, and vomit Rags 
and Pins, which he did ſo dexterouſly, 
that he moved the Compaſſion of the Be- 
holders ſo much that they were very libe- 
ral to him. The old Man at length adviſed 
Kim to ſay, he was bewitched, and he ac- 
euſed one Joan Cock, a poor old Woman, of 
bewitching him, and ſhe was try'd for a 
Witch at the Aſſizes at Stafford, Auguſt 10, 
1620; but the Proofs againſt her being 
but weak, and not ſatisfadtory, ſhe was 
Aiſcharged, and the Cure of the Boy was 
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committed by the judges to Dr, Thomas 


Morton, then Biſhop of the Dioceſe, who 
aſter a Month's Obſervation of his Ad tons 
and Temper at Eecleſhall-Caftle, began to 
ſuſpet him, and at length fully detedted 
the Impoſlure; which when the Boy ſaw 
he could no ways avoid, he begged Pardon 
of the Biſhop, and then of the Judges in 
open Court the next Aſſize, and the old 
Woman ; confeſſing the whole Matter, to 
his own Shame, and Ged's Glory, not on- 
ly what the old Man had taught him, bue 
what he had contriv'd himſelf ; which 
gave the Biſhop ſo great Satisfaction, that 
he bound him out Apprentice, and he 
prov'd a very honeſt Man. | | 

This Story of the Boy of Bil/on, being 
related after a very different Manner by 
Fuller, Hift. Eccleſ. l. 10. p. 73. we can't 
but take Notice of it. Fuller calls his 
Name Perry, and fays, That he was pra- 
ctic'd on by ſome Jeſuits (that repaired to 
Mr. Gifard's Houſe in this County) to diſ- 
ſemble himſelf poſſeſs'd, that the Prieſts 
might have the Credit to caſt out the De- 
vil, and ſo grace their Religion, with the 
Reputation of a Miracle. But the Boy 
having got an Habit of Idleneſs, and his 
Parents Profit, when the Prieſts came to 
exorciſe the Devil, he would not go out, 
and ſo they raiſed a Spirit they could not 
lay. But Dr. Moreton, then Biſhop of 
Coventry and Litchfield, found it out, as 
Dr. Plot relates. If this be true, Dr. Plot 
was put off with a fabulous Story, in- 
vented by the Papiſts to conceal their 
Forgery z which is not unuſual with them, 
when their Deſigns don't take. | 

Bilbrook, a Village, where there is a 
Cuſtom of adorning their Wells with 
Boughs and Flowers on Holy Thurſday, as 
it ſeems they do alſo at all Goſpel Places, 
whether Wells, Trees, or Hills; which 
being uſed only for Cuſtom ſake, may be 
innocent enough; but it was not ſo ori- 
ginally uſed, as we ſhall ſhew in Brewood 
in Cuddleſton Hundred. - - | * 

Broom, is a Village, ſituate in a little 
Parcel of Ground with Kene/m and Clent, 
within the Borders of the County of Wor- 
cefter, yet belonging to this County, and 
joined to this Hundred by a ſmall Neck of 
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Land. It was in the King's Hands in the 
20th of the Conqueror's Reign, but who 
have been Lords of it ſince, we can't diſ- 

ver. O11 W 5 
*"Buſhbur was held by one Robert, 20 
Cong. of 2 am Fitz.-Auſculf. His Poſte- 
rity aſſum'd the Name of de Buſthury, and 
were many of them Knights. Robert de 
Buſhbury was Lord of it in K. Edward III's 
Reign. It is now come to the Groſvenors, 
who have their Seat here. In this Vil- 
lage was found. not long fince, in a Wood 
called the Birchen Leſow, the Braſs Head 
of the Bolt of 'a Catapultaz for. which 
Reaſon, Dr. Plot ſays, that he reckons 
the Low which ſtands near the Town, -to 
be of a Roman Erection; it being plain by 


theſe Inſtruments, that thoſe Places, as- 


well where there are Lows, as not, were 
ſome Time viſited by the Roman Militia, 
and were Places of Action; as were all 
thoſe Places, where the like Inſtruments 
are found, as Hand/worth, Oc. | 

Clent was in Roger Somery's Hands in 
King Henry III's Time; but upon the 
Diviſion of his, Somery's,, Lands among 


the Heirs General, this Lordſhip fell to 


Thomas de Botetaurt, and his Heirs. This 
Village is of Note in our Hiſtories, chief- 
ly for this barbarous Fact. The King- 
dom of the Mercians, by the Death of 
King Kenulf in 819, fell to his only Son 
Kenelm, a Child of Seven Years old. His 
elder Siſter Quendred being deſirous to go- 
vern, becauſe her Brother was not fit, 
prattiſed with the young King's Guardian, 
one A/chebert, to make him away; which 
that he might do ſo privately that none 
might know it, he got the young King 
into a Wood belonging to this Place, under 
a Pretence of Hunting 4 and having him 
there alone, cut off his Head, and bury'd 
him where no Man knew but himſelf, 
"till it was, miraculouſly diſcover'd by a 
Widow Woman's Cow, which would feed 
no where but about Kenelm's Grave. Where- 
upon, the Pope ſent Order to Woalfred, 
then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſome 
other Biſhops, to take up the Body; which 
being accordingly done, it was carry'd in 
great State to the Abby of Winchelcomb in 
Glouceſterſhire, which was founded by his 


Father, and was there Bonourably interrd. 
As to ſuch Antiquities in this Place as 
relate to this Hiſtory, there are yet re- 
maining, 1. Cowback, a Paſture Ground; 
where the Cow that attended S8. Kenelm's 
Grave, is ſaid to have fed, as it continues 
to this Da 2. S. Kenelm's Well, near 
the Chapel, dedicated to him. 3. $. Cle- 
ment's Furtow, the Graſs whereof is more 
verdent and luxuriant than at other Places. 
On Clent- Heath, there are three Lows, rai- 
ſed upon ſome Conflict hereabouts, when 
the Fortifications on Whichbury-Hill, hard 
by, but in the County of Worcefter, were 
made; of which, more hereafter. Rs 
The Manor of Clent was in the King's 

Hands, 20 Cong. but was alienated from 

the Crown by King Fohn, Reg. 6. for that 
King having a Mind to purchaſe Wolver- 
hampton, that he might ſettle it on the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Hubert ; gave 
Ralph de Somery this Manor, and ſome 
others for it; yet to be held of the Crown. 
by him and his Heirs in Fee, at the yearly 
Rent of 41. 135. 4d. to be paid into the 


Exchequer by the Hands of the Sheriff 


of Staffordſhire; which was the ancient 
Farm, and an Increment at Michaelmas and 
Eafter. Roger de Somery, 29 Hen. 3. upon 
a Collection for - marrying the King's 
Daughter, paid the 3d Part of a Knight's 
Fee for this Manor. John de Somery alſo, 
15 Edu. 2. dy'd in Poſſeſſion of this Ma- 
nor, leaving his Siſters, Margaret and 
Joan, his next Heirs ;- which laſt marry'd 
homas Botetourt, and having this Manor 
for her Part, carry'd it into his Family. 
She ſurviv'd him, and was a great Bene 
faQtreſs to the Canons of Hales-Owen in 
Shropſhire z by whoſe Example, her Son 
and Heir John, was induced to give the 
Ad vowſon of this Church of Clent, to the 
ſaid Canons, with the Chapels RR 
belonging.

The 
Water of this Well in Antient Times, 
when Leproſtes were frequent in this Na- 
tion, was accounted a fovereign Reedy 
for duch as were troubled with that foul 
Pifttmper (for whoſe Accommodation ſome 
pious Perfon built an Houſe, ſtili called, 
the Leper · Houſe) and it is in Uſe at pre- 
ſent agamſt Scabs and Itch, both in Man 
and Beaſt, purzing both by Stool and U- 
rihe, and effestually carrying off all ill 
Humburs. Many of the Inhabitants brew 
and boil their Meat with the Water of this

Dadley-Caſtle, which is in this County, 
but ſtands ſo near the Edge of Vorceſter- 
Fire, that the Town of Dudley, from 
which the Caſtle is called, is in Worcefter- 
Me; fo that we muſt now treat only of 
the Caftle. It is a good ly ancient Building, 
and of large Extent, with great Trenches 


about it, Hewn out of the hard Rock, and 


hath «fair Tower in it, on the South Side. 


and hath a large Profpett into five Shires, 
and a great Part of Wales. It was built 
by Dado, or Dodo, a Saxon, about the 
Year 700, and was called from him Dodo's- 
Caftle, In King William I's Time (as ap- 
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pears frem Doomſidry-Book) it belonged 
William Fita Auſeulph, who had 24 Manor 
in this Skire, or his Son, In the Reign of 
King Stephen, when the Bmpreſs Maud 
contented with that King for the Throne, 
Gerwaſe de Paganel held this Gaftle of Dud- 
ley for der, and in King Herry W's Reign 
having his Reſidence at this Caſtle, upon 
the raiſing an Aſſeffment for the Marriage 
of the King's Daughter, he certified his 
Knights Fees de vereri feoffmento to be in 
Number Fifty, und thoſe de novo Six and a 
third Part. But in the ſume Reign upon 
a Difference between the King and his 
Sun Henry, who not contented with half

This 
Caſlle bei 
mounts the Tops or all the Trees, and ſo 
is expoſed to the Ventilations of the Air, 
which makes it not only exceeding heal- 
thy, but affords it a delightful Proſpect 
over all the Country below it. In the Hall 
of the Caſtle is a Table, all of one Plank, 
which at firſt before it was fitted to the 
Hall, was 25 Yards three Inches long, and 
wanted but two Inches of a Yard in 
Breadth for the whole Length; but being 
too long for the Hall, ſeven Yards and 
nine Inches were cut off, and made a Ta- 
ble for Mr. Corbin's Hall, whoſe Seat is 
juſt by. Now, what a prodigious Tree 
muſt that be, that could bear a Yard. Dia- 
meter at 75 Foot high ? It cannot be pre- 
ſum'd io be leſs in Boughs, tho'-of a great 
Bigneſs, than 40 Foot higher. This Oak 
grew in the New Fark at Dudley, and juſt- 
ly deſerveth our Admiration for its Big- 
neſs, containing in it by a modeſt compu- 
tation, an hundred Ton of neat Timber, 
if not more. 

The Lords ef this Caſtle named Dudley, 
had ſeveral Perſons deſcended from them, 
of ſome Note in their Times, wit.

his Body, of this Manor of Hertwell, and 
fome others in this County, and the ad- 
jovning, of King Richard III. Reg. 1. He 
dy'd in Hen. 5. and was buryed in the Pri- 


ory of St. Janes at Dudley, having appoint- 
ted a Tomb to be ſet on his Grave: EP 

" Himley, or Hymley, a Lordſhip holden 
Anno 20 of the Conqueror's Reign, by 
Minus and Arni, of William Fitz.- Auſculph ; 
but it appears, that in the gth Vear of 
King Edward II. William Beresford was 
Lord of it; but in the firſt of Edward III.

In the Reign of King Edward I. Anno 12, 
Hugh de Loges was Owner of certain Lands 
there, which he held by eanty, for 
the Keeping of the Foreſt of Cannock; but 
in the gth Year of King Edward II.

Walter Wrotteſley having a Magnificent 
Seat here, in 1680. Whether the Wrio- 
theſleys, of whom the Lord Chancellor 
Wriothefley was deſcended, was of this Fa- 
mily, may be diſputed, becauſe of the 
different Way of writing their Names; 
but ſuch Variations are ſo common in 
our Records, and Hiſtories, that if there 
be probable Reaſons to the contrary, that 
can be of no Worth; and this we take to 
be one, That in the Family of Wriotheſley, 
we find a continued Succeſſion of Perſons 
officiating in the Heralds Office, as John 
Wriotheſley was Principal Herald of the 
Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 18 Edu. 

. His Son Thomas, 20 Hen. 7. was con- 
{tituted Garter Principal King of Arms; 
and Wiltiam his ſecond Son 'betaking him- 
ſelf to the ſame Study, was made York 
Herald. He was the Father of the Lord 
Chancellor. Now we take this to be pro- 
bable, that fince the Wrotteſleys were one 
of the Founders of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, his Poſterity might have all the En- 
couragement poſſible, to go on in that 
Study, and have the Chief Offices in it. 
The Arms of the Wrotteſleys are Gold, a 
Bend engrail'd, Gules; but they uſe, 
Gold, three Piles Sable, with a Canton 
Ermine, and a Garter about it, and for 
the Creſt, a Boar's Head Ermine ; but 
this Coat of Right belongs to the Family 
of Baſſets in Warwickſhire. * 

As to Antiquities, we have nothing to 
add here, ſave that of the Ruins of ſome 
ancient City, or Fortification, of which 
we have fpoken at large in Tettenkall. a- 
bove. One Moiety is included in this 
Pariſh, and particularly in the Park are 
evident Remains of them.

That at Cranmoor, near this Town, are 
found Trunks of Trees at a confiderable

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ſuch a Depth in the Midland Parts, is a 
Difficulty which our Antiquaries and 
Naturaliſts have taken' great Pains to ac- 
count for; but their Reafons are not ge- 
nerally ſatisfactory. Dr. Plot, in his Hi- 
ſtory of this County, hath given the beſt 
Solution he can of it, but perhaps hath 
better enervated others Opinions, than 
eſtabliſh'd his own, and ſo it remains in 
Debate. Near Wrotteſley-houſe is found a 
greyiſh Sort of Clay, of which they make 
Tobacco-pipes at Armitage and Litchfield, 
for it burns very white, This is all we 
meet with conſiderable, about the Towns 
and Villages of this Hundred, and there- 
fore we ſhall proceed to the next above it

HI. The Hundred of Cuddleſtone. 


This. Hundred lies in the Midſt of the 
County, being encompaſs'd on the Eaſt 
with the Hundred of ew, on the South 
with the Hundred of Seiſdon, on the Weſt 
with Skropfhire, and on the North with 
the Hundred of Pyrekill. The Fee of 


this Hundred is in the Crown, and the 


Government of it under the Sheriff, and 
his Officers. The Chief Towns are, 

- - Brewood, a Lordſhip held of the King, 
20 Conqueſt, by the Biſhop of Litchfield, 
whoſe Succeſſors are at this Day Lords of 
of it. It isa pretty Country Town, and 
hath a Market weekly on Tueſday, and a 
Fair yearly, on the Nativity of the Vir- 
gin Mary, Sept. 8. The Family of Ton- 
lines have a Seat here. In this Pariſh, in 
a Ground called The Lackes, near Fetler - 


ſtone, was found the Braſs Head of a Cata- 


pulta, and preſented by the Finder to Sir 
William Dugdale. 

In'the Gardens and Orchards of Brewood 
Hall, the Seat of the Fowks of this Coun- 
ty, Dr. Plot gives us ſome Examples of 
exquiſite Art uſed in cutting and mana - 
ging of Hedges and Trees; for in the 
White-Thorne' Hedge. between the Gar- 
den and Court before the Houſe, thers 
are the Figures of ſeveral Animals, Ca- 
ſtles, Oc. formed arte topiaria z and in 
the Orchard, there is the Figure of a 
— Neſt, big enough to hold a 3 
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rms. a fair ſpacious Arbor, meaſuring 
ve Yards ſquare without, and about three 
and an half within, cut on the Top with 
Loop and Creſt, like the Battlements of a 
Town, adorn'd with a Pinnacle at each 
Corner, over which is a Canopy. two 
Yards diameter, which is carry'd up gra- 
dually to a ſmall Pinnacle; and near the 
Pale of the Orchard is a Yew-tree, cut up 
gradually in Rounds, each leſſer than that 
below it, to the Number of twenty. 

In this Pariſh, the Cuſtom of adorning 
Wells with Boughs and Flowers, which 
is touch'd upon above at Bilbrook, is till 
uſed ; and ſo. long as it goes no farther, 
may eſfteem'd innocent enough. In 
Popiſh Times, this Reſpe&t was paid to 
ſuch Wells as were eminent for curing di- 
ſtempers upon the Saints Days whoſe 
Name the Well bore ; the Peaple then 

diverting themſelves with Cakes and Ale, 
a little Muſick and Dancing; which was 
tollerable in Comparifon of what had 
been formerly uſed, and was not forborn 


fo the Garden there is a Yew-tree, which

in ſome Places; for the People, and thoſe 


not of the Meaner Sort only, placed a 
Sanctity in them, brought Alms and Of- 
ferings to them, and made Vows at them. 
This Superſtitions Devotion, which was 
call'd Wil peoppunda, i. e.

Earth moving very ſenſibly three Times, 
each Motion being diſtant from the other 


about half. an Hour.

ny'd alſo the Earthquake a little before, 
in this Shire, as alſo that in Oxford ig 
1683, which ſhews that no Earthquakes 
are without a Noiſe going beſore, the 
Cauſe being the Exploſion of the Fire- 
damps, which are never unheard, unleſs 
when they lie ſo low in the Earth, that 
they cauſe a Shaking without Vent. 
Penkridge, or Pancixe, as it is called in 
Doomſtday-Book, or de Penocure, as Mr, 
Cambden would have it, er Penkrich, as it 
is vulgarly call'd; taking its Name from 
the River Penke, which runs by it, and 
may be thought to give it the Name, and 
the more, becauſe there is a Stone Bridge 
built over it here, which will both toge- 
ther make up the Name of Penkridge, or. 
Henk. bridge. Mr. Cambden will have it the 
old Pennocrucium mention'd by Antoine, 
and ſo much the more, becauſe it anſwers 
the Diſtance from Uxocona or Uſocona in 
the Itinerary, and retains ſtill a Part of 
the Name, the Roman Military Way re- 
maining very fair and plain, and almoſt 
without Breach, paſſing by it at a little 
Diſtance, and croſſing the Penk; but Dr. 
Plot will by no means come into Cambaen's 
Sentiments, becauſe, tho' the Names be 
more agreeable than any other Place, yet 
not lying upon the Street, but two Miles 
from it, nor at the Diſtance exactly affign'd 
by the Itinerary, he cannot but rather ſup- 
poſe it to be at Streeton, ſo called by the 
Saxons, (as much as to ſay, The Town 
upon the Street) after it came into their 
Poſſeſſion ; for that Town lies upon the 
Way, and anſwers the Diſtance very ex- 
ally ; for tho? in Stafford/hire tis counted 
but eleven Miles, they may well enough 
be accounted twelve Ita ian Miles, which 
is the Diſtance in- the Itinerary. It may 
be objefted, indeed, againſt this Conjec- 
ture, that no Roman Coins, or other Anti- 
quities are found in this Place; but it.

they were in their Bodies as large and 
white, as the tame Swan, he concluded, 
that it was a different Kind of Swan from 
any yet deſcribed in any Author he had 
ever met with.

The Villages of this Hundred are, 

Aquilate, or Aquilot, the Manor and 
Eſtate of one Thomas Scrimſhaw, in King Ed- 
ward's Time: He was a Prothonotary in 
the Common Pleas, and purchaſed ſeveral 
Lordſhips in this County, and-many Lands 
in others: Thoſe in this Shire he gave to 
His eldeſt Son Thomas, who left them to 
His Poſterity. This Town takes its Name . 
from a large Meer that lies juſt below it; 
for Aquilat is, quaſi aqua lata, as much as 
to ſay, a large or broad Water, which be- 
ing a Roman Name ſhews, that their Ar- 
mies lay ſome time hereabout, which is 
much confirm'd from certain Hills on the 
N. N. E. Banks call'd Anc-Hills, from ſome 


| Roman Captain, nam'd Ancus, that lay 


upon them. This Meer is remarkable 
for ſeveral Things: 1. For its large Ex- 
tent, it being 1848. Yards in Length, and 
02 Yards broad, which it holds within 


Ei Trifle from the one End to the other; 
2, For its great Plenty of Water, which 
ſupplies in a great Meaſure three Rivers, 
viz. The Tern, Smeſtal, and Flaſhbrooke, 
3. For its Plenty and Largeneſs of Fith, 
particularly Jacks and Carps, of which 
we have an Inſtance of one Jack an El} 
and two Inches long; and two Carps, the 
one a Milter thirty three Inches long 
and nineteen and an half about, which 
weighed hfteen Pounds; the other a Spawn- 
er, which though it was not above two 
Foot and fix Inches long, or thereabouts, 
was twenty Inches and an half round, 
and weighing 14 Pounds, was ſold for 
14 Shillings, the Scales of each of them 
being near as broad as one of our milled 
Half-crowns. 4. Floating Iflands, which 
move from Place to Place upon the Water. 
Dr. Plot conjeQures, that at firſt theſe 
Hands might be nothing but a kind of 
Skum upon the Water mix'd with Weeds, 
and cover'd over a-top in part with Duſt 
brought by the Winds, and ſupply'd at 
the ſame Time underneath with viſcous 
Terreſtieties, elevated by Vapours from 
the Bottom of the Pool, and ſo in Proceſs 
of Time becoming a fungous Sort of 
Earth, bearing Weeds, Dwarf. Willows, 
and ſuch Kind of Traſh, and floating 
upon Water are carry'd about by its Mo- 
tions, Mal 
Dr. Plot alſo mentions: it, as a great 
Wonder, which happen'd in this Town. 
Madam  Skrimfher, a virtuous Gentlewo- 
man, having felt for ſome Time a prick- 
ing in her Arm; at length complain'd of 
it to her Husband ; who ſympathizing 
with her, was very officious to remave le, 
and to that End ſqueezing it, forced out 
about the Baſilical Vein the Point of a 
Pin, which appearing more, he pull'd it 
out with a Pair of Scifſers, all but the 
Head, which lay ſome Time after,_ under 
the Skin, and might be felt. How it 
could come there, is the Wonder. The 
Lady did not remember that ſhe had ever 
ſwallow'd a Pin; and if ſhe had, it is 
unintelligible how it ſhould get into her 
Arm. However, the Doctor attempts to 
ſolve it thus: He believes, that the Pin 
was ſwallow'd inſenſibly; and having by

rees pierc'd the Coats of the Stomach, 
paſſed thro? the Fleſh by unknown Ways, 
to the Place where it came forth; as a 
Needle ſwallow'd by Henricus Alverus, at 
fix Years old, came out at one of his 
Thighs, when he was 24 Years old; and a 
Braſs Bodkin ſwallow*d' by aWoman,after it 
had lain in her Body 11 Years, came out 
at an Hole it had made for itſelf in her 
Stomach. 

Athelarton, a Lordſhip held in the Reign 
of King John, of Robert de Stafford by 
William de Audley, cum perticibus ſuis, but 
the Property of it was alienated in King 
Henry TIT's Time, for then Nigellus de 
Longford held it; and in King Edward IT's 
Time, Nicholas de Longford and Theobald 
de Verdon, were Lords of Athelarton, in 
whoſe Poſterity it continu'd. pct 

Beaudeſert, a Village, delicately ſeated 
among the Woods; it anciently belonged 
to the Biſhops of Litchfield, with the Park, 
and a great Number of Hamlets and Vil- 
lages both in and adjoining to the Foreſt ; 
but in King Edward VI's Reign, they 
were by the then Biſhop given in Ex- 
change for certain Parſonages, Impropria- 
tions, and other Benefices, which the Lord 
Paget had obtain'd of that King. This 
Lord, then only Sir Villiam Paget, had 
been, by reaſon of his Great Abilities, a 
conſiderable State-Officer in the Reign of 
K. Henry VIII. and being conſtituted one of 
his Executors, and of the Council to K. 
Edward VI. by his Will, was promoted to 
great Dignities, as Knight of the Garter, 
Comptroller of the King's Houſhold, and 
at length created a Baron, under the Name 
and Title of Lord Paget of Beaudeſert, in 


which Honour he was ſucceeded: by his

as Stocks for the Legs uſually have. 3. 
An Eccho in the little Park, about the 
Middle of the Path, that leads from the 
Pale to the Houſe, which from a treble 
Object anſwers diſtintly three Times. 
4. The Caftle-Hill above the Town, which: 
is elevated ſo high above the Country 
near it, that it commands the Horizon' 
almoſt all round; ſo that it is commonly 
ſaid, that Part of nine ſeveral Counties 
may be ſeen from it, viz. Stafford, Dar- 
72 Leiceſter, Vorceſter, Warwick, Salop, 
thefter, Montgomery, and Flint. 5. Coal 
is dug in the Park belonging to the 
Seat, from 20 to 40 Fathom deep, (ſome 
other Beds of a ſofter Kind lying between) 
the beſſ in Staffordſhire, or any where elſe- 
yet known, except that in Lancaſhire, for 
carving z; becauſe that has no Grain, and 
this will cleave ; tho' KiCharles ID's Head, 
at Litchfield, is cut in it, and reſembles 
him well; but the common Uſe of it is 
for Firing ; and when they would have it 
burn flow, they lay it on flat; and when 
quick, Edge-ways, and then it will eaſily 
admit the Fire at the Clefts, and burn as 
bright as a Candle. , 

Beſcote, a Village, where Dr. Plot tells 
us, was found a Sort of Earth, or Mud, 
which being ſtirred upon this Occaſion, 
ſeemed to ſhine like Fire. One Mr. Jones 
riding with Captain Thomas Lane in the 
Night-Time, happen'd to fall into a Ditch 
caſually in this Pariſh, and Mr. Lane en- 
deavouring to help him out, they ſtirred 
the Mud and Dirt pretty much, and: 
therewith fouled their Gloves, Bridles, 
and Horſes : Having recoser'd their Hor- 
ſes, they obſerved, that upon all thoſe: 
Things that the Water and Mud had. 

X boy touch'd,. 
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touch'd, there was & Kind of a faint Flame 
like that of burnt Brandy, which conti- 
tinu'd upon them for a Mile's Riding. 
Billington, a Village, where there is the 
Footſteps of a large old Fortification, 300 
Yards Diameter,doubly entrenched,as may 
be ſeen in divers Places, tho* the out- 
moſt be filled in ſome. Dr. Plot tells us, 
that he could willingly believe it to have 


been the Place of Battle between Duke 


Wada, who with his Aſſociates, murder'd 
King Ethelred and King Eardulf his Syc- 
ceſſor; which our Antient Hiſtorians a- 
gree, was at a Place called Billingalo, or 
Billingahoth, near Wallalega, called by the 
Saxons Wall, the Old Etocetum in the Itine- 
rary; but upon more mature Thoughts, 
he changed his Opinion, and thus deter- 
min'd. That by our beſt Relations of 
the Antiquities of Staffordſhire, the Lady 
Elfleda, Daughter of King Alfred, built 
a Caſtle in this Town, on the North Side 
of the River Sw, of which he could find 
no Remains: But afterwards upon the 
Hill above the Town, at near a Mile's 
Diſtance, Ralph Earl of Stafford built ano- 
ther Caſtle, ſome think they are both the 
ſame, Ralph only rebuilding the old one; 
but Dr. Plot conjectures, that they were 
two different Building, and ſtood in diffe- 


rent Places, and particulary that the firſt 


Caſtle ftood within this Intrenchment at 
Billington ; in which Opinion he ſays he 
is much confirmed, becauſe the Lands 
wherein theſe Intrenchments are, are not 
far diſtant, and ſtill remain a Part of the 
Demeſne Lands of the Barony of Staf- 
ord. . 
þ The Lordſhip of this Village was in 
King Edward The Confeſſor's Time, the 
Eſtate of Edwin Earl of Mercia, as ap- 
pears by the Conqueror's Survey ; but was 
forfeited with his other Eftates to that 
King by his Rebellion, and was given to 
his Followers, but to whom we do not 
certainly know, probably to Robert de 
Stafford, who had 81 Manors given him 
in this County, and whoſe Deſcendant 
Ralph built Stafford Town. 
A little below this Fortification, near 
Billington, is a Pool, called, Hungry-Pit, 
which foreſhews Scarcity, as the People 
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believe; for they ſet up Sticks in the 
Mud, and forejudge the Riſe and Fall of 
Corn in the Markets, by the Riſe and Fall 
of the Water upon thoſe Sticks, and ſo 
keep or ſell their Corn accordingly. And 
indeed the Motions of the Waters are 
ſomething ſtrange, for it little regards the 
Quality of the Weather ; for it overflows 
ſometimes in the greateit Droughts,. and 
as often hath nothing in it after great Falls 
of Rain; and as to the Prediction, whe- 
ther it be by Caſualty or not, is hard to 
ſay, but divers ſober Perſons in it have 
teſtify'd, that the Remarks made upon it, 
have been fo profitable to ſome, that they 
have advanced their Fortunes conſidera- 
bly by them, | 
Blimhill, a Lordſhip, of which, one 
Warrin was Owner in the  2oth Year of 
the Conqueror, but held it of the Lord 
Stafford. But in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry II. William Bagod was Lord of Blimkill, 
it being his Seat at that Time, but was 
paſſed from his Family in King Edw. II's 
Reign, Anno 9, for John de Egſtones was 
then Lord of it. 722 
Near this Village is a Well, called, El- 
der-Well, which is of ſame Eſteem among 
the Country People for curing of fore 
Eyes. | 
Bothal, or Botenhall ; of which Lord- 
ſhip Bartholomew Lord Bergler dy'd poſ- 
ſeſs'd of two Parts, 29 Edw. 3. In after 
Times it became the Seat of the Meverels, 
whoſe Daughter and Heir having mar- 
ry'd John Chet uind of Ingeſtry, this Manor 
came, and other Lands fell to Sir Walter 
Chetwind, whoſe Poſterity did lately, or 
do now enjoy it, and are enriched by their 
Marriage with the Daughter of Sir EA- 
ward Bagot. 1 it. 16.404) £46 
Brofton, which with Bedenhall, Boſwick, 
and Walton, did in the 20th Year of. the 
Conqueror's Reign belong to the Biſhop of 
Litchfield. | 487] 
Burlafton, or Berlaſton, a Lordſhip, held 
20 Conqueſt. by one Holgate of Robert de 
Stafford, His Poſterity held it ſome Time, 
for John, Son of Philip Holgate, was Lord 
of it about King Henry III's Time, Afﬀ- 
ter them, it eſcheated into the Lord Staf- 
ford's Family, who were in Poſſeſſion of 
it 
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it, 9 Hen, g. for Hugh Stafford, Lord Bour- 
chier (which Honour he obtained in Right 
of his Wife Elizabeth, the Daughter and 
Heir of Bartholomew Lord Bourc hier ) be- 
ing before a younger Son of Hugh Earl of 
Stafford dy'd then poſſeſs'd of it, and left 
it to his Couſin and Heir Humphrey Staf- 
ford, Son of Edmund Lord Stafford, his 
Brother, Elizabeth his Wife and ng, 

Chartley, was 20 Conqueſt, in the King's 
Hands, whoſe Succeſſor, William Rufus, 
ſoon after his Death gave it to Hugh Earl 
of Cheſter,who was one of the Chief Coun- 
cellors of King Henry I. In this Family 
it continu'd ſeveral Succeſhons, and Ra- 
nulph Earl of Cheſter, built the Caſtle in 
King Henry III's Reign; but dying with- 
out Heirs, his great Eſtate deſcended to 
his four Siſters and Heirs, Maud, Mabel, 
Agnes, and Haniſez of whom Agnes, upon 
the Diviſion of it, had this Manor and 
Caſtle, and being then marry'd to William 
de Ferrers, Earl of Derby brought it into 
his Family. His Son and. Succeſſor Vil- 
liam obtain'd a Charter for Free Warren 
for all his Demeſne Lands in this his 
Lordſhip of Certelege, 36 Hen. III. but A- 
nes, his Mother having given the Caſtle 
and Manor of Chartley to his Brother Tho- 
mas, that King, upon the Complaint of 
Thomas, who was kept out of them by 
Force, ſent his Letter to William, ſigni- 
fying, that if he did not deliver the ſaid 
Caſtle and Manor of Chartley, according to 
his Mother's Will, whoſe Inheritance they 
were, the Sheriff of Staffordſhire ſhould 
compell him to it; but it ſeems, as if 
they had return'd again to his Family; 
for tho* Robert Earl of Derby his Son, was 
fiript of all his Eftate and Honour, for 
his taking up Arms with Earl Monfort 
againſt that King, he retained Chartley, 
and His Son John became Lord Ferrers of 
Chartley.z in which Honour his Poſterity 
continu'd, *till William. Lord. Ferrers of 
_ Chartley leaving only one Daughter and 
Heir, who marry'd Walter Devereux, Eſq; 
carry'd it into his Family, and her Son 
John Devereux, in her Right, became L. 
Ferrers of Chartley. His Poſterity ſuc- 
ceeded in his Honour *till the Reign of 
King Charles I. but witk theſe Additions 


_ 
of greater Honour, of Viſcount Hereford, 
and Earl of Eſſex : He the aforemention' 
John had marry'd Cicely, Siſter and Heir 
to Henry Bourchier, Earl of Eſſex, whoſe 
Son Walter Devereux, being ſerviceable to 
Queen Elizabeth, in quelling the Rebel- 
lion cf the Earls of Northumberland and 
Weftmoreland, was by that Queen raiſed to 
thoſe Honours. His only Son Robert Earl 
of Eſſex, was a great Man, and a brave 
Warriour, whoſe Loyalty King Charles I. 
ſo much confided in, that he made him 
Lieutenant-General in the Expedition a- 
ga inſt the Scots, in 1639, and Lord Cham- 
berlain of his Houſnold; but thro* ſome 
Diſcontents he revolted to the Parlia- 
ment, and led their Forces againſt the 
King and his Friends, and that with ſo 
much Succeſs and Approbation, that in 
1646, he was conſtituted General of all 
their Forces ; ſoon after which he dy'd, 
(not without a vehement Suſpicion of 
Poiſon) without Iſſue: His two Sifters, 
Frances and Dorothy, thereupon became 
his Heirs; the former marry'd William 
Earl of Hertford, afterward Duke of So- 
merſet, and the younger to Sir Henry 
Shirley of Stanton-Harold in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, Part. whoſe Son Robert being Maſter 
of the Horſe to Catharine, Queen. Dowa- 
ger of King Charles II. and Steward of 
her Houſhold, was created Lord Ferrers of 
Chartley, in 1682. He continu'd in Fa- 
vour with King William III. and Queen 
ANNE, being one of the Privy Coun- 
cil to them both; and by the latter was 
created Viſcount Tamworth, and Earl Fer- 
rers, 1 2 3, 1711; which continues now 
in the Family, Waſhington Shirley being at 
this Time Earl Ferrers, He marry'd the 
Daughter of Sir Richard Leving of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, but whether he hath 
any Children by her, we are not certain» 
ly inform'd. | 874 
Dr. Plot mentions it as a Thing very re- 
markable, that in the Hall of  Chartley- 
Caſtle, there is a Shuffleboard- Table ten 
Vards, one Foot, and an Inch long, which is 
made up of about 260 Pieces, each of which 
are about 18 Inches long generally, ſome. 
few excepted, that are ſcarce 'a Foot: 
They are laid on lenger Boards for Sup- 
| port 
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port underneath, and are ſo accurately 
join'd' and glew'd. together, that no Shut- 
fleboard whatever is freer from. Rubbs 
and Caſtings. : 

' Cannock, Cannock- Mood, or Cank-Wood, 
quaſi Canuti Sylva, or Canute's Wood, which 
Name was given it upon this Occaſion, 
when the Danes under Canutus, had many 
Conteſts with King Ethelred, and his Son 
Edmund Ironfide, for the Kingdom, Canu- 
tus made ſeveral Inroads into Mercia, eſ- 
pecially in the Years 1013, and 1016; 
and among other Places, he poſſeſs'd him- 
ſelf of this Foreſt, call'd ſtill by his 
Name, Canc-Wood. Upon the Edge of it 
there ſtill remains a large Fortification, 
called the Caſtle-Hill, encompafs'd with a 
double Bank and Trench, which are in 
a Manner circular, except on the South- 
Eaſt Side, which runs pretty ſtreight, ſo 
that it ſeems to hold the Figure of a Thea- 
tre of about 270 Paces Diameter; tho” for 
the Name Sake, becauſe it is in the Verge 
of Canutus's Wood, may be preſumed to 


be caſt up by him; but if we ſhould ſup- 


poſe that it was caſt up by the Mercians 
Hereabouts, to defend themſelves againſt 


Canutus's Incurfions into their Country, 


when he made ſuch horrible Devaſtati- 
ons mention'd by Hiſtorians we can ſee no 
Abſurdity in giving it that Name, becauſe 
Canutus was the Cauſe of its making. 


It was anciently an extenſive Wood or 


Foreſt, but now it can be called a Wood 
Tropically only, as Lucus is ſaid to be na- 
med, a non lucendo, i. e. not admitting of 
Light, for the Wood is now almoſt all de- 
ſtroyed, and the Wind and Sun admitted 
in à plentiful Manner between the Cop- 
pices, which at a due Diſtance Crown the 
Tops of ſome few Hills, fuch as, Gentle- 
ſhaw, Stile-Cop, Oc. and afford a moſt plea- 
ſant Proſpe& to Paſſengers, the Plains and 
Hays below in a great Part being cover'd 
only with a purple odoriferous Ling. On 
Stile-Cop in this Wood is found a Tobacco- 
pipe Clay, of which they make Pipes at 
Armitage and Litchfield ; for tho" it be 
greyiſh when it is dug, it burns very 
white. 

Cannock Town and Foreſt, with Longdon, 
Rugely, Beaudeſert, and an Houſe of the 


Biſhops of Coventry, which was enlarged 
and beautified ' by the Lord Paget after- 
ward, were paſſed over to the ſaid Lord by 
the Biſhop in Exchange for certain Par- 
ſonages imhpropriate, and Benefices, Oc. In 
this Place was the Seat of the Family of 
Trumwinnes, who were of Eminency in the 
Conqueror's Time, and held fome Office 
under him, They were many of them 
Knights, which is the ſame as Le Rider, 
by which one of them is called in a Deed. 
Their Eſtate paſſed by Heirs General to 
Muſard firſt, and then to Waſhburn, and 
laſtly to Salwey of Leacroft. Roger Trum- 
win was Sheriff of this County, 1, 10, and 
11 Edu. 2. | | 

Here is a Sort of Iron Ore foupd, which 
the Workmen call the Yellow-Share, which 
if wrought into Iron Pars, will, when it 
is uſed to make any thing, run all to 
Dirt, and is good for nothing. *Tis cal- 
led the Cannock-Stone. 

In a Field, South of the Church here, 
there is a great Stone, which'is probably 
of great Antiquity, but we can't conjedture 
what was the Reaſon of its being ſet there, 
becauſe there is no Inſcription, or other 
Mark upon it. 

Chillington, at the Conqueſt, was the In- 
heritance of William Fitz.-Corbuco,who held 
the ſame of the Biſhop of Litchfield, and 


in his Family it continu'd, *till the Reign - 


of King Stephen, when His Deſcendant 
Peter de Corbuco gave the ſame in Frank 
Marriage, with Margaret his Siſter, to 
Peter Giffard, a younger Son of the Gif- 
fards, Dukes of Buckingham ; to whom al- 
ſo, Richard Stronghow, who conquer'd Ire- 
land, gave Tachmelm, and other Lands in 
that Country. This Peter having ſettled 
himſelf in this Place, his Poſterity have 
continu'd ever fince here, unleſs lately 
remov*d. Their Seat is remarkable for 


ſeveral Things, viz, The Windows, tho? 
very numerous, are ſcarce two of them 


alike z the Tunnels of the Chimneys are 
alſo as many, and the Hall Chimney in 
particular, hath no leſs than eight Tun- 
nels to one Hearth; The Fret-Work alſo 
of the Tunnels is fo very varieus, that 
ſcarce any of them agree ; from whence 


we may collect, that the Beauty of Struc- 


tures 
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tares in thoſe Days (which feem to have 
been in King Henry V IHT's Reign) did not 
conſiſt as at this Time, in Uniformity, 
but in the greateſt Variety the Builder 
could poſſibly contri ve. bt. 
Chefthall, a Village, in the Pariſh of 
Longdon, where Sir Edward Littleton had 
a Seat; where alſo 7 Edw. 3. was the Ha- 
bitation of Simon Ridley, whoſe Poſterity 
were Owners of it, tili near the End of 
King Henry VT's Reign or longer, when 
Francis Ridley fold it to the Ridgeleys; but 
they held it not long before they (old it to 
Mr. Huſſey of Albrighton, near Shrewsbury, 
who again ſold it to one Mr. Barlow of 
Derbyſhire, who paſſed it over to Lawrence 
#rizht, whoſe Poſterity enjoy it, or did 


lately. 

Chopſate, or Coddeſhale, a ſmall Village, 
about à Mile from Tetenhull, Northward 3 
which one Theni was Lord of in the 20th 
Year of the Conqueror's Reign. 

Congrave, a pretty little Village, fitu- 
ate on the Bank of the River Pencke. It 
was the ancient Lands, and Seat of the 
Congraves, whofe Inheritance it continu'd 
"till the faſt Century, if it be not ſo at 
this Day. | | | 

Cotton, a Lordſhip, belonging to the 
Lord Afton 3 but upon the Diviſion of 
their Eſtate, by Walter Lord Afton, it 
came to the Maſtertom of Cheſhire, but 
in what Manner we know not. It conti- 
nu'd in his Family: ſome Time; but a- 
bout the Midft of the laſt Century, Tho- 
mas Muſterton ſold it to Mr. Thomas Au- 
ed, whoſe Son and Heir Thomas ſold the 
Tenants every one his own, and made 
them all Freeholders. In this Manor is 
found x coarfe'Sort of Alibaſter. 

Ceuley, the Lordſhip and Eftate of Sir 
Philip: Somerwile, Which he held of the 
Earl of Lancaſter, 1 E4w. 3. as Lord of 


the Honour of Turbury, by theſe Special 


and favourable Services of paying but a 
Moiety of a Knight's Fee, Eſcuage, 
Aids, for knighting the King's eldeſt Son, 
and marrying his Daughters, when others 
paid the whole. | 

Dunſton, was a divided Manor, between 
the Barony of Stafford, and Richard de 
Stretton, whoſe Son paſſed his Intereſt to 
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one Thomas Pickſtoke 3 whoſe Deſcendant 
William mude it over to one Robert Do- 
rington of Gaiton, from whoſe Family it 
wus transferred by Catharine the Heir Ge- 
neral, to the Maftertons of Nantwich in 
Hamp/hire. | | | | 

This Town is famous for à Polyſy1- 
labical Ecchoy where, in a Field, on the 
Weſt Side of the Chapel, in the Path-way, 
at a due Diſtance from it, yon may have 
a Return of a Word or Sentence of ſeven 
or eightS yilables. 

Engleton, the: Seat and Eſtate of a: Fami- 
Iy bearing the ſame Name, but Iſſue Male 
failing, it paſſed by the Marriage of a 
Daughter and Heir of the Engletons, to 
to the Family of the Moretons, who have 
had it in their Pofſeſion, and made ir 
their Seat for ſome Time, and for that 
Reaſon have inveſted themſelves in the 
3 Arms. 
 Eſfington, a Lordſhip, memorable only 
for this odd, but old Cuſtome, of which 
no tolerable Account om be found as to 


the Reaſon, or Original of it. Ix is th 

viz. The Lotd of Elin Munor of Ackers, 
Either by himſelf, Deputy, or Servant) 
oweth, and is obliged yearly. to perform 
Service to the Lord of the Manor of Hu- 
ton, a Village, about a Mile diſtant, in 
this Manor: The Lord of Effingfon (now 
or late the Eſtate of St. Fohn, 
Efq;) is to bring a Gooſe every New-Year”s

= GEnoſall, a Lordſhip, held-of the King, 
20 Conqueſt, by one Sampſon, After him 
the Manor- Houſe, or Capital Meſſuage be- 
came the Eſtate: of Adam de Burgh, and 
from him and his Poſterity, it was call'd 
Burgh-Hall. From this Family, it de- 
ſcended to the Knightleys of Knightley; and 
when Iſſue Male failed in the elder Fami- 
ly of that Name, tho' their other Eſtates 
paſſed by the Heirs General to other Fa- 
milies, this Lordſhip was reſerved to the 
Heirs Male, and continu'd in the Name, 
being the Inheritance of Thomas, Knight- 
ly, ſecond Son of Sir Valentine Knightley, 
who demiſed the ſame to Robert Harcoate,

Son Hugo de Leges liv'd in King Henry III's 
Time, and was then Lord of this Manor; 
but, how, it - paſſed afterward we know 
not. 6 
Hauſeyard, a Lordſhip, of which Hun- 
prey Kidgeley was Owner in K. Hen, III's 
Lime, it being then his Seat. His Fami- 
ly continu'd here divers Succeſſions; and 
Nicholas Ridgeley poſſeſſed it in the Reignof

ids this: Dr. Plot alſo remarks it as a 
Thing next to miraculous, that the Wife 
af one Sammel Wird of this Place, Who, 
after ſhe had been matry*d two Years, was 
brought to Bed of a Deughter, both her 
felf and her Husband ſo little knowing, 
or ſo much as thinking that ſhe was with 
Child, that growing ill near the Time of 
Her Labour, they ſent for a-Phyſician in- 
fead of a Midwife, Upen which the 
Doctor reflects thus. For one to have the 
Signs of being with Child, and yet have 
none, is pretty common; but to have a 
Child, and no concomitant Signs, is To 
very rare, that he fays he never met the 
like in all the Hiflories he had read; and 
ke compoſed ſame. 

Mitton is a Village ef no Note, but for 
the Nativity of Stephen Slaney, the Son of 
Fohn Slaney, a Skinner in London, who 
was Lord Mayor of that City, Anno 1595.

Here 
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Here is a Pol yſyllabical Eccho, which 
is the beſt in this County, and comes 
neareſt to that of Woodflock in-Oxford/hire. 
It muſt be taken North-eaſterly from the 
Manor Houſe, near a little Bank under a 
Wood-Side, about 80 Poles, or 440 Yards 
diſtant, which in a ſtill Day will repeat 
ten or eleven Syllables very diſtinaly, or 
twelve or thirteen if ſpoken quick. The 
Object of it is certainly the Manor-heuſe, 
for there can be none nearer, whatever 
there may be farther off; and if ſo, there 
muſt go 120 Foot to each Syllable. 

It is counted a Thing extraordinary, 
that the Banks of the Black Meer in this

In the Church of this Town, Queen Mar- 
garet, Conſort to King Henry VI. when 
the Lord Audley was worlted at Blore Heath, 
by the Earl of Salisbury, found a fecure 
Moy ek by the Direction of Jom Hales, 
Biſhop of Litchfic!/d, who cauſed her to 
lie hid there. | 
Newcoffle under Lime, ſo called, on Ac- 
count of an older Caſtle, which formerly 
{ſtood a little Diſtance from it, at Cheſter - 
ton under Lime, where are ſeen the rui- 
nous and ſhatter'd Walls of an old Caſtle, 
which firſt belonged to Ranulph Earl of 
Chefter, by the Gift of King John, and 
after, by the Bounty of King Henry HI. 
to the Houſe of Lancafter, who built the 
Caſtle new, and were ſome Succeſſions in 
Poſſeſſion of the Manor. But before the 
Gift of this Manor to the Houſe of Lan- 
cafter,, Gilbert Lord S grave had a Grant 
of King Henry III. Rg. 17. of this Ma- 
nor to him and his Heirs, to hold of the 
Crown in Fee- Farm; but the Caſtle 
(which perhaps mult prove it built before 
it came to the Houſe of Lancaſter) was 
under the Government of Henry Lord Aud- 
ley, md was continu'd to his Son James 
Lord Audley, under the Title of Conſtable 
of Newcaftle under Lime, 35 Hen. 3. but 
_ the Rebellion of Simon Montfort, Earl 
of Leicefter, who undertook, with his 
Confederate Lords, to reform all Things 
amiſs in that King's Government, the 
Manor and Caſtle of this Town was ſetried 
(with the forced Confent of Pri. Edward) 
upon the Earl of Leiceſter and his Heirs, 
Reg. 48. But Fortune ſoon cancell'd this 
Deed, for he was flain the ſame Year by 
Prince Edward, at the Battle of Eveſham, 
and all his Lands and Eſtates being for- 
feited, this Manor and Caſtle was given 
by King Henry III. Reg. 49. to his youn- 
ger San Edmund, whom he made Earl of 
Lancaſter, and gave him all the vaſt Poſ- 
ſeflions of the ſaid. Simeon Mont fort, and 
Nicholas Lord Segrave, who had been a 
Partaker with Mont fort in his rebellious 


Attings ; all which Eſtates K. Edward l. 
his Brother, confirmed to him, Reg. 13. 
He left his Earldom and great Eltate ts 
His eldeſt Son Thomas, who having mar- 
ry'd Alice, the fole Daughter and Heir of 
Henry Lacy, Earl of Linton, endowed' het 
in the Church at the Time of his Mar: 
riage with her, with this Caſtle and Bo- 
rough of Newcoſtle ander Lime, and all 
the other Hamlets belonging to the ſaid 
Caftte and Borough. This Thomas Earl of 
Lancaſter, bythe Inſtigation of Humphrey d 
Botun, Earl of Hereford,com plaining of the 
arbitrary Actions of the Deſpencers, the 
King's Favourites, rx Ed. 2. drew together 
many of the Nobility, and took Arms, un- 
der a Pretence of Reforming what was 
amiſs in the Government, but chiefly 
to oblige the King to remove the Spen- 
cers from his Council. and Perſon, which 
they ſent certain Biſhops to requeſt of the 
King; but being deny'd, he marched to 
London, and by the Queen's and Biſhops 
Advice, was promiſed it by the King; but 
it ſeems to be done to get Time to raife an 
Army, which he fent under the two Spen- 
cers againſt them. At the Appearance of 
the King's Army, divers of the Earl's 


- Confederates fell from him, and Sir Nobert 


Holland, who was ſent to conduct five 
hundred Men to him out of Lancaſhire, 
went over to the King; whereby the 
Earl was ſo weaken'd, that Re was forced 
to withdraw into Yorkſhire, where he was 
taken at Burrough-Brizgs, and being ſen- 
tenced to Death in Pomfret-Caftle, was be- 
headed near the Town. He was attainted, 
and his Eſtate confiſcated ; but upon the 
depoſal of King Edward II. which hap- 
pen'd ſoon after, tis Attainder was re- 
vers'd, and Eſtate reſter't to his Brother 
and Heir, Henry, whoſe Son Henry dy'd 
poſſeſs'd of this Manor and Caſte, e 
is Eſtate to his two Daughters and Heirs, 
Maud and Blanckh, which laſt prov'd his 
ſole Heir, her Siſter dying without Iffue. 
She marry*'d to John of Gaunt, fourth Son 
of King Edward III. then Earl of Rich- 
mond, but afterward in her Right created 
Duke of Lancaſter, as her Father had 
been. King Henry TV. was her Son, and 
the Heir of her Eſtates, of were: this

Manor was & Part, and came to her upon 
the Death of her Siſter, to whom it fell 


in the Partition. 

But whoever built the Caſtle from 
whence the Town takes its Name, it is ſo 
much demoliſhed, that there are but very 
obſcure Footſteps of it to be ſeen, though 
the Town near by, be grown conſiderably 
large, being govern'd by a Mayor, two 
Juſtices, two Bailiffs, twenty-four Com- 
mon-council-men, and other Officers uſu- 
al in Corporations 3 having alſo the Privi- 
leges of holding Pleas for Actions under, 
Forty Pounds, and ſending two Burgeſſes 
to Parliament, as other ancient Boroughs 
do. It hath a Market weekly on Monday, 
for common Traſhck, and ordinary Goods; 
but once a Fortnight upon the ſame Day 
of the Week, a great Beaſt Market, with 
four Fairs, viz... on Monday after Lo- 
Sunday, and St. Martin's Day, Nov. 11. 
But the two principal ones are, on Shrove- 
Monday, and the Monday after Holy-Crofs 
Week, which is May 3. It had four Chur- 
ches formerly, but they are all, reduced to 
one, the Town, having ſuffer'd much in 
the Baron's Wars, The Cloathing Trade 
flouriſhes pretty well in this Town, and 
round about it there are Coal-pits, which 
furniſh it plentifully with Firing. | 

Dr. Plot ' mentions it, as a Thing re- 
markable in this Place, that at Hamey- 
Green, near this Town, is dug 4 Sort of 
Coal which they call Peacock-Coal.” It is 
ſofter than Cannel, and exceeds not the 
common, Coal in Hardneſs; and tho' it 
riſes in great Blocks, yet being durded in- 
to ſenſible Plates, is not capable of po- 
liſhing, and yet, (which is the Rarity of 
it) appears gay to the Sight, moſt lively 
repreſenting all the Colours of the moſt 
glorious Feathers in the Peacock's Train, 
(from whence 'it hath its Name). and that 
not emphatically like the Colours in a 
Glaſs Priſm, or a variable Silk, which 
are vanid at leaſt, if not fantaſtical ; but 
ſolidly and ,genuinely, the Colours re- 
maining fixt in all manner of Turnings 
about of the Coal, tho* not ſo brisk when 
they are turned from the Light; whence 
it is plainly deducible, that this Coal 
hath great Variety in its Texture, and 
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that its Parts and Pores are not all of a 
Shape, the Diverſity of Colours in Opa- 
cous Bodies, (ſuch as this of the Peacock 
Coal is) moſt probably ariſing from the 
various Figures, Situation, and Order of 
the innumerable little Superficies of the 
ſeveral Parts preſenting th@mſel ves to the 
Eye; for tho' it ſeems to our Eye and 
Touch as ſmooth as any other Coal, yet 
in a Geometrical Senſe it can by no Means 
be ſo, becauſe it is certainly of a more 
open Texture; which is the Reaſon that 
it burns ſo quick, and conſumes ſo 
faſt, that it is not fit for Kitchen Fires, 
and is therefore eſteemed only fit for 
Smiths. 

The ſame Doctor, as an Evidence of 
the Growth of Stones, brings an indiſpu- 
table Proof from an Inſtance of a Stone 
found at this Town, in a Place called the 
Gallows-Tree, (where anciently the Male- 
factors of the Town were executed) with- 
in the Memory of ſome Men then living, 
in a firm Block of Stone dug out of the 
Quarry there, an entire Skull of a Man, 
with the Teeth in it, Oc. an Alderman 
of the Town aſſuring him, that he, had. 
ſuch an one long in his Poſſeſſion. How _ 
this could come to paſs, the Doctor thus 
endeavours to ſhew, ſaying, 'Tis probable 
that the Place, when it was uſed for Exe - 
cutions, , was nothing elſe but a ſandy 
Land, in which they uſed to bury the 
Bodies of the Perſons executed, which in 
Proceſs of Time being turned into Stone 
about, the Head of a Man, inclos'd it in 
it; which is not unlikely, becauſe Sands 
are well known to petrify. on” 
The ſame Doctor, giving ſome Inſtances 
of Men of extraordinary Strength, men- 
tions one Godfrey Witrings, a Butcher of 
this Town, whom he ſaw to take upa 
Form fix Foot and, ten Inches long, and 
56 Pound Weight, by one End in his 
Teeth, and holding both his Hands behind 
him, liſted up the other End the whole 
Height of the Room, ſtriking. it three 
Times againſt the Floor of the Chamber 
over it, which the Doctor fays, by Com- 
putation, according to the Center of Gra- 
vity, will prove that he lifted up with 
his Teeth about 168 Pounds Wei 1 
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which, tho* prodigious, we {ſhall outdo 
it by a Parallel hereaſter. 

| The Doctor alſo commending the, inge-, 
nious Arts uſed in this Country, men- 
tions, as a ſingular Precedent, the pecu-, 
liar Artifice they have in this Town for 
corred ing Scolding Women, which does 
it more effetually and ſafely than the 
Cucking-ſtool elſewhere uſed. It is fuch, 
a Bridle for the Tongue, as not only de- 
prives them of 'Speech, but brings Shame 
tor the Tranſgreſſion, and Humility be- 
fore it be taken off; for when it is put 
upon the Offender by Order of the Ma- 
gillrate, ſhe is led round the Town by 
an Officer to ſhame her; nor is it taken 
off, *till ſhe ſhews all external Signs ima- 
Zinable of her Humiliation and Amend- 
ment for the Future. 

It might perhaps be no Diſgrace to this 
Town, that Major-General Thomas Harri- 
Jon was born in it. He was bred up an 
Attorney, but finding no great Advantage 
by that Profeiſion, he betook himſelf to 
the Profeſſion of a Soldier, and lifted him- 
ſelf in the Parliament Army raiſed againſt 
the King, when the Civil Wars begun; 
and being a Perſon of a voluble Tongue, 


He inſinuated himſelf into the good Opi- 
nion of the Army, and became a great 
Confident -of Cromwel”s, who made Uſe of 
Him chiefly in routing, the Presbiterian, 


Faction, and bringing the Wag to the 
Block; for which he was dignify'd awhile, 
in this Life, but met with a juſt Puniſh- 
ment in the End, for he was executed as 
a. Traytor, his Head being ſet up at Weſt- 
minſter-Hall, and Quarters upon the Gates 
of the City of London; which Example 
we thought not fit to omit, that Men may. 
ſee, what a bad Iſſue even a proſperous, 
Rebellion has, and be warned not to en- 
gage themſelves with Malecontents (which 
no Reign wants) againſt their Prince. 

Stafford, heretofore called Stat ford, and 
before that Betheney, in Doom{day-Book 
term'd a City, in Which, when that Sur- 
vey was taken, the King had 18 Burgeſſes 
belonging to him, and there was 20 Man- 
ſions of thie Honour of. the Earl; it paid 
for all Cuſtoms 910. in Denicrs, but is now 
no more than the Shire Town, where moſt 
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of the publick Buſineſs for the County is 
tranſacted; not but that it is much infe. 
rior to_Litchfield ; bur becauſe it is ben 
ſituated for tuch Affairs. It was built by 
Fthelfleda, the heroic, Widow of Ethelred 
Earl of Mercia, who dy'd in the Year 

12 3 after which, ſhe- employ'd her 
Wealth and' Time in building of Towns 
and Cities, and conducting of Armies, in 
all which, ſhe exceeded the Amazons. 

It Was A chief Town in this Shire, in 
the Mercian Kingdom, while the Saxon 

eptarc hy continu'd ; but when the Danes, 
after many Invaſtons, got themſelves eſta- 
bliſh'd in the Northern Parts, Stafford, 
with Leicefter, Darby, Oc. came under 


their JuriſdjAion, as they continu'd, till 


Edmund I. Anno 945, ot thereabouts, who 
having Wars with Antaff and Regina d, 
the two Daniſh Kings of Northumberland, 
took them from thera, and obliged them 
to ſwear Allegiance to him. At this Time 
Edmund took the Kingdom of Cumberland 
from Eugenius, becauſe he had join'd with 
the Daniſh Kings againſt him without any 
Provocation, and made a Preſent of it to 
the King of Scotland. fx 
When William had conquer'd England, he 
gave Robert de Tony, one of his Followers, 
eighty one Manors in this County; but 
Stafford is not to be reckon'd among them, 
becauſe the Conqueror keeping it in his 
own. Hands, cauſed a, Caſtle to be built in 
it, to keep the diſaffected Engl;h in awe, 
and made this Robert de Tony Governor 
of it, who from hence took his Name de 
Stafford. Nicho'as de Stafford. was his 
Son and Heir, and. being continu'd Go- 
yernor of the Caſtle, gave, the Church of 
8. Nicholas within the ſaid Cale. to the 
Canons of Kenilworth in Warwickſhire. Ro- 
zert his Son left no INue Male, and ſo his 
Daughter Milicent bechming his Heir,

entleman of an ancient Family in theſe 


k Parts, by her intermarriage with him, 


His Poſterity, who in his Wife's Right 
became. Lords Stafford, enjoy'd this Baro- 
ny many Succeſhons, and were ſome 

the Men of greateſt Note; for Ralph Lord 
Stafford, 20 Edu. z. held out. the City 
of Aquillon againſt the Army of John 4 
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of France, till K. Edward himſelf came 
and raiſed the Siege; and then in the Re- 
treat of the French King, ſally'd out, and 
falling upon his Rear, cut off a great Part 
of it. This Ralph having thus endear'd 
himfelf to his Prince, obtain'd a Licence 
10 make à Caſtle of his Manor-houſe here, 
and was much entruſted by him in many 
important Affairs of State, as an Embaſ- 
ſador to the French King Phitip of Valois, 
and a Commiſſioner in the Treaty with 
Scotland; in which Offices he demean'd 
himſelf with that Fidelity, that he was 
made, tft, a Knight of the Garter, and 
Earl of Stafford, for the Maintenance of 
which Honour, the King granted him a 
Thuſand Marks per Ann, in Fee, until 
he ſhould ſettle Lands of the like Value, 
on him and his Heirs. 
This Ralph Earl of: Stafford dy'd Au 
ult. 46 Edu. 3. leaving this . Caftle/ and 
Manor of Stafford, to his Son and Heir 
Hugh de Stafford, which, with all its 
Members and Appurtenanecs, he left to 
his Son Thomas, in whoſe Deſcendenrs it 
continu'd divers Sueceſſions. His Grand- 
ſon Humplifey was A Perſon of o great E- 
minency in the Reigns ef the Kings Hen- 
ry V. and VI. that HhEfwas thought wor- 
thy of great Additions of Honour, firſt as 
an Earl, and was 5 of 33 
ham, Here ford, Stafford,” Northampton, an 
Perth ; 6h then T eminent Services 
both in France and Exgland, and particu- 
larle in defending due Tn vt Callic, 
and Moches achjacent, was Advanced to 
the Title of Dake of Buckingham, to hold 
to himfelf and Heirs Male of his Body.

The Barony of this! Town, from the 
Conqueror's "joke to this Mime, ' was've-

Eighty Villages held of this Barony; but 
by the Attainder of the laſt Duke of 
Bucks, Henry Stafford, it was diſſolv'd. 

By the Death of this Duke, this Caſtle 
and Manor, with his other great Eſtates, 
were confiſcated 5 and the? his Son and 
Heir Edward was reſtored to his Honour, 
and great Part of his Eſtate, yet he ſoon af- 
ter falling under the like Calamity, (tho? 
by the falſe Accuſation of one Kzevet his 
Steward, whom he had diſcharged for ex- 
ating upon his Tenants) we do not find 
that this Caſtle and Manor was reſtored. to 
his Family till 23 Henry VIII. when Hen- 
ry his Son, then Lord ' Stafford, only ob- 
tained of that King. to himſelf and Urſula 
his Wife, and the Heirs of their Bodies 
lawfully begotten, a Grant of the Caſtle 
and Manor of Stafford, with their Ap- 
purtenunces in the County of Stafford, as 
Alſœ certain Manor, call'd Stafford Ma- 
nor, and Stafford Rent, together with all 
the Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments 
thereunto belonging, and lying in Staf- 
ford, and divers other Villages and Towns 
in the County. His Poſterity- enjoy'd 
theſe Eſtates ſome Succeſſions ; but Ie 
Male failing, in the Death of Henry Lord 
Stafford, Anno 1637, his Sifter Mary be- 
came ſole Heir of his Eftate ; and being 
"marrvyd to Sir William Howard, Knight of 
the Bath, a younger Son of Thomas Earl 
of Arundel and Surry, brought her Eſtate 
into his Family, and on her Account he 
was created by King Charles I. Kxg. 16.

This Town is ſituate on a fair Soil, and 
a ſweet Air, on the Banks of the River 
Shao, which hath here a Bridge over it, 


and enjoys the Privileges of a Borough, 


being govern'd by two Bailiffs, which are 
yearly choſen, and ſending two Burgeſſes 
to Parliament. Here the ancient Cuſtom 
call'd Borough-Englifh, is ſtill kept up, and 
where the Father dieth inteſtate, the 
youngeſt Son inherits the Lands lying 
within the Liberties of the Town, with 
other Privileges belonging to Borough-Eng- 
AS The Town has been walled round 
about, as we ſuppoſe, becauſe there are 
fill ſome evident Remains of them; and 
where there appear none, the Rubbiſh 
and Foundations ſhew there hath been 
ſome. There was a Caſtle anciently in 
the Town, but that is quite demoliſh'd. 
The Caſtle, which is the Seat of the Earl 
of Stafford, ftands half a Mile, or more, 
from the Town, on the South Side. The 
Streets of it are well pav'd, and kept 
clean ; the Buildings are moſt of them of 
Stone and Slate, and ſome of them are ve- 
ry modiſh and beautiful. It is beautify'd 
with a large and uniform Market-Place, 


ng the Aſſizes in this County, which, by 
à Statute, made in the firſt Year of Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, Ne 37. are always to 
de kept here, as are alſo the General Quar- 
ter Seſſions. The Market is kept here 
weekly on Saturday, and fix Fairs yearly, 
- viz. om February 6. for fix Days; and on 
the 26th of the ſame Month, for Horſes ; 
on the 22d of April, on the 3d of May, 
on the zoth of Jul), and the 21ſt of Sep- 
rember. It has two Churches, and one of 
them is very large and ſpacious, and a 
- go2d Free-School. King John made it a 
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epiſcopal Party in this Town was beyond 
Meaſure enormous, for they not only bat- 
ter'd and defac'd the Caſtle here, as they 
did. in other Places, tho' it was then the 
Seat of a Nobleman; but that they might 
affront and vex the Loyal Pritoners then in 
the Town, ſome of the Zealots procur'd 
a Buſt. of our Saviour's Body, carv'd in 
Wood to the Waſte, with a Crown of 
Thorns upon the Head, which they 
brought out, and having plac'd it in 
their Sight, they ſhouted, grinn'd, and 
mocked at it, giving it blows, firſt on the 
one Cheek, and then on the other; then 
they pull'd it by the Chin, and after 
bobb' d it on the Noſe, and at Jaſt ſtruck it 
on the Head, giving at the ſame Time a 
great Shout; and all this they did, for 
the greater S lemnity, on Chriſtmas- Day, 


becauſe they knew the Priſoners kept that 


Day holy, in thankful Remembrance. of 
Chrill's Birth, Having done thus much 
to the Effgies, of Chriſt, they fell a vili- 
fying the King, and one of them in a clear 
and open Expreſſion, ſail aloud, If no 


Body would kill the King, and end all 


the War, he would do it. Some Perſons, 


who could not bear with ſuch villainous 
Words, offer'd to proſecute the Wretch for 


it ; but they were threaten'd to be pu- 
niſh'd, if they attempted it. 
This Town did very early give a Title

This Town is eminent alſo for the 
Birth or Habitation of ſeveral Perſons of 
Note, as S. Bertelim, a Britain of a noble 
Birth, and religious Diſpoſition, who led 
an Eremitical Life in the Woods near this 
Town: It was antiently- catl'd  Betheny, 
(which is contrafted,, as ſome Learned 


Men ſuppoſe, from Bertiliney, as taking 


its Name from that Saint.) Dr. Fuller ſays, 
there is ſomething of Solitarineſs in his 


Name, nothing remaining memorable of 


Him in all our Accounts of Times or 
Men. But Dr. Plot hath given us a more 
full Account of him, viz. That he was 


the Son of a King of this Country, and a 


Scholar of S. Guthlac, with whom he tar- 
ry*'d 'till his Death; aſter which, he 
begg'd the Iſland where the Town of Staf- 


ford now ſtands, called Bethnei, and there 


led an Hermit's Life for divers Vears; 
till being diſturbed by ſome who envy'd 
his Solitude; he remov'd to ſome defart 
and mountainous Places, where he ended 
nis Life, leaving Bethnei to others, who 


built this Town upon it, near a ſhallow 


Place in the River Sow, which was paſ- 


fable with the Help of a Staff only, from 
whence the Town was called Stafford. To 


what Deſart S. Hartelm went, Hiſtories 


mention not; but Dr. Flott is of Opinion, 


that it was into ſome Grounds about Han,

rebuild his Tomb, then thro' Age almoſt 
demoliſhed.

Edmund Stafford, Brother to Ralph, the 
firſt Earl of Szafford, and Son of EAmu⁰ν 
Lord Stafford, born at his Father's Seat, 
the Caſtle of this Town. He was pre- 
ferr'd to the See of Exeter, by King Ki- 
chard I. and in King Henry I'V*s Reign, 
was for a Time Lord High Chancellor of 
England. He was a great Benefactor to 
Stapleton's-Inn in Oxford, in divers re- 
pects; for he changed the Name into 
Exeter- College, whereby he put, as itwere, 
an Obligation upon his Succeſſors the Bi- 


ſhops of Exerer, to be the unchangeable 


Patrons of it, as Ris Predeceſſor Malter 
Stapleton had been the Founder ; adding 
two Fellowſhips, and ſettling Lands to 
maintain them; the Fellows to be'chofe 
out of the Dioceſe of Falisbury; and ha- 


ving corteted the former Statutes made 


by Dr: Stapleton, obtain'd of Pope Inno- 
cent VII. the Confirmation of them. He

It is not certain when he flouriſhed, and 
therefore, becuuſe John Roſs, who wrote 
about the Year 1485, in the Reign” of 
King Edward IV. makes honourable men- 
tion of him, jt is collefed by the Lear- 
ned, that he wrote about the Vear 1380. 
Henry Lord Stafford, Son of Edward 
Duke of Buckintam, beheaded for High 
Treaſon, by the Accufation of Knevet his 
Stewatd,” ns is above obſerv'd, By this 
his paternal Mitfortune, he loft his Titles 


of Duke and Earl, but thereby gained 


Things of a greater Value, Learning and 
a true Honour; for having but a ſmall 
Eftate, and a diminitive Title, he betook 
Himſelf to his Studies, and became one of 
the moſt accompliſh'd Perfons of his Time, 
for true Vertue, Learning, and Piety. 
He was ſo great a Maſter of the Latin 
Tongue, that he wrote ſeveral Things in 
that Language, as well in Verſe as Proſe. 
He tranſlated into Engliſh a Book written 
by Edward Fox, Biſhop of Hereford, en- 
titled, De vera differentia, Oc. i.e: Of 
the true Difference of the Eccleſiaſtical 
and Civil Power, and what is the Extent of 


both; a Book thought well and ſeaſonably 


written, and no leſs neceſſary in our Times, 
wherein the Civil hath almoſt ſwallow'd 
up the Eccleſiaſtical Authority, contrary 
to the uſurped Power of the Church over 
the Civil Juriſdiftion'in Popiſh Times. 
If this, or any other Book, could fertle 
the Balance, ànd fo both God and Cæſar 
have their Due, *twould much contribute 
to the Eſtabliſhment of Publick Peace, 
which hath been often broken, in this 
and othet Nations, by the Seruggle of 
thoſe two Powers, which neither of them 
can endure to be kept under the Uſur- 
pation of the other long. 

Martin Noel, who was born in this 
Town, was bred a Scrivener in London, 
and being a Perfon' of Devotion, built a 
tair Hoſpital in this his Native Place, 
and bountifully endow'd it. This Gen- 
tleman's Charity is the more to be re- 
member'd, becauſe tis ſaid, his Founda- 
tion was the firſt conſiderable Fabrick of 
that Nature in this County; but *tis 
hoped his Zeal may provoke many, not 


only here, but in other Counties. He 
was living in 1660, and ſaw the Fruits of 
his Goodneſs with Comfort. | 
Hugh Hameyſley, the Son of Hugh Ha- 
merſley of this Town, being bred an Ha- 
berdaſher in London, ſo proſper'd in his 
Trade, that he was choſen Lord Mayor 
of London, and ſerv'd in that Office for 
that City, in the Year 1627. 11 
Dr. Plot, in his Natural Hiſtory of 
Staffordſhire; ſpeaking of Mens Statures, 
and producing Inſtances of Mens Bones of 
an extraordinary Size, tells us, that he 
receiv'd a certain Proof of this from an 
Alderman of this Town, who gave him 
the Jaw-bone of a Man or Woman, with 
a Tooth then remaining in it, near twice 
as big as thoſe that Men or Women ordi- 
narily have, which was found in the 
South Chancel of the Collegiate Church 
of S. Mary in Stafford, where now lies 
the Gra veſtone of Ane the Wife of Hun- 
phrey Perry, which (faith he) is enough 
to ſhew, that Mankind is no more abated 
in Stature, than it is in Ages as is above 
proved; the World il affording' us a 
Goliah now and then, (and they were ne- 
ver common) as well as of Old, of which 
he inttances in Walter Parſons, Edmund 
Malloons Oc. nen u enge 
Stone, a Market- Town, 'whoſe Market 
is weekly on Tueſday, and à Fair yearl 
on  ' I11 had its Riſe in the Sande 
Times, upon this Occaſion': Ufald and 
Ruin, two Sons of Wulfere King of Mer- 
cia, under a Pretence of Hunting, often 
reſorted to S. Chad, an holy Hermit, who 
lived here, and being inſtructed in the 
Faith of Chrift, received Baptifm at his 
Hands. King Walfere, their Father, who 
was then an Heathen,” and an Enemy to 
the Faith, being informed of it, was per- 
ſwaded by one Werehod to follow them, 
that he might know the Truth of the 
Relation; which he accordingly doing, 
and finding them in the Oratory of that 
holy Man, in deyout contemplations, flew 
them both there with his own Hands. 
The King afterwards repented of this in- 
human as well as unnatural Murder, and 
becoming himfelf a Chriſtian, deſtroy'd 
all the Heathen Temples in his Kingdom,

After 
this Church was built and Conſecrated, a 
Town preſently grew up, which the Hi- 
ſtory of Peterborough (the Abbey whereof 
was finiſhed by King Wulphere, aſter he 
turned Chriſtian ) tells us, was called 
Stone, from the. Stones amaſſed together 
there, as is above mention'd. Queen Er- 
menhild is alſo ſaid to have built a ſmall 
Nunnery here, which was much enlarged 
by the Family of Stauffords, as we ſhall 
ſhew in our Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, and ſo 
Thall now. ſpeak only of the Manor.

Priory for Canons regular of S. Auguſtine, 


and after him, the Family made it their 
Burial- Place for Robert the Founder, and 


Avice his Wiſe; Nicholas I. who made it 


a Cell to Kenilworth, and Maud his Wife; 
Robert the third Baron, and Anaftaſia his 


Wife; Hervey Bagot, and Miliſent the Heir 


of the Staffords his Wife, and their Son 
Hervey, who chang'd his Name to Staf- 


ford, and Petronilla his Wife; Robert, who . 


obtained the Freedom of the Houſe from 
Kenilworth, and Alice his Wife; Nicholas 
His Son; the Heart of Hugh the 2d Earl 
bf Stafford, who dy'd at Rhodes, and Phi- 


lippa. his Wiſe, were all bury'd in this 
Abby; but Edmund the 4th, was, bury'd 
in the Choir of the Auguſtine Fryars. at 
Stafford, unto, which Place, when the 
Priory at Stone was diſſol ved, all the for- 
mer Lords were removed, and there in- 
terr'd, in Hopes that that Houſe being 
not endow'd, but ſupported only by the 
Charity of Good People, might have been 
ſpared, and ſo. their Bodies have. reſted 
there undiſturbed ; but at length their 
Plate, rich Shrines, and; other. Things of 
Value, brought Peſtruction on the Men- 
dicants, and with others, that of this 
Priory, when the fair and coſtly Tombs 
of this Noble Family were torn to Pieces, 
and bury'd in an Heap of Ruins. Now 
the Priories of Stone and Stafford, together 
with the Deanery. of Stafford, are in the 
Poſſeſſion of Nilliam Crompton, or his Heirs, 
who have ſeated themſelves there; his 
Father, William, Crompton, a Merchant in 
London, ex humili loco natus, having pur- 
chaſed the Scite and Demeſnes of them, 
ſoon after the Diſſolution.

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Culmſdon, a large Manor, containing no 
leſs than nine Villages or Hamlets. It 
was holden of Robert de Staffard,,, 29 Cang, 
by: one Holgate, This Lordihip belonged 
ometime to the Pantylfs, and cam to the 
Truſſels, by. marrying the Heir of that 
Family. The Verdons became Heir of it 
by Perquiſition, and by their Heireſs it 
paſſed to the Family of Stanleys, who are 
now Earls of Der. 
 Darlaſton, a Village ſituate on the Weſt 
Side of the Trent, where, on a, goodly 
large ſteep Hill, be the Ruins of a very 
large Houſe, or rather, as is moſt proba- 
ble, of a ſmall Town. The common O- 
inion amongſt the People is, that this 
lace was ſome Time the Habitation of 
Wikre King, of, Mercia, and not at-all 
mprobably, becauſe that Stone, where he 

maſſacred his Son Wolfradus, is but about 
a Mile off, The preſent Owner of it is 
Mr. James Collier, whoſe Grandfather was 
firſt a Taylor, then a Draper, and laſt of 
all a Wooll-ſtapler, (in which Buſineſs 
many Men got conſiderable. Eſtates) by 
which he got ſo much, as to purchaſe this. 
Manor, almoſt all Stone, a pretty Market 
Town, and a goodly Farm two Miles from 
it, call'd Earls-hyde,_ being a Grange be - 
longing to the Abby of Combermere in Che- 
ſhire, but was given to it by Earl Roger 
Montgomery, ſoon, after. the Conqueſt, and 
contained only one Hyde of Land, and 
therefore went always by his Title. 
 Ellenhall was about Henry I's Time, the 
Eſtate of William de Nowell or Noel, whoſe - 
Heir was Robert de Noel. He founded the 
Monaſtry of Ronton, near this his Seat at 
Ellenhall, for Canons regular of S. Augu- 
ftine, He left two Sons, Thomas and Phi- 
lip ; but Thomas, who was his Heir, and 
had the Main of his Eſtate, left only a, 
Daughter and Heir Alice, who marrying 
Sir William Harcourt, Kt. carry'd her In- 
heritance to his Family in the Reign of 
King John. This Manor was Part of it. 
The Harcourts, ſoon after their Marriage 
with the Heireſs of the Mels, aſſum'd 
their Arms; but the Male Line of the, 
Noels ſtill continu'd in theſe Parts by Phi-, 
lip the younger Son; for from him are 
deſcended Sir Andrew Noel of Dalby in, 
| Leiceſterſhire, 


e erſtire, Kt. a Gentleman Penſioner 
„ Ed ward Noel of Brook 
in Rutland ſhire, made, a Baronet 9 Fac. 1. 
aud afterward a Baron, by the Title of 
Lord Noel of Riddlington. He having 
marry'd the Daughter and Heir of Sir 
Baptiſt Hicks, became, after his Death 
without Male Iſſue, Viſcount Cambden. 
He approv'd his Loyalty very much for 
K. Charles I. His Son Edward was crea- 
ted Earl of Gainshorough, by K. Charles II. 
and his Poſterity ſo remain. The Family 
of Harcourts are, we ſuppoſe, Lords of 
this Manor. | 

Enſon or Enſtone, a great Seat of the Be- 
resfords. In this Manor is a Spring of a 
weak Brine, which riſeth gently out of 
the Earth, and frets away the Graſs and 
Earth about it. Such weak Brines (for 
there are the like at S. Thomas, and Inge- 
ftre) which ſpontaneouſly iſſue forth of 
the Ground, are thought by the Judicious 
to be Indications of a much ſtronger Salt 
deeper in the Earth, eſpecially at Inge- 


re. | 
Fulford the Lordſhip of Richard Leigh, 
9 Edu. 2. but now or late, one Gifford is 
Lord of it. Here isa good Building-Stone 
dug, purely white, and of a fine Grain. 
Frod ſwell- hall, near which is dug a 
Courſe Sort of Alabaſter, which is uſed 
chiefly for Plaiſter for Floors, Ceilings, 
and the Walls of Needlework-houſes, 
Gerards-Bromley, was anciently the E- 
ſtate of the Bromleys, a Family of Note 
in this County; but coming by Purchaſe, 
or Marriage, to the Gerards, it had the 
Name of Gerards ' Bromley given it. Sir 
Gilbert Gerard, Maſter of the Rolls in 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, bought it of 
Sir Thomas Gerard of Etwell, Kt. and built 
himſelf a ſtately quadrangular Fabrick of 
Stone, laying the Roof with Lead, and 
made it his principal Seat. Me dy'd in 


1592, and lies bury'd in Aftley Church- 


vard, under a noble Monument eretted to 
his Memory. His Son Thomas inherited 
this Lordſhip, and moſt of his other E- 
ſtates, and being conſtituted Knight-Mar- 


thal of the King's Houſhold for Lite, 


1 7ac.1, was by that Prince advanced to 
* Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by 
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the Title of Lord Gerard of Gerards Brom- 
ley. To him ſucceeded in his Honour and 

ſtate, Gilbert his Son and Heir; who ha- 
ving marry'd Eleanor, the ſole Daughter 
and Heir of Thomas Dutton of Dutton in 
Chefhire, Eſq; had by her two Songs, Dut- 
ton and Thomas, He dy'd in 1622, and 
was bury'd at Aſley, as his Father before 
him had been. Dutton ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther, anddying in 1640, leſt his Son and 
Heir Charles for his Succeſſor ; who dying 
in 1667, left his Son and Heir Digby Lord 
Gerard under Age, who, we ſuppoſe, 
dy'd without Heirs, and his Honour is 
ext int; yet the Lord Gerhard of Bran- 
don, deſcended of Ratcliff, the younger 
Son of Sir Gilbert, continu'd longer; and 
Charles his Grandſon having approv'd his 
Loyalty w his Majeſty King Charles I. in 
a moſt ſignal Manner, was firſt created Lord 
Gerard of Brandon in Suffolk, and at length 
Earl of Macclesfield by King Charles II. 
but his Family alſo is now extin&. 

Garſ/hall, or Garringshall, is an Hamlet 
in the large Manor of Milwich, of which 
Hugo was Lord in the Conqueror's Reign ; 
but in K. Henry III's Time, it was equal- 
ly divided between Robert de Milwick and 
Geffrey de Nugent, and in 9 Edu. 4. Hugh 
de Okeover had Robert de Milwich's Part, 
and Nugent's paſſed by Daughters to the 
Hextalls, Bromleys, Gerards, who ſold it 
to Ralph Adderley, and he to John Orchard 
of this Place, who parted with it to one 
Hulbert, whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd it in 
1654. 

Halas, before the Conqueſt, was the De- 
meſne of Edwin Earl of Mercia, as ap- 
pears by D6omſday-Book ; but he having 
forfeited it by his Rebellion, to the Con- 
queror, it was given to Roger de Montgo- 
mery Earl of Arundel and Shrewsbury, and 
20 Cong. was held of him by Keynald de 
Balginde. The Paintolfs, or Pantulfs, be- 
came afterwards Lords of it; and in the 


Church there lies one bury'd, under an old 
croſs-legged Monument, which ſome ſup- 


poſe to be one of the Pantolfs ; but others 
will not allow it to be ſo. | 

Half-hide, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Chebſey, was in the Reign of K. Henry III. 
the Inheritance of Robert Coſney, and Weſton 


L | Caſney's- 
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Coſney z and in 31 Edu. 3. John his Son, 
gave it his younger Brother. 

Hallington, was held by Robert de Staf- 
ford, of the King, 20 Cong. by the Name 
of Allughflone z but in King Henry III's 
Time, Kebert de Hallington was Lord of it, 
and in 9 Edu. 2. Thomas de Hallington was 
Lord of it. Since, it is come into the 
Poſſeſſion of the Lords Bourchier, but by 
what Means we can't tell. It continu'd 
in that Family ſome Time; but the laſt 
Lord Bourchier leaving it to Sir Kalph 
Bourchier his Baſtard, he ſold it to Ralph 
Sread, Gent. 

Hardwick, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Sandon, in which dwelt one Mary Vood- 
ward, who loſing her Hearing about fix 
Years of Age, by her extraordingry Inge- 
nuity, and careful Obſervation of People's 
Lips that ſhe c6nverſed with, could per- 
fectly underſtand what any one ſaid, tho” 


they ſpake ſo low, that By-ſtanders could 


not hear them ; as was frequently expe- 
rienced by the Lady Gerard, and divers 
Neighbours living when Dr. Plot ſaw her, 
with whom ſhe would go to Church, and 
bring away as much of the Sermon as the 
molt attentive Hearer there, and did it, 
not with Difficulty, but with ſo much 
Eaſe and Satisfaction, that if any one 


ſpake, and turned away his Lips from her, 


the was much diſobliged. Nay, it was 
ſaid, ſhe was ſuch a perfect Miſtreſs of 
her Art, that in Bed, and in the Dark, 
ſhe could perfectly underſtand what any 
that lay with her ſaid, by putting her 
Hand, to their Lips, ſo as to feel the Mo- 
tion of them; but the Doctor owns he 
had none to atteſt this Part. 

Heckftall, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Seighford, of which, in the Reign of K. 
Richard 1. one William de Heckſtall was the 
Owner. His Poſterity continu'd in the 
Poſſeſſion of it many Succeſſions; for in 
King Henry VI's Reign, Hugh Heckſtall 
was Owner of it; but his Son William 
having one only Daughter and Heir Mar- 
garet, Richard Petid, or Paget, by marry- 
ing of her, became Lord of it. 

-Heyley-Caſtle, built on a Rock, with the 
very Stone that was digged from the 
Ditches, It was given to Henryde Audley 


by Harvay Lord Stafford, and was confirm. 
ed to him by King Henry III. with the 
Gifts of others to him. Mr. Cambelon will 
have this Caſtle to be built by the ſaid 
Henry de Audley; but the Records affure 
us, that it was William de Betley that gave 
the whole Land of Heyley to Henry, and 
that Harvey de Stafford gave only ſome 
Lands bordering upon it. The Caſtle was 
built either by ſome of the Family of 
Verdun, who gave him Audley, or by the 
Audleys afterwards. From the Verduns 
ſprang the Stanleys, now Earls of Darby; 
but the Inheritance and Title of the Aud- 
leys went to the Touchets Lords Audley, 
and Earls of Caftlehaven, as is aboveſaid. 

Haywood, a goodly Manor, ſometime 
belonging to the Biſhops of Coventry and 
Litchfield, but of late to the Lord Paget, 
who in King Edward VI's Time, got it 
from the preſent, by Exchange for Im- 
propiations, as is above obſerv'd. In this 
Village was the ancient Seat of the Aftons ; 
for Roger de Molend, alias Longeſpe, Biſhop 
of Litchfield and Coventry, in the Reign of 
King Henry III. gave it to Roger de Afton, 
his Valet, or Servant. He was the Son 
of Ralph Afton, and Father of Sir John 
Afton, Kt. whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd this 
Manor and Seat till the latter End of the 
fixteenth Century, or Beginning of the 
ſeventeenth, Sir Edward Aſton then being 
in Poſſeſſion of it. This Family, as they 
receiv'd their Eſtate in a great Meaſure 
from the Church, ſo they have always 
ſhew'd a particular Reſpe& to Churchmen 
and learned Men. Sir Walter Afton, Fa- 
ther of Sir Edward, was employ'd by K. 
James I. Embaſſador into Spain, and Mi- 
chasl Drayton the Engliſh Poet, owns them 
particular Friends to his Muſe. 

Hick/on, the Lordſhip of one Gilbertus, 
in King Henry III's Days; but he having 
many Daughters, but no Son, this -Ma- 
nor, upon the Dividend of the Eſtate, 
came to Amicia, whoſe Daughter Iſabel 
brought it by Marriage to Henry Kingston, 
or, Knifton ; from whom it paſſed to Wal- 
ter Blount Lord Mount joy, and from him, 
by the Dracoats, to the Lord Ferrars of 
Chartley, from whom it deſcended to Ko- 
bert Earl of Eſſex z who dying 8

to Sir Robert Shirley, who was living in 
ies, a Seat of one of the Family of 
Noels, who are deſcended from thoſe of 
Eccleſhall.

I. one Vitalis held this Ma- 
nor of Robert de Stafford; and ſoon after, 
it came into the Poſſeſſion of one Robert 
Hug glesford, whoſe Family held it till 
the End of King Edward III's Reign. In 
after-times it became the Eſtate of Sir John 
Delves, whoſe only Daughter and Heir 
marrying to Sir Robert Sheffield, Kt. Re- 


corder of the City of London, carry'd it 


into his Family. His Son was made a 
Baron of this Realm, but ſold this Manor 
to his Brother Chriſtopher, whoſe Son John 
was alſo a Lord, but transferr'd this Lord- 
ſhip to Mr. Robert Collier, whoſe Son 
James ſold it to Sir Gilbert Gerrard, Ma- 
ſter of the Rolls, above mention'd, in 
whoſe Family we ſuppoſe it continues. 

Horſley, the Eſtate of the Per/halls, who 
had their Chief Seat at Perſhall. Of this 
Family was Sir Richard Perſhall, who 
among other Iſſue had a younger Son na- 
med Adam; who being about to marry 
one of the Daughters and Heirs of John 
Caverſawall, by reaſon whereof he was to 
have Biſhops-Offley, his Father, for his 
better Advancement, and to make him a 
Marriage fit for an' Heir, gave him this 
Manor of , Horſley, where he made his 
Seat; and his Son Sir Richard Perſhall,

Pigot held it of him, whoſe Son Nigellus 
de Pigot till held it, not long after the 
8 It is now an Hamlet of Chart- 
ey. 

Ingeſtre, or Ingeſtry, a Lordſhip ſituate 
on the Banks of the Trent, now the Seat of 
the Chetwinds of this Shire, was held, 
20 Cong. of Robert de Stafford, by one Hugo, 
but who had it after him, we find not. 
The moſt ancient Owners that we meet 
with, are the Mittons, who were Lords 
of it about the Reign of King Henry II. 
and *tis probable continu'd ſo 'till the 
Reign of King Henry III. about which 
Time Iſſue Male failing, it came by a 
Marriage of the Heir of the Mittons, into 
the Family of the Chetwinds ; for Philip 
Chetwind is found to be Lord of Ingeftry, 
19 Edw. 1, and in his Race it continues 
to this Day. Yet the Mittons in a youn- 
ger Branch, ſtill flouriſhed in this County 
for William Mitton was High Sheriff of 
this County, 36 Hen. 6. and John Mitton, 
11 Hen. 7. and 4 Hen. 8. but whether they 
were the ſame, or different Perſons, we 
do not know certainly, But the Family 
of Chetauinds have been much more ſer- 
viceable to their Country in that Kind; 
for in moſt of the Reigns from King Ri- 
chard II. to King James I. one or more of 
them were Sheriffs, and in other publick 
Employments. 

But that which will render the Perſon 
and Family memorable ſo long as Religion 


is efteemed, is the pious Act of Walter 


Chetwwind of this Place, Eſq; who being 
Lord of the Town, and Patron of the 
Church, then ruinous, and much decay'd, 
conſidering that it could not be repaired 
well, and that it ſtood incommodiouſly, 
obtain'd a Faculty of the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, Anno 1673, to build a new 
Church in a more commoedious Place, and 
pulling down the old Church, convert the 
Materials to that Uſe. The Foundation 
was thereupon according to the ſaid In- 
ſtrument, laid in the ſame Year; mill'd 
Shillings, Half-pence and Farthings, coin'd 
that Year, being put in hollow Places, 
cut for that Purpoſe in the Stones of the 
Corner of the Tower or Steeple, by Mr. 

L 2 Chetwind, 
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Chetwind, and other Gentlemen, who 
came to ſee the Work; and in 1676 it was 
fully finiſhed, being built in the Form of 
our Pariſh- Churches, not very large, but 
elegant and Uniform. The Walls were all 
ſquared Freeſtone, the Chancel pav'd with 
Black and White Marble, the Windows 
adorn'd with the Arms of the Chetwinds 
in painted Glaſs, and the Cielings with 
the ſame in Fret-work, the Side Walls 
beautify'd with the Funeral Monuments 
of the Family, curiouſly carved in White 
Marble; the Bodies he cauſed te be 
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brought from the old Church, and repo- 
ſited them in a Vault made under the 
Church, for a Dormitory of the Family, 
The Body of the Church he cauſed to be 
ſeparated from the Chancel by a Skreen of 
Flanders Oak curiouſly carved, the Pulpit 
and Seats being made of the ſame Wood, 
and all of equal Height; and a curious 
Font all of White Marble, ſtanding at 
the Entrance. Over the Portal at the 
Weſt End, on a ſmall White Marble Ta- 
ble, is this modeſt Inſcription.

The Church being thus finiſh'd at Mr. 
Chetwind's Charge only, was conſecrated 
Anno 1677, by the Right Reverend Fa- 
ther in God, Thomas Wood, then Lord Bi- 
ſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, by per- 
forming all the Sacred Offices in one Day ; 
which done, the pious and generous Foun- 
der and Patron, Mr. Chetwind, offer'd up- 
on the Altar the Tithes of Hopton, a Vil- 
lage hard by, of the Value of gol. per 
Ann. as an Addition to the ReQory for 
ever; preſenting the Biſhop. and Dean, 
who preached at the ſame Time, each of 
them with a Piece of Plate double gilt, 
as a grateful Acknowledgement of their 
Service, and entertaining the Nobility; 
Clergy, and Gentry, who came to ſee the 
Solemnity, with a ſplendid Dinner at his 


Houſe, together with many of the com- 
mon People. ; 


What is further Memorable of this 
Place is, 1. S. Eraſmus's Well, which is 
in the Grounds of the abovemention'd 
Mr. Walter Chetwind, a Sulphureous, O- 
leagenous Water, of ſo great Eſteem for- 
merly for the Prevention or Cure of di- 
vers Diſtempers, hat there was a Chapel 
built near it, and endow'd by ſome of that 
ancient Family, where the Offerings were 


ſo conſiderable, that the Rector of. Ingeſtre 


(in whoſe Pariſh it is) pavs at this Day 
for the Tenths of them, more then for 
the Profits of the whole Pariſh beſide ; 
notwithſtanding, its Revenue, with all 


its Lands given to pious Uſes, were taken 
into the King's Hands at the Reformation, 


and the Chapel being demolifh'd, alt Ap- 
plications to it are ceaſed long ſince, tho 
there is no real Doubt, but that the Water

uarry between this Place and Salt, out 
which is dug a Sort of Stone, pretty white 
and hard, but having a Caſt of Redneſs 
here and there, and ſometimes mark'd 
with. a yellowiſh Vein.

In the Park here, near Gawton-Stone, 
there is a Well, the Water of which is 
ſaid to cure the King's Evil. 

Laynton hath nothing of Note in it, ſave 
that here are found, tho? this County is 
at a great Diſtance from the Sea, the 
Trunks of largeTreesbury'd under Ground, 
of which, tho* divers Accounts have been 
given by the Learned, yet no Certainty is 
yet arrived at, 

Madeley, or Magdalea, a goodly Manor 
of ancient Times held by one Ulviet, 20 
Cong. but belonging to the Barons of Staf- 
ford, of whom Kalph Lord Stafford having 
gain'd the Favour of King Edu. 3. by his 
brave and warlike Actions in Scotland and 
France, obtain'd of the ſaid Prince, Keg. 15. 
a Charter for a Market every, Week upon 
Tueſday ; and alſo two Fairs yearly, the 
one on the Eve, and Day of St.George the 
Martyr, and two Days following; and 
the other upon Eve, and Day of S. Leonard, 
and two Days after, The Market is diſ- 
continu'd, and we can't find, that the 
Fairs are kept up. This Lordſhip conti- 
nu'd in the Family of Staffords, till Ed- 
ward the laſt Duke of Buckingham of that 
Name, being attainted and executed for 
Treaſon, his Eſtate fell to the Crown, and 
was by the King given to the Lord Bray; 
from whom it came to the Lord Wentworth, 
who ſold it to Sir Thomas Offley, Kt. Lord 
Mayor of London, in whoſe Family it re- 
mains, as we ſuppoſe. 

Mr. Camden here makes Mention of a 


Pool or Lake, out of Ger vaſe of Tilbury, 


in theſe Words: In the Biſhoprick of Co- 
ventry, and County of Stafford, at the 
Foot of an Hill, which the Nati ves of 


the Place call Mahul, there is a Water 


i pread abroad in the Mannec of a Meer, 
in the Territory of a Village, which they 


term Magdalea, in which Meer there is a 


very clear Water, which bath ſuch an ef. 
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fectual V irtue in refreſhing of Bod ies, that 
as often as Hunters have chaſed Staggs and 
other Deer until their Horſes. be tired, 
* if in the greateſt Heat of the ſcorching 
* Sun, they taſte of this Water, and offer 
© it to their Horſes to drink, they recover 
their Strength of Running again, which 
* they loſt, and become ſo freſh, as one 
* would think they had not run at all.“ Mr. 
Cambden ſought in vain for this Hill and 
Lake, and no more could Dr. Plot do; but 
the Doctor ſeems to think, that the Hill, 
on which Heley-Cafile ſtands, and has a 
Lake at the Bottom of it, agrees well with 
the Deſcription, and may be thought the 
ſame, becauſe it is ſo near Madley; and 
as to the refreſhing of tired Horſes, the 
Dr. thinks all the Pools in the County 
will doit. 
Mere, or Mear, which takes its Name 
from the Meer, or Lake adjoining, and is 
the Head of the River Tearne, is famous 
for an old Fortification, called the Bruff 
(a Corruption as we ſuppoſe of Burgh) 
fenced at ſome Places with a double 
Trench and Rampire, the Agger above 
the Trench ſeeming in ſome Places to 
have been made up with Stone; the 
whole being of a very irregular Form, 
according as the Hill will admit: Over 
againſt this, on the Heath, there is a 
Place called the Camphills where it is 
ſuppoſed, there was anciently likewiſe a 
Camp, though there are no Signs of it 
now; only there are two round Hills 
which may paſs for Barrows, and many 
other longiſh Hillocks, like Graves, in. 
which Form Sepulchral Monuments were 
ſometimes made: Betwixt the Camphills 
and. the Bruff there is likewiſe a large 
round Conical Hill, which the People 
call Coplow, which 'tis probable, was the 
Sepulchre of ſome, conſiderable Comman- 
der ſlain hereabout, when theſe Rampires 
were made and uſed, Dr. Plot owns, that 
it is very difficult to account for them at 
this Diſtance of Time, yetwhe thinks he 
may ſafely, and with Confidence anſwer, 
that this Fortification was here made in 
the Days of wicked O/rid, King of Nor- 
thumberland, about the Year 705, who (as 
Henry Huntington teſtifies) was lain at 
| Meer, 


— 
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Meer, as his Words ſhew : O/rid vero Rex 
bell; infortunio juxta Mere pugnans inter- 
fettus eſt; tho' he tells us not by what 
Enemy, nor on what Occaſion, yet he 
Cuppoſeth it muſt be by Kerrid, King of 
Mercia, whom he ſeems to have invaded, 
and not his Couſin Kenred, who ſucceeded 
nim, as ſome Hiſtorians have aſſerted with- 
out any good Foundation, Coplow being the 
Tumulus in all Probability, under which 
the unfortunate O/ri4 was bury'd, and 
theſe other Lows and Hillocks upon Camp- 
hills were for his Inferior Officers; and the 
Bruff, the Caitle or Strong Hold, that Ken- 
red had raiſed againſt him. 


The Manor of Meer was held, 20 Cong. 


by Olivet of Robert de Stafford; but af- 
terward it was divided between Kobert de 
Stafford, and William de Meer, among 
whoſe Poſterity Edward de Meer, and 
Alexander de Meer, this laſt Part was di- 
vided ; Sir William ſtill keeps a Moiety of 
it. But theſe Subdiviſions produced an 
Alienation ; for in King Hen. III's Reign, 
Thomas de Hayleghton was Lord of Meer, at 
leaſt that Part, which was divided among 
the de Meers before. Stafford's Part was in 
that Family divers Succeſſions; for 9 H. 5. 
Hugh Stafford, Lord Bourchier, a younger 
Son of Hugh Earl of Stafford dyed poſſeſs d 
of it, leaving it with his other Eſtates to 
Humphrey Stafford his Couſin and Heir; but 
it became at length the Eſtate of the Mac- 
clesfields, whoſe Poſterity are now, or late 
were the Owners of the greateſt Part of 
Meer; for we do find it was united under 
one Lord. 

Milwich, a fair Lordſhip, of which one 
Hugo was Lord, at the Conqueſt, and one 
Cotton afterward, In King Henry III's 
Reign, it was divided equally between 
Robert de Milwich and Jeffrey de Nugent. 
In Edward II's Reign, Anno 9, Hugh de 
Okeover had Robert de Milwick's Part by 
Inheritance; but Nugent's Part after ma- 
ny Alienations, was ſold to John Allen of 
this Place, whoſe Poſterity ſold it to 
Thomas Adſhed, whoſe Son ſold it to John 
Crompton, ſecond Son of Sir Thomas Cromp- 
fon, Kt. whoſe Poſterity do, or lately did 
enjoy it. | 
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Muccleftone, the Lordſhip of one Fen- 
nings, 20 Cong. but how it paſſed from him 
to other Owners, we do not diſcover: It 
was in the laſt Century ſold to Sir Thomas 
Offley, Kt. late Lord Mayor of London, in 
whoſe Deſcendants it now is, or lately 
Was. | | 

Mulnemeſe, the Eſtate of William de 
Nowell, or Noell, in King Henry I's Time, 
His Son Robert leaving only two Daugh- 
ters, Alice and Joan, this Manor, upon 
the Partition, fell to Alice, who by her 
Marriage with Sir William Harcourt, Kt. 
carry'd it into his Family, in which it 
continu'd many Succeſhons. Joan mar- 
ry'd one Duſton, and carry'd her Eſtate to 
him; but at length Iſſue Male failing in 
her Deſcendants, Sir Robert Harcoate mar- 
ry'd their Heir Ellenor, and had this Ma- 
nor given him, to render him a Match 
for her. Robert the Grandſon of this John, 
had no legitimate Iſſue ; but having a Ba- 
ſtard named John, he gave him this Ma- 
nor with many other Lands. Humphrey 
Harcoate was his Heir, but what other Po- 
ſterity he had, we know not. 

Mole-cop,or Morocop-Hill, is a Place, where 
are dug Mill-ſtones, as out of a Quarry, in 
this Manner : They cleave them from the 
Rock with a great Number of ſmall Wedges 
driven with as ſmall Strokes, leſt the 
Stone ſhould crack or flaw ; when they 
have got it from the Rock, they preſently 
bind it round with a jointed Hoop of Iron, 
which they call a Rivet-Hoop, and this 
they ſtreighten hard about it alſo with 
Wooden Wedges driven in between it, and 
the Edge of the Stone, that it may not 
break in the Working, which notwithſtand- 
ing it oftendoes, ſo that there are fewof them 
but are made up of ſeveral Pieces, They 
are ſeldom uſed to grind Wheat, but do 
it well enough for Rye, Barley, Malt, and 
Oat-Meal ; yet it lies well enough in Build- 
ing. 8 

Norton, is ſituate on the Trent. Valviet 
held Norton of Robert de Stafford, 20 Cong. 
but it appears by another Record, That 
Robert Fitz,-Randulph held Norton ſoon 
after the Conqueror's Time, This Robert 

| founded 
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founded the Monaſtery of Beauchief in 
Derbyſhire, and left this Manor and other 
Eſtates to his Son Williamand his Poſterity, 
who were Barons of Alfriſon; but Iſſue 
Male failing, Alice the Heir General mar- 
rying William de Chaworth, carry'd this E- 
flate into his Family. Thomas de Chaworth 
was their Heir; and he being well af- 
fected to His Ancefiors Foundation at 
Beauchief,, obtained a Licence of King Ed- 
ward III. to grant unto the Canons there 
ten Tofts, eleven Oxgangs, fifty-eight 


Acres of Land, ſixteen Acres of Wood, 


and 2 J. 18 f. per Annum Rent, in Norton, 
Grenehill, Oc. for the Maintenance of one 
Prieſt, to celebrate Divine Service daily 
in that Abbey for the Health of his own, 
Joan his Wife's, and all their Anceſtors 
Souls. 

In the Church-yard of this Village, 
there are divers Monuments of Freeſtone, 
each of them having a Croſs engraven 
upon the Tombs, and under the Corner 
of the Croſs the Figure of an Arming- 
Sword, but Writing there is none, unleſs 
it be under the lower Part of the Stone. 
In theſe later Times Norton hath been the 
Inheritance of Sir William Meer; but after 
him it was divided, and one Moiety came 
to the Lords Audleigh, and the other to the 
Barony of Stafford, but the laſt Baron of 
Stafford ſold it, but to whom we are not 
inform'd. | 

Offleys, Biſhops and High, two adjoin- 
ing Pariſhes, Levenot held Offeleia of the 
Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, 20 Cong. 
Wil. Chedleton was after Lord of it, and gave 
it in Frank-Marriage with 7oanhis Daugh- 
ter to Thomas Caver ſwall, whoſe Son Thomas 
inherited it, as Heir to his Mother. He 


had only three Daughters and Coheirs, 


the eldeſt of which marry'd Adam Perſhall, 
and to him was this Manor allotted upon 
the Diviſion, in Right of his Wife; but 
it ſeems, that Caver/wall had not the Seig- 
nory of Rifhops-Offley z for we find that Sir 
John Leybourne, Kt. gave all his Lands, Te- 


nements, Rents, and Services in Biſſops - 


Offley to the ſaid Adam Ptrſhall, 19 Edu. 3. 
from whence it is apparent, that Sir John 
Leyburne was till that Time chief Lord of 
hat Manor. - High-Offley was the Demeſne 


of Robert Hallington in King Henry I11's 
Time, and his Son Thomas Hallington was 
Lord after him. It afterward came into 


the Poſſeſſion of the Bourchiers, but by. 


what Means we know not, nor how long 
it remained in their Poſſeſſion; but we 
obſerve, that Ralph Lord Bourchier left ir 
to Sir Ralph Bourchier, his natural Son, 
who hath ſold it to Ralph Sneyd. 

At Offley-Hay in theſe Pariſhes, not far 
from Hindon, there happened a Tornado 
Wind or Typhon, which being not above 
40 Yards broad, and not extending above 
three or four Miles in Length, was ſo 
ſtrong, that paſling through a Wood, it 
tore up the great Oaks by the Roots, and 
made as it were a Viſta through it. 

Oulton, where Dr. Plot, among the long- 
liv'd Perſons of this County, tells us, 
there did dwell one Goodwife Eſt wick, 
who at her Death was an 120 Years old. 

Penkhull, or Penchetel, the Demeſne of 
Algar, Earl of Mercia, before the Con- 
queſt, as appears from Dome/day-Book, and 
left to Edwin his Son, who ſucceeded him 
in his Earldom. By Edwin's Rebellion, 
it was forfeited to the Crown, and how it 
was diſpoſed of afterward, we know not, 
but find it among the great Eſtates of John 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, 36 Edu. 3. 
al'n to him by his Wife's Siſter's Death, 
who was one of the Coheirs of Henry Earl 
of Lancaſter, deſcended from Edmund Earl 
of Lancaſter, a younger Son of King Hen- 
ry III. to whom his Brother King Ed- 
ward l. gave the forfeited Eftates of Si- 
mon de Montfort, Earl of Leiceſter, of which 
Newcaſtle under Lime, and its Members, 
one of which this Manor was, was a con- 
fiderable Part. | 

Perſhal, the Seat and Eſtate of a Fami- 
ly of Gentlemen of that Name, who are 
thought originally to be deſcended of 
the Swinerftons, becauſe they bear their 
Arms. Sir Richard Perſhall had lately 
his Seat here. In His Family it continu'd 
divers Deſcents ; 'till Iſſue Male failing 
in Sir Hugh Perſhall, his Daughter and 
Heir Catharine, marrying Sir John Blount, 
carryed it into his Family, and Sir Geo, 
Blount their Heir, inherited it; but left 
it to his Wife's Son Richard Lacon, _ 
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of Richard Lacon, her former Husband, 
in whoſe Poſterity it is or lately was. 

. : Raunton, or Fonton, the Demeſne of 
Goderich, 20 Conqueſt. held by him of Ro- 
bert de Stafford; but afterward of Wli- 
am de Nowell or Noel, whoſe Grandſon Tho- 
mas having Iſſue two Daughters only, 
Alice and Joan, who marry'd William Dun- 


ſton, and had for her Part this Manor of 


Konton, which deſcended to her. Camp- 
den ſays, That the Harcourts, an ancient 
and noble Norman Family, receiv'd it by 
Inheritance from the Noels; but Mr. 
Erdeſauick tells us, that Sir William Har- 


court indeed marry'd Alice, Noel's eldeſt 


Daughter, but ſhe had not this Manor 
for her Part, but her younger Siſter Joan, 
who marry'd Dunſton ; but Iſſue Male fail- 
ing in the Fawily of Dunſton, this Lord- 
Thip paſled by the Heirs General, by the 
Doyleys, and Lukemore, to Sir Robert Har- 
court, who marry'd Lukemore's Heir, E!!e- 
nor- In his Family it continu'd, *till Ro- 
bert Harcourt gave it and his other Eſtates 
to John his Baſtard-Son, in whoſe Line it 
continues, | 

There was anciently an Abby in this 


Town built by the Noels, then Lords of it, 


(of which we ſhall [ſpeak in our Eccleſia- 
ſtical Hiſtory) which is, or lately was the 
Seat of the Family of Copes. Near it is 
found a Sort of Earth that is famous for 
giving a Blood-red Colour. Dr. Plot was 
curious to inquire into the Cauſe of it, 
and digging into it, found it an Haſle 
Mould, and conjectures the Cauſe to be 
this: That the Rain falling upon the 
Shingles of the Houſe, which are made 
of Oak, receives from them a galliſh Tin- 
Sure, which coming down from thence 
upon the Earth, that is probably V itrio- 
lick, the Water turns of this blood-red 
T incture, juſt as Vitriolick Waters uſually 
do)upon infuſing Powder of Galls in them, 
which are but the Fruit of an Oak. The 


ſame Doctor ſpeaking of notable Pieces of 


Art, mentions a Sort of a Dial that he 
met with at the Houſe of Alexander Har- 
court, Eſq; in this Place, made of three 
Boards repreſenting a Book open'd, fix 
Inches deep, with ſome of the middle 
Leaves ſtanding up, between the Covers, 


and ſome other Leaves at Six Inches Di- 
ttance on each Hand, all facing the South, 
and ſo elevated, as to ſtand parallel'd with 
the Axis of the World,. the Figures are 
drawn on the Side of the Leaves, and the 
middle Leaves are the Gnomon on. the 
Eaſt Side, and the Weſtern Cover a Gno- 
mon on the Welt Side; a Piece of Inge- 
nuity not common, and ſo worth Notice. 
The Dr. alſo takes Notice of the Ranton 
Runnet for curdling Cheeſe, which we 
omit, becauſe our Buſineſs is not with 
Houſewifes, and if it might come to them, 
we ſuppoſe they will not thank us for 
the Receipt, having perhaps better of 

their own, as they may think. 
Ricard ſcoate, was, 20 Conqueſt. held by 
Ellenor and Robert, of Robert de Stafford; 
how it deſcended afterward, we have no 

Account. | 
Salt, a ſmall Village, whoſe Manor was 
held by Giſlebert of Robert de Stafford, 20 
Cong. but now the Family of Chetwinds 
claim it, as belonging to their Manor of 
Ingeftry ; but the adjoining Lords will not 
allow their Claim, challenging to them- 
ſelves each of them their Part, as lying 
in their Manors ; ſo that it is no entire 
Manor of it itſelf, but common to ſeve- 
ral Lords. Of the Stone-Quarry between 
this Place and Ingeſtry, we have ſpoken 
above. 
Sandon, is a large Manor, and contains 
in it divers Hamlets, viz. Great and Lit- 
tle Sandon, Hardwick, Small Viſe, Dracote, 
Leighs-Newton, and Creſwell; yea, ſome 
Antiquaries ſuppoſe Burweſion was alſo 
before the Conqueſt; but being now di- 
ſlinct from it, we have ſo treated of it a- 
bove. Before the Conqueſt Algar Earl of 
Mercia was Lord of this Town, but at 
the Conqueſt, Sandon was in the King's 
Hands, but was preſently after given to 
Hugh Earl of Chefter, who paſſed it over 
to one of his Barons, William Baron Mal- 
bank (whoſe Seat was at Wicke-Malbank, 
now Nantwich) His Son Hugh founded 
the Abby of Cumbermere in Che/hire, and 
his Son Milliam gave the Monks there this 
Church. This William had only Daugh- 
ters, of which Adilla, who marry'd Sir- 
William Stafford, had this Manor for her 
| Purparty, 
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rty. who left it to her Son Sir James 
ht oh He had Iſſue one Daughter on- 
ly, named Margaret, who marrying Tho- 
nas Erdeſwick, brought this Manor into 
his Family. Both the Staffords and 
Erdeſwickt, had their Seat here; both 
ancient Families of Gentlemen. Of the 
Jaſt of them was Sampſon 'Erdeſwick, to 
whom this Manor came by Inheritance. 
He was a Perſon of great Eminency, and 
a very induſtrious Antiquary ; yet not 
more memorable upon that Account, than 
for being direQly in the Male Line de- 
ſcended from Hugh de Vernon, Baron of 
Cheſt:y, whoſe Seat was at Shipbrock, their 
Name being alter'd by their Change of 
Habitation, firſt into Holgrave, and then 
into Erdeſwick. The- Pariſh Church for 
all the Hamlets of this Place, is and ever 
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Batchelors, and one of them, viz. Sir No- 
bert Harcourt, was a Knight of the Gar- 
ter. They are, or lately were, Lords of 
this Manor, and have almoſt ever ſince 
their Marriage with the Noe/ Family, aſ- 
ſumed to themſelves the Noels Arms, 
which they till bear. | 
Seybroo ke, Part of the Eſtate which Huzk 
Earl of Cheſter gave to his Baron William 
Malbanc, or Malbedeng, and which he leſt 
to his Son Huzh Malbanc; but his Grand- 
ſon William leaving four Daughters for 
his Heirs, this Manor piſſed by one of 
them to Warren Verdon, whoſe Heir Ra/ph, 
a Prieſt, claiming as Heir Male at his 
Death, it was compounded, that this 
Manor, and a Moietv of the Barony, with 
the Honour, ſhould remain to him; and 
the Manor of Leftwick, with the Mojety 


has been at Great Sandon, where is erected of the Lands before belonging to the Ba- 


a goodly Monnment of Freeſtone, for 
Mr. Sampſon Erdeſwick abovemention'd, 
who wrote the Hiſtory of Staffordſhire, to 
which we are indebted much for our In- 
formation in moſt Places of it. He dy'd 
in April, 1603, and on his Monument 
lies his Eſtgies in its full Proportion, cut 
to the Life, performed by himſelf in bis 
Life Time, in the Church, which was 
before new glaz'd and repair'd by him. 
Dr. Plot ſpeaking of the Growth of 
Rocks and Stones, gives an Inſtance of 
ſome Rocks in the hollew Way, at Little 
Sandon in this Manor, in the very Body 
of which, he ſays, Pebble Stones are 
plainly included; whence it muſt be ga- 
ther'd. that theſe Pebble Stones muſt 
have had a Being before the Rock, and 
that the Rock itſelf grew to be ſuch fince 
that Time; otherwiſe it is impoſhble they 
ſhould come there, being of a different 
Nature from the Rock. | | 
Seighford, the Demeſne of William de 
owl, Ur Noel, whoſe: Son Robert, inhe- 
rited it; but his Grandſon Thomas leaving 
only two Daughters Coheirs, Alicia and 
Joan, the eldeſt had for her Part of Noe!'s 
Lands, this, with ſeveral. other Manors, 
which by her Marriage with Sir William 
Harcourt, were transferred into that Fa- 
mily.

Great Sugenhall was divided. between Roger 
the Son of Stephen de Offley, and John the 
Son of the ſame Stephen, and John Mar/ell, 
who had a quarter Part thereof, which he 
held of the Biſhop by a quarter Part of a 
Knight's Fee; yet we find that one Henry 
Sugenhall lived in the Time of King Ed. 
ward III. Reg. 3 5. who doubtleſs was of 
that Family, though a collateral Branch. 
Little Sugenhall joins to this, and wag held 
by John de parva Sugenhall to the Riſhop 
of Litchfield and Coventry, for the eighth 
Part of a Knight's Fee, 24 Edw. 1. Of 
the Hurt done to a Coppice of Sir John 
Perſhall, in this Pariſh, by a Tornado 
Wind, fee Offley-hay above. 

 Sinerton, a goodly and large Manor, 
Poſſeſs'd by a Race of Gentlemen, who 
take their Name from it, many of whom 
were Knights, and Owners of this Ma- 
nor. They were deſcended of one Aſlan, 
who held this Manor of Robert de Stafford, 
and at length took their Name fram it. 
The firſt of the Swinertois as we read of, 
was Roger de Swinerton, who, in 34 E4. 1. 
obtain'd a Charter of free Warren in all 
his Demeſne Lands in this Manor; and 
for kee ping a Market here upon Wedneſ- 
day every Week, and a Fair yearly, upon 
the Feſtival of our Lady's Aſſumption. 
The Market is diſ-uſed ; but the Fair, we 
ſuppoſe, continu'd. This Kager was a 
Man of great Eminency in his Time, be- 
ing made Governor of Stafford, 11 Edu. 2. 
of the ſtrong Caſtle of Hardelagh in Wales, 
14 Edu. 2. and of Eccleſhall Caſtle, 15 
Edw. 2. during the Vacancy of the See 
of Litchfield and Coventry, and- at length 
being made Conſtable of the Tower of 
London, had Summons to Parliament, 17 
Edu. 3. He left Iſſue Sir Thomas and Sir 
Robert Swinerton, Kts. but neither of thaw 
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ſhall or Feſlall, a third Son to Sir 
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went to Parliament. Sir Robert had Iſſue 
Maud, who by Marriage carry'd great 
part of S*yinerton's Lands to Humphrey Fer-

Titterſor, or Titneſovre, or Tittenſor, the 
Inheritance of the Barons of Stafford, and 


one Ho gate, as a Member of the great 
Manor of Culme/don. Inode Titterſor was 
Lord of it in King Henry III's Reign; 
but it came afterwards into the Poſſeiſion 
of the Staffords, by Eſcheat, or other- 
wiſe ; for we obſerve that Hugh, a youn- 
ger Son of Hugh Earl of Stafford, who by 
marrying the Daughter and Heir of Bar- 
tholomew Lord Baurchier, was made Lord 
Bourchicr in her Right, dy'd poſſeſs'd of 
it, 9 Hen. 5. It was the Lordſhip of the 
Pantulfs afterwards, and then of the Truſ- 
ſels, by marrving the Heir of the former. 
The Verdons of. Darbyſhire became Owners 
of it, and the laſt of that Name, Sir George, 
Jeaving only. Daughters, Margaret the 
eldeſt of them, marrying Sir Taomas Stan- 
ley, ſecond Son to Edward Earl of Darby, 
carry'd it into his Family, who are, or 
lately were, Owners of it. In this Town 
there is a Spring which ſerves the Mill of 
this Place, which, tho" it be always cold, 
yet rever' freezes in the hardeſt Weather;

which we ſhall ſpeak in our Eccleſtaſtical 
Hiſtory) but in later Times it is remirka- 
ble. for having ſo great a Share in the 
Will of the Charitable Lady, the Lady 
Catharine Levefon, Daughter of Alice, 
Dutcheſs Dudley, who dy'd Anne 1673: 
For whereas ſhe had appointed an Hoſpi- 
tal to be erefted at her Lordfhip of Bal/al 
in Warwickſhire for twenty poor Widows, 


to be choſen out of the Poor Inhabitants 


of that Town; if ſo many could not be 


found there, ſhe order'd, that the Num- 
held of Robert de Stafford, 20 Conqueſt. by - 


ber ſhould be made up in Part out of this 


her Manor of Trentham, each of them to 
have for their Maintenance 81. per Ann, 


and ſome other Advantages mention'd at 

Lila in Shropſhire, which had the like 

granted the Inhabitants there. : 
To this Town of Trentham ſhe likewife 


gave four hundred Pounds, to purchaſe 


Lands of the yearly Value. of twenty 
Pounds, for the Support of a Schook-ma- 
ſter to teach the poor Children of the Pa- 
riſh, until they be fit to be-put forth Ap- 
prentices to ſome honeſt Trade and Occu- 


potion. She alſo gave to the Poor of this 


ariſh Fifty Pounds, to be diſtributed to 


them on the Day of her Funeral. She 


alſo gave the Yearly Rent of One Hun- 
dred and Twenty Pounds, for the Main- 
tenance of Twelve poor Widows, whereof 


three were to be choſen out of this Town, 


by the Miniſter, Churchwardens, and 
Overſeers of the Poor, and to have a 
Gown of Grey-Cloth, with the Letters 
K L. in Blue-Cloth fixed on it. As alſo 
One Hundred Pounds per Ann. to be paid 
out of her Rents and Revenues at Foxley 
in Northamptonſhire, for the placing out 
ten Boys ee two of them to be 
of this Pariſh, where ſhe dy'd in 1673, 


but was bury'd at Lil full, by her Huſ- 
band Sir Richard Leveſon. His Siſter and 
Coheir marrying Sir TA. Gower, brought 
this Lordſhip into his Family, who made 
it their Seat; and his Grandſon, the Lord

Tunftall,, another of the ſaid Manors, 
which, with the Daughter and Heir of 
Nicholas Lord Audley, Joan, paſſed in Mar- 
riage to Thomas Tuchet, who in her Right 
became Lord Audley z but in another Ca- 
talogue of the Benefactors to Henry Audley, 
this Manor is ſaid to be given him by 
EE Greaſly. 1 

In Tunſtall Field, in the Royalty of 
Digby Lord Gerhard, in digging for Iron- 
ſtone, the Earth thus turns up: The 
Workmen firſt meet with a ſmall Baſs, 
then a ſtrong Baſs, then a Sort of Stone 
called from its Colour, Blue-Cap, which 
is good for nothing; but under it is found 


the Iron-ſtone, of a darkiſh Blue Colour, 


which ordinarily lies here not above two 


Foot in Thickneſs. 


Wefton-Cuny, or Coyney, as it is common- 
ly called, anciently bore the Name of We- 
fton ſub Car ſinount; but becauſe a Family 
of the Cuny's were Owners of it at the 
Conqueſt, and almoſt ever fince, it chan- 
ged its Name to that of Cuney, from the 
Lords of it, as was common in other 
Towns, They have continu'd a Jong 
Succeſhon here, and marry'd into ſeveral 
good Families; for in King Henry II's 
Reign, Robert Cuny was Lord of ir, and 
his Deſcendant John marry'd the Daugh- 
ter of William de Erdington. His Grandſon 
Robert marry'd Hugoha, one of the Heirs 
of Eduard Burnell of Eye and Langley in 
Shropſhire, by whom he had Robert, who 
marry'd Margaret, the Daughter of Robert 
Haleighton, His Grandſon Robert marry'd 


Alice, Daughter of Hugh Erdeſwick, whoſe 


Son Robert marry'd Dorothy Moverleſs, 
and their Poſterity inherited this Eſtate in 
I $96, and may probably ſtill be Lords

Walton, was in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry IT. the Eſtate of Eutropius de Haſting, 
as Heir to his Mother Maud, who, we 
ſuppoſe, was the Heir of Humphredus, 
who held the ſame of Henry de Ferrers, 
when the Conqueror's Survey was taken; 
but it ſeems to have been ſoon alienated, 
becauſe we find, that in the ſame Reign, 
Walton was held of one Alicia de Walton, 
who was marry'd to Peter Giffard, a De- 
ſcendant from the Giffards Dukes of Buck- 
ingham, whoſe Poſterity had their Seat at 
Chillington, and John Giffard, Eſq; was 
living in 1596, Heir of the Family. 

Veverſton, the Manor and Eſtate of the 
Lukemores, whoſe Heir Eleanor was ſecond 
Wife to Sir Robert Harcourt, by whom 
The had Join Harcourt, who, as Heir to 


his Mother, inherited this Manor, and 


ſome other Eſtates. 

Walſey, is famous for a Bridge, which 
paſſeth over the Trent there. It is the 
Seat and Eſtate of a Gentleman, who bears 
the Name of the Place. It is a Member 
of Heywood, and in the 20th of the Con- 
queror's Reign, Nigellus de Grieſley's pa- 
ternal Anceſtor held it of the Biſhop of 
Litchfield and Coventry. 

Whitmore, a Village and Manor lying 
on the Banks of the River Sow, It was 
ſome Time Foreſt Lands, and was ancient- 
ly the Seat of a Family, who took its 
Name from it, being called, De Whitmore, 
The Bakuns had afterwards their Seat here, 
but in theſe laſt Centuries, the Manurings 
were Owners of it, by the Marriage of a 
Daughter and Heir of the Bokuns alias 


Wolftanton, a Member of the Manor of 
Newcaſtle under Lime, which having been 
the, Lordſhip of the Earls of Lancaſter, de- 
ſcended to the Heirs of the laſt of that 
Family, Blanck and Maud; and upon the

Diviſion paſſed to the latter, who marry'd 
to William Duke of Bavaria; but having 
no Child by him, and outliving him, left 
it, with many other great Eſtates to her 
Siſter Blanch, who being marry'd to John 
of Gaunt, Earl of Richmond, and at length 
Juke of Lancaſter, from whom it deſcen- 
ded to their Son and Heir Henry Duke of 
Lancaſter, who was aſterward choſen King, 
and by the Depoſition of King Richard II. 
was crown'd by the Name of K. Henry LV. 
Wringford, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Madely, which is the Inheritance and 
Seat of a Branch of the Family of the 
Egertons, who poſſeſs the ſame as Heirs 
to Hellen, one of the Daughters and Heirs 
of Sir John Hawkeſtone, Kt. and Jeffrey 
the Son of Hugh Betley. She was the 
Wiſe of William Egerton, deſcended from 
the Fgertons of Calwate in Cheſhire. Her 
Poſterity liv'd at Betley in this County in 
the laſt Century. | 
Yarlet, a Village, near which was found 
the Braſs Head of a Roman Venabulum, or 
Hunting-Spear, from whence one may 
probably gather, that the Romans had at 
one Time or other, ſome Refidence here, 
with Leiſure to follow ſuch Sports as the 
Country hereabouts would afford them, 


V. The Hundred of Totmanſloe. 


The Hundred of Totmanſloe is bounded 
on the Eaſt with the County of Der&y, on 
the South with the Hundred of Oo, on 
the Weſt with the Hundred of Fyrehill, 
and on. the North with part of C4 ire. 
The Fee of this Hundred is in the Crown, 
and the Government, is under the High 
Sheriff and his Officers. The Market- 
Towns are, % 
 Cheaddle, Celle, or Cheddle. Robertus 
held it of Robert de Stafford, 20 Cong. but 
22 Hen. 2. it was the Poſſeſſion of O5hert 
Baſſwine, who gave it to William Baſſet, 
whoſe Poſterity being divided into divers 
Families, this Manor became the Seat 
and Lordſhip of the Family of Baſſet of 
Sapcote, ſo called to diflinguiſh it from 
the other Families of Baſſets of Hedendon 
and Wycomb, all deſcended from the Ba/- 
fets of Draiton, 


' Ralph Lord Baſſet of 
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Sapcote in Leicefter ſhire, who was the las 
Heir-male of this Family, dy'd poſſeſs'4 
of it, 2 Richard II. leaving this Manor, 
and his other Eſtates to Alice the Wife of 
Sir Laurence Dutton, Kt. and Elix abeth the 
Wife of Richard de Grey of Codnovre, his 
Siſters and next Heirs, to which laſt this 
Manor came, upon the Partition. He 
was a very active Man in the Wars with 
France, in the Reigns of King HenryTV. 
and K. Henry V. and dy'd about 6 Hen. 5. 
leaving his Wife Fliz.abeth ſurviving, and 
John his Heir, in whoſe Poſterity ITue- 
male failing, their Eſtate came to the 
Lord Zouch, deſcended of the Female Heir. 
But this Manor being of her Inheritance, 
was with all her other Lands, before her 
Death, ſettled upon John Duke of Somer- 
ſet, and ſome others, to the Intent that 
out of the Revenues thereof they ſhould 
diſcharge her Debts, and Funeral Expen- 
ces, which ſhe appointed to be at Ayle/- 
ford in Kent, by her Husband, and to find 
a Prieſt to ſing there for the Soul of her 
faid Husband, herſelf, and Children, for 
ſeven Years, and to pay to the Fryars, 
Preachers at Stamford, ten Pounds. per 
Ann. for the like Services; which being 
erform'd, ſhe ſettled this Manor upon 
Sohn the Son of William Lord Zouch. The 
Market is held here weekly on Thurſday, 
and Fair yearly on Aug. 10. 15 
Leeke, or Leike, noted (ſays Mr. Camb- 


den) for its Market, which now is on 


Wedneſday weekly, but hath nothing ex- 
traordinary, ſo far as we can find ; and the 
Fair is on April 3, yearly. The Manor 
was the Eſtate of one Algarus Ca, before 
the Conqueſt 3 and in the Conqueror's 
Hands, Reg. 20. but it was, 6 Steph, the 
Eſtate of Kanulph de Gernons, Earl of Che- 
ſter, a Great Man in King Stephen's Time, 
in whoſe Reign, Ano 18, he dy'd. He 
was a Perſon of ſingular Piety in his 
Days; and among miny other Benefac- 
tions to divers Monaftries in other Coun- 
ties, as, to the Nuns of Cheſter, Monks of 
Geroudon in Leiceſterſhire, Oc. he gave the 
Tythes of his Mill in this Place, to the 
Monks of S. Werberge at Cheſter, His 
Heir and Succeſſor in his Earldom, was

Between Blue-Hills and Cluſterberry 
Edge, in this Pariſh, is a Stream coming 
out of a Sough, belonging to the Coal- 
Mine in Blue-Hills, as ſalt as the Salt- 
Springs found in Ingeftre-Marſk, or New- 
bold Grounds, which tinges the Stones 
and Earth all along as it runs, of a ruſty 
Colour, and dyes the Button-moulds of

Edmund having at length attain'd quiet 
Poſſeſſion of this Manor, and the other 
Eſtates of Robert then Earl of Derby, left 
it to his Son and Heir Thomas Earl of 
Lancaſter. This Earl procured the Wed- 
neſduy Market above mentioned for it 
weekly, and a Fair on the Eve, Day, and 


Morrow of 8. Mary Magdalene Day, Ju- 


ly 213 but ſince, either the Fair is remo- 
ved, or there are two other Fairs yearly, 
Viz,, one on St. Mark's Day, April 25, 
and the other on the Nativity of the Vir- 
gin Mary, Sept. 8. f | 
The Male Line failing in the Line of 
Edmund Earl of Lancaſter, Maud and 
Blanch, the Daughters of Henry Earl of 
Laicafter, were Heirs to his Eſtate 3 and 
this Manor, with the Honour, fell to 
John of Gaunt,” the qth Son of King Ed- 
ward III. by his Marriage with the youn- 
geſt, who was thereupen created Duke of 
Lancaſter ;. and leaving it (with the reſt 


of the Ferrers Eſtate, which came to him 


by the Death of the elder [Siſter Maud, 
who being marred to William Duke of 


Bavaria, dy'd Childleſs) to his Son Henry, 


afterwards King of Ergland, by the Name 


of King Henry IV. all the Ferrers Land 


was turned into the Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
as it ſtill continues, a $70 - 934 


In Urcefler is an Houſe of the Myneres, 
a very ancient Family of Gentlemen, for 
they were Truſtees to a Deed in King 
Henry III's or King John's Time, and 
were Teftes to another in King Henry I's 
Reign; and one Sir John Myneres was a 
Knight, 6 Edu. 3. by which it appears, 
that the Myneres are both a very ancient 
Houſe, and have been of goed Eſteem in 


this County. This Family of Mineres of 


Hollingbury- Hall in this Pariſh, ſeems to 
ha ve been peculiarly addicted to the Sea; 
for William Mineres is ſaid to have failed 
to the E- Indies ii Times, whither he hath 
been follow d by Captain Richard Mineres, 
the Proprietor of the ſame Seat in the lat. 
ter End of the laſt Century. He alſo ſig- 
nalized himſelf in our Engagements a- 
gainſt the Dutch, and at Land ngainſt the 
Rebels, at the Siege of Colcheſter, Near 
Utceſter is an Houſe of the Blounts, called 
Blount*s-Hall, of which, one Mr. Blount 
of Leiceſterſhire is Owner ; but it is an 
Houſe of no great Account, becauſe it is 
but lately built, though called ſo by the 
Builder. | 

In this Pariſh of Utoxeter, at the Houſe 
of Thomas Kinnerfl:y,  Eſqy in 1678, it 
then thundering and lightening, a Bolt 
falling, pierc'd the Roof of his new Sta- 
ble, and cleaving the Timber in ſeveral 
Places, paſſed thro? two Floors, and thro' a 
Saddle that hung by the Walls into the 
Pavement z and though it never touch'd 
the Horſe of a Gentleman then in the Sta- 


ble (that could be perceiv'd by any Mark 


upon him) kill'd him outright. This Ef- 
fe& might indeed be produced by the 


Bolt falling near the Horſe, tho? it did 
not touch him; but it is a greater Mira- 


cle, that Thunder ſhould be mortal to 
to ſome Animals, even where no Bolt 


| hath. fallen, or can be ſupoſed to fall; 


as it is to Lobſters, and Crevices by long 
Experience found-to be by the Fiſhermen 
in Queenborough and other Places. 
This | Town is deſervedly famous for 
the Birth of Mr, Thomas Allen, a Perſon 


fo admirable for his Learning, that he is 


called the Father of Knowledge and vir- 
tuous Induſtry, and an unfeigne@ Lover 
and Furtherer of all good Arts and Scieh- 
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His Father was Lord of the Manor 
Huc kenhall in this County: Being choſen 
Fellow of Trinity Culege, : Oxford, and not 
willing to enter into Orders, he remov'd 
from thence to Glouceſter - Hall, where by a 
cloſe Application to his Study, he became 
an eminent Antiquary, Philoſopher, and 
Mathematician. He was courted by Prin- 
ces and Nobles, offered Preferments of 
many Kinds, as many, and great as he 
would'defire, but could nat be drawn out 
of his beloved Retirement, ſave that he 
liv'd a little Time with the great Patron 


of Mathematicians, the Earl of Nor thum- 


herland. He was highly reſpected by the 
moſt learned Men of his Time, as Bad ley, 
Campden, Savilez, Seiden, Ge. He was ve- 
ry induſtrious to collect MSS. of every: 
Science, but chiefly, of Hiſtory, Antiqui- 
ties, Mathematicks, Oe. He lived to a 
great Age, and dy'd in Glouceſter» Hall, Sept. 
30, 1632 3 but Was bury'd in Trinity - Cul- 
lege Chapel. His incomparable Library 
was given to Sit Kenelm Digi), and by 
him the next Vear depoſited ina the Bad 
leian Library; where it ſtill remaineth ;; 
but ſome of the valuable MSS. were got- 
ten from him for the Cuſton- Library, by 
Mr. James and others, by Sir Thomas Ay- 
tte bur , Matter of Requeſts, &c. 

The Villages of this Hundred in which 
is any thing remarkable, are} . + 

Abetone, the Lordfliip of ' Edxwving the 
laſt Earl of Mercia, as appears from the 
Conqueror's Survey ; but being forfeited | 
by his Rebellion, was diſpoſed of by that 
King among his Followers, probäably gi+ 
ven to Robert de Stafford, who had 84 Ma- 
nors in this Sire. 

Alton, Alveton, or Hd ueton, was held be- 
fore the Conqueſt by one Lunar; but was 
in the Conqueror's own Hands, Reg. 20. 
In the Reign of King Henry II. Aung 22 
Bertram de Verdon was Lord of it; and 
having founded the Abby of Croxden for 
Ciſtercian Monks, Ann 1176, among other 
Elites, endowd it with tho Church of 


Alveton (now called Aron) his chief geat 
being in the Caſlle here. Hed vd at Jop- 
a in the Holy- Land, 4 Richi 1 and was 


bury'd at Aron, leaving Thomas de Verdon, 


his Son and Heir, by 99 
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ſecond Wife: This Thowas being a Minor 
at his Father's Death,William Fitz-Richard 
(a Great Man at that Time in Warwick- 
ſhire) had the Cuſtody of his Lands, and 
7 Kich. 1. brought in among other Diſ- 
burſements.an Account of Ten Pounds for 
the Maintenance of Soldiers and Servants 
in the Caftle of Alveton for the preceding 
Half Year, His Poſterity continu'd their 
Seat here divers Succeſſions; and John de 
Verdon, 3 Edu. 2. dying at the Caſtle 
here, was bury'd with great Honour in 
the Abby of Croxden, the common Burial 
Place of the Family; as was alſo Tleo- 
bald de Verdon, who dy'd in the ſame Ca- 
ſtle. He left only three Daughters and 
Heirs, among whom, when his Eſtate was 
divided, this Manor and Caſtle, fell ta 
Joan the eldeſt, the Wife of Thomas the 
Son, and Heir: of Thomas Lord Furnival,, 
called then Lord Furnival Junior. teh 
This Manor and Caſtle, when it came 
into the Family of the Furnivals, had 
theſe: Villages belonging to it, as Mem- 
bers of it, viz. Bredeley, Farley, Coten, 
Wookon,  Denfton,, Taunton, Streingeſhul, 
Bus kenhall, Fenton, and Balter delyer, as al- 
ſo (as is:ſaid in another Catalogue of them) 
Ramme ſouer, Spenne, Shene, Mitſton, and 
Bedulf. It continu'd. two Succeſſions in 
this Family, and then falling to the Fe- 
male Heir Joan, marryed to Thomas: Nevil,; 
Brother of Raf Earl of Veſtmoreland 
He was thereupen in her Right, created 
Lord Furneval, and inherited this Cattle. 
and Manor with her other Eſtates. He 
left by her only one Daughter and Heir, 
named Joan, ho being marry'd to the 
famous John Tul hot, afterwards made Earl 
of Shrewsbar y,. brought this: Manor and 
Caſile with her other Inheritance into his: 
Family, in which it cominu'd/till the 
laſt Century, if it be not ſtill in it. 5

. Aﬀoonefield, or Aiſtonefield, was held by 
William de Malbanc, 20 Cong. of Roger de 
Montgomery, Earl of Arundel and Shrews- 
vury; his Poſterity enjoyed it ſome Suc- 
ceſſions, and leaving it to Daughters, it 
came by Marriage to Henry de Aldithley, 
11 Hen. 3. He left it with his other great 
Eſtates, 31 Hen. 3. to his Son and Heir 
James, who obtained a Charter of Free- 
Warren of that King for all his Demeſne 
Lands in this Manor, and ſeveral others 
in this County. 
and- Heir James, who was marry'd, but 
dying without Iſſue, his Widow Maud had 
this Manor with divers other Lordſhips for 
her Dowry, which deſcended to Hen. de 
Aldithley, his Brother at her Deceaſe: His 
Heirs enjoy'd it ſeveral Succeſſions, till 
Nicholasdying without Iſſue, his Eſtate was 
divided between his Siſters ; Joan, marry'd 
to John Tuchet, and Margaret.

In King 
William Rufus's Time, one Sirardus was 
Lord of this Town, and had Iſſue Peter, 
whoſe Son or Grandſon: Peter had a Son 
Milliam, who being a Knight, took on him 
the Name of Chetelton ; but his Sen Ko- 
Bert was called Robert Sirard, Lord of 
Ehetelton, yet his Poſterity kept the Name 


of Cheteltan, and were not called Sirard. 


After ſome Deſcents, Iſſue Male fail'd in 
William Chetelton, who dy'd without a 
Child ; and Annavella his Siſter being his 
Heir, marry'd William Bromley, and car-

left only a Daughter and Heir Roa, who

County, when it enters into Derbyſhire. 
3 The Penke, which riſing in Cuddle-

fully ſupplies the. Inhabitants with whote- 
ſome. Water, in thoſe Parts, upon which 
the Sow and Trent do not touch ; for they 
bound it on the North Side, and Eaſt End, 
where they receive divers little Brooks.

Borders of Offlow Hundred, till it falls 
into the Trent, being increaſed by the 
Black Brook, and other ſmall Waters by 
the Way. The City of Litchfield is in 
this Hundred, and is ſupply'd by a Rivu- 
let, which ſeparates the City from the 
Cloſe, and runs from thence into the Trent 
at Alrewas : All which being conſider'd, 
make it evident, that almoſt all the Coun- 
ty is furniſl'd with running Waters, which 
according to our Maxim laid down at firſt, 
are moſt wholeſome and healthful. 

Indeed in ſome ſmall Parts of the Coun- 
ty there are the eaſieſt Supplies of Water 
from Meers, Ponds, and Lakes, of which 
there are ſeveral in this County, as Lad- 
ford Pool, which contains about 60 Acres, 
Cockmeer, and Eccleſhall-Caftle Pools, New 
and Mare Pools, with divers others, which 
according to our former Maxim, are un- 
wholeſome, becauſe ſtagnating, as their 
Name implies z but even that Reaſon is 
in Part remov'd in this County, becauſe 
all of them either have Rivulets continu- 
ally paſſing through them, and mixing 
with them, or they are as conſtantly fed 
with living Springs, and plentifully ſtock'd 
with Fiſh, which perpetually moving 
the Waters, keep them always free from 
Stagnation ; inſomuch, that in a Manner, 
they ſend out as few noxious Exhalations 
as the Rivers themſelves. * | 

As to ſuch Waters as are not of common 
Uſe, but may be accounted Medicinal on- 
ly, though we have mentioned ſome of 
them in the Places where they are found, 
yet it may not be improper to ſpeak of 
them, or ſome vthers under theſe Heads,

1. Waters mix'd with Bitumen, or with 
a Spirit of Nitre, prepared in the Bowels 
of the Earth with a natural Chymiſtry 
are ſuch as will not freeze in the hardeft 
Froſts, but are tepid and warm: Such are 
the Springs near Reresford-Houſe, called, 
Warm-Well, becauſe in Froſt and Snow it 
will ſmoak like a Boiling-pot, and ano- 
ther at Hynts, of the like Nature, near 
Mr. Floyer's Houſe, | 

2. Salt-Springs ; of theſe there are di- 
vers in this County, ſome 'of a ſtronger 
Brine, as the Brine-Pits at Chertley, which 
thoꝰ they afford not Salt in ſo great Quanti- 
ties as thoſe at Upwick and Middlewick in 
Cheſhire, yet make as good white Salt for 
all Uſes as any in England; others are of 
a weaker Brine, as thoſe about Epſon, 
523 and a Sough iſſuing out of 
a Coal-Mine in Blewhill in the Pariſh of 
Leeke, which tinges the Stones and Earth 
it touches, with a ruity Colour. Theſe 
laſt Springs are the Cauſes of Petrifice- 
tions in ſome of their Currents, and there- 
fore we put not petrifying Waters under 
a different Head, and ſo ſhall proceed

3. Sulphureous - Waters; which are 
molt properly Medicinal, and are often 
taken inwardly, or! apply'd outwardly g 
ſuch is the Well of St. Eraſmus at Ingeſtre, 
another near Cal Wood; but the Water, 
that carryeth with it the moſt rectify d 


Sulphur, is the Well at Willough-Bridge 


Park, which is hardly viſible in the Wa- 
ter itſelf, but being put in a Glaſs, leaves 
a bright Oylineſs upon it, and with Sub- 
limate turns yellow. Of theſe Sorts of 
Springs, there are no leſs than 60 in the 
ſaid Park, in a little Compaſs, and as 
there has been many unaccountable Cures 
done by them, ſo there might be ſtill, if 


ſuch as uſe them would firſt take the Ad- © 


vice of ſome able Phyſician, to fit their 
Bodies for them. There are other Waters 
in this County not reducible to any of the 
former Heads, which do ſtrange Cures, 
of wnich we can give no Account from 
their Nature, as Sa/ters-Well,near Newcaftie 
uy + .

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under Lime, which has a Reputation of cu- 
ring the King's Evil; Elder-Well, near 
Blimhill, a good Water to cure fore Eyes ; 
and a Well called the Spaw, near Watyer-

3. Earth or Soil, whoſe Produce may 
be reduc'd to theſe Heads ; 1. Superficial, 
and 2. Subterraneal. The former is of theſe 
two Sorts, 1. Paſture, both Upland and 
Meadow; and 2. Arable, or Plough'd 
Land, which yield all Sorts of Grain and 
Herbs, of both which this County hath 
as much and good as any of its Bigneſs, 
As to the ſuperficial Product, viz. 

1. Paſture, both Upland and Meadow; 
even the Moorlands, which being moun- 
tainous, is-accounted the moſt barren, pro- 
duce a ſhort but fine ſweet Graſs, by which 


they bring up and nouriſh, as goodly Cat- 


tle, large and well ſpeed, as Lancaſhire it- 
ſelf; and the Graſiers ſay, that they will 
feed better; and much more in the rich 
Paſtures: and, Meadows, which adorn the 
Banks of the Dove, Trent, Blythe, Charnet, 
£3c. all in this Northern Part of the Coun- 
ty. Dovebank is eſteem'd the beſt feeding 
Ground in England, which Mr. Campden 
attributes to its Limeſtone ; but Dr. Plot 
to Sheeps. Dung waſh'd down from the 
Hills, and caſt upon them by a Flood, 
after which the People count the Ferti- 
lity of them, which they chaunt in. theſe

He ruled 
both Dioceſes of Litthfteld and Leiceſter, 
and fo continu'd 10 Years ; for in 731, he 
was one of thoſe Biſhops that ordained 
Tatwin Archbiſhop of Canterbury, as Bede 
tells us, and was then Biſhop of both Dio- 
ceſes; for that Hiſtorian reckoning up the 
Biſhops of. all the Dioceſes in England, 
mentions not any Biſhop of Leiceſter, He 
govern'd both theſe Dioceſes during his 
Life, which he ended an. 730, as Cheſter. 
feld tells us; but it ſeems rather that he 
did not die, *till an. 737, as Hoveden and 
the other ancient Hiftorians unanimouſly 
aſſert, After his Death, the Diviſion of 
this Dioceſe into five Sees, as is before 
noted, was confirm'd, and ' Leizeffer being 
taken from this Biſhop, he goyern'd fro 
henceforth Litchfield" only.

2. That the Lord's Day be honburably 
obſer ved: Not that the keeping of 
that Day depended upon human 
Authority ; but that the Church 
might remedy the Neglect of car- 
nal Men, who fear uſually the 
Power of M more than the Wrath 
ee er ae 
3. That the Sin of Drunkenneſs' be a- 
voided, eſpecially by the Clergy, 
who, it ſeems, at this Time, were 
/ fo guilty of it, that the Biſhops 
themſelves were not free ; as Boni- 
face Archbiſhop of Mentz, in his 
Letter to that Archbiſhop, obſerves z

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Hemel, Hemele, or Cemele, who govern'd 
this See 15 Years, and dying an.

 Euthfrid, or Cuthred, who ſucceeded him 
the ſame Year. He governed this Dioceſe 
three Years (or ag others, four) and dy'd 
768, if we may believe the Litchfield Re- 
gilter. a 

Berthunus ſucceeded him, and govern'd 
four Years (it ſhould be 17 Years) for he 
dy'd an. 785, there being ſo many Years 
between his Death and that of his Prede- 
ceſſor. 

Higibert, or Sigibert, was choſen into 
his Sce; and ſoon after, the Synod at Celi- 
chith met, in which King Offa, then an 
uncontroulable Monarch, requir'd, that 
His Country ſhould be govern'd by an Ar- 
chiepiſcopal Power, and that the Bifhop 
of Litchfield ſhould become an Archbiſhop. 
Jambert, or Lambert, Archbiſhop. of Can- 
terbury, oppos'd his Requeſt, as much as 
he dare, but could not prevent it. How- 
ever, Higibert dare not take upon him an 
Archiepiſcopal Power, becauſe his Title 
was not confirm'd at Rome, nor the Pall 
obtained from thence, and ſo he ſubſcrib'd 
Himſelf only Biſhop of Litchfield. It is 
true, that there are divers Papers and 
Grants, ſign'd by this Council, which 
have Higibert's Name put to them, with 
the Title of Archbiſhop ; but "tis by the

before he was confirm'd in his Archiepiſ- 
copal Dignity by Pope Adrian, or the 
Pall was ſent him an. 786, and was ſuc-

This See made an Archbiſhoprick. 


 Aldulphus, whom Pope Adrian created 
Archbiſhop, at the Requeſt of King Offa, 
whether out of Fear or Gratitude, (for 
Offa made him many rich Preſents) is not 
determinable; but certain it is, that the 
Pope confirmed him, and ſent him the 
Pall; after which, he was conſecrated by 
Eanbald Archbiſhop of York, Tylbert Bi- 
ſhop of Hagulſtadt, and Highald Biſhop of 
Lindisfarn, The Suffragan Biſhops aſſign- 
ed to him were, Worceſter, Hereford, Lei- 
ceſter, Sidnaceſter, and the Biſhops of the 
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Eaſt Angles, Elmham and Dunwich; and 
ſo Aldulph was called Archbiſhop of Liz. 
field. Canterbury was thus much eclipſed, 
thoꝰ not altogether changed from an Arch, 
biſhop's See; four Biſnopricks were gi11 
ſubject to it, viz. London, Wincheſter, No- 
chefter, and Salisbury. But during G 
Life, all Things continu'd in this Settle, 
ment, and Aldulpi had his Metropolitical 
Seat at Litehfield.. 

But after Offa's Death, Fgbert his Suc. 
ceſſor, deſigned to reſtore the Metropoli. 
tical Dignity to Canterbury, but was pre- 
vented by Death, which happen'd the 
ſame Year. Kenu!f ſucceeded him, and 
ſoon after the Year 795, ſent his Letters 
to Pope Leo, Adrian's Succeſſor, earneſily 
deſiring him to vacate the new Dignity of 
the See of Litchfield, and reſtore it entire 
to the See of Canterbury, The Pope re- 
turn'd an Anſwer, that the Dignity of 4 
Metropolitan was conferr'd upon the See 
of Litchfield by his Predeceſſor Adrian, by 
the Conſent, and at the Requeſt of the 
Kings and Biſhops of Englard ; and he 
could not ſee any preſent Reaſon to reverſe 
it. This Anſwer ſeemed delatory, rather 
than poſitive z whereupon, Archbiſhop 
Ethelard undertouk to make a Journey to 
Rome about it, an. 799, and the King 
ſending other Letters by him to the Pope, 
with a bountiful Preſent, deſired earneſt- 
ly the ſame Thing. The Pope being thus 

revail'd with, by the King's Gifts, aud 

helard's Repreſentations, abrogated for 
ever the Metropolitical Dignity of the 
See of Litchfield, and reſtored it entirely 
to the See of Canterbury, Alcuin, in a 
Letter to Archbiſhop Erhelard, congratu- 
lates his Succeſs ; but begs. of him, that 
Aldulfus, ſo pious a Father, ſhould not 
be ſtripp'd of his Pall, ſo long as he liv'd; 
but Ethelard would take no Notice of Al- 
cuin's Requeſt, but in a ſhort Time after 
his Return into England, took: away his. 
Archiepiſcopal Croſicr, and made all the 
Dioceſes in Mercia ſubje& te himſelf. 
Hence it is, that in the Acts of the Synod 
of Cliveſhoo, , held an. 803, Aldulph ſub- 
ſcribes himſelf Biſhop of Litchfield. 

In this Syn Ethelard took Care to 
rivet the Archbiſhoprick ſe faſt into the

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ties to an 11 hereafter endea- 
— bs divide them, that it ſhould be as 
eaſy to diſſol ve the Archbiſhop's See, as to 
remove it. In this Council alfo, a Con- 
troverſy between Biſhop Aldulf and Were- 
zert, Biſhop of Leiceſter, about the Ex- 
tent of their Dioceſes was put to an End.' 
How long this Biſhop lived after this Sy- 
nod, we do not find, but conjefture that 
he dy'd about the Year 812, becauſe his 
Succeſſor, who ſat five Years, dy'd in 
yy ſucceeded Aldulf in this See of 
Litchfield z where having fat five Years 
he dyed, Anno 817, He was conſecrated 
by Wilfred, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
was preſent at the Synod of Celichyth, An- 
no $16, as the Acts of the Council thew. 
The Canons of it are moſt of them ſo 
light and ſuperſtitious, that we forbear 
to ſet them down ſave theſe two: 1. That 
the Catholick Faith be kept, and ancient 
Canons obſerv'd. 2. That all in Chriſtian 


Charity mutually love one another. What 


is decreed about baptizing of Infants, viz. 
That the Priefts pour not Water upon the 
Heads of Infants, but immerge them in 
the Font in Imitation of Chriſt, who was 
thrice ſo waſhed in Fordan, might have 
been mentioned as a Precedent for bapti- 
zing Infants, had not the Synod alledged, 
without any Warrant” from Scripture, 
that Chriſt was immerged thrice in Jor- 
dan; for though our Criticks ſeem to 
prove that Baptizing ſignifies Dipping, 
as well as plunging the whole Body in 
Water; yet ſince our own Church enjoyns 
the laſt, except in Caſe of IlIneſs, and the 
Scripture is moſt clear for it, it ought to 
be practiſed where it conveniently may. 
Biſhop Godwin ſays, that this Biſhop was 
alive in 833 from an Inſtrument ſet down 
in Ingul aus, ſubſcribed by him in that 
Year; but Mr. Wharton charges that Wri- 
ting with Forgery, becauſe Eanbald Arch- 
biſhop of York, Wilred Biſhop of Dun- 
wich, and Godwin Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
are join'd with him in the Subſcription, 
who were not Biſhops ef thoſe Sees at 
that Time, To him ſucceeded © 
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- Athelwald in this See of Litchfield. He 


was conſecrated by Archbiſhop Wilfred, 


Anno 818; Malmsbury writes him Herben- 
wald, He firſt inſtituted Prebendaries in 
his Cathedral Church of Litchfield, in the 
Year 822, when Crolwolfe was King of 
the Mercians, making Huida their firſt 
Provoſt. The Number of the Prebenda- 
ries was then Nineteen, with the Provoſt 
or Dean; and of them eleven were Prieſts, 
and eight Deacons; yet the ſame Hiſto- 
rian in another Place tells us, that the

Robert Montenſis 
calls him, a Man of great Learning and 
Honeſty, He was one of Richard Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury's domeſtick Chaplains, 
a Civil Lawyer, a Lover of Truth and 
Juſtice, and famous almoſt all the World 
dver, for his Eloquence. Betrus Bleſenſis 
was his fellow Chaplain. By the Arch- 
biſhop's Influence, he was choſen Biſhop 
of Coventry, an. 1182, and by the ſame 
Archbiſhop conſecrated Septemb. 25, 1183, 
but had ſat but 16 Weeks, when he dy'd 
at Litchfield, not -without a Suſpicion of 
Poiſon, January 13, 1184 3 what ſignal 
Benefits he conferr'd upon the Church of 
Canterbury, we do not find; but certainly 
they were great, ſince in the Ozit Regiſter 


at Canterbury, we find theſe Words: On 


the Ides of January, dy'4 Gerard Biſhop. of 
Coventry, for whom the ſame Service ſhall 
be perform'd as for an Archbiſhop. 

ugh de Nonant, Nunant, or Novant, a 
domeltick Chaplain of Thomas Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and Archdeacon of Oxford, 
a Perſon eminent for Eloquence and Piety, 
was elected by the Monks of Coventry, 
and Prebendaries of Litchfield, into his 
Place in 1185, but was not conſecrated 
*till 1188, by Baldwin then Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, Between his Election and 
Conſecration, he was appointed by the 
Pope, to bear the Office of his Legate, and 
being endow'd with that Power, he went 
with his Mitre on, into the Church of 
Canterbury, the Archbiſhop himſelf being 
preſent. He was an inceflant Adverſary 
to the Monks, whom he oppos'd with all 
His Might, all the Time he was Biſhop, 
and that deſervedly z for the Monks, 


__ who had got into moſt of the Cathedrals, 
vexed the Biſhops with their continual 


contrary, the Seculars agreed 'very well 
with their Biſhops. Anno 1190, this Hugh 
having firſt obtain'd Leave of King Ri. 
chard I. of diſpoſing of the Monaſtry of 
Coventry as he would, reſolved to remove 
the Monks, and put Secular Prieſts in 
their Place there; which Purpoſe, to put 
in Execution, he went to the Monaſtry, 
with a Company of armed Men; and 
when the Monks refuſed to obey his Or- 
der, made Way by the Sword to effect his 
Deſign, wounding ſome of the Monks, 
and putting the reſt to flight; by which, 
having got the Monaſtry into his Power, 
he placed Secular Prieſts in it; but it 
coſt him ſome Blood; for Bale ſays, he 
was wounded in the Conflict, as he was 
in the Church, ſtanding by the Altar. 
Anna 1191, King Richard, who had 
been in the Holy War, and. atchiev'd 
great Things againſt the Turks and Sara- 
Lens, was, in his Return Home, taken 
by Leopold Duke of Auſtria, and kept 
Priſoner above a Year in Germany, John 
Earl of Morton, the King's Brother, in 
the mean Time, ſought to eſtabliſh him- 
ſelf King, and this Biſhop joining with 
him, Robert de Nonant this Biſhop's Bro- 
ther, was ſent to Henry the Emperor, who 
then kept King Richard Priſoner, with 
Letters from the King of France, and 
John Earl of Morton, to hinder the King's 
Releaſe. King Richard not knowing the 
Cauſe of his Coming, asked him to be an 
Hoſtage for him; which he denying to 
be, anger'd the King. After ſome Time, 
King Kichard obtain'd his Freedom, and 
being return'd Home, immediately order'd 
this Biſhop Hugh to be depriv'd of his 
— and his Brother Robert to be 
n Priſon as long as he liv'd. Hugh 
alſo was baniſn'd; but partly by Friends, 
but more by his Money, ( for he gave 
5000 Marks) he was within a Year re- 
call'd and reſtored to his Biſhoprick ; but 
hardly gain'd the King's Favour again. 
Anno 1197. The Monks, who had been 
ejected by this Biſhop, were not all this 
while idle, to regain the Poſſeſſion of the 
Churches, from which they had been dri- 
ven; for they, after Seven Years depri- 
vation 


on. with a large Sum of Money ob- 
— — the Pope's Mandate, directed to Hu- 
art Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to reſtore 
them to their former Manſions, which 
could not be put in Execution, without 
the King's Order : Whereupon, the Monks 
obſerving that the King was diſpleas'd 
with Hugh, they made their earneſt Suit 
to the King, that they might be reſtor'd, 
and obtain'd the King's Command to Hu- 
bert, then the Pope's Legate, to replace 
the Monks of Coventry in their Monaſtry, 
which was accerdingly done, an. 1197. 
But tho? this Biſhop was forced to ſubmit 
to the King's and Pope's Power, which 
*tis believ'd he would not have ſoon eaſily 
done, had he not been in Normandy, and 
ſo not at Hand to interpoſe for the conti- 
nuance of the Seculars; yet after his Re- 
turn, in 1198, he ſtill ſhew'd his Aver- 
ſion to the Monks, in aſſiſting Baldwin 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ſtrenuouſly in 
repreſſing their Inſults, crying out in a 
ſolemn Convention, That the Monks 
© ſhould be ſent to the Devil ; and if 
© they would follow his Advice, in a lit- 
© tle Time there ſhould not be one Monk 
© left in England. CHOY 
But as heavy a Scourge as he was to the 
Monks, yet in their Writings ( and they 
only were the Hiſtorians of thoſe Times) 
they declare he made a very pious and re- 
ligious End; and the Reaſon of it was 
this: As he was going to Rome, he fell 
into a dangerous diſeaſe in Normandy, and 
ſuppoſing himſelf near Death, he ſent for 
many religious Men, to whom he confeſt 
with much Sorrow, and many Tears, the 
Iniquities of his paſt Life, praying them 
to intercede with God for him in their 
Prayers, The Money, and what elſe he had 
in his Poſſeſſion. of Silver or Gold, or other 
Houſhold Utenſils of Value, he beſtow d 
upon the Religious Houſes, and the Poor : 
But that which pleaſed the Monks moſt of 
all was, That he acknowledged with great 
Grief, that of all the Wickedneſſes he had 
done, none troubled him ſo much as this, 


That he had forced the Monks out of the. 


Monaſtry at Coventry, and put in Secular 
Clergy. To make Satisfaction for this 
great Crime, he could find no more proper

per Penance, than that he might die in 
their Habit ; and ſo he gave up the Ghott, 
in the Prefence-of all the Standers-by, 
full of Hope of Happineſs, Mar.27,1199, 
at Betherlevin in Normandy, and was bu- 
ry'd at Caen, in the Monks Cloyſter there. 
Biſhop Hugh being dead, the Monks of 
Coventry would loſe no Time to perfect 
their Buſineſs in caſting out them by whom 
they had been diſplac'd ; and thereupon, 
by the Alſiſtance of the Pope, procured 
the Seculars, which he had placed in 
their Monaſtry, to be turn'd out, and 
themſelves put in, and reftor'd, Which 
having finiſh'd, they choſe one Foibcrt for 
their Prior z who, tho' he was a Prior of 
three Monaſtries before, Daventry, Wen- 
lock, and Bermondſey, and by Hubert's In- 
tereſt was now. made a fourth, yet was ac- 
cepted by the Convent, becauſe he was a 
Man well skill'd in ſecular Affairs, and 
ſo a very fit Man for thoſe. troubleſome 


Times. Paving thus ſettled Matters in 


Relation to their Monaſlry, they proceed- 
ed to the EleQtion of a Biſhop, whom they 
were careful to have well aſſected to the 
Monks, that they might not again be di- 
ſturbed, and therefore choſe 

Feffrey de Muſchamp, by the Advice of 
Hubert, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
the Pope's Legate, the Prebendaries of 
Litchfield concurring with them in their 
Election. He was conſecrated Biſhop of 
Coventry and Litchfield, by the ſaid Arch- 
biſhop, June 21, 1199, having made his 
Profeſhon at uſual. King Richard I. then 
reigning. By this Biſhop, a Moicty of 
the Church of Wolvey, was made a Pre- 
bend in the Church of Litchfield. He 
dy'd October 5, 1208, and was bury'd at 
Litchfield, in the Time of the Interdi& 
which the Pope had laid on the Nation, 
becauſe King John would not admit Ste- 
phen Langton to the See of Canterbury, whom 
the Pope had ſet up in Oppoſition to the 
King's Election of John Gray, Biſhop of 
Norwich.

Coventry and Litchfield, and ſent. over their 
Deed of EleQion to Stephan Archbiſhop of 
Ne | Canterbury, 
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Canterbury, who was then beyond Sea, 
which when King John underſtood, he 


cauſed the Ports to be opt up, and ſei- 
zed the Prior's Bareny : But he recover'd 
that again, upon the Payment of three 
Hundred Marks. While the Election of 


Foibert was thus depending, the Canons 


of Litchfield, by the Command of the

their Biſhop. Biſhop Godwin placeth him 
in the Catalogue of the Canons of this 
See, from an.

William de Cornhull, Archdeacon of Hun- 
tington, Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, 
and he was conſecrated, January 23, 1215, 
King John then reigning. He granted 
the Chapter of Litchfield a' free Power of 
chooſing themſelves a Dean of the Church 
of Lithfield, out of their own Body; and 
this Privilege was confirmed to, them by 
Pope Honorius III. Before this, the Bi- 
ſhop was wont to ele& the Dean, as he 
did the Canons. Upon this Grant, after 
the Death of Ralph Neil, whom King 
hn had made Dean of Litchfield, in the 
ime of the Interdif, the See being then 
void, the Canons. of . Litchfield. call'd. a 
Chapter to proceed to the ElcQion of a 
Dean, and choſe canonically William de 
Mancheſter their Dean, whom William their 
Biſhop confirm'd, anno 1222. : 
This Biſhop dy'd Sept. 14, 1223, and 
was bury'd at Litchfield, when he had held

Death, there aroſe a Diſpute between 


the Churches of. Coventry and Litchfield, 
about the Election of a Biſhop to ſucceed 


him; and Tefre the Prior. of Coventry, 
and William the D 


ean of Litchfield, were 
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ſent to the King by their reſpeftive Bo. 
dies, to obtain Leave to choofe their Bi. 
ſhop. The King readily granted their 
Requeſt, which was deliver'd to them by 
Hugh' de Burgh, then Juſtice of Enylang, 
in theſe Words: Our Lord the King (Her: 
ry III.) doth give Liberty to, chooſe a Biſhy 
of Coventry, to thoſe that ought, and have 
en accuſtomed to chooſe him. With which 
Words both Parties ſeemed to be content. 
This Grant being obtain'd, Dean Millian 
in the King's Preſence ſpoke to the Prior 
of Coventry, That if he believed that he 
himſelf or the Church of Coventry had 
any Share in electing the Biſhop, that both 
Churches would agree upon a certain 
Day and Place to treat about the ſaid E- 
lection, But the Prior rejected the Pro- 
1 7 altogether. Whereupon the Dean 
aving begged of the King, Nobles, and 
Stephan Archbiſhop' of Canterbury, who 
were all then preſent, to bear Witneſs of 
the Propoſal he had made to him, inter- 
poſed an Appeal before the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, that he ſhould not admit, con- 
firm, or conſecrate any Biſhop eleR, cho- 
ſen by the Monks of Coventry only; Both 
Parties, after this, returned to their re- 
ſpective Church; and the Convent of Ca- 
eres without any Regard to the Chap- 
ter of Litchfield, choſe Feffrey their Prior 
above mention'd, Riſhop 3 and having 
publiſh'd his Election in the Church of 
Coventry, preſented him, as by them elect- 
ed, to be confirmed by the Archbiſhop, 
who deferr'd it, becauſe the Canons of 
Litchfield, had appeal'd, and becauſe they 
had not obtained the King's Conſent. 
However, the Archbiſhop wrote to the 
King, to know, whether he would agree 
to the Election, or no, But the King, 
not being willing to meddle with the Con- 
teſt, referr'd it to the Pope, that the Arch- 
biſhop might not confirm the Elect; but 
he nevertheleſs ſummon'd both Parties 
before him at Lamberh ; and being ſatiſ- 
fy'd, that the Canons of Litchfield ought 
to have been preſent at the Election of 
their Biſhop, the Archbiſhop proceeded. to 
make void the Election, by Mr. Alexander 
de Maltham, his Official, in this Manner : 
We, by the Authority of the Archbiſhop of 
| Canterbury, 
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terbury, have thought fit to annul and 
— af Election made by the Monks o 
Coventry, without the Canons of Litchfield. 
Sentence being thus paſs'd againſt the 
Monks of Coventry, they appeal d within 
ten Days to the Pope, and ſoon after, ſent 
their Deputics'to Rome. The Canons of 
Litchfield alſo fent their Proftors ; and 
both Parties being heard, the Pope con- 
firmed the Archbiſhop's Sentence, by 
which, the Election of Jeffrey. the Prior 
of Coventry was made void by his A poſto- 
lical Authority z and being willing to put 
an End to the Controverſy, and 'provide 
a Paſtor for both Churches, he defir'd the 
Election might be left to him; which was 
at length conſented to, not without much 
Oppoſition from both Sides, and ſo the 
Alexander de Pye, or Savensby, Bi- 
ſhop of Coven and Litchfield y and ha- 
ving ordained him a Prieſt on Eaſter Eve, 
conſecrated him with. the Biſhop of Paris, 
upon Eafter Day, an. 1224. He was a 
very learned Man, - having, dy his tra- 
velling to divers Univerſities, gather d ſo 
much Knowledge that he was thought to 
excel, not only'moſt of the Philoſophers, 
but of the Divines of his Age. He ſtu- 
dy'd ſeveral Years in Bononia, and was 
Rector of the Divinity School at Thou- 
louſe. He is ſaid to have had many Vi- 
ſions, and ſtrange Dreams, with which he 
was ſo much affected, that in his Sermons 
he much approv'd the growing Setts of 
Friers. He increaſed the Number of 
Prebends in the Church of Litchfield, by 


adding to them the Prebends of Terven and 


Welington, and enrich'd it in many Things 
profitable, While he ſat, the Controverſy 
about eleing Biſhops for this See for the 
future, was depending in the Court of 
Kome, *till after. Honorius's Death; which 
after Gregory IX. became Pope, all Par- 
tics being weary of the Touble and Ex- 
pence, was by that Pope, with the Ad- 


vice of his Cardinals, ended in this Man- 
ner: That the Election of their Biſhop - 
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Convent of Coventry, or their Deputies, 
being preſent ; but in both Places, the 
Prior of Coventry ſhould have the firſt 
Vote. He had a great Intimacy with the 
Earl Marſhal, who creating diſturbances 
in the Nation, the King ſuſpeRed that 
the Biſhop was a Confederate with him; 
which, when the Biſhop knew, he (to free 
himſelf from any Suſpicion of ſv. great « 
Crime) excommunicated all thoſe who 
had any Deſign of betraying the King, in 
the ſolemneſt Manner; by which he full 

ſatisfy'd the King of his Fidelity. He 
built a Monaſtry at Litchfield, on the Weſt 
Side of the City, for Fryars Minorites, or 
Abs hn and dy'd at Andover, Decemg, 
ber 26, 1238. but was bury'd in his Church 

at Litchfield. After his Death, the Monks 
of Coventry, and Canons of Litchfield, una- 
nimonſly choſe William de Raleigh, the 
King's Chaplain ; but before his Conſent 
was had, he was alſo choſen by the Monks 
of Norwich, which See he choſe to be Bi- 
ſhop' of, The firſt Election to this See 
being thus fruſtrate, the EleQtors were 
obliged to come to a ſecond, which bred 
another Controverſy between the two 
Churches ; for the firſt having been made 
at Coventry, the Chapter of Litchfield claim'd. 
this, according to the Papal Accord made 
between them. The Monks, on the other 
Side, alledged, that their Turn ſtill con- 
tinu'd, and that the Biſhop ought to be 
choſen again in their Convent at Coventry, 
*till a Perſon elected by them, was ſettled 
in the Biſhoprick. The Chapters thusd if- 
fering, departed aſunder, and the Monks 
of . Nicholas de Farnham, a 
very excellent Man, and the Canons of 
Litchfield, William of Manthefter, their 
Dean, who ſeeing the Monks to have 
elected ſo famous a Perſon, not only re- 
nounced his Title, but perſuaded his Ca-

He. was bury'd at Litchfield, before the 
Altar of S, Stephan. This see being thus 
vacant, .the King became earneſt with the 
Monks of Coventry. to chooſe Richard Ab- 
bot of Eveſham, the Keeper of his Great 
Seal, their Biſhop z and ſome of the Monks 
did give their Vote for him, but the 
greater Number choſe a certain Monk, the 
Precentor of their Church, William de 
Monte Peſulane, a very pious and learned 
Man.

He increaſed the 
Number of the Prebends of Litchfield, by ad- 
ding to them the Prebends of Rinton, Bo- 
binhull, and Boulton, which is annexed to 
the Archdeaconry of Chefter. William de 
Mancheſter, Dean of Litchfield, dy'd in 
this Biſhop's Time, Frör. 6,-12454, and 
Ralph de Sempingham was choſen the ſame 
Year, and confirm'd. About the ſame 
Time, the. Monks of Coventry and Canons 
of Litchfield came to an Agreement among 
themſelves, and confirm'd it with Hand 
and Seal, that in electing a Biſhop, the 
Number of Electors ſhoutd- be equal on 
both Sides, an. 1255. This Biſhop, after 
he had ſat 11 Years, being old and ſickly, 
reſign'd his Biſhoprick at Brewood, De- 
cember 4, 1256, in the Preſence' of Henry 
de Lexington, Dean of Lincotn, whom the 
Pope had deputed for that Purpoſe.

About this Time, a Breaſt-plate 
of the Value of one Mark was forfeited 
to the Chapter, for the ſpilling of Blood 
in the Church- yard. 

In the Year 1394; all the Canons met 
in the Chapter-houſe, the Friday after 
Lady-day, by the Conſent of this Biſhop, 
and the Reſidentiaries; and becauſe the 
Church was burthen'd with the Expence 
of two hundred Marks, for the Appro- 
priation of the Church of Worfield, to the 
Commons of the Chapter, by the Autho- 
rity of the Biſhop of Rome, for the De- 
fence of their Incomes and Revenues, and 
for the mending of their Caps and Hoods, 
it was unanimouſly agreed, concerning 
a Tenth to be paid two Years, viz. That 
every Prebendary ſhould pay each of theſe 
two Years, two Shillings for every Pound, 
according to the Value of their Prebend, 
In the Year 1395, the Executors of 
the laſt Will of Richard de Bermicham, one 
of the Canons Jarely deceas'd, founded a 
Chantry at the Altar of S. Andrew, with 
a Yearly Stipend of four Pounds, to the 
Chantry-Prieſt. In the Year 1397, Biſhop 
S:rope viſiting the Cathedral Church, did 
in the Chapter-houſe, with the Confent 
of the Chapter, decree, That out of the 
Money left by Biſhop Walter Langton, two 
tandred Marks ſhould be. employ'd for 
tne Relief of the Canons Reſidentiar ies, 
ad Vicars, under the Name of a Gift. 
Ine fame Year this Biſhop was tranſlated 
hem this See of Litchfield"and Coventry, to 
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the Metropolitical Church of York. He 
fat here ten Years, and ſat length came to 
a tragical End, as will be hereafter ſhew'd 
in the Catalogue of the Archbiſhops of 
Tork; but before he went from hence, he 
gave a ſufficient Sum of Money to the 
Chapter of Litchfield, for the annual Ce- 
lebration of an Anniverſary for himſelf, 
aſter his Death, which happen'd June 8, 
1405. Upon the Tranſlation of this Bi- 
ſhop to the See of York, Anno 1398, 

John Burghill, or Hraghiil, a Dominican 
Fryar, who was Confeffor to K. Richard II. 
was tranſlated from the See of Llandaff to 
this of Litchfield and Coventry, about the 
Beginning of September, and was inſtall'd 
upon the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, 
September 8. Walſingham ſays, that the 
Pope placed him therein, by his mere ar- 
bitrary Power. The Dean Stretton, the 
eight Reſidentiary Canons, ſeveral of the 
Non-refident Prebendaries and Vicars met 
him with their naked Feet, at his En- 
trance into the Church- yard, near the 
Weſt Door of the Church, and from the 
Choir brought him, by Way of Proceſſion, 
to the Biſhop's Seat. He took the ſame 
Oath that his Predeceſſor Biſhop Scrope 
had taken, mention'd above. When his 
Inſtallment was over, King Richard made 
a Feaſt in His Palace, and invited all the 
Officers belonging to the Church to it. 
There were then alſo preſent with the 
King, the Archbiſliops of Canterbury, York, 
and Dublin, divers Biſhops and Noblemen. 
This good Biſhop gave the Vicars a Li- 
cenſe to hold Livings with their Offices, 
prope they lived at Litchfield; but the 

rchbiſhop of Canterbury, in his Metro- 
zolitical Viſitation, annulled that Grant. 

n the Year 1402, the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury being in his Viſitation, did decree, - 
with the Conſent of all the Canons met in, 
the Chapter-houſe, that all the Prebends 
ſhould te eaſed of the triennial Tenth of 
two Shillings, to be paid each of thoſe 
Years, out of every Pound, upon the 
Fett of the Nativity of 8. John Baptiſt, 
and the Purification of the Virgin Mary, 
Viz., for repairing the Stalls in the Choir, 
and the Recovery of certain Penſſons, 
which had been fubſtracted at Winwick, 
Bernford,

ved fo well, and ſo many Ways, of all 
the Orders of the Church, that he was 
pray'd for in the Church publickly, as 
their greateſt Benefattor.

Profeſſion of his Obedience to the Arch- 
biſhop, receiv'd his Spirituals from him 
June 21, He was ſent to the Council of 
Conftance, in the Year 1416, and in the 
Year following, was choſen one of thoſe 
thirty EleQors, who being of divers Na- 
tions, choſe Martin V. Pope, Nov. 11, by 
the Authority of the Council.

Offices ; for he was a School-mafter, Cu- 
rate, Vicar, Parſon, Maſter of the Savoy, 
Dean of W:/tminfter, and Clerk of the 
Cloſet to the Kings James I. and Charles I.

John Hacket, Doctor of Divinity of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, one of the 
moſt eminent Perſons of his Time, for 
Learning and a publick Spirit, for which 
he was a great Sufferer in the Time of the 
Rebellion, He was born in the Strand, 
Weftminfter, educated in the King's School 
there, and being choſen to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, became Fellow, and a great 
Tutor to the Children of many Great Fa- 
miles in England. Being enter'd into Or- 
ders, he was choſe Chaptain to Dr. Vi- 
liams, Biſhop of Lincoln, and Lord Chan- 
cellor, who preferr'd him to be Chaplain 
to King James I. by whom he was made 
Rector of Holborn, London, and Parſon of 
Cheame in Surry, about the Year 1624. 
To theſe Preferments, the Biſhop of Lin- 
coln added the Archdeaconry of Bedford, 
in 1631. All which he held till the Re- 
bellion broke out in 1642. In his Time 
the Church of Holborn was much decay'd, 
and he being zealous to reſtore it, begg'd

| - was 
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was one of the Committee appointed to 
examine the Liturgy, and rectify what 
moſt diſreliſhed the prevailing Party, in 
hope to diſpel the Storm falling on the 
Church ; but that Deſign was qua ſhed by 
the Bill for the taking away the Epiſco- 
pal Government. Betore this Bill was 
paſſcd, the Clergy being allowed to ſpeak 
tor themſetves, this Dofior was unani- 
moully choſen to mediate for them ; which 
he did ſo effectually, that he for the pre- 
ſent put a ſtop to the Bill; but it was 
again brought to the Vote, and the Doctor 
not being allowed to ſpeak, it paſs'd. Afﬀ- 
ter this, he was ſuffer'd no longer to 
preach in Holborn, and therefore retired to 
Cheam, where uſing the Liturgy, he was 
impriſon'd and vexed awhile; but being 
at length releaſed, he returned to Cheam, 
and enjoy'd it, *till King Charles II's Re- 
ſtoration, when he was offer'd the Biſhop- 
rick of Gluuceſter, but he refus'd it, and 
the Lord Chancellor Clarendon procur'd it 
for Dr. William Nicholſon, a Perſon emi- 
nent for adhcring to the Church of Eng- 
land in theſe bad Times. 
gut his great Worth and eminent Suffer- 
ings fill kept up his Intereſt at Court, and 
he was raiſed to this Biſhoprick of Litch- 
field and Coventry in 1661, and in Decem- 
ber was conſecrated to it at Lambeth. He 
remained ſome few Months after at Lon- 
don, and in the Beginning of the Year 
1662, went down to Litchfield ; where 
finding the Cathedral Church quite ruin'd 
by the Rebellion} he immediately ſet 
himſelf to the rebuilding of it, and by 
His great Intereſt and Diligence, fniſh'd 
it in eight Years Time, making it much 
more beautiful than it ever had been be- 
fore, at the Expence of 20,000 Pounds, 
one of which was allow'd by the Chapter, 
but all the reſt was either his own Mo- 
ney, or procured by him of his Friends 
and other Benefactors. On Chriftmas-Eve, 
1669, he conſecrated the Cathedral, ſo 
built by him, with the uſual Ceremonies, 
keeping a Feaſt three Days together, for 
the Company who attended it, to ſhew 
his Joy for accompliſhing ſo great a Work. 
He alfo laid out 10001, upon the Pre- 
Hana..l-Houſe, where He reſided, to fit it 
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for his, and Succeſſors Habitation, becauſt 
the old Palace was quite deſiroy'd in the 
rebellious Times, He fat here about nine 
Years z and tho' he was very intent upon 
his Buildings, yet he did not neglect his 
Dioceſe ; but, as he was a conſtant Prez. 
cher himſelf, ſo he uſed his utmoſt Eg. 
deavours to-oblige his Clergy to it, and 
adorn their DoQtrine with religious Lives. 
He dy'd ſoon after he had com pleated his 
Buildings, October 28, 1670, and was by. 
ry'd under a ſumptuous Monument, et 
up by his Son, Sir Andrew Hacket, one 
of the Maſters in Chancery, in his own 
Cathedral. He was a great BenefaQor to 
Trinity College, and the Publick Library 
in Cambridge, as alſo S. John's College, 
and Clare Hall. We do not find any of his 
Works printed in his Life · time; but after 
his Death there came out two Books under 
his Name, viz. Chriſtian Conſolations; Ann 
1671, and a Century of Sermons, in Fo- 
lio, London, Anno 1675, with his Life, 
written by Mr. Thomas Plume. | 
Dr. Thomas Wood, Dean of Litchfie'd, 
ſucceeded Dr. Hacket in this See. He was 
conſecrated to it, July 2, 1671, and held 
it about 21 Years, after whoſe Death it 
was given to 
William Lloyd, bred in Jeſus College, Or. 
ford, where he commenced Doctor of Di 
vinity, in the Year r667.. He was a Perſon 
of great Learning; and particularly vers'd 
in the Antiquities of the Exgliſi Church. 
He was a Preacher ſome Time in the 
Church of St. Clement's in the Strand, 
where he preached the Funeral Sermon of 
that unhappy Gentleman, Sir Edmund Bu- 
ry Godfrey, who was, for his Activity in 
finding out the Popiſh-Plot againſt King 
Charles II's Life, murder'd in Somerſet- 
houſe, .and at the ſame Time Prebendary 
of Salisbury. Upon the Death of [/a«: 
Barrow, D. D. Biſhop of St. A/aph, he was 
referred to that See in 1680. While he 
t there, King James II. carrying on 
his Deſign of propagating Popery in this 
Kingdom, among other Methods uſed for 
that End, publiſhed his Declaration for 
Liberty of Conſcience, in which he or- 
der'd, that the Execution of all the Penal 
Laws againſt Nonconformiſis ſhould be

Wulfer was a zealous Chriſtian fora Time, 
and being ſucceſsful in his Arms, took 
the Iſle of Wight, cauſed the Inhabitants 
to be baptized, and gave the Iſland to 
Ethelwald, King of the South-Saxons, whom 


de had alſo brought to Baptiſm, being 


himſelf his Godfather; but he again apo- 
ſtatized to his Pagan Worſhip, in which 
he was more. zealous than ever, and had 
his Children brought up in it. S. Cedda, 
the Hermit's Cell, happen'd to be not far 


from Vulfer's Palace, in which his Ho- 


lineſs being much talked of, the two 
young Princes went privately to be in- 


ſirufted by him in Chriſtianity, This 


their Father being informed of, was ſo 
offended at it, that going to 8. Cedda's 
Cell, and finding them with him at 
Prayer, he killed both of them with his 
own Hands, July 22. This ſad News be- 
ing carried to the Queen, ſhe cauſed 
their Bodies to be incloſed in a Stone 


Monument, and in Proceſs of Time, a 
vor. 
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Church to be erected in the very Place 
where they were martyr'd. Wulfer ha- 
ving thus Joſt his Sone, began ſoon to 
reflett upon his own Barbirity, and be- 
ing horribly tormented in Mind, could

gave the Caſtle of Tamworth, with the 
adjacent Territory, to Robert Marmion, 
one of his Favourites. He removed this 
little Nunnery, which ſtood near his Ca- 
ſtle, to Polleſworth, another Nunnery in 
Warwickſhire, of the ſame Order, built 

King Edgar himſelf, but repair'd or 
rebuilt by Robert Marmion, who made it 
the Burial-Place of his Family.

It was de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary: His Wiſe 
Berta gave the whole Tewn of Dubbridg: 
at firſt, and afterwards the Manor of Eftan- 
fort to it. Earl Robert de Ferrariic" the 
younger, Grandſon of the Founder, gave 
to theſe Monks all his Tythes in New 
borough, and in the Grant mentions H- 
wiſe, his Mother; and moreover confirm - 
ed to them all that Henry his Grandfa- 
ther, Robert his Father, and Eagenulpk his 
Uncle, had given them. William de Fer- 
rariis, his Son and Succeſſor, having con- 
firmed the Donations of his Anceſtors, 
further gave to theſe Canons one Or- 
gang of Land in Merfton, upon the Day 
that he tranſlated the Body of his Ance- 
ſtor Henry Ferrers, into the Chureh there, 
and bury'd on the Right Hand of the Al- 
tar, as alſo the Tythes of all his Foreſt 
of Duſſield, viz. of Paunage, of Hunting, 
of Honey, of Money, (i. e.) Rents, Se- 
veral others of this Noble Family of Fer- 
rars were Benefactors to this Houſe, as 
appears from a Charter of Confirmation 
made to theſe Canons by the laſt Robert

{ather, and others his Predeceſſors. Mau- 
ny other Benefactors there were to this

In this Monaſtry, there was anciently 
3 Cuſtom, that the Stage-Players that 
came to Mattins, on the Feaſt of the 4/- 
ſumption of the Virgin Mary, Auguft 15, 
ſhould have from the Prior of Tuthury, a 
Bull, in caſe they can catch him before he 
gets over the River there, or elſe the

The Revenues of this Monaſtery at 
the Diſſolution, were valued at 244 1. 
6s. 8 d. per Annum. 

Wolverhampton, a Monaſtery, erected by 
one Welfruna, 8 Religious Matron, to the 
Honour of God, the Yirgin Mary (then 
term'd, Stella maris £3 Domina gentium) and 


of All Saints, and endowed the ſame with 


divers Lands, all which wore ratify'd and 
eſtabliſhed by Sigeric, Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, in the Year 996, by the Conſent 
of King Ethelred. The Eſtate of this 
Houſe was afterwards confirmed by King 
Edward the Confeſſor, King William the 


Conqueror, King Henry Il. and King Zeb», 


who gave the Monks fome Timber out 
of his Woods towards the Buildings of 
this Abbey. 

Here was alſo an Hoſpital founded with 


the Licence of King Richard II. Reg. 16. 


by Clement Luſone, and William Waterſall, 
for one Chaplain, and fix poor People. 

Of the Collegiate Church here, fee the

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The MARTYRS of this County. 


"HE thouſand Martyrs maſſacred in 
the Place where now Litchfield ſtand- 

eth, in the bloody Perſecution under the 
Emperor Maximian; of which, though 
our Hiſtorians differ, as to the Number, 
yet all agree in the Fact itſelf, that many 
ſuffer*'d then for their Chriſtian Profeſſion. 
The Account they give of this Perſecu- 
tion is this, That in a Ground called, 
Chriftianfield,near Stitchbrooke in this Coun- 
ty, S. Amphibalus taught the Britiſh 
Chriſtians, who were many of them con- 
verted by the Martyrdom of St. Alban; 
which, when the Officers of Maximian, 
who had raiſed a bloody Perſecution in 
Britain, heard of, Anno 286, they were 
ſent to apprehend them; Amphibalus being 
aware of their coming, fled, and his Hea- 
rers follow'd him 84 Miles from the Place 
of their Converſion ; but the Romans, who 
were ſent after them (ſome fay ſrom Je- 
rulam, others from Etocetum; now Wall, a 
Village in this County) finding them in 
the Exerciſe of their Religion, took them 


and carry'd them to the Place where Litch- 


field now ſtands, and martyr'd a thouſand 
of them there, leaving their Bodies un- 
bury'd, to be devour'd by Beaſts and 
Birds; whence it is, that the Place retains 
the Name of Litchfield, or Cadaverum Cam- 
pus, i. e. the Field of dead Bodies, to this 
very Day; which may receive ſome Con- 
firmation from the Arms of the City, born 
at this Day, viz. an Eſcutcheon of Land- 
skip with many Martyrs in it, in ſeveral 
Manners maſſacred. But Amphibalus, their 
Holy Paſtor, was none of them, for they 
carry'd him away with them to Verulam, 
and martyr'd him at Redburn, a Place 
between that and Annable, which is 
thought to take its Name from him, as 
Litchfield did from his Diſciples. Some 
think that Litchfield was afterwards made

had conquer'd and ſlain Penda, King of

The Legend relates divers Circumſtances 
of the Converſion and Martyr@om of theſe 
Perſons not before mentioned, which we 
| down here. 8. Ceadds 
came firſt in this County as into a pri- 
vate Place, where he lived ſome Time 
upon the Milk of a Doe, which being 
hunted- by Wulfade, Son of Wulfere King 
of Mercia, brought him to the Cell of 
S. Ceadda, who firſt converted him, and 
then his Brother Ruffin to the Faith of 
Chriſt, yet living the ſame Hermitical 
Life. But this Place being too remote for 
Wulfercefter, the Seat of their Father, they 
intreated the Holy Man to remove nearer 
them, for their more convenient Atten- 
dance on him, to receive further Inſtruc- 
tion, and performing. their - Devotions 
together with him; which S. Ceadda wil- 
lingly conſented too. 
The young Princes having thus gotten 
their Teacher near them, (but ſtill keeping 
himſelf in a ſecret Place) did often un- 
der a Pretence of Hunting, and other 


Diverſions 
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Diverſions in the Field, reſort to him, 
bur were very Cautious in doing it, that 
their Father, who was a zealous Pagan, 
might not know it. This they conti- 
nued fome Time, and by conſtantly go- 
ing to him, became well-grounded Chriſti- 
ans. But at length being found out by 
one Werebod, one of their Father's Coun- 
ſellors, they were accuſed of Chriſtianit 

to him, and ever after watched whic 

Way they bent their Courſe. It was 
ſoon diſcovered they went to S. Ceadda's 
Cell, which Wulfere their Father bei 
informed of, he went: to it in Perſon, 
and in his Rage and Fury ſlew them 
both, while they were at their Devo- 
tions. In this Con juncture, S. Ceadda fled 
from the Fury of this bloody - minded 
King, and returned to his former Cell, 
where he had not been long, before King 
Walfer was ſtruck with ſuch Remorſe 
for his wicked Fact, that he could not 
be quiet till he went to S. Ceadda, and 
declaring his Repentance for his Sin in 
murdering his Sons, became a Chriſtian, 
and obliged himſelf to baniſh all idola- 
trous Worſhip out of his Dominions, 
which he did accordingly ;; and upon the 
Death of Farummannus, which happen'd 
quickly a ter, Ann. 667, made 8. Ceadda 
Bilbop of Lichfield. + | Sb bits

To theſe Martyrs we may add the Sufs. 


ſcrers of this Church of Lichfield, for 
the Conſtitution of -the Church of 
England in the late Times, beſides 
the Biſhops Wright and Freuen men- 
tioned among the Biſhops, viz. 


Griffith Higgs, who having been Fellow 
of Merton College, Oxford, the Queen of 
Holemia's Chaplain twelve Years, and pre- 
terred to the Rich Rectory of Cliff in 
Kent, and Chantery of S. David's. by 
Archbiſhop Laud, eame at length to be 
Dean of this Church. Upon the break» 
ing out of the Rebellion, he was ſtript 
of all his Preferments, and plundeted of 
all his Goods, particularly ot a very va- 
luable Library After his Sequeſtration, 
e retir'd to Stoke, near Henley in Oxford» 
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ſhire, the Place of his Nativity, and 
there ſpent the Remainder of his Life 
in great Piety and Devotien, of which 
he gave a fignal Proof by divers Lega. 
cies given to Charitable Uſes, as Five 
Pounds to the Church of Stoke, an Hun- 
dred Pounds to buy Lands for the Poor 
of that Town, and Six Hundred Pounds 
to purchaſe a Maintenance for a School- 
Matter there. His Library he gave to 
Merton College, but they could notever 
get it, becauſe it was lodged in the Li- 


ng brary of Stafford by the Rebels, who were 


very bountiful with ſtolen Goods, and 
ſome Books to the publick Library, O- 
ford. He wnsalſoa BenefaQtor to 8. John's 
College in the ſame Univerſity. 

Milliam Higgins, the Canon- Re ſident and 
Chanter of this Cathedral, a Perſon of 
great Worth. He was in the Beginning 
of the War between King and Parliament, 
driven from his Houſe in the Cloſe, and 
forced to fly to the King's Army. After 
Edgehill Battle he was taken Priſoner, 
and kept in cloſe Confinement a Quarter 
of a Year, till he purchas'd his Liberty 
at a dear Rate. Soon after, all his Books 


and Goods at Litchfield were ſeized, and 
nothing of his Revenue leſt him but 


Stoke Parſonage, at which. he was not 
permitted to abide, but putting in a Cu- 
rate, made ſmall Advantage of it. At 
length he was turned out of that alſo, 
and his Wife. and Children muſt have 
lain abroad, had not a poor Man taken 
them into his Cottage. Afterwards the 
Parliament ordered, that the ſequeſtred 
Miniſters ſhould be allowed the Fifths 
of their Livings, if they would go to 
London and ſue for them. Mr. Higgins 
and his Wiſe went accordingly, and ob- 
tained them, but never could get a Se- 
venth Part, i.e, about 15 Pounds per An. 
He” aſter this taught a School, but was 
ſoon prohibited. from that, and ſo was 
forced to depend upon the Benevolence 
of goed People, as. he continued a Sa 
Reſtoration, when he returned to his Pre- 
ferments, but lived not long enough to-

John | Armuay, Prebendary of Wootuey,

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Hodnet : He was eflucated in 8. Edmund's, 
Hall, and was very early perſecuted. by 
the Rebels, for he was driven from his 
Living at HFodnet by the Garriſon at 
Wem, and forced to fly to the King at 
Oxford. All his Preferments were taken 
from him, and his Goods and Books car- 
ried away. Nor did this ſatisfy rhe Re- 
bels, for they impriſoned him, and there 
uſcd him ſo very ill, that as ſoon as 
he got his Liberty he fled to the Hazue, 
and from thence to Virginia, to be out 
of their Reach, He was, while he was 
in England, urged with drawn Swords 
and bloody Halberts to take the 'Cove- 
nant, but when they could not prevail

Leaving the College, he 
preach'l ſome Years in this County, and 
was very much eſteem'd and follow'd for 
his ſound, Evangelical Doctrine. Armi- 
niariſm ſprang up in England in his Time, 
which he was in his Place a zealous In- 
frument to cruſh in its Egg, as a great 
Enemy to Free-Grace, tho* ſince it has 
won the Faith, and Patronage of the moſt 
learned Men.

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UFFOLK, in Sn Su d. polc, 
or the Southern folk, fo called with 
R to: Northfolk, or the Nor- 
theyn People. (Populus Borealis ) 
is a Maritime County, being bounded on 
the Eaſt with the German Ocean; on the 
South with the River Stour, which di- 
vides it from Ee; on the Weſt with 
Cambridgeſhire ; and on the North with 
the two Rivers Ouſe the leſs, and Waveney, 
which part it from Norfolk. From Eaft 
to Weſt it ts estended 43 Miles, but the 
general Breadth-of it is not above twenty, 
except where it runneth out more by the 
Adventsge of a Cornet om the Eaſt-Side, 
the Length of one Hundred into Nor fo/k, 
as far as Yarmouth; yet it is in Compaſs 
about 40 Miles, and contains in the 
whole 995000 Acres of Land, 29 Market- 


Towns, 594 Purfmes, and 34422 Houſes. 


It is in the Pioceſt of Norwich. 
This County, according to its political 
Div iſton (as Mr. Cambden tells us) is di- 
vided into three Parts; the firſt is called 
the Geldable, becauſe it pays Geld or 
Tribute ; the fecond is the Liberty of 
8. Ed mund, becauſe it belonged! to the 
Monaſtery ef S. Edmund; and! the third 
the Liberty of 8. Etheldred, becauſe it 
belongeck to the Monaſtery of 8. Ethel- 
dreda in Ey. She was the Mughter of 
Anna, che King of the Eaft-Anglus, and 
dec herſelf the flrſt Abbeſs/'of it, 
many of the Savon Kings granted to it 
VOL. V. a 
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ſeveral Parcels of Ground with Sach and 
Sock (as the Ely-Book expreſſes it) without 
Any Reſerve either of Eccleſiaſtical or Se- 
cular Juriſdiction. But this laſt Part of 
the Diviſion ſeems at this Time to be 
entirely forgotten, for, the preſent gene- 
ral Diſtinction of the Parts of this Count) 
is the Franchiſe, or the Liberty of S. EA- 
mund, and the Geldable ; the firſt con- 
taining the Weftern Part of the County, 
and the ſecond the Eaſtern, which are the 
more remarkable, becauſe at the Aſizes 
for tkis County, each of them furniſhes 
out a diſtin rand · Jury to ſer ve for 


their Part only. The Inhabitants make 


another Diviſion of it, into High-Suffolk 
and | Low-Suffolk, but we do not take 
Notice of any ſuch Names amang our 
Hiftorians of Antiquity. 25 

This Country, in the Times of the 
Britains, was inhabited by. a People called 
the Iceni, who alſo had the Countries, 
which by the Saxons were divided into 
the Counties of Norfolk, GCambridg/hire 
and Hunt ingtonſſire; but it ſeems as if 
they chiefly. refided in this County, be- 
cauſe thoſe Towns on which Mr. Cambde 
grounds his Opinion of the Fa dw. 


ling in theſe Parts, ix. Iken/worth, Then- 


thor p, Ixning, &. [are found in this County 
at this Day. The Temper of theſe People, 
and their Behaviour, towards the Romans, 
under whoſe. Protection they threw.then 
ſelves ſoqn after their coming, and 

2 peaceably 
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peaceably under them, till they were 
provoked to rebel, by the Proprætor Ofto- 
rius, who diſgrmed them, and built 
Caſtles among them to keep them in 
Awe. And being ſuppreſſed, how Pra ſu- 
fagus their King, made the Emperor Nero 
his Heir, to ſecure his Family and People 
from the Inſults of the Roman Legions in 
Britain ; but contrary to his Deſign, his 
Queen and Daughters were abuſed by the 
Centurions, and People made a Prey to 
the Soldiers ſoon after his Death; which 
Indignities and Inhumanities his Queen 
Boodicia not being able to bear, raiſed 
an Army of Britains, and fought the 
Romans with Succeſs at firit, but was af- 
terward conquer'd, and poiſoned herſelf, 
is ſo ſully related in our Hiſtory of 
Cambridg ſhire, that we ſhall not trouble 


the Reader with any further Account of 


them here. 

After the Romans left this Iſland of Bri- 
tain, the Saxons, who by their Ravages-in 
the Time of the Romans, had given large 
Proofs of their Valour and Fierceneſs, 
were invited by Vortigern the Britiſh King, 
to aſſiſt him and his People againſt the 
Scots and Picts, who had broke over Se- 
vern's Wall, and much infeſted the Nor- 
thern Part of Britain. Vort gern by their 
Help ſoon drove back the Enemy, but 
found that he had received a worſe into 
his own Kingdom, for the Saxons taſting 
the Plenty of the Country, firſt ſettled 
themſelves in Kent under Hengiſt their 
leader, whom they made their King. 
Vortigern in Favour to Rowena, Hengiſt's 
Siſter either granting it, or permitting 
it, and after being called over in great 
Numbers to the Aſfiſtance of their Country- 
men againſt the Britiſk Kings, who en- 
'deavoured to expel them, but were at 
length ſubdued: by them, drove the Bri- 
rains into the barren Parts of their 
Country beyond the Severn, and eſtabliſhed 
theniſelves in Seven Kingdoms. This 
County, with the reſt of the Icenian Ter- 
ritories, became the Kingdom of the 
Eaſt- Angles, who ſettled there under UV 
their Captain, and King. He and his 
Succeſſors, particularly Redwald and his 
Succeflors, who had embraced Chriſtia-

him with Whips, 
to a Stake, ſhot him to Death with their 
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nity, had chiefly their Reſidence in this 
County, and S. Edmund retiring hither 
en the Battle of Thetford, was lain 
n it, 

Offa, King of Mercia, by the Advice 
and Inſtigation of his Queen, Quindreda, 
having murthered Ethelbert King of the 
Eaſt- Angles, who came to his Court to 
marry his Daughter, overrah this Coun- 


try, and made himſelf entirely Maſter 


of it; but having gotten it ill, was in 


. continual Trouble ſo long as he held it, 


as were his Succeſſors, *till Bernulph be- 
ing forced to ſeek his Refuge in the 
Country of the Eaft-Angles, from the 
Arms of Egbert the Weſt-Saxon King, 
was by them flain in this County to 
revenge the Blood of their King. IL. 
dican his Succeſſor being thus provoked 
by the Eaft-Angles, invaded their Coun- 
iry to puniſh them for the Death of 
Bernulph, and ſo miſerably harraſgd it, 
that the Biſhoprick, which was thin 
ſettled at Dunwich, was forced to remove 
to Elmlam, and from thence after ſome 
Time to Norwich ; but his Reign being 
but ſhort, viz. two Years only, they te- 
covered themſelves ſoon. after, by put- 
ting themſelves. under the Protection of 
Egbert the Veſt-Saxoan. 

In the Times of the Daniſh Invaſions, 
Hungar and Hubba, two Daniſh Generals, 
with a great Multitude of their Country- 
men, entred the Land with great Fury, 
and at length came into theſe Countries. 
Edmund was at that Time King of the 
Eaft-Angles, and being not able to with- 
ſtand their Force, firſt ſnut himſelf up 


in Net ford, which they ſoon ſacked, 


whereupon. he fled to Framlingham Caille 
in this County, which they beſieged, and 
took ; but Edmund eſcaped, and fled into 
a Wood near a Village called Hegliſdon, 
where being found, they firſt ſcourged 
and then tying him 


Arrows. His Body, after the Danes were 
departed, was buried at S. Edmund's Bury, 
(a Town ſo called from him) in the Church 
built by his Predeceſſor Sigebert. Swain 
King of Denmark, alſo among other Places 
which he ravag'd and ſpoil'd, _—_— 
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at Devaſtations in this County, ſpa- 
ring neither Towns nor Churches, unleſs 
redeemed by the Inhabitants with great 
sums of Money, which in ſome Meaſure 
to compenſate, Canute his Son and Succeſ- 
ſor, was particularly kind to it, as will 
hereafter more fully appear. ar

In the Reign of K. Henry II. An. 1173, 
or thereabouts, Robert de Boſſu, Earl of 
Leiceſter, taking Part with King Henry 
the Son (for King H being buſted in 
his French Dominions, had admitted his 
Son Henry into the Government with 
him) whoſe Ambition had, in his Father's 
Abſence, tempted him to exclude his Fa- 
ther, brought the War between the two 
Kings into this County and Norfolk, 
where Hugh Bigot, Earl of Norfolk, joyned 
him. Richard 1, Lord Chief Juſtice, 
and Humphrey de Bohun, Conſtable, were 
ſent with the King's Forces to. © 
them, and upon a Marſh between Torn- 
ham and S8. Edmund's Bury, encountred the 
two Earls and their Forces, whom after 
a long Fight they diſcomfited, tak 
the Earl of Leicefter and Petronil his Wi

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| theſe two Armies this County was at this 
Time in many Places miſerably depopu- 
lated and walted, eſpecially iy the Parts 
where the Battle was tought. * a 
In the Time of the firſt Barons War 
with King John, Hugh de Bowes, a vali- 
ant French Knight, but very arrogant and 
proud, having promiſed the King to bring 

ſtrong Army for his Aſſiſtance againſt 
his Barons, obtained of the King by 
Charter, the Counties of Suffolk and Nor- 
folk, out of which, *twas faid, he intend - 


ed to have expelled the ancient Inhabi- 


tants, and peopled them with Foreigners. 
In purſuit of his Deſign, he came down 
to Callis with an huge Number of Sol- 
diers, with their Wives and Children, 
where he ſhipped them with an Intent to 
land at Dover; but by à ſudden Tempeſt, 
both Hugh himfelf and all his Comp ny 
were drowned. (Matthew Paris faith they 
were in all forty Thoufand.) There was 
not ſo much as a Man left alive. The 
King was extreamly diſappointed of his 
Succours, but the Suffolk Men were not 
a little pleas'd at it, ſince they eſcaped 
the Deſtructſon intended them; yea, 
his Subjeeis in general had Reaſon to 
eſteem it a fortunate Accident, fince ſo 
great a Number of Foreigners in Arms 
would have proved a great Oppreſſon 
to the People in all Parts, becauſe they 
could not have had a Subſiſtance but by 
a general Plunder; But tho' Suffolk now 
eſca from the Hands of the King's 
Confederates, they could not do ſo from 
the Barons Aſſiſtants; for Lewis the Dau- 
phin, in Conjun&ion with the Lords, 
who were in Rebellion againſt the King, 
invaded this County, and having miſe- 
rably ſpoiled the Towns and Villages, 
brought it into Subjection to them, and 
made it Tributary to Lewis in a moſt 
fervile Manner. Dh 

In the Rebellion which Wat Tyler and 
Jach Straw raiſed in Kent, and as ſome 
my in Effex, in the Reign of King Ki- 
chard II. the Commons of this County, 
commanded by John Wraw and John Ball, 
two feditious Prieſts, bore their Share, 
running together in great Numbers, and 
doing much Miſchief, and particularly 


beheading, or otherwiſe killing ſuch M 
- as belonged to the Law, n 
Chief juſtice of England, and the Earl 
of Suffolk, together with many Attorney 
Juſtices, Jurors, Oc. till the Biſhop + 
Norwich routed them with a great Slaugh.

In the 15th Year of King Henry v 
Reign, one Patrick an Auruſtin "Ada 
this County, having a Scholar named Rolf 
Wilford, a Shoemaker's Son, fo manage; 
him in Hopes to deprive the King of 
his Crown, that he took upon him io be 
Earl of Warwith, lately gotten out of the 
Tower by the Help of Friar Patrick. 
Some People "gave Credit to their Pre. 
> tence as ſoon as 'twas divulged, which 
encouraged the Friarfrom the Pulpit to 
aſſert it as Reality, and ſhew his Title. 
King Henry had ſoon Information of theſe 
TranſaQions, and caufed both Matter and 
Scholar to be apprehended, the laſt of 
whom was hanged at 8. Thomas Water. 
ings, and the Friar was condemned to 
perpetual Impriſonment. But in Kett's 
Rebellion in the Reign of K. Edward VI. 
we do not find they were at all concern'd, 
_ tho? it began in the Neighbouring County, 
Norfolk, at Atilborough and Wimondham. 
In the Reign of Queen Mary I. this 
County, tho? as fincere Proteſtants as any 
other in the Nation, was the moſt hearty 
in the Vindicatian of that Queen's Title, 
aga init Queen Jane and her Intereſt, and 
ſctting her upon the Throne ; for when 
ſhe came out of Norfolk to Framingham 
Caſtle in this County, the Nobility and 
Gentry reſorted to her, offering their Ser- 
vice to obtain her rightful Claim to the 
Crown, upon Condition they might Qlill 
enjoy their Religion in the ſame Man- 
ner that it was eſtabliſhed in K EA. 
ward VI's Reign, and was as yet uſed 
and exerciſed in the Realm, To this 
Condition the agreed, making ſuch ſeri - 
ous Promiſes, that no Man could ſuppoſe 
that any Alteration ſhould be made by 
her Conſent, and much more by her Au- 
thority. But Papiſts Conſciences are not 
in their own keeping.

River Stour, which divides it from Eſſex, 
having the ſame River on the Weſt, and 
part of Risbridge Hundred; on the North, 
the Hundreds of Thingow and Thedwaſtre ; 
and on the Eaſt, the Hundreds of Samford, 
Cosford, Boſmere and Caged. The Fee 
of this Hundred was before the Diffolu- 
tion of the Abbies, in the Abbot of 
S. Edmund's-Bury, but now we take to be 
in the Crown, and the Government in the 
High Sheriff and his Officers. The Mar- 
ket - Tows of this Hundred, are 
Lavenham, Lanham, or Levenham, an 
indifferent large Town, ſtanding upon a 
Branch of the River Breton or Bret, from 
which it aſcends up an Hill of a gra- 
velly Soil, on the Top of which is ſitu- 
ate a ſpacicus Market-Place, encompalſs'd 
with nine Streets or Diviſtons, in a very 
wholeſome and healthful Air, and being 
kept clean, is a pleaſant Place, The com- 
mon Market for the Country is kept 
weekly on Tueſday, but for the Traders 
in Wooll, there is a kind of Market on 
Thurſday. The Weekly Lecture makes a 
reat Addition to the former. & The 
Srapling- Trade of this Town for Blue 
Cloths was anciently very famous, and 
much enriched it. It was at that Time, 
fot, the better regulating their Manu- 
facture, and employing and providing for 
their Poor, divided into three Guilds, or 
Companies, who had each of them di- 
{tin Conſtitutions and Orders, viz, 
1. The Guild of S. Peter, granted by 
n Earl of Oxford, 2 Edu. 6. whoſe 
all is in the Hrigh-Strect. 2. The Guild 
of the Ho'y Trinity, granted by the ſame 
Earl, 6 Edw. 6. whoſe Hall was in Pren- 
tice-· Street. 3. The Guild of Corpus Chriſti, 
granted by another John Earl of Oxford, 
21 Hen, 8. whoſe Hall is in the Market- 
Place, Theſe, Companies have long been 
out of Uſe, but the Town is ſtill govern'd 
by Six Capital Burgeſſes or Headboroughs, 
who chooſe inferior Officers, hear and 
regulate the Complaints of the Poor, 
reſerve good Orders in the Town, and 
old the Office for Life.

This Robert dy'd 24 Edw. 1. leaving

procured a Charter for his Tenants ot 
this Town to paſs Toll-free throughout 
all England, which Grant Queen Elizab*th 
Reg.

with him Victorious in Boſworth Field, 
he again recovered his Eſtates, and among 
them this Manor, which his Poſterity 


ſome Time enjoyed; but was by Degrees 
| ginger, That Dr. Reynolds who had been 


waſted, and quite alienated in the laſt 
Aubery de Vere, Earl of Oxford, who 
dy'd about twenty Years fince without 
Heirs. He marry'd Anne, the Daughter 
of Paul Viſcount Banning, whoſe Father 
bought great Part of his Eſtate, and ſo 
he enfoyed it by her Gift for Life. The

The Church and Steeple fland upon an 
Hill, and accountedthe fineſt in the County 
generally, and by ſome of England. The 
Roof is well Carved, and the two Pews 
belonging, to the Earl of Oxford. and the 
Springs, are hardlv to be equall'd by any 
in King Henry VII's Chapel at Weſftmin- 
fer, though they were ſomething defa- 
ced in the Rebellious Times. The Win- 
dows are numerous, and ſome of them 
remain beautified with painted Glaſs and 
the Oxford Arms. The Church without 
the Chancel and Chapels, is 97 Foot long, 
and 68 broad, and the Steeple is 137 Foot 
high. The Inſide of the Rooſs of the 
Chapels is curiouſly carved. The Out- 


are ſix large Tunable Bells, of which 


the Tenor hath ſuch an admirable Note, 
as Eryland has none to compare to it. 


It weighs but 23, but ſounds like a Bell 


of 40 Hundred Weight. In the Time of 


Thomas Spring the Rich' Clothier, the 
Church was old and decay'd, whereupon 
he gave 200 J. towards the Repairs, and 


his Poſterity joyning with the Earls of 


Oxford, the Poſterity of his Daughter 
finiſhed it. In the Church have been many 
Monuments, but none remain entire, but 
that for Thomas Spring, his Son, and Mar- 
garet his Wife z and Dr, Coppinger ReQtor 
of this Pariſh. ö . 
Dr. Fuller tells us this Story of Mr. Cop-

Thomas Spring, commonly called The 
Rich Clothier, who, if not born in this 
Town, yet got his Wealth by the Trade 
of it. He built the Carved Chapel of 
Wainſcot on the North ſide of the Chan- 
cel, as alſd the Chapel on the South · ſide 
of the Church. He dy'd Anno 1510, and 
lyes buried under a Monument in the 
Chapel of his own ErcQion. 

From this Clothier are defcended the 
Family of Springs in this County, of 
whom, Sir-William Spring, Knt. was High 
Sheriff for the County, 19 Elix, and 
18 of King James I. But we are not 
certain it was the ſame Perſon, but if 
not, probably his Son, and then Milian 
Spring, Eſq; his Grandſon, executed the 
ſame Office, 16 Car, t. with ſo much 
Fidelity, that he was created a Baronet 
Aug.” 11, of the ſame Vear, "viz, Ann

Thomas Cooke, Draper, who was Lord- 
Mayor of London in 1462, was the Son 
of Robert Cooke of this Town, He was 
a Knight, and for many Things memo- 
rable : His Deſcendants. built Giddy-Hall 
near Rumford in Eſſex, and his Polterity 
fouriſhed in good Ettate for ſome Suc- 
ceflions there, having received a large 
Patrimony from him. He met with ſome 
Moleftations while he lived, being ar- 
raigned for lending Money to the Houſe 
of Lancaſter, in the Reign of King E4- 
ward IV. and hardly eſcaped with his 

1 Liſe, 
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Life, (through God's Goodneſs, a juſt 
Judge, and a flout Jury) but was grie- 
yoully fined, and long impriſoned. He 
&'d peaceabl y in Age and Honour, and 
was bury'd in the Church of the Au- 


guftine Fryars, London, His Daughter 


Mildred, marry*d William Cecil, Lord Bur- 
eig, Lord Treaſurer of England, and had 
a great Fortune with her.

Monks-Ely, or Illeigh, fo call'd doubtleſs 


becauſe the Lordſhip or Church belonged

Place is of no Note, but for the Birth of 


Thomas of Ely, not of Ely in Cambrigeſbire, 
but this Monks-Ely, He was a Carmelite 
Fryar of Ipſwich, and was ſo great a Pro- 
ficient in Learning in Cambridge, that he, 
though a Fryar, was admitted Doctor of 
both Divinities, viz. Scholaſtick, and In- 


that in thoſe Days they were diſtin Fa- 
culties, though they are now united in 
one Profeſſion, as the Civil and Canon 
Law now are. Leaving his native Coun- 
try, he travell'd with, ſome of his own 
Order over the Seas to Bruges in Flanders, 
and there open'd a School for Lectures and 
Diſputations, which he held to his Death, 
which happen'd about the Year of our 
Lord 1320.

ſerved by our Hiſtorians, it is eaſy to 
impute that to one, which is proper to

Of him theſe Things 
extraordinary are telated by our Hiſlo- 
rians: That after a large Entertainment 
made for King Henry VII. he concluded 
all with a Fire, in which he burnt many 
Bonds, whereby the King, who was a Bor- 
-rower of great Sums of Money in the 
Beginning of his Reign, ſtood bound to 


him; which certainly to ſuch a thrifty 


{not to ſay covetous) Prince, was a more 

leaſant Repaſt than all the foregoing 
Daipties. Another Time, to ſhew his 
great Aflection to the ſame King, he 


Aiſſolv'd a Pearl which coſt him ſome 


"Hundreds of Pounds, in a Glaſs of Wine, 
to drink the King's Health, which it 
feems he valued above Gold and preci- 
ous Stones, But notwithſtanding his Loy- 
alty ſo well atteſted to the King, he let 
Jooſe his Blood-Hounds, Empſon and Dud- 
Zcy upon him, who, tho' they ſpared his 
Life, yet they ſucked out many Thou- 
fands of Pounds from him to fill the 
King's Treaſury, if not their own Pur- 
fes. But Induftry and Trade retrieved 
much of his Wealth, fo that he dy'd 
Wealthy in and Honour, leaving 
great Eftates to his Poſterity, who being 
Fettled at Hadham in Hertfordſhire, have 


ever fince enjoyed it; William Capel, now 


Earl of Eſſex. being deſcended from him.

Waldingfield Magna, à Village wherein 


are two conſiderable Manors, vz., Addon 


and Moreves, which were the Lordſhips 
and Eſtate of Fames Butler Earl of Wilt. 
tire; but he being a Lancaſtrian, his 
Eſtate was confiſcated upon the Acceſſion 
of King Edward IV. to the Crown, and 
given to Henry Bourchier Earl of Eſea, 
by that King, in Recompence of the Char. 
ges he had been at already in his Ser. 
vice, .and in Confideration of farther Ser. 
vices. He dy'd poſſeſsd of this, and other 
Eſtates of the ſaid E. of Wilt/hire, 23 Edu 4, 
and left them to his Son Henry then but 
11 Years of Age. When King Henry VII. 
came to the Throne, this Henry Earl of 
Eſſex, appeared a Perſon of ſuch ſingular 
Endowments, that he was made Choice 
of for One of his Privy Council, and 
obtain'd a Livery of all the Poſſeſſions of 
his Anceſtors, in which this Manor being 
included, *tis probable the Earl of Milt.

Honour ſo long as the York Family 
reign'd, and was made Earl of Lincotn, but 
not at all favouring the Succeſſion of the 
Lancsftrian Family, he engag'd himſelf in 
ſetting up . Lambert. Simnel, by the Name 
of Edward Plantagenet, Son of George Duke 
of Clarence, as right Heir to the Throne, 
and was flaln at the Battle of Stoke, 2 Hen. 7. 
His Brother Edmund ſucceeded him in both 
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Earldoms, but being ſuſpocted as'i Perſon 
always diſaffected to the Lanegſtrian Line. 
was impriſomd in the Tower by King 
Henry VIII. Reg. 4. and the next Year 
behekded. His Eftate- being thus forfeit. 
ed, and brought into the "King's Hands 
George Earl of Shreusbury, Who had a 
little before been conflituted Steward of 
the King's Houſheld, and One of his 
Privy Council, obtain'd this Manor of 
Walſham in the Willows, to hold to him.

The Fee was in 
the Crown, and Government in the She- 
riff, till King Edward I. in Con ſide- 
ration of the Reverſion of the Caſtle of 
Warkworth, and the Manors of Rouberie, 
Newburn and Cor bridge, entail'd upon him 
and his Heirs by John de Cla ver ing, ſet - 


tled upon him among other Things, this 


Hundred, to hold of the King ſor Life ; 
and ſo it is again in the Crown. The 
Market Towns are 2 1 01 i se 
Dunwiell in Saxon, Dunmosc 3 or a8 it is 
the Saten Annals, Dame z and in 
ede, Dommuc 3 atiſwerable to which, in 
King Alfred's Tranflation, it is written 
Dommoc-cea This Town is of more 
early Note than any Tow in this County, 
S. Edmund's Bury (tho' nom, and of a long 
Time: more conſiderable,) havin not been 
of any great Reputation, till ſome Ages 
after it. The Antiquity of this Place is 
rendred very probable by this, That No- 
man Coins are often found here, _ 
w 
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whence "tis not unreaſonable to infer, 
that it was a Roman Station while that 
People had an Abode here. In the Reign 
of King Milliam I. commonly called the 
Conqueror, We are told by Doomſ/day-Book 
how conſiderable a Place it vas, viz. 
That in it were one Hundred and thirty 
ſix Burgeſſes, and one Hundred Poor; and 
that it was valued at (I. e. paid Geld, or 
Tax to the King) fifty Pounds, and-fixty 
Thouſand Herrings by Gift. In the fix- 
teenth Century it was very Populous, and 
fam'd for the Mint that was kept in it. 
Mr. Weaver tells us concerning this Mint, 
That one Mr. Holiday told him, That he 
had a Groat whoſe Superſcription on the one 
Side aas, CIVITAS DONWIC. In the 
Reign of King Henry IT. it was (as William 
of N:whorow tells us) a famous Village, 
well ſtored with Riches of all Sorts. At 
which Time, when the Peace of Ergland 
was diſturb'd with freſh Commotions, it 
was fortify'd on purpoſe toawe that Arch- 
Rebel, Robert Earl of Leiceſter, who in- 
ſulted and over- ran all theſe Parts; ſome 
Remains of which are a ſquare Ditch- 
Bank, or Town-Wall. While it was in its 
Proſperity, it was made a Biſhop's See, 
and continued ſome Time fo, but at length 
it was removed to Elmham in Norfolk, as 
we ſhall more fully ſhew in our Eccle- 
fiaſtical Hiſtory, to which we refer the 
Reader. But whatever this Town, or 
City (as the Inhabitants are willing to 
have it called) was, the greedy and in- 


ſatiable Sea hath devoured ſo great a 


Part of it, that it is well, if it deſerves 
the Name of a Town; of which indeed 
it keeps up ſome able Shew, by its 
Weekly Market on Saturday, and Fair 
Vearly, on —. And being a Town 
Corporate, governed by two Bailiffs, and 
their inferior Officers, and ſending Bur- 
geſſes to Parliament, as it hath done from 
the firſt Settlement of that Conftitution, 
in the Reign of King Edward J. 
The Pariſh-Churches here were many. 
The common Fame and Report of the In- 
habirants is, That before the Town came 
to Decay, there belonged to it two and 
fifty Religious Houſes, as Pariſh-Churches 


and Chapels, Hofpltals and Priories, of

which, the two laſt we ſhall refer to our 
Hiſtory of Monaſteries in this County. 
Six of the Churches we have the Names, 
and ſome little Account of, viz... t. 8. Leo» 
nard's, which is now ſwallow'd up by 


tha Waves. 2. S. John's, devour'd by the 
Sea; but it being taken down upon the 
Reflux, to ſave the Materials, there was 
found a fair plain Grave-Stone in the 
Chance}, - which being raid up, there 
was diſcover'd next to it a great Stone, 
hollowed after the Faſhion of a Man, and 
in it a Man lying with a Pair of Boots 
upon his Legs, the Toes of them being 
piqued after a ſtrange Faſhion, and a Pair 
of Chalices of courſe Metal ſtanding on 
his Breaſt.” It was thought to be the Corpſe 
of ſome Biſhop of Dunwich, but being ttir+ 
red, it mouldred all to Duſt. 3. S. Mar- 
tin's covered alſo with the Waves, as 'is 
alſo, 4. S. Nicholas, the Form of which, 
as alſo of S. John's Church above-men- 
tioned, wzs this, they were incloſed both 
on the North and South, and the Steeples 
ſtood in the Midi}, like Cathedral Churches 
now in Uſe, and as the Manner of old Ca- 
thedrals was. With theſe Churches, the 
Inhabitants ſay, That there was alſo a 
Foreſt nigh the Town, which the Sea hath 
devour'd a great Piece of. . 
The twe only Churches now ftanding, 


are, 5. S. Peter's, and, 6. All Sainte. Be- 


ſides theſe, there are ſaid to have been 
two other Churches, tho? we do not find 
that there is any Thing remaining of 
them beſides Tradition, viz. 1. The 
Church of 8. Felix, the Cathedral of the 


— See, dedicated to the Perſon Who 


was the Reſtorer of the Chriſtian Religion 
among the Exft- Angies, Felix the Br#gun- 
ian ; but the Uncertainty of this Church 
obliges the Authors of the Story to ſay, 
That this, or the Churches of S. John and 
S. Nicholas, was the Biſhop's Cathedral, 
(they being built Cathedral-wiſe) if they 
were not all ſo one after another, as the 
Sea hath overwhelmed them. 2. The 
Temple of Our Lady, a very old Church, 
which, according to Report, ſtood in the 
Fews Time, and was Vaulted over. The 
Roof of this Church and of the Iſles was 
covered with Lead. It was a Church of 

- , . great 
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great Privileges ſor Pardons in thoſe Days, 
and was endowed with divers Rents, Te- 
nements, Houſes, Lands, and other Pro- 
fits, and Commodities both Free and Copy, 
as well in Weſtleton, Dyngle, &c. as Dun- 
aich. And there was a Court commonly 
kept in it, called Dunwich-Temple Court, 
on the Day of All Souls, Nov. 2, for the 
levying, and gathering up the yearly Re- 
venues of the ſame. There were alſo in 
this Town three Chapels dedicated, 1. 
To S. Anthony, 2. To S. Francis. 3. To 
8. Katharine, but they were put down 
when the Religious Houſes of this Town 
were diſſolv'd, and fo there remain but 
two Churches in uſe. 
- Haleſworth is another Market-Town in 
this Hundred. The Saxons call it Healſ- 
eworda. It is an ancient Town, whoſe 
Manor belonged to the Argentons, and 
having then a Market on Tueſday week- 
ly, procured by Richard de Argenton of 
King Henry III. Reginald de Argenton ob- 
tain'd for it a yearly Fair upon the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow after the Feaſt of S. 
Luke the Evangelift, Octob. 18, and one 
Day following. From this Family of 
Argentons, this Lordſhip paſs'd to the 
Alingtons, but they alſo have ſold it long 
fince, William de Argenton was Knight 
of the Shire for this County of Suffolk, 
in the firſt Year of King Henry IV. The 
Town is populous, and the Market good, 
occaſion'd Chiefly by its Plenty of Linen- 
Varn, which the Women of this Country 
ſpin, partly for the Uſe of Families, and 
partly for Sale; which being readily 
bought up here, is eſteem'd a good Com- 
modity for Trade, , 
Mr. John Argal, a Man of Learning 
and Worth, was Miniſter of this Town: 
He was bred in Oxford, and while he 


_ reſided there, was a noted Diſputant, and 


a very ingenious Actor of Plays, (parti- 
cularly when Queen Elizabeth was there 
in 1566:) Being call'd to this Town, he 
was had in great Reputeamong the Neigh- 
bouring Miniſters for his Learning; but 
being ſo much devoted to his Studies, that 
he was unmindful of his worldly Con- 
cerns, he liv'd and dy'd poor; on which 
he us'd to make this pigus Reflection, 
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That whereas the Great God fad yai;'d 
mary of his Cronies und "Cotemporaries. to 
hizh Dignities in the\ Church, as Dr, Bilſon, 
Piſtop of Wincheſter; Toby Matthews to 
the See of Durham, Oc. He was detain'd 
in the Chains of Poverty by his great Sins, 
that he might repent with the Prodigal, and 
at length by God's Favour obtain Salvation, 
He dy'd ſuddenly at a Feaſt. at Chefton, 
and was bury'd in the Church here, Oct. 8, 
1606. He wrote a Book, De Vera Poni- 
tentia, printed at London in 1604, and In. 
troductio ad Arten Dialefticam, printed at 
London, 1605. . 
Southwold, a Market- Town ſituate on 
the Eaſtern- Shore, making an . Haven of 
great Note in this County. The Mar- 
ket is on Thur /day weekly, and Fair yearly, 
on . It lyes ſome Miles North 
from Dunwick, and ſtands upon a Clift, 
the Harbour on the South, the River 
Blith with a Draw-Bridge on the Weſt, 
and a ſmall Neck of Land on the North ; 
ſo that it is in a manner ſurruunded with 
Water, eſpecially at High Tide, which 
makes it look like an Iſland, and would 


make one fear that it ſhall be overflow- 


ed. Tully thought theſe Tides aſtoniſh- 
ing Things, and thus reflects on them: 
What ſhall we think of the Tides in Spain 
and Britain, and their Ebbing and Flow- 
ing at Set-times ? Without a God they could 
not be ; a God who hath ſet Bounds to the 
Sea, that it can't paſ. 
The Bay here called Southwold-Bay, but 
commonly pronounced Sowl-Bay, is chietly 
made by the ſhooting forth of the Pro- 
montory above it, call'd Eaſton-neſſe, which 
lyes North-Eaſt from it, and covers it 
from the Northerly-Winds. Some think 
it to be further Eait than any other Part 
of Britain, but the Seamen hereabouts 
tell you, that the moſt Eafterly Part is 
at Leſtoff z but however that be, it makes 
ſo commodious a Place for Anchorage, 
that many Ships lye continually in it, 
or near it; by Reaſon of which, the Ma- 
riners become good Benefactors to the 
Town, and contribute exceedingly to 1 
Trade and Commerce. Tis alſo very

The Lordſhip of this Town, in the 
Reign of King Henry III. belong'd. to 
Kichard Earl of Clare, Who obtain'd a 
Licence of that King, Reg. 44. to make 
a Caſtle. of his Houſe in this Town, 
and ſo left it to bis Son Gilbert two Years 
after. He refign'd it with all his other 
Lordſhips into King Edward's Hands, that 
he might obtain Joan de Acres that King's 
Daughter to be his Wife; which bein 
conſummated, the King reſtored him al 
his Lands z, but with an Entail upon the 
Iſſue of his Body by her the ſaid Joan, 
and in Default of ſuch Iſſue, to her Heirs 
and Aſſigns, if ſhe ſurviv'd him. But this 
Entail was of his Lands in England only, 
his Eſtates in Ireland being for want of 
Iſue ſettled upon his own Heirs. 
Benacre, the Lordſhip of Simon de Pier- 
point, &c. 9 Edu. 1. | 5 
Blithborough, or Bliburgh, a Place of great 
Antiquity, of which the Word Burgh, 
which ſignifies a Borough or Caſtle, is an 
Evidence; but there are other Things 
that confirm it, viz, that not many Years 
ago there were Roman Urns dug up here 
among old Buildings; as alſo that in the 
Saxon Times it was of good Note, as moſt 
of thoſe Places were that the Romans had 
left ; which appears in Part from its ha- 
ving the Goal for the Diviſion of Beckles, 
Beſides which, it is memorable for being 
the Burying-Place of Anna King of the 
Eaſt- Angles, and Firminus his eldeſt Son, 
ſlain by Penda King of Mercia, in a 
pitch'd Battle. The Manor of this Town 
was the Eſtate of the ancient Family of 
Clavering, of whom Robert de Clavering, 
call'd Fitx-Rager, engag'd this Manor to 
make up his Daughter Hanj/e's Portio 
to John de Tibetot, if his Manor of 5 
in Northamptonſhire were not worth 600 
Marks. He dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, leaving 
it to his Son and Heir John de Clavering, 
(ſo called by King Edward I's Order.) 
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This John obtain'd that King's Charter, 
Reg. 17. for a weekly Market every Mon- 


day at this Manor, and two Fairs yearly 


the one upon the Eve and Feaſt- 

the Bleſſed Virgin's Annunciation, and t 
other upon the Eve and Day of her Na- 
tivity, Sept. 8. but the Market is diſ- 
continu'd, if not the Fairs. This John 
having no Iſſue Male, ſettled all his Eſtate 
upon King Edward I. and his Heirs after 
his Deceaſe, and accordingly. it came to 
King Edward III. Reg. 2. who gave this 
Manor to Edmund Claverirg, Brother of 
the ſaid John for Life; the Remainder 
to Ralph Nevill, who had marry'd Eu- 
Fhemia, the Daughter of Sir John de Cla- 
vering, This Ralph, 14 Edu, 3. obtain'd 
a Charter of Free Warren in this his Lord- 
ſhip of Bliburgh, which it ſeems was then 
deſcended to him. 


Bramfeld, or Brarfield, the Manor of 


Nicholas de Segane, 9 Edu. 1. but ſoon 
after of Walter de Norwich, who 5 Edw. 2, 
was made one of the Barons of the King's 
Exchequer. He obtain'd a Charter of 
Free Warren for his Demeſne Lands in 


this Place. He dy'd 2 Edu. 3. and left 


this Lordſhip with his other Eſtates, to 
Sir John de Norwich, Knt. He alſo ob- 
tain'd a Charter of Free Warren for this 
Manor, and other Parts of his Eſtate ;

This Hundred is fituate in the Middle 
of the County, and is incloſed on the Eaſt 
with the Hundred of Carlefort, on the 
South, with the Hundreds of Samford and 
Cord; on the Weſt, with this laſt Hun- 
dred, and the Hundred of Stow; and on 
the North with the Hundred of Horteſ- 
mere, and Tredling. It was called before 
the Conqueror's Time, as we find it in 
his Survey, the Hundred of Gepes. The 
Fee of this Hundred was in Gurt! Earl 
of Kent, in the Saxon Times, and when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, but 
now is in the King, and the Government 
in the High Sheriff and his Officers. The

As to' the Antiquities of this Place we 
obſerve, that it was anciently encompaſs'd 
with a Ditch and a Rampire, which were 
demoliſh'd when the Danes, Anno 991, 
invaded this Town (which is the firſt 
Dime we find it mentioned in our Hi- 
ftories) and plundered not only the In- 
habitants here, but ravaged the whole 
Coaſt with ſo much Cruelty and. Barba- 
rity, that the Nobles and Biſhops of thoſe 
Times thought it moſt adviſable to pur- 
chaſe a Peace of them, at the Expence 
of Fen Thouſand Pounds. It was at 
this Time, that the Rampire about the 
Town was demoliſh'd,. yet not ſo, but 
that there are ſome Remains of it. But 
that did not ſecure the. Nation above 
nine Years ;, for they then again re- 
turn'd, and plunder'd this Town, and 
all the Counties of dag can and Suffolk; 
which ſo provok'd the Engli/k, that they 
united in a Body, and engag'd them with

the Manor. It was the Lordſhip of Joe 
Bacon, g Edu. 1. Samuel Aylmer, Eſq; of 
this Place, was High-Sheriff of this Coun- 
ty in the firſt Year of King Charles I. 

Creetings, in ancient Records Gratings 
the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Robert Eart 
of Moreton in Normandy, and Cornwall in 
England. He was a very devout Man, ac- 
cording to the Devotion of thoſe Times, 
and a great Benefactor to diverſe Mona- 
ſeries both in England and Normandy. 
This Manor he gave to the Abbey of 
Ereftein in Normandy, which in after 
made it à Cell to that Monaſtery, and 
annexed this Manor to it, as it was held 
9 Edu. 1. Creeting S. Olave, a ſmall Pa- 
riſh adjoyning to this, was in 28 Hen. 6. 
the Demeſne of William de la Pole, Earl 
of Suffolk, which at his Death be leſt, 
with other great Eſtates, to his Son John 
then but ſeven, Years old. 

Eaxleſto the Lordſhip and Eſtate 
of Thomas de HBratlertun, Earl of Norfolk, 
who dy'd ſeiz'd of it 12 Edw. 3. leaving 
his ſecond Wife Mary, Daughter of Wi-- 
liam Lord Roos, and Widow of William Lord 
Brooſe of Brember ſurviving 3 ta whom 
this Manor, with divers others, were af- 
ſign'd for her Dbwry. She dy'd 36 Edw. 3. 
being then the Wife of Sir Ralph-Cobham,Krt. 
and this Manor, the Diviſion, paſs'd 
to Margaret, the Wife of Walter de Man- 


15, one of the Coheirs of Thomas de Bro- 


therton, She claim'd the Office of Mar- 
ſhal of England, which Place ſhe defir'd 
to execute by her Depu at the Coro- 
nation of King Richard II. But ſhe vas 
then rejected, becauſe there was want of 
Time 1o-diſcuſs her Title - yet was ſhe 
dy the ſaid King, Reg. 24, advanc'd to 
the Title of Dutcheſs of Norfolk for 
Life, with an Afgnation of forty Marks 
per Annum out of theIffues of that County, 
and- dy'd the next Year.

2, 1381. but 
leaving no+ Heirs of his Body, his Eſtate 
was divi among the Iſſue of his three 


Siſters, WW Robers Willoughby; Knt. Rogers,

In the Church of this Village, Mr. Wea- 
ver found only one Tomb, with an In- 
ſcription upon it, though there were 
many Tomb. Stones without, viz. for Wil- 
liam Joice and Katharine his Wife; but 
that which ought to make this Church 
Honourable, is this, That the Bones of 
that brave Engliſhman, Lieutenant-General 
Talmaſſ, were depoſited hete in the Vault 
belonging to his Anceſtors, He dy'd ut 
Plymouth of the Wounds which be receiv'd 
at Camaret-Bay, and was brought from 
thence through London, to this Plice to 
be bury'd.

great a Grief to Queen Mary, who had 
intruſted that important Place to him, 
that ſhe never outgrew it ; but had him 
ſolemnly condemn'd for High Treafon, 
though unkeard, and abſent in France. 
And well was it for Mme that he was 
abſent, for otherwiſe, tis probable, he 
had been executed as in ſuch Cafes is 
uſual. But after Queen Mary's Death he 
had a fair Trial, and was acquitted by 
his Peers, Who, upon hearing of full 
Evidence, found it no Treachery, Cow- 
ardice, or Careleſsnefs in him; but in 
Sir John Harlefton, who was Governor of 
the Kice-Bank, and Sir Ra Chamberlain, 
the Governor of the Caſtle of Calais z and 
for it they were both condemn'd to dye, 
but their Judgment was remitted. The 
Truth of the Caſe ſeems to be this : The 
Engliſh having had Succeſs before S. Quin- 
tins, and the Year being far advanc'd, 
the Garriſon of Calais grew very careleſs 
and ſecure, which being diſcover'd to the 
Duke of Guiſe, Commiander of the French 
Army, he fat down before it upon Neu- 
Year's-Day, and the next Day took the 
two Forts, the Rice-Bank and Newnham- 
Bridge, which were the main Deſence of 
the City.

He left a Son William de 
Kerdeſton ; but upon an Inquiſition made 
for his right Heir, John de Burgher/h, 
was found to be ſuch, being his Grand- 
ſon, and; accordingly had Livery of his 
Grandfather's, Lands; but his Title,'was 
afterward controverted by. the above- 
mention'd William de Kerdefton the Son, 
who, in ſome Years got into Poſſeſſion

Falkenham, or Fallam, a Village ſituate 
upon the River Deben, whoſe Manor 
was in the Reign of King Henry I. held 
of the Honour of Aye, or Eye, by Sir Ro- 
bert Sackvill, Knt. whoſe Þolterity had 
their chief Seat at Buckkurſt in Suſſex.

compoſe an Abridgment of the Common Laws 
of England; which is io well done, that 
it hath been of great Account ever lince. 
His Poſterity ſtill flouriſh, or lately did 
at this Place, upon the Eſtate purchas'd 
by him near his Native Town. Sir Ko- 


Bert Hicham, Knt. and Serjeant at Law, 


got an Eſtate by his Practice, being very 
Skilful in the Exgliſi Laws, and pur- 
chas'd the fair Manor of Framlingham of 
the Earl of Suffolk; but the Title was 
ſo perplex'd, that had not he had a ſtrong 
Brain, and powerful Purſe, he could ne- 
ver have clear'd it; which he was ſo 
ſenſible of, that in Thankfulneſs to God 
for his wonderful Succeſs, he ſettled it 
for pious Uſes, upon Pembroke-Hall in 
Cambridge, as we ſhew at large in

Landguard-Fort is built and main - 
tain'd for the Defence of this Port, where 
not only Merchant's Ships conſtantly 1ye, 
and the Packet-Boat for Holland goes off, 
but his Majeſty's great Ships of War ef- 
ten ride, eſpecially when there is any 
Danger of an Enemy. 

Trimley, or Tremley, the Lordſhip and 
Demeſne of Jom Duke of Norfolk in 
the Reigns of King Edward IV. and 
Richard III. he being a firm Adherent 
to the York Family; but the Duke of 
Rickmond having obtain'd the Crown after 
the Battle of Bo/wworth-Field, by the Name 
of King Henry VII. Jon de Vere, Earl 
of Oxford, whoſe Eftate had been confiſ- 
cated in the former Reigns, was reſtor'd 
to his own, and a great Part of the Duke 
of Nor folk's Eftate was given him, and, 
among others, this Manor of Trimley, 
which he left to bis Poſterity. 

But that which makes this Place moſt 
famous, is the Birth of Thomas Cavendiſh, 
Eſq; who, out of a generous Inclination 
to make foreign Diſcoveries for the Be- 
nefit, as well as Honour of his Nation, 
furniſh'd out three Ships at his own 
Charge, with a Deſign of failing round 
the World, which he perſorm'd after this 
Manner: He ſet out trom — 
21, 1586, and Having a profperous Wind, 
came to the South of Africa, Aug. 26. 
Then bending his Courſe South-Welt, en- 
tred the Magetlan-Straits, Jan. 7. which 
having paſs'd with ſome Difficulties, for 
want of Provifion (for which Reafon he 
named a Town where be flay'd, Port- 
Famine , he got into the South-Sea, Feb. 24. 
Here he had many Conflits' with the 
Natives and Spaniards, and loſt thereby 
fo many Men, that he purpoſely ſunk 
ene of his Ships for want of Hands: to 
manage her; but to make ſome Amends for 
this Loſs, he took the Spaniſh Admiral 
of the South-Sea, worth 'in Gold 48800 7, 
beſides other rich Commodities. Sur- 
rounding the Indies, in order to his Re- 
turn for England, one of his remai 


Ships left him, and he never ſaw it af. 


ter; but he proceeding'on his Voyage 


handed fafely at Phmouth, 8epr. 9, 1588, 
having ſail'd round the whole Farth in 


0320S. - 

little more than Two Years. He began 
another Voyage with the ſame Intent 
Aug. 16, 1591; but being caſually ſe. 
vered from his Company in the $traits 
of Magellan, in November following, he was 
never ſeen nor heard- of more. 

' Walton, or Waleton, = Village ſtand ing 
on the Sea- Shore, with a ſtrong Caflle 
ſituate on an high Hill. In the War be. 
tween King Henry II. and his $51 Henry 
whom he had made Half-King, fer the 
wholeKingdom, Robert Blanchmaines, Earl 
of Leiceſter, who was engaged for the 
young King, attempted this Caſtle at his 
firſt landing here, with a great Body of

As to the Antiquities of this Town, 
we are probably aſſured it was of a 
Britiſh Original, and was conquered by 
the Romans, when they defeated Boadicea 
the Britiſh Amazon. In the Times of the 
Romans, this County and Norfolk were 
inhabited by the Iceni, who were diſ- 

ſſeſſed by the Saxons, who changed them 
into a Petty Kingdom, which they cal- 
led, The Kingdom of the Eaſt-Angles, The 
Caſtle, which is the moſt remarkable Piece 
of Antiquity in this Town, was built, 
as we ſuppoſe, by ſome of the firſt Eaſt- 
Anglian Kings, but which of them our 
Hiſtories do not mention. Redwald, the 
greateſt of the Eaft-Anglian Kings, kept 
His Court at a Village, called from him 
Redwaldeſham,now contrafted into Rendles- 
ham, which is but ſeven Miles from this 
Caſtlez and tis not improbable that he

In the firſt Court was a deep Well, 
compaſſed with Pillars, curiouſly carved, 
which ſupported a Leaden Roof, of which 
ſome Parts were in Being in 1651. In 
the ſame Court was a Chapel, now quite 
demoliſh'd, and the Materials uſed to re- 
poly the Highways in 1657. In divers 

laces. of the Buildings, were the Arms 
of S. Edmund, Bigots, Segraves, Brother- 
tons and Mowhbrays, carved or painted; 
and the Ring of a great, Iron Door was 
garniſh'd with Ducal Crowns, It had a 
a Draw-Bridge and Portcullis over the 
Gate, which was the ſirongeſt Tower, and 
beyond the Bridge without, an Half. Moon 
about a Man's Height, ſtanding in 1657. 
There was alſo on the Eaſt-Side. a Poſtern 
with an Iron over a private Bridge into 
the Park where it ſtood, and which was 
not long fince well wooded. £ 
Of all the inward Buildings, there is 
nothing remaining but two Chambers 
turn'd into an Engliſi School-houſe, and 
a Part repaired with Brick for a Work- 
houſe ; but yet of the Ruins there. are 
ſo many Parts left, as to give Reaſon to 
believe it a very ſtrong Fortreſs ; and 
that it was built by Redwald as above-

mention'd, it may be' a good Argument, 
that Kendlgham is ſtill as it hath ever 
been (as far as we can diſcover) under 
the Juriſdition of the Lords of this 
Caſtle in all their Changes, as will more 
fully appear afterwards. This Caftle and 
Town, by the Death of King Edmund, 
who was beſieg'd in it, fell. into the 
Danes Hands, who kept Poſſeſſion of it 
fifty Years, and. mightily harraſy'd the 
Country round about, *till they were 
brought under the Obedience of the Weft- 
Saxons; yet was not this Country free 
from the Daniſh Invaſions, till the (on- 
queſt, This Town having thus been 
ſubjeft to Britains, Romans, Saxons and 
Danes, was inhabited by a great Mixture 
of divers Nations, and from thence took 
the Name of Framlingham, which ſignifies 
an Houſe, or Habitation of Strangers, 
Friendling ſignifying in the Saxon Lan- 
guage, a Stranger, and Ham, a Dwelling 
or Houſe, and ſo it was called Friend- 
lingham, or Framlingham, i. e. an Habita- 
tion of Strangers, Which Name was given 
it by the Danes, or later Saxons, The 
Lake now called the Meer, is reported 
to have been navigable of Old, but is 
now much leſſen'd by Earth and Sand 
every Day almoſt waſhed into it by 
great Rains. The River Ore, above- 
wention'd, is ſaid to have its Origin 
from it, but if not, is increafed by its 
Waters falling into it. 

William the Norman having obtain'd the 
Crown of England, Roger Bigod, his Couſin 
and Steward, was rewarded for his faith- 
ful Services with an hundred and ſeven- 
teen Manors; yet in the Reign of King 
Henry I. being one of thoſe that / ſtood 
firm to the King againſt the Partiſans 
of William Curthoſe, he had this Caſtle and 
Manor of Framlingham given him by that 
King. His Grandſon Hugh, was conſtituted 
dy King Stephen Earl of Norfolk, becauſe 
he atteſled that King Henry on his Death- 
Bed, declared that Stephen his Nephew, 
and not Maud his Daughter, ſhould ſuc- 
ceed him in this Kingdom of England ; 


and in his Family this Caſtle and Manor 


continued, *till-25 Edw. 1. when Roger 


Bizod, Earl of Nor folk, dy'd - poſleſs'd of 


- 
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them; for though Hu3h Bleed, by adhe- 
ring to Henry the Son, againſt his Father 
King Henry II. had forfeited his Eſtate, 
and was forced to yield up this Caſtle, 
(from which Robert Earl of Leicefter, his 
Amazonian Lady, and their Flemiſh Soldi- 
ers had much harraſs'd the. Country and 
robbed the People) to theKing's Pleaſure; 
yet it was reſtor'd to his Poſterity upon 
their Loyal Behaviour to that Prince, and 
was inherited ſucceſſively to the Time 
above-mention'd.z yet upon Condition, 
that if at any Time thereafter, Heirs of 
the Bigods ſhould fail, all his Caſtles and 
Manors ſhould return to the King and 
his Heirs, which accordingly happen'd, 
25 Edw. 1. . | 

This Caftle and Lordſhip remain'd ſome 
Years after in the King's Hands, who 
put Governors into the Caſtle, of whom. 
we find John Botetourt the Governor in 
King Edward II's Reign; but he con- 
federating with Guy de Beauchamp, Earl 
of Warwick, to take : Piers. de Gaveſtone, 
ſo- offended ., King Edward II. that he 
diſplac'd him, and gave this Caſile and 
all * Earl Bigod's Eſtate to his Brother-in- 
Law, Thomas de Brotherton, Earl of Nor- 


folk, and his Heirs, Reg. 6. This Thomas, 


who was Marſhal of England, repaired it, 
as appears from his Arms in divers Places 
in it, and ſoon after procured a Charter 
of Free Warren for all his Demeſne Lands 
here. He dy'd 12 Edu. 3. poſſeſs' d of 
this Caſtle and Lordſhip, and left it to- 
his two Daughters and Coheirs, Margaret 
and Alice; the firſt being marry'd to Wal- 


ter Manny, and the other to Edward: de 


Montacute ; who upon the Diviſion,of the 
Eſtate obtainꝰd this Caſile and Demeſne 
with other Eſtates. He left it 35 Edu. 3. 
to his only Daughter and Heir Joan, 
who being marry'd to William de Uford 
(who was afterwards created Earl of Suf- 


folk) brought them into his Family. He

Neil, Earl of Weſtmoreland, his Wife ſur- 
viving, ſhe had this Caſtle and Manor for 
Her Dowry, which ſhe left to her Son 
John, whoſe Son John dy'd poſſeſs'd of 
it, and at that Time was dwelling in the 
Caſtle, 14 Fdw. a. He dy'd without Iſſue 
Male, leaving only one Daughter Anne, 
who dying Childleſs, the great Eflate of 
this Family pafs'd to the Families of 
Berkley and Howard, by their Marriage 
of I/abet and Margaret, the Daughters 
of Thomas Mowbrey the firſt Duke of Nor- 
folk above-mention'd. | 

We have no particular Information to 
which of thefe Families this Caſtle and 
Manor fell upon the Partition, but that 
it came to the Howards, Earls of Nor- 
Folk, (and ſoon after Dukes.) We gather 
from hence, that in King Henry VII's 


Reign, this Caſtle and Lordſhip, with 
divers other great Eſtates, were given by 
that King to John de Vere Earl of Ox- 


ford, being ſaid to be Part of the Pof- 
ſeffions of John Duke of Norfolk atta inted; 
but it ſeems that the Earl of Oxfurd 
held them not long, for Thomas Son and 
Heir of the aforemention'd John Duke of 
Norfolk, being 4 Perfon of Jingular Pru- 


as a Bar to all Sovereignty, this Cale 
of Framlingham was made the Retreat of 


her Enemies. She was at her Houſe at 
Kenirgal in Norfolk, when King Eduard 


dy'd, but that being a Place eaſy to be 


approach'd, ſhe removed to this her Caſile 
at Framlingham, as ſtanding in a woody 
Country, and on that Account difficult 
to be attacked by her Enemies. Here 
ſhe gathered an Army of all ſuch Noble- 
men, and other her Friends, as this Coun- 
try could help her to, as the Earls of 


Suſſex, Bath, and Oxford, Lord Wentworti, 


and many Knights and Gentlemen, whoſe 
Example had ſuch an Influence wpon the 
Common People, that they came in plen- 
tifully to her Aſſiſtance; yet having ſome 
Fears of her changing the preſent Eſla- 
bliſhment, they engaged her to make no 
Alterations in Religion, but continue the 
Reform'd Doctrines and Worſhip as they 
were taught and exercis'd in her Bro- 
ther's Reign, which ſhe ſeem'd fo hear- 
tily to promiſe as no Man could doubt 
her Word. 

By theſe Means her Army ſo increaſed, 
that Queen Jane's Party much decreaſed; 
and the Army ſent againſt her under the 
Command of the Duke of Northumber- 


land, fell every Day from him; which, 
/ 


when / 
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when the Council at London heard, they 
feared a bad Conſequence of their At- 
tempts, and proclaimed the Princeſs Mary 
Queen of England, France and Ireland ; 
which when ſhe was aſſured of, the left 
her Caftle of Framlingham, and repair'd 
to London, where ſhe was ſoon after 
ground. But it ſeems to have been in 
the Crown, by the Forfeiture of Henry 
Howard, Duke of Norfolk, who was be- 
headed 38 Hen. 8. but his Son being re- 
llor'd in Blood, this Caſtle and Lordſhip * 
returned to his Family, and was given 
by him to Thomas Howard his eldeſt Son, 
by Margaret ſole Daughter and Heir of 
Thomas Lord Audley, afterward made Earl 
of Suffolk, whoſe Deſcendant Theophilus 
ſold them to Sir Robert Hicham, who ſet- 
tled them and other Estates for Charita- 
ble Uſes, as is above ſhewn. 

Wodbridge, or Wodbrig, a large Market- 
Town, ſtanding on the River Deben, at 
about ſix Miles Diſtance from the Ocean. 
The River being navigable up to the 
Town, the Inhabitants carry on a good 
Trade by Sea in their Ships, Pinks and 
Hoys, in which they tranſport into di- 
vers Countries, ſeveral Kinds. of Mer- 
chandize, as Sack-cloth, Salt, (which they 
have an Art of refining here) Plank, 
Cheeſe, Butter, Oe. The Market is here 


weekly on WedneſTay, and is very conſt- 


derable for moſt Neceſſaries of Life, but 


are well paved. It hath four or five 
Docks for building of Ships. The Quar- 
ter-Seſhons for the Liberty of S. Etheldred 
and Audyy, are held uſually in this Town. 
In the midſt of the Market-Place is an 
handſome Pile of Buildings, in which is 
a convenient Chamber where the Seſſions 
above-mention'd are kept. Here is alfo

In this Family it re- 
main'd, *till 18 Hen, 8. when William Lord 
Willoughby leaving only one Daughter his 
Heir, named Katharine, ſhe, by marrying 
Richard Bertue,/Efq; carry*d not only her 
Eilate, of which this Manor was a'Part, 
but Honour into his Family, and ſo he

In the Church, which is ſaid to have

It hath three Streets all of a 
Row, and affords an Harbour pretty com- 
mod ious for Sailors and Fiſhermen, which 
makes the Town Populous with ſuch In- 
habitants, and is much fayoured by the 
Sea' itſelf, which is unkind to ſeveral o- 
ther Towns upon the Sea-Coaſis of this 
County, but is not ſo to this. It is a 
Town Corporate, governed by two Bai- 
liffs, ten capital Burgeſſes, and twenty- 
four inferior Officers. The Key, which 
is in the Valley of Slaughden, is

Orford, another Port in this County, 
which being ſituate at the Mouth of the 
River Ore, where it empties itſelf Jinto 
the River Ald, making a Ford and Paſ- 
ſage through it, is therefore called Or- 
ord. It was anciently a large and popu- 
ous Town, much frequented by Sea- 
faring Men, but the Sea withdrawing it 
ſelf from it in theſe latter Times, where- 
by the Harbour is ſcarcely of Uſe, it is 
become but a poor Town, yet hath a 
Market weekly on Monday, and a Fair 
yearly on and ſends Members to 
Parliament, but hath had that Privilege 
not very long; for. though it ſent Bur- 
efſes to Parliament, 26 Edw. 1. yet it 
ad no more Elections of many Reigns, 
Viz. *till King Edward IV's. What 
is yet remarkable of this Town, is, 
(1.) That the Deſcendants of Peter de 
Valoines, who had fix Lordſhips in this 
County, had the Caftle of Orford the 
Head and Capital Seat of his Barony. 
His Poſterity for ſome Succeſſions had 
their Reſidence in it, but Iſſue Male 
failing in Robert de Valoines, his two 
Daughters, Roſe and Cicely were his Heirs; 
which laſt marrying to Robert de Ufford, 
tranſlated this Caſtle and Manor into his 
Family; but it ſeems as if they were 
then in the King's Diſpoſal, becauſe 
King Edward III. notwithfianding his 
Marriage with the Heir of the Yaloines, 
is Caid, in Confideration of his accepta- 
ble Services, and for his better Sup- 


port therein for the future, to give him 


* 
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a Grant for Life of this Town and-Caſtle ; 
but we ſuppoſe, that he obtained a Grant 
of them in Fee afterwards, becauſe we 
find his Son and Succeſſor. William, dying 
poſſeſs d of them, 5 Rich. 2. being at that 
Time Earl of Suffolk, as his Father had 
been created 11 Edw. 3. This Willian 
left no Iſſue, and ſo his three Siſter' 
Children became his next Heirs, of which 
Sir Robert Willoughby, Knut. the Son of 
Cicely the eldeſt, inherited this Town and 
Caſtle, He was after this created Lord 
Willoughby of Eresby, and left this Town 
and Manor to his Poſterity, from whom, 
for Want of Male Iſſue, it paſſed to the 
Bertues. | 
The moſt Eminent of the Natives of 
this Town, is Herbert de Lofinga, the 
firſt Biſhop of Norwich. His Father's 
Name was Robert de Loſinga. He, from 
his Youth, was much addicted to Virtue 
and good Learning, in which he became 
ſo eminent, that he was made Prior of 
Feſcamp in Normandy. William Rufus invi- 
ted him into Exgland, and for his good 
Behaviour heaped great Preferments up- 
on him, by which he was ſo enriched, 
that he bought the Abbacy of Winchefter 
for his Father, and the See of Thetford 
for himſelf; which having removed to 
Norwich, he built the Cathedral, and 
endowed it with as many Lands as would 
ſuſtain ' ſixty Monks. more of him 
among the Biſhops of Norwich, . He dy'd 
Juy 22, 1120. | 
t is no ſmall - Honour to this Town, 
that it gives the Title of Earl to Edward 
Ruſſel, ſo well known by the Name of 
Admiral Ruſſel, created for his Valour 
and Merit by King William III. Baron 
of Shingey, Viſcount Barflesr, and Earl 
of Orford, Anno 1697. This brave Man 
was the Son of Eduard Ruſſel, Eſq; fourth 
Son of Francis Earl of Bedford, and ha- 
ving been bred up in Naval Affairs, firſt 
became Admiral of the Blue Squadron, 
and then was advanced to the Command 
of the whole Navy, in which high Sta. 
tion he rendered himſelf famous, and 
worthy of the Honour beſtowed on him, 
by deſtroying the French Fleet (the fineſt 
ever they had) at La Hogue, — 
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Doubt, that there may have alvays 


under 'his Command, after it had 
made them fly, purſued them, and be- 
ſides ſix confiderable Ships burnt by Vice- 
Admiral de la Val near Cape de Wick, de- 
droyed thirteen of their Men of War be- 
ages ſeveral Tranſports, ſix of which were 
z deck'd Ships, and the reſt carried from 
lixty to ſeventy-ſix;Guns : But among the 
earned Churchmen, this Town is famous 
ſor its incomparable Miniſter Mr. Francis 
Maſon, by them honoured as the Findex 
Ecclefie Anglicans, and by King James I. 
whoſe Chaplain he was, uſually tiled, 
wiſe Builder in God's Houſe. The 
Books of moſt Note by him written were 
entiled, The Authority of the Church in 
naking Canons and - Conſtitutions concerning 
Things indifferent, in a Sermon on 1 Cor. 
xiv. 40. Printed at London, Anno 1607, 
inſwered by the Nonconformiſis of his 
Time; The Vindication of the Church of 
England concerning the Conſecration and Or- 
dination of Biſhops,  Priefts, and Deacdns 
wherein he ſhews himſelf a general Scho- 
ur, well verſed in all Hiſtories, Coun. 
cils, Oc. Printed at London in 113; an- 
ſwered by Anth. Cham ney, a Romiſh Prieſt : 
He tranſlated it into Latin; And, The Va- 
lidity of the Ordination of the Minifters of 
tle Reformed Churches, Printed at Avford 
in 1641, 

This is all we find memorable and cer- 
tain of this Place, unleſs it may be worth 
our while to take Notice of a Paſſage of 
Ralph de Coggeſhall, an ancient Writer con-

of Maſter of the Horſe to the Duke of 
York, Captain of the Guards to the Queen 
Mother, Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber

aud this County, or of Suffolk alone z yet 
in the laſt Century, two of this Family 
gave a bright Example both in Church and 
State, viz. Dr. Henry Glemham, who be- 
ing a frm Churchman, and on that Ac- 
count ſuffering with his Majeſty King 
":artes I. in his Time of Troubles, was 
created by Charles II. Biſhop of St. Aſaph. 
He was the younger Son of Sir Henry 
/emkam of this Place, Knt, by Anne the 
Daughter of Thomas Sack vile, Earl of Dor- 
ſet, and being educated a Commoner in 
1-.vity College, Oxford, where he took his 
Pcgrces in Arts, he entered into Orders, 
and was well beneficed before the Rebel- 
lion broke out, but adhering to the Church 
and King, was deprived of all, till King 
(Charles II. regained his Throne, when he 
was further dignify'd by being made firit 
Dean of Eriſtol, and then Biſhop of S. A- 
/aph. He departed this Life, Jan. 17, 
1669, and was bury'd in the Vault be- 
longing to his Family in the Pariſh-Church 
of Little Glemham, Of like Eminency in 
the State was his Brother | 

Sir Thomas Glemham, who was educated 
in the ſame College and Univerſity with 
his Brother Dr. H. Glemkam abovemen- 
tion'd, and of the ſame Parents, but left 
the College in a few Years, and went into 
the German Wars, - which at that Time 
were the Nurſery of Soldiers for England. 
Here he gained great Military Skill, as 
well in muſtering an Army, as Fortifica- 
tion; and returning into England at the 
Beginning of the War between the King 
and his rebellious Parliament, did his 
Majeſty, with whom he took Part, moſt 
idmirable Service. . He being a Lieute- 
nant Colonel in 1639, went with the Earl 


of Arundel againſt the Scots that Lear, 


and the next. When the War came into 
the Nation, he reduced York, which then 
appeared for the Parliament, to his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, and being made Governor 
for his Reward, and Commander in Chief 
of his Majeſty's Forces upon the Borde 

he held out that City againſt the Engli/ 
and Scots Forces eighteen Weeks, in which 
Time he withſtood gallantly 22 Storms, 
tour Countermines, and flew 4 or 5000 


of his Enemies; yet, aſter Ba of 
ol 
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Marſton- Mour (which he would not have 
ſought) he was ſorced to ſurrender up the 
City, July 16, 1644, but upon bonour- 
able Terms to himſelf, and advantageous 
to the Citizens and Country thereabouts. 
After this Surrender, he was ſent to head 
the Garriſon of Carlifle, which he main- 
tained nine Months, to Altoniſhment #- 
ainft Peſlilence, Famine, (for they cat 
Dogs and Cats) and the Power of the 
Scots, till he obtain'd. as honourable 
Terms to reſign it, as he had done at York. 
Aſter this his Majeſty placed him over 
the Garriſon at ford 
created Doctor of Law, Nov. 28, 1645, 
the Vice-Chancellor giving him, ina ſhort 
Speech, nut only the Commendation of 
an invincible Courage, but ofan holy Con- 
verſation. Here he augmented the Works 
and made it almoſt inacceſſible by the Par- 
liament Forces; and though he muſt have 
perhaps been obliged to ſurrender at laft, 
yet it would have been with a great Ex- 
. pence of Blood, had not his Majeſty com- 
manded him to yield it up, upon Hopes 
of ſome great Advantages to himſelf and 
Friends; yet Sir Thomas before he would 
do it, inſiſted upon and obtained the no- 
bleſt Terms from Sir Thomas Fairfax, and 
his Army, that ever City was delivered 
up on. He was indeed, contrary to the 
Articles, ſoon after arreſted, and im pri- 
ſoned ſome Time in the Fleet, but being 
releaſed, he fled into Holland, and there 
dy'd, in the Year 1649, er thereabcur, 
His Brother, Dr. Glemham, who was ap- 
pointed his Executor, had his Body 
brought over and bury'd at Glemam, with 
this Superſcription on his Monument :

3. when he dy'd poſſeſſed of it, 
leaving Maud his Wife ſurviving, who 
had this Manor aſſigned her for Part of 
her Dowry. William Lord Kerdefton in- 
herited this Lordſhip, and the reſt of her 
Dowry-Lands, after her Death, and dy'd 
poſſeſſed of it himſelf, but this Manor

Poſſeſſion of Richard Fitx- Gilbert, ſur- 


named Cris pin; who being a'Kinſman of 
the Conqueror's, and one of the principal, 
Perſons, by whoſe Aſſiſtance William, Duke 
of Normandy, obtained the Crown of Eng- 
land in the Battle of Haſtings, was great- 
ly advanced by him, both in Honour and 
Poſſeſſions: In this County he had ninety- 
five Manors given him, and among them 
this of Clare, from whence he was ſome- 
times called Richard de Clare; but having 
his Reſidence at Tonebruge, . (now called 
Tunbridge) he went uſually by the Name 
of Richard de Tonebruge, and ſo he is called 
in the Conqueror's Survey, made in the 
latter End of his Reign. He lived to 
King Stephen's Reign, and left his Son 
Gilbert Heir of his Eſtates in England. 

He made Fonebruge' his Seat, and was 
from thence called Gilbert de Tonebruge. 
He gave to the Monks of Bec in Normandy, 
the Church of St. John Baptiſt at this 
Town; of Clare, with the ſeven Preben- 


daries thereunto belonging, to be diſpoſed 


of to their ſole and proper Benefit, as 


\ a often as they ſhould happen to be void, 
Oc. King Stephen made him Earl of Pem- 


broke. He died 14 Steph. and his Son 
Richard, ſurnamed Stronghow ſucceeded 
him; and being made Juſtice of Ireland, 
he acquired the whole Province of Lemfter. 
He died in Ireland, and was buried at 
Dublin, leaving Label his Daughter and 
Heir, who marrying to William Marſhall, 
made him Lord Strigul, and Earl of Pen- 
broke, His Uncle Richard, Son of Gilbert 
de Tonebruge, ſucceeded him. He tranſla 
ted the Monks bf his Caſtle of Glare to. 
the Church of St. Auguſtine at Stoke, and 
gave them a little Wood called Stoke-ho. 
*'Tis probable he was firſt dignified with 
the Title of Earl of Clare, becauſe we find 
that Gilbert, his Son and Heir, is ſaid to 
have alſo had the Title of Earl of Clare : 
He was a Benefactor to the Monks of

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Stoke - Clare. He died without Iſſue in 
1151, and was buried in that Cell at Clare, 
which Gilbert his Grandfather had gi ven 
to the Monks of Ber in Normandy: Roger 
his Brother ſucceeded him in the Earl- 
dom, and left it to Richard his Son, who 
departing this Life in 1206, 8 Johan. was 
buried at Clare. | 

Gilbert ſucceeded him in this Earl- 
dom, and Richard his Son Cilbert. It is 
ſaid that he was poiſoned with ſome 
other Noblemen at Peter de Savoy's Ta- 
ble, 1262 (46 Hen. 3.) leaving Maud his 
Wife ſurviving him, who had this Caſtle 
and Manor of Clare for Part of her Dowry. 
This Richard left for his Heir, 

Gilbert, ſurnamed the Red, who having 
obtained a Divorae from his firſt Wife 
Alice de March, Daughter of Guy Earl of 
Angoleſm, married Joan of Acres, Daugh- 
ter of King Eduard I. by whom he had 
nis Son and Succeſſor, | 
Gilbert, herſelf ſurviving him. She gave 
a Piece of Land in Caverſham in Oxford- 
ſhire to the Canons of our Lady in the 
Chapel there, for the Health of her own, 
and her late Husband's Souls, and depart- 
ing this Life in 1307, (1 Edu. 2.) was 
buried in the Church of the Friers Augu- 
ſtines there at Clare. This Earl died with- 
out Iſſue Male, and his Eſtate was divided 
between his three Siſters, but the Honour 
of Clare betame extin&, and was not re- 
vived *till ſome Years after. In this Va- 
eancy of the Honour, John de Hauſted, 
held the Caſtle and Honour of Clare for 
Life, and'at his Death, 

Lionel, the third Son of King Ed- 
ward III. being then Lieutenant of 
Ireland, was advanced to the Honour and 
Title of the Duke of Clarence, in the 
Parliament fitting in London, 36 Eda. 3. 
He married Elizabeth, the fole Daugh- 
ter and Heir of William de Burgh, Earl 
of Ulfter,, 35 Edu. 3. and by her had one 
Daughter Philippa, but ſhe lived not long 
with him, for ſhe died, 37 Ed. 3. and he 
married Violenta the Daughter of Galcas, 
Duke of Milan, but died within five 
Months after, leaving no Child by her ; 
ſo that Philippa was his ſole Heir, and be- 
ing married to Edmund Mortimer, Earl of 
March, carried the Lordſhip of Clare to his 


Family, which- enjoy'd it few Succer. 
ſions ; and then Heirs of his Family in , 
direct Line failing in Edmund the 1,6 
Earl of March, his Siſter Anne's Pofterity 
became Heirs, of which Richard Duke of 
York being found the neareſt, he came in. 
to the Poſſeſſion of this Lordſhip of Clay;

Sieges of Cane in Normandy, FPontlarch, 
Roan, &c. and took ſeveral of them, but 
at laſt being at the Caſtle of Beaufort, and 
hearing that the Dauphin with 4000 Men 
was coming towards him, he marched with 
a ſmall Party towards him, and falling in- 
to his Hands was lain, 9 Hen.

George, the ſecond Son of Richard Flanta- 
gener Duke of York, and Brother of King 
Edward IV. who was created Duke of 
Clarence in the Parliament held ſoon aſter 
that King's Coronation. | He was conſti- 
tuted Lieutenant in Ireland theſame Year, 
and for the better Support of his Dignity, 
obtained a Grant in Tail General of the 
great Eſtates of the Earl of Northumberland, 
who having been attainted in the firſt __ 
liament of King Edward's Re'gh, Jo 
thereby his Lands to the King's ou 
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tions to his Brother's Intereſts, he revolt- 
ed to Richard Nevill, Earl of Warwick, 
who for ſome Diſtaſte to the King un- 
dertook to ſet King Henry VI. again up- 
on the Throne; and to fix him to his Side, 
gave him his eldeſt Daughter in Marri- 
age, and made a Kind of Settlement of the

Elizabeth, the Siſter of Gilbert, the laſt 
Earl of Clare of that Family, Coheir of 
her Brother, married to John de Burgh, 
Son and Heir to the Earl of Ulſter in 
Ireland, and Mother of William de Burgh 
Earl of Ulſter; ſhe is more eſpecially 
Memorable for rebuilding and endowing 
Univerſity-Hall in Cambridge, which being 
at firſt built by Richard Badew, who em- 
ployed all his Eſtate for the Advancement 
of Learning, was within 16 Years burnt 
to the Ground by a Caſual Fire; which 
was the more deplorable, becauſe the firſt 
Founder was not able to reſtore it: But 
in this Exigence this Lady preſented her- 
ſelf with a liberal Hand, and having 
built and endowed it at her own pro- 
per Coſt and Charge, gave it the Name 
of Clare-Hall, which is much augmented 
ſince, by the Bounty of divers BenefaRors z 
ſo that it now appears among the beit Col- 
leges in Cambridge.

This Hundred is bounded with the Hun- 
dred of Tredlirg on the Eaſt z with the 
"Yundreds of Boſmere and Cosfurd on the 
South; with the Hundred of Thedwaſtre 
on the Weſt; and with the Hundred of 
Hurt ſmere on the North. It is but a ſmall 
Hundred, but the Fee of it was in the 
Crown, till Zahn of Eltham, Earl of Corn- 
wal, obtained a Grant of his Brother King 
Edward III. of it. He held it for Life, 
and dying without Iſſue, 10 Edu. 3. it 
was given to Robert de Ufford, and ſet- 
tled on him by ſpecial Tail, with other 
Eſtates, for his good Services. He left it 
with them to his Grandſon William, who 
dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, 5 Rich. 2. but having 
no Iſſue Male, his Eſtate paſs'd to his 
three Siſters, and Heirs; but to which of 
them upon the Partition it was aſſigned, 
we have no Knowledge; but we find it 
3 Hen. 5. in the Poſſeſſion of Michael de 
la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, who dy'd at the 
Siege of Harflew that Year of a Flux, 
and left it to William his Brother and-next 
Heir, who dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, and leſt 
it to John his Son and Heir, and his He- 
ſcendants. There is one Market - Town in 
this Hundred, viz. - 

Stow-Market, ſo called to diſtinguith it 
from ſeveral Places named Stow in other 
Hundreds, as Stou-Langteft, and Stow- 
WV ft, in Blackbourn Hundred, Stau- Uplane, 
c. It is a good large Town, ſituate in 
the Center of the County, and bath a 
well-ſtored Market weekly on Thur/day, 
and a Fair yearly on 8. Peter's Day, June

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ſeveral good Inns. It is probable, that 


the Lordſhip of the Town went along 
with the Fee of the Hundred, from whence 
it took its Name ; but we find it in the 
Hands of the Abbot of S. Q@/ythe, g Edu.

It hath a large and beautiſul Church, 
adorned with ſuch a large Steeple, and 
lofty Pinacle, as is not eaſy to parallel 
in the County. In later Titnes, it was 
famous for being the Habitstion of Sir 
Simonds Deus, Knt. whoſe Seat was at 
Stew Hall. He was the Grandchild of 


Adrian Dewes, deſcended of the ancient 


Family of Des Eues, Dynaſts, or Lords 
of the Dominion of Keſſel, in the Dutchy 
of Gelderland, who came firſt into England 
when that Province was waſted with Civil 


Wars in the Beginning of K. Hexry VIII. 's 


Reign. He was bred in Cambridge, and 
having a Genius leading him to the Study 
of Antiquities, he was ſb covetous of 
Roman Coins, that he cared nat what Price 
he gave to procure any choice Ones; 
which he was as careful to keep, as he was 
$kilful to diſcriminate true Ones from 
ſuch as were caſt and counterfeit, Nor 
was he leſs inquiſitive about any ancient 
Books and Records, of which he gathered 
many rare ones, He had ſuch Plenty of 
Medals, © that a skilful Antiquary might 
have compoſed an Hiſtory out of them, 
very beneficial to Poſterity. But his Trea-- 
ſur y contained Things New as well as Old, 
and he was wont to ſpeak with Admirs- 
tion, That the Ordinances of the Long Par- 
liament were more numerous and bulky, than 
all the Statutes fince the Conqueſt.

A ſpacious Market-Hill, on which the 
Fairs are kept, a fine Fairſted and Corn-

yet too few for the numerous Inhabi- 
rants: They anciently belonged to the 
Abby, of which now there are many 
Ruins only, though it was once one of 
the moſt famous ind large in England (but 
of that more hereafter), | 

There are a great many good Inns in 
this Town, but are only made uſe of for 
the Equipage and Attendance of the neigh- 
bouring Nobility and Gentry, when they. 
come to Town, their Maſters eſteeming 
it beneath them to _ in them. There 


are two very good Coffee-houſes, and only 


one Tavern for the- Burghers. It hath but 
one Market weekly for Corn, Fiſh, Fowl, 
and other Commodities, but it is a very 
great one. It is kept on Wedneſday, and 
three Fairs yearly, -viz.. on S. Matthew's 
Day, and. a Fortnight after, which is 
-/ 21, on S. Martin's and S. Brice'sDays,. 
Ott. 11, and 13, and S. Edmund the King, 
Oct. 20. The greateſt of theſe. Fairs is on 
S. Matthew's Day, and is famous all over 
England, not ſo much for Merchandizes, 
as for the Company, of which we ſhall. 
give a ſhort_ Account preſently : It is 
kept upon the Angel-Hill, which is a 
large. and ſpacious Plain, encompaſſed. 
with the: beſt of the Gentlemens Houſes, 
before which, in the Fair-Time, are e- 
rested Tents and, Booths- for the Tra- 


All the neighbouring Nobility- and 
Gentry come to it every Afternoon, as 
the Duke and -Dutcheſs. of Grafton, the 
Lord and Lady Cornwallis, the Family of 
the late Lord Jermin, many Knights, and 
Gentlemen of Eſtates, and with them an 
infinite Number of Knights and Gentle-, 
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mens Daughters from Norfolk, Cambridg- 
Hire and Suffolk, who come here to Mar- 
ket, and that not in vain, for this Fair 
feldom concludes (as our Author tells us) 
without fome conſiderable Matches, or 
Intreagues, very advantageous to the 
Knights-Errant, who venture themſelves, 
oy Diverſions of this Fair are Raffling, 
'till it is Time to go to che Comedy, 
which is ated every Night, which being 
ended, the Company goes to the Aﬀem- 
blies, which are always in ſome Gentle- 
man's Houſe or other, during the Fair. 

We ſhall now give an Acccunt of the 
ancient State of this Town; it was built 
in the Roman Times; and though Mr. 
Cambden will not poſitively aſſert that 
it is Villa Fauſtini, yet our Antiquaries, 
who have made a ſtrict Search after it 
fince his Time, find no other Place to 
fix it in. It certainly was a Roman Sta- 
tion, and of good Note, when the Saxons 
got Footing in this Iſland. For as A 
bo Floriacenſis tells us, it became ſoon. 
after their Coming, Villa Regis, i. e. a Roy- 
al Vill, or Town, which Sort of Vills the 
Saxons always placed where the moſt emi- 
nent Stations of the Romans had been. In 
the Saxon Times this Town was much in- 
creaſed by the Favour of the Eaft- Anglian 
Kings. Sigib:rt, the fifth King of the Eaſt- 
Angles, who brought Chriſtianity firſt in- 
to his Dominions, built a Church here; 
it remained in a flouriſhing Condition 
during the Reigns of his Succeſſors, tho“ 
the Danes miſerably harraſs'd the other 
Parts of this County, and at length came 
to be Mafters of it by theſe Means. 

Hei gar and Hubba, two Daniſh Ca pta ins 
entering the Iſle with an innumerable 
Multitude of their Countrymen, at length 
came into this Kingdom of the Eaft- 
Angles: Edmund was then the King, and 
finding Himſelf unable to withſtand their 
Force, fled into his Caſtle of Framlingham, 
and there for ſome Time ſuftained a 
Siege, but being in Danger of being ta- 
ken, thought to ſave himſelf by Flight, 
and ſo left the Caſtle, and retired into a 
Wood, named Heglisdune, where the 
Danes finding him, put him to a moſt 
ctuet Death, nat only as an Enemy, but 
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then famous for its Church and People, 
ſervation, which, becauſe the People re-

Anglian Kings after this ſeem 
to have had a ſpecial Regard to this 
Church; for Anna and his eldeſt Son Hy. 
minus, who were ſlain in a Battle with 
Pendo the King of Mercia, and at fr} 
buried at Bliburgh, were from thence re. 
moved, and buried in this Church, | 
The Danes after King Edmund's Death, 
became abſolute Lords of this Part of the 
Iſle, and held their Dominion fifty Years, 
in which Space Swein, the Daniſh King 
coming over, took upon him the Regal 
Power, and to maintain his Dignity and 
Army, impoſed heavy Taxes upon the 
Engliſh, which if they refuſed to pay, 
he burnt their Towns. This Town being 


he required a great Sum of it for its Pre- 


fuſed to pay, in his Fury he ſet it on Fire, 
and conſumed both the Church and Houſes 
to Aſhes; but he ſoon paid dearly ſor bis 
Impiety and Bat barity; for being in the 
midſt of his Nobles and Commanders, 
triumphing in his Power, he ſuddenly 
cried out, that he was ſtricken by S. E4- 
mund with a Sword, though no Man ſaw 


ing three Days in great Torments of Body 
and Horror of Mind, died. Canute, dis 
Son. ſucceeded him in his Kingdon, 
and being ſettled fome Time in his 
Throne, is ſaid to have had a Viſion of 5.

Bury being thus reſtored, many things 
of Note were done there in the Ages 
aſter the Conqueſt, viz.

England, was in great Danger of being 


drowned by. a Tempeſt at Sea, which he 


taking to be brought upon him for his 
Sins, and was a Warning that he ſhould 
mend his Life, made many Vows, and

for mhisDevotions to thatKing, S.Edmund, 
and at his coming from thence, being well- 
diſpoſed towards the Relief of his People, 
he leſſened their Tribute and Impoſitions, 
and did Juſtice as well to the Poor as 
Rich. | 

In the Conteſt for the Crown between 
King Henry II. and his Son King Henry, 
this Town was twice made the Rendez- 
vouz of King Henry the Father's Army. 
For before the Battle of Fornham, of 
which we have given an Account above, 
Richard Lucy Lord Chief Juſtice, Humphrey 
de Bohun High Conſtable of England, Regi- 
nald Earl of Cornwall, the King's Uncle, 
Robert Earl of Glocefter, and William 
Earl of Arundel, aſſembled here with the 
King's Army, to watch the Motions of the 
Earl of Leicefter, who having received a 
good Body of Flemings at Orfard, was 
paſſing into Leiceſterſhire; and as the Earl 
paſſed by this Place, encountered him at 
Forrham and vanquiſhed him; but the 
Friends of the young King were nat 


hereby utterly ſubdued. .

grievous Sickneſs, which he had ſcarcely 
recovered from, but hearing of a great Ri- 
ot at Norwick between the Citizens and 
Monks, who had great Damages dune to 
their Houſe, rode to Norwich, and caufing 
Enquiry to be made into it, condemned 
thirty young Men of the City to be hang- 
ed and burnt, to the great Grief of the 
City, becauſe they thought the Prior 
was the Cauſe of all the Miſchief. The 
King having thus ended the Controverſy, 
returned by this Town home, that he 
might pay his Devotions to the Shrine 
of S. Edmund, and ſo proceeded to London, 
where relapſing into his Diſeaſe, he died 
Nov. 16.

a better Anſwer, and t pro- 
rogued the Parliament for two Mont 


and appointed the next Meeting at Loy. 


don, where when the Clergy perſiſted in 
their Denial to grant him any Subſidy 

he excluded them out of his Protetion, 
and the Lord Chief Juſtice had Order to 
tell them, That they ſhould have no Re. 
dreſs for any manner of Wrong in the 
King's Courts, though never ſo great, 
and that Juftice ſhould be done upon them 
for every one that ſhould complain againſt 
them. The Clergy thus abandoned, ſuf- 
fered many Injuries and Wrongs, were 
robbed and plundered, and could have no 
Redreſs; Parſons and Vicars durſt not 
travel in their own Garb' the Archbiſhop 
loft all he had; the King ſeized the Re- 
venues of the Biſhops and Monaſteries, 
which being at length forced to redeem 
with a fiſth of their Goods and Rents, 
they were reſtored to the King's Pro- 
tection, and ſettled in their Rights. 

The Laity in the mean Time did not 
peremptorily deny to pay the Tax laid 
on them, but. being headed by Roger 
Bigot, Earl of Novfolk, Hump Bohun 
Earl of Hereford and Eſſex, and John Fer- 
rers Earl of Darby, prohibited the Trea- 


ſurer, and Barons of the Exchequer to 


gather the Subſidy granted at this Par- 
liament; and having allured the London- 
ers to join with them for the Recovery

Prince Edward was at that Time _

the Procurement of the Spencers, who 
at that Time had the principal Stroke 
in that King's Councils, baniſhed out of 
France, and forced to fly into Henault, 
where ſhe remaining, entered into a Con- 
federacy with certain diſaffected - Lords, 
viz. Edmund of Woodſtock, Earl of Kent, 
Roger Mortimer of Wigmore, and divers 
others, to remove the Spencers from a- 
bout the King, and place the Prince of 
Wales on the Throne, which to effect, 
they obtained of the Prince of Henault 
an armed Force of 2757 Men, and ſailing 
with them into England, landed at Orwell 
Haven in this Gounty, and from thence 
marched to this Town, and having re- 
freſked themſelves here, ſet forth to ſeek 
the Enemies of the King and Realm, as 
ſhe gave it out, by her Proclamation, in 
which ſhe will'd all Men. to hope for 
Peace, except the Spencers, who were the 
publick Enemies of the Nation, and the 
Lord Chancellor Baldock, with their Ac- 
complices, who were the Cauſes of the 
preſent Troubles, The Nation was at 
that Time generally diſguſted at the 
Management of State-Afﬀairs, and as ſoon 
as the Queen landed ſhe was joined ith 
many Lords and Knights, who getting 
the Concurrence of the Londoners brought 
about their Defign, and depoſing the 
King, ſet his Son, the Prince, on the 
Throne, n TY + 

In the firſt Year of this King, &d4w. III. 
the Inhabitants ,of this Town, ,under the 
Conduct of Richard Draiton, Robert Fox- 
for, and others, maliciouſſy affected towards 
the Abbot and Monks of it, made an AC- 
ſhult upon the Abbey, and having broken 
down the Gates, Doors, and Windows, 
beat and weunded certain Monks and 
Servants belontzing to it, broke open their 
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Cheſts and out of -which they 
took great Quantities of rich Plate both 
Gold and Silver, Books, Veſtments, Ar- 
mour, and many other Things, beſides 


500. in ready Money, and 3000 Flo- 


rens 'of Gold, carried -away their Char- 
ters, Writings and Muniments, among 
which were three Charters 'of 'King Ca- 
nute their Founder, four of King Hardi- 


canute, one of Edward the Confeſſor, two 


of King Henry I. and three of King Hen- 
ry III. ten Bulls containing feveral Ex- 
emptions and Immunities granted by 
the Popes, and divers Writings obliga- 
tory for the Payment of ſome great 
Sums of Money; and not therewith con- 


tented, forced the Prior, Peter Clopton, 


and ſome of the Monks to ſeal a Writi 
wherein they declared the Abbot and Con- 
vent to be bound in the Sum of ten 
thouſand Pounds to be paid 'to Oliver 
Kemp and others therein named, and that 
they releaſed the ſaid Oliver, and others 
from all Actions, Quarrels, ' Suits and 
Demands whatſoever, which the Abbot 
and Convent had or might have againſt 
them, or any of them: Beſides all this, 
the ſame Perſons not long after broke a- 
gain into the Abbey, and took the Abbot 
himſelf, and certain Monks, and kept 
them Priſoners *till they had ſealed cer- 
tain Writings, and among them a Char- 
ter, containing a Grant to the Town of 
Bury to be a Corporation of themſelves, 
and have a common Seal with a Guild 
of Merchants and Aldermen; as alſo to 
have the Cuſtody of the Town Gates, and 
the Wardſhip of all Pypils and Orphans 
in the ſaid Town. They alſo burnt and 
pulled, down the Houſes and Barns be- 
longing to the Abbey, and committed 
many other. Outrages to the great De- 
triment of the ſaid Abbet and Monks. 

The King and his Council being fully 
informed of- theſe riotous Diſorders and 
Outrages, directed a Commiſſion to Tho- 
mas. Earl of Norfolk, | Marſhal of Eng- 
land, Thomas Bardol fe and others, autho- 
ring them with the Powers of Norfolk 
and - Suffolk, to apprehend, try and puniſh 
thoſe - diſorderly Perſons, who had fo 
much broken the Peace of his People; 
Put they inditing the Rioters of a Treſ- 
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paſs only, contrary to what the Juſtices 
of the Peace had done, who found them 
guilty of Felony, the King ſent down 
four of his Judges to enquire into the Na- 
ture of their Crimes; and they fitting at 
this Town, and proceeding upon the In- 
diament of Felony, found them guilty 
by the Verdict of a Jury, and nineteen 
were executed for the ſaid Felony ; di- 
vers fled, and coming in afterward were 
fined; one was preſſed to Death, becauſe 
he refuſed to put himſelf on his Trial. 
The Town was fined fixty thouſand 
Pounds, but at laſt two thouſand Marks 
were acceptedz all Writings were made 
void, which had been extorted from the 
Abbot and Monks; and to make the A- 


greement valid, the King was pleaſed to 


put his own Seal to it. 

In October 1394, 17 Rich. 2. there happen- 
ed great Innundations in divers Parts of 
England, which did much Hurt at Bury and 


New-Markt in this County, overthrowing 


Walls of Houſes, and putting Men and 
Women in great Danger of drowning. 
Anno 1446, 25 Hen, 6. A Parliament 
met at this Town, and Humphrey Duke 
of Glouceſter, with the reſt of the Nobles 
appearing there, according to Summons, 
he was on the ſecond Day of the Seſſion, 
arreſted, apprehended, and impriſoned by 
the Lord Beaumont, then High Conſtable 
of England, accompanied with the Duke 
of Buckingham, all his Servants ſequeſtred 
from him, and thirty two of the chiefeſt 
of his Retinue ſent to divers Priſons. 
This Duke of G/oucefter was (as he tiled 
Himſelf) the Son, Brother, and Uncle of 
Kings, and as the People generally called 
Him for his wiſe Management of the 
Affairs of the Kingdom in the Mino- 
rity of his Nephew, King Hwy VI. 
The good Duke, he being the Protector 


of the Kingdom, till King Henry came 
to Age, governed the Nat ion With ſo much 
Wiſdom and Uprightneſs, #hat he became 


the Darling of the People; and becauſe, 
after the King was of Age to govern, he 
would not ſuffer the King (being of a ſoft 
Diſpoſit ion) to be impoſed upon, the Na- 
tion abuſed, and ſome Mens finifter De- 
figns for their own (not the Publick) 
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Adoantage ; he created himfelf many Po, 
mies, of + which the Chief were, r Gap 
Beaufort, Cardinal and Biſhop of Minche. 


fer, William de la Pole, Marquis of Suffolk, 


and Humphrey Stafford Duke of Buthi,, 
ham, who ſtirring up the Queen's 9 
tion. to govern all by them as her Chief 
Miniſters, contrived with her to work the 
Duke of Glouceſter's Deſituction. Fir 
they began with articling againſt him in 
open Council; but he being a Perſon of 
great Learning in the Law, and a dextroy; 
Wit, anfwered them with ſo much Clear. 
neſs, that his Accuſers gor nothing but 
Shame to themſelves; but having re 
fol ved upon his Deſtruftion, they pro- 
cured this Parliament to be called, that 
they might get him into their Power: 
they feared that if they ſhould bring him 
to a publick Execution, the People in 
general ſo loved him, that they would 
riſe to reſcue him, wherefore havin 
got him into their Cuſtodv, they ſoon 
executed their Deſign, for the ſame Night 
that they committed him to Priſon, he 
was found dead in his Bed, and though hit 
Body was preſently ſhewed to the Lords 
and Commons, as though he had died 
of an Apoplexy or Palſy, yet all indiffe- 
rent Perſons could not think any other, 
than that he died of ſome violent Death, 
though of what was never certainly 
known; his Corps was conveyed to St. Al- 
bans, and there buried; but the Vulgar 
will have it that he was buried in St. 
Paul's, from the Proverb uſed of ſuch a 
knew not where to get a Dinner, and 
therefore ſpent that Time in walking 
there, To dine with Duke Humphrey. 
i. e. To want a Dinner. None of his Ser- 
vants that were impriſoned were put to 
Death. He had two Wives, but left no 
Iſſue. The Deſtruction of this Duke ru-

Anno 1553, 1 Mar. 1. John 8 
Duke of Northumberland, having by Þ 
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ifices procured the Lady Fane Er 
”_ pls by King Edward VI 
Will, bis Succeſſor on the Throne of theſe 
Realms, contrary to the Order of Ki 
Henry VIII.“ ill, by which the Lady 
Mary, his eldeſt Daughter, was to inhe- 
rit the Crown after his Son Edward, if 
he dy'd without Heirs, was employed 
by the Lords of the Council, who were 
come into his Meaſures, to ſupport ber 
Right, and to that End he marched with 
an Army into Suffolk, where the Lady 
Mary's Intereſt chiefly lay, to ſuppreſs 
any Riſing there; for being at Framling- 
ham Caſtle, much of the Gentry and Com- 
monalty of thoſe Parts | flocked to her. 
In this his March, he made the Rendez- 
vous of his Army at Bury, where he 
waited for ſome greater Augmentation of 
his Forces, but in vain, for the Lords 
of the Council hearing bow the Populace 
were wholly in Queen Mary's Intereſt, 
and that even the Noblemens Tenants 
refuſed to ſerve their Lords againſt Queen 
Mary, thought it high Time to provide 
for their own Safety; and thereupon, 
without any Reſpect to the Duke, put

When the Duke heard of this at Bury, he 
returned from thence, as he was ordered 
by the Council, to Cambridge, but in the 
Way was deſerted by moſt of his Army, 
and ſo his Enterprize came to an End.

Owner. Amo 1575, he was made Lord 
Prefident of Munſter in Ireland, and go- 
ing thither with competent Forces, exe- 
cuted impartial 1 in Spite of the 
Oppoſers of it. The Earl of De/mond at 
his Entrance upon his Office, forbad him 
meddling with the County of Kerry, pre · 
tending it was à Palatinate, peculiarly 
appropriated to himſelf z and being thus 
under his Protection, it became a SanQu- 
ary of Sin, and a Refuge of Rebels (as 
our Author calls it) as exempt from the 
Engliſh Juriſdiction.

they had: 700 Marks per Ann. in the Con- 
queror's Reign, From the. College 
was Choſen Fellow of Trinity-Hall, and 
happened to be Proctor of the Univerſity 
in 1609-10, in the Turn of that Coll 
which came to that College but once 
in forty Years. He bent his Studies, in 
which he was very aſhduous, to accom- 
pliſh himſelf for ſome Publick Employ. 
ment, as his Fragmenta Regalia, which he 
compoſed in his Youth, ſhewed. He wy 
afterwards ſworn Secretary of State to 
K. James I. in 1617, one of his Majeity'; 
Privy Council, and Maſter of the Court 
of Wards and Liveries, in all which 
Places he ſhewed great Abilities and Dex- 
terity. He died Anno One thouſand fir 
hundred thirty and odd, leaving only one 
Daughter and Heir, who was married fir 
to Paul Viſcount Banning, and afterward 
to the Lord Herbert, eldeſt Son to Philip 
Earl of Pembroke.

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b Chriſtian Religion, which in 
the Reigns of Red wald and Erpen- 
wald, Kings of the Eaſft- Angles, had gained 
a ſmall Footing, was not eſtabliſhed in 
that Country, till Sigibert was eletted 
to govern that Kingdom. Redwald, while 
he was Vice-Roy of Kent under King 
Ethelbert, was converted to Chriſtianity, 
and baptized, but ſucceeding his Father 
Titslus in the Kingdom of the Eaft- 
Angles, he was perſwaded by his Wite to 
return again to his former Idolatry ; 
yet that he might 'not ſeem wholly to 
renounce Chriſtianity, he erefted in the 
ſame Temple an Altar for the Service 
of Chriſt, and another for Burnt - Sacri- 
tices to his Idols, which Bede ſays were 
ſtanding in his Time ; ſo that Chriſti- 
anity was baniſhed his Kingdom for his 
Reign, which was thirty-one Vears. How- 
ever, this Queen, who had thus kept 
out the True Religion was the Means 
of the Eſtabliſhment of it afterwards ; 
for ſhe being the Widew of a certain 
Nobleman, by whom ſhe had a Son na- 
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med Sigibert, brought him by her Mar- 
riage with Kedwald into his Court with 
her. By Redwald | ſhe had two Sons, 
Reynhere and, Erpenwald, who growing 
up together with Sigibert, were ſo much 
outvyed both in Perſon and Virtuous 
Behaviour, that Redwald imagining that 
he ſought his Kingdom, baniſhed him 
into France, where he remain'd the great- 
eſt. Part of Redwald”'s Reign, and all the 
Reign of Erpenwald, who ſucceeded him, 
becauſe  Reynhere his elder Brother was 
kilPd in a Battle. with  Ethelfrid the 
Wild King of Northumberland, . fought 
near the River Idle in Nottinghamfhire. 
Er penuald converfing with Edwin, King 
of Northumberland, while he remain'd in 
is Father's Court an Exile, was per- 
waded to embrace Chriſtianity, and be- 
ing arrived at the Throne, openly pro- 
feſs'd it, hoping that his Example would 
bring his Subjects to the Belief of it; 
but contrary to his Expedtations they 
were ſo diſcontented at it, that they con- 
ſpir'd to murder him, which they ſoon 
Nn 2 | after 
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478 
aſter effected, by the Hand of 'a Pagan 
Ruffan named Kickebert, He rei 
Years, and left no Iſſue. The Eaſt Angler 
being thus deſtitute of an Heir to the 
Throne, m_ none ſo well qualify'd 
for it as Sizibert, whom they were ſen- 
fible Ke@&wint4's groundleſs Jealouſy bad 
driven out of the Kingdom, and there - 
fore ſent to him, that he would come 
and reign over them. Sigilert in his 
Exile, ſpent his Time in the Study of 
good Literature, and contemplative Ex- 
erciſes, and being fully inſtrusted in the 
Faith of Chriſt, received Baptiſm, and 
Nlived in Profeffion of it there ſome Years. 
Having received this Invitation, Sigibert 
returned into his own. Country, and re- 
ſolving to plant Chriſtianity in his Do- 
minions, carry'd with him Felix a Bur- 
gundian, an eminent and Religious Di- 
vine, with whom he had contratted an 
Intimacy in his Exile, to preach the Goſ- 
pel to his Subjefts. Felix being arrived 
in Britain, went firſt to the Archbiſhop 
Honorius, and having laid before him his 
Purpoſe aud Defign to preach the Word 
of 40 D to the Eaft-Angles, obtained a 
Licepſe for that End. Felix thus or- 
dained to Preach, in « ſhort Space, by 
the Example and Aﬀeſtance of Sigibert, 
converted the whole Province, and that 
it might come under an, orderly Form 
of Qovernment, 

Falix was conſtituted Biſhop of it: 
He made Dune in this County his 
See, and having ered Schools in pro- 
per Places for the Education of Youth, 
took other effectual Means for the Edi- 
fication of his People, and the Continu- 
ance of the Chriſtian Faith among them. 
He governed his See ſeventeen Vears, 
and dying Anno 1647, was bury'd in his 
Church at Danwich. His Body was af- 
terward removed to Sokam, where he had 
his Seat fome Time, and was bury'd in 
the Monaſtery there, which was not long 
after demoliſhed by the Danes. © Capgrave 
tells us, "That ſome Ages after, Abbot 
Ethelftan having with great Pains and 
Charge found out his , oY removed 
them to his Abbey at Ramſey in the 
Reign of King Canute.

480, that he ſubſcribed the Charter 
of Withlaffe, King of Mercia, made to the 
Abbey of Crailand in Lincolnſhire, about 
the Year 833; but Mr. Wharton ſays it 
is a Fiction, and adds, that the Account 
of Florilegus is moſt probable, viz. That 
Humbert, Biſhop of Elmham, and Werimund 
Biſhop of Dunwich, dying much about 
the ſame.

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The Monaſteries of this County of SUE 01x, 


TY UNWICH having been a Biſhop's 
See, we place it in the Front of the 
Monaſteries, of which we have a 

ſhort Account of two, the one of Franci/- 
cans, or Friers Minors, They hada very 
fair Church, and their Houſe, which was 
a good Building, was incompaſſed round 
with a Stone-Wall, as was alſo that of 
the Dominicans, or Black Friers. This 
laſt Religious Structure was founded by 
Sir Roger Holiſhe, Knt. who was bury'd 
in the Church there, as was the firſt by 

Richard Fitz.-Fohn and Alice his Wiſe, to 

whoſe Benefattions King Henry III. made 

ſome conſiderable Additions. But of theſe 

Monaſteries we find nothing more, ſave 

that ſeveral Perſons of Note were bury'd 
in them, as Sir Ralph Uferd and Joan 

His Wife, Sir Robert Valence, the Lady 

Hamwiſe Poynings, &c. 

S. James's Hoſpital, which had a large 
Church, and divers Tenements, Houſes 
and Lands belonging to it, appropriated 
to the Uſe and Suſtentation of fick, poer, 
and impotent People, but is now greatly 
decay*d, the Lands and Tenements being 
ſold, or otherwiſe alienated by evil Ma- 
ſters, and other covetous Perſons, to the 
great Prejudice and Detriment of the

Shire, and was really the moſt eminent

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Monaſtick Life was in Eftee 
remarkable for its Bat i * 
for we obſerve ſeveral Monaſteries in 4 
about it, diſtinguiſhed by the Names fol- 
lowing. 

The Holy Trinity, ſo called from its De. 
dication to the Triune God, a Priory 
founded by Norman Gaftrode, the Son f 
Epott and John de Oxford, Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, in the Reign of King Henry II. 
King John, in the fifth Year of his Reign, 
confirmed to the Canons Regular of this 
Houfe, the ſeveral Lands, Churches and 
Poſſeſſions given them by many Benefact- 
ors, and among others, a Fair to laſt tor 
three Days, on the Feaſt of the Holy Croſs, 
on Sept. 14. One John Thelford was Prior 
of this Houſe, Anno 1533. This was one 
of the Monafteries ſuppreſſed by Cardinal 
Wolſey, who obtained a Bull of Pope Cle- 
ment VII, in order to the founding his 
two intended Colleges at Oxford and Ip/- 
wich, It was valued at the Diſſolution 
of it, by the Cardinal, at 88 J. 6s. g4.

Monaflery erected by Thomas de Lucy, had many ſharp Rencounters with King 
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with many Gifts and Privileges ; confirm- 
ed all its former Grants; gave it his 
Tribute of all Sea-Fiſh brought into the 
Town, and the Fiſhery about it ; offered 
his Crown to the Huly Martyr, and made 


the Abbot and Monks abſolute Lords of 


the Town : For by the Advice of his 
Biſhops and Barons, he changed the Secu- 
lar Clergy anciently belonging to this 
Church, into Monks, Anwo 1020. 

Theſe Gifts were ſettled on this Abbey 
with a fearful Curſe on ſuch as ſhould 
any Ways alienate them, and a Bleſſing to 
ſuch as ſhould preſerve or improve them : 
And the Charter being ſigned by the 
King, was atteſted by above Thirty of 
his Nobles, who evety one for the greater 
Solemnity put a Croſs before their Names. 
This Abbey being thus eſtabliſhed, the 
Biſhop of Rome endowed it with very 
great Immunities, and among other Things 


granted, That this Abbey ſhould not be 


ſabje& to any Biſhop in any Matter, but 
in all Things of Controverſy, or Order, 
ſhould depend upon the Pleaſure and Di- 
rect ion of the Archbiſhop only. 

In the Year 1010, this Part of the 
County being again much infeſted by the 
Danes, the Body of S. Edmund, was tranſla- 
ted to London, to ſecure it from their 
Hands, where being kept three Years, 
it was again returned to this Abbey. 


In the Year 1021, ſoon after King Ca- 


nute had brought in the Monks into it, 
Aldwinus, Biſhop of the Eaft-Angles, be- 
gan to build a ſtately New Church, to 
which Work, and the Maintenance of the 
Fabrick, the Inhabitants of Norfolk and 
Sz#folk did freely give yearly four Pence 
out of every Carucate of Land in their 
Counties. This Church was in the Year 
1032, dedicated to the Honour of Chriſt, 
the Blefſed Mary, and 8. Edmund ; and 
much about the ſame Time, or before, 
the Abbot Newport walled in the Abbey, 
as Ha the Sacriſt had done the Town. 
This Abbey, endowed with ſuch Pri- 
vileges, flouriſhed for ſome Time in 
Wealth and Power, Maltitudes of Gilts 
and Oblat ions being hung upon the Tomb 
of S. Edmund ; and the Townſmen, and all 
within Banna Leuca, i. e. within the Bounds 
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of a Mile round the Town, being fo ſub; 

to the Abbot and Convent, — * 
Steward they impoſed an Oath upon the 
Alderman at the Entrance upon his Ot. 
fice, That he ſhould maintain and up- 
hold the Peace and Order of the Borough, 
and in nothing damage or hurt the Ab. 
bot or Convent in any of their Rights 
and Privileges. But notwithſtanding this 
Oath, the Townſmen now and then fell 
foul upon the Abbot and his Monks, im. 
priſcning the Abbot, beating the Monks, 
and the Officers belonging to the Abbey 
breaking down their Gates, and burning 
their Houſes adjoining , with the Barns 
and Granaries belonging to their Granges 


and Manors near the Town, carrying away 


their Chalices of Gold and Silver, with 
other rich Plate, plundering their Trea- 
ſury, and taking away their Charters 
and Writings. And though by the Piety 
of the preſent Kings and Nobles, many 
of theſe Things were reſtored, and ſome 
Sat isfadt ion made to the Abbot and Con- 
vent, yet the Townſmen never bore - 
their Subjection to the Monks eaſily, and 
ſo could not much regret the Diſſolution 
of the Abbey in the main, though in 
many ReſpeAs it was a great Advantage 
to the Town, eſpecially in relieving their 
Poor. Nor was the Eccleſtaſtical Exemp- 
tion of this Abbey long free from Di- 
pute; for in the Conqueror's Reign, there 
aroſe a Controverſy between the Bilhop 
of the Dioceſe and the Abbot, «bout the 
Juriſdiftion of the former, which the 
latter would not yield to. The Abbot to 
confirm his Privilege went to Rome, and 
found Tuch Favour with Pope Alexar- 
der II. that he granted to him and his 
Succefſors Epiſcopal JuriſdiQion, and this 
further Advantage, viz. That ſo long a6 
they kept a Porphyry-Atar, which he 
then gave him, tho* the whole Kingdom 
ſhould lye under an Excommunication, 
yet the Divine Offices ſhould not ceaſe 
in this Abbey, unleſs it be ſpecially in- 
terdified by Name. This Bull bears

Jeffrey Waterton, a Perſon of admirable 
Diligence, who ſpent all his Time in 
Reading, unleſs his Preſence was requi- 
red at monaſtical Duties, finging in the 
Choir, . or Divine Contemplations: He 
thus attained to the Degree of Doctor of 
Divinity, and then apply'd himſelf to 
Writing, which produced theſe Books; 
The Morality of the Pſalter; On the Evan- 
gelical Salutation ; Mariale; Sunday Homi- 
lies; Monafterial Collations. He flouriſhed 
in the Year 1350. 

Roger the Computiſt, who being educated: 
in this Monaſtery from his Youth, be- 
came a Perſon of great Piety, fingular 
Humility , incredible Modeſty, Tempe- 
rance and Chaſtity, and uncommon Learn- 
ing; and ſpent the Remainder. of his 
Life in the Exerciſe of Virtue and Study 
of good Letters. In his more advanced 
Age he was ſo reſpected by his Brethren, 
that he was choſen their Prior; after

Hoxon, anciently called Hegilſdon, which 
having been much enobled by the Mar- 
tyrdom of S. Edmund, King of the Eaft- 
Angles, there was a Monaſtery eretted to 
his Memory in this Place, but by whom 
we can't diſcover, or' any more of it. 

Hulme, or Holm, a' Benedictine Mona- 
ſtery erefted upon this Occaſion. Canu- 
tus, the firit Daniſh King of England, re- 
turning from Rome, . where he had given 
many rich Gifts to the Church of S. Peter, 
and freed the Saxon School from all Tri- 
bute, built two Monafteries to the Ho- 
nour of S. Benedict, one in Norway, and 
this in England; which laſt he founded 
in a fenny Place, then called Cowholms, 
where, in former Times before the Danes 
came into England, one Suneman an Her- 
mit did inhabit, ſpending his Time in 
Devotion there for above 50 Years. To 
the Abbey thus built here the ſaid King 
Canutus gave many Lands and Privileges, 
which King Edward the Confeſſor con- 
firmed, and granted ſeveral others, as 
Sac and Soc, Toll and Theam, Oc. with all 
ſuch Liberties and free Cuſtoms, as he 
himſelf enjoyed in his own Demeſnes 
and Lands belonging to the Crown, 
William Baſſet was Abbot of this Houſe, 
which is all we nd of it. 

Ikesworth, Ixworth, or Gi/wworth, whoſe 
Manor, being the Eſtate of Gilbert de Blund, 
or Blount; he built a Religious Houſe 
upon it for Canons Regular of S. Auſtin, 
and plentifully endowed it: He dedi- 
cated it to the Virgin Mary, and placed

Bilney, that almoſt all the Inhabitants, 
as well Servants as | Maſters. and Mi- 
ſtreſſes, were firmly grounded it, and 
could, readjly . from the Scripture give 
an Anſwer of the Faith that was in 
them. Dr., Rowland Tayler, a learned 
and godly Divine, being preſented to 
the Cure by the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, whoſe Domeſtick Chaplain he was, 


immediately left his Mafter, and went 


and , reſided. amonglt them, confirming 
them in the Truth by his canſtant and 


diligent Teaching, and exemplary Life, - 


correcting the vicious and negligent by 
his, impartial Reproofs, and winning the 
Poor by his daily Charity and Help; 
in which Virtues of a good Paſtor he 
paſſed King Edward VI.'s Reign, and on 
that Account became beloved of his Peo- 

le. When Queen Mary I. came to the 
Throne, many. were forward to embrace a 
Change, and to pleaſe the Queen turn to 
her Religion, (which-they had hardly for- 
ſaken in her Brother's Time) but Dr. 
Tayler was the ſame Man, keeping up the 
Service uſed in King Edward's Days, and 
with much . Zeal oppoſing the Popiſh 
Doctrines, which were eſtabliſhing by re- 
gal Authority, and found ſome in his 


Pariſh. forward to comply with. Theſe 


Men being headed by one Fofter, a Law- 
yer, and one Clerke, a leading Man in 
the Town, ſought to bring in Maſs in- 
to Hadley Church, and having built an 


Altar in it, ; procured the Parſon of 


Aldham to come and. celebrate there :, Dr. 
Tayler was unacquainted with the Deſign, 
but hearing che Bells ring as he fat in 
his Study, haſtened to the Church to 
know what was the Matter, and there 
finding the Parſon of A/dkam with a ſha:

but Fofter and his Adherents having 
turned the Doctor by Force out of his 
Church, bad him go on without Fear 
in his Office, and ſo finiſhed the Romiſh 
Service. Fofter and Clarke ſoon after this 
Conteſt, ſent up a Complaint to Dr. Gar- 
diner, then Lord Chancellor and Biſhop 
of Winchefter , againſt the Doctor, who 
was thereupon by the Biſhop's Letters 


ordered to appear before him. His Friends 


knowing that Impriſonment and Death 
would be the Conſequence of his At- 
tendance, adviſed him to fly, and re- 
ſerve himſelf to a Time when ſuch Pa- 
ſtors would be wanted; but he would 
not be perſwaded, and ſo went, The 
Biſhop at his Appearance received him 


roughly, calling him Knave, Traitor, 


Heretick, and many other reproachſul 
Names, which the Doctor denied due to 
him, and after ſome Arguings, -was ſent 
to the King's Bench Priſon, where, to his 
great Comfort, he met with Mr. Brad- 
ford, whom he eſteemed an Angelical 
Companion in his Troubles. 

When the Doctor had laid in Priſon 
a While, he was ſummoned to appear 
in the Arches in Bou Church, to anſwer to 
ſuch Articles as ſhould be then and there 
objected againſt him, which he accor- 
dingly did. The chief Matter produced 
againſt him at that Time was, That be- 
ing a Prieſt in Holy Orders he was mar- 
ried, cohabited with his Wife, and had 
many Children by her. To which he 
anſwered, That by the Scriptures of the 
Old ard New Teſtament, the Judgment of 
the Doctors of the Primitive Church, and 
both Canon and Civil Laws, which he readl- 
Iy alledged, it is lawful for Priefts to mar- 
15; farther aſſerting, that ſuch as have not 
the Gift of Continency, are bound on Pain 
of Damnation to marry. This he fo fully 

roved, that the Judge, who had a De- 
Fen to divorce him, waved it, and only 
gave Sentence, that he ſhould be de- 
prived of his Benefices, becauſe he was 
married; whereupon bis Livings were 
preſently taken from him and given to 
others, and he remanded to Priſon, 8 
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Aſter he had been @ Pri 

than a Year after this, in _— Tims 
the Queen and Parliament were buſy in 
receiving all the Popiſh Ordinances, which 
had been aboliſhed by King Edward VI 
and his Father, King Henry VIII. and 
reſtoring the Romi Worſhip in all Paro- 
chial Churches through the Realm, Dr 
e was again ſummoned to appear 
before the Lord Chancellor Gardiner, and 
other Commitſioners, with a Deſign to 
bring him to a Recantation, or condemn 
him for an Heretick. At their firſt 
Meeting the Lord Chancellor ſpake thus 
to him: You are ſent for to receive and 


partake of the King and Queen's Mercy, 


if you will with us riſe from the gene- 
ral Fall of this 5 5 05 ln have / 24 
if not, you muſt have Judgment ac- 
cording to your Demierits. To which 
the Doctor anſwered; So to riſe would 
be the greateſt Fall I can ever re 
ceive , for I fhould fall from Chrift to 
Antichriſt; for I believe the Religion 
eftabliſhed 17 King Edward was accor- 
ding to the Holy Scripture, the only Rule 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and from it 1 
will not depart as long as I live, 

Having received this Anſwer, they 
proceeded to examine him upon divers 
other Articles, and after long arguing, 
condemned him as an Heretick,

proved it from St. Paul's Epiſtles to Tims 
thy and Titus, and ſhewed, that to hinder 
and forbid Marriage to any Order or De- 
gree of Men is a Doctrine of Devils, 1 IIn.

Wine, and the Godhead is preſently join- 
ed to it, ſo that the ſame. being entire

% ine he declared his Abhorrence of, 
16 moſt wicked Idolatry, Blaſphemy, and 
3 affrming the Pope to be Anti- 
210, and Popery Antichriſtianity. . 
For confeſſing the Doctrine of the 

Bible to be a ſufficient Dotrine, touchin 
all and ſingular Matters of the Chriſtian 
Religion, neceſſary to Salvation. 
For alledging, 'that the Oath againſt

the Supremacy of the Biſhop of Rome, was 
i lawful Oath, as was alſo the Oath made 
by the People of this Realm, touching 
the King and Queen's Pre- eminence; for 
(iry/oftom ſaith, That Apoſtles, Evange- 
its, and all Men in every Realm, 
ought to live in SubjeRtion to the Au- 
thority of Kings, as God's Officers and 
Deputies. He received the Sentence of 
Death paſſed upon him with great Joy; 
and told the Biſhops, who. pronounced 
it upon him, That he doubted not but God 
uud require his Blood at their Hands 
«nd that the proudeft of them would 
owe day repent of receiving - Antichriſt, 
and thus tyrannix ing over Chriſt”s Flock, 
Having thus ſaid, he. was ordered to be 
carried to the Clinke, and from thence in 
a Week's Time, was removed to the 
Poultry Compter, whither Biſhop Bonner 
came in a few Days to degrade him 
in order to his Suffering. Soon after 
this the Doctor was taken by the Sheriffs 
of Londom, and being convey'd to an Inn 
without Aldgate, he was delivered to the 
Sheriff of Eſſex, who conducted him to 
Chelmeford in that County, where the She- 
riff of Suffolk received him, and carried 
him through Hadley to Aldham Common, 
where he was burnt, as is aboveſaid. _ 
James Abbes, burnt at S. Edmund's' 
Bury, Aug. 2. 1555. He was a young 
Man, and having a full Perſwaſion of the 
T:oths of the Doctrines taught in King 
EAuard VI.'s Reign, fled for Safety" to 
eſcape the cruel Perſecutions of the 
Times, ſet on Foot by "the Biſhops: 
He wandered ſome Months from Place 
to Place, and at length coming into this 
unty, was apprehended by the Setters 
9801 Reign, and carried before Dr. 
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Hopton, Biſhop of Norwich; being examin. 
ed concerning his Religion, and. charged 
with Principles called Heretical, he had 
not Art enough to conceal them, but be- 
ing timorous and unſettled in them, the 
Biſhop with Threatnings and fair. Pro- 
miſes, over perſwaded him to retant, al- 
though much againſt his Conſcience; and 
to encourage him to perſevere, ' gave 
him a Piece of Money at their Parting. 
Abbes received the Money, but was no 
ſooner gone from the Biſhop, but his 
Conſcience began to return upon him 
with cruel Laſhes, and bitterly accuſe 
him for this Fact, telling him, That 
he had highly diſpeaſed God by confent- 
ing to his fawning Deluſfijons,” and de- 
ſerting the Truth for fuch petty Gains 
through Fear. He remained ſome Time 
in this Anguiſh of Soul, but at laſt 
took up a Reſolution to go to the Biſhop, 
and returning him his Money, tellin 
him, That it repented him that be ha 
given Conſent to Rig wicked Perſwaſions, 
and had accepted his Money. The Bi- 
ſhop was a little ſurprized at the young 
Man's Reſolution, but laboured himſelf 
and his Chaplains, to win him 'over to 
their Faith, but all in vain 5 he "ſtood 
firm to his own Belief, and was burnt at 
Bury, as is 'aboveſaid, © | 
Robert Samuel, burnt at Ipſwich,” Aug. 
31. 1555. He was Miniſter of Bar fold in 
this County, and ſo long as he was ſuf- 
fered to enjoy his Cure peaceably, was 
a very diligent and careful Paſtor of 
his Peoples Souls; and when he was 
removed from his Benefice for being mar-

put in a Popiſh Curate, who ſhould 
maintain and continue the Romiſh Reli- 
gion, which was thought now fully efta- 
bliſhed. Mr. Yeoman being thus diſmifſ- 
ſed from his Cure wag forced to fly, that 
he might not fall into the Hands of the 
Popiſh Zealots of the Town, and wander- 
ing from Place to Place, exhorted all 
Men as he had Opportunity, to be ſtead- 
faſt to the Truth, and not be moved by 
the preſent Troubles, brought now up- 
on them for the Trial of their Faith, to 
forſake it, knowing that they ſhall for 
their Conſtancy receive a juſt Recom- 
pence of Reward.

But at length 
Parſon Newall had Intelligence that he 
was at home, and having gotten the 
Bailiffs and their Servants, entered his 
Houſe in the Night, and found him in 
Bed with his Wife, whom Newall called 


his Whore; but Yeoman defended the Law- 


fulneſs of his Matrimony. Him they 
took and carried to the Cage, to keep 
Him 'till Day. He found there one John 
Dale, whom, having ſpoken againſt the 
Parſon's ſuperſtitious Worſhip, Mr. Newall 
had cauſed to be put in the Stocks, in 
which he had ſat three or four Hours. 
When it was Day they were both brought 
before Sir Henry Doiley, who conſidering 
they were, both poor and aged Men, per- 
ſwaded the Parſon to puniſh them with a 
Day or two's Confinement, and releaſe 
them. But he calling them peſtilent He- 
reticks, defired him to do his Office, and

[JL LI A M Pye of Oriel College, 
created Doctor of Divinity in 1545. 
He ſeemed a zealous Reformer in King 
Elwird's Days, being then Archdeacon 
of Berkſhire z but in Queen Mary's Days 
changed his Mind, and obtained great 
Preferments, viz. the Deanary of Chi- 
ciefter, the Prebend of Litton in the Church 
of Wells, and the Rectory of Ched/ey in 
Gmer/et/hire. He was one of thoſe Perſons 
who was engaged in the Diſputation with 
Archbiſhop Cranmer, and Biſhop Latimer 
at Oxford, a little before their Martyrdom 
there. He was reputed a learned Man, 
and an eloquent Preacher. He dy'd in 
the Year 1557, as may be ſuppoſed, be- 
cauſe we find that Dr. Te*omas White ſuc- 


cceded him in his Archdeaconry that 


Vear. 

John Spencer, D. D. of Corpus Chriſti 
College, Oxford, a noted Preacher, and 
C::plain to King James I. He was a 
peat Admirer of Mr. Richard Hooker, and 
Mr. John Reynolds, Mafter of his Col- 
lege, into whoſe Place he was elected 
alter his Deceaſe. He was reverenced by 
al good Men for his Knowledge, Learn- 
ing and Piety, and is chiefly to be re- 
membred for the extraordinary Pains which

he took ſeveral Years before his Death, 
with the judicious and compleat Divine, 
Mr. R. Hooker above mention'd, in com- 
piling that learned and profitable Work, 
Phe Ectlefiaſtical Policy, put out under the 
Name of Mr. Hookey only; for he would 
not be perſwaded to put his Name to it, 
though he had a ſpecial Hand in it; 
but upon the reprinting of it, he ſet an 
Epiſtle before it, and ſubſcribed it I. S. 
He dy'd April 3, 1614, and was bury'd 
in Corpus Chriſti Chapel, under a fair 
Monument. 

Richard Kidder, Dean of Peterborough, 
and Rector of S. Martin Outwick, and at 
length Biſhop of Bath and Wells, upon 
the Deprivation of Dr. Thomas Ken. He 
was a learned and pious Man, and a 
great Writer; he hath many Sermons 
and other Treatiſes extant ; but his chief 
Work was againft the Jews, whom he 
endeavoured to convince from Scriptures 
and the Rabbinical Writers, That JESUS 
of Nazareth is the Meſſias promiſed by God, 
and foretold by the Fro phets. He with his 
Wife, was kill'd by the Fall of his Pa- 


lace at Bath and Wells, in the Tempeſt 
1703. | * 9 54 1315 
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Robert Grofthead, bred in Oxford, where 
he became moſt eminent for Religion and 
Learning, in all Arts and Sciences, He 
was at length raiſed to the See of Lin- 
coln in 1235. He was a ſtout Oppoſer 
of the Pope's Oppreſſion of this Nation 
in his Time, and a ſharp Reprover of 
the Corruptions of the Church and Court 
of Rome.” He wrote no fewer than three 
Hundred Treatiſes, moſt of which are 
preſerved in MSS. in the Weſtminſter Li- 
brary, and had been publiſhed in three 
large Folio's, by Biſhop Williams, one of 
his Succeſſors, had not the late Civil Wars 
diſcouraged him. The Piety of his Life 
and Death was ſuch, that though he was 
loaded with Curſes from the Pope, he 
obtained the Reputation of a Saint, not 
among the Vulgar only, but all unpre- 
judiced Men. His Death happened An- 
no Domini 1254, and no Doubt having tur- 
ned many from the groſs Errors of his 
Time, he is numbered with the Angels 


and true Saints of God. 


John Paſcall, D. D. of Cambridge, a great 
Scholar, and a popular Preacher. He was 
by the Favour of King Edward III. 
Piſhop of Landafſe, being at the ſame 
Time Biſhop of Scutari, which was to 
him a Shadow without a Subſtance, and 
thereupon left, becauſe a ſmall Something 
is better than a Nominal Nothing. He 
dy'd Anno Domini 1361. He was deſcend- 
ed of genteel Parentage in this County. 

John Peverell, deſcended of good Paren- 
tage in this County, was bred a Carme- 
lite Frier in Oxford, where he commen- 
ced Doctor of Divinity. K. Richard II. 
made him Biſhop of Oſfſory in Ireland; 
for though in that King's Reign, the 
Kings of England did not preſent to the 
Biſhopricks of Derry, Rapho and Clogher 


in the Province of Ulster, till the Reign 


of King James I. but the great Iriſh Lords 
diſpoſed of them to their Chaplains; yet 
the Biſhopricks in the South of that Na- 
tion were ever in the Diſpoſal of our 
Kings; and ſo this Biſhoprick was given 
to Peverell, From Ireland he was remo- 


vel to Llandaff in Wales, and from thence 


to Worceſter in England, in which See, 
after he had ſat ten Years, he dy'd Anno 


. : 


Does ni 1417, and was bury'd in his Cathe- 
John May, bred in the Univer 
Cambridge, where he became Prog? of 
1545, was eletted Maſter of Katharir.. 
Hall in 1564, and made Vice-Chancellsr 
in 1569, and was at length confecrated 
Biſhop of Carliſle in 1577 ; and har 
continued eleven Years in that See, dy 
April 1598. "Ai 
Joln Boys, a Scholar of Andrew Dow; 
and Fellow of 8. John's College in the 
Univerſity of Cambridge. He was a pro- 
foundly learned Man, and-as ſuch Prefer- 
red to be a Prebendary of the Church 
of Ely, and Parſon of Boxworth in Cam. 
bridgeſhire ;* but alſo being an excellent 
Crecian, and Divine, was employed in 
Matters of the greateſt Conſequence to the 
Church, for he was one of the Tranſlators 
of the Bible in 1604. He alſo wrote fone 
Notes upon _Chry/oflome, when it was put 
out by Sir Henry Savile at great Expence, 
and that with ſo much Judgment, that 
Sir Henry tiles him, Ingenioſſimus (3 Dodli/- 
mus Boiſius; and his Notes, Dactiſſimas 05- 
ſervationes, and ſome other Things, which 
by ſome are through Miſlake, imputed 
to another John Boys, who has wrote Ex- 
Poſitions upon the Epiſtles andGoſpels, Gr. 
Humphrey Nelton, born in this County, 
but a Carmelite Frier in Norwich. He 
was Heir to a fair Fortune from his Fa- 
ther, but voluntarily abandoned it to pro- 
feſs a Religious Poverty. He was the firſt 
Monk that entered into the Monaſtery 
built by Philip Warin of Cowgate, who in 
a Fit of Sorrow for his Wife, endowed it 
with his whole Eſtate. He was the firſt 
Carmelite who in Cambridge took the De- 
gree of Doftor of Divinity, which be- 
ing at that Time unuſual, was thought 
abſurd, becauſe it could not be thought 
that a Doctor's Hood could fit well upon 
a Frier's Coul. He flouriſlied und-r King 
Henry III. and King Edward IJ. at Nor- 
wich, and was bury'd with great Solem- 
nity by thofe of his Order, Anno Domini 
1303. . 
John Horminger, born of good Parents in 
this County; and very well accompliſhed 
in many Parts of Learning. His 1 —

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A Travellingz and it was his Luck, 
2 lng towards Rome, that he 
” into the Company of certain Italians,

(2 Deliciis Anglia, Of the Riches and Plea- 
fares of England; which had it come to 
our Hands, might have hel our De- 
ten. He flouriſhed in the Year of our 
Lond 1310, as Bale and Pit tell us.

and Ireland, and Confeſſor to John of Gaunt, 
Duke of Lancaſter, and his Lady. He was 
the firſt that encountred Wickl;/e-in the 
Schools at Oxford, diſputing with him 
upon fome Philoſophical Subtilties with 
fo much Ingenuity, that Wigkliffe being 
pleaſed with his Modeſty, prayed heartil- 


for him, that his Judgment might be con- 


vinced; but what was the Succeſs we do 
not find. He dy'd a very aged Man in the 
Year 1399, and was bury'd at York, a 
Place far diſtant from Ip/wich, the Place 
of his firſt Profeſſion ; but it was uſual 
for Provincials to travel much in their 
Viſitat ions.

compaſſed on the Eaſt 6 fe rs on the 
South by Suſſex, on the Weſt by Bark- 
ſhire and Hampſhire, and on the North by 
Middleſex, from which it is divided b 
the River Thames. It is but a ſmall 
County, and is almoſt ſquare, contain- 
ing about two and twenty Miles in 
Breadth, and an hundred and twelve in 
Circumference, in which Space of Ground 
are about Five hundred and ninety-two 
thouſand Acres of Land, and Thirty-four 
thouſand two hundred and eighteen Hou- 
ſes, and an Hundred and forty Pariſhes, 
and eight or nine Maket-Towns, thirty- 
five Vicarages, and four hundred and 
forty-nine Villages and Hamlets.

Sir Reginald di- 
ed without Iſſue, and left this and his 
other Eſtates to Sir Edward Bray his Ne- 
phew, Son of John his Brother, who was 
called to Parliament by King Henry VIII, 
in 1530, and took Place as Lord 
Bray. He died May 153g, and left his 
Eſtate and Honour to his only Son John 
Lord Bray. He was an active Stateſman 
in the Reign ſof King Henry VIII. King 
Edward VI. and King Philip and Queen 
Mary, in whoſe Reign he died without 
Iſſue, whereby his Eſtates deſcendel to 
his ſeven Siſters, and their Iſſue, but to 
which of them this Manor paſſed upon 
the Diviſion, we find not, but ſuppoſe 
it was given or went by Marriage to 
a collateral Branch of the Family of the 
Brays, becauſe it now is, or lately was 
in the Hands of Edward Bray, Eſq; 
who has an Eſtate of 200 J. per Annum 
in this Pariſh, and had the Advowſon 
of the Church till he ſold it to Dr. 
Duncomb. The Town is famous for Wea- 
vers of Fuſtian, and hath been ſo for ſome 
Ages.

This Village hath the Honour of giving 
the Title of Baron to Henr St. John, 
who was created by his late Majeſty 
King George, July 2, 1716, Lord Vit 
count S. John, and Baron of Batterſea.

Wandes worth, « Village lying between 
Putney and Batterſea, fo called from the 
River Wandle, which paſſeth under a 
Bridge through this Town, near which 
it emptics itſelf into the Thames, and 
ſo finiſheth its Courſe. Part of it lies 
upon the Thames Side, and Part of it 
makes a Street in the High Road to 
King flon from London, in the Middle of 
which ſtands the Church. The Lordſhi 
of this Place in the Reign of Edward III. 
belonged to John Lord Molins, who pro- 
cured a Charter of Free Warren in all his 
Demeſne Lands here, and his other Eſtates. 
which at length paſſed by Marriage of 
Eleanor the ſole Heirefs, rg Hen. 6. to the 
Lords Hun and their Heirs. It 
is now well filled and ſurrounded with 
many handſome Houſes of the Gentry 
and Citizens of London. Here is a Ma- 
nufafture for making Braſs Plates for 
Kettles, Skillets, and Frying-pans , car- 
ried on by certain Dutchmen, who keep 
it ſecret to themſelves as a Myſtery. The 
Bridge is called the Sink of the Coun- 


ery.

In this Place

vered it, fell into Tuch DiffatisfaQtion 
that ſhe died. He now had his full Uſe 
of his wicked Wench, but not content 
without a Wife, married again a ſuitible 
Woman, who not being able to bear a Ri- 
val, lived fo ſy with him, that he 
abandoned her Company, and living in 
Lewdneſs, Druiikenneſs, and all Min-

That if a young Man or Maid loſe their 
Lover by Death before Marriage, the 
Survivor plants a Roſe-tree at the Head 
of the Grave of the Deceaſed ; and ſome 
are ſo fond of this Cuſtom, that they will 
keep up the Grave many Years at their 
own Coſt. This Cuſtom is the more re- 
makable, becauſe it was uſed both by the 
Creeks and Romans, Who, as Anacreon and

Mr. Henry Smith , who gave ſome- 
thing to every Pariſh of this County, 
except Micham, was a liberal BenefaQor 
to this Place, ſettling upon the Poor 
fix Pounds a Year for ever. In theſe 
Parts the Poor have an Art of drawing 
pilled Ruſhes through melted Greaſe, to 
ſave Candle, which is chargeable, and 
as they manage it, they will give a 
ſufficient Light for ordinary Uſe, and 
laſt long. 

Wotton, or as it is written in ancient 
Records, Vodeton, fo called from the great 
Quantity of Wood growing in and about 
it, 7. e. the Wood-town. The Manor of 
this Town belonged in King Henry III's 
Reign to Ralph de Camois, Senior, who 
died ſeized of it in the 43d Year of 
that Reign. How it was alienated from 
that Family we can't diſcover, but find 
by a Charter of the 30 Edu. 1. that it 
was then in the Poſſeſſion of William de 
Latimer, to whom there was a Grant then 
made for two Fairs to be kept here, one 
on the Eve, Day, and Morrow of S. Fe- 
ter and S. Paul, June 293 and the other 
on the 24th, 25th, and 26th Days of De- 
cember yearly. His Son and Grandſon 
inherited this Lordſhip after him, both 
named Williams, but of the farther De- 
ſcent of it we have no Account elder 
than this, that George Evelyn, Eſq; pur- 
chaſed it of one Owen in Queen Eliza- 
beth's Reign. He had many Sons and 
Daughters, but left this Eſtate to Richard 
the youngeſt, who increaſed it very much 
by his Marriage with Eleanor Stanfield an 
Heireſs, and his own good Management, 
He died in 1640, and was ſucceeded in 
this Seat and te by „

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vho by the Direstions of Captain George 
Evelyn, and his Brother Juan made a new 
Garden, and adorned it with ſeveral Foun- 
tains. He lived boſpitably, and was ſe- 
vera} Times Knight of the Shire for Sur- 
e, but leaving no Niue Male, gave the 

tel Part of his Eſtate to his Brother 
yp He being in his Travels through 
Holland, Flander s, France and Italy, mar- 
ried at Paris, Mary the Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Richard Brown, Kant. and 
Part, then a Reſident in the Court of 
France, for King Charles II. He ſettled 
at Say's Court in Dept ford, his Father-in- 
Law's Seat, and much improved it by 
his Skill in Gardening and Planting, 


He was much employ'd in divers State- - 


Offices after the Rettoration, and being a 
great Lover and Encourager of Archi- 
teture, Painting, Graving, and Garden- 
ing, publiſhed divers Books upon thoſe 
subjects. He was one of the firſt Fel- 
lows of the Royal Society, to which he 
was u ſingular Benefactor in giving the 
Tables of the Veins and Arteries, which 
ke brought from Padua, and procuring 
them the Arundel Library, by his Inte- 
reſt with the Duke of Norfolk, the Heir 
of the Earl of Arundel. He alſo obtained 
of his Grace for the Univerſity of Oxford 
the famous Marbles, for which Service 
he had the Thanks of the. Univerſity 
had a Copy of Dr. Prideaux's Deſcription 
of them given him, and was made a Doc- 
tor of Law at the Opening of the Theatre. 
His Son John Evelyn, who was a Perſon 
of great Parts and Learning, Witneſs his 
Tranſlation of Alexander's Life in Plu- 
zarch, Qc. died before him; and ſo having 
lived 86 Years, he was ſucceeded in his 
Eſtates here and at Deptford by his Grand- 
fon John Evelyn, Eſqz who was created a 
Baronet, July 30, 1713. He has made 
ome Alterations and Additions. to his 
Family Seat .here, . the Chief of which 
is a Library 45 Feet long, and 14 broad,

In this Pariſh is a Thing remarkable, 
though but little taken Notice of by 
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Writers, becauſe it lies out of any Road, 
and that is Lith-Hill, which from this 
Village riſes almoſt inſenſibly for two or 
three Miles Southward, and then hath a 
clivity of about eight Miles, almoſt as 
far as Horſham in Suſſex, From the Top 
of it one may ſee in a clear Day the 
whole. County of Suſſex, even down to 
the Sca, and divers Parts of other Couns+ 
ties.. It is much the higheſt Hill in this 
County, and in Circumference can't be 
much Jeſs than 200 Miles, far exceeding 
that of the Keep and Terraſs at Wind/or 
Caſtle, over which one may ſee from 
hence as far as the naked Eye can dis 


ſtinguiſh Land from Sky. The liketis not 


to be found in England, perhaps not in 
Europe. From one Side of it the Brow

underſtanding Man then preſent (ſeveral 
being Eye-Witneſſes to it) who accurate- 
ly meaſured it and marked the Length 
on a Pole. It was diſcovered lying at its 
full Length between two Boards of a 
Coffin, and meaſured immediately before 
the Bones were diſturbed, for when they 
attempted to take it up to remove it, it 
fell to Pieces 3 whereupon Mr. Evelyn 
finding that it could not be preſerved 
entire, cauſed it to be carefully buried 
near the Vault.

It was then a very fair Building, and 
when: in its Glory, much reſorted to 
by the Royal Family, the Nobility and 
Gentry in the Summer Time. There 
adjoined to it a very fair Park, well 
ſtocked with Deer, till it was diſparked, 
and the Buildings deſtroyed by the Lead- 
ers in the late Uſurpation; but there is 
ill remaining a Part of the Wall, which 
once encompaſſed ten Acres of Ground. 
The Houſe is quite demoliſhed, except 
ſome Lodgings of the Earl of Dorſet; 
the Spicery, the Gardiner's Lodge, in 
which is the Silk-worm Room erected 
by Queen Anne, Conſort of King James I. 
In the Park was once a Paddock with a 
Standing, where Queen Elizabeth was 
wont to ſhoot with a Croſs-bow. In this 
Palace Henry Duke of Gloucefter , the 
youngeſt, Son of King Chartes I. was 
born and baptized. He died at White- 
ball, Sept. 13, 1660, Atat. 20.

Trench running down to this Town from 
S. George's Hill in this Pariſh, where 
there is a Camp of about 12 Acres a 
ſingle oblong Work, not improbably 
made by the Romans. The Addition of 
the Thames is put to it to diſtinguiſh it 
from another Walton in this County. It 
is ſaid, that the old Current of the Ri. 
ver Thames is here changed, and that 
Part of Middleſex, which is over againſt 
this Place was formerly divided about 2 
or 300 Years ago from Surrey. The Ma- 
nor of this Place was formerly belonging 
to the Lord Dunſmore, and from him it 
came to the Earl of Southampton, and is 
now, or late was, in the Poſſeiſion of his 
Daughter, the late Counteſs of Northun- 
Serland, or her Heirs. There is alſo ano- 
ther ſmall Manor in this. Pariſh called 
Aps, or Abſcourt, the Lord of which up- 
on All-Soul's Day, Nov. 2, doth yearly 
give a Barrel of Beer, and a Quarter of 
Corn baked into Loa ves to as many 
Poor as come, which are ſometimes 2 
or 300. The Deſign of this Charity is 
ſuppoſed to encourage Praying for the 
Souls in Purgatory. | 
Here is a Fair yearly. in Eafter Week, 
conſiderable for Cattle and Sheep, and 
another on S. Peter's Day, but much. 
ſmaller. In this Pariſh-is an Hamlet call- 
ed Herſham, or Herſome, where Mr. Wil- 
liam Lilly lived, and. had an handſome 
Houſe, Garden and Orchard, which he 
bought in 1652 for 9500. and having 
much improved it, left it at his Death 
in 168 1, to a Son of Sir Bulſt rode Mit- 
lock's, one ef the Commiſſioners of the 
Great Seal.

Nurſery for our Princes and Princeſſes 
when they were Children. In this Pa- 
lace it was, that King Edward III. dy'd 
of Grief for the Loſs of his warlike Son, 
Edward, firnam'd The Black Prince, the 
Darling of his Affections, and Terror of 
his Enemies. Here alſo dy'd the beauti- 
ful Anne, the entirely beloved Queen. of 
King Kichard II, Daughter of the Empe- 
ror Charles IV. and Sifter to Wenciſlaus 
King of Bokemia, and afterwards Emperor. 
Her Death wrought ſo immoderately up+ 


on the King, that for Grief he cauſed the . 


Palace to be demoliſh'd, and Jaid level 
with the Ground, but King Henry V. in 
ſome Meaſure reſtor'd it, by erevting ſe- 


veral new Buildings, and on the North» 


Part of the Palace in the adjoining Vil- 
lage founded a Monaſtery of Carthuſians, 
which he call'd Bethlehem. About the 
Year 1500, in the Reign of K. Henry VII. 
this Royal Seat was quite deſtroyed by an 
accidental Fire; but foon after, like a Phae- 
nix, ſprung out of its own Aſhes with 
greater Beauty, by the Care and at the 
Expence of the ſame King, who cauſed 
it to be rebuilt after the moſt exquiſite 
Way of Architecture of that Age, and 
gave it the Name of Richmond from that 


Country, of which he had been Earl 


when he was a private Perſon. He had 
ſcarce compleated his Work here, but he 
dy'd, and left his Throne to King Hen- 


ry VIII. Here alſo it was that Queen 


Elizabeth, ninety Years after, reſign'd 
her magnanimous Soul to the Almighty. 

Other Things memorable of this Place 
are, (t.) A delightful Park belonging to

to pay, and a Palace to repair to make it 
fit for his Dwelling z and - beſides theſe 
Things, even common Prudence as well 
As neſs inſtrutts us, not to ſuſtain 
the Poor otherwiſe than as Poor, in all 
poſſible Abſtinence and Temperance ſui- 
table to their Condition, which doubt- 
leſs were the' Biſhop's Thoughts, or if he 
could have ſpared more, he would have 
given more. |

Hazels thrive much hereabouts. | 
The Church is a Chapelry annexed to 
the Vicarage of Warlingham, of which 
Mr. George Atwood abovemention'd is the 
Patron, The Chapel lies low, encom- 
paſſed with a Wood, and hath two Bells 
in its low Steeple, but hath neither Mo- 
nument, Grave-Stone, or any Remem- 
brance of any Perſon bury'd in it. The 
Parſonage-Houſe ſtands on an Eminence, 
from which there is a View of London and 
Kent. 
Crowherſt, a Village, whoſe Manor- 
Houſe, call'd Crowherſt-Place, was the 
Seat of old of the Family of Gainsford, a 
Name of great Antiquity, and no leſs E- 
ſteem in this and other Parts of England. 
One of that Family hath a Draught of a 
Monument for one of his Anceſtors in- 
terr'd in the Abby of S. Edmundsbury in 
1049, The Houſe is built of Timber 
aſter the old Faſhion, and is moated round. 
The Hall is open to the Roof, and the 
Windows have been full of Eſcutcheons. 
The laſt Heir Male of the Gainsfords 
dy'd about 50 Years fince, and left it to 
his Siſter, who marrying one Mr. Chrift- 
maſs, carry'd it, and the other Eſtates 
to which ſhe was Heireſs, into his Fami- 
ly. He enjoy'd it in Right of his Wife, 
and left it to his Son, then about 22 
Years old, but mortgaged. + He dy'd ſoon 
aſter of the Small- Pox in 1716, and it 
1s now upon Sale, if not ſold, to pay off 
the Mortgage. The Eſtate is about 
400 J. a Year. A little below this Ma- 


ner-Houſe is a Spring, in a Grove of

Loam and Clay, and what is rare, 
not Nitrous. The Lordſhip was, in the 
Reign of King Edward III. the Eſtate 
of Reginald Lord Cobham, for which, and 
ſome others of his Lands, he obtained of 
that Prince a Charter of Free-Warren, 
Reg. 14. and left it ſo priviledged to his 
Son and Heir Reginald, at 'his Death, 
which happen'd in the 43d Year of that 
King ; but Foan his Lady had this Lord- 
ſhip, and ſome other of his Eſtates in 
Dowry, 'till her Death, which happen'd 
the ſame Year, She by her Teſtament 
dated Octob.

XIII. The HunDRED of WoxiNG. 


This Hundred lies on the Weſtern-Side 
of the County, and is bounded on the 
Eaſt with the Hundreds of Emley-Bridge 
and Copthorn, on the South with the Hun- 
dreds of Blackheath and Coda ming, on the 


Weſt with Part of Hamphhire and Berk-. 


ire, and on the North with the Hundred 
of Chertſey. The Fee of it is in the 
Crown, and the Government in the High- 
Sheriff and his Officers, In it are two 
Market-Towns, of which the moſt conſi- 
derable is 7:84 
Guildford, call'd by the Saxons Bulbe- 
FONb, and in. ſome Copies Geg/dford; de- 
rived, as ſome think, from the finding of 
Gold dropp'd into the Ford, and there- 
fore properly call'd Goldford 3 but Dr. 
Cale was of Opinien, that Guilford is 
14 Gavelford, becauſe a little Mand, or 


eap of Sand, doth there divide the 


Stream of the River Mey into two Bran- 
ches. In the Saxon Times it was a Royal 
Vill, given by King: Afred in his Laſt 
Will to his Nephew Ethelwald. At that 
Time the Kings had an Houſe here,which 
is now quite deftroy'd, and not far from 
the River there are the ruinous Walls of 
an old Caſtle, which hath been pretty 
large. In the Middle of the Town is a 
Church, the Eaft of it being arched with 
Stone, proves it to have been very an- 
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cient. The King had here 74 Houſes, in 
which. 125 Men, dwelt. | 
But this Place is _famoug-in our Hi- 
ſtories ſor nothing more, than for the 
Treachery and barbaroug Cruelty of God- 
win Earl of Kent committed here, Anng 
. 6, 4 5 .— N of Cas 
5 the King, w d uſurped 
the Engli/h Throne, Alfred the only Son 
of King Ethelred, the right Heir of the 
Crown in the Saxon Line, having re- 
mained in Normandy many Years with 
his Uncle Richard Duke of Normandy, 
came with 25 Ships ſull of ſtout Soldiers 
to claim and recover his rightfyl Inhe- 
ritance 3 he landed at Sandwich in Kent, 
and advancing te Canterbury, was there 
met by Earl Godwin, who. gave him the 
moſt ſolemn Aſſurances of hig Fidelity, 
which much encourag'd bim in his En- 
terprize, From Canterbury he marched 
to this Place, where he was no ſooner 
come, but Earl Godwin, from whom he 
could ſuſpedt no ſuch Treachery, fell up- 
on him in the Night, when Alfred and 
his Men were alleep in their Beds, and de- 
fenceleſs, with a Multitude of armed Men, 


and having bound their Hands behind 


them, cauſed them all to be beheaded, ex- 
cept every tenth Man, (they were in all 
600) and not being therewith content, de- 


- cimated the Survivers, ſo that few were 


left alive. \A/fred himſelf was bitherto 
ſpared, but being bound, was carry'd by 
Earl Godwin to King Harold, who ſeeing 
him, ordered, That he ſhould be ſept to a 
Priſon in the Iſle of Ely, and his Eyes be 
ut out; which accordingly being per- 
rm'd, he dy'd ſoon after with Grigt 
and hard Uſage. 1 4 
Mr. Blount, in his Account of ancient 
Tenures gives us an Inſtance of ſome 
Lands in this Place, called Euildford held 
thus, Anno 1234, and 1254, via, Robert

Court, and on that Account he pays 25. 
into the Exchequer. * 243 

- The pleaſant Situation of this Place in- 
vited many of our Kings, while they had 
a Palace here, to paſs the Feſtival Times 
in Jollity and Feaſting at it, viz. King 
. Henry II. Anno 1187, Reg. 33. kept his 
Chriſtmas in this Place, ſoon after which 
Cardinal Octovianus and Hugh Novant came 
to him, as Legates from Pope Urban to 
crown John the King's Son King of Ireland ; 
alſo in the Year 1201, King John kept his 
Chriſtmas in his Palace here; and that his 
Court might appear with the greater 
Splendor, gave his Attendants and Ser- 
vants many fine Suits of Aparel and Li- 
veries; which, when the Archbiſhop of 
Eanterbury endeavour'd to equal, if nor 
outvie, the King was much diſpleaſed 
with him, though he concealed it for the 
preſent; alſo in the Year 1339, King EA- 
Ward III. held his Chriſtmas here, and 
within the Octa ves of the ſame Feaſt ſent 
the Earls of Salisbury, Gloucefter, Darby 
and Angus, with the Lords Piercy, Newvill 
and Stafford, to beſiege the Caſtle of Dun- 
var, but with no Succeſs. 

Anno 1258, 42 Hen. 3. John Fitz.-Joln 
Fitz.-Feffery, a great Man in his Time, 
and much in Favour with his Prince, hap- 
pened to die near this Towns which when 
the King, who was then at St. Albans, 
heard, he cauſed Maſs to be celebrated 
for his Soul by the whole Convent there, 
and forthwith ſent his Precept to his 
Treaſurer John de Crakhill, to provide a 
Cloth of Gold to lay over his Corps, 
when it was carry'd through London. 

Anno 1267, 51 Hen. 3. William Aguillon, 
who was high Sheriff that Year for the 
Counties of Surrey and Suſſex, was made 
made Governor of the Caſtle here. 

In 1491, Wiltam, Marqueſs of Berkley, 
Had the fourth Part of the Moiety of the 
Toll of this Town at his' Death, which 
with many other Eſtates and Manors, he 
left (having firſt for ſome Diſtaſte againſt 
His Brother Maurice, who was his right 
Heir) the greateſt Part of them to his So- 
vereign K. Henry VII. and the reſt to Tomas 
Stanley, Earl of Darby, except ſome ſmall 
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Part of his Lands to Richard Willoug 
which after his Death, Maurice his 505 
ther would not acquieſce in, but ha vin 
the Help and Affiſtance of Thomas Earl of 
Surrey, and ſome other of his Friends did 
by long Suits in Law recover the Part of 
the Toll here and divers other Eftates as 
well out of the King's Hands as the Earl 
of Darby's, and left them to be enjoy'd 
quietly by their Poſterity, Maurice his 
mm ao his Heirs, Oe. 

Lon is governed by a Corporation 
conſiſting of a Mayor, 4 Re- 
corder, and other inferior Officers, as is 
uſual in ſuch Bodies. It hath the Pri- 
vilege of ſending two Burgeſſes to Par- 
liament, and hath enjoy'd it from the 
Original of that Conſtitution, 26 Edu. 1. 
The Market, though furniſhed with all 
Neceſſaries for Life almoſt, yet is chiefly 
famous for Corn: It is kept weekly on 
Saturdays, and the Fairs three Times a 
Year, wiz. on Good Friday, St. George's 
Day, April 23, and 8. Martin's Day, 
Nov. 11. This Town has always been 
famous for good Inns, and excellent Ac- 
commodations for Paſſengers, the bet 
perhaps in England, the Red Lion par- 
ticularly (as *tis ſaid) can make 50 Beds, 
and White Hart, though it be not quite 
ſo big, hath more noble Rooms. The 
Aſſizes for this County are often kept 
there. The Manufacture of this Place 
was formerly the Cloathing-Trade, by 
which many conſiderable Eſtates, as well 
here, as in other Places of England have 
been raiſed. ' 

Here is a School founded by King Fa- 
ward VI. where bave been educated ſeve- 
ral excellent Scholars, who as they had, ſo 
they well deſerved the many great Pre- 
ferments in Church and State, which 
were heaped upon them, viz. Henry 
Cotton, Biſhop of Salishury, and William 
Cotton, Biſhop of Exeter, George Abbot, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Robert 
Abbot Biſhop of Sarum, who had at the 
ſame Time a Brother, Sir Maurice Abbot 
a Woollen-Draper Lord Mayor of London, 
in 1638, and John Parkhurſt, Biſhop of 
Norwich, whoſe Brother was alſo 


Mayor of London in 1634, and born like-

wiſe in this Town, The Fabrick of the 
School is good and convenient, the Sti- 
allotted to the Schoolmaſter is 40 J.

Latin Books to the Library. One Mr. 
Hmmond alſo was a great Benefactor to 
this Free-School, as he was alſo to Ba-

1 over againſt 7 2 Church ſtands 
an handſome Alms-houſe, built of Brick 


in a quadrangular Form. At its Entrance 
is 2 noble Tower with 4 ſmall Turrets 
over the Gate. Tt was founded by George 
Abbot, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who 
endowed it with Lands to the Value of 
zoo 1, per Annum, too of which he or- 
dered to be employ'd towards ſetting the 
Poor on Work, and the other 2001. per 
Annum for the Maintenance of a Maſter, 
12 Brethren and 8 Siſters, who are to wear 
blue Coaths, and Gowns of the ſame Co- 
lour, and to have 2s. and 6d. a Week 
paid them for their Maintenance, It 
hath a Chapel with a lofty Roof and 
two good Windows of painted Glaſs, be- 
ing the Figures of Jacob and his Chil- 
dren and three Angels holding Scrols in 
their Hand with theſe Words on them,

At the upper End of a fair Dining - 
Room is the Archbiſhop's Picture, and 
near him Sir Nicholas Rempꝰ's, who laid the 
firſt Stone of this Building, and gave 
then 1001, towards the carrying it on, 
and 5001. more at his Death. The Arch- 
biſhop's Birth Day, Offos. 29, is annually 
commemorated in this Hoſpital, and the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury for the Time 
being is Viſitor of it. 

That he was a pious Man, and a moſt 
excellent Preacher, as his Lectures on Jo- 
nah ſhew: Anthony a Wood ſays, he was 
4 Perſon pious and grave, learned and 
exemplary in his Converſation. He was 
flitfly principled in the Doctrines of St. 
Auzuſtine, which they who underſtood it 
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not, called Calvin, and therefore was 
much diſreliſhed by them, who inclined 
to the Arminian Tenets. He had the 


Misfortune to kill a Man in Bramze! Park, 
and though twas thought, he was de- 
prived of his See for Homicide, yet the 
true Cauſe is believed by the Judicious, 
to be his Non-compliance with the Court- 
Politicks; and not licencing Dr. Szb- 
thor p's Sermon, which was deſigned to for- 
ward them; he wrote ſeveral Books ſet 
down in Wood's Athenæ, and died in 1633, 
as his Monument in this Church wi 
ſhew. . 
There are three Churches in this Town, 
vix. one dedicated to the Holy Trinity, 
another to the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and 
the third to S. Nicholas; the two firſt are 
in the Gift of the Crown, and the laſt of 
— The Church of the Bleſſed 
Trinity hath always been the chief, and 
in it we find many Things remarkable, 
vix. Monuments, 1. Ancient, for He 
Norbrigge and Alice his Wife, the Foun- 
ders of a Chantry in our Lady's Chapel 
in this Church ; Nicholas Compton, Gent. 
and Agnes his Wife; Jon Wheler, and 
Joan his Wife; John Whyler, and Eliza- 
beth his Wife; Francis Wynterſhall; Ro- 
bert Wynter/hall, Eſq; Lord of Wynter/hall ; 
William After Rector of this Church; 
Bald win Smith of London; William Ham- 
mond, Eſqʒ ſome time Mayor of this Town, 
one of the chief Founders of the Free- 
School, Oc. 2. Modern, for Archbiſhop 
Abbot, who died Aug. 4, 1633, ÆZtat. 713 
Sir Robert Parkhurſt, in his Lord Mayor's 
Habit, with the Regalia of the City of 
London, and at his Feet Eleanor his Wife 
kneeling; and near her Elizabeth the 
Wife of Sir Robert Parkhurſt, Jun. Jaſper 
Yardley, Gent. ſecond Maſter of Trinity- 
Hoſpital in this Town, who gave to the 
three Pariſhes of this Town 20 Nobles 
apiece for the apparelling, and putting 
out poor Children, and ſomething to 
each of the Poor in the Hoſpital, where 
he was Maſter, as alſo to other Places, Oc. 
Maurice Abbot, and Alice his Wife z Ro- 
bert Terry, Eſq; Alderman of London, 
and four Times Mayor of Cuilford 3 George

A little lower in the Town, at a ſmall 
Diſtance from the high Street ſtands St. 
Mary's Church, wherein are only two Mo- 
numents, viz. for Rowland Griffith, Gent. 
Harbinger to his Royal Highneſs James 
Duke of York, in 1664, and John Mar- 
zin, Gent. twice Mayor of Gui/ford, and 
His Daughter Jane, the Wife of Henry 
Staples, Clerk. Theſe two Pariſhes were 
united by Act of Parliament in the Year 
1698-9, according to the Incution and De- 
ſign of Dr. George Morley, late Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, who gave 20 J. per Annum to 
them as an Encouragment for the Union 
of the ſaid Churches, and an Augmen- 
tation of the Miniſter's Maintenance there- 
of, to which, when it was done, Sir Richard 
Onſlow of Veſt-Clandon in this County, 
Bart. (late Lord Onſlow) added 2001. to 
purchaſe Lands for a further Augmenta- 
tion of the Revenues of the Incumbent ; 
they alſo have a Part in Dr. Clark's Cha- 
rity. 

On the other Side of the Bridge, over 
the River Vey is an old Church dedicated 
to S. Nicholas, in which are ſeveral Mo- 
numental Inſcriptions, ſome ancient, as 
for Mr. Thomas Calcot, Miniſter of this 
Church; one dated 1368, but the Name 
utterly defaced, and not legible; Mr,Ralph 
Lepton, Prebendary of Wells, and ReQor 
of this Church; Jane the Wife of John 
Cooke; Arnold Brocas, LL. B. Prebendary 
of Lincoln and Wells, and Rector of this 
Place; others modern, as for Caleb the 
Son of Philip Lovejoy born in this Pariſh, 
and educated in the Free-Schoo] here, 
who gave 221. per Annum Ground-Rents 

In preſent, which when the Leaſes were 
expired would yield yol. per Annum to 
the Poor of this Pariſh for ever, he died 
May 8, 1603 ; Chriſtopher More of Lothes- 
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ley in this Pariſh; Knt. the King's Re- 
membrancer in the Exchequer Sir Ro. 
bert Moor, Knt. one of the Band of Pen. 
fioners to the Kings James I. and Charles I. 
and his Son Sir Poinirgs Moor of Latheſ 

Kant. and his Lady Elizabeth. 1 
 Lotheſleyis a Seat of the ancient Family 
of Moors, fituate near this Town, and in 
the Pariſh: It is at preſent a large Houſe 
though anciently much more ſpacious, 
and ſtands in the Middle of a fine Park 
well ſtocked with Deer. By the Archi. 
tecture, it ſeems to have been built about 
King Henry VII's Time. In it is an 
handſome conſecrated Chapel, and a long 
Gallery furniſhed with many excellent 
Pictures. In the Hall alſo is an Armoury 
of ancient Furniture, as Targets, Culli- 
vers, Pikes, Swords, Oc. The Wheat 
that grows in the Lands hereabouts, ha- 
ving a red Stalk is very good, much of 
the ſame Nature. with the Suſſex Wheat, 
ſo famaus, and bears as good a Price. A 
little Way from hence, about a Mile aſun- 
der are two round Knaps or Hillocks 
called Robin Hood's Butts, where it is be- 
lieved, the Bodies of ſeveral Men ſlain 
in Battle were interred; for 'tis ſaid, 
that thofe 4000 French, who landing at 
Southampton laid that Town in Aſhes, and 
befieged Odiham-Caftle (in which were but 
15 Men, yet by their Valour kept them 
out a Week) marched from thence towards 
this Town, near which this whole Coun- 
ty in Arms met them, fought and killed 
ſome, and forced the reſt either to fly, or 
leave their dead Bodies here, or in the 
Places adjacent. 

This Place hath given a Title to many 
of our Nobility, viz. 

Elizabeth, V iſcounteſs of Keymelmeak 
in Ireland, created by King Charles II. 
in the Year 1660, Counteſs of Guilford 
for Life, which being expired, 

Fohn Duke 6f Lauderdale in Scotland of 

Family of Maitland, Lords of 
Tir leftane, deſcended from James II. King 
of Scotland, having been inferior to none 
of his Anceſtors for noble Atchievements, 
was created by the ſame King Cuarles 1 
Baron of Peterſham, as is aboveſaid, an 
Earl of Guilford, He ny * 


mended himſelf to that King's Favour, 
by raifing Forces to reſcue his Father from 
105 |mpriſonment ſome Time before he 
2 martyred, and afterward marching 

th him to the Battle of Worceſter, where 
he was taken Priſoner, and his Eſtate be- 
ing ſeized by the then ruling Powers, he 
vis kept in Cuſtody, and hardly uſed for 
near nine Years, 'till his Majeſty was re- 
fored to his Throne. He was raiſed to 
theſe Honours Anno 1674, but leaving no 
Iſue Male, this honourable Title was 
conferred by the ſame King in 1683, 


n 
118. Francis North, made then Baron of 
Guilford : He was the ſecond Son of Dudley 
Lord North, and being bred up to the Law, 
became ſucceſhvly Sollicitor and Attorney 
General, then Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
Common-Pleas; and laſtly, Lord-Keeper 
of the Great Seal of England; all which 
great Poſts he managed with ſo much” 
Learning and Judgment, that he was 
further dignify'd with this Honour. He 
died September 5, 1685, and left his Eſtate 
and Honour to . 
Francis his Son, who is the preſent 
Lord Guilford, He hath by his ſecond 
Wife, Alice one of the Daughters, and 
Coheirs of Sir John Brownlow of Betton 
in Lincolnſhire, Bart. and Lord Tyrconnel 
in Ireland, two Sons and one Daughter 
living, viz. Francis, Peregrine and Alice, 
His Seat in this County is at Durdans 
near Epſom. | 
This Town was the native Place of 
three very eminent Men in their Time, 
vix. | 


terbury, of whom we have ſaid ſo much 
already, that we ſhall obſerve only that 
what is ſaid of him in Diſgrace, that he 
never had any Cure of Souls, and ſo was 
not acquainted with the Moleſtations of 
Country Parſons in taking Tithes, and 
in the Troubles attending the Cures of 
Souls, but from a Lecturer became a Dig- 
nitarv of the Church, as firſt a Dean, 
then a Biſhop, and laſtly en Archbiſhop, 
vas therefore always moroſe and harſh to 
ſuch Miniſters as came before him upon 
any. Buſineſs, may be eaſily turned to 
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George Abbot, Lord Archbiſhop of Can- 
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his great Commendation, his great Worth 


ſetting him above the inferior Offices of 
the Clergy, and his ſeeming Severity to 
the Clergy proceeding from his Gravity 
and Impartiality, in chuſing to ſeem ra- 
ther rugged to them of his own Coat, 
that it might be evident that the Suſ- 
picions, that the World always have had 
of the Clergy's favouring one another, 
may be rendred Groundleſs, for *twas 
plain none loved good Men of the Clergy 
better; though that alſo was turned to 
his Diſpraiſe, by calling them Puritans, 
and Men d iſaffedted to the Conſtitution - 
of the Church, becauſe he diſguſted Sib- 
thorp, Manwaring, &c. | 

Kobert Abbot, his elder Brother, who 
being bred in Baliol College, Oxford, be - 
came Principal of that Houſe, and King's 
Profeſſor of Divinity in the Univerſity, 
in which laſt Station. he ſhewed ſo much 
Learning and Accuteneſs of Wit, that in 
Reading, Preaching, and Moderating, he 
could clearly diſentangle the Truth, tho“ 
complicated with Sophiſms and Errors on 
all Sides, He routed Biſhop the Romifh 
Champion ſo entirely, that he never dare 
appear more, But Preferment, - which 
ruſhed in violently upon his Brother, 
crept ſlowly towards. him; ſome ſay, 
for his Humility, becauſe he never ſought 
itz others becauſe he was a Puritan, 
which was then, and is ſtill a Name put 
upon the moſt conformable Churchmen 
that are more devoutly pious and zealous 
than others; but his Friends ſay, 'Twas 
becauſe the State was unwilling to adorn 
the Church with the Spoils of the Uni- 
verſity: At length, however, he was 
raiſed to the See of Salisbury, but ſo much 
in his declining Age, that he was fcarce 
warm in his See before he was cold in 
his Coffin ; his Character nevertheleſs was, 
that though his Brother vas the moſt 
elegant Preacher, he was the greateſt 
Scholar; and though the Archbiſhop was 
an abler Stateſman, he was the beit Di- 
vine, ; 

John Parkhurſt, bred in Oxford, where 
he was Tutor to John Jewel, afterward 
Biſhop of Salisbury. He had di continu- 
GO Time from that. Univerſity, and 
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at nie Return found Jewel reading Huwg: 
nity Lectures in Corpus Chriſti College, w hi 
he was ſo much taken with, that he thus 
in a Poetical Strain beſpake him,

Leaving the Univerſity after this, he 


was Parſon of Cleve in Glouceſterſhire, a 
rich Living, equal in Revenue to fome 
of the ſmaller Biſhopricks, Here he lived 
in great Hoſpitality and Charity, being 
mok bountitul to ſuch Oxford Scholars, 
as he knew. indigent, not toreſeeing, or 
not confidering what afterward happened. 
King Eduard VI. died and Queen Mary 
came to the Throne, The rich Parſon 
that fed others, of a ſudden wanted Bread, 


being forced ſecretly to get away to ſave 


His Life, He fled beyond Sea, and there 
remained "till Queen Mary's Death, when 
returning, he was robbed of that little he 
had. Being come again into England, 
Queen Elizabeth preferred him to the 
Bithoprick of Norwich in 1560, where 
he ſat 14 Years, and died in 1574. 
Woking is alſo a Market-Town in this 
Hundred, and doubtleſs was once a more 
confiderable Place than Gui/ford, becauſe 
the Hundred takes its Name from it. The 
Market is weekly on Tueſday, and for the 
Conveniency of the People that- brin 
Corn to it, James Zouch, Eſq; Lord of 
the Town, built a neat Market-houſe at 


His own Charge in 1665: Here are alſo 
kept two Fairs yearly, one on Whitſon-

ters of his were taken Which diſcovered 
his Deſign, and he was adjudged to 
Death, and accordingly executed. His 
Eſtate being thus forfeited, was ſeiz'd by 
the Crown, who granted it to Roger de 
Mortimer Earl of March, the great Fa- 
vourite of Queen Iſabel, who ſettled it 
upon his Son Geffrey, and his Heirs, and 
in defect of them, upon himſelf and his 
right Heirs. But this Earl ſoon after 
growing odious to the People in general, 
and being charg'd with the Murder of 
the King's Father, King Edward II. was 
condemn'd by Parliament, and hang'd in 
Smithfield. 

His Eſtate being thus come into the 
King's Hands, Edmund and John, the 
Sons of Edmund of Woodſtock, were re- 
ſtored to their Honours, and many of their 
Father's Eftates, of which this Manor of 
Woking was a part. Join ſucceeded his 
Brother Edmund in the Earldom of Kent, 
and dy*d poſſeſſed of it, leaving it to Joan 
the Wife of Sir Thomas Hol and, Knt. and 
her Heirs, having no Iſſue of his own 3 
but his Wiſe Elizabeth, the Daughter of 
the Marqueſs of Juliers, ſurviving him, 
this Manor, with ſome other Eſtates, was 
aſſigned to her for her Dowry ; after 
whoſe Death this Lordſhip, 20 Rich. 2. is 
obſerved to be in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Lord Thomas Holland, in whoſe Poſterity 
it continued, till returning again to the 
Crown, it was given by K. James pot 


ty of Zouck, and being entail'd 
— Heir Male of Sir Eduard Zouch, 
with Remainder over to divers of the 
tame Family in Tail Male, Famer Zouck 
of this Place, Eſq; the only ſurviving 
Heir, having no Iffue, hath fold the ſame 
to one Mr. Walker, the preſent Lord, who 
is yet in Poſſeſhon, but is endeavoured to 
de outed by ſome Claimants, The 
Zowches had here a fair Houſe, with a 
hrge Park, ſaid to be three Miles about, 
but there has been no Deer in it ſince 
the late Civil Wars, doubtleſs Mr. Walker 
now has it. 

The Living is a Vicarage, worth about 
601. a Year, and in the Church are theſe 
Monuments. (1.) Ancient, for Anne De- 
veres, Daughter of the Lord Jeffery of 
Chartley z Henry Purdan, and Joan his 
Wife; John Shaw, Paſtor here 35 Vears; 
John Shadhet, and Iſabel his Wiſe; Gil. 
bert Gilpin, Park-keeper of Woking Park. 
(2.) Modern, for Penclope the Wife of 
Jain Burgoyne, Eſqy, Sir Edward Zouch, 

nt. Court-Marſnhal to the Kings James 
and Charles I. and Sir Fohn Lloyd, Bart. 
deſcended of the Lloyds of the Foreft in 
South Wales, Mr. Aubery here, 
after he has made juft Acknowledgments 
of the Informations given him by the 
Church-Clerk and Sexton, tells us, that 
the Grave-digger told him, That he had 
a Rule left him by his Father to. know 
when a Corpſe was not rotted in a Place 
where he was digging, viz. when he 
found a certain Plant, about the Bjgneſs 
of the middle of a Tobacco-pipe, which 
came near the Surface of the Earth, but 
never appeared above it. That it is a- 
bout a Yard long, the Outſide black, and 
Infide red, and hath a Top like Aſpara- 
gus. He had traced it to the Root, and 
found it to ſpring from the putrify'd 
Body. The Seit of the Church-yard is a 
fine red Sand, and that the Graves being 
foon levelbd with the other Ground, this 
Rule was of great Uſe to him, that he 
might not dig up any Corpſe not fully 
conſumed, He added, that in Send 
Church-yard the like Plant is found in

of England, out of Flanders into theſe 


In this Church is a Gallery, erefted at 
the ſole Charge of Sir Edward Zouc l, 
Knt. Marſhal of England in 1622 3 and a 
Tablet of all the Pariſhes in this Coun- 
ty, which are to be paid out of the Ma- 
nor of Warbuxton in Suſſex, beginning with 
this Town, to which he gave 10 J. per 
Annum for ever, There are two of them 
in Bag ſhot Church in this Hundred, and 
ſeveral elſewhere, but we ſhall, for Bre- 
vity-ſake, omit them, becaufe in all, or 
moſt of the Pariſhes, which are in Num- 
ber 38, there is mention of the Sum gi- 
ven to it by Mr. Henry Smith, ſo often 
named. 

In this Pariſh are ſome other Things 
worthy our Notice, viz. 

Bridley, a ſmall Manor in this Pariſh, 
of which we want an Account. 

Sutton-Place, a Manor-houſe, and a no- 
ble Seat built of Brick, with a ſtately 
Gatehouſe, and high Tower, having a 
Turret at each Angle. Within it is a 
ſquare Court. The Window Mouldings 
within the Houſe, and Coyne of the 
Walls, all made of baked white Clay, 
which is as perfef& as when it was firſt ſet 
up, tho? it was eretted in K. Henry VIII's 
Days, by Sir Richard W:fton, then Ma- 
fer of the Court of Wards. This Knight 
deſerves an honourable Mention here, up- 
on theſe Accounts, viz. That he convey'd 
the Water of the River of Stoke by Guil- 
ford to his Manor of Sutton ; that he was 
the firſt that brought the planting of Clo- 
ver-Graſs, which has been of late and 
fill is of Tuch mighty Uſe in many Parts 


Parts, from whence it has ſpread into 
others; and at the ſame Time brought 
over the Contrivance of Locks, Turn- 
ikes and tumbling Bays for Riversz 
t the New River was firſt contrived 

by him, for he began it in 1650, or there- 


abouts, but did not live to finiſh it, for 


he dy'd in 1653, Kt. 63. and was bury'd 
at Guilford, but has no Tomb. Two of 
his Family, viz. Sir John and Sir Will;- 
am Weſton were Lord-Priors-of S. John of 
Jeruſalem ut Clerkenwell, the one in 1483, 
the other in 1540 This laſt was Sir Ki 
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chard's younger Brother, and was Prior, 
when that Houſe was ſurrender'd. 

Brokewood, a Coppice, a Mile long, 
and three Quarters of a Mile broad, in 
the Middle of which ſtood an Hermitage, 
formerly -belonging to the Monaſtery of 
Grey-Friers at Guilford, Part of it built 
of Stone and Timber is yet remaining, 
wiz. four or five Rooms, and ſome Par- 
cels of Land, viz. two Acres, three Roods 
and an half of all Sorts. | 

Whitmore-Pond on the Heath, ſo call'd, 
is alſo in this Pariſh, and belongs to John 
Weſton, Eſq; Sir Richard his Father mar- 
Ty'd the Daughter of one Mr. rag! ot of 
Tillington Park in the Pariſh of Burghil! 
in Herefordſhire, Eſq; He learned the 
Art of planting Clover-Graſs of Sir Ri- 
chard, and carry'd it into his County 
firſt. This is all we obſerve remarkable 
in the Market-Towns of this Hundred, 
and ſo we paſs to the Villages. 

Aſh, a ſmall Village, but divided into 
three Tythings, each of which is a di- 
ftin Manor, and hath a different Lord ; 
the Tything and Manor of Aft belongs 
to S. Mary's College near Wincheſter, found- 
ed by William of Wickham Biſhop of that 
See ; the Tything and Manor of Normanby 
is the Demeſne of George Woodroofe, Eſq; 
and the Tything and Manor of Frimley, 
of which we have ſpoken in Chertſey 
Hundred, is the Lordſhip of James Tick- 
burn. Eſq; : 

The Living is a Rectory, worth about 
1401. per Annum, in the Patronage of 
Wincheftey College above mentioned. In 
the Church are only two ancient Monu- 
ments for Thomas Manory and Anne Vyne, 
Daughter of the ſaid Thomas Manory. 

Bag ſhot, or Bageſhot, formerly called 
Holy Hull, anciently- the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of the Kings of Englard, who 
have an Houſe here, with a Park adjoin- 
ing, but diſparked in the Times of the 
Rebellion; yet King James and Charles I. 
often came down to it becauſe it ſtood 
convenient for hunting, in which they 
much delighted. But the Manor was 
alienated by King Edward III. and given 
to his Uncle Edmund of Woodſtock, Earl 
of Kent, who forfeited it by endeavour- 


ing to reſtore his Brother ? 
Father,. King Edmard II, 1 * Sy 
ſtored to his Sons Edmund and John — 
Elizabeth the Reliet of this lat had this 
Manor for Part of her Dowrv, aiter 
whoſe Death it. deſcended to the right 
Heir Joan, the Wife of Sir Thomas Et. 
land, and the only Siſter of the £1iq John 
This Town is famous for good Inns to 
accommodate Travellers. The King's 
Arms, . is now a very fine Inn, 
was anciently .a Chantr i 
of Freenantles, ee 
ut half a Mile or more fro 

Street or Road, ſtands the Church = 
which is no Monument or Graveſtone 
but on the North and South Walls * 
two Copies of Mr. Henry Smith's Deed 
of Charitable Uſes, much the ſame with 
that at Woking. The Church was burnt 
down by Lightning in 1676, and rebuilt 
by the Pariſhioners in 1680, 

Clandon Eaſt, the Lordſhip and Eſtate 
of Gerard Lord Angier of Longford in 
Ireland. He had an Houſe and Park here, 
which are devolved into other Hands, 
This Lord was an ingenious, and ſo learn- 
ed a Gentleman, that Mr. Oughtred in his 
Preface to his Clavis Mathematica, gives 
this Character of him, That he was a 
truly pious Chriſtian, and skilled not on- 
ly in the Latin and Greek Tongues, but in 
the Hebrew and Oriental Languages, and 
both Kinds of Philoſophy, which Eulogy 
will be a more laſting Monument to his 
Memory, than the moſt magnificent Mo- 
nument of Marble. 

The Living here is a Reftory, worth 
about 801, per Annum, anciently in the 
Patronage of the Lord Angier, and we 
ſuppoſe, now of the Owner of his Eſtate 
here, who is Mr. Heath, whoſe Seat is 
called Heathland in this Pariſh. One 
Mr. Thomas Goffe, a Perſon of a Poetical 
Genius, and a good Orator, (as his Fu- 
neral Orations for Dr. William Goodwin 
Dean of Chriſt-Church, and Henry Savil 
do ſufficiently prove) in 1623, was pre- 
ferred to this. Reftory, and upon ſome 
amorous Pretences of , his Predeceſſor's 
Widow, was drawn in to marry her, not- 
withſtanding he always profeſs d himſelf 

| an 


in Enemy to the female Sex; but before 
he was actually marry'd, one Tom Thimble 
his Confident ad got ſome Knowledge of 
her, and thus adviſed him, Do not ma 
her, for if thou ait ſhe will break thy 
Heart; but he did not accept this Cau- 
tion, and marry'd her. She proved to 
him a meer Xantippe, and with her 
Children ſo overtopped him, as ſhortned 
his Life, which he being ſenſible of, 
ſme of the laſt Words which he fpake 
were theſe, Oracle ! Oracle! Tom Thimble, 
and ſo gave up the Ghoſt, July 27, 1629. 
In the Church itſelf there is 1 
to be taken particularly Notice of. 

Lord Angier and his Family have a Bu- 
rying· place on the North-Side of it, but 
there is no Monument for any of them. 
Mr. Smith's Gift to this Town is 31. per 
Annum. 

Clandon Weſt, a Village about two Miles 
from Guilford, where at the Manor-houſe, 
called Clandon Place, the Lord Onſlow hath 
his Seat. This Family of Onſlow is ori- 


lau- Hall in Shropſhire, an ancient Fami- 
ly of Gentlemen. Their firſt Settlement 
was at Knowle in Cranley, from whence 
they removed to Clandon Place, an Houſe 
pleaſantly ſituated on the Side of Clandon 
Downs, from whence there is a fine Pro- 
ſpect into ten Counties. It is well ſhaded 
with Wood, and plentifully ſupply'd with 
Water. Sir Richard Onſlow was the firſt 
Lord of the Family : He was the Son 
of Sir Arthur Onſlow, Knt. and Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons in the 8th 
Year of Queen Anne, as one of his An- 
ceſtors of the ſame Name was in the 8th 
of Queen Elizabeth. From the Revolu- 
tion and Settlement of the Crown by 
Parliament, he was a firm Adherent to 
the Proteſtant Succeffion in the Houſe of 
Hanover, and as an Acknowledgment of 
his faithful Services to his Country, Oc. 
he was advanced by his late Majeſty 
King George T to the Honour of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title ot Lord On- 
ftw of Onfloww and Clandon : He was Lord 
Lieutenant of Surrey, one of the Lords of 
the Treaſury, and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer; and dying, left his Son Thomas 
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ginally deſcended of the Onſlow's of On- 
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Heir of his Honour and Eſtates; he is 
the preſent Lord Onſlow, and ſucceeds 
his Father as Lieutenant of Surrey, but is 


rry only one of the Tellers of the Exche- 


quer. - « 

The Living is a ReQory, in the Patro- 
nage of Mr. Duncomb of Abirger. The 
Church ſtands near the Lord Onſlow!'s Seat. 
A little before Chriſtmas 1716, it was ſo 
weak and decay'd thro' Age, that it fell 
down of itſelf, and hath fince been rebuilt 
by the Contributions of the Pariſhioners. 
In it are theſe Monuments, all Modern, 
for John Whitehead and his Wifez Mary 
the Wife of Robert Hobart, Eſq; and 
Daughter of John Whitehead 3 Richard, 
Son of Jon Whitehead. 

Horſeley Eaft, a ſmall Village, of whoſe 
Lords, either ancient or Modern, we have 
not been able to get any Information. 

The Living is a ReQory, and in the 
Church are ſeveral Monuments, (1.) An- 
cient, for Robert de Brentingham, the Fa- 
ther of the Reverend Thomas de Brenting- 
ham, Biſhop of Exeter in 1370, and Lord 
Treaſurer ; John Snelling, and Alice his 
Wife 3 Ralph Agmondeſham, and Milcenia 
his Wife; John Booth, Biſhop of Exeter 
in 1466; Thomas Cornwalis, Eſq, ſome 
time Penſioner, and Groom Porter to Q. 
Elizabeth, and the Lady Katharine his 
Wife, one of the Daughters of Thomas 
Wriotheſly Earl of Southampton, and Chan- 
cellor of England ; Samuel Bouncher; Tho» 
mas Wright/on, Clerk, late Rector here; 
Henry Hildeyard, Eſq; and his eldeſt Son 
Sir Chriftopher Hildeyard of Winſtead in 
Holderneſs in Yorkſhire 3 and Thomas Snel- 
ling, and Joan his Wife, who had eight 
Sons and five Daughters. 

Horſley Weft,, ſituate about a Mile from 
the lait Horfley, the Lordſhip and Eftate 
of Ralph Lord Berners, whody'd poſſeſſed 
of it 25 Edw. 1. and left it to his Son and 
Heir Edmund Lord Kerners, from whom 
it deſcended to Sir Fames Berners, Knr, 
a great Favourite of King Richard Il's, 
for whoſe Sake he was beheaded ; vet his 
Son Richard inherited his Honour and E- 
ſtate in King Henry IV's Keign, and had 
his Seat in this Town, He left only one 
Daughter and Heir Margery, who mar- 
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rying to Sir John Bouychler, 4th Son of 
William Bourcater Earl of Ewe, carry'd 


this Eſtate and Honour into his Family, 


for he ſate in Parliament 3

this nor and Seat to their Grandſon 
John Lord Berners. How long it remain- 
ed in his Family we find not, nor in what 
other Family it was, *till about the Reign 
of King James I, when it was the Seat 
and Eſtate of Carew Raleigh, Eſq; the Son 
of the famous Sir Walter Raleigh, who fell 
a Sacrifice to Spaniſh Politicks. From him, 
or his Heirs, it paſſed to Lord Montacute 
of Cowdrey, who ſold it to Mr. Carew to 
diſcharge the Mortgage he had made of it 
to Mr. John Evelyn, Of the Deſcendents 
of the Carews it was bought by Sir Ed- 
ewar 4 Nicholas, then Principal Secretary 
of State, and upon his Death in 1669, it 
came to his Son and Heir Sir John Nicho- 
las, Knight of the Bath, and one of the 
Clerks of the Privy Council, in whoſe 
Heir it now is, and made their Seat. 

The Living is a Rectory, valued at 

200 J. per Annum, in the Patronage of the 
Lords of the Manor from Fames Lord Ber- 
ners's Time, if not before, for in the 
North Window of the Chancel is written, 
Jacobus Berner Patronus ; and under 
this Light is the Portraiture of a Prieſt 
in his Habit, but without Inſcription.

Dugdale 
and Heylin reckon him Earl of this County, 
from his coming in with the Conqueror, 
He going with his Lady Cundred on a 
Pilgrimage to Rome, was ſo kindly en - 
tertained by the Monks of Cluni in Bur- 
gundy, that upon his Return home he 
iounded an Abbey of that Order at his 
Caſtte of Lewes in Suſſex, by King Jil.

be perceiv'd ; This Stone is much uſed 
by Chymiſts, Bakers, and Glaſs-houſes. 
On White-Hill alſo in the Pariſh of Blear 
chingley there are ſeyeral Quarries of Free- 
Stone, though harder, and not ſo white. 


Chalk is plentiſul in this County, eſpe - 


cially in and about Calden, at much 
as to ſay, Ghalk- Down, fo called from 
the great Quantities: of Chalk found 
there. At White-Down alſo there is, and 
hath been for many Years, a vaſt, Delf 
of Chalk, which in Summer Time is car- 
ry'd with vaſt Labour as far as the Mid- 
dle of Suſſex, and with another Sort fetch'd 
from their Sea-Coaſts, burnt into Lime 
for the enriching of their Grounds. Here 
are likewiſe dug up Cockleſhells, and 
other Luſus Natura, with Pyrites bedded 
an incredible Depth within the Bowels of 
the Mountains.

_ Waverley, the firſt Monaſtery of Ciſter- 
tian Monks in England, built in the Year 
1129, by William Giffard Biſhop of Min- 
cheſter ; Thefe Monks followed the Rule 
of S. Benedict, but were not called by the 
Engliſh Bendictines, but White Monks. They 
took their Name from Ciſterce in Burgundy, 
and were the Third of that Order in the 
Chriſtian World. In England it became 
very Fruitſul after its Eſtabliſhment, 
for in little more than 100 Vears, there 
is a Catalogue taken in King Edward I's 
Reign of near 70 Monaſleries in England 
of this Order, of which this Monaſtery 
was called the Mother or Grandmother, 
for ſo the Religions Orders in England 
uſed to count, as it were their Pedigrees.

Hengift, his Country- 


man, having by Craſt, as much as Va-

iſh'd his Kingdom in Kent, not wich-

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out ſome ſharp Oppoſition from the Bri- 
tains, encouraged Ella with Hopes of the 
like Succeſs, to accept of an Invitation 
of his Aſſiſtance, who thereupon with 
his three Sons Cymen, Pleting, and Ciſſa, 
and under their Command a conſiderable 
Body of Saxons, haſtened to Sea in divers 
Ships, and arrived at e Place in this 
County, called from his eldeſt Son Cimen- 
ſhore afterwards, ſtill noted in our Maps 
to be at Selſey. The Britains inhabiting 
thoſe Parts, eaſily gueſs'd at the Reaſon 
of their coming, and ſought in a war- 
like Manner to drive them to Sea again, 
but being over-power'd, were many of 
them ſlain, and thoſe that remain'd, 
chaſed into the Wood adjoining, call'd An- 
drads-wald, in Britiſh Coid Andred, fo 
named from Anderida, a City, now 
thought to be the Wild or Weild. The 
Arrival of theſe Saxons happen'd two 
Years after Hengift's coming. 

The Britains. were not ſubdued, tho“ 


they were worſted in this firſt Rencaun- 


ter, and thereupon being loth to leave 
their Country to the Ravages of the 
Saxons, renewed the War with them, and 
fought them at Macreds Burnlamſtead; but 
again (as HForence tells us) loſt the Vito» 
ry; tho' Huntington makes it ſo doubtful, 
that, he ſays, the Saxons were forced to 
ſend into their own Country for freſh 
Supplies; but however that be, it is 
plain, that three Vears after his coming, 

Ooo he 


he had ſo entirely vanquiſh'd the Britains, 
that within a few Years he erected the 
Kingdom of the South-Saxons, and enjoy'd 
it without Reſiſtance 24 Years or more, 
for $row and other Chronotogers affign 
him above 30 Years Reign. 

Ella being thus eſtabliſh'd King of the 
South-Saxons, ruled fix Years over them 
in the Reign of Hengift King of Kent, and 
approved himſelf in his Actions ſo much 
for his Valour and wiſe Government, that 
after Hengiſt's Death, who was the firſt 
Monarch of the Engliſhmen, he was cho- 
ſen into that high Station, and was the 
ſecond Monarch of the Saxon Race : For, 
in the Interval between Hengiſt's Death, 
and his erecting this Kingdom, Kerdick, 
and other Saxon Leaders, had canton'd out 
this Part of the Iſle into other Kingdoms, 
fo that they all thought it neceſſary to 
prevent the Inconveniencies of having 
feveral petty Kingdoms, to ſet up one of 
the Princes as an' Head to lead and go- 
vern the reſt, Elia held this Place 25 
Years, and in that Time, whether by 
Wars, Diſeaſes, or any other Accident, 
loſt his two eldeſt Sons, viz,. Eimen and 
Pleting, fo that at his Death only 

Ciſſa his youngeſt Son, belpg living, 
was his Succeſſor, and Kerdick, then 
King of the Weſt-Saxons, was choſen the 
Monarch of the Englifh in his Place. Ciſſa 
was ſo far from conteſting the Succeſhon 
to this laſt Power, that knowing that Ker- 
dick muſt be engaged in many Battels with 
the Britains, he willingly paid a Contri- 
bution towards carrying on the Wars, and 
fat down in Peace himſelf, employing 
his Time and, Treaſure in, building of 
Chithefter, ſo called from his Name, viz. 
Ciſſa's-chefter,, and Chisbury in this Coun- 
ty, the one a City for the Reſort of his 


People, and the other a Repoſe for him- 


ſelf; and that this laſt might be a Pre- 
ſervative to him from all Dangers, he ſor- 
tify'd it with a, ſtrong Trench. The 
Wars then on Foot with the Britains, led 
by Natanleed, we do not find that he any 
ways concerned himſelf in or his People; 
but having ſpent a long Reign of 76 
Years in Eaſe and Peace, left his King- 
dom at length to.

Edelwalch (or as others call 
wald, and Ethel wol fe) 
Brother is uncertain. He was the fir 
Chriſtian King of this Province con ver 
ted by Birinus Biſhop of Dorcheſter, wh; 
happening- to preach before Wolpherss 
King of the Mercians, when this "Ik 
happen'd to be at his Court, he was 95 
taken with the good Inſtrutions of the 
Biſhop, that by the Perſwaſion of 3}. 

herus he was baptiz'd, and permitted 
ome of the chief Dukes, and other No- 
bles of his Province, to become Chriſti. 
ans. EZba his Queen was baptiz'd alſo 
at the ſame Time. Edelwalch being re- 
turn'd into his Kingdom, was viſited by 
Biſhop Wilfrid, who confirmed him fo 
fully in the Chriſtian Doctrine, thit the 
King gave him the Peninſula of Selſey, 
with the Demeſn of 87 Tenements, that 
he might build a Monaſtery there, which 
afterwards was turn'd into a Biſhop's See, 
Againſt this Edel-walch, Ceadwald, a you 
Prince of the Weſt-Saxon Blood Roya 
made War, and invading his Territories 
with a Multitude of his Friends and Fol- 
lowers, flew him as he endeavour'd to 
ftop his Incurſions, and was ſlain in the 
Attempt, when he had reigned 25 Years, 
Berthun and Authun, two South-Saxon 
Dukes, ſeeing their King dead, and their 
Country expoſed to the Plunder of Cead- 
them the 
Defence of their Country, and at length 
by their Valour an4-ConduR, forc'd him to 
retire ; which having done, they aſſum'd 
the Government of the Province, and ma- 
nag'd it for ſome Time, vx. till Cead- 
wald had gotten the Kingdom of the Vt. 
Saxons,- his Prince having now gotten 
that Power in his Hands, reſol ved to re- 
new the War with theſe South-Saxon Dukes, 
partly to revenge his late Defear, but 
chiefly to enlarge his Kingdom by adding 
the South-Saxons Country to it; and ac- 
cordingly invaded it with a firong Army. 
Berthun and Authien made the beſt Oppo- 
ſition they could, and join'd in Battle a- 
gainſt him, but Berthun being flain, his 
Army fled, and Ceadwald miſerably har- 
raſs'd the whole Province; but being em- 
ploy'd in other Wars with Kent, he oſt

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+ to Ince, his $uceeTNor, to bring it into 
compleat Subjection to the Veſt · Savon 
Government; which he did fo effeAually, 
that it never recover'd its former State, 
but continu'd under all his Succeffors a 
part of the Weſt-Saxon Kingdom, having 
good alone not above 113 Years, 
About A. C. 800, Egbert, King of the 
W:ft-Saxons, having reduced the other 
5,401 Kingdoms under his Government, 
became the firſt Saxon Monarch; yet for 
the peaceable Order of his Kingdom, ap- 
inted under him certain Earls to be 
Governors of the ſeveral Counties, to 
whom he gave a kind of Palatine Jurif- 
zition z but we do not find any ſuch 
Earl preſiding over this, and therefore 
ſuppoſe, that it was ſubje either to the 
Farls of Surrey, (which we conceive moſt 
probable, becauſe in after Ages, both 
theſe Counties were under the juris 
diaion of the ſame Sheriff) or the Earls 
of the Veſt-Saxons. But however that be, 
we meet with divers other Earls who had 
large Poſſeſſions in this County before the 


Haſtings in this County, 


Which may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to 
be all the chief and head Lordſhips of the 
County, on which the reſt, if there were 
any more, did depend. This is all the 
General Hiſtory of this County which 
we meet with; wherefore we ſhall pro- 
ceed to the Deſcription of the County, 
more particularly by ſurveying the 
Towns and Villages. 

This County doth not follow the Di- 
viſion of other Counties into Hundreds, 
but is firſt divided into Rapes, which are 
ſubdivided into ſmall Hundreds. The 
Rapes are ſix, viz. 1. Arundel Rape. 
2. Bramber Rape. 3. Chichefter * + 
Hiſtings Rape. 5. Lewes Rape. And 6. 
Peverſey Rape; which have ſeveral Hun- 
reds included in them, but fo ſmall that 
they contain not above five or fix Towns 
piece; and their Limits not being ex- 
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Conqueſt, viz, Codwine, Earl of Kent, 
who was alfo Earl of the Weſt-Saxons 3 
he had, as the Conqueror's Survey tells 
us, and names the Towns, 46 Manors, 
beſides fix Manors Which Cyra, the aid 
Earl's ſecond Wife, held in Dower ; all 
which, with ſome others, deſcended from 
them to their Sons Leo fine, and Harold, 
who was afterwards King of England. 

The Norman Invaſion happen'd in the 
Reign of this latter, and by their Victory 
over him; transferred the Crown to the 
Conqueror, William Duke of Normandy, 
who indeed pretended an Hereditary Right 
to the Throne of Exgland, as Heir to 
King Edward the Confeſfor ; but his Sword 
ſeems to have cut him out a Title, fince 
he ſo arbitrarily diſpoſed of the Saxons 
Eftates among the Great Commanders of 
his Army, and his own-Kindred ; as tho* 
no other had any Title to any Thing 
they had, becauſe he Had vanquiſhed 
their King, and by Right of Conqueſt 
all was his. On this Account it was that

Which hath in it the Hundreds of Avys- 
ford, Rotherbridge, Bury, Poling, and 
Weſt-Afwrieth, of which Richard Fitz- 
alan, Earl of Arundel, had the Privilege 
granted to himſelf and Heirs, 11 Ew. 3. 
to have the Return of Writs within the 
Precincts of the three laſt. This Rape 
extends itſelf, as all the reſt do, croſs the 
County from North to South; being 
bounded on the Eaſt with Bramber Rape, 
on the South with the Englik Channel, 
on the Weſt with Chicheſter Rape, and on 

Ooo 2 ; the 
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in this Rape, which gives it its Name 


is 
Arundel, a Town pleaſantly ſeated up- 


on the Side of an Hill, at a convenient 
Diſtance from the Sea, and watered. by the 
River Arun, from whence. its Name 
ſeems to be taken; Arundel! being the 
ſame as Arunſdale, Aruntina wallis, as if 
the Town had riſen by Degrees from the 
River-ſide up to the Hill. We find no 
great Evidence of its Antiquity ;. the firſt. 
Time we meet with it is in King Alfred's 
Will, in which he gives it to Athelm his 
Brother's Son ; but if we believe it to be 
Portus Adurni, as a little Tranſpoſition 
of the Letters may be apt to perſwade 
us, and is not unuſual in ancient Records, 
and ſo-we. read it, Portus Arundi, it will 
prove this Place to be built or inhabited 

y the Romans; but ſince the Name of 
the River is controverted, and the Word 
Dale is ſaid not to be uſed in this Coun- 
ty for a Valley, we ſhall not wade far- 
ther in the Matter, but proceed to the 
Deſcription of the Town, and then ſhew 
what in it. is moſt worthy our Obſerva- 
tion. It is an ancient Borough-Town, 
the Manor of which has conſtantly gone 


along with the Caſtle, of which we ſhall 


ſpeak preſently. Its Situation upon the 
River Aran, over which there is a Bridge, 
where Ships of 100 Tuns may ride, ren- 
ders the Trade ſo conſiderable, that there 
are ſeveral Ships built there for that End, 
It is govern'd by a Mayor, 12 Burgeſſes, 
a Steward, and the other uſual Officers. in 
Corporations. It hath two Markets weck- 
1y. the one on Thur/day, which is a very 
plentiful one, and the other on Saturday, 
but. this is but ſmall z and four Fairs 
yearly, wiz,, On the Invention of the H. 
Croſs, May 3; on St. Lawrence's Day, 
Aug. 10 ; on the Exaltation of the H. 
Croſs, Sept. 14; and on St. Nicholas's 


Day, Decemb. 6. The firſt of theſe Fairs

Ear], inſomuch, 
that whoever {hath the Caſtle becomes 
thereby an Earl, without any other Crea. 
tion, as we ſhall hereafter ſhew. The 
current Opinion concerning. the Foundz. 
tion of it, is, That it was built by one 
Bevis, and named Arundel from his Horſe: 
ſo called, which the Followers of this 
Tradition think may be proved from this 
Argument, vi. That there is a Tower 
in it, now or lately known by the Name 
of Bevis's Tower, which, they ſay, was: 
his Apartment; and as to the Name, they 
ſay, tis natural to believe, that his. 
Horſe might be called Arundel from his 
Swiftneſs, and for that Reaſon much plea- 
ſing his Maſter : He might as well give 
Name to the Caſtle. and Town he built 
from;his-Horſe, as Alexander the Great 
named a City ' Bucephalus from his Horſe, 
in whoſe Qualities he was ſo much de- 
lighted. But however this be, (for it 
ſmells.of. a Fable) tis certain, that the 
Caſtle was in a flouriſhing Condition un- 


after the coming in of the Normans was 
given to 

Roger de Montgomery his Kinſman, by 
the Conqueror, whe made him at the 
ſame Time Earl of Arundel and Shrew:- 
bury, in the firft of which having his Re- 
ſidence, he had his Title from it, (as was 
uſual in thoſe Times) tho' he was really 
Earl of Suſſex under that Title. He had 
ſeveral Children by Mazel, the Heir of 
William Talvace, who brought him a large 
Inheritance in Beleſme in Normandy, from 
which Place his eldeſt Son took his Sir- 
name, Robert de Beleſme. | He inherited 
his Father's and Mother's Eſtates in Nor- 
mandy, but his Father gave his Eſlate in 
this County to | 
Hugh his younger Brother, Who was 
therefore called Earl of Arundel and 
Shrewsbury, as his Father had been. This 
Earl joining with Robert de Mosbray, and 
other Great Men, in their. Deſign to kill 
William Rufus, was forc'd to redeem his 
Life by paying a Fine of.

his Petition accompany *d with 20001, in 
Money to obtain the Earldoms of Arundel 
end Shrewsbury. He continued in Favour 
with that King during his Reign; but 
when his Brother, King Henry I. came toi 
the Throne, he conſpired with William de 
arren Earl of Surrey, his two Brothers, 
Reger of Pietou and Arnolph, and divers 
others, to ſet up Robert de Curthoſe Duke 
of Normandy, that King's elder Brother, 
to be their King, and to that End manned' 
the Caſtle of this Place and Bridgenorth; 
but neither of them held out long againſt 
King Henry's Arms, who yet offered him 
fair Terms of Reconciliationz which not 
prevailing, the King having gotten him 
into his Power, confiſcated his Eſtate, de- 
graded him of his Honour, and impriſon- 
ed him at Warham, where he was kept in 
continual Tortures *till he died, He left

was allowed to take on him his Father's

King Henry Is Reign, and left it to 

: William de Albini, ſurnamed de Meſchines; 
he was found 12 Hen: 2. to be poſſeſſed of 
a very great Eſtate in Lands, viz. Thirty 
two Lordſhips held by his Anceſtors in the 
Reign of King Henry I. and therefore call- 
ed de Veteri Feoffmento, and fix Knights 
Fees, of which he was enfeoffed after the 
Beginning of King Henry TI's Reign, who 
beſides gave him the whole Rape of Arun- 
del to hold of him by the Service of 84. 
Knights Fees and an Half, all which he 
left to 
William de Albini his Sen, and the 3d 
of that Name. He being a Minor at his 
Father's Death, was taken to the King 
himſelf in Ward, 14 Hen. 2. being arri ved 
at Age, he proved an active Man, and 
eminent Stateſeman, both in the Reign of 
King Richard I. whom he accompany'd 
into Normandy, Reg. 6. and who for his 
Valour granted him Arundel Caſtle, toge- 
ther with the whole Honour of Arundel 
and the third Penny of the Pleas out of 
Suſſex, of which he was Earl; and King 
John his Brother whom he ſerved, *till- 
the King denying to reſtore the Barons 
their Righte, he revolted from him with 
the Barons; but being at length taken Pri- 
ſoner with ſeveral others, he purchaſed: 
his Liberty of that King by a large Fine, 
ſubmitting himſelf peaceably to King: 
Henry III. foon after grew much in Fa- 
vour, and died in Honour, leaving his 
Eſtates and Honour to | ON 
Milian de Belvoir his eldeſt Son, ſo call- 
ed while his Father lived, but de Albini 
after his Death, being the Ath of that 
Name. He was the chief Commander of 
the King's Army againſt Richard Mar/hat- 
Earl of Pembroke, and his Adherents, BR ö 
role 
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Into his Council, and beſtowed on them 
the chief Places of Truſt and Profit about 
him; in which Place, though he was 
faithful, yet Earl Marſhall was fo ſucceſs- 


ful, that he obliged the King to baniſh the 


Poiftovins, and ſo Peace was reſtored. He 
died 32 Hen, 3. and was buried before the 
High Altar in the Priory of Belwoir, 
leaving Iſſue one Daughter and Heir

John Fitz-Alan became Earl of Arundel 


in her Right, without any farther Crea- 
tion, and had the Caſtle of Arundel aſſign- 
ed him for his principal Seat. He bei 
one of the Barons Marchers for the Prin- 
cipality of Wales, was made the Captain 


General of all the Forces ſent to guard the 


Borders againft the hoſtile Incurſions of the 
Welch, who, 42 Hen. 3. much infeſted the 
Borders of England adjoining, in Hereford- 
ſhire and Shropſhire. After this he was in 
the Battle of Lewes in Arms for the King, 
48 Hen, 3; and was taken Priſoner with 
Him, but was ſoon releaſed, and died in 
the 52d Year of Henry III. leaving for his 
Heir and Succeſſor 

John Fitz- Alan his Son, who ſurviving 
his Father but two Years, left 

Richard Fitz.-Alan his Heir and Suc- 


ceſſor, then but five Years old. He was 


put in Ward to Roger de Mortimes, and the 

Care of his Lands was committed to John 
de Oxenden, but Iſabel his Mother, 8 Edw. 1. 
obtained of that Prince the Honour and 
Caſtle of Arundel during his Nonage. Be- 
ing out of Ward he had Livery of his Fa- 
ther's Eſtate, and being on that Account 
ſeized of the Caſtle, , Honour, and Lord- 
ſhip of Arundel in his own Demeſne as of 
Fee, was in that Regard, and without any 
other Confideration or Creation, Ear} of 
Arundel, and accordingly was ſo tiled in 
all Letters, Protections, and Inquifitions 
ordered by the King concerning him du- 
ring his Life.

The King weighing the Premiſſes, and 
conſidering the great Services done by this 
John in the Realm of France and Dutchy of 
Narmazxdy,$did, by and with the Advice of 
the whole Houſe of Lords then aſſembled, 
admit him to the ſame Place in Parlia- 
ment, which his Anceſtors had enjoy'd 
ſrom the Time that Richard Fitz-Alan had 
marry'd. one of the Heirs of Hugh de Albini 
the laſt Earl of Arundel of that Fami- 
Iy, and thereupon; an AR of Parliament 
was palled, 11 Hen. 6. wherein it was de- 
clared. That all that had been poſſeſſed 
of the Caſtle and Honour of Arundel, were 
Earls thereof without any other Creation. 


This Earl after. this Decifion remained 


ſtill in France, taking Towns, and bearing 
down all Oppoſitien, till at laſt having 
bis Leg broken by a Culverine Shot, and 
being carry'd Priſoner to Beauvais, he dy'd 
there, and was buried in the Houſe of 
the Friers- Minor s. 

Humphrey Fitz- Alan his Son ſucceeded 
him, being then a Child of about ſix Years 
old, but died in his Minority ; and ſo this 
Caſtle and Honour devolved to 

- William Fitzi-Alan his: Father's younger 
Brother, 18 Hen. 6. This Earl had a great 
Diſpute in Parliament with Tomas Earl 
of Devon, about their Precedency, 23 Hen- 
ry 6. but it was not much regarded, *till 


about. four Years after, it was revived. 


with greater Heat in the Parliament- 


Houſez the Judges being then preſent, 


the Lords reſerred the Decifion of it to 


them; but they refuſed to meddle in it, 


becauſe they ſaid it belonged ſolely to the 
King, and that his great Council z where- 
upon the Queſtion was put, which of them 


ſnould have the Precedence, it being al- 
ledged; that in the Act of 11 Hen. 6. the 
Heirs of Jahn Earl of Arundel was not 


mentioned, on the Part of the Earl of De- 
Von, 
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von. It was upon hearing of the Argu- 
ments of both Sides, reſolved by the Kin 
and Lords, That the Earls of Arunde 
ſhould have their Place in Parliament 
above the Earls of Devon for evermore. 
He was a very active Perſon for the Pub- 
lick Good, and did many great Services 
for King Edward IV. who on that Ac- 
count conſtituted him Juſtitiary of all his 
Foreſts South of Trent, Conſtable of Dover 
Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque-Ports, 
in which Places he continued *till the 
Reign of King Henry VII. Anno 3, and 
then departing this Life, left his Honour 
and Eſtates to = 
Thomas Fitz,- Alan, Lord Matravers his 
eldeſt Son. He was ſent with divers other 
Engliſh Noble-men, 5 Hen. 7. into Flan- 
ders to aid Maximilian the Emperor againſt 
the French. He lived ſome Years in King 
Henry VIIPT's Reign, and dying 16 Hen. 8. 
was buried in the Chancel of the Colle- 
giate Church of Arundel by his Lady, 
leaving for his Succeſſor M84 S627 40 
Sir William Arundel, Lord Matraves his 
Son and Heir. He was one of thoſe Lords 
in Parliament who ſubſcribed that Letter 
to Pope Clement VII. in which it was in- 
timated, That if he did not comply with 
King Henry VIII. in the Matter of his 
Divorce, his Supremacy. was in Danger to 
be loſt in this Kingdom, 22 Hen. 8. And 
when afterwards the ſame King diſſolved 
the Monaſteries, and obtruded many of 
their Lands upon the Nobles in Exchange 
for Lands of their own, he was forced in 
lieu of divers Manors of his Inheritance 
to accept the Site of the Priory of Mickel- 
ham, and the Lands thereunto belonging, 
and ſome other Eſtates belonging to the 
Monaſtery of Lewes. This Earl departed 
this Life, 35 Hen. 8. 1543, at Singleton 
in this County, and was buried at A- 
runde. eee 42-4057 
Heury Fitz.-Alan his Son and Heir ſuc- 
ceeded him, 36 Hen 8. He was Field- 
Marſhal of the King's Army at the Siege 
of Boloigne, and was by that King, Reg. 38. 
conſtituted one of the Aſſiſtants to his Exe- 
cutors. In the Reign of King Edward VI. 
he was one of the Hoſtages for Ratificat ion 


ef the Articles of Peace concluded with Thomas Duke of Norfolk, carried thie He.

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the Srots and Frenth, but after the T.. 
Death of the Duke of *Somey hy 2 
Dudley Earl of Warwick preſided in all Pub. 
lick Affairs, he could notby all that Earl's 
Artifices be brought into his Deſigns, and 
was thereupon"diſcharged from the Pri. 
vy Council, and committed to the Tower 
where he lay till King Edward's Death 
The Earl of Warwick, then Duke of In 
thumberland, having marry'd his Son Ca,. 
Frid to Zane Lady Grey, whom King Ed. 
ward by his Will had appointed his Suc. 
ceſſor, beſtirred himſelf to ſet her on the 
Throne, and to that End got her pro- 
claimed Queen of England - But this Ear! 
cordially eſpouſing the Right of Mary 
King Hetry's eldeſt Daughter, in a Mect. 
ing of divers Lords at Baynard's Caflle 
London, inveighed ſo zealouſl y againſt Mor- 
thumberland's Injuſtice in diſinheriting 
Mary, and ſo encouraged the Lords pre- 
fent to maintain her Right, that they 
cauſed her to be forthwith proclaimed in 


' Cheap-fide,”which he rid away to acquaint 


het with, and accordingly ſo tranſiQed 
Matters, that he ſet her on the Throne, 
and brought Northumberland and Q. Jane 
to the Block: For theſe Services Q Mary 
made him High Conſtable of England for 
the Day of her © Coronation, and the 
Morrow aſter, authorizing him to make 
Knights of the Bath, and Knights Bache- 
lors of all ſuch Perſons as ſhe ſhould call 
and nominate” for that Purpoſe. He was 
alſo made Conſtable of England for the 
Day preceeding Queen Elizabeth's Coro- 
nation, High Steward on the Day ſhe was 
crovmed, and from thence one of her Pri- 
vy Council; but being diſappointed of 
ſome aſpiring Hopes he had of marrying 
the Queen, he grew troubled in Mind; 
and though he was employ'd in ſome 
State Matters of Importance, as an En-

97 the late Troubles of England the 
Caſtle of Arundel was thought of ſuch 
Advantage to the Party in Poſſeſſion of it 
toawe the adjacent County into Obedience, 
that there was great ſtriving between the 
King's Friends and Parliament's Adhe- 
rents who ſhould have it. The Conteſt 
began thus : The Lord Hopton, who was 
for the King, having obliged Waller, who 
was for the Parliament, to retire in his 
March into the Weſt, was invited by ſome 
Gentlemen of Suſſex to ſend a Party to 
them, and they would raiſe more, and 
take Arundel Caftle, then in the Parlia- 
ment's Power. King being acquaint- 
ed with the Offer, conſented to it, hoping 
thereby to gain Kent; and ſo Waller being 
retired to London to get ſome Recruits, 
the Lord Hopton marched into Suſſex, and 
upon Summons had the Caſtle ſurrendred 
to him within three Days, and gave the

Nirfo!k. The Duke of Norfolk, to whom 
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having ſuffered much in the King's Caufe, 
happened to be in this Caſtle when it was 
recovered, in Quality of an Engineer to 
the Gariſon, and being then taken Priſoner 
was Ccarry'd to Chickefter, and kept in the 
Biſhop's Houſe, which was then put to 
that Uſe. Mr. Cheynell, the famous Preſ- 
byterian Miniſter was then Rector of Pet- 
worth, and had been ſome Means of his 
being carry'd thither, becauſe he was ſo ſick 
as not to be thought able to bear aJourney 
to London, whither ſome of the other Pri- 
ſoners were carry'd; but his Tenderneſs 
is ſaid to have proved his Ruin, forth - 
with ſome of his Brethren troubled him 
ſo much with their Diſputes, that the 
loyal Party of that City thought they 
ſhortened his Days, for he died ſoon after, 
though otherwiſe civilly uſed.- Mr. Chey- 
nell behaved himſelf with great Inſolence 
over the good Man's Grave, and flung his 
excellent Book, the Religion of Proteſt- 
ants, Oc. into it, to rot with him, as he 
expreſſed himſelf, expoſing it afterwards 
as Heretical and Prophane. | 
Petworth is another Market Town in 
this Rape, and hath its Market weekly 
on Wedneſday, and Fair yearly on — 
This Manor being an Appendant to the 
Honour of Arundel, was given to William 
de Albini zd. ſurnamed- With the Strong 
Hand, becauſe he had plucked out the 
Heart of a Lion, to which he was ex poſeck 
at Paris, He married Queen Adelixa, the 
ReliQ of King Henry I. and was about that 
Time made Earl of Arundel. Joſceline of 
Lovaine, younger Son of Godfrey Duke of 
Brabant, Queen Adeliz.a's Brother, was at 
the ſame Time in England; and being up- 
on his Marriage with Agnes, the ſole Heir 
of William de Percy, a great Baron, on Con- 
dition that he ſhould aſſume the Name 
of Percy, William de Albini was prevail- 
ed with, by the Queen, to ſettle this Lord- 


. ſhip of Petworth upon him. From that 


Time his Poſterity bore the Name of 
Percy, and this Manor, with the Advow- 
ſon of the Church, hath fil of late conti- 
nued in his Family, which is very an- 
cient and noble, deriving their Deſcent 
from the Emperor Charlemain, In the 
Time of William de Percy his Grandſon, 

Ppp upon 
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upon collect ing the Scutage, 8 Hen. 3. this 

onour was found to have no leſs than 
21 Knight's Fees belonging to it. 

At the Coronation of King Richard II. 
Henry Lord Percy, then being Marſhal of 
England, made ſuch by King Edward III. 
and in that Office officiating at that So- 
lemnity, was advanced to the Title and 
Dignity of Earl of Northumberland, as 
his Poſterity continued 3 till Iſſue Male 
failing in Joſcelin the laſt Earl, this Lord- 
ſhip with other great Eſtates deſcended to 
the ſole Heir Elizabeth his Daughter, who 
by Marriage transferred them all to the 
Duke of Somer/et, who now enjoys them. 

In this Town the Percys for many Ge- 
nerations had a very noble Seat, which be- 
ing deſcended by Marriage to the preſent 
Duke of Somerſet, whoſe Family ever ſince 
the Reign of King Henry VIII. hath made 
one of the moſt ſplendid Figures in the 
Engliſh Court. He hath pulled down the 
old Houſe all but the Chapel and Library, 
in the Windows of which laſt the Arms of 
the Families into which the Percys mar- 
ried, are depicted, and built a new one, 
no leſs ſuitable to his own than the For- 
mer was to the Greatneſs of his Dutcheſs's 
Family. The old Houſe was particular- 
Iy remarkable for its large and ſtately 
Stables, with a Riding Houſe of Free- 
ſtone, as big as a Cloyſter. They afforded 
a Standing for 60 Horſes with all Accom- 
modations neceſſary. The Duke of Somer- 
ſet hath pulled them down to enlarge the 
Avenues to his Palace, of which this is 
a ſhort Defcription. It con ſiſts of a large 
Front of Free-ſtone, with Statues on the 
Top, and in the Court entering into it 
is a curious Collection of Evergreens of 
an extraordinary Bigneſs. The great Stairs 
are noble, the Apartments magnificent, 
the Bagnio and Offices very nice, and there 
is one Vault near 400 Foot long: Near it 
is a fine old Grove of Trees, from whence 
there is an open Proſpect of the Neigh- 
bouring Country. In ſhort, take it all 
together with its Ornaments and Accom- 
modations (too many to be here mention'd) 
there is few, if any Subjests in Europe, 
have ſuch Palacesz and though. this be 
this Duke's fineſt, yet all of them excel

and Heir, the laſt Earl of the Family, 
who died at Turin in Savoy, and was bury'd 


mow in 1670. 12 Wn 
rian Duppa, or augh, D. D. 
Dean of ChrtR-churck, 2 and Tutor 
to Prince Charles (afterwards Charles II.) 
was Miniſter of this rich Parſonage, com- 
puted worth 6 or 7ool. a Year, and he 
was elected to the See of Chicheſter ſoon 
after, yet held this Living in Commendan, 
"till he was ejected out of both by the 
long Anti-Epiſcopal Parliament. He liv- 
ed to the Reſtoration, and was made Bi- 
ſhop of Winchefter.

Lord's Father having founded a Chantry 
at his Chapel in Arundel Caſtle, gave for 
an Endowment in Part to it near 110 
Marks per Annum, out of this and his o- 
ther Lordſhips of Wepham and Warncamp 
near adjoining in this County. | 

This Town is render'd famous by the 
Birth of John, Henry, and Thomas Palmer, 
the three Sons of Edward Palmer, Eſqz 
then inhabiting it. Their Mother was 
the Daughter of one Mr. Clement of Wales, 
who joining in the Aſſiſtance of Ar, 
Henry VII. from his landing at — * - 
Haven to the Battle at Boſworth-Field, 
when he won the Throne by killing King 
Richard III. was rewarded with ſeveral 
Lands in this and the next County. It 
happen'd, that this their Mother at theſr 
Birth was above a Fortnight in Labour, 
and brought forth John the eldeſt on Whit- 
unday, Henry on Trinity-Sun 
om the Surf after. 7 The? all three 
proved brave and valiant Men, and were 
on that Account knighted, for their re- 
markable Succeſſes, as well as famous 
for their Nativities. From them are de- 
ſcended the Knightly Family of Palmers 
in this County and Kent, of whom Sir 
Roger Palmer was Cofferer to K. Charles I. 
_ anddy'd at above 80 Years old. 

Aysfeld, or Aſtfold, the Manor of No- 
mas de Bromflete, a Parliamentary Baron 
from 28 Henry 6. to the 6th of Edw. 
in whoſe Reign, Anno 16. he dy'd pol- 
ſeſs'd of it, and left it, with other Eftates, 
to his only Daughter and Heir Margaret 
the Daughter of Sir Lancelot Threlkeld, 
Knut. His other Lands he left to Chari- 
. ike, as ſhall be ſhewell in York- 
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Belinghur ft, or Billingherft, ſituate upon the 
River Arun, not far from its Riſe, which 
is there increaſed by a Rivulet falling in- 
to it. The noted Highway, call'd Stanes- 


p Ffreet Cauſe-way, paſſeth by this Village 


to Arundel in this County: It is in ſome 
Places ten Yards broad, and in moſt ſe- 
ven, and a Yard and half deep in Stones, 
as by cutting Paſſages thro? it for a Cur- 
rent of Water is diſcover'd, and goes on 
in a ſtreight Line thither ; it is the more 
to be wonder'd at, becauſe tis made of 
Flints and Pebbles, none of which are 
now found within feven M iles of jt. See 
more of this Way in our Hiſtory of Sur- 
rey in the Hundred of Dar king. 

Climpling, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
Savaric de Bolun the 2d, in the Reign of 


King Henry I. who leaving it to Franco de 


Bohun, his Son, it was confirmed to him 
1 Rich. 1. with divers other Lordſhips in 
this County, and the Liberties thereunto 
belonging, to hold to him the ſaid Franco, 
and his Heirs, as freely and peaceably as 
Savaric his Father had done. Franco left 
John his Son and Heir, who was Serjeant 
of the King's Chapel in the Reign of 
King Edward I. and held the Office of 
Spigurnel (i. e. Sealer of the Writs) under 
that King. His Grandſon John de Bolus 
render'd himſelf famous by his great Ser- 
vices in Flanders and France, when King 
Edward III. claimed the Crown of France, 
and N at the Battle of Creſſey, 
19 W. 3. W that King rewarding. 
uch as by their Valour promoted thar 
Victory, fummon'd him to Parliament 
among the Barons of the Realm, He de- 
parted this Life, 41 Edu. 3. ſeiz'd of 
this Manor, and divers other Eſlates, 
which his Son John inherited, but was 
never ſummon'd to Parliament as a Baron. 
Felpham, or Fethlam, a Village ſituate 
upon the Channel at the Mouth of a ſmall 
Rivulet, and near a Place call'd the Sluice. 
The Lordſhip of this Place was 9 Edw. 2. 
the Eftate of Jon Earl of Warren and 
Surrey, who having no Legitimate Iſſue, 
did, by a ſpecial Grant, 'give the Inheri- 


tance of all his Lands and Eſtates to that 
King and his Heirs, of which this Manor 
of Fethlam was one, In Recompence = 
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this Settlement, the King gave him the 
Caſtles and Manors of Conningsburgh and 
Sandale, with ſome other Eſtates for Life, 
which all came by his Death to King Eq- 
ward III, Reg. 19. 

Ford, the Lordſhip of Savaric de Bo- 
hun, who had in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry III. three Knights Fees in this Place 
and Midherft. His Deſcendant John de 
Bohun, who was ſo famous for his Ac ions 
in France in King Edward III's Reign, 
as is before mention'd, dy'd 
it, 41 Edu. 3. and left it to his Son John 
de Bohun. 7 f 

Hardham, otherwiſe call'd Feringham, 
the Lordſhip and Eſtate of the ancient Fa- 
mily of D' Aawtreys, or de alta Ripa, who 
were Owners of much Land in theſe Parts, 
as well as this Village, which lies in the 
very Boſom of the River, now beſt known 
by the Name of Arun, but anciently cal- 
led by the Normans Hault-rey, and Eng- 
lih High. ſtream, from which they take 
their Name. This Family ſeems to have 
been one of the chief Families of this 
County in the Reigns of King Henry VII. 
and the ſucceeding Kings; for Edward 
D' Autree, Eſq; was High-Sheriff for this 
County and Surrey, 7 Hen.7. and after him 
bore the ſame Office Sir John D* Awtree, 
Knt, 18 Hen. 8. and the ſame Knight, or 
another of his Name and Title 37th of the 
Tame King, and William D' Awtree, Eſqz 
9 Eliz. 

Herſt, or Hurſt, the Lordſhip and E- 
ſtate of Godin Earl of Kent, as appears 
by the Conqueror's Survey, call'd Dome/- 
day Book. He left ſeveral Sons, of which 
King Harold, who loſt the Crown. to. the 
Conqueror, was the eldeſt, and loft his 
Eſtates with his Life at Lewes in this 
County. It is probable, it was given by 


the Conqueror to William de Warren, not 


only his Kinſman by Blood, but one who. 
valiantly fought for him againſt Harold, 


and much contributed. to his Victory; 
for we find John de Warren, Earl of Var- 


ren and Surrey, deſcended from him, pro- 
curing a Fair yearly for this Place on the

had oppoſed in Beſuort Field, fighting for 
King Richard III. but being ſo forfeited 
to the Crown, was given by that King to 
Thomas Weſt Lord de la Warr, and ſettled 
on him by a Special Tail, as is ſaid con-

Here is an ancient Free - School for the 
Teaching of Grammar, founded by one 
Mr, Holland a Tradeſman of this Town, 
who died about 100 Years ago, and lies 
buried in the Churchyard here.

ley an Acre, for a great many Acres to- 
gether. The Downs alſo are very good 
Feed for Sheep, ſo that they have as good 
Beef and Mutton in theſe Parts for Sound- 
neſs and Sweetneſs, as in any Place of 
England, Upon the Hills, within a Mile 
of the Town is a good Four-mile Courſe, 
and there are often Plates run for on it. 
The Air is very wholeſome, and the Peo- 
ple uſually live to a great Age. The

He died on St. Andrew's Day, 1654, 
tat. 70, and was magnificently buried 
in the Temple Church, December 14, follow- 
ing. Archbiſhop Uſher preach'd his Fu- 
neral Sermon; and becauſe he ſaid not 
much of his Principles of Religion, ſume 
thought he deferved no Commendation in 
that Reſpect; but as Mr. Johnſon, then 
Maſter of the Temple, ſaid at his Inter- 
ment, If Learning would have perpetuated 
any Man's Life, he could not have died: 
So Sir Matthew Hale, one of his Execu- 
tors, and afterward Lord Chief Juſtice, 
often profeſſed, That Mr. Selden was a re- 
ſolved ſerious Chriſtian, and that he was 
ſuch a fierce. Adverſary to Mr. Hobbs 
Errors, that he always oppoſed him ſo 
earneſtly, as either to make Mr. Hobbs fly, 
or to avoid his Commany with Deteſta- 
tion, He died exceeding Wealthy, not 
only in Money and Land, but in ancient 
and modern Medals and Coins of the Ro- 
van Emperors and Engliſh Kings, His

His Succeſſor 
and Heir Philip de Braoſe was no leſs pi- 
ous in the ſame Kind, for he gave to t 
Abby of Lewes in this County four of his 
Salt-works in this Town, and to the Monks 
of Salmure the Prebend of Jeffrey de Brem- 
bre, and confirmed his Father's Gifts to 
their Monaſtery. The Family of Braoſes 
enjoy'd this Lordſhip divers Succeſſions, 
and having obtained a Licence to build a 
Caſtle here, had their Refidence in it, and 
were Barons of it, till William de Braoſe 
having offended King John, had his Eſtates 
ſeized, and then Richard Earl of Cornwal, 
King John's ſecond Son, had this Rape 
and Barony given him, which had been 
held by the Braoſes from the Conqueſt by 
the Service of ten Knights Fees. But af- 
ter ſome Time the Wrath of King John was 
ſo much appeaſed, that being at this Town 
he conſented that Reginald de Braoſe, upon 
doing his Fealty, ſhould have great Part 
of his Father's Lands reſtored to him, 
which happening a little before the King's 
Death, his Son and Succeſſor King Hen- 
ry III. fent a friendly Meſſage to him, 
promiſing him that if he would be an 
_ obedient Subject, he ſhould repoſſeſs all 
his Father's Lands; to which complying, 
he had this Caſtle and Manor reſigned to

Mr. Camois lived ſome Years after this 
compatt, but died before his Wife, who 
thereupon, 28 EAw. 1. got herſelf legally 
marry'd to Sir William, and by a Petition 
in Parliament laid Claim to a third Part of 
the Eſtate, of which Mr. Camois died ſeiz- 
ed for her Dowry. To this Claim it was 
anſwered by the King's Attorney, that 
there was no Dowry due to her, becauſe 
ſhe had voluntarily forſaken her Husband 
long before his Death, and lived in Adul - 
tery with Sir William Paynel, and never 
was reconciled to her Husband. To which 
Sir William and ſhe reply'd, That they 
did not live together adulterouſly, but by 
Virtue of the former Grant 5 whereupon 
the Deciſion was referred to the Parlia- 
ment began at Lincoln, 29 Edu.

mentally averred, that Cardinal. Beller- 
nine was the fairer, but Stapleton the 
ſurewder Adverſary. He put himſelf once 
into the Society of the Jeſuits, but not 
liking their Ways, he returned to his

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former Courſe of living. Pope Clem. VIII. 
was much delighted with his Writings; 
Cardinal Perron; who was well verſed in 
the Romiſh Controverſies, valued him a- 
bove all the Writers of that Time: Bi- 
ſhop Uſher in his Youth much read his 
Book, called the Fortre/s of Faith, &c. He 
wrote many Books, which were printed 
at Paris in Folio, in 1620. He died in 
1598, /Etat.

Earl of Leiceſter, 4 moſt compleat Gen- 
tleman, though not legitimate, may grace 
this Town for his Education, thoygh not 
His Birth, inaſmuch as good Geniuſes are 
more beholding to a good Education than 
their Birth. He was the Son of one Duz- 
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las Sheffield, who brought him

* 3 he proved an extraor. 
dinary Perſon, but endeavouring to / prove 
His Legitimacy in the Reign of K. James I. 
met with fuch Oppoſition from the Court, 
that in diſguſt. he left England and fled 
into Italy, where he became a great Fa. 
vourite of the Duke of Florence for his 
excellent Mathematician, eſpecially for 
1 — which he did great Ser- 
vice at the Bui of Leglorn; Phyſician 
His Cat hol icon being of Eſteem 4 — 
thoſe of that Science; and Navigator, eſpe- 
cially in the Weſtern Seas, where he ſunk 
and took nine Spaniſh Ships, of which 
one was an Armada. He was alſo famous 
in Germany, where Ferdinand II. Empe- 
ror, made him « Duke of the Empire. 
Of his Death we know nothing. 
Seaford, or Sefford, the Lordſhip of John 
Earl of Varren and Surrey, who having 
no Iſſue by his Wife, made over by « 
ſpecial Grant all his Inheritance to the 
King, who then was King Edward II. 
and among other great Eſtates in- this 
and other Counties this Manor of Seaford; 
in Recompencefor which Settlement the 
King aſſigned him for his Life the Caſtles 
of Coningsburgh and Sandale, and Manorg of 
Wakefield, Halifax, &c. in Yorkſhire.

this Townſhip. After the Conqueſt we 
find nothing of it, *till the Reign of King 
Richard III. when John Dake of Norfolk

the Duke was attainted, and his Eſtates

Wiſton, or as it is call'd in ancient Re- 
cords, Miſtnaſton, Wiſtane ſtune, and Weftmeſton, 
the Manor and Eſtate of Godwin Earl of 
Kent, who gave it, with ſeveral other 
Eſtates, ro his ſecond Wife Gytha, Siſter of 
Swane King of Denmark. She, after the 
Death of King Harold her Son, fled pri- 
vately into France, for fear of the Con- 
queror, carrying great Riches with her, 
and never return'd. She bad four Sons, 
but we do not find any of them inheriting 
her Lands. 1. 
Anthony Shirley, ſecond. Son of Sir Tho- 
mas Shirley of this Place, Knt, is a Repu- 
tation to this his Native Village, He hat 
ſome Education both at the Univerſity 
and Inns of Court, from which laſt he 
went, and ſpent ſome Time in Travel. 
ling, but after he became known'to that 
popular Count Robert Earl of Eſſex, be 


fo admired his Heroick Spirit wax 
de , 
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lues, that he-reſolyed to be his conſtant 
Adherent, and accordingly was employ'd 
by him in warlike Voyages, Embaſſies, 
ind other Affairs of Importance; in all 
which he behaved himſelf with that Pru- 
dence and Fidelity, that every where he 
bore Marks of his Eſteem; for the Earl 


knighted him in Ireland, the King of 


Fpain made him Admiral of the Levant 
Sea, and allow'd him a Salary of 200 Du- 
cats a Year, and the Emperor of Germany 
created him an Earl of the Sacred Em- 
pire. He wrote ſeveral Hiſtories of his 
Voyages and Travels, and dy'd in Spain; 
for tho! King James I. was jealous of 
him for his Greatneſs with the King of 
Spain, and commanded him to return to 
his Native Country, he refuſed to obey, 
and liv'd and dy'd in Spain after the Year 


1630. 

Robert Shirley, his younger Brother, 
was born alſo here, and was cqually fa- 
mous in Foreign Parts, for he was ſo 
highly valued by the Emperor of Perfia, 
that he ſent him an Embaſſador firſt to 
Sigiſnond King of Poland, and to James I. 
King of England in 1612, which Truſts 
he diſcharged ſo much to the Satisfaction 
of that Emperor, that he gave him his 
Niece in Marriage, and conferred upon 
him much Honour and great Riches. 
Their eldeſt Brother 


Thomas Shirley, aſham'd te ſee the Tro- 


phies of his two younger Brothers, left 
his aged Father and Eſtate to merit the 
ſame Lawrels, and accordingly undertook 
ſeveral Voyages to the Honour of his 
Country, but not to ſuch an Advantage 
as the Adventures of his Brethren ; but 
this laſt had a Son Sir Thomas, who was a 
great Sufferer for King Charles I. and a 


Grandſon, a famous Doctor of Phyſick; 


and in the Service of King Charles II. 
which may more than equal his Brethrens 
Fame. *Tis ſaid the Doctor dy'd of Grief 
for his being defeated of an Eftate of 30001. 
a Year by Sir John Fagge, Bart. Sir Ro- 
bert Fagge, Bart. hath a Seat at this Place. 
He is of no ancient Family, but bas a 
very plentiful Eſtate. Aa 

Voadmancote, or Wodecote, the Lordſhip 


of Hugh St; Join of Baſing, who leaving 
His Son and Heir Edmund, but four. Years 


of Age, made Jabel his Wife a Dowry of 


this Manor, and miny other his Eſtites 
during his Minority; but he dying before 
he became of full Age, his Lands were 
divided between his two Siſters Margaret 
and 1/abel his Right Heirs. This Manor 
upon the Partition fell to 1/a#e/'s Share, 
who was at that Time the Wife of Luke 
de Poinings. Iſabel ſurvived her Husband, 


and enjoy'd her own Lands during her 


Life, and at her Death leſt this and her 
other Eſtates to her Son and Heir Sir 
Thomas Poinings Lord St. Johns, This Ma- 
nor we find in the Reign of K. Henry VIII. 
to have been the Eſtate of Thomas Weſt 
Lord de la Warr, who exchanged it with 
that King for Lands belonging to Wher- 
well Abbey; but by what Means it came 
into that Family we know not, nor any 


more of it. 


Mortixg, or Wourtlig, the Manor and 
Eſtate of Sir Thomas Hoo, Knt. whoſe 
Seat was at Hoo in Bed fordſhire. He ob- 
tain'd 11 Edu. 3. a Grant for a Market 
every Week, on Tueſday, to be kept at 
this Manor of Vortling, and a Fair there 
yearly, on the Eve, Day, and Morrow of 
St. Mary Magdalen, July 21; but it ſeems 
that the Market is now aboliſh'd, if the 
Fair doth Mill continue. Sir William Hoo, 
a Deſcendant of this Family, deſerved 
ſo well of King Henry VI. in ſuppreſſing 
a Rebellion in Normandy, and in the 
Wars with France, that that King, in 
Conſideration of theſe his good Services, 
advanced him to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Hoo, 
and Haſtings in this County, and to the 


Heirs Male of his Body lawfully begot- 


ten; whereupon he was ſummon'd to Par- 
liament among the. Barons the next Year, 
and ſo continued to be to 31 Hen. 6. when 
*tis ſuppos'd he dy'd, leaving ta the Ab- 
bot and Convent of Battail in this Coun- 
ty 20 Marks per Annum, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, to ſing for his Soul and the Souls 
of his Anceſtors at the Altar of St. Benigni 
perpetually by two Monks.

III. CnlengsrER Rape. 


This Rape lies on the Weſtern Side of 
the County, and is bounded on the Eaſt 
with the Rape of Arundel, on the South 
by the Engli/h Channel, on the Weſt by the 
County of Southampton, and on the North 
by Surrey. It includes in it theſe Hun- 
dreds, viz. Weſtbourn, Eaftbourne, Dump- 
ford, Beſham, Manhood, Box, and Sock- 
bridge, and Alſweck; among which Ki- 
chard Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arundel had a 
Privilege granted him of returning Writs 
in the Hundreds of Weſthourne., Eaftbour 
and. Sockbridge, 11 Edu. 3, The Fee of 
this Rape we ſuppoſe to be in the Crown, 
and to be govern'd by the Sheriff and his 
Officers, becauſe we find no Subject enti- 
tled to it. It takes its Name from the 
chief Place of it, the City of A 

Chicheſter, which by the Britons was 
called Caercei, by the Saxons Cyyfan+ 
CeATTeN, and by the Latins, Ciceſtria, 
It ſtands in a Plain not far from the Arm 
of the Sea, on which Boſeham is ſituate, 
and it ſeems to have been of ſome Note 
and Strength in the Times of the Britons, 
for we find, that when Careticus was King 
of the Eritons, having provoked his Peo- 
ple by his Miſmanagement, to hate and 
rebel againſt him, certain Saxons and 
Norwgians under the Conduct of Gurmund 
an Arch-Pirate, their Captain, made uſe 
of that Opportunity to invade and ravage 
his Kingdom, - which he not being able to 
reſiſt, fled into this Town for Safety, which 
was ſo ſtrong that his Enemies had no 
Way left to take him, but by this Stra- 
togem deſtroy'd the City, in Hopes of 
overwhelming bim in the Ruins, viz. 
They caught ſeveral Sparrows, and faſten- 
ing ſmall Firebrands to their Feet, let 
them fly into the Town, where lighting 
upon the Straw, in which they ufally 
harboured, ſet it on Fire, and in a ſhort 
Time burnt down the whole Town. 
reticus narrowly eſcaped, and flying: be- 


yond the Severn, ſecured himſelf among 


the Mountains of Wales. 
In this State it continued "till the 
uth-Saxon Kingdom was erefted by King 
Flite; whoſe Son Ciſſa being of an unwar-

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like Temper, choſe. to dey 

bleſome State Afﬀairg — Ap 
Weft-Saxon Monarch, and Paying him 
annual Contribution, enjoy'd a long Relan 
in Peace, in which he rebuilt this Cit, 
and gave it the Name of Ci/a's Cefter 44 
C City. Our Hiſtories tell us, that King 
Ca reſided in this City himſelf, and for it 
Defence fortify'd it with a firong Trench: 
but the South-Saxon Kingdom ſoon after 
his Death being united to the Weſt-Saxon 
this Town fell into fo great Decay that 
about the Time of the Norman Conqueſt 
it was of little or no Reputation, for by 
Dome/day Book there was but an hundred 
Houſes in it; but being given to Roger Je 
Montgomery, one of the Conqueror's Ca p- 
tains, he cauſed ſixty Houſes more to be 
built in it, and being created Earl of it 
made it ſo conſiderable a Place that it 


Paid 15 Pounds to the Kin 
the Earl. 1 


This Earl's Bounty to this Town was an 
Invitation to the Bi of Silſey upon the 
Order of King William I. that the Epiſ. 
copal Sees, which before were ſettled in 
private Villages, ſhould remove into great 
Towns, to tranſlate his See hither ; after 
which it began to flouriſh mightily, both 
in Building and Trade, Biſhop Ralph, 
who was the ſecond Biſhop from Stigan4 
who brought the See hither, built a Ca- 
thedral Church, but it was ſcarcely finiſh- 
ed before it was demoliſh'd by a caſual 
Fire ; but this Misfortune did not defeat 
His good Deſign, for being encouraged by 
King Henry I, who liberally contributed 
to the reſtoring it, he ſet about it again, 
and compleatly rebuilt it, as it continued 
to three of his Sucoeſſors; but in the 
Reign of King Ric hard I. Seffrid the 2d. 
being then Biſhop, it fell under the fame 
Misfortune, and was burnt, together with 
the greateſt Part of the City, the Biſhop's 
Palace and Prebendary's Houſes not eſca- 
ping the Flames. Seffrid was a Perſon of 
great Intereſt as well as Wealth, and by 
his vigorous and-zealous Endeavours re- 
ſtored the Chureh and City to its former 
Splendor. From his Fime the City hath 
grown more and more flouriſhing, 


would have been much more *

near the City, and commodiousy how- 
ever, taking it as it now is, it is a Place 
of good Reputation, as the following De- 
ſcription will ſnew. | 

This City ſtands in a Plain, and is 
waſhed on every Side but the North by 
the little River Lavant, It is indiffe- 
rently large, and walled about in a Circu- 
lar Form, in which are four Gates open- 
ing towards the four Points of the Hea- 
vens: From them the Streets go direaly 


to one another, and crofing in the Mid- 


leave an open Space, where the Mar- 
— and Fairs are kept; for the Conve- 
niency of which, "Biſhop Nobert Read 
erefted a fair Stone Market-houſe, ſup- 
ported with Pillars of the ſame Materials 
round about. The Buildings are pretty 
neat and uniform. All the Space between 
the Weſt and South Gates is taken up with 
the Cathedral, Biſhop's Palace, and the 
Dean and Prebendaries Houſes. The Bi- 


ſhop's Palace hath been lately new built, 


and in .the Month of October, 1727, as 
certain Workmen were putting the Gar- 
dens in Order, they found ſome very 
valuable ancient Coins, and a curious 
Piece of Roman Pavement. The Streets 
take their Names from the Gates they 
begin at, and are called Eaft, Weſt, North, 
and South Streets, It is a Corporation go- 
verned by a Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, 


and other inferior Officers, and ſends two- 


Burgeſſes to Parliament, as it has done from 
that Conſtitution about 10 Years, 2 Law. 2. 


It hath two good weekly Markets, viz. 


on Wedneſday and Saturday, which laft 4s 


the greateſt for Fiſh in the County ; and 
five Fairs yearly, viz. on St. George's Day, 
April 23, on Whitſun Monday, on St. James's 
Day, July 25, and on Michaetmas Day, 
which continues nine Days after, and is 
called Slow Fair. Dr. Fuller tells ns, That 
the Toll of the Wheat, other Grain, and 
Malt fold in the Markets of this City 
early, did in his Time amount at an

a Year, as Mr. Peckham the Recorder in- 
formed him from the Account of the Ga- 


therers, which he ſays proved as well the 


Plenty of the adjacent County, «s the 
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| Greatnefs of the Markets There was 


anciently a Caſtle in it, which ſtood at a 
little Diſtance from the North Gate, and 
was the Seat anciently of the Eatls of A. 
rundel, who ſtiled themſelves from thence 
Earls of Chichefter, but it was long before 


the Reformation, turned into a Convent of 


Franciſcan Friers. 


Within the Walls are 5 ſmall Churches 


beſides the Cathedral, and before the Ci- 
vil Wars of Englard againſt K. Charles I. 
there were two Churches without the 
Walls in the Suburbs, the one near the 
Eaſt Gate, and the other near the Weft 
Gate; but theſe were demoliſhed in thoſe 
Times of Conſuſton. The Cathedral, which 
is dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
is not large, but very curious and beau- 
tiful, having a Spire Steeple of Stone of 
a great Heigth, and a noble Tower ſtand- 
ing by the Weſt Door, which the People 
ſay, was built by Robert Riman, with 
thoſe very Stones he had provided to ereft 
a Caſtle at Aplederham, where he then 
lived, but was by the Royal Command 
forbid to- go on with it. On the South 
Crofs Iſle of this. Church was formerly 
on the one Side artificially painted the 
Hiſtory of its Foundation, with the Images 
of the Kings of England, and on the other 
Side the Pourtraitures of the Biſhops, as 
well of Sel/ey, as of this Place, at the 
Charge of Biſhop Robert Sheybourne, who 
beautify'd the Church otherwiſe; and 
every where ſets * for his Motto, Cye- 
dite Operibus, i. e. Believe of Men accor- 
ding to their Deeds : And, Dilexi decorum 
Domu tuæ, Domine, I. e. I have loved the 
Beauty and Decency of thy Houſe, O Lord. 
But all theſe Ornaments were utterly de- 
faced, or very much disfigured in the late 
Times of Rebellion, ſo that there is lit» 
tie elſe remaining of them now, but the 
Memory of ſome Aged Men, or Tradition 
from them. There belong to this Church 
befides the Biſhop, a Dean, a Chanter, 
a Chancellor, a Treaſurer, two Archdea- 
cons, viz. of Chicheſter and Lewes, thirty 
Prebendaries, and twelve Vicars Choral. 
Ofthe other Pariſh Churches of this City, 
we have nothing but the Names, viz. 
St. Peter the Ertat, St, Peter the Little, 
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and S. Peter by the Guild-Hall, S. Andrew, 
S. Pancras. S. Martin, S. Olave, Fifhborn 
and Wyke, of whoſe Valuation we ſhall 
ſpeak afterward. 

The Lordſhip of this City was after the 
Conqueſt at firſt given to Roger de Mont- 
gomery, who on that Account bore the 
Title of Earl of Chichefter and Arundel 
but was really no leſs than Earl of Suf- 
ſex; in his Family we ſuppoſe it conti- 
nued with the Earldom for ſome Suc- 
ceſſions, but at length paſſed to William 
de Albini de Pincerna, whoſe Poſterity 
inherited it and the Honour together; 
but after them we have no Account, *till 

Sir Francis Leigh, Bart. created Lord 
Dunſmore, July 31, 4 Car. 1. having ma- 
nifeſted his Loyalty to that King, in op- 
poſing his rebellious Subjects, who had 
brought him into great Diſtreſs z he was 
firſt made Captain of the Band of Pen- 
ſioners, Anno 1643, and two Years after, 
in which he had highly. merited of his 
Majeſty by his ſpecial Services, was crea- 
ted Earl of Chicheftcr, with Limitation to 
his Heirs Male lawfully begotten, and for 
Want of ſuch Heirs, to Thomas Earl of 
Southampton, who had married his eldeſt 
Daughter Elixabeth; but he leaving no 
Iſſue, and dying before Sir Francis, the 
Honour lay dormant 'till K. Charles II. 
conferred it upon his Natural Son 

Charles Fitz.- Roy, by Barbara Dutcheſs 
of Cleveland. He was firſt inſtalled by his 
Father Knight of the Garter, and after 
manifeſting an Inclination to Noble and 
Princely Actions, was for his future En- 
couragement advanced by Letters Patents 
to the Honourable Titles of Baron of 
Newbury, Earl of Chicheſter, and Duke 
of Southampton, which he held to his Mo- 
ther's. Death, and then became Duke of 
Cleveland. His eldeſt Sen and Heir Wil- 
liam bears the Title of Earl of Chichefter.

Man, that the Enemies of the Epiſcopal 
Order could find nothing ill to ſay of him, 
and therefore of all the Biſhops was the 
jeaſt troubled by the contrary Faction, 
which was a Sign that he deſerved the 
Charafter commonly given him, viz. That 
he was a Perſon of true Primitive Sancti- 
ty, great Wiſdom and Foreſight, fignal 
Piety and Learning, admirable Patience, 
and extenſive Charity, the moſt Apoſtoli- 
cal Virtues. He hath left no Writings 


but a Sermon on Luke xviii. 31 ; and as 
Tor his Eſtate, which after his Benefac- 
tions, was conſiderable, he gave it to his 
Brother's Son Sir William Juxon, Bart. 
who, or his Pofterity now enjoy it. They 
have their Seat at Compton aforeſaid;

Hill is ſtill to be ſeen an old Camp, the 
Diameter whereof is better than two Fur- 
longs. The Form of it is circular, from 
whence it may be inferred, that it is no 
Roman, but moſt probably Daniſi. Weſt- 
ward from hence, at about a Mile and 
half "Diſtance is another Camp, called 
Gonſhill, which is of a different Form, and 
therefore was moſt probably the Work of 
ſome other People: The Figure of it is 
an oblong Square, which comes neareſt to 
the Roman Way of encamping. On the 
ſame Side, but nearer the City, there hath 
been a large Camp of an oblong Form, 
which ſhews it to be Roman; it is called 
the Brile, or Brill, and is four Foot and 
two Perches in Length, and two Furlongs 
in Breadth. It is wade in a flat low 
Ground, with a great Rampire, and ſingle 
Graffe, and in ſuch a Place as makes it 
probable enough, that it was that of Ye/- 
pacian after his landing here; it is till 
freſh. Near this City alſo are ſeveral 
Houſes of the Nobility, ſo advantageouſly 


ſituated, eſpecially the Duke of Rich- 


mond's, whoſe Park overlooks the City, 
that they afford a moſt delightful and en- 
tertaining Proſpe& to the Sea, and neigh- 
bouring County. 

Midherft, a Borough-Town, ſend Bur- 
geſſes to Parliament, which it hath 
done from 4 Edu. 2. to this Time: Its 
Market weekly”is on Thur/day, and Fair 
yearly on Whit ſun-Tueſday. The Family of 
Bohuns, which was very ancient, and had 
many Branches, had one of them ſeated 
here, who took their Title of Baron from 
this Manor, being Lord Bohuns of Midherft. 
They were Lords of it in King Henry I's 
Reign, but not Barons *till K. Edward III's 
Days. Francis de Bohun was Lord of it in 


King Richard I's Time, and Savaric de 


Bohun in King Henry III's. From them 
it deſcended by two or three Succeſfions 
to James de Bokun, who died poſſeſſed of 


it and many other Eſtates in 41 Edw. 3. 


leaving Iſſde a Son John, who was never 
ſummon'd to Parliament, and Jeaving on- 
ly two Daughters, his Eſtate paſſed into

In the Pariſh Church of this Town 
William Fitz.-Williams Earl of Southampton

ſhould be built by his Executors adjoin- 
ing to it, and in it the Tomb for himſelf 
and the Lady Mabe! his Wife, for which 
Purpoſe he aſſigned 300 Marks, Whether 
this Chapel were built, and if ſo the 
Tombs are yet remaining, we have no 
Information.

Apoldrum, or Aplederham, a Seat of 

X. Kiman, who had provided Stones to 
build a Caſtle near his Houſe ; but being 


prohibited to do it, he built with them 
great Tower which ſtands on the Weſt, 


the 
Side of the Cathedral of Chicheſter. 
Boſenlam, or Boſeham, the Lordſhip of the 
Archbiſhops. of Canterbury, till by a Wile 
and Force Godwin Earl of Kent got, and 
kept it from them. His Device was this, 
Godwin then Earl of Kent having a Deſire 
to obtain this Manor, met the Archbiſhop 
In a certain Place with a ſeigned Counte- 
nance, faid to him, Da mihi Baſium, i. e. 
Give me a Kiſs, which when the Archbi- 
(hop had done, he interpreted it Boſeham, 
and immediately with his Dependants 
took Poſſeſſion. of it, thanking the Arch- 
biſhop for his generous Gift, and ſo kept 
it peaceably. Harold his Son inherited 
it after him, but as it was gotten unlaw- 
fully, it proved fatal to him and his Fa- 
mily, for retreating hither upon a Time, 
as he uſed to do for Privacy, becauſe it 
fituated between Woods and Arms of the 
Sea; he in a Pinnace put to Sea for his 
Pleaſure,-and the Wind turning of a ſud- 
den, he was driven aſhore at Ponthieu in 
France, where being taken Priſoner, he 
was forc'd to pretend that was fent of a 
Private Meſſage to the Duke of Normandy, 
which he could not deliver to him, unleſs 


exchanged (becauſe 
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that Duke. would get his R | 
he ſoon did, and Harold * 
Normandy, where he behaved himſelf ſo 
well, that the Duke was in Love with 
him. Harold tis probable had then no 
Thoughts of being King, but being de- 
firous to ingratiate himſelf as much ag 
he could with the Duke, promiſed him 
to deliver the Caſtle of Dover (which was 
then his own Eſtate) to him, and contri. 
bute his Aſſiſtance to make him King of 
England after Edward the Confeſſor's Death, 
which laſt Promiſe he confirmed by On 
and ſo. was diſmiſſed into England. King 
Edward died a little after, and Harold 
poſſeſſed himſelf of the Throne, which 
William Duke of Normandy being enraged 
at, not ſo much for Harold's Breach of 
Oath, as for his own Diſappointment, 
raiſed an Army, and having conquered 
Harold, made himſelf King, This Ma- 
nor upon this Revolution was given by 
the Conqueror to William Fitz-Auche and 
his Heirs in Fee-farm, paying out of 
it yearly into the Exchequer 40 Pounds 
of Silver, try'd and weigh'd. After him 
it was the Inheritance of Nliam Marſhall, 
and from him it paſſed, to the Family 
of Berkleys, for Maurice Lord Berkley ha- 
ving recovered it from thoſe to whom his 
Brother William had given it, died poſ- 
ſed of it and other Eſtates, 22 Hen. ). 
Herbert de Boſham was a Native of this 
Place; he was a good Scholar, and Ama - 
nuenſis to Thomas Becket Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, He was preſent at the Mur- 
der of his Maſter, but had that Diſcre- 
tion as to make no Reſiſtance, leſt he ſhou'd 
ſuffer the ſame Fate.

This Place is the chief Town where the 
little Birds, called Wheat-cars, which ſo 
much reſemble Ortelans, are taken. The 
Manner 'of catching is very particular, 
which is this, they cut a Turf about a 
Foot long, and half a Foot deep, and turn 
it down again to cover the Hole, in which 
they put a -Snare of 'Horſe-hair, which 
done, they ſeek for the Birds, which are 
fo very ſhy, that as ſoon as they fee them 
they run into theſe Holes for Shelter, and- 
there are taken; 'many of them at once.

ſubdued. He was a moſt ingenious Me- 
chaniſt, and being encouraged by Oliver 
and invited by the Citizens of London he 
raiſed the Thames Water into all the high- 
eſt Streets of the City, 93 Foot high in 
four Eight-Inch Pipes, to the Wonder of 
all Men, and Honour of the Nation, with 
an Engine of his own Invention. He alſo 
built the great Water Engine near Somer- 
ſet Houſe, which ſupplieth the Inhabitants 
of the Strand, and adjacent Parts, with 
Water. He made divers other Propoſals 
for the Advantage of 'the Nation, and 
would certainly have done great Matters 
for the Publick Good, had he not been 
diſcouraged: for what he had done, and 
thwarted by the great Ones in his further 


Deſigns, which Death put an End to. 


He died in Ireland, Sept. 3, 1670, and 
his' Body being 2 to England, 
was bury'd in the Church of this Place 
by his Anceſtors.

The Street of the Town lands on a'dry 
gravelly Soil, and is not ſo unhealthful 
as many Places ſituate ſo low and ſo near 
the Sea uſually are, It contained eighty 
ſeven Tenements within the Demeſne, 
when Edelwach, King of the South-Saxons, 
gave it to Wilfrid Biſhop of York, who 
was then in Exile, and had converted, if

People, of which Bede gives this Ac- . 
count: That Wilfrid firſt preached the 
Goſpel here, and not only ſaved from 


the Bondage of the Devil 259 Bondmen 
by Baptiſm, but alſo by obtaining their 


Freedom, deliver'd them from being 
Slaves to Men. Aga inſt this King Edel- 
. walch, Ceadwell, a valiant young Prince 


of the Blood-Royal of Weſt-Saxons, made 
War, with an itnpetuous Current, and 
having ſlain him as he made Reſiſtance, 


became Victor of the Country, which, a 


little Time after, was made a Province 
of the Weſt-Saxon Kingdom. He founded 
a Monaſtery here, and honour'd it with 
an Epiſcopal See, which Stigand, the 22d 
Biſhop, removed to Chicheſter, where it 
now flouriſhes, and owns Ceadwall for the 
Founder: Of the Biſhops of both Sees, 
we ſhall give the beſt Account, we can 
find, in our Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of this 
County. There' are ſome obſcure Re- 
mains of this ancient little City, in which 


the firſt Biſhops reſided, cover'd indeed at 
High-Water, but plainly vifible at lor. 
Tide. The Ifle is famous for its excel- 
lent Cockles gather'd on the Shores about 
it, and for producing the fineſt Wheat. 

Singleton, the Hundred and Manor were

IV. The Rape of Has TIN GS. 


This Rape lies on the Eaſt. Side of the 
County, and on the Eaſt-Side is encom- 
paſſed by the Sea, as it is alſo on the 
South, the Weſt-Side borders on the Rape 
of Pevenſey, and the North on the Coun- 
ty of Kent, In it are theſe Hundreds 
contain'd, viz. Bartel, Faxenal, Goldſpure, 
Hawkesborough, Boxhill, Balſloe, Geſsling, 
Goſtrow, Henhurſft, Nenvil, Staple, Ne- 
thersfield, and Shewſ/well, The Fee of 
this Rape we ſuppoſe to be in the Crown, 
becauſe we find no private Owner of it, 
and ſo the Government is in the High- 
Sheriff and his Officers, There are three, 
if not four Market Towns in this Rape, 
vix. 

Battel, fo call'd from the decifive Bat - 
tle fought on or near the Place between 
King Harold and William the Norman, 
who under a pretence of claiming his In- 
heritance deſcended to him by the Death 
of King Edward the Confeſſor, came into 
Ergland with an Army, and landing at 
Haſtings in this County, march'd up high- 
er into it. Harold had News of his Inva- 
ſi-n, and haſten'd with all Speed towards 
him, and tho? his Forces were much di- 
miniſh'd by a late Fight he had with the 
Dares in the North, and as much fatigu'd 
by long Marches to oppoſe the Normans, 
yet meeting them at a ſmall Diſtance 
from Haſtings, at a Village call'd Epiton, 
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he gave him Battle, October 14, 1066. 
The Normans no ſooner ſaw his Approach, 
but they gave the Signal for the Fig 
the Encounter began with Flights of Ar- 
rows from both Armies, which held for 
ſome Time, but coming to a cloſe En- 
gagement, they maintain'd the Battle k 
long while z the Evxgliſh, who with ad- 
mirable Courage and Bravery receiv'd the 
firſt Attack, were furiouſly charg'd by 
the Horſe of the Normans, but with no 
Succeſs, wherefore when they ſaw they 
could not prevail, they, as they had be- 
fore agreed, retreated, but kept their 
Ranks, which the Exgliſi not obſer ving,but: 
thinking they fled, broke their Ranks, and 
without any Order purſu'd the Enemy, 
who rallying their Forces, charged the Eng- 
Iii on every Sideafreſh, and made a great 
Slaughter of them, yet not without as 
brave an Oppoſition as could be expected 
For the Engliſh having got the higher 
Ground, ſtood it out a long Time, *till Ha- 
rold their King and Leader being ſhot thro- 
the Head with an Arrow, fell down dead, 
upon which his Army being quite diſ- 
heartned, turn'd their Backs and betook 
themſelves to flight. Our Hiſtorians tell 
us, that there were threeſcore thouſand 
Men lain in this Battle, which ſhews the 
Greatneſs and Populouſneſs of England ſo 
long ago, that old could gather ſo 
great an Army. 

The victorious Norman, after he had 

rtly by fair Promiſes, and partly by 

error, ſettled himſelf on the Throne of 
England, began to reflect thro' what a Sea 
of Blood he had waded to it, and to make 
ſome Atonement for the vaſt Effuſion of 
Blood that he had made in this Place, 
erected an Abby on the very Ground 
where the aforeſaid Battle was fought, 
and having dedicated it to St. Martin, 
call'd it Battle- Abby, placing in it a Con- 
vent of Benediftine Monks to pray for the 


Souls of the Slain z thus at once 


up a Monument of his Glory and Piety, 
as was thought. About the Abby there 
ſoon grew up a Town of the ſame Name, 
conſiſting of 115 Houſes, to which more 
have been added ſince. In the Town, *tis 
ſaid, there is a Place, which after a 

Sor 2 | Shower, 
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Shower, ſeems to have a Dye of Red like 
Blood, (William of Newburge ſays, tis 
real, freſh Blood, which cries to God for 
Vengeance) which is probable, there be- 
ing a loomy Soil in many Places, which 
having a Mixture of Oker, will appear 
of a Blood-like Colour. King Henry I. 
granted a Market to be kept in this Town 
upon every Lord's-Day, (as was uſed in 
ſeveral other Places in his Time) free 
from all Duties whatſoever, but Anthony 
Viſcount Montague, who about the Year 
1600, built himſelf a beautiful Houſe 
here, obtain'd a Power by an Act of Par- 
liament to remove the Market to Thur/- 
day, as it now continues; and the Fairs 
yearly are 


The Manorof this Town, 23 Edu. 1. 
was the Eſtate of William de Echingham, 
who then obtain'd a Charter of Free-war- 
ren for this his Lordſhip and divers others 
in this County, and ſo privileg'd, left 
them to his Heirs, but of his Chillren 
we find no mention. 5 

The Abbot of Battel, tho' in all our 
Hiſtories nameleſs, yet muſt be of eternal 
Memory for his Courage and Bravery on 
this Occaſion; The French, in the Nonage 
of King Richard IT. obſerving England 
taken up in Quarrels at Home, and re- 
gard leſs of their Defence againſt Foreign 
Enemies, invaded this County, and ha- 
ving plunder'd the People, carry'd away 
the Prior of Lewes Captive. This Abbot 
ſeeing this, thought it high Time to pro- 
vide for his own Safety, got together as 
good a Body of Men as the Time would 
give Leave, and marching to Vinc helſey, 
fortify'd it, thinking it moſt proper for 
Him, being a Spiritual Perſon, to be on 
the Defenfive Part; the French follow'd 
him and beſieged the Town, and ſince 
their Endeavours to draw him out to a 


Field - Battle prov'd ineffectual, they plant- 
ed their Guns to batter it down, but be-

Haſtings, called by the Saxons, Har. 
TINZA-CCATTEN, is the chief Town of 
this Rape, which takes its Name from it 
It is one of the Cinque-Ports, and ſeng; 
Members to Parliament, as it hath done 
from 42 Edu. 3, but otherwiſe is at pre- 
ſent a poor indifferent Place, yet hath 
two Markets weekly, viz, on Wedneſday 
and Saturday, and Fairs on 
It ſeems to have taken its Name from 
Haſtings, the famous Daniſh Pyrate, who 
uſually built ſome little Fortreſſes in 
ſuch Places as he landed, for Prey, as he 
did at Beamfleet in Eſſex, and Middleton 
in Kent, In the Reign of King Athelftan, 
Anno 924, here was a Mint. This Town, 
with the other Cinque-Ports, Winchel/+a, 
Rye, &c, enjoys very great Immunities, 
but upon theſe, Conditions, as appears 
from the Record in the Exchequer, Ha- 
ſtings, with its Members, ought to find 
21 Ships at the King's Summons, ant 
there ought to be in each of the Ships 21 
Men, able, fitly qualify'd, well arm'd, 
and well furniſh'd for the King's Ser- 
vice, yet ſo, that the Summons be made 


on the King's Behalf forty Days before; 


and when the aforeſaid Ships and Men 
are come to the Place to which they were 
ſummon'd, they ſhall-remain in the King's 
Service 15 Days at their own Coſls and 
Charges; but if the King hith further 
Occafion for them, and will keep them 
any longer, they ſhall be at the King's 
Charges as long as he pleaſes z the Matter 
of each Ship ſhall have Six-pence a Day, 
and the Conſtable as. much, but all the 
reſt of the Men but Three-pence a Day. 
This whole Rape of Haſtinzs, together 
with the Honour, was held by the Earls 
of Eu in Normandy, a Family deſcended 
from a Natural Son of Richard I. Duke 
of Normandy. Robert the. firſt Earl, to 
whom it was given, was one of the Con- 
queror's chief Counſellors, and had * 
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other large Eſtates ſettled on him by the ſlings held the Manor of Gremocle by this 


J King. He left this Honour to his 
= —— whoſe. Son Henry upon levy- 
ing the Aid for marrying King Henry II's 
Daughter, certify'd, that his Father in 
King Henry I's Reign was enfeoffed with 
65 Knights Fees, of which he then had 
56 in this Rape of Haſtings, and for them 
he paid 40 J. He left only one Daugh- 
ter and Heir, who marrying to Ralph de 
Yſſendon, had by him a Son and Heir Wil- 
liam, who, after his Father's Death, ad- 
hereing to the King of France, and Alice 
otherwiſe having forfeited her Eſtate to 
the Crown, in King Henry II's Days, 
that King ſeiz'd it, and gave it to Prince 
Edward his Son, Reg. 29. Peter de Sa- 
voy, Queen Eleanor s Uncle, was then in 
great Favour, and to him the King, Keg, 
31. committed the keeping of the Caſtle 
and Honour of this Place. After this 
Peter's Death, the ſame King cauſing his 
gon the Prince to releaſe and quit- claim 
to him all his Intereſt to the Honour and 
Rape, gave it to John de Dreux, Earl of 
Richmond, in lieu of certain Lands be- 
longing to the Honour of Richmond, which 
Peter de Savoy had paſſed to the King, 
which being done, the King granted him 
Letters Mandatory to all the Tenants of 
the ſaid Honour and Rape to do him Ho- 
mage, as his Poſterity for ſome Succeſſions 
enjoy'd it. In the Reign of King Hen- 
ry VI. Sir Thomas Hoo, having by his Va- 
hhur and Condut ſuppreſs'd a Rebellion 
about Caux in Normandy, and merited 
highly of that Prince in his Wars with 
France, was in Conſideration of his great 
Services advanced to the Dignity of a 
Baron of this Realm, by the Title of 
Lord Hoo, his Seat in Bedfordſhire, and 
Haſtings this Place, and to the Heirs Male 
of his Body; but tho' he had three 
Wives, he left no Son, but three Daugh- 
ters only, among whom his Eſtate was 
divided; but the Honour became extinct, 
and was aſter conferred: on the Family 
of De Haſtings in Manner following : 

From this Town there was an ancient 
Family, as old as the Norman Times, that 
took its Name, being call'd De Haſtings, 
and one of them named Matthew Ha- 


Tenure, 'That he ſhould find at this Ha- 
ven an Oar, whenever the King would 
croſs the Seas. From them is the Fami- 
ly of the Earls of Huntington deſcended; 
and have their Name and Part of their 
Barony from it. William de Haſtings 

Lord Chamberlain of the King's Houf⸗ 
hold, and of North.Wales, was the fir(t 
that had the Title of Lord Haſtings con- 
ferr'd on him by K. Eduard IV. to whom; 
as well as to his Father the Duke of York, 
he had been a faithful Servant, as he con- 
tinued all his Reign, and being much in 
Favour with him, obtain'd many large E- 


ſtates and very beneficial Places from him; 


but after his Death, not comply ing with 
the Duke of Glouceſter's Deſign in ma- 
king away or baſtardizing his Children, 
King Edward V. and his Brother the 
Duke of Fork, he was baſely, without 
Trial, murder'd in the Tower by that 
Duke's Order, who made his Way to the 
Throne thereby, and became King by the 
Name of Richard III. He dy'd polleſs'd 
of the Caſtle, Lordſhip, and Rape of Ha- 
Hing, which were all ſeiz'd of, as for- 
feited by a forg'd Treaſon laid to his 
Charge, and fo detain'd both from his 
Widow and Heir Edward Lord Haſtings 
for a Time, yet he was permitted to be 
bury'd, according to his Teſtament, in 
the Chapel of St. George within the Ca- 
file of Wind/for,, near the Tomb of King 
Edward IV. where his Monument is (till 
to be ſeen. Eduard Lord Haſtings re- 
main'd without Honour or Lands for a 
while, but King Henry VII. having con- 
quer'd and :ſlain Richard in — Anne 
Held, and poſſeſs'd himſelf of the Throne, 
had ſuch a Reſpe for him in Conſidera- 
tion of his Father's Sufferings, that he 
reſtor'd him to his Honour and Lands, 
Reg. 1. which he left to his Son George, 
created Earl of Huntington by King Hen- 
ry VIII. as his Poſterity continue, wri- 
ting themſelves Earls of Huntington, and 
Lords Haſtings, Hungerford, Botreaux, and 
Moles. | 


This Town, in the Reign of King. Ri 


chard II. and about the Year 1377, was 
burnt by the French, who taking the Op- 
; portunity 
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-portunity of Tome Diſcontents in the Be- 
ginning of that King's Reign, thruſt in- 
to the Haven of Rye with 50 Ships, and 
rifled and burnt that Town, and from 
thence proceeded to Minchelſea, but be- 
ing beaten off there, did the ſame to this 
Place. After its rebuilding, it was di- 
vided into two Parithes, as it now re- 
mains. Near this Town in 1263, there 
was a Battle fought between the Armies 
of King Edward III. lead by Prince Ed- 
ward his Son, and Simon de Montfort Earl 
of Leiceſter, who headed the Barons, 
fighting tor the Obſervation of the Sta- 
tutes of Oxford, which the King, though 
ſworn to keep them, had refuſed to do. 
The Barons had the better, and taking the 
King and Prince Priſoners, reſolved to 
oblige them to a ſecond Confirmation of 
them; but while this was doing, there 
Happened a Quarrel among the Barons 
themſelves, and Prince Edward eſcaping, 
reduced them to his Terms by the Battle 
of Eveſham, and ſo Peace, after ſome 
Time, was reſtored. - 
Rye, or Rhie, one of the ancient Towns, 
who have long enjoy'd equal Privileges 
with the Cinque-Ports, in Latin Ripa, and 
in French Rive, ſtands on the very Edge of 
this County towards Kent. It is a fair 
well-built Town, pleaſantly fituated upon 
the North-ſide on an Hill, which affords 
a delightful Proſpe& towards the Sea, for- 
tify'd and walled about in King Edw. III's 
Reign. It is at preſent govern'd by a 
Mayor and Jurats, and is furniſhed with 
a commodious Haven, and two Markets, 
on Wedneſday and Saturday weekly, but 
the former is almoſt quite diſuſed, and 
the latter affords little, but Proviſions. 
It was ancient] y in great Reputation, be- 
ing well fortify*d by William d' Ipres, Earl 
of Kent; (there being a Tower yet ſtand- 
| ing bearing his Name, which is now made 
the Priſon of the Town) and enjoying 
the great Immunities and Privileges of 
the Cinque-Ports, as ſending Burgeſſes 
to Parliament, which it hath done from 
42 Edu. 3. but in the following Times 
it was inconfiderable, either upon the 
Account of the Nearneſs of ee or 
the Receſs of the Sea from it, and fo con · 
a 
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tinned a long Time; but when 
ward III. walled it about, 1 Rag Ta. 
decay'd, it began again to recover 2 
a lucky Accident flouriſhed as much . 
ever: For the Ocean ſwelled with an — 
traordinary Tempeſt, broke in ſo violently 
(yet much to the Ad vantage of the Town) 
that it made a convenient Port, which an. 
other Tempeſt ſome Time after improv d 
after which the Town much increaſed in 
Inhabitants, Buildings, Fiſhing and Na- 
vigation, and became more proſperous 
than it had ever been before. But the 
Favours of the Sea are very -inconſt 
and ſeldom laſt long: The impetuous 
Tides which made them an Haven, have 
now caſt the Sands ſo much into it, that 
it is almoſt quite choaked up, ſo that 
there is ſcarcely a Paſſage left for the 
ſmalleſt Sort of Veſſels; and were it not 
for its Fiſhing Trade, and the Conve- 
niency of the moſt ready Paſſage here 
from England to Normandy, it is to be 
feared, it would fall into a worſe Condi- 
tion than ever, in a ſmall Time, unleſs 
ſome other Privileges can be found out to 
ſupport the Corporation. We having re- 
ceived a more particular and full Account 
of this Town and Port from a Perſon un- 
known, have thought fit to ſubjoin ſo 
much of it as anſwers our Deſign, viz. 
The Town is encompaſſed by the Tides 
about two Parts in three, and on the Eaſt- 
Side is waſhed by the River Rother. The 
South-fide is waſhed by a Branch of the 
Tide called Ti/lingham- Water, over which 
was formerly a Ferry, but now there is 
a Bridge. About 50 or 60 Years ago here 
was a good Tide-Harbour, while the Tide 
had its free Courſe up the Rother, which 
being then ſtopp'd by a Sluice about fix 
Miles above the Town, and another about 
three Miles; it is now almoſt ruin'd by the 
great Quantities of Mud and Sand brought 
into it by the Spring Tides, and ſtopp'd 
from running out by thoſe Sluices. - 
The Fiſhing Trade, which is the prin- 
cipal Support of this Town, confiſts 
taking Mackarel and Herring in their 
roper Seaſons (the firſt of which the 
Fiermen call Shotting, and the — 
Flewing) which are accounted the beſt 


r Kind, which are caught theſe 
mor h the reſt of the Year they 
catch Flat-fiſh by trawling, v#z. Soles, 
plaiſe, Rates, Turbets, Brills, (Je. which 
are carry'd up every Day by the Rippiers. 
(i. e. Fiſhermen of this Place, ſo called 
from Ripa, the Bank it ſtands upon) to 
London Market, which though 63 Miles 
diſtant, they perform ſoon'by three Stages. 

The Cor poration, which hath Preſcrip- 
tion only to plead for its being ſo, and 
conſiſts of a Mayor, Jurats and Freemen, 
is thus order'd':: The Mayor is choſen 
annually upon the Monday next after the 
Feaſt of St. Bartholomew, out of the Jurats, 
by a Majority of the Votes of the Free- 
men, at a Court called the Hundyed-Courr, 
The ſurats, who are not to exceed the 
Lond of Fwelve, are choſen by the 
Mayor on his Election Day, if there be 
any Vacancy, or at the Genera! Seflions, 
which are yearly the Monday next after 
the Feaſt of St. Andreu, with the Con- 
ſent of his Brethren the Jurats. ''The 
| Freemen are made three Ways: 

1. The Son of a Freeman,-who is born 
firſt after his Father is made free, may 
claim his Freedom by his Father's Copy, 
when he comes to the Age of 21 Vears. 

2. The Mayor may, by the Conſent of 
his Brethren the Jurats, make one Free- 
man every Lear. Tu 

3. Freemen are choſen at an Aﬀſembly- 
Court, at which' the Mayor was to put 
up whom he pleaſed, to be choſen by the 
Majority of the'Votes of the whole Cor- 
poration, then and there Aſſembled; but 
then it is-a ſtanding Rule among them, 
That any Man ſo put up by the Mayor, 
and rejected by a Majority of Votes, can- 
not be choſen in the Mayoralty of the 
lame Perſon, . wal 36 19919 

The Hundred, and Aſſembly-Courts are 
of a different Nature ; they both conbiſt of 
a Mayor, Jurats, and Freemen, but at the 
former are elected the Mayor and Cor po- 
ration Officers, as the Town-clerk, Cham - 
berlaine, Nc. as alſo Members to ſerve in 
Parliament; but at the latter, which is 
called by the; Mayor, giving, 24 Hours 
Warning, they / lett the Lands belonging to 
ihe Corporation, make By «Laws, raiſe 
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Monies, chuſe Freemen, and do all other 
Ads relating to the Government of the 
Town and Corporation, and no Man ought 
to appear at either of them, but ſuch as 
are qualify*d according to the Corporation. 
Act, which excludes all Difſenters, and 
was obſerved till 1697, or 8, when the 
Mayor, contrary to the former Rules, 
brought in Diſſenters to vote both for 
Freemen and Parliament Men, and in- 
vol ved the Corporation in many and long 
Troubles, which the Gentleman gives a 
large Account of, too tedious for our Hi- 
ſtory, | This Corporation ſends alſo two 
Barons to every Coronation to ſupport 
the Canopy of State. | 

Here is a Grammar -$choal, a Brick 
Building, ereded at the Charge of Mr. 
Thomas Peacock, then à Jurat, about the 
Year 1644, and by him endowed with 
32 Pounds a Vear Payable out of a Farm 
lying in the Pariſh, for the teaching all 
the Children of the Town free. There 
is in the lower Part of the Town alſo 
near the Wall, ſome Remains of a large 
Building till call'd, TheFriery,which ſeems 
to have been the Hall, or Chapel of ſuch 


a Religious Houſe ;- and near it there has 


been a Burying-place, becauſe the Bones 
of Men. or Women have ſeveral Times- 
been dug up there. In other Parts of the 
Town there are ſome other ſmaller Build- 
ings, which ſeem to have been put to a 
religious Uſe, but Tradition itſelf is ſi- 
lent how they were employ d. 

The whole Town is very well ſupply'd 


with good Water, which is brought in 


Leaden Pipes laid under Ground to two 
Conduits, from the Hills on the Land 
Side. 
The Church, which is dedicated to the 
Bleſſed Virgin Mary, being but one for 
m whole Town, is very large, and is 
wilt in the Form of a Croſs; the Body 
of it is 100 Foot long, and 28 wide, the 
great Chancel is 60 Foot long, 28 wide; 
the Steeple ſtands between them, from 
which run two Iſles a- croſs on each Side. 
On each Side of the great Chancel are two 
others, on each Side one, which are 60 
Foot long, and 25 Foot wide 3 on each 
Side of the Body of . 
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Iſles or Wings, 15 Foot wide, which put 
together will prove it to be the largeſt 
Parochial Church in the County. It was 
a long Time in a ruinous Condition, but 
between 20 and 30 Years ago it was ſo re- 
paired by the Care of the Vicar for the 
Time being, and ſome of the chief Inha- 
bitants, that it was made very beauti-

The Value of the Vicarage is but ſmall, 
arifing out of the Lands without the Wall 
of the Town, with a ſmall Portion out of 
the Mackarel and Herring Fiſhing, and an 
additional Endowment of 121. 10s. a 
Vear, which King Charles II. procured to 
be ſettled upon it out of the Parſona 
which belongs to the Biſhop of Winchefter 
The Preſentation of the Vicarage is ap- 
ndent to the Manor of Breed, and is, or 
late was, in the Gift of French Bromfield 
of Lewes, Eſq; The Vicarage Houſe is a 
Brick Building erected about the Year

Bryan Tyne, though not born here, yet 
may render this Place famous for having 
been the Vicar of it, though he was ſel- 
dom refident. He was educated in Corpus 


Chriſti College, Oxford,” where he took his

Richard II. certain Frenchmen, wy King 
hovering about the Exgliſh Shoar, and ſeek. 
ing for Prey, knowing that the Lion 
King Edward III. was unable to o Fi 
them, and his Grandſon Richars _—_—_ 
was to ſucceed him, was in his Mirori 
and the Natian was conſequently in Col. 
fuſion, within ſix or ſeven Days after the 
former. died, landed and burnt this Town, 
and from thence coaſted to the Ide of 
Wight, and burnt divers Towns in the 
ſame as elſo at Plimouth, Purtſmuuth, and 
Dartmouth. 'Certain'Noblemen, were ſent 
in Purſuit of them, but found them not, 
their Buſineſs being not to fight, but fly; 
But the People of Rye; and ſome others, 
did not quietly put up this Wrong, but 
with certain Ships put to Sea, and meet - 
ing theſe Pyratical French, fought them 
and overcame them, taking ſeven Ships 
with zo Men in them, of which one of 
them called the Falcon, had been taken not 
long before from the Lord William Latimer, 
They were all-richly laden with Wine, 
Wax, and other Merchandize, by which 
the People of Nye gained ſome Compenſa- 
tion for the Damages they had ſuffered 
from: Gena: A ne bag ee 444400 
. Wiichelſea, in Saxon Wincely-ea, which 
ſignifies a Waterih Place, ſeated in a Cor- 
ner, which Interpetation anſwers exactly 
the Situation of the Town, lying at the 
Corner of Kent and Suſſex. It was built 
in the Time of King Eduard I. when a 
more ancient Town of the ſame Name was 
ſwallowed up by the Ses in a terrible 
Tempeſt, Anno 1250, at which Time the 
Surface of the Earth both here and in the 
Kentiſh Shoar, was much alter'd. It was 
then encompaſſed with a Rampart, and 
afterward with a ſtrong Wall z but no ſooner 
it began to flouriſh, But it was ſacked-dy 
the French and Spaniards, . the Re- 
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tirement of the Sea fell to Decay all on a 


Lich the ſame Privileges as the old, 3 ed 


17, thoſe of the Cinque-Ports to which it 
belongs, as one of the ancient Towns, but 


the Sea which had ſwallowed up the old 


Town, left the new before it was quite 
fnihed. It NNE retains the Privilege of 
ſending Burgeſſes to Parliament, though 
the Electors are but few; but hath loſt 
that of a Market, together with all its 
Trade, inſomuch that for lack of Buſineſs 
the Graſs grows in the very Streets (tho 
they are paved) to that Degree that the 
Herboge is let ſome Years for four Pounds. 
It was certainly at firſt a very fair Town, 
though now little more remains than 
the Skeleton of it. The Streets ſtanding 
all at right Angles, are divided into 32 
Squares, or Quarters, as they now call 
them. The Stone-work of the three Gates 
is yet ſtanding, and in many Places of the 
Town are fine Stone-arched Vaults for 
Merchants Goods, and many ruinous Ma- 
terials of ancient Structures. Upon the 
Level relinguiſhed by the Sea appears a 
Caſtle built by King Henry VIII. now 
quite gone to decay. Near the Town 
are large Marſhes, but 'the Inhabitants 
are forced at great Charges to defend them 
with great earthen Banks and Walls from 
the Encroachments of the which 
otherwiſe would daily overflow them. 

In this Town wereformerly three Pariſh 
Churches dedicated to St. Leonard, St. Giles 
and St. Thomas, but the latter of them 
is uſed alone for the Service of God. In 
it are certain Monuments of threeKnights, 
Templars, as is conjeftur'd by their Pour- 
traitures in Armour, dee, and 
one of them a by his Arms to 
have been of the Family of Ogenbridge, 
which was anciently of great Note in 
theſe Parts. In the Church of St. Leonard 
was ſet up the Picture of that Saint, 
as the Patron of the Town, with a Fan or 
Van, as a Scepter in his Hand, which 
being moveable at Pleaſure, ſuch Perſons 
as deſired a fair Wind to bring their Fa- 
ther, Husband, br Friend home, were al- 
lowed, upon making ſome valuable Of- 
0 4 toifet it as they pleaſed, 


and moſt anſwerable to their Deſtre; and 


ſuch was the ſuperſtitious Credulity of 
thoſe Times, that they believed they 
ſhould have aWind ſpeedy and proſperous 
according to their Wiſhes. 

Upon the Coafts of this Town, Anne 
1349 King Edward III. being ad vertiſed 

a Fleet of Spaniards returning out of 
Flanders, laden with Cloaths and other 
Riches, met them with a convenient Force, 


and attack'd them; the Spaniards refolute- 


ly defended themſelves, and maintained 


the Fight ſo long, that they were all ei- 


ther flain or drowned, while they en- 
deavoured to eſcape. Their Ships, which 
were 26 in Number, were all taken, and 
in them were found great Store of Wares 
and Riches, This King Edward did by 
Way of Repriſal, becauſe certain Spa- 
niards the laſt Year had failed up the Ri- 
ver Garons, which runs up to the Town 
of Burdeaux, and there finding many Eng- 
lik Ships freighted with Wines, flew all 
the Engliſhmen they found aboard, and took 
away the Ships with them, which King 
Eduard revenged by, this Exploit. | 
Robert Winchelſey being a Native of this 
Town, is a great Credit to it, arifing to 


the High Station of an Archbiſhop, An. 


no 1294. He was educated in Merton 
College, Oxford, and being a Graduate, 
went to Paris, where he took the De- 
gree of Maſter of Arts, and was made 

ector of that Univerſity. Returning 
home, he took his Degrees in Divinity, 
and having paſſed through many Prefer- 
ments, was at length made Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury. -He went to Rome for his 
Pall, according to the Cuſtom then in 
Uſe, and eafily obtained it of Pope Ce- 
leftine 5 and when. he came Home again 
was inthroned ſolemnly, and upon the 
ſame Day conſecrated one Biſhop, and be- 
ſtowed twelve rich Livings on twelve 
Doctors, and as many ſmall ones on 
other Divines. He ſuffered many Trou- 
bles from King Edward I. becauſe in O- 
bedience to a Canon of the Council of 


Lyons, he would not conſent that a Tax - 


ſhould be laid on the Clergy without the 
Pope's Allowance; but by King Edu. II. 
he was reſtored to his See, and though a

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ters, that King's Favourites, lived an di- 
ed in Peace, abounding in Charity and Ho- 


Ipitality. He was a worthy Prelate, an 
excellent Preacher, and being learned him 


ſelf, loved and preferred learned Men. 
His Benefice was prodigious, for he is ſaid 
to have relieved weekly on Sundays and 
Fridays 4000 Men when Corn was cheap, 
and*5000 when it was dear, and to ſuch 
as could not come to receive his Alms, 
he ſent it to their Houſes: After his 
Death, which happen'd 1313, he was ho- 
noured by the Poor, as a Saint, though 
not canonized by the Pope. 

John Winchelſey, probably a Kinſman 
of the Archbiſhop's, becauſe a Native of 
the ſame Place, and bearing. the ſame 
Name. He was bred in Oxford, and was 
eminent there for his great Learning, He 
is ſaid to have made both Poets and Phi- 
loſophers , harmonize with Goſpel Divi. 
nity, as far as Nature could ſymbolize 
with Grace. 
Franciſcan, and enter'd himſelf into their 
Convent at Salisbury, as thinking Monkery 
a more direct Way to Heaven, than a ſe- 
cular Way of Living, ſo much doth Pre- 
judice and Superſtition ſometime triumph 
over Learning; but he died before the 
Year of his Probation was ended, and 
Vas bury'd in his Convent, An.

About go Years ago, this Town was a 
very conſiderable Place for Fiſhing, and 
in a flouriſhing Condition, being then one 
of the principal Towns of the County, 
containing near ſix hundred Families z but 
ſince the Beginning of the Civil Wars it 
hath decay'd much for want of a Free 
Fiſhery, and by very great Loſſes by Sea, 
their Shipping being' often taken from 
them by the Enemy: Nay, it is the Oz 
pinion of. the moſt judicious Inhabitants, 
that had not Divine Providence in a 
gre-t Meaſure protected them by their 
Towns being built low, and ſtanding on 
a flat Ground, the French would ſeveral 
Times have quite demoliſh'd it; as they 
had attempted to do, but the low Si- 
tuation of it prevented their doing it 
any conſiderable Damage, the Cannon 
Balls uſually flying over the Town; 
But the greateſt Damage to the Buil- 
dings has been done by the breaking in 
of the Sea, which within theſe 40 Years 
hath laid Waſte above 130 Tenements; 
which Loſs, by a modeſt Computation, 
amounts to near 40,000, J. and if ſome 
ſpeedy Care be not taken to flop the En- 
croachments of the Ocean, it is probable 
the Town will in a few Years be utterly 
depopulated ; the Inhabitants being al- 
ready diminiſh'd one third leſs than they 


were, and thoſe that remain are many of 


them Widows, Orphans, decrepid Per- 
ſons, and all very poorz inſomuch that 
the Rates for their Relief are at the 


| Rack-Rent of 8 4. in the Pound, for 


there are but few Charities given for their 
Support, viz.. one by Mr. Barnard Mil. 
ton of 161. per Annum, with ſome other 


ſmall Beneſactions, which make it about 
20 J. a Year, 7 n Fx 
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The Church here is a Vicarage, but 
. 3 berg claims the 
old 0 om .a Penn 
Head, nee tbo call'd er 
or a Garden-Penny) as alſo he requires as 
his Due a Quarter of a Share out of all 
Fiſhing Veſſels, which formerly was very 
advantageous to the Incumbent when the 
Town was in its Proſperity, but now tis 
of no confiderabla Profit to him. 
The Parſonage Tythes are about 100 J. 
per Annum, but they are in the Hands of 
an Impropriator, who allows the Vicar. 
no Benefit from them, by which Means 
the Miniſter's Maintenance is very ſmall, 
and therefore the Gentlemen of the Net gh-. 
bouring Parts have made an Augmenta- 
tion to it by Subſcription of 50 J. per An- 
vum, yet on this Condition, that he ſhall 


inſtruct 50 r Boys of the Town in 
Reading and Writing. The Church ſtands 


about 40 Rod from the Town, at a little 
Diſtance from the Sea. There was for- 


merly another Church near the Middle 


of the Town, which, as is ſaid, was 
burnt down ſome Years ago by the 
French.

This Town hath never given a Title 
to any of the Noble Families of this 
Men of 


Kingdom, nor produced any 
Worth and Ingenuity, till within little 
more than 30 Vears, one Fohn Crover, 
who being a Native here, became famous 
for his Mathematical Skill. He was de- 
ſcended of mean Parentage, and bred up 
illiterately, but having an inquiſitive. 
Genius, ſtirring him up to the Acquire- 
ment of Arts and Sciences, he appty'd- 
trimſelf to Mathematicks, and without ſo 

much as one Days Inſtruftion, attained 

by his Diligence to as great a Proficjen- 


cy in that Science as any in his Time in 
Great Britain, and by that Means became 


a great Benefactor to this Town by gi- 
ving their Sailors a. true Notion of the 
Art of Navigation; beſides, he wrote di- 
vers Hands very finely. This is the 
Gentleman's Deſcription, and we hope 
our Reader will pardon the length. | _ 

 Cucksfield, or-Coxfield, whaſe Market is 
weekly on Friday, and Fair yearly. on 


the Eve, Day, and Morrow after the 
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Holy Trinity. The Mardet and Fair were 
doch obtain'd of King Edward II. by 
John Earl of Warren and Surrey, who was 
then Lord of the Manor; but itfwas then 
appointed, that the Market thould be 
kept on Monday weekly, how it came to 
be removed to Friday we find not, This 
John was the laſt Earl of this Family of 
the Warrens, and at his Death when by

ry'd to Edmund Fitz-alan Earl of Arundel, 
was found to be his next Heir. Her Son 
Richard Eart of Arundel, inherited this 
and her other Lands; but being attainted 
for Treaſon againſt King Richard II. his 
Eſtates were all ſeiz'd, and given by that 
King to Thomas de Mowbray Earl of Not- 
tingham, whom He created at that Time 
Duke of Norfolk. 2 Wadi 
This Town had for its Minifter Mr. 

Thomas Vicars, a Perſon of eminent Learn- 
ing, and a good Writer. He was educa- 
ted in Queen's College, Oxford, in the 
meaneſt Stationsz but being Maſter of 
Arts, was choſen Fellow of the fail 
Houſe. He Kala in the College - ſome 
Years after, and was eſteem'd an able Di- 
vine, a good Preacher, and well quali- 
fy'd with other Learning; for which be- 
ing in good Reputation, Dr. Carlton Bi- 
op of Chic heſter took him into his Fa- 
ily, and having marry'd his Daughter 
to him, preferr'd him to this Vicarage,

thro! the Middle of the Town, which 
makes a Sea-Port, at eight Miles Di- 
ſtance; and on this River are ſeveral 
Iron-works, wherein they make Cannon 
ſor Merchant Ships, and ſeveral uſeful 
Works of that Nature. | 
During the Reign of the Saxons, King 
Ethelſtan, after he had repair'd divers 
Monaſteries,, and endow'd them with di- 
vers Privileges, Lands and Reliques, be- 
took himſelf. to ſuch Methods by which 
he might alſo beautify and advantage the 
Cities and Towns of his Kingdom; and 
to that End made a Law, that no Money 
ſhould be coin'd but in Cities and Towns 
only, and among others appointed two 
Mint-houſes to be ſet up here. When in 
the Reign of William the Norman, Dome/- 


day-Book was compos'd, it is there ob- 


ſerv'd, that this Town, in the Reign of 
King Edward the Confeſſor, paid 61. 4 s. 
for Tax and Toll, and that the King had 
here 127 Burgeſſes. It was alſo their 
Cuſtom, that if the King had a Mind to 
ſend his Soldiers to Sea without them, of 
all of them, whoſeſoever the Lands were, 
there ſhould be collected 20 s. to be given 
to thoſe that ſerved in, the Ships. That 
whoever ſold an Horſe in the Borough 
ſhould give the Provoſt one Penny, and 


the Buyer another; for an Ox or Cow an 


Half-penny, and for a Man four Pence, 
whereſoe ver in the Rape he buys; that 


he that ſheds Blood ſhould pay 7 s. and he 


that commits Adultery or a Rape 8s. 4 4. 
and the Woman as much, and the King 
ſhould have the Adulterer, and the Arch- 
biſhop the Woman; that when Money 
was new. made, every Mint-maſter ſhould 

y 20s, Of all cheſe Payments, two 

arts went to the King, and a third to 
the Earl. 3 

The Town and Lordſhip of this Place 
was given by the Conqueror to William 
de Warren Earl of Surrey, who built a 
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Caſtle here; and having with his Lady 
been reſpectfully entertained by the 
Monks of Cluni in Burgundy in their Re- 
turn from Rome, where they had been on 


a Pilgrimage, they, having before pur- 


poſed to build a Religious Houſe, for the 


Good of their Souls, determin'd that. it 


ſhould be for the Order of Cluniac, and 
accordingly having obtain'd three or four 
of the Monks of the Abbot, he turn'd 
the Church of St. Pancrace at Lewes into 
a Priory of 12 Cluniack Monks, and en- 
dow'd it ſufficiently for them. Since the 
Diſſolution it is fallen into the Poſſeſſion 
of the Earls of Dor/et. | In this Family 
the Lordſhip continu'd divers Succeſſions, 
and ſeveral of the Earls and their Ladies 
were interr'd in the Chapter-houſe of the 
ſaid Monaſtry z but John Earl of Warren 
forſeiting his Eſtate to King Henry III. 
for ſome Miſdemeanor, this Manor, and 
ſome other Lordſhips, were given by him 
to Peter de Savoy, the Queen's Uncle; but 
it was again reſtor'd to the Family upon 
the Adherence of another John his Suc- 
ceſſor to that King's Intereſts; and he dy- 
ing without Iſſue, Alice his Siſter became 
his Heir, and by Marriage to Edmund 
Fitz-alan Earl of Arundel, carry 'd it into 
his Family. His Son Richard forfeited 
it to King Richard II. who gave it to 
Thomas Mowbray Earl of Nottingham,whora 
he made Duke of Norfolk. 

This Town is famous in our Hiſtories 
for a bloody Battle fought here between 
King Henry III. and the Barons, headed 
by Simon Montfort Earl of Leicefter, then 
High-Steward of England, The Battle 
was join'd May 14, 1264, 48 Hen. 3. and 
Prince Edward being incens'd at the A- 
buſe which the Londoners had caſt upon 
his Mother, by reviling her and caſting 
Dirt and Stones at her as ſhe paſſed Lon- 
don-Bridge, moſt fiercely afſaulted the 
Brigade in which they were, and having 
put them to flight, purſued them with a 
great Slaughter; but having by that 
Means ſeparated himſelf. too. far from 
the Army, was an Occaſion of the King's 
loſing the Victory; for the Earl of Lei- 
cefter perceiving the King's Hoſt to be 
much weaken'd thereby, flirred up bis 
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Men to make a brisk Onſet upon them, 
' which doing, they put the reſt of the King's 
Army to flight, and gain'd a compleat Vi- 
Qory,,taking the King himſelf, the Prince, 
and the King of Almaine (or Germany) 
Priſoners, and compelling the King to 
gn and confirm ſuch Articles of Agree- 
ment as were unreaſonable; * Many fled 
into the Caſtle and Priory to ſave their 
Lives, but the Barons entering the Town, 
not only ſlew them, but many of the 
Townſmen, and plunder'd their Houſes. 
From a Windmill: belonging to this 
Town, and near it, is a Pro of ſb 
large an Extent. as is hardly equall'd in 
Europe, for it far exceeds that of ' Clever, 
Nimeguen, the Caſtle of Nuremburgh, and 
St: Michael del Boſco in Italy. You may 
Tee the Sea Weſtward at thirty Miles Di- 
ſtance, and Eaſtward you have an wnin- 
terrupted View to Banſted-Downs in Sur- 
rey, which is full forty Miles. From 
titis Town to the Sea, which is about 
eight Milcs, there is the beſt Winter- 
Game for a Gun that can be imagin'd ; 
and tho? ſeveral Gentlemen keep Packs 
of Dogs for their Hunting, yet the Hills 
are ſo many and dangerous, that to pur- 
ſue the Dogs there can be little Pleaſure, 
becauſe of rhe Hazard they run of their 
Lives. Near this Town Eaſtward is a 
Camp, but whether Britiſh, Roman, Saxon 
or Daniſh, our Antiquaries do not deter- 
mine. This is all we meet with of Note 
of the Mirket Towns, We ſhall now 
proceed to the Villages? 
Aldrington, Alderton, or Ederington, 
which our Antiquaries fuppoſe to be the 
old Portus Adurni, as it is called in our 
Ma pe, where when the Saxons infeſted 
our Seas, the Band of Eæploratore under 
the Roman Emperors, had their Station.

ſion, fell to the latter; and for want cf 
Heirs it returned to the eldeſt Siſter an! 
her Heirs, for we obſerve that 75. 
Lord de la Warr by marrying Joan, Sitter 
and Heir of Thomas Lord Grelle carry'i 
this Lordſhip into his Family, in which 
it continued divers Succeſſions, till by 
the Female Branch it paſſed in Marrizg: 
to the Family of Veſts, who by that Means 
became Lord de la Warr, as they till con- 
tinue, but whether this Manor be their 
Eſtate, we know not, 
Poynings, the Lordſhip of Adam from 
hence called, De Poynings, whoſe Deſcer- 
dents had their Seat here, and grew 6 
rich that Thomas de Poynings, his Great 
Grandſon, had ten Knights Fees in this 
Town, Thomas, Grandſon of this Thom, 
and Son of Michael, died poſſeſſed of it, 
and his Wiſe Agnes, one of the Coheirs af 
John de Cryel, was bury'd in the Parik 
Church here. Michael his Son and Heir 
was his Succeſſor in his Honour and Eſtate, 
and being a Warlike Perſon, was vith 
King Edward III. in his Wars wit 
France, and partly was there when the 
Battle of Creſſy was obtained, 20 Edu.

Poynings, appointing that an Annet ſhould 
be ſaid for his Soul in this Church. Joan 
his Wife ſurvived him, and had for her 
Dowry an Aſſignat ion of this Manor. She 
dy'd May 16, 44 Edw. 15 by her Will 
order'd her Body to bury'd in the 
Church here near her Husband. Thomas 
their Son and Heir ſucceeded his Father 
in Honour and Eſtate, and marry'd Blanch 
de Mowbray, but had no Child by her, and 
therefore left his Brother Richard his Heir. 
His Wife ſurvived him, and to her he gave 
one third Part of his Goods, and ſettled on 
Feoffees this and ſome other Lordſhi ps to 
the Uſe of his Wife for Life. Richard his 
Brother and Succeſſor went twice with 
John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter in Spain, 
vi. On the gth and 1oth Year of Rich. 2. 
and dy'd in the laſt Expedition. By his 
Will ordering, that his Body ſhould be 
bury'd in this Church near his Brother 
Thomas, and that 20 Trentals for his and 
all Chriſtians Souls ſhould be ſaid in it 
within one Year after his Death, for the 
Celebration of which he gave ten Marks. 
Kobert Lord Poynings was his Heir. 
Prefton, one of thoſe 54 Manors which 
the Conqueror gave Robert Earl of Moreton 
his Mother's Son, when he advanced him 
to the Honour of Earl of Cornwall; his Son 
Villiam ſucceeded him, and being a Reli- 
gious Perſon, after the Mode of - thoſe 
Times, gave this Lordſhip to the Abby of 
Bec in Normandy, We find no more of it 
till the Reign of King Edward III. when 
Thomas Lord Poynings dy'd poſſeſſed of it, 
Reg. 13. and in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry VI. Reg. 12, John Duke of Bedford, 
that King's Uncle, being then Regent of 
France, dy'd ſeiſed of it, with many other

Rad mill, Rademelle, or Ramell, the De- 
meſne of Harold Earl of the Weſt-Saxons, 
who afterwards became King, but being 
lain by the Normans at Batte! in this 
County, the Conqueror ſeized on all his 
Lands, and gave this Lordſhip, with divers 
others in this County and elſewhere, to 
William de Warren, Earl of Surrey, whoſe 
Poſterity enjoy'd it, *till John de Warren 
dying without Iſſue, Alice his Siſter be- 
came his Heir, and by Marriage tranſ- 
ferred her Hereditary Eſtates into the Fa- 
mily of the Fitz-Alans, Earls of Arundel, 
of whom Richard having forfeited them, 
this Manor was given to Tho, Mowbray, Nc. 

Round ant, or Rundene, the Lordſhip of 
William de Echingham, who 23 Edu. 1. 
obtained a Charter of Free-warren for all 
his Demeſne Lands here, and divers other 
Places in this County; but who inherited 
it after him, we know not. 

Rallingdean, in our Hiſtories called 
Rottington, a Village a little diſtant from 
Lewes. Here the French in the Reign of 
King Richard II. and ſoon after his Grand- 
father King Edward III. dy'd, having in- 
feſted our Coaſts ſome Time, and burnt 
Rye and Haſtings, landed with a Deſign to 
pillage and deſtroy Lees; but the Prior 
of Lees, Sir Thomas Cheyney, and Sir John 
Falſeley, gathered ſuch a Naber of the 
Country-People together, as they thought 
ſufficient to oppoſe them, and encounter'd 
them; but were conquered with the Loſs 
of about 100 more, and their Leaders with 
one Mr. Brokas, were taken Priſoners : 
However the French were fo weaken'd by 
this Conflict, that they proceeded no far- 
ther, but retired with their Priſoners to 
their Ships, and got home... 

Sed leſcomb, Settleſcomb, or Sad leſe mb, the 
Lordſhip and Eſtate of Jeffrey de Say, who 
gave it, 17 Jol. or thereabouts, to the 
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Knights Hoſpitalere, yet we ſuppoſing it 
to continue in a Lay-Hand to pay a cer- 
tain Rent annually to. them, find it in the 
Tenure of William de Echingham, 23 Edw.1.

"others, and this Manor to Thomas Stanley 
Eatl of Darby and his Heirs z how this 


Manor came into this Marqueſs's Poſſeſ- 
ſion we find not, for it was before the E- 
Nate of the Lords Poynings, for, 2 Ezp. 3. 
Thomas Lord Poynings obtained a Charter of 
Free-warren in this and other his Lord- 
ſhips in this County and others, and being 
ain in a Sea Fight with the French near 
Sluce, left this Lordſhip with the Advow ſon 
of the Church, and ſeveral other Eſtates, to 
His Son Michael Lord Poynings. He living 
in the Reign of that Warlike King Eq- 
ward III. was often with him in the 
Wars of Flanders and France. He dy'd, 
43 Edu. 2. and ordered by his Will that 
an Annet ſhould be ſung for his Soul at 
this Church, and another at Poynings, 
where he was bury'd. Thomas his Son 
Inherited this Manor after his Death. He 
was 44 Edw.

In the Time of the Rebellion he did hi; 
Maſter good Service beyond Sea, but when 
he ſaw the Engl; Monarchy and Church 
ruined, he turned Papiſt, and was admit. 
ted into the Society of Oratorians. He 
being thus in a Capacity to help the exiled 
Engliſh, he placed Mr. Cowley in the Lord 
Jermin's Family, where he was much re. 


ſpected, and defigned for the Maſterſhip 


of the Savoy, but was ſupplanted. The 
Queen-Mother put James Crofts, aſter- 
ward Duke of Monmouth, under his Tuition 
for a Time. He was eſteemed a Man of 
Learning, and on that Account reſpetted 
by Gerard Jo. Voſſus. He dy'd in the 
Houſe of the Oratorians in 1681, and was 
bury'd in the Chapel there, 'He hath nine 
Epiſtles in Latin written to Voſſus, in 
Print, London 1646. 

Jom Gough, or Goffe, his Brother, was 
educated in Merton College, Oxford, and 
after he was Batchelor of Arts, made per- 


petual Fellow of Magdalen College in 1630; 


not long after he enter'd into Orders, and 
having been a Preacher ſome Time, was in 
1642, inducted into the Vicarage of Hoc 
kington, alias St. Stephen's near Canterbury; 
but refuſing to take the Covenant, was e- 


JeRed ſoon after, and caſt into Priſon with 


ſome other loyal Clergymen inst. Dunftar's 
Pariſh in the Suburbs of that City. In 


1652 he, by the Intereſt and Endeavours 


of his Brother William, was inducted into 
the Rectory of Norton near Sittinghourn in 
Kent, wHich he held till King Charles II- 
e rel SORES IG \. . Reſtoration, 
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reſtoration, when. be obtained hie Living 


of St. Steyler 's, and was legally inſtituted 


and induQed to that and Norton, and be- 


came Doctor of Divinity. He wrote in 


the Times of the Troubles, a Book which 
he called, Threnodia, lamenting the Confu- 
ſons of the Church and Nation, printed 
in 1661, and a large Latin Epiille ſet be- 
fore Dr. Edward Sympſon's Chronicon Catho- 
eon. He died at Norton, and was bury'd 
in the Chancel of St. Alphage's Church in 
Cartcrbury, in 1661, dying as he lived, a 
zealous Son of the Church. _. | 
William Gough, or Sehe, the youngeſt 
Brother, was in his Youth averſe to Lear- 
ning, and ſo was bound to one Faughan a 
Salter in London, with, whom he ſerved 
his Time; but as ſoon as he was out of it 
became a Soldier, and was made a. Quarter 
Maſter in the Army; having paſſed all 
Degrees higher he became a Colonel, and 
being good at Preaching and Praying, 
grew in high Eſteem with his Maſters, the 
Parliament. In 1648 he was one of King 
Charles I's Judges, and conſenting to his 
Sentence, let his Hand to his Execution 
Warrant. After this, growing into Fa- 
vour with the General Cromwell, he, with 
Col. WilliamWhite, went with Muſqueteers 
and turned out the Remainder of the Par- 
liament, called Barbones Parliament, in 
1654. Complying thus far with the De- 
ſigns of Cromwell, he was by him, ſoon af- 
ter he was chofen Protector, conſtituted 
Mejor General of Hampſhire, Suſſex, and 
Berkhire 5 a Place of great Profit; and be- 
ing in Parliament afterwards, advanced 
his Intereſt ſo much, that he was in great 
Eſteem in Oliver's Court, and judged the 
hitteſt Perſon to have Lambert's Command 
2s Major General, and by ſome to be Pro- 
teftor in future Times, if Occaſion re- 
quired... Peing thus conſiderable he was 
made a Lord, and" Rad 'a_negative Voice 
in the other Houſe, becauſe he made it 
his Bulineſs (as he ſaid)*not to of poſe any 
ſingle Perſon, but pull down Bas ES 
to ſet up Oliver, Oc. in which he carry'd 
his Point. In 1660, foreſeging the Re-

Stephen 
to recover his Right, compounded for his 
Succeſſion, _ and aſſigned this Town and 
Caſtle of Pevenſey to William Son of King 
Stephen, who held them till Henry attain- 
ed to the Throne by the Name and Title 
of King Henry II. and in 4 Her, 2, ſur- 
render'd them again to the King upon 
Condition, that he ſhould have and enjoy 
by. Hereditary Right all the Lands that 
were his Father King N before he 
was King of England, This Honour be- 
ing thus put into the King's Hands, he 
reltored them to Richard de Aquila, whoſe 
Poſterity ſome Time enjoy'd them quietly. 
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In the Reign of King Henry III. Ci/- 
bert de Aquila the 3d, held this Honenr ; 
and being a refolute Perſon, was guilty 
of many Diſqrders, and among others, 
1 into Normandy without the King's 

icenſe, which was a Crime fo great at 


that Time, as that he forfeited. all his, fc 


Eſtates for it, and this Honour being thus 
in the King's Hands, was granted by him, 
Reg. 19. to Gilbert . Marſhal Earl of Pem- 
broke, during Pleaſure, we ſuppoſe, be- 
cauſe the ſame King, Reg. 25, beſlow'd 
it on Peter de Savoy his Queen's Uncle, 
for his better Su pport on the ſame Terms. 
Tho? afterwards, Reg. 30. he gave him the 
Inheritance, together with the Caſtle and 
all the Appurtenances, yet afterwards the 
ſame King. Reg. 53. gave this whole Ho- 
nour to Prince Edward, gnd his Heirs 
Kings cf England, ſo that it ſhould never 
he ſevered from the Crown. Yet when 
John of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, and 4th 
Son of K. Edward III. marry'd Conftance 
the ſole Daughter and Heir of Don Pedro 
King of Caſtile, in whoſe Right he aſ- 
ſumed the Title of King of Caſtile; he, 
u pon ſurrendring of his Earldom of Rich- 
word, and all the Caſtles and Lands 
thereunto belonging, had a Grant in Ge- 


-neral Tail of the Caſtle and Leucate of 


Fevenſey as alſo of the free Chapel within 
the ſaid Caftle, which upon his Death 
returned to the Crown by the Acceſſion of 
his Son and Heir Henry IV . who ſucceeded 
King Richard II. ſoon after his Father's 


Death. But now there are no. Remains 


of the Caſtle, but ſomething of the old 
Walls. Some Part of this Honour of the 
Fagle King Henry TV. gave to the Fa- 
mile of the Pelhans, for their Loyalty 
and Valour, which they ſtill enjoy.

He Py Celibacy, and 
wrote againſt ſuch Prieſts and Monks as 
married after the Monafleries were diſ- 
ſolved, Biſhop Poynet tells us, he kept 
three Whores, and ſo flained his Virginity, 
as did ſome others; but ſome ſav, they 
were three Women Patients: But be 
that as it will, he muſt be acknowledged 
a learned Man, a good Poet, and an er- 
cellent Phyſician 3 and as ſuch was Phyſ:- 
cian to King Henry VIII. and a Member 
of the College of * Phyſicians, London.

This William 
being famous for bis, gallant Exploits, 
and particularl y for his Slaughter of the 
Lion, ſoon aſter his Return into England 
was accepted in Marriage by Adelixa, 
Widow of King Henry I. who having the 
Caſile and County of Arundel, in Dow- 
ry, this William thereupon became Earl 
of Suſſex and Arundel, He indeed wrote 
himſelf ſometimes Earl of Chicheſter, and 
ſometimes again Earl of Arundel, becauſe 
his chief Reſidence uſed to be at one of 
thoſe Places ;, but it was of Suſſex, that he 
was really the Earl. Hegave for his 
Arms a Lion Rampant, Or; and by A- 
delixa, Daughter of Godfrey Barbatus 
Duke of Lorrain and Brabant, Queen 
Dowager of King Henry I. had 

William, the ſecond Earl of Suſſex and 
Arundel, who had in the great Council of 
Northampton, 23 Hen. 2. a Confirmation 
from that King of this Earldom of Suſſex, 
and 1 Rich, 1. of the Caſtle and Honour of 
Arundel, with a Grant of the Tertius De- 
zarius of the Pleas in the County of Suſſex, 
as his Father had. He was a conſiderable 
Contributor to the Redemption of King 
Richard, and no ſmall Sufferer in the 
Reign of King John, becauſe he adhered, 
through Miſtake, to the Dauphin; but 
when Peace was reſtored in K. Henry III's 
Minority, ſo great was his Zeal for the 
Recovery of the Holy Land out of the 
Hands of the Infidels, that he took a Jour- 
ney with other Nobles thither, and was 
at the famous Siege of Damietu; but in his 
Return from thence he dy'd in 1222, and 
his Body was brought into England, and 
bury'd in the Abby of Winondham, of 
which he was Patron. = 

William his Son, by Maud the Widow 
of Ruger Earl of Clare, ſucceeded him. 
He marry'd Matel, one of the Coheirs of 
Kanulph Earl of Cheſter, with whom he 
had 500 Pounds Land per.

ſerve King Charles II. which he did ſo 
effeQually, that he meritcd the Honour 
of Baron of Hurſt Pier point, and Earl of 
Norwich. He dy'd ſuddenly in 1663,

HIS County being placed by Na- 
ture in the moſt Southerly Part of 
Britain, and by the Sea-Side, which from 
the Salt Waters ſends warm Breezes, 
muſt of Neceſſity be one of the pleaſant- 
elt and fruitfulleſt Counties of Exgland; 
but vet it has this Diſadvantage, that it 
is extreamly Dirty, inſomuch that it is 
better meaſured by Days Journies than 
by Miles. Hence it is, that in the Or- 
der for regulating the Wages of Stage- 
Coachmen at ſuch a Price and Diſtance 
from London, Suſſex was excepted, as de- 
ſerving better Pay for ſhorter Way; but 
yet the Gentry content themſelves with 
their bad Roads, and are not very folli- 
citous to make them better, becauſe it 
kee ps down thePrizes of Proviſions, which 
would be carry'd to London in greater 
Abundance, if Higglers found the Ways 
for their Turn. 5 
The common Product of this County 
agrees with the moſt plentiful of England, 
for Corn, Graſs, and Wood, nay, per- 
ha ps, may excel them, if what is ſaid of 
the Markets of Chicheſter hold true, That 
the Toll of Wheat, Barley, Malt and 
O.ts ſold there, amounts yearly to Sixty 
Pounds and upwards, at an Half-penny 
per Quarter; and doubtleſs, other Mar- 
kets want not ſuitable Quantities of Grain. 
The Catile alſo are the ſame with thoſe 
of other Counties, for the Plough, and 
Pail, and Wooll.

1. The Air on the Downs is very 
good, becauſe they are raiſed above the 
Sea, and are 50 Miles long and 20 broad. 
We have nothing more Vat a peculiar 
Sort of Bird, which is proper. 10 this 
County, call'd, Wheat-Ear. It is ſo cal- 
led, becauſe they are fatteſt when the 
Wheat is ripe, which they feed on. They 
are no bigger than. a Lark, but far excel 
it in Fatneſs and Delicacy of the Fleſh ; 
we may rightly call them, our Enyli/i 
Ortelans. It is a great Hindrance to the 
Uſe of them to dainty Palates, that they 
are not in full Seaſon "till the midſt of 
Summer, when by reaſon of the Heat and 
their Fatneſs they are ſo apt to corrupt, 
that the London Poulterers dare not med- 
dle with them, all the Care that can be 
uſed not being able to keep them from 
Putrefattion. 

2. The Earth, in the Bowels of it, be · 
ſides the Fertility of the Surface above- 
mention'd, contains many rich yo 

ures, 
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their zreat "Profit 3" but the Chief ot 
them is the Tron-Mines found in many

vet the Proprietors of the Mines, all 
Things conſider'd, do make a very great 
Advantage of them. | | 
But whether or no the private Profit 
of theſe Mines will in the Ifſue coun- 
tervail the publick Lofs, by the great 
Deſlruction it makes of the Woods thro? 
the County, ſome think, deſerves a due 
Conſideration in Time. It was ancient» 
„ almoſt all over-run with Foreſts and 
Thickets, for the Wood Andrad ſwald, in 
Britiſi, Coid- Andred, ſo called from the 
. adjoining City Angerigda, (now common- 
ly call'd the Weild, or Wild) being 120 
Miles in Length, and 30 in  Breadth, 
paſſing thro* this County ta Hampſtire 
took up no ſmall Tract of it; but now 
the Woods are much thinned, and unleſs 
there be a Way found out to Charr Sea- 
Coal for the Uſe of the Iron Furnaces, 
'tis to be fear'd, that the County will be 
quite firipp'd of Wood... *Tis true, there 
are ſtill ſome Remains of the famous 
Wood Anderida difperſed in little Par- 
cels up and down the County, as the Fa- 
reſ's of Arundel and S. Leonard's Wood, 
and A/:down, Waterdown.and Dallington; 
but they are like to follow the ſame

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Talk alſo, which is a cheap Sort of Mi- 


neral, in Latin, Talchum, is found plen- 
tiſully in this County, tho' nothing fo 
fine ag that which is brought from e- 
nice.

Quarries of Freeſtone are found in di- 
vers Places in this County, as between 
Foreſt Row and Sheffield Ercen in Peven- 
ſey Rape, and another near Lamberherſt 
in the ſame Rape. Here were Glaſs- 


' houſes anciently, but the Glaſſes not be- 


ing ſo clear and tranſparent as came from 
Venice and other Places, they at firſt came 
to be uſed only by the meaner_ People, 
and at length were out of Requeſt, ſo 
that there are now no Glaſs-houſes at all 
in the County; but near Haſtings there 
are two Powder-Mills, where is made 
very good Gunpowder z and in that End 
of the County where the Iron-Works 
are, namely, on the Eaſt-Parts, there is 
an abundance of Charcoal made; which 


two laſt we refer to this Head, becauſe 


they are made of Eirth and Wood. Near 
the Bottom of , Koaks- Hil] is a Marle-Pit, 
and on it is a Beacon. 


3. The Waters, which are neceſſary 
for the common Uſes. of the Inhabitants, 
axe very plentiful in this County. Every 
Rape hath its River running almoſt quite 


thro? it, and all of them have this pe- 


culiar,to it, that they riſe, ate reple- 


niſh'd by Torrents in their Courſe, and 
at length fall into the Sea, and all in 


this County. We ſhall give a ſhort Ac- 


count of each of them. 
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1. The River Lavast, a ſmall River, 
which ſupplies, the City of Chichefter, 
which it circles about on all Sides, ex- 
cept the North, with Plenty of Water, 
The Stream of this River is almoſt un- 
accountable, being ſometimes very low, 
and near dry, when other Rivers are full, 
but at other Times (and that almoſt in 
the Midſt of Summer) ſo full as to run 
with ſome Violence. It is Navigable at 
a little Diſtance from the Mouth, but 
not deep enough near the City to make a 
good Haven, which is ſome Inconveni- 
ence to it. In theſe Waters are bred and 
fed the fineſt Lobſters in England, famed 
by the Name of Chichefter Lobſters, and 
Cockles about Se % This River riſes 
about Weſt Dean, which is not half Way 
up the Rape, and therefore the upper 
Parts of it are watered. by two conli- 
derable Rivulets, which riſe on the Weſt 
Side of the Rape, the one of them paſ- 
ſeth by Midhurſt, and runs croſs the 
Hundred, the other by Temhurſt, Luger- 
ſhall, and through Shilling- Park, and empty 
themſelves into, 

2. The River Arun, which riſing in 
St. Leonard Forreſt in Eramber Rape, en- 
ters near Rudgwick, and ſo paſſeth thro* 
the Rape of Arundel from North to South 
to the Sea: It runs by Arundel, where it 
hath a fait wooden Bridge over it; and is 
there ſo deep, that Ships of an Hun- 
dred Ton may ride in it. The Town of 
Arundel ſeems to. have taken its Name 
from it as ſtanding in the Vale, or Dale 
where the River Arun runs. It is true, 
our Antiquaries argue, much againſt this 
Derivation, 1. Becauſe they ſay that it 
is not certain, that the River had that 
Name ſo early as the Building of the 
Town, being of old called High: ftream, 
becauſe all the ſmall Rivulets of this 
Rape unite in it to carry them to the 
Sea. And agreeably to this Name we find 
it by the Saxons calted Hault-Rey, and in 
Latin, Alta-Ripa, and to this Day the 
ſe vera! Breakings of it out are termed by 
the Inhabitants, Ripes, or Rifes. To this 
they add, that it is no where written 
Arundale, or Aruntina-vallis, or if it

The River js Navigable us far 
as Eaton aforeſaid for Barges, which car- 
ry Timber and Wood. to Shoreham for 
Building Ships, The ancient Portus 4- 
durni (which we ſuppoſe gives. Ground 
for the Conjecure, that the River, whoſe 
Mouth is near it, is called Adur) is in 
our Maps, and by ſome Antiquaries fixed 
at Aldrington, or Ederington, a Village 
near it. | 

4. The River One, as Mr. Ogilby au- 
thorizes us to Fay it, though (as he ſays) 


that Name of this River is now obſolete, 


waters the Rape of Lewes, ſpreading in- 
to divers Branches on the North Side of 
the Rape, one of them riſing in St. Le 
rard's Forreſt, (as the two former Rivers 
do) and the other out of the Forreſt of 
Worth,beſides ſeveral other littleRivulets,

comes out of Pevenſey Ripe, make a large 
Torrent at Ifield, and fo goes on to Lewes, 
and falls into the Sea at New Haven, where 
it makes a ſafe and good Harbour for Ships 
in full Weather. Lewes is about eight 
Miles up the River, by which they carry 
Goods in Boats and Barges to that Town, 
We have no Account of any particular Sort 
of Fiſh that this River is famous for, and 
leave it in common with'the reſt, and par- 
ticularly the Adur or Beeding, for being 
larger than any of the former, tis probably 
better ſtored with Fiſh of all Kinds, 

5. A nameleſs River, which waters 
Pevenſey Rape, and riſing at the Foot of 
(rouberry Hill, is augmented with ſe- 
veral ſmaller Streams, which uniting 
near Haylſlam, paſs in a full, but wind- 
ing Current to the Englih Channel, where 
it mikes an Haven called Creekmere Ha- 
ven, Pevenſey, two or three Miles up the 
Stream, was anciently à good Haven; but 
now the River is ſlopped up ſo much by 


the Sand caſt in by the Sea, that no Ship 


can come up to it, and ſo it is acceſſible 
only by Boats, as Haylſham is. This River 
affords the ſame Fiſh as the former. 

6. The Rother, or Rither, is the prin- 
cipil River of the Rape of Haſtings, wa- 
tering all the northern Parts of it next 
Kent, It riſeth in Pevenſey Hundred at 


Rotherfield near Waterdown Forreſt, and 


piſſeth quite through Haſtings Rape to 
the Sea, making an Ifland called Oxney 
Iſland, before it falls into the Channel 
near Rye, having kept a Courſe of about 
zo Miles. At a Place called Robertsbrid ge 
it is remarkable, not only that it is 
joined by divers little Rivulets, but 
thit the Waters have: three different 
Currents, and unite again a little beyond 
it. There are many other Rivulets in 
this Rape, as one that falls into the Sea 
at Winchelſea, two or three at Hoſtings, 
and one at Nordy Chapel; but notwith- 
ſtanding the Sea encompaſſes ſo great a 
Part of this County, there is hardly one 
good Haven, becauſe of the Sands caſt up 
into them by the Sea. The Carps of 
this County are famous all over Eng- 
land; but becauſe we find not them ap- 
Propriated to any of the Rivers above-

mentioned, we place them here as com · 
mon to them all. Beſides theſe River 
Waters there are Mineral Waters at Cel/.

HE South-Saxons were accidentally 

converted to the Chriſtian Religion, 
by Wilfrid Archbiſhop of York, who had 
deen ſome Years before ejected out of his 
dee by Egfrid, King of Northumberland, 
Wilfrid had before wandefed in Foreign 
parts ſome Time, and been at Rome, 
hoping by the Papal Power to have been 
3 to his See; but having waited long 
in vain, he reſolved to retu-n into his 
don Country, but dare not again appear 
in the Northern Parts, where Fzfrid had 


power; and therefore conſidering that the 


$:1th-Saxon Kingdom was yet unconverted, 
ne determined with himſelf to go and 
prc-ch the Goſpel there. Providence that 
put the Deſign into his Head, had made 
way a little before for his welcome Re- 
ception, which was a Means of his ſuc- 
ce(s\ſul Preach ing. Edelwalch was then 
King of the Saut -Saxons, and being in a 
Vifit to Wu/fur, the King of the Mercians, 
was perſnaded by him to be baptized into 
the Chriſtian Faith, and endeavour the 
promoting of it in his Kingdom. Wilfrid's 
coming was at this Time very acceptable, 
and his Preaching being encouraged by the 
the King, he; with the Aſſiſtance of ſome 
others, ſoon converted his People to the 
Goſpel. It happened, (as Bede tells us) 
that three Years before Wilfrid's Ar- 
rival, there had no Rain-fatler in this 
Province, which caufed ſo terrible a 
Famine, that the People, forty” or fifty 
in a Company, joined Hand in Hand and 
flung themſelves into the Sea, that they 
might eſcape a lingering Death by ſuſ- 
tering a ſudden one. The People were no 
ſoner baptized, but there came a calm 


and plentiful Rain, which cauſed the 


Earth to return to its former Fruitful- 
neſs; and in the mean Time, that the 
People might not want Food till the Corn 
was ripe, Wilfrid and his Companions 
ſeeing their preſent Wants, taught them 
the Art of Fiſhing, which they were ig- 
norant of before, unleſs for catching of

Saxons had formerly a wr 


Eels, and ſo introduced Plenty among 
them; for their Rivers and the Sea ad- 
joining abounded with Fiſh, and there 
was none that knew how to catch them. 
The People being thus made ſenſible of 
the Beneficence of their Teachers, were 
the more willing to truſt them with their 
Souls, who had ſo wonderfully ſupported 
their Bodies; and being thus brought to 
Chriſtianity, King Edelwalch, with the 
— Concurrence of his People, a p-

Wilfrid to be their Biſhop, and gave 
him the Peninſula of Selſee to be his See. 
It contained at that Time 87 Families; 
but before he could ſettle himſelf there, 


Cead wall a valiant young Prince of the 


Blood Royal of the Wefi-Saxons, being ba- 
niſhed his own Country, made Head by 
the Aſſiſtance of his Friends and Followers 
againſt King Edclwalch, who, in oppoſing 
the Force of his Enemies, was himſelf 
lain, and Ceadwall pileffed his Throne. 
This Prince was no Hindrance to Wilfrid's 
Purpoſe, but founded a Monattery for him 
in the ſaid Iſle, and fixed his Epiſcopal 
See there. Wilfrid remained five Years 
in this Place preaching the Goſpel, and 
uſing the beſt Methods he could to eſtabliſh 
a Chriſtian Church among them; but be- 
ing at length recalled to the Archiepiſ- 
copal See of York, from whence he had 
been unjuſtly removed, the Care of this 
Kingdom was Jeſt to the Biſhop of Wir- 
chefter, who govern'd it ſeveral Years, 
without any Biſhop of its own. In this

favoured the King's Side, and refuſcd 
to ſtand for Anfelm, he .

revailed, Had not Anſelm himſelf cut off 
n Hopes of Reconciliation by his Flight, 
which weakened his Caufe, and tended 
afterwards to his great Damage. 

come Years after this, in the Reign 
of King Henry I. he fhewed as great Re- 
ſolution in Behalf of Religon, in oppoſing 
that Prince's Commands, in requiring all 
the warry'd Clergy. to pay him a Fine 
throughout all England. The reſt of the 
Biſhops either approved of this Exaction, 
or by their Silence ſeemed fo to do, as not 
caring to oppoſe the King; but nothing 
could bring this Biſhop to a Compliance, 
ſor he prohibited Divine Service to be 
read in his Dioceſe, and ordered the 
Church-Doors to be filled up with Thorns, 
not intending thereby to hinder the Monks 
ſinging, but to keep out the Laity. Theſe 
rigorous Dealings ſo prevailed upon the 
King, that he allowed him alone, as a 
Mun of a diſturbed Mind, to receive the 
Fines of the Priefts. Neverthelefs, the 
Religion and Courage of the Biſhop be- 
gat ſo good an Opinion of him, in the 
King's Mind, that he ſorgave all that he 
had done, ſaving now and then, His Bi- 
ſhoprick is ſmall, and His Church (which 
hid been lately burnt down, viz. May 5, 
1114) ought not to be impoveriſhed with 
Twxcs, but rather to be enriched with 
Offerings. Thus did the conſtant Inno- 
cency of the Biſhop beget ſo great a Vene- 
ration for him, that the King, who took 
way from others, gave to him freely 
aud willingly, as if directed by him. 

For whereas his Church, which he had 
almoſt built new, was, by an accidental 
Fire almoſt quite deſtroy'd (as is before 
mentioned) he, in a ſmall Time, rebuilt 
it by the King's Liberality, Hs died in 
2 moſt Chriſtian Manner; having given 
all his Goods to the Poor, to whom he 
cauſed before his Death Cloaths to be di- 
Aributed, even to the Bed he lay on, A 
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Perſon he was who by his good Adtions 
gained an eternal Remembrance to him- 
ſelf, having raifed his See from a miſera- 
ble and low Condition to the higheſt 
Pitch of Grandeur, So many of theClergy 
as the Revenues of his Biſhoprick could 
maintain, he kept with him. He furniſh'd 
his Church with Ornaments of all Sorts, 
which were ſo few before, that we are 
aſham'd to mention them. He went round 
his Dioceſe three Times a Year purel y to 
proven the Goſpel, requiring nothing of 

is Clergy or Pariſhes by his Epiſcopal 
Authority, and if they made him any 
Prefent, gratefully receiving it. Such as 
had offended he reproved, and if Admo- 
nition did not prevail, he ſhamed the 
Guilty by. ſome ingenious, Reflections 
into a Reformation. He died in the Year 
1124, 24 Hen. 1. And 

Seffridus, the Brother of Ralph Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury and Abbot of Glaſ 
ſenbury ſacceeded him. He was conſe- 
crated April 12, 1125, and dy'd (as Ve- 
minſter intimates) in the Year 1132.

Hillarius ſucceeded him, of whom no- 
thing more is ſaid in our Hiſtories, but

He was educated 
at Wefiminfter School, and from thence 
being elected to Chrift-Church, Oxford, he 
became a Student there, and at length 
Dean. Having taken his ors De- 
gree in Divinity, he was made Chaplain. 
to the Prince Palatine, Chancellor to the 
Church of Salisbury, and at length Tu- 
tor to Prince Charles, (aiterwards King 
Charles II.) which proved his greatett 
Happineſs, for ſoon after he was preſent- 
ed to the rich D of . Petworth, 
and eleRted to this Sve of Chichefter, which 
he held ſome Time together. In 277 
he was tranſlated to Salisbury; but Epiſ- 
copacy being preſently ſilenc'd, he fled 
to the King to Oxford, and left him nor 
*till his Death; after which he retir'd 
to Richmond in Surrey, where he ſpent his 
Time in great Devotion till the Reſtau- 
ration ef King Carles II. who gave him 
the See of Winckefler ſoon after. 

Henry King was made Biſhop of Chi- 
chefter upon the Removal of Dr. Dup pa 
to Salisbury. He had the latter Part of 
his School cation at We/tminfter, and 
from thence was elected Student of Chriſt's 
Ghurch in 1608. Having taken his De- 
and enter d into Holy Orders, he 
became a florid Preacher, and was ſucce- 
ſwely preferr'd to be Chaplain to King 
Fames IL. Archdeacon of Colcheſter, Reſi- 
dentiary of St, Paul's, and at length Dean 
of Rackefter in 1638. In 1641 he was 
made Biſhopof this See, where he conti: 
nued to his Death, ſaving that the Long 
Parliament gave him, as it did the other 
Biſhops, a Quietus from 19 Years; He 
lived to King Charles It's Reſtoration, 
and recover'd his See again, which he go- 
vern'd nine Years to his Death, whicir 
happen'd' October 1, 1669. * — 
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' Time of his Suſpenſion,” he lived for” the 
moſt Part with Sir Rickard Hobart, who 
marry'd his Siſter, and wis maintained 
by him in a Manner. He is ſaid to have 
been always Puritanically affected, and 
Gr that Reaſon to have at firſt been pre- 
Ferred to this Dioceſe ; but however that 
be, he was certainly a Perſon of an un- 
blemiſh'd Reputation, and from the Lime 
of his Return to his Dioceſe, - highly e- 
Neem'd both by his Clergy and Gentry, 
being look'd upon as the Epitome of all 
Honours, Virtues, and generous Noble- 
neſs, and a Man never to be forgotten b 
His Tenants and the Poor. He preach 
the Funeral Sermon of Dr. Di-ppa with 
"great Applauſe, and Hath left many va- 
luablte Books of his Writing in Print. He 
was bury'd in his Cathedral of Chicheſter, 
on the South-Side of the Quire near the 
Altar, and an handſome Monument ſoon 
aſter fet-over his Grave by his Widow, 
ho marry'd Dr. Millington, the King's 
Phyſician, © © of ab L fi 
Peter Gunning ſucceeded ' Dr. King, and 
was conſecrated to this See March 6, 1669. 
He hid his School Education at Canter- 
bury, and at the Univerſity he was firſt 
placed at C'are-Hall, Cambridge, where he 
was made Fellow; and being Maſter of 
Arts, took upon him the Cure of Little 
St. Mary's by Peterhouſe. About this 
Time the Grand Rebellion began, and he 
In Zeal to the Church, openly declared 
againſt that prevailing Faction; and was 
not afraid in a Sermon in Great St. Mary's 
Church to urge the Univerſity to proteſt 
againſt the Rebellious League then ma- 
king. When the Covenant was put to 
him, he reſolutely refuſed to take it, 
and ſo was thrown out of his Fellow- 
ſhip, yet not without ſuch Oppoſition” as 
he was able to give, viz. An Antidote 
againſt Taking the Covenant, Which was 
ſoon aſter publiſh'd. From Cambridge, 
he and ſome other ejected Fellows fled to 
Oxford, his Majeſty's chief Quarters at 
that Time, and was entertain'd by Dr. 
Pink, and Mr. Jaſper Main, the former of 
whom made him a Chaplain of New- 
College, and the latter his Curate at Caf- 
fington near by, which he held "till the

John Lale, Doctor of Divinity, in Au- 
of on” born in Yorkfhire, and edu- 
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cated in St. John's College, Cambridge, 
from whence removing, he went thro' 
divers Preferments before he came to this 
See; for he was Rector of St. Bofolph's 
Church near Biſhopſgate, London z Rector 
of Prefiwick in Cheſhire, to which he was 
inſtituted October 17, 1668; Prebendary 
of Friday-thorp in the Church of York, in 
which City he was a Preacher for ſome 
Time, and there obtained the Archdea - 
conry of Clieveland, Oft.

1ELESEY, or Selſcy,. luilt-in the. Pe- 
ninſula, ſo called, was the firſt Mona- 
ſtery of this County, eredted at the firſt 
Converſion of the People of it, and de- 
dicated to the Bleſſed Virgin 2 by 
Wilfrid, who firſt preached the Goſpel 
here, and/ at his Requeſt 'was enabled 
by King, Edelwalch, and his Succeſſor 
Ceadrwalla in the Vear 673, or there- 
abouts to found it. It was built for Se- 
cular Canons, and Wilfrid was made the 
Biſhop of their Kingdom. Edelwack and 
Ceadwalla endowed it with divers Lands, 
which were much increaſed, by ſeveral 
Kings and Nobles of this County, viz. 
Nothelmus King of Suſſex, Anno 692, and 
Numa his Succeſſor in 714, as alſo by

Aquila, 8 Rich. 1. confirmed to the Ca- 
nons of Begeham all the Lands given them 
by Ralth and Robert de Dena the Foun- 
ders, for the Health of the Souls of Ri- 
che his Father, Edeline his Mother, and 
Richer his Brother, unto which Grant 
Fugenulph (an Eccleſiiſtick: Perſon) his 
Brother was a Witneſs. Robert de Turn- 
ham gave to theſe Canons the whole Lord- 
ſhip of Begeham, and all his Lande in 
Hrakeley and other Places, and for the 
Confirmation of his Grants and others to 
this Houſe, he gave King John, Reg. 10. 
two Horſes of Price. 'Walkelin de Mai- 
ment, and Richard Earl of Clare and He- 
reford, were alſo BenefaQtors to theſe Ca · 
nens, and King John confirm'd their 
viſits, King Henry III.

Rb Peacock, Biſhop. of Chicheſter, 
who being a Perſon truly learned, 
and haying the Favour of Humphrey the 
good Duke of Glouceſter, who in the Mi- 
nority of King Henry VI. and ſome Years 
after, governed the Kingdom, freely and 
openly preached and wrote againſt the 
corrupt rines and PraCtice of the then 
eſtabliſh*'d Church, and that for 20 Years 
together, without Oppoſition. Our Hiſlo- 
rians report the DoQrines that he taught 
divers Ways, yet all conſent in his openly 
contradicting ſuch Points as the Church 
was moſt tender of, viz. 1. That Annets, 
Peter Pence, and other Juriſdictions and 
Authorities of the See of Rome, were un- 
ſcriptural and unlawful. 2, That the Office 
of a Chriftian Biſhop, above all other 
Things, is to preach the Word of God, 
2. That Human Reaſon is not to be pre- 
ferr'd before the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Teſtament. 4. That the Uſe of the 
Sacraments, as they were then admini- 
fired, was not agreeable to the Law of 
Nature. 5. That no Man was bound to 
believe and obey theDeterminations of the 
Church of Rome.

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For theſe, and ſome other D 
which he was ſaid to teach, as ſoon 3 
Duke Humphrey was dead, he was culled 
in Queſtion by the Hierarchy then in 
Being, wiz. Thomas + Bourchier, Arch. 
biſhop of Canterbury, and his Brethren the 
Bifhops of Rocheſter, Lincoln, and Winche- 
fer, with other Divines, and ſo wrought 
upon by Fears and Flattery, that he was 
brought to an openRecantation in St.Pau!s 
Church for theſe Errors and Hereſſes, (as 
they called them) which he held and 
maintain'd by Preaching and Writing for 
20 Years patt and more, viz; That we are 
not bound by Neceſſity of Faith to be- 
lieve that Chriſt after his Death de- 
ſcended into Hell.

Thomas Harland, Carpenter, and John

long Imprifonment in the King's Bench 
at London. Thomas Harland's Crime was, 
that ſince Queen wo 4 arrived at the, 
Throne he had not been at Church, 
whereurito he anſwered, That aſter the 
Maſs was reſtored he had no Will to 
hear the Tame, becauſe it was read in 
Latin, which he did not underſtand, and 
therefore he thought he had as good not 
go at all, as not be better.

He died a zealous Calvi- 
niſt, at Eaton near Glouceſter, Anno 1623, 
and lies bury'd in the Yard belonging to 
the Church there, on the North · ſide, under 
the Yew-tree. b K 
Philip Nye, the famous Independent 
Miniſter in the late Times of Confuſion, 
was born of a genteel Family in this 
County. He is ſuppoſed to have been 
ſome Years beſore thoſe Tronbles began, 
Miniſter of St. Michael's, Cornhill, London, 
and after Dr. Fratley was ſequeſter'd he 
obtained the Rectory of Acton in Middle- 
ſex. He was a voluminous Writer, but 
being a moderate Man in his latter Years, 
though he wrote to prove the Excellency 
of the ſolemn League and Covenant, 
Anno 1643, and a Vindication of the Diſ- 
ſenters, yet he alſo vindicated the Law- 
fulneſs of hearing the Minifters of the 
Church of England, London Printed 1683. 
He dy'd in the Pariſh of St. Michael's 
Cornkill, or thereabouts, in London, Sept. 
1672, and was bury'd in the upper Vault 
of the ſaid Church. His Sons John and 
Henry publiſhed ſome of his Writings 
after his Death. , |

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Joſeph Henſha'w,' Son of Thomas, Son of 
John Henſhaw of this County, was edu- 


cated at Merchant Taylor's School, and 


ſtudy'd in Magdalen College, Oxford, where 


having taken his Degrees, and entered 
into Holy Orders, he, though very young, 
became Chaplain to John Digdby Earl of 
Briſtol. In 1634, he was made Parſon of 
Stedham cum Ha ſhot in this County, and 
at the ſame Time was Preacher at the 


Charter-houſe, and Vicar of Little St. Bar- 


tholomew's, London. In 1639, he com- 
menced DoQtor of Divinity, and being 
made a Prebendary of Chicheſter, was had 
in great Eſteem from his admirable Way 
of Preaching. But when the Epiſcopal 


'Church came under a Cloud in the late 


Civil Wars, he ſuffered much for his Loy- 
alty, and the Ecclefiaſtical Conſtitution ; 
being deſpoiled of all he had, not on! 

in Church Preferments, but forced to 
compound for his Temporals, for which 
he paid 1971. yet found ſo much Favour 


with the Lady Paulet, who then lived at 


Chiſwick, as to have a Maintenance in her 
Family. He ſurvived all his Troubles, 
and ſaw King Charles II. reſtored, which 
brought him into the Way of Preferments, 
for he was in July 1660, a Chanter of this 
Church; and ſome few Months after, Dean, 
which he enjoy'd but about three Years, 
when he was inſtalled Biſhop of Peter- 
borough, which See he held to his Death, 
which happened March 9, 1678-9. He 
was bury*d at Eaft Lavant, near Chicheſter, 
where he had been Miniſſer before his Se- 
queſtration, by his Wife Jane, and a Son.

by ſome Gentlewomen of the City.

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HE County of Farwick, called

Opinions more exactly. 

When the Saxons poſſeſſed this Part of 
Britain, and having expelled the Natives, 
ſettled themſelves in their Room, and 
divided it into feven Kingdoms, this 
County. became Part of the Mercian King- 
dom, which was much the largeſt of them, 
containing 17 of thoſe Shires into which 
this Nation was afterwards divided. We 
do not find, that there * thoſe Times, 
nor afterward, any Earls of this County 
under the Saxon Monarchs, but the Earls. 
of Mercia preſided over the whole Pro- 
vince; What particularly concern'd this 
County under them may be referred to 
the Acts of the two celebrated Ladies, E- 
thelfreda, the Wife of Ethelred Earl of 
Mercia, and Godiva, the incomparable 
Wife- of good Earl Leo friek, who were 


conſiderable Benefactors to ſome Parts of 


it ; for Et helfreda governing the Province 
of Mercia after her Husband's deceaſe, 
exercis'd herſclf- in conducting Armies, 
and building Towns, of which laſt ſhe 
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ereted in this County Tamworth, Staf- 
ford, Warwick, Monkskirby, and Warde- 
birh. And Godiva having an extraordi- 
nary Affection to the City of Coventry, 
purchaſed a Grant to the Inhabitants of 
her Husband, to be free from Servitude, 
many evil Cuſtoms and ExaQtions, upon 
theſe hard Conditions, (if the Story be 
true, for ſome call it a Legend) That ſhe 


ſhould ride on Horſeback Naked, from 


one End of the Town to the other, in 
the Sight of all the People. She ask'd 
him, Whether he would give her Leave ſo 
to do ? To which be reply'd, Yes; yet 
doubtleſs thinking her Modeſty was a 
ſuſkcient Reſtraint to ſo ſhameful an Ac- 
tion. However, for the Good of the 
Town, ſhe did it, and the Inhabitants at 
this Day believe themſelves ſo much be- 
holden to this Lady for moſt of their 
Privileges, that they ſtill keep up an an- 
nual Memorial of the Action, ſo advan- 
tageous to their City. | 

We meet with nothing memorable of 
this County in General under the Saxon 
Monarchs, *till William the Norman poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of the Crown by the Con- 
queſt of King Harold I. at the Battle of 
Haſtings in Suſſex ;, after which that victo- 
rious Prince knowing himſelf obliged to 
the Valour of his great Captains, was 
forced to diſpoſſeſs moſt of the Saxons of 
their Lands and Eſtates to Reward his 
Normans, which, as he did in other Coun- 
ties, ſo he did in this, and gave to

our Modern Writers, hath been of parti. 
cular Uſe to us in this Compoſition , 
which the Reader we hope will the n. 
ther pardon, becauſe the Book itſelf is 
ſo hard to be gotten that it could not be 
procured in the Bookſellers Shops, but 
was communicated to us out of a Gentle 
man's Library. 

When this County was divided into 
Hundreds by King Alfred, for the Secu- 
rity of the Inhabitants and Travellers, 
there ſeems to have been Ten at leaſt ap- 
pointed, if not more, for we find ſo many 
in Domeſday-Book particularly mention's, 
viz.. Foxhole Hundred, Honesbury, Trent 
laus, Berriceſton, Meretou, Stanley, Bone. 
law, Pathlau, Furnecumbe, and Colejtil 
Hundreds; but they continued not diſtin 
long, for our Records in the following 
Reigns mention no more Hundreds but 


Five at moſt, which are ſtill in Uſe, viz. 
Barlichway. Coventry Liberty. 
Hemlingford, Kineton, or Kington.

Of the Hundred of Bart 1Ccuw are 


This Hundred, which was ancient) 
called the Hundred of Furnecumbe, 15 
bounded on the Eaft with the Hundred of 
Knightlow, on the South with Part of Go. 
cefter ſhire, on the Weſt with Worcefterftre, 
and on the North with the 0 


Heling ford. It is thought to take its 
Name from a little Plot of Ground about 
eight Yards ſquare, incloſed with a Hedge, 
and ſituate upon the Top of a Hill, where 
there is a Court kept twice a Year, by 
the Name of Barlichaway · Greve, Parcel of 
the Hundreds de Barlichway. The Fee of 
this Hundred hath long been (as we ſup- 

ſe it now is) in the Crown, as appears 
from the Sheriffs Accounts in King Hen- 
ry II's and King John's Time, for the 
Profits of the Court Leet, Fines for Mur- 
der, and Warth-Money, which laſt our 
Antiquaries ſcarce know what it is. The 
Towns and Villages of this Hundred 
are, 

Alceſter, a Market-Town, whoſe Mar- 
ket is weekly on Tueſday, and Fair yearly 
on the Eve of S. Giles, and ſeven Days 
after. It is a Place of great Antiquity, 
which is fully proved by the old Foun- 
dations of Buildings, Roman Bricks, and 
Coins both of Gold, Silver, and Braſs, fre- 
quently found there, and one of the old 
Roman Ways called Ickenild-ftreet, (fill 
known by the Name of Ickle-ftreet) which 
paſſeth thro* the Town. The Lordſhip of 
this Place (then reputed a Borough) was 
in the Crown from the Conqueſt, and the 
Kings had a Manſion here, at which the 
ſometimes reſided. But King Henry 4 
who was a Lover of Concubines, gave it 
to Sir Robert Corbet, whoſe Daughter was 
one of them, by whom he had a Son 
named Reginald, whom he made Earl of 
Cor:wall, This Daughter marry'd Henry 
Fitz-herbert afterwards, and his other 
Daughter marry'd William Boterell, or 
Botreux. After Sir Robert's Death, the 
Legitimate Iſſue of his two Daughters 
ought to have inherited this Manor as Co- 
heirs, but Reginald, the King's Natural 
Son by the Eldeſt, kept out Peter Ntx- 
herbert, her lawful Heir, from the Poſ- 
ſeſfon of her Moiety 3 but Henry, Regi- 
nald's Son, being found Guilty of adhe- 


ring to the King's Enemies in Normandy, 


his Eſtates eſcheated to the King, and ſo 
the Moiety of this Manor was reſtared to 
Peter Fitz..herbert the right Heir. His 
Son Reginald ſold his Moiety to Walter de 
Beauchamp, Brother of William de Beau 
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champ, firſt Earl of Warwick of that Name. 
He took upon him the Croſs to go to the 
Holy Land, 53 Hen. 3. obtained the Fair 
above-mention'd in this Place, and a Char- 
ter of Free-warren for all his Demeſne 
Lands here, He wrote himſelf Lord of 
Alceſter, and procured that the Fair up- 
on S. Giles's Day, being found inconve- 
nient, ſhould be removed to the Eve of 
S. Faith, and ſeven Days after. His Son 
Walter, io Edu. 2. obtained a Charter for 
another Fair in this Place upon the Eve 
of S. Barnabas, and ſeven Days after. 
His Brothers Villlam and Giles ſuccecded 


him for want of Iſſue; which laſt, after 


the Eſtate was come to him, obtained 
14 Edw. 3. a Charter to fortify his Ma- 
nor Houſe (called Beauchamp's-Court) in 
this Town, with a Wall of Lime and 
Stone, and embattle it for his Poſterity. 
His Great Grandſon Sir Richard Beau- 


champ purchaſed of Thomas Botreaux the 


other Moiety of this Manor; and having 
performed many good and acceptable Ser- 
vices to King Henry VI. and his Father 
King Henry V. he obtained a Charter of 
many ample Immunities and Privileges, 


and among them, another Fair yearly on 


the Eve of S, Dunſtan, and two Days fol- 
lowing, in this Town, He was alſo the 
ſame Year advanced to the Dignity and 


Title of Lord Beauchamp of Powike, and 
ſo bore the Name of both Places. He left 
three Daughters Coheirs of his Eſtates, 
of which the eldeſt, Elizabeth, marrying. 


to Sir Robert Willoughby, had for her Part 
this Manor of Alceſter, and other Lands, 
and left it to his Daughter and Coheir 
Elizabeth, who marrying Falk Grewill, 
ſhe not only carry'd this Lordſhip to him, 
but was the Means of his being created 
Lord Brooke of Beauchamp's-Court, He 


left it to his Brother Robert. This Ma- 


nor was held of the King by Sargeanty, 
by the Service of finding half an Horſe 
with a Rider well accoutred. 

The Church was firſt given by Ralph 
Boteler to the Monks of Alceſter upon his 
founding a Monaſtry there, but it after- 
wards came to the Nuns of Cokekil} in 
Worcefter/ſhire. Peter Fitz-herbert, and 
William de Botreux, Lords of the Town, 

Fiff 2 diſputed 
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diſputed the Right of Patronage with thoſe 
Nuns, but at length yielded it to them, 
11 Henry 111. and they after preſented to it 
without Moleſtation; but they paid them 
a Portion out of it, of two Marks and an 
Half. In the South Ifle of this Church 
is a fine Monument for Sir Fulk Greville, 
Kt. and Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter 
and Heir of Edward Willoughby, Eſq; Son 
and Heir of Robert Willoughby, Ld Brooke, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, one of the Heirs 
of Lord Beauchamp of Powike, who dy'd, 
he in 1569, and the in 1560. 

Within this Pariſh Church were two 


Chantries, one in the Chapel of our La- 


dy, founded by one of the Botelers of 
Over ſley, ( Dugdale ſuppoſeth it was John 
de Boteler, becauſe he preſented to it 
15 Edw. 1.) who 11 inted that a Prieſt 
ſerving there ſhould ſing Maſs every Day 
at fix of the Clock in the Morning, and 
therein to pray for the Souls of the Foun- 
ders. To this Chantry did Petronill, the 
Widow of Robert Squire of Alceſter, 7 E4.3. 
give three Meſſuages, 16 Acres of Land, 
four Acres of Meadow, and 20 Shillings 
Rent, with the Appurtenances lying in 
Alceſter, for Divine Service to be cele- 
brated there, for the Soul of Edward II. 
late King of England, as alſo for her own 
and her Husband's Souls, their Children, 
Anceſtors, and all the Faithful deceas'd. 
The Revenue of it, 26 Hen. 8. was certi- 
fy'd to be by the Year 61. The Botelers 
Fucceſſively preſented to this Chantry, 
as did afterwards the Nevils; but in the 
Reign of King Henry VII. Sir William 
Beauchamp of Alceſter, obtain'd the Patro- 
nage for himſelf and Poſterity. t 
The other Chantry was founded by the 
Son of Eiles de Beauchamp, named Joan, 
for one Prieſt to fing Maſs daily, and per- 
form divine Service in the ſaid Church 
at the Altar of All. Saints; and for the 
Maintenance of the ſaid Prieſt, he gave 
11 Meſſuages, one Shop, 11 Acres of 
Land, and four Acres of Meadow, lying 
in Alceſter. In 7 Hen. 4. this Chantry had 
an Addition made to it by two Prieſts, John 
Wefton, and Rob. Canil, who gave four Meſ- 
ſuzges, and four Acres of Land thereto, 
lying within the Precincts of this Town, 
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and there continu'd, till King 4 —

Stratford, Parſon of the Town, qrocur'd' 
a Patent, 5 Edw. 3. for taking the Toll 
for 12 Years, to pave the Streets: This 
Robert was at length made Biſhop of CEki- 
cheſter, his Brother being about that Time 
Axchbiſhog- 
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Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Biſhop Wol- 
ſtan let this Lordſhip out to Farm to 
Fohn de Petit, jun. for his Life, at the 
annual Rent of 60. and Nicholas Heath, 
3 Ed. 6. paſſed it over to John Dudley, 
Kart of Warwick, in Exchange for Lands 
in Worceſterſhire; but the Earl, for an 
advantageous Bargain of Lands in Oxford- 
ſhire, parted with it to the King, with 
whom he made another Exchange, and 
got it again; but oppoſing Queen Mary's 
Acceſhon, his Lands came into her Hands 
by his Attainder and Death; and ſhe gave 
it to the Hoſpital of Savoy in London. 
King Edward VI. Reg. 7. by his Patent 
bearing Date June 28, made this Town a 
Corporation, by appointing a Bailiff, Bur- 
geſſes, and other Officers for the Govern- 
ment of it, and allowing them to have a 
common Seal. 
The Church here, which is dedicated 
to the Holy Trinity, is a very ancient 
Structure, as the Tower ſhews, which we 
gueſs to have been built near the Conque- 
ror's Time ; but many Parts of it have 
ſince been re-edify*d, viz. the South Ifle 
by Archbiſhop Stratford, the Choir by 
Thomas Ballſam, Warden of it, being then 
Collegiate, and North and South Croſs by 
the Executors of Hugh Clopton, Mayor of 
London in King Henry VII's Reign. The 
Patronage of it was in the Biſhops of 
Warceſter, till Simon Montacute, Biſhop of 
Worceſter, alienated it to Fohn de Stratford, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who gave it to 
a Chantry which he had founded on the 
South Side of it, to the Honour of God 
and S. Thomas the Matyr ; and from that 
Time it took the Name of a College, and as 
ſuch we ſhall treat of it in our Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Hiſtory of this County. In the Church 
are divers Monuments worth our Notice, 
viz. For John Combe, Eſqg who dying in 
1614, gave divers Legacies for charitable 
Uſes, as 20s. for two Sermons, G1. 36. 44. 
for ten Gowns for certain poor People of 
this Town; an 100. to be lent to 15 poor 
Tradeſmen for three Years, at the Rate 
of 50s. a Year, which he appointed, with 
a Rent of 20s. a Year, to be diftributed 
among the Poor of this Borough; Dr. 
Thomas Balſal, Dean of the Church, who 
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dy'd in 1491 z for Thomas Clopton, Pen. 
Eglentine his Wife, who 47 in 1655 2 
1643.3 Agnes Paget, Miſtreſs of the Gild 
here; Anne the Wife of William Shakeſpea 
who dy'd in 1623; George Carey out 
Clopton, and Joyce his Wife, William Che. 
ton, Eſq; and Anne his Wife, who d 1 
in 1592, and 1596, Oe. 4 
The next Thing obſervable in this Place 
is the Gild of the Holy Croſs, which 
being the firſt of that Nature we have 
met with in this. County, we ſhall ſay 
ſomething more particular of it. The 
Word Gild, or Geld in the Saxon Language 
ſignifies Money, and from thence certain 
Societies, or Fraternities, which in Places 
of Note aſſociated themſelves together, ei- 
ther for Charity, Religion, or Merchan- 
dize, were called Gilds, becauſe the Mem- 
bers of them caſt in Money or Goods, and 
ſometimes gave Lands, for the Support of 
their common Charge, for their annual 
Feaſts, neighbourly Meetings, Relief of 
the Poor, and other Expences, They 
have been in very ancient Uſe in Itah, 
Germany and France; but how long they 
have been practis'd here, we can't find, 
becauſe it was long before they had any 
formal Licences. However, it appears, 
that this Gild was in Being in King Ea. 
ward III's Reign; becauſe that King 
gave ſeveral Perſons of this Town Leave 
to amortize. certain petty Rents, charg'd 
upon certain Houſes and Lands in the 
Town, to it ; but becauſe they had not 
an expreſs Licence for their ſo doing, 
King Henry IV. Reg. 4. ſeiz d eight Meſ- 
ſuages, one Toft, and half a Yard Land, 
given by one Richard Tille, to this Gild, 
lying in this Town, Briggeton, and Reynes- 
Clifford ; but upon an earneſt Petition re. 
preſenting to the King the Antiquity of 
the ſaid Fraternity, and the devout In- 
tention of the Founders and Benefattore, 
in eſtabliſhing it, he gave Licence to 
the Brethren and Siſters of the ſaid Gild, 
that they and their Succeſſors might con 
tinue the ſame, or make and begin 2 nes 
Fraternity to the Honour of . the Holy 
Croſs and S. John Baptiſt, chuſe a Mafer 
and Proftors to govern their Lands and 


Revenues, and empower'd them to — 


* 


themſelves, and all their Benefaftors, 
From this Time, King Henry IV. was 


eſteem'd the Founder of this Gild, and 


Henry L'Iſie of Moxhull in this County, 


gave, in the Reign of King Edward IV., 


to it, the Reftory of Wilmincote, with all 
the Tythes thereunto belonging, to pray 
for his Soul, his Wife, and all his An- 
ceſtors. At the Time of the Geneal Sur- 
vey, made in 26 Hen. 8. there was four 
Prieſts, a School-maſter, a Steward, and 
other Officers belonging to it; and the 
Gild-houſe contained a Manſion for the 
Prieſts, ve Chambers, a Garden, a Dove- 
houſe, Oc. and the Revenue was found 
to be 501. 1s. 114.5 Ann. which was 
previous to the Diſſolution that follow'd 
ia the 37th Year of King Henry VIII. 

At the Time of the Survey above men- 
tion'd, there was a Chapel ſtanding in the 
Middle of the Town, where one of the 
Prieſts belonging to the Gild, then Tea- 
cher of the Grammar-School, did uſe to 
celebrate Divine Service, becauſe the 
Pariſh Church, fituate out of the Town, 
was ſo far diſtant from a great Part of it. 
This Chapel was re-edify'd in a beautiful 
Manner, by Mr. Hugh Cloptan above men- 
tion'd, and dedicated to the Holy Trinity, 
at the latter End of King Henry VIIT's 
Reign, He built himſelf a fair Brick 
Houſe, on the North Side of this Chapel, 
and liv'd in it in his later Days, till he 
dy'd; but when the Gild was diſſolved, 
it was given by King Edward VI. Rez. 7. 
to Thomas Reeve and George Cotton, Londo- 
"rs, and their Heirs, to hold of the Ma- 
nor of Eaſt Greenwich. On the South 
Side of the Chapel, ſtood a Grammar- 
School, founded by one Mr. Jolepe, a Na- 
tive of this Place, to which he gave his 
Patrimony adjoining. Near the School 
itood the Alms-houſe for ten poor People, 
which, before the Diſſolution of the 
Gild, was maintain'd by that Fraternity ;. 
but when the Town was incorporated, 
7 Edu. 6. that King granted the Lands 
and Poſſeſſions that had belonged. to the 
Gild, to the Inhabitants of the Town, to 
maintain the ſaid School and Alms-houſe. 
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ewo or more Prieſls, to celebrate Divine 
service for the Souls of the King, Queen, 
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Over the Avon, which runs on the'Eaft 
Side of this Town, is built a fair Stone 
Bridge, containing 14 Arches, with a 
long Caſeway at the Weſt End of it, 
wall'd on both Sides, and both of them 
erected at the Charge of the ſaid Mr, Hugh 
Clapton, in the Reign of King Henry VII. 
whereas before, the Bridge was of Tim- 
ber, and there was no Caſeway, which 
made it dangerous to Travellers, upon the 
overflowing of the River. 
This Town may be famous for its Na- 
tives, above many others, viz. : 
Three of the Name of Stratford; John, 
firſt made Biſhop of Wincheſter by a Papal 
Proviſion, which much diſpleaſed King 
Edward II. but being reconciled, he was 
made Archbiſhop of Canterbury by King 
Edward III. whom he perſuaded to in- 
vade France, and promiſed to ſupply him 
with Money, which he accordingly did; 
but was forced to hold his Hand for the 
bad Management of it the next Year, 
which anger'd the King, but he freed 
himſelf of all Blame in Parliament. He. 
built a College in this Town, as is above 
obſerv'd. Ralph, who was firſt Canon of 
S. Paul's, and afterward. Biſhop of London. 
He built a Chapel here to the Honour of 
S. Thomas the Martyr. In his Time there 
was ſo great a Peſtilence in London, that 
the Church-yards were not large enough 
for the Burials, ſcarce one in ten eſcaping. 
This Biſhop purchaſed a Piece of Land. 
near Smithfield, and gave it for a. Burial- 
Place. And Roberts, who became Bilho 
of Ehickeſter, and Chancellor of Ox ord, 
He is memorable for compoſing the Quar- 
rel in that Univerſity,, between the South. 
and Northern Men, who fought not with 
Pens, but Hands; Logick, but bloody 
Blows. | 
William Shakeſpear an eminent Poet, but 
no Scholar; and ſo in him the Maxim 
holds good, Poeta naſcitur not ſit; a Poet 
is born, not made fo. His. Genius was jo- 
cular, but he could: be ſerious when he 
pleas d; for tho' his Comedies were fo 
merry that Heraclitus himſelf could hard - 
ly forbear Laughter, his Traged ies were 
ſo mournful that 2 2 could not 
keep from fighing, had many Wit- 
Combats 
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Combats with Ben Jolnſon, who tho* he 
excell'd much in Learning, yet was as 
much excell'd by him in quickneſs of Wit 
and Invention, which gave him the Ad- 
vantage of a more valuable Man. He 
dy'd and was buried in this Town in 
1564. 

rd, or Bitford, another Market 
Town lituate on the Avon near its Con- 
junction with the Arrow, having its 


Market weekly on Friday, and two Fairs 


yearly on 


It was the ancient Demeſnof the Crown 


in Eduard the Confeſſor's, and the Con- 
queror's Days, (tho* Odo, Biſhop of Bajeux 
had two Yard Linds and an half, and 
ſome Woods in it) *till Queen Maud, grant- 
ed the Demeſn of it to the Monks of Bord- 
ſtey at the Foundation of that Abbey; but 
the Tenancies of all Sorts remain'd in 
the Crown *rill King John marrying Joan 
His Daughter to Lewellin Prince of Wales, 
gave them all to him with her. This 
Prince being thus poſſeſſed of the Town, 
obtain'd of King Henry III. a Grant of a 
Market to be kept here weekly on Tueſ- 
day, but that being ſoon found inconve- 
nient, it was remov'd by Proclamation 
to Friday, as it now continues. Prince 
Lewellin gave it in Marriage with Helena 
his Daughter, to John Scot Earl of Hun- 
tington, after whoſe Death, it paſs'd with 
his Widow to Humphry de Bohun, jun. 
whoſe Daughter and Heir, Hawice by 
Marriage, carried it to Baldwin Wake, 
who ſold it with her Conſent to Robert 


Burnell Biſhop of Bath and Wells, who left 


it to Sir Philip Burnell, his Brother's Son, 
whoſe Son Sir Edward, dying without 
Iſſue, left Maud his Siſter his Heir, who 
marrying firſt John Lovell, and then Sir 


Fohn Handlow, it paſs'd ſucceſſively thro” 


their Families, *till by the Forfeiture of 
Francis Lovell Lord Morley, in the Reign 
of King Henry VII. it eſcheated to the 
Crown, where it continued, till King 
Henry VIII. beſtowed it on Gerard Da- 
net, one of the Eſquires of his Body, 
and Mary his Wife, and their Heirs. Leo- 
-ard their Son was in Poſſeſhon of it 6 
Elix. and procur'd of that Queen a Con- 


-firmation of the Market on Friday (as 
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Biſhop Barnell had done before to EA 
and a Grapt of two Fairs yearly, 220

As to the Manor that was 
Maud to the Monks of Boy 
tent of it as was certify'd 19 Ed. 1 
1291, was five Carucates of Land and 
two Mills, which were held by the fad 
Monks, till they were paſſed over to 
King Henry VIII. Reg. 30, by Join B 
ley Abbot; and the Convent of Bordeſlo, 
by a —_— Fine levy'd in Trinity Term 
that Year. The King being thus poſſeſs'4 
of it, 13 them with other confide- 
rable Eſtates, by his Letters Patents, to 
Thomas Badger, Thomas Fowler, and Robert 
Dyſon and their Heirs, to be held of the 
Crown by the twentieth Part of a Knight's 
Fee. There were at this Time a Grange, 
three Mills; the Tithes of the Grange 
and Fiſhing upon Avon, the Monks pro- 
perty, which the Patentees ſoon aſter 
parted, and this Manor with all the Ap. 
purtenances, was allotted to Thomas Badyer, 
who gave the Grange to his eldeſt Son Pho 
mas, and the Mills to his two younger Song 
Richard and Edward. 
But while the Manors thus paſs'd, the 
Tithes had different owners; for Roger 
Earl of Warwick claim'd the Tithes of 
the Incloſure, as belonging to the Church 
of Saltford, in which Pariſh Bid furd was, 
and gave them to the Collegiate Church 
of Warwick, then newly founded by him, 
23 Henry I. This King alſo gave the 
Church in his Demeſne here to the Ca- 
nons of Kenilworth, who about the begin- 
ning of King John's Reign, claim'd a 
third Part-of the Tithes of all the Lands 
the Monks had in Tillage in their Lord- 
ſhip, and certain other Lands, which the 
Monks of Bordeſley not yielding to, they 
came to an Arbitration, and the Monks 
of Bordefley were obliged to pay annual- 
ly to the Canons of Kenilworth in lieu 
of their Part of the Tithes of Bidford, 
7s. and if they at any Time took their 
ithes in Kind, the tenth Sheaf: But 
the Canons of Warwick were not joſtled 
out of their Property by this Agreement, 
for they ſtill retained their Portion c 
205, a Year, which was certified in *

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as is above mentioned. Alice Dutcheſs 
Dudley, a Lady of a wonderful extenſive 


Charity, gave to the Church of this Town, 


certain Pieces of maſſy-Plate, to be made 
uſe of in cellebrating the Lord's Supper, 
-nd the eighth Part of One hundred 
Pounds to be diſtributed among the Poor 
of this Place, This is all we meet with 
about the Market Towns of this Hundred, 
and ſo we ſhall now proceed to the Vil- 
lages and Hamlets, ſo many of them as 
we find any Thing remarkable in. 

Alne Magna, anciently written Ruen 
Alne, and therefore, now corruptly call'd 
Round Alne; it is ſo called from the Ri- 
ver Alne, upon whoſe Banks it flands. 
The Manor was 22 to the Monks of 
Winchecombe in Glouceſterſhire about the 
Vear 809, by Kenulph King of Mercia, 
the Founder of that Abbey. When the 
Conqueror's Survey was drawn up, it 
was certified to contain fix Hirles, one 
Mill, and certain Woods half a Mile in 
length, and four Furlongs in breadth, 
The Monks of Winchecombe 35 Henry III. 
obtained a Charter of Free Warren for all 
the Demeſne Lands in this Manor, which 
it enjoyed *till, the Diffolution of their 
Monaſtery, when it came to the Crown, 
and therein remained *till 42 Eliz. who 
then granted it to one Mrs. Stone and 
Grynford, to hold in Capite of her and 
her Succeſſors. The Rectory was ancient- 
ly appertaining to that of Kinewarton, 
Part of whoſe Glebe lies in the Pariſh, 
but 26 Henry VIII. the Profits of it were 
compatetalin at 71. 8s, 

Alne Parva, a ſmall Village, reputed 
originally to have been a Member of 
Afton-Cantelupe, and poſſeſſed as ſuch by 
the Lords of that Manor. The Cantelupes 
gave a great Part of the Lands of this 
Village to the Canons of Studely in this 
County, and in the Grant they are ſaid 
tobe in Aſton-Cantelupe, which ſhews that 
this Village was a Part of that Pariſh. 
Queen Mary I. Reg. 1, - paſſed the ſaid 
Lands out of the Crown by Grant to 
— Skinner, by the Name of the Ma- 
nor of Little Alne, five Tenements, a 
Water-Mill, and a Meadow, Parcel of the 


Poſſeſſions of Monaſter Studel 
701 nw onaſtery of Studeley, 
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in whoſe Poſterity they remain'd in King 
Charles IId's Reign. 

Alveſton, a . belonging to the 
Church of Worceſter, long before the Nor- 
man Conqueſt z tor Oſwald Biſhop of that 
See granted to Eadric his Godfather, three 
Meſſuages in that Place for his Life, and 
that of two others, and then to return 
to the Church of Worcefter. This Grant 
was dated Anno 966, andin it is written, 
Earnulfeftune, taken from one Earnulf as 
we ſuppoſe, the antient Poſſeſſor of it. 
After this it was injuriouſly taken away 
and with-held from the Biſhops by certain 
Great Men for many Years, till S. Wol- 
ſtan who ſucceeded Oſwald in that See, 
purchaſed it again for a large Sum of 
Money of the Conqueror, and having got 
it confirm'd by William Rufus, ſettled it 
on the Monks of Worcefter again. It con- 
tained then fifteen Hides of Lands and 
three Mills ; five Hides of which King 
Henry I. for the Health of his own Soul, 
and Queen Maud's, did make free from 
all Payments and ExaQions whatſoever, 
and King Henry III. added his Grant of 
Free-Warren in all the Demeſne Lands 
here, Upon the Diſſolution of the Mo- 
naſtry of Worceſter 30 Henry VIII. when 
that King placed a Dean and Canons in- 
ſtead of the Monks: This Manor inter 
alia was granted to them and their Succeſ- 
ſors in pure and perpetual Alms; but it 
ſeems afterwards to have again reverted 
to the Crown, for Queen Elizabeth, Reg. 2, 
convey'd it to one Mr. Gerard and others, 
and two Years after to Edward Williams, 
from whom it came to Lewis Grevil, who 
ſold it to John Hey, whoſe Heirs now or 
late did enjoy it. The Church is dedi- 
cated to S. James, and was a Member of 
Hampton Epiſcopi, whoſe Reftor hath all 
along preſented to it. In it is one Monu- 
ment for Nicholas Lane,whody*d Anno 1595. 
-* Ardens Grafton, anciently call'd Little 
Grafton, but in the Conqueror's Time 
not being diſtinguiſh'd by any additio+ 
nal Name, was then certified to contain 
three Hides and one Virgate of Land, poſ- 
ſeſſed by William Filius Corbucionis of whom 
Leuric and Eileva held it. In Henry IId's 
Reign, Ralph de Grafton was Lord of it; 
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and leaving it to Margaret de Grafton 
Kis Niece, the ſold it to William de Arden, 
10 Joh. from whoſe Poſterity's holding it 
long, it was called Ardens-Grafton. He 
is ſaid to have held it of the Earl of 
Warwick by the Service of half a Knight's 
Fee; and being aflign'd to Agatha his Wi- 
dow as her Dower, the Extent of it was 
then thus Recorded. 
Houſe with a Garden, and 160 Acres of 
Land and Paſture, four Yard Lands held 
in Villanage, and a Pound of Pepper from. 
the Freeholders 3 yet Alanus de Grafton 
Held one of the Yar@ Lands in Villanage. 


From the Ardens Heirs, this Hamlet came- 


to the Hands of King Edward I. by Way 
of Exchange, who gave it to the Monks 
of Weſtminſter, for the Celebration of his 
Queen Eleanor's Anniverſary ; and to them 
it belong'd to the Diſſolution, when King 
Henry VIII. fold it with Temple-Grafton, 
{of which hereafter) to. William Shelden, 
Eſqz and John Draper. In this Village 
the Monks of Eveſham had a Portion of 
Land given them by one Wegeat a Saxon 
Earl of Warwick before the Conqueſt, and 
confirm'd to them by U/a his Succeſſor. 
In King Edward the VIth's Days, one Ro- 


ger Swift dy'd, ſeiz'd of a Capital Meſ-. 


ſuage called Allens Land in this Hamlet, 
containing 500 Acres of Land, 300 Acres 
of Mead, 4 Acres of Paſture, 20 of Wood, 
and 200 of Heath and Furs, which he 
leaving to Frances his Daughter and Heir, 
ſhe by her Marriage carry'd it into the 
Family of Kempſons. | 

Arrow, a Village which takes its Name 
from the River Arrow, upon which it 
is ſituated; was before the Norman Con- 
queſt the Lordſhip of one Leuinus, but 
being then at His Diſpoſal, he gave it 
to his half Brother Odo, Biſhop of Ba» 
J ux, whoſe Under-Tenant was One Ste- 
fanus, After the Conqueror's Death Odo 
adhered to Robert Curtoſe, as right Heir 


to the Crown, which anger'd Rufus ſo. 


much, that Odo was forc'd to quit Eng- 
land, and Rufus having ſeiz'd his Lands, 
gave this Manor to Roger Marmion, in 
whoſe Family it continu'd *till Iſſue- 
Male failing in Feffry de Marmion, Al. 
vreda his Daughter and. Heir marrying, 
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Viz. A Manor 


William de Camvill, carry'd it 
Family, in which it continu'd — 
ceſſions, till Elizabeth the Heir of Gerard 
de Camville marrying Robert de Burdet 
brought this and other Eflates of the 
Camvills into his Family, which made it 
their Seat for divers following Ages, ge. 
veral of this Family were famous in their 
Generation, as William, who founded 3 
Cell at Aucofe, Sir William a Commiſſioner 
for aſſeſſing a Tallage upon all the King, 
Demefnes in Lancaſhire, Robert a Judge 
and Robert his Nephew, who procur's 
a Charter of Free-Warren. for all his De. 
meſnes here, and was Knight of this 
Shire in a Parliament held at York, 2 Eq.;. 
Oc. But at Length this Manor vis 
after ſome Suits in Law veſted in Am 
the Female Heir of Richard Burdet, who 
was marry'd to.E4ward Conway, a younger 
Son of John Conway, Eſq; a Gentleman 
Huiſher to the Chambers of King Henry 
VIII. He dy'd on St. Bartholomew's Day, 
38 Henry VIII. and was bury'd in the 
Church here, leaving Jokn his Son and 
Heir, afterwards knighted. 

The Chureh of this Place was granted 
by Robert Earl of Leiceſter to the Monks 
of Alceſter in King Henry IId's Time; but 
they did not long enjoy it, if ever at all, 
In the Church lyes buried Edward Viſ- 
count Co , who dy'd in 1630, andin 
the South Window is & Portraiture of a 
Man in Armour, ſuppos'd to be a Ben- 
champ. In the Chancel are two Coats 
of Arms with Inſcriptions under them, 
in Memory of John Conway. and Eleanor 
his Wife, 

Aſpley, or as it is written in ancient 
Records Apſele, the Lordſhip of Robert 
de Chaſecumbs, 15, Henry III. Who gave it 
to his Daughter Anabil' in Marriage with 
Gilbert de Segrave, who afterward obtain- 
ed a Charter of Free - Warten for his De- 
meſne Lands here, which had an ancient 
Manor Houſe on it, and-a Park. By him 
ſhe had a Son Nicholas, but he did not 
inherit this Part of her Eſtate, becauſe 
ſurviving him- ſhe marry'd again to Sir 
Roger de Somery, whom ſhe alſo furviv be 
and having a Son by him named John 


be 
Somery, gave this Lordſhip oF: him 2 
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field of her, and her Heirs, paying to 
her, and Nicholas Segrave, her Son above 
mention'd, a Pair of Gilt Spurs, or Six- 
pence, at the Nativity of John the Bap- 
tiſt, yearly, for all Services. Joh de So- 
mery claim'd a Court-Leet, 13 Edlw. 1. 
with the Aſſize of Bread and Beer therein 
by Preſcription, and was allow'd them; 
but lived not long to enjoy them; for 
18 Edw. 3. this Lordſhip and .other E- 


ſlates fell to the Segraves, and were en- 


tail'd by Sir John Segrave, Kt. upon the 
Iſſue of his Body by Margaret his Wife, 
and for want of ſuch Iſſue, to his right 
Heirs, Margaret his Wife had it in 
Dower, and after her Deceaſe, it paſſed 
by Virtue of the ſaid Entail, thro" the 
Female Heir, to the Family of Moubray, 
afterwards Dukes of Norfolk; from which. 
by the like Deſcent, it went to the Ber k- 
lens, 26 Hen. 8. Thomas Lord Berkley dyi 
ſciſed of it, and leaving it to Henry his 
Son, a Minor. 

Aſpley Wickford, a depopulated Place, 
but anciently the Eſtate of Gilbert Chaſftel- 
ky, who in 18 Edu. is ſound to releaſe 
it to Sir Fowke de Birmingham, Kt. with 
all his Right and Title therein, from 
whom it paſſed to Thomas Crew, who held 
it during Life, by the Aſſignation of Sir 
yilliam Clopton, Kt. with Wicksford and 
Morehatl (hereafter treated of) from whoſe 
Time it hath accompany'd thoſe Places, 
in Point of Property and Succeſſion, and 
is now, or was lately, part of the Eſtate 
of the Throkmortons of 'Coughton, of whom 
more in its Place. | a 

Aſton, Cantloau, or Cantilupe, was before 
the Conqueſt, the Eſtate of Alger Earl of 
Mercia ; but upon the Acceſſion of the 
Conqueror to the Throne, when he libe- 
rally diſtributed the Saxons Eſtates to his 
Followers, it was given, with many 
other Lands, to one Richard, a Noble 
Norman, whoſe Son 'Osbern Fux - Richard, 
was in Poſſeſſion of it, When the Conque- 
ror's Survey was taken in the Year 1080, 
Reg. 13. He had this principal Seat at 
Kicards - Caſtle in Herefordſhire. In that 
Record it is called Effone, or Eaft-Town, 
from its Situation in reſpe& to Alceſter, a 
more ancient and noted Place, The Va- 


ng firm'd it to him during Pleaſure.

lue of it then was Six Pounds per Ann. 
containing five Hides of Land, a Mill, 
and Woods a Mile long, and as broad, 
Osberi's Deſcendents enjoy'd it but a lit- 
tle While; for 15 Hen. 2. it was in the 
King's Hands, and farm'd by one Tanker- 
vile, called Cammerarius Normannia# in 
ſome Records. In the Reign of K. Jo, 
Anno 6, it was given-to William de Cante- 
lupe, to whom the Sheriff, after he had 
had the Corn and Stock on it valu'd at a 
juſt Price, was commanded to deliver 
them; and from his Deſcendents the 
Town had the Name of Cantelupe added to 
it to diſtinguiſh it from other Aſtons in 
this County. He by adhering to the Earl 
of Cheſter and the diſaffeted Barons againſt 
the King, was like to have loſt this Ma- 
nor upon the Claim of Ralph Tankervile 3 
but ſubmitting in Time, the King 1 5 
procured a Market and a Fair here, by 
giving King Henry III. a Fine of 15 
Marks ; and a littie after, a Confirmation 
of it to him and his Heirs; with a ſpe- 
cial Proviſo, that if the King or his Heirs 
ſhould ever think fit to reſlore it to the 
Tankerviles, he ſhould have other Lands 
hg him of equal Value. His Son and 
cir William was a martial Man, and in 
ſpecial Favour with the ſame King, but 
did nothing memorable relating to this 
Manor; and fo we paſs to his Son and 
Succeſſor William, who gave the Church 
of this Town to the Hoſpital built by his 
Grandfather at the Gates of the Monaſtry 
of Stuxeley. George his Son and Heir dy'd 
without Iſſue, and his Siſters became bis 
Heirs, of whom, Joan marry'd to Henry 
Haſtinzs, being the eldeſt, fhe, upon the 
Partition, obtain'd this Lordſhip, and left 
it to her Son John de Haſtings, His Poſle- 
rity long enjoy'd it; but at length Iſſue 
Male failing, it paſſed by the Heirs, Fe- 
male to the Beauchamps, and Nevills Lords 
Berga venny. | | 
The Church here was dedicated to John 
the Baptiſt ; and tho' given to the Canons 
of Studeley, as is above mention'd, yet 
was repoſſeſſed by the Heirs of the Canti- 
Iupes, and t deſcended to the Haft int, who 
by Way of Exchange for 13 J. per Annum 
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Lands, let the Canons have it again. This 
was done by John de Haſtings, 24 Edu. 1. 
but not ſo firmly, but that his Heirs re- 
cover'd it from the Canons; and it coming 
into the Hands of William de Clinton, by 
Marriage with John de Haſtings's Widow, 
he gave it to the Canons of Mackſtoke, 
then newly by him founded, and appro- 
priated it to them by the King's Licence, 
a Vicarage being at that Time appointed. 
The Canons of Studeley did not give over 
their Claim all this while, but by ſome 
Means got into Poſſeſſion of it, which be- 
gat a long Suit at Law, between them 
and the Canons of Mackftoke ; who at laſt 
revail'd, by.reaſon of their Royal Con- 
. above mention'd; but for it 
they paid a Fine of 711. 11s. to eſtabliſh 
themſelves in the Enjoyment for the fu- 
ture, ; | 
In this Church there was a certain 
Gild or Fraternity, conſiſting of the Pa- 
riſhioners only, being founded to the Ho- 
nour of God, and the bleſſed Virgin; 
but it had no legal Eſtabliſhment, *till 
9 Edu. 4. when upon the humble Peti- 
tion of the Inhabitants, a Licence was 
ranted to Sir Edward Nevuill, Kt. then 
Lord of the Manor, that he ſhould ſettle 
and order the ſame ſo as there might be a 
certain Prieſt maintain'd there, to cele- 
brate Divine Service daily at the Altar 
of the Bleſſed Virgin, in the ſaid Church, 
for the good Eſtate of the King and Queen, 
as alſo the Brethren and Siſters of their 
Fraternity, during this Life, and for their 
Souls after their Departure hence, and 
the Souls of all the Faithful deceas'd, 
which accordingly was effected, and Lands 
ſettled for that Purpoſe, as they continu'd 
to the. Diſſolution, when they were va- 
lu'd at 74. 95. 24.5 per Ann. 37 Hen. 8. 
Barton, or Berton, a Village or Hamlet 
anciently belonging to the Town of Bid- 
ford, and paſſed with the Manor of that 
lace, to Llewellin Prince of Fales; for 
tho” it is not particularly mention'd in 
King John's Grant, it plainly appears ſo 
to be, by the Fine rais'd by Baldwin Wake 
and Hawiſe his Wife, 8 Ed. 1. wherein 
they paſſed this Manor to Robert Burnel, 
Bithop of Bath and Wells, by the Name 
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Berton, as an Hamlet of Bldford

him the ſaid Jobe, this 4 
the Heirs Male of his Body for ever. 
Bearley, or as it is written in the Con. 
queror's Survey Burlei, was at that Time 
held of Robert de Stafford by one Aibric. 
a Saxon, whoſe Freehold it had been be. 
fore the Norman Invaſion, - It was then 
valu'd at one Hide only, which was but 
half of what it had been rated at in E. 
ward the Confeſſor's Time. The Deſcen- 
dent of Stafford enfeoffed one Cumin, (then 
Lord of Snitfield) with it, who paſſed it 
to one Nicholas, who. aſſum'd the Name 
of the Place, and was called de Bearley, or 
Burley. This Nicholas and his Son William 
de Burley, gave all their Intereſt in the 
Chapel here, with one Yard Land, a 
Croft, and Meſſuage, to the Church of 
Wooton and Monks of Conchis, which John 
the Son of William, confirmed to them by 
Fine, 5 Hen. 3. Hugh de Bearley, the 
Grandſon of Fokn, gave to the Monks of 
Bordeſley, one Yard Land, lying in this 
Hamlet; but being within the Fee. of 
Snitfield, he was forced to get it confirm'd 
by the Cantilupes, then Lords of Snitfield, 
after Cumin, From the Family of Bearley 
(but when or how, we find not) it paſſed 
to Nichalas de Warwick, and William his 


Son, after him, who ſold it to Robert 


Moryn, an Inhabitant of  Snitfield. His 
Son John, by a Fine levy'd 8 Edu. ;. 
ſettled it upon Margaret his Mother, and 
ohn Compton her ſecond Husband, for 
ife, with Remainder to himſelf and his 
Heirs. Aſter this, this Manor was unt 
ted to Snitfield, and ſo continu'd to the 
Reign of King Henry VIII. when the 
Priory of Berea being diſſol ved, it was 
granted by that King with the Lands in 
this Place given to that Monaſtry, 1 _ 
to Clent, Throkmorton, and Avenon, an 
their Heirs, by the Names of the Manor 
Grange and Ferm, (tho eſtimated at te 


Carucates) of Byrley, or Buryley, — fince 


rckaſed of Clement Throckmorton, by 
William Walter, from whom it is come to 
Mr. Fanſhaw, in whoſe Family it now is, 
or lately was. | 

Beauchamp court : See in Alceſter above. 
Beauſale, a Lordſhip containing half an 
Hide, and two Furlongs in Woods, as 
appears from the Conqueror's Survey 


was poſſeſſed by Odo Biſhop of Baieuy, 
and held of him by one Vadardus, and un- 
der him by one Geraldus. But ſhortly af- 
ter this, it came into the Hands of Hugh 
Fitz-Richard, Lord of Hatton, and ſo be- 
came a Member of that Pariſh. The 
Male Ifſue of his Family failing, Marge- 
ry his Grandchild and Heir, carry'd it by 
her Marriage to Osbert de Clinton, by 
whoſe Poſterity, after two or three Suc- 
ceſſions, it was paſſed by Fohkn de Clinton, 
(with Hatton the head Manor) to William 
de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, and his 
Heirs 3 but it ſeems as if Sir Hamon Le 
Strange, Kt. had ſome Right therein, 
which Maud, the Relict of the ſaid Earl, 
urchaſed, and ſo left it to the ſucceeding 
Earls, her Poſterity. 
In this Lordſhip was anciently a Cha- 
pel dedicated to St. John the Evangeliſt, 
and endow'd with a Glebe and Tythes by 
Margery Clinton, Relict of the above men- 
tion'd Osbert, and confirm*d by her ſecond 
Husband John D' Abetot. In the 
theſe Particulars (among others) are men- 
tion'd, viz. The Tythes of all the Fowl 
caught in the Park, and. the Fiſhes taken. 
out of the Pool, a Shoulder of all the 
Deer therein kill'd, and Tith of the Pau- 
nage, (Maſt to feed s) as alſo Paſture 
ſor ſix Beaſts, ſeven Hogs, one Sow, a 
Mare and Colt, with two Loads of Wood 
at Chriſtmas yearly. All which were uni- 
ted to the Collegiate Church ef our Lady 
at Warwick, after the Manor of Beauſale 
came into the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Earl 
of Warwick. But the Park here is now 
included in Wedgnock Park, and the Cha-

Norman Yoke. In the Conqueror's Sur- 
vey, *'tis called Donnele (Don or Dun ſig. 


nifying an Hill) and was then in the Poſ- 
| ſeſhon of the Earl of Mallent; but if it 


were ſo, there was much more Land added 
to it; for then it was certify'd to have 


but one Hyde of Ground in it, and a kind 


„of Park half a Mile in Breadth and Length, 
(where it is written Beoſhelle) when it 


having been the Inheritance of one Ald- 
woldus, in the Confeſſor's Days. From 
the Earl of Mallent it came to Henry de 
Newburgh his Brother, the firſt Earl of 
Warwick of the Norman Line, who en- 
feoffed Thurftane de Montfort his Kinſman, 
with it. This Man finding it capable of 
Fortification, built a Caſtle upon it, to 
which, by reaſon of its pleaſant Situation, 
he gave the Name of Belde/ert, and made 
it his Seat, as it continu'd to his Poſterity 
for many Ages, This Thurſtene, in King 
Stephen's Time, obtain'd a Charter from 
the Empreſs Maud, for a Market at his 
Caſtle of Beldeſert, upon Sunday weekly. 
But his Grandſon Peter, either becauſe he 
diſtiked the Sunday Market, or becauſe 
it became diſaſed, obtain'd another Char- 
ter for a Market on Monday every Week, 
and a Fair yearly, on the Eve, Diy, and 


Morrow of S. Giles, Sept. 1. as alſo a Char- 


ter of Free Warren for all his Demeſne 
Lands here. Iſſue Male failing in Guy 
de Mant fort, this Caſtle, Lordſhip, and 


Deed, their other Eſtates, fell to Thomas de 


Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick ; whoſe Bro- 
ther William enjoying it for Termof Life, 
the Inheritance paſſed to Sir Thomas Bote- 
ler, by the Name of the Caſtle: of: Belde- 


ſert; which included the Park, and other 


Lands, with the Advowſon of the Church, 
and Manor of Henley, Parcel of the Ma- 
nor of Beldeſert.. Ralph Roteler was the 
next Heir to Sir Thomas ;- but dying with-- 
out Iſſue, Sir Fohn Norbury, and Henry 
Belknap, Eſq;. were found his next Heirs ; 
who being indebted to King Edward IV. 
in the Sum of 2000 Pounds, releaſed. all 
their Right and Title to this Caſtle and 


Manor to the ſaid King, in Satisfaction of 


the ſaid Debt. From this Time it re- 
mained in the Crown till K. Edward VI. 
gave it to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick,. 
and his Heirs, by the Name of Henley- 
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Feldeſert, with two Parks thereunto be- 
longing z but he being attainted in Queen 
Mary's Reign, it returned to the Crown 
again, and was given by Queen Elizabeth 
to Ambroſe Dudley, Earl of Warwick, his 
Son; but he dying without Iſſue, it again 
went to the Crown, from which it was 
tought by Alderman Caudell a Londoner. 
Sir Balduin Trevill, and his Pofterity, had 
ſome Lands in the Manor of Beldeſert, 
which were late the Poſſeſſion of Charles 
Smith, Lord Carington. The Church «of 
this Place is dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
but had none, or very little Revenue 
belonging to it. 

Betlesworth, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
William de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, in 
the Reign of King Henry IT. who near 
that Time granted it to Roger de Ulehale, 
in whoſe Family we find not how long it 
continued; but obſerve, that it was grant- 
ed in the Beginning of Henry III's Reign 
by Ralph de Wilinton to Roger Durevaſſal, 
who making it his Reſidence, did by Rea- 
ſon of its Diſtance from Tanworth the Mo- 
ther-Church, to which the Ways in Win- 
ter, were, by Reaſon of their Badneſs hard 
to paſs, obtain a Licence from Pope Aler- 
ander IV. and the Concurrence of the Re- 
Qor of Tanworth, to build a Chapel, and 
to ha ve a Prieſt to celebrate Divine Service 
therein, for the Uſe of the People of this 
Hamlet, on Condition that they ſhould 


y Wax -Candle of a Pound to the Mo- 


ther · Church yearly on St. Mary Magdalen's 
Day, July 21. From Roger Durvaſſal, de- 
ſcended Nicholas his Son; who was joint- 
ly ſeiz d of this Manor with Roſe his Wife. 
She ſurviving him, became ſole Owner of 
it; and marrying Richard de Mont fort, 
entitled him to it; yet after Nicholas's 
Death, William de Spernore enter'd upon it 
and difſeiz*'d both Richard, and Roſe his 
Wife, which cauſed a tedious Law Suit; 
but at length Monfort recover'd it, and 
from him it paſſed to the Catesby's, and 
aſter ſome Deſcents in that Family, was 
ſold to Thomas Grten, whoſe Poſterity now 
do, or lately did enjoy it. 

Billeſley, called in Dome ſday-Book Bil- 
{-ſlei, one of thoſe Manors which William 
the Conqueror gave Hugh de Grentemai/uill 


in this County, as a Reward of his ya; 
lourous Aſſiſtance in obtaining the Crown 
of England. It was certify'd at that Time 
to contain five Hides of Land, a Church 
and divers Inhabitants, ank had a Houſe 
belonging to it in Warwick; but now 
the Church is almoſt down, and nothing 
left but the Manor-Houſe, the reſt of the 
Town being long ago depopulated. Hug 
de Grentemaiſnil had ſeveral Sons, but none 
of them inherited this Lordſhip; becauſe 
Henry de Newburgh, being made Earl of 
Warwick, obtained this Lordſhip among 
other Eſtates hereabout, Osbert de Truſſs/ 
held it of that Earl by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee, as de Veteri feofmento, which 
ſhe ws 'twas his in Henry II's Days. He 
was Grandfather to O/bert, who took on 
him the Name of Truſſel, from whom 
the Truſſels of this and the neighbouring 
Shires are deſcended. Richard, the Grand- 
ſon of this Osbert, was flain at the Battle of 
Eveſham, fighting on the Barons Part; and 
this Manor with divers of his other Lands, 
ſeiz'd as forfeited by his Rebellion, But 
it ſeems, that Milliam his Brother, be. 
ing a Man of great Account in his 
Time, recovered it again, and he and his 
Deſcendants refided here, yet his Son 
Sir William was forced to pay Scutage for 
it to Sir Andrew Aſley, at the Rate of 
40s. pro quolibet Scuto, After this it 
continued ſeveral Succeſſions in the Truſſels 
Family, of whom ſeveral were Men of 
Note; as Sir William, Who was 7 Edu. z. 
conſtituted Governor of the Caftle of Beau- 
mans in NorthWales, and Eſcheator of all 
the Counties on the South Side of Trent. 
Sir Warine, who was allow'd a private 
Chapel for Divine Service to be celebrated 
by a fitting Prieſt, by Molſtan Biſhop of 
Worcefter. Sir William Trufſel, one of the 
Knights of King Edward IV's Body, and 
made Reg. 15. Sheriff of this County and 
Leiceſterſhire ; Sir Edmund. Truſſel, who 
aſſiſted Guy de Beauchamp in killing Fierce 
de Ca veſſon + Another Sir Wiltiam Truſſel, 
who was employed by the Parliament 
to pronounce the Words of Depoſition 
on thut unhappy Prince King Edward II, 
and Sir Shured Truſſel, one of theſe emi- 
nent Men of this Shire, who: ſerved 25 

| Knight 


Knight in Parliament for it divers Times, 
and was Sheriff Eſcheator, and a Juſtice 
of the Peace, He was bury'd in the 
Church of this Place 7 Hen. 8, Thomas, 
the laſt Heir Male was Sheriff of this 
County, but ſold this his ancient Patri- 
mony to Sir Robert Lee, Knight, who 
built a great Part of the Manor Houſe 
new, and made it his chief Seat, being a 
Juſtice of the Peace in King James I's 
Reign many Years, and High Sheriff in 
the 17th Year of the ſame King's Reign. 
Bickmerſh, a Village belonging to the 
Pariſh of Welford in Glouceſterſhire, yet is 
in this County. Before the Conqueſt, 
King Edgar A. C. 967, conferr'd it upon 
Krithnothus his Servant for Life, and he 
tranſmitted his Right to the Moneſtry 
of Worceſter, when he put a Son into 
that Houſe, In the King's Grant it is 
written Bicanmerſce. The Church of Vor- 
eſter afterwards ſeems to have been poſ* 
ſeſſed of the whole Village, but ſoon 
loſt it, Edwin, Earl Leofrick's Brother 
unjuſtly ſeizing it. In the Conqueror's 
Survey, this Lordſhip is reckoned among 
the Eleemoſinæ Regis, by the Name of Bi- 
c:zmerſe, and then. contained five Hides 
of Land, held by one Eddid, a Woman 
who had been Owner of it in the Con- 
ſeſſer's Days. In the Reign of King John, 
one Robert Foliot was Lord of it, but 
leaving only one Daughter and. Heir Joan, 
ſhe marrying to Richard de Williameſcote, 
brought it into his Family, and their Son 
Henry inherited it, but ſold it 35 Ed. 1. 
to John de Bloxham, who paſſed it 18 Ed. 2. 
to William de Beresford, in whoſe Family 
it continu'd ſeveral Deſcents; for Mar- 
laret his Widow had it in Dower. Sir 
Baldwin de Beresford procured a Charter 
of Free-Warren for his Demeſne here, and 
his Wife had it in Dower aWo. He dy'd 
without Iſſue, and Thomas the Son of 
Philip St. Clere, was found his next Heir, 
but of his Poſterity we have no Ac- 
count, and ſo find nothing more of this 
Eſtate 'till Queen Elizabeth's Reign, 
when the Lady St. John, Widow of Sir 
Edward Griffith, purchaſed it and ſettled 
it on her Son Sir Rice Griffith, whoſe Po- 
lex ity enjoy'd. it ſor ſome Time, if. they 
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are not now in Poſſeſſion of it. The Fa- 
mily of Morehalls of Morehall near Nic k- 
ford in this County, had ſome Lands here, 
which devolved in the following Times to 
the Cloptons, and from them to the Crews 
and Burghs ſor Life. | 

The Chapel here was founded by V. 
liam Foliot, in King Henry II's Days, and 
his Poſterity had the Advowſon of itz but 
it ſeems to- have been upon a diſputable 
Title; for when Robert Foliot was Lord 
of this Manor, he had a Suit with the 
Parſon of Welneford, 14 Hen. 3. for the 
Advowſon of the Chapel, then called Bike- 
mer/h-Foliot, as belonging to him; and 
in the Pleadings a Writing was produc'd, 
manifeſting, That the. Tithes with the 
Parochial Rights of the Manor Houſe, did 
belong to the Mother Church of Welne- 


Ford. In King John's Reign one Robert 


Foliot was Parſon here, and between him 
and the Monks of Tewskbury there grew 
a Diſpute about the Tithes of the Ma- 
nor; and it was agreed, That the Monks 
ſhould have two Parts of the Tithes of 
the Corn, and the Parſon one; and that the 
ſmall Tithes ſhould be divided equally, yet- 
that the Parſon ſhould have all the Tithe- 
Hay of the Demeſne, and all the Lands- 
and Goods of Wi/liam Foliot's Gift, who 
was the pious Founder of it. This Agree-- 
ment was confirw'd by Malgert, Biſhop of 
Worceſter, | | 
Binton, or as it is written in Domesday- 
Book, Beninton, and in other - Records: 
Burintone, was one of the Towns which. 
S. Egwyn gave to the Abby of Eveſham, 
A. C. og, when he founded it; but in- 
the Time of King Edward the Martyr, 
one Alferus, a Potent Man in theſe Parts, 
wreſted it from. them, and gave it to ſome 
of his Knights, of whom the Conqueror 
had it, and gave it to ſame of the Nor- 
mans; for when Domesday-Book was made, 
it was divided between William Son of Cor- 
bucion, Gerinus, Le D' Abitot, and Of- 
born Fix. Richard. In King John's Reign, 
Henry de Buriuton held two Parts of a 
Knights Fee in this Place, of the Earl 
of Warwick. His Family held them ſome 
Succeſſions, till Henry de Burintons leays 
ing only a Danghter and Heir Allee, as 
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by Marriage transferr'd it with other 
Eſtates to Elias de Wyntote of Wilmecote near 
Stratford upon Avon. In his Family it 
continu'd *till Thomas Wyncote, 23 Hen. 8. 
ſold this Manor with the Ad vowſon of the 
Church, to Sir George Throkmorton, Knt. 
by whoſe Son Sir Nicholas, it paſs'd to 
William Walter, from whoſe Heir it paſs'd 
to Mr. Ferrers, and afterwards to Mr. Fan- 
"ſhaw, by the Marriage of Female Heirs. 
The Abby of Bordeſtey had a Carucate of 
Land in this Place, and a Dove-houſe, 
which after the Diſſolution were granted 
out of the Crown by the Name of Bin- 
ton Grange, to Francis Sheldon, Gent, and 
his Heirs, who-paſſed them to Sir George 
Throkmorton, who parted with it among his 
other Eſtates to Mr. Walter, from whoſe 
Heirs they came to Ferrers and Fanſhaw, 
as the head Manor did. Osborn Fitz- Ri- 
chard's Part was afterwards poſſeſſed by 
the Family of Hubard, who held it *till 
about King Edward II's Time, when we 
find it in the Family of the Haſtings, which 
afterward were Earls of Pembroke, In the 
Chancel of this Church is a Monument 
for Mr. John Salmon, formerly Rector of 
it, who dy'd April 12, 1473, and in the 
Window thereof the Portraiture of Richard 
Grevill, and Maud the Wife of John Gre- 
vill, in the Glaſs well painted. 

- Biſhopſtone, or Biſhopſdone, or dune, ſo 
called from its being appropriated to 
the See of Worceſter, and its Situation at 
the Foot of an Hill, which the Syllable 
Done or Dune imports. It is not men- 
tioned in the Conqueror's Survey, be- 
cauſe it was then, as it ſtill continues 
to be, an Hamlet belonging to Stratford 
upon Avon. In King Henry I's Days, 
one Fretherick, Frederec, or Frarick de Bi- 
ſhopftone, was enfeoft of it by Sampſon then 
Biſhop of Worceſter.

for this County. He was very rich, and 
had a Charter of Free- Warren granted 
him for this and many other of his Efates 
13 Ed. 2. and in the following Reign of K. 
Edward III. was one of the Juſtices or 
Conſervators of the Peace for this Coun- 
ty. He bore a ſpecial Affection to the 
Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt at Warwick 
and gave to it one Moiety of the Ad. 
vowſon of the Church of Mortun-Mcrkull 
in this County, He dy'd 14 Edu. z. 
leaving Roger his Son and Heir, He left 
one Daughter, Alice, but by Reaſm of 
an Entail made by Sir John de Biſhop 
ton upon the Male Line, John the Bro- 
ther of Roger inherited this Manor, and 
other Lands ſo ſettled. He was a Perſon 
of great Eminency, and on that Account 
conſtituted Chancellor of King Edu. II's 
Exchequer. His Grandſon Sir William 
Biſhopſtone, Kt. was Sheriff of this Coun- 
ty and Leiceſterſhire, He reſided for the 
moſt Part at Aſcote in Glouceſterſhire, and 
having entail'd 17 Hen. 6. this and divers 
other Lordſhips on his Iſſue, by Philippa his 
Wiſe; by whom he had only two Daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth and Philippa ; this lat 
being marry'd to Sir William Catesby, Kt. 
brought this Lordſhip into his Family, 
as it continued (with a ſmall Interruption 
while it was in the King's Hands t Hen.7.) 
till William er 24 Eliz,, fold the Ma- 
nor Houſe to William Askew of Las- 
worth, who again ſold it to Andreu Ar- 
cher, at Tanworth, as his Succeſſor Sir 
Simon Archer did to John and Thomas Green, 
who are, or lately were Owners it. 
The Chapel here, dedicated to St. Fe- 
ter, is very ancient, erected in King 
John's Time by the Licenſe of Mauze- 
rius Biſhop of Worcefter, by Sir William de 
Biſhopdone, Kt. who gave it in pute 
Alms of his own Demeſne 14 Acres of 
Land in one Field, and as many in ano- 
ther, four Acres of a ſervile Tenure, and 
Paſturage 'for eight Oxen with his wo 
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in any of his Lands but his Meadows, He 


alſo covenanted with Maurice then Par- 


ſon of Stratford, to ſuſtain all the Char- 
ges of the ſaid Chapel in Repairs, V eſt- 
ments, Books, Utenlils of the Altar, £3: 
And that the Parſon of Stratford ſhould 
have all the Corn-Tithes and Flax-Tithes 
with the Obventions of the Altar, Mor- 
tuaries, Burials, and Oblations of the Mo- 
ther Church, and the Prieſt ſerving the 
Chapel, ſhould have. all the ſmall Tithes 
given by the ſaid Knight and. his Te- 
nants; which Prieſt and his Succeſſors 
ſhould for ever after be appointed by the 
Parſon of Stratford for Time being, 
as it ſtood 37 Hen. 8. | 
Botley, originally a Member of Wooton, 
is not taken Notice of in the Conqueror's 
Survey for that Reaſon, but its Name 
ſhews its Antiquity, for Botle in Saxon is 
an Houſe. In King Henry IT's Reign, 
Robert de Stadford, Lord of Wooton, gave 
to the Canons of Kenilworth certain Lands, 
with the Homage and Services of ſeveral 
Perſons, as alſo to Jeffrey Malore and his 
Heirs, all thoſe Lands, Homages, and 


Services which he held of him here, upon 


Condition of paying him and his Heirs a 
Sparrow-hawk yearly, This Jeffrey re- 
ſided at Tackbroke in this County, and 
from him deſcended John Malore, who 
9 Edu. 3. obtained a Grant of Free-War- 
ren in all his Demeſne Lands here. Af- 
ter him, John Malore, and Anketell his Son 
and Heir, came to the Inheritance of it ; 
but 22 Hen. 6, by their Deed dated that 
Year, aliened it to Richard Archer, Eſq 
and his Heirs, whoſe Poſterity have ever 
ſince enjoy'd it, unleſs lately fold. 
Bridgtown, which takes its Name from 
its Situation near Stratford-Bridge, is 
chiefly memorable for an Hermitage, to 
which the Chapel of St. Mary Magdalen 
in this Village belonged, It was anciently 
endow'd with ſome Lands by the Powers 
of Kien-Clifford for the Reparation of the 
Bridge, which Thomas Power, Eſq; con- 
firm'd 22 Hen. 6. and at the ſame Time 
conſtituted John Rawlins to be Hermite 
during Life; appointing him to celebrate

Budbrooke, the Lordſhip of Ralph de 
Lineſi, a great Man in the Conqueror's 


Days, containing five Hides of Land, It 


was the Inheritance of Edwyne Earl of 
Mercia, before the Normans coming. In 
Domeſday-Book it is written Budebrock, i. e. 
a Muddy Brook. From the Heirs of 
Ralph, de Limeſi it foon paſs'd to Henry 
Newburgh Earl of Warawick, for his Son 
Roger was in Poſſeſſion of it, 23 Hen. 1. 
This Roger founded the Collegiate Church 
of Warwick, and thereupon gave this 
Church of Budbroke, and the Tithes of 
the Town to it; but the Manor he paſſed 
over to.

Aytrope Haſtang, Grandchild to 
the ſaid Humfridus, fold it to William Tur- 
pin, a Gentleman of the King's Bed- 
chamber, for 80 Marks; reſerving from 
the ſaid William and his Heirs, the half 
and tenth Part of a Knight's Fee, which 
Humfridus paid to his Lord for the fame. 
From William Turpin, it was convey'd to 
Roger de Cherlecote, and Osbert de Turpin 
confirmed it'by a Fine to Thomas de Cher- 
lecore, Roger's Son, 7 Hen, III. This 
Thomas was ſtrangled by three of his Ser- 
wants, and caſt into a Pool in this Place. 


 *Twas thought at firft that he killed 


himſelf, and ſo his Goods were ſeized into

Son inherited this Manor, and ode

The Church, dedicated to the Vi- 
tation of the Bleſſed Virgin, was given 
to the Monaſtry of S. Oſwald at Neſtell in 
Yorkſhire, by Anfride Haſtang, in King 
Henry IT's Time ; but they had it not 
long, if at all, for the Canons of War- 
wick had it afterwards.

themſelves. King Edward the Confeſſor 
reſcued the Lands, ſo ſeized, out of the 
Danes Hands ; and at the Normans coming, 
one Eatftarus had the greateſt Part of 
them in his Hands, as Freehold, which 
the Conqueror took from him, and gave 
to the Earl of Mallent, as appears by 
Domeſday-Book, where 'tis written Loc heſ- 
dey, and was certifed then to contain 
four Hides, all which, excepting one 
Virgate, was held by Hugh Fitz-Conftan- 
tiis, of Hugh de Grantmaiſgtt: Here was 
then a Church.” What the Earl of Mal- 
lent had here, deſcended to Henry de

award the King. In 7 Rich. 1. it was in 
the Poſſeſſion of Philip de Kingtone, who 
levy'd a Fine thereof to Roger de Cherle- 
tote; but it ſeems to have been by fome 
Grant from the Monks; for in 41 Hen. 3. 
thoſe Monks obtain'd a Grant of Free 
Warren for divers of their Lordſhips, and 
in it this Place is mention'd ; and again, 
in the 44th of the ſame King, this Place 
is reckon'd among their Appropriations of 
Churches, and Tythes. In 7 Edu 1. it 
is certify'd, that the Monks had here two 
Carucates of Land in Demeſne, one Yard 
Land held by two' Tenants, performing 
ſervile Labours, and ſubje'to all Taxes 
the Prior would put wth; z two 
Yard Lands and an Half, held by fix Free- 
holders, under ſeveral Rents, and Suit of 
Court twice a Year, and a Park inclofed 
with an Outwood, not in the Precints of 
any Pariſh, beſides Return of Aﬀize, and 
a Watermill. But coming to the Crown, 
at the Diſſolut ion of the Abby of Coven- 
try, it was given by King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 35. to William Willington of Barche- 
ſton, Eſq; and William Sheldon of Berley, 


who had marry'd one of his Daughters, 


and his Heirs, with the Advowſdn of the 
Church, to be held in Capite. William 
Sheldon, when it came to him, made it 
over to Robert Burdet of Bramcote, Eſq; 
whoſe Grandſon Robert ſold it to Thomas

 Path'ow, or Patelau, an Hundred in the 
Conqueror's Time, but now only a Liber- 
ty, in which are included ſeveril Towns 
and Pariſhes. The Biſhops of Worceſter 
had anciently the Benefit of it granted 
them by the Crown, becauſe' great. Part 
of the Lands within it. were of their Fee. 
Theſe Biſhops, 4 Edu. 1. had the Return 
of Writs, -Aſſize of Bread and Beer, and 
other Royal Cuſtoms therein. When God- 
ford was Biſhop, 13 Edw.1. he 
was called in Queſtion for thoſe Privileges, 
which the King's Attorney pleaded to be 
not alienable from the Crown. The Bi- 
ſhop could alledge no other Title to them 
but Prefcriptiohz which being found true, 
his Predeceſſors having enjoy'd them 
Time out of Mind, the Biſhop was till, 
and all»w'd them; and in 9 Edu. 2. it 
was found, that the Biſhop of Worcefter 
was Lord of this Hundred, (as it was 
then called) and that it comprebended in 
it ot” hab upon Aven, with all its Ham- 
lets; Hampton upon Avon, and its Ham- 
lets; Biſhopſton, Clopton, Henley, Beldeſert, 
and the Town. of Lapworth.

Shotery, a Village given to the Church 
of Werceſter, by King Offa, about the Year 
909, and then contained 33 Houſes, as a p- 
mou by his Charter, in which it is called 

cottarit, and the River Avon is ſaid to 
run through it. There is no mention of 
zt in the Conqueror's Survey, becauſe it 
belong'd to the See of Worceſter, and ſo 
was involy'd in Stratford. Adam de Sce- 
2riva held here one Hide and an Half of 
Land of the Biſhop in King Henry II's 
Time, and in King Edward III's Reign 
Richayd, the Son and Heir of Richard Ba- 
ginden, granted to Robert de Stratford, 
Parſon of Stratford, his whole Right and 
Title to all his Lands in this Place, which 
deſcended ta him by Inheritance from his 
Father. This Robert was afterwards Bi- 
ſhop of Chicheſter ; and while he was ſuch, 
he entail'd this Manor of Shoterithe (as it 
was then written) upon John de Biſhop- 
fron and T/abel the Daughter of John 
Stretch, and the Heirs of their two Bo- 
dies; and for lack of ſuch Iſſue, to re- 
turn to himſelf and his Heirs. In 
17 Rich. 2. the Monks of Eveſham ſeiz'd 
upon it, as Part of the Poſſeſſions of Tho- 
was Newnham, Clerk, their Bondman; but

Crown, but that was not long; for in the 
4th of H. IV.

celebrated by a fitting Prieſt in his Orator 
within his Manor-Houſe here, at Shotye- 
which Licence is dated 1402. And it m, 
be obſerv'd, that none could have a private 
Chapel in their Houſes, but by the Bi. 
ſhop's Licenſe, and an Appointment of 
a fitting Prieſt, by a Conſtitution as an. 
cient as the Emperor's Yuftinian leaſt by 
ſuch Means, Hereticks ſhould corrupt Fa. 
milies of Note, which moſtly defired 
them. In the Deſcendent of John Hart. 
well, this Manor continu'd, till Iſſue 
Male failing in Thomas Harewell, his 
Siſters and Heirs inherited his Eſtates, 
and this Lordſhip was upon the Partition 
aſſigned to Agnes, the Wife of John Smith, 
one of the Barons of the Exchequer, in 
whoſe Line, together with Wotton-lW 
it {till continueth, unleſs lately alienated, 
Shrewley, or Shrewele, a Village in the 
Pariſh of Hatton, the Lord ſhip of Hugh 
de Grentemaiſnill, in the Conqueror 
Time, when it was certified to contain 
three Hides of Land, and Woods a Mile 
in Length and half a Mile in Breadth, 
which before the Norman Invaſion, were 
all the Freehold of one Toll, but after 
were given to the Earl Mallent; and 
Leiceſter, who enfeoff'd Ernold de Bois 
with it, as appears from a Grant made 
by the ſaid Ernold, to the Nuns of 
Pinley, of one Carucate of Land in this 
Place, then called Sraveſle (as it was 
then written) in which be it 
to be done by the Conſent of Kobert 
Earl of Leicefter his Lord; which Grant, 
the ſaid Earl, for the Good of his Soul, a6 
alſo the Souls of his Father and Mother, 
and King Henry, confirm'd. Several other 
Perſons had Parts in this Manor; as Hen.

6. ſold it by the Name of one 
Helge, 200 Acres of Land, 40 Acres of 
Meadow, 100 Acres of Paſture, 10 Acres 
of Wood, and 80 Acres of Heath and 
Furs, to John Oldnale, who 4 EAX. con- 
vey'd it to Thomas and Clement Walford ; 
but beſides theſe Moieties, this is cer- 


tiin, That the Lucyes of Charlecote, had a 


Manor here; for 16 Edu. 3. Elizabeth, 
the Lady of Sir William Lucy, Kt. had a 
Grant thereof from his Son Sir William, to 
hold it during her Life; in Conſideration 
of which, ſhe releaſed her Intereſt in other 
Lands, which ſhe had Right to have held. 
Aſter her Deceaſe, it return'd to the Fa- 
mily of the Lucys, who ſucceſſively held 
it *till the Reign of King Henry VII. 
and might much longer, tho* we want 
Evidences of it, 

Sidenhale, the Lordſhip of a Family 
that took their Name from it; who held 
it, *till by a Daughter and Coheir it 
came 4 Edw. 3. to Fulwood of Clay-Hall, 
and by one of them was ſold to Mr. 
Hug ford of Henwood, in whoſe Line it 
continu'd *till John Hugford, late of Hen- 
wood, ſold it to Nathaniel Cookes of Ingen 
near Stratford, an Hamlet thereof in this 
Hundred. | 

Silesburne, a Village fituate upon the 
Brook ſo called, which croſſeth the Road 
from Henley to Alcefter. In it there was 
anciently an Hermitage, but now there 
is no Habitation near it. 

Lilts, a Grange, anciently belonging 
to the Priory. of Studeley, and written 


Sillus-Crange, as appears from the Peti- 
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tion of Thomas Atwood, right Heir in 
Blood to Peter Corbicon, the Founder ef © 
that Abby, offered to the Biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, wherein he complains of Thomas 
Bedul the preſent Prior, for keeping a 
Concubine,which to maintain, he wrong'd 
the Houſe. After the Diſſolution of the 
Monaſtries, one Knightly was Owner of it z 
and leaving only Daughters for his Heirs, 
it upon the Partition fell to James Duffield, 
in Right of Frances his Wife, one of them. 
James ſold it to William Eaſt, and others, 
who 2 Eliz.. ſold it to William Sheldon, Eſq; 
by the Name of two Meſſuages, 600 Acres 
of Land, 60 Acres of Meadow, 600 Acres 
of Paſture, 120 Acres of Wood, and 100 
Acres of Heath and Furs; all which he 
imparked for Deer, and on the South Side 
of it built a very fair Brick Houſe, of 
which his Poſterity are, or lately were 
pofleſted. | 
Snit field, ſo called originally, as is 
thought from the Savon Word Snide, 
which ſignifies, Cutting, or Incifion, as 
probably here was, when it began to be 
inhabited, by dividing the Grounds amon 
ſuch as were about to build and ſettle here. 
In the Conqueror's Time it was the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Earl of Mallent's and Leice- 
fer, and contained then four Hides and 
a Church. In the General Survey it is 
written Snitefeld, and was the Frechold of 
one Sexi, before the coming of the Nor- 
mans. After the Earl of Mallent's Death, 
it came to Henry de Newburgh, Earl of 
Warwick, his Brother, and deſcended to 
his Son Roger, Earl of Warwick, who gave 
one Hide of the Lands lying here, with 
two Parts of the Tithes of the Incloſures, 
tothe Collegiate Church of Warwick, as 
alſo the Paunage of the Woods here, Earl 
Koger enfeoffed Hugh Fitz-Rithard with . 
the Manor, who gave it to the Church of 
St. Sepulchres at Warwick, and then granted 
it over to William Cummiz, wha in K. Hen- 
I's Time, wrote himſelf, Dominus de 
nitenesfeld, to whom ſucceeded” Walter, 


his Brother's Son. He gave certain Lands 


lying here, to the Monks of Borde 
His Grandfon William was the ſaſt Ma 
of the Family, but leaving a Daugh- 
ter and Heir, Margery, who marry*d

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John de Cantilupe, brought her Eſtate into 
His Family. He had his Seat here, and 
is certified to have had one Knight's Fee 
in this Place, but held it of Thomas de 
Elinton, under the Earl of Warwick. This 

hn procur'd a Weekly Market in this 

own upon Wedneſday, anda Fair Yearty 
on the Eve, * and Morrow of 8. Ke- 
nelm, July 16. To this John and Margery, 
ſucceeded John their Son, who was a Per- 
fon of Eminency, both as a Soldier and a 
Stateſman 3 for he was in the memorable 
Battle of Fawkirk, 26 Edu. 1. and one 
of the Juſtices for Gaol-delivery, Oc. He 
had a Son named John, who was knighted, 
but dying before his Father, 'Sir John the 
elder entaib'd this Manor upon Eleanor his 
Daughter, then the Wife of Thomas Weſt, 
and the Heirs of their Bodies, paying him 
and Maud his Wife, 40 J. Sterling per Ann. 
during their Lives, with Remainder 
to his right Heirs. Thomas and Eleanor, 
being thus brought into Poſſeſſion of it, 
procured a Charter for a Change of the 
Marker from Wedneſday to Tueſday, and 
to enlarge the Fair five Days more after 
S. Kenelm, as alſo for Free - Warren, to 
them and their Heirs, in all their De- 
meſne Lands here. Their Son and Heir 


Thomas, was a Knight, and paſſed away 


this Manor to Sir William Beauchamp, Kt. 
and his Heirs, in exchange for the Manors 


of Nemwenton-Tony and Stretford-Tony in 


Wiltſhire, reſerving 100. per Ann. out of it 
to himſelf and his Heirs. This Sir Wil- 
liam, was afterwards Lord Bergavenny, and 
at his Death, leſt. it his Son and Heir 
Richard, then but fourteen Years of Age. 
His Relic Joan, had it in Dowry for Life, 
and aſter her, Richard enjoyed it awhile; 
but from him it became Edward Plan- 


. fnginet*s, Earl of Warwick, who being at- 


tainted r Hen. 7. it was ſeized by the 
Crown, and coming into Henry VIIPs 
Hands, was by that King granted out to 
Richard  Mariſon, Eſq; and his Heirs, 
Reg. 37. who ſold it to Join Hales, a 


wealthy Man of Coventry, in whoſe Heirs 


it was in King Charles I's: Reign, and is 
probably ſtill. \h | 

The Church, dedicated' to St. Fames, 
was: giyen, to the Canons of St, Sepulchres 


at Warwick, by Hugh Fita - Ri | 
above ſaid; but 1 Gy 
between the Canons and William Cn? 
the Rector, about the Right of Prefer. 
tation; Roger, Biſhop of Worcefter, and 
Adam, Abbot of Eve/ am, determined it 
thus, viz, That William ſhould pay the 
Canons a Mark yearly, and when theRe. 
ftory happened to be void, ſhould preſent 
thereunto, either himſelf or his Heirs zbut 
the Parſon ſo choſen, ſhould promiſe to 
the Canons to make a juſt Payment yer. 
ly of the faid Sum. Walter Stapleton 
Biſhop of Exeter, obtained afterwards 
the perpetual Patronage of this Church 
from Walter Cantelupe, and in exchange 
for it, gave them certain Meſſuages and 
Lands in St. Clement Danes, London, with 
the Ad vowſon of St. Clement's Church, 
for which the Canons got K. Edward11's 
Licence to appropriate it to them, The. 
mas Cobham being then Biſhop of Wy. 
cefter. In the North Window of the 
Church, is the Effigies of Thomas dt Cau- 
d . Biſhop of Hereford, in his Ponti - 
ficalsz and in the Eaſt Window of the 
North Ifle, are the Arms of the Clintons, 
Earls of Huntington, and Cantelupes of 
this Place. 

Spernall, anciently written Spernoure, 
was in the Conqueror's Reign the Eſlate 
of William .Buenvaſleth, and held of bim 
by one Hugh, and was certified to coniain 
two Hides' of Land, and a Mill, with 
Woods three Furlongs in Length and one 
in Breadth. From him, but by what 
Means we cannot find, it paſſed to Hen- 
ry de Newburgh, the firſt Earl of War- 
wick, of the Norman Line, and his Po- 
ſterity continu'd for ſome Time Lords 
of it; but the Durvaſſals had a Grant 
thereof from one of them to hold of him 
in Sargeanty by the Service of attend- 
ing upon that Earl and his Heirs, at 
the Caſtle of Warwick, or any other af 
his Seats, where he or they did reſide, 
at Chriſtmas, Faſter, and n then 
and there to perform the of his 
chief Butler.at thoſe Times, for which 
they were to receive à certain Fee. This

Time, and left a Son named John, who 
was a Man of Note in his Country, viz. 
a Juſtice of Aſize, and Gaol-Delivery, 
a Conſervator of the Peace, a Knight, Oc. 
His Heir and Succeſſor was Sir Roger Dur- 
waſſal, Kt. whoſe Son was Philip, the Fa- 
the Father of Thomas, who was one of the 
Coroners, (an Office at this Time of great 


Repute) ſor this County, about the Be- 


ginning of King Edward II's Reign. 
His Heir and Succeſſor was John Dur vaſſal, 
whoſe Son was Nicholas Durvaſſal, who 
leaving no Iſſue Male, Eleanor his Daugh- 
ter, inherited this and His other Eſtates 
and marrying to John Hole of Yardley, 
brought them into his Family, and. his 
Son Halter Holt inherited them. He en- 
ſeoffed John Reve, Vicar of Coughton with 
it; who dying before it was paſs'd out of 
him, Thomas Reve, his Brother, inherited 
it as his Heir. This Thomas, not long 
after, quitted all his Right in it to Wil- 
liam Wybbe, Eſq; and his Heirs, 7 Hen. 6. 
who being invited to it by the Affection 
John Throkmorton, Eſq; had to it, becauſe 
of its Nearneſs to his other Lands, ſold it 
to him at the greater Price, It ſeems, 
when this Purchaſe was made, that Henry 
Beaumont, in the Right of Joan his Wife, 
one of the Coheirs of William Dur vaſſal, 
Brother to the above mentioned Nickolas, 
had ſome Title to certain Lands in this 
Manor, which Mr. Throkmorton, to make 
his Purchaſe compleat, bought; and ſo 
now, the whole is poſſeſſed. by the De- 
ſcendents of the ſaid Mr. Throkmorton, 
unleſs lately alienated. | 

The Church here was formerly a Cha- 
pel unto Coughton, which belonged to the 
Canons of Studley ; to whom therefore, 
Henry Biſhop of Worceſter order'd, that the 
Profits of the Burials'of ſuch of the In- 
habitants as were not of a-free Condition, 
thould accrue, and ſhortly after- happen'd 
a violent Peſtilence,. which ſwept away

Avenon, and their Heirs, by 
the Name of the Manor, Farm, and Grange 
of Songer-Grange, and. is now, or lately 


was, poſſeſſed: by the Family of Throk- 


mor tons of Haſeley in this County, deſcen- 
dents of the aboveſaid.Clement.. | 
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Studley, a Lordſhip, within which were 
four Hamlets, Mapleborough, Skilts, Holt, 
and Padliongre, (of which we have ſpoken 
above.) In the Conqueror's Time, the 
greateſt Part of it, viz. four Hides (in 
which ſtood the Church, and a Mill) was 
the Eſtate of William the Son of Corbucion, 
and in them was a Furnace for making 
Salt; and Woods in Length a Mile, and 
half a Mile in Breadth : Al which, be- 
fore the Conqueſt, were the Freehold of 
one Swain, But the other Part, in the 
Confeſſor's Time, belonged to one Codric, 
from whom being taken by the Normans, 
it was given to William Buenvaſteth, This 
Part containeth but one Hide, and ſome 
Woods three Furlongs in Length, and two 
in Breadth. William the Son of Corbucion, 
was at this Time a Man of large Poſſeſ- 
ſions in this and other Counties; and he, 
or ſome of his Deſcendants, had a Caſtle 
Here, (of which there are ſtill ſome Re- 
mains) in which was their principal 
Seat. He is thought to have been Sheriff 
of this County, ſome part of the Conque - 
ror's Reign. Robert Corbuſceon his Son, 
ſucceeded him in his great Eſtate z but it 
ſeems that when Henry de Newburgh was 
made Earl of Warwick, it was taken from 
him, and given to that Earl; for Peter 
His Brother, ( who is written ſometimes 
Peter Fitx-Villiam, ſometimes Peter Cor- 
Sexon, and at other Times Peter de Stud- 
tey) tho? he is ſaid to have held ten Knights 
Fees, de Veteri Feofmento, (which was his 
Father's Eſtate doubtleſs ) yet he held 
them of that Earl, and was obliged to 
reſtore them to Waleran Earl of Warwick, 
Henry's Grandſon. This Peter was a de- 
vout Man, according to his Time; and 
beſides what he gave to other Religious 
Houſes, gave to the Knights Templars a 
Mill, and certain Lands here, and foun- 
ded the Monaſtry in this Town, of which 
we ſhall ſpeak hereafter. His Son Peter 
ſucceeded him, but alienated ſo many 
Parcels of it, ſome to the Tenants of the 
Manor, and others to the Mont forts, into 
which Family he marry'd his Daughter 
Emme, as alſo the Homage and Services 
of ſome of the Tenants of the Manor, to

his only Daughter Felicia, marry'd to 
John Barret of Shelfhull, the Vicar paſſed 
the Premiſſes to them, 9 Rich. 2. and by 
their Heirs Female, it paſſed to one Mr, 
Hunt, in King Henry VIII's Time, wheſe 
Poſterity do now, or lately did, poſſeſs 
it, with the Site of the above mention'd 
Caſtle. 

The Church here, upon the Foundi- 


tion of the Monaſtry of this Place, vas 


appropriated to the Canons of it, and 4 
Vicarage appointed, yet not endow'd with 
any Tithes, but only a Stipend of cight 
Pounds a Vear, to be paid to the Incum- 
bent for the Time being. In the Church 
was a Chantry, founded 7 Hen.

12 a Town in Kineton Hundred, but 
Jong ſince ſcparated from it, and become 
an independent Manor. Before the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, Edwin, Earl of Mercia, 
was Lord of it, as a Part of Brailes, in 
which becauſe it was involved, it is not 
particularly mentign'd in the Conque- 
ror's Survey ; tho chere is no doubt but 


that it contained a great Part of the 


46 Hides, which were then certified to 
be in Brailes, beſides the Woods which 
were then given in to be no Jeſs than 
three Miles in Length and two in Breadth, 
all which ſeems to be included in this 
Town, which is moſtly Wood Land. At 
the Conqueſt, William the Norman ſeiz'd on 
Earl Edwwin's Lands, and gave Brailes with 
this Lordſhip appendant, to Henry Neu- 
burgh, when he advanc'd him. to the 
Earldom of Warwick. This Earl, or his 
Succeſlor Roger (who is moſt likely) gave 
the Church here (then called the Chapel 
of Tanworth) to the Canons of Kenil- 
worth, and Simon Biſhop of Worceſter 
confirmed it to them. The Manor con- 
tinuing in the Poſſeſſion of the ſucceed - 
ing Earls; was 9 John, aſſign'd with other 
Eſtates to Alice the Widow of Earl Wale- 
xan, to hold in Dower during her Liſe, 
and ſo again to Ela the Widow of Earl 
Thomas, 26 Hen, 3, And though upon an 
Agreement between William Mauduit, and 
Alice his Wife, and John de Pleſſats, Coun - 
teſs of Warwick his Wife, it was ſettled 
upon John de Pleſſets, for Life, in caſe 

he ſurviv'd Margery yet Ela till en- 
Joy'd it, and had a Charter of Free -War- 
ren granted her for Life here, 36 Hen. z. 
and having married Phillip Baſſet, ob-

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her Husband's, in caſe he ſhould ſurvive 
her. How long it continu'd thus ſettled 
we find not; but are ſure that William 
Beauchamp, who by Marriage of the Hei- 
reſs of the Mauduits became Earl of War- 
wick, did, 13 Edu. 1. claim a Court Leet, 
Aſkze of Bread and Beer, Free Warren, 
Gallows,  Infangthef, Tumbrell, and 
Weifs, within this Lordſhip by Preſcrip- 
tion, and was allowed them all, though 
Ela had net as yet reſign'd her Intereſt in 
it, as ſhe did afterwards, 17 Edu. 1. In 

Edu. 2. it was in the King's Hands, 

y Reaſon of the Minority of Thomas, 
the Heir of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick; but was ſoon after aſſigned 
with his other Eſtates, to Hugh Deſpenſer 
the elder, to hold *till Thomas came of 
Age. He entailedit upon his Iſſue Male, 
and in his Poſterity it continu'd *till 
3 Hen.. 7. when it came to. the Crown, 
where it remain'd *till King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 36, ſold it to Sir George Throkmor- 
ton, to hold in Capite, by the 20th Part 
of a Knight's Fee. In his Family it con- 
tinu'd, *till his Deſcendent Thomas Throk- 
morton Eſqz by virtue of an At of Par- 
liament, 2 Fac. 1. ſold it to Andreu Ar- 
cher, Eſq; in whoſe Poſterity it doth 
ſtill continue, or lately was. 


| The Church of this Place, dedicated t 


S. Mary Magdalene, was originally a Chapel 
belonging to Brailes, and therewith grant- 
ed to the Canons of Kenilworth, in King 


H. V's Time, but hath had the Reputation. 


of a Church from King John's Time 3 
for then it was agreed berween them and 

Waleran,. Earl of Warwick, that at every 
Preſentation the Earl ſhould have the No- 

mination of a Clerk, and the Canons pre- 
ſent him to- the Biſhop, upon Condition, 
that the Canons ſhould be paid yearly two 
Marks of Silver by the Incumbent. The 
Glebe was given by Walter de Walvarding- 
ton, about the Beginning of K. Henry III's 

Time, and con ſiſted of a Meſſuage, with 
the Appurtenances in. this Town. In 
14 Edw. 3. all the Intereſts of the Earl of 
Warwick, and the Canons, were paſſed over 
to William de Clinton, Earl of Huntington, 
the two Marks above mentioned being 


reſerved. to the Canons, and a Vicarage 
| ordained: 
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ordained by the Biſhop of Vorreſter, who 
beſtowed the Advowſon, with all its 


Appurtenances, on the Priory of Max- 
ftoke, the Canons of which procured the 


Appropriation of the great Tithes to them 


at the ſame Time. In 30 Hen, 8. when 
the Priory of Maxſtoke-was diſſol v'd, the 
Advowſon of the Vicarage, with the Site 
of the Monaſtry, was given to Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, from whom 
they both came in Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, to Andrew Archer, Eſq; in whoſe 
Deſcendents they remain ſlill, or not 
long ſince did. In the Church is a Mo- 
nument, the Effigies being in full Big- 
neſs, for Margaret the Wife of Andrew 
Archer, an eminent Benefactrix to the 
Poor and Sick, who died Auguſt 13, 1614, 
and ſeveral monumental Inſcriptions for 
Richard Folwode, and Agnes his Wife, 
which Richard, dy'd in 1502. Robert 
Folwode, and Margaret his Wife; which 
Robert, was a Perſon excellently well 
skilled in our Common Law, and dy'd 
Oftober 20, 1531. Edward Archer, Gent. 
a Friend to the Poor, who dy'd Februa- 
ry 18, 1592. Richard Dolfin, and Eliza- 
beth the Daughter of Edward Griffin, Eſq; 
who dy'd October 7, 1608. And in the 
Windows of it are the Arms of Moubray, 


Mont fort, Tuchet, Haſftang, Creawenhale ; 


and in the Chancel Windows, Beaucham ps, 
Clinton, Archer, and Waring. 

In ͤ this Church were antiently two 
Chantries, one of them at the Altar of 
the Bleſſed Virgin, founded by Robert Fol- 
ode, firſt Vicarof it. After the Church 
became appropriated to the Canons of Max- 


tobe, he granted to one Ranulph de Ful- 


wood, and the Heirs of his Body, two 
Meſſuages, with all the Lands and Tene- 
ments thereunto belonging, both in this 
Parifh, to find a competent Prieſt, of good 
Converſation, choſen by twelve of the 
Principal Inhabitants of the Town, to 
celebrate Divine Service daily in this 
Church, at the Altar-of the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin, for all the Living and dead of this 
Pariſh ; as alſo for all the Beneſactors to 
this Church and Chantry, and ſay a 
Placebo and Dirige, daily, with a ſpecial 
£ommendation of him the ſaid Aubert, 


and his Heirs ; and if the fa 
Folwode ſhould happen to 1 ran 
Iffue, then the ſaid Meſſuages ſhould re. 
main to John Lodbroke, and his Heirs 15 
on the like Terms, and ſo to others, 35 
other Chantry, at the Altar of S. Kah. 
rine, was founded by one Thomas Collins 
14 Rich, 2. who gave divers Lands ta 
Thomas Archer, John Fulwode, and others, 
in Truſt, to find two Prieſts to celebrate 
Divine Service here for ever; but not 
having the King's Licenſe for his ſo do- 
ing, they were ſeized by that King 
v.. Rich. 2. and given to one John Set, 
who aſſign'd them over, by Patent pranted 
by King Henry IV. to one Roſe Montfort 
a greatWoman in this Pariſh, to the Intent 
that She, or her Heirs, ſhould provide and 
maintain two'Chantry Prieſts, to celebrate 
Divine Service daily in this Church, at 
the Altar of our Lady, for King He, 
his Mothers Queen, her the ſaid Roſe, and 
her Anceſtors and Heirs, and all other 
BenefaRors to the ſaid Chantry. The Ad- 
vowſon of this Chantry deſcended from 
the ſaid Roſe Montfort, to the Catesby; 
but Sir William Catesby being attainted 
1 Hen. 7. the Advowſon was granted by 
that King, to Sir James Blount, and the 
Heirs Male of his Body, At the Diſſo- 
lution ot the Religious Houſes, 37 Hen. 8. 
the Lands of both theſe Chantries were 
granted (after they had remain'd in the 
Crown ſome Years) 7 Edu. 6, to Keneln 
Element, and John Throkmorton, Eſq; and 
their Heirs, by Patent. | 
Temple-Grafton, or as it was before it had 
that Name, called Grafton-Superior, as Ar- 
dens- Grafton, before mention d, was called 
Grafton-Inferior, was one of thoſe Towns 
that was given to the Abby of Eveſhan, 
ſhortly after the Foundation of it; but 
thro' the Coveteouſneſs of certain Potent 
Men, was taken away from thoſe Monks, 
with divers other Lands, long before the 
Conqueſt ; and ſo being in Lay-Hands, 
was taken away from them by King l- 
liam 1. and given to ſome of his Followers, 
who at the making of the general Sur- 
vey, certified, that it contain'd five Hides 
of Land, and a Church, and was then. of 
ſeſſed by Osborn Fita: Richard, whoſe 45 
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was one. Cilebert; but it was 
W Days held by Mervin 
2 , and Tofti, being written in 
Scotin, Toti, 101, 
that Record by Miſtake Grafton, for doubt- 
leſs the original Name was Greavefone, 
from Greaves, i. e. Buſhes, We do not 
find any certain Grounds to believe, that 
the Monks of Eveſham were ever in Poſ. 
ſeſſion of it; for in the Time of King 
Henry I. or ſoon after, Bernard de Graf- 
ton, was the Owner of it. When it had 
the Name of Temple-Grafton firſt, we can- 
not diſcover. The Name ſeems to import, 
that it did then belong to the Templers; 
but we do not find it mentioned in the Sur- 
vers of their Lands taken 31 Hen. 2. or 
1 Edu. 2. and yet it is certain, that af- 
terwards it belonged to the Knights Hoſ- 
pitallers, upon whom the Templers Lands 
were beſtowed, and ſaid to be given them 
by Henry, the Son of Bernard de Grafton, 
1 Rich, 1. but he was not the Heir ot the 
ſaid Bernard, but Ralph, who dying with- 
out Iſſue, and poſſeſſed of an Hide of Land 
here, Ralph Boteler of Overſley, ſeized upon 
it, and had aTrial with Henry de Beresford, 
about the Title, to whom he loſt it, and 
Henry enjoy'd it; but to ſecure his Right, 
obtained the Intereſt of Margaret the 
Daughter of William de Grafton. This 
Henry dying without Iſſue, all he had de- 
ſcended to Henry de Nasford, his Siſter's 
Son, who 36 Hen. 3. was certified to hold 
it of the Earls of Warwick, by the Ser- 
vice of half a Knight's Fee. But this 
Henry did not enjoy it long, for the Hoſ- 
?itallers got Poſſeſſion of it ſoon after 
and further, having in 31 Hen. 3. ob- 
tained two Meſſuages and ten Acres of 
Land, and one of Meadow, from one Tho« 
was Salopesbury, and Idonea his Wife, they 
became ſole Lords of Grafton, but held it 
of the Earl of Warawick, by the Service of 
one Knight's Fee. At the Diſſolution, 
this Lordſhip, with the other Lands of 
the Hoſpitallers, came to the Crown, 
30 Hen, 8, and by that King was ſold to 
William Sheldon, Eſqz and John Draper, 
Gent. by the Name of the Manor of Temple- 
Crafton, with the Reftery and Advowſon 
of the Vicarage z which being purchaſed 
other Lands, with upon the Diviſion, 


allotted to Mr. Draper, who gave the Ma- 
nor to Robert his younger Son; but di(- 
| wg of the ReQtory, with the Advow- 
on of the Vicarage, to his Son Richard, 
who having no Iſſue, left them to his two 
Siſters, Ann, and I/abel, and their Heirs; 
but Robert left the Manor to his Son i- 
liam, who having no Iſſue, ſettled it upon 
Brace Sheldon, his Wife's Brother, 


Of the Church dedicated to St. Andreu, 


we find nothing, but that upon the Col- 
leftion of the Nones of Sheafe, Wool, and 
Lamb, 14 Edu. 3. it was rated at 61. 13s. 
and 44. and 26 Henry 8. certified to be 
appropriated to the Knights Hoſpitallers, 
who found ſome ſtipendiary Prieſt to 
ſerve the Cure for ſuch an Allowance as 
they pleaſed, for there was none ſettled, 
Tidington, an Hamlet belonging to the 
Church of Worcefter in the Saxons Time, 
but involv'd (as our Antiquaries think) 
in the Manor of Alveſton; becauſe in the 
Year 98 5, Biſhop Oſwald, by the Conſent 
of King Ethelred, and Alfrix, Earl of 
Mercia, paſſed a Leaſe of it to Eadric 
his Servant, for three Lives, it conſiſt- 
ing then of five Dwellings ; but in the 
Cunqueror's Survey there is no particular 
mention of it, neither is there found any 
other Account of it, *till 8 Edu. 3. 
when upon a Taxation of a F ifteenth 
and a Tenth, it was certified to bear 
ſomewhat a greater Proportion than Al- 
veſton it ſelf; yet it was not a diſtin Ma- 
nor from it, tho' a Member of it, and 
as ſuch paſſed from the Crown in 33 H. 8. 
to the Hein and Chapter of Worceſter, 
and. is at this Day reputed a Parcel 
thereof. | | 
Ullenkale, the Poſſeſſion of Waga the 
Saxon, in King Edward the Confeſſor's 
Days ; but after the Conqueror's Settle- 


ment, was held by Robert de Stafford, - 


and when the general Survey was taken, 
wherein it is written Holehale, it was 
certified to contain one Hide, with Woods 
half a Mile in Length, and one Furlong 
in Breadth. From this Robert, or his 
Son Nicholas, did Roger, Earl of Warwick 
obtain it, who enfeoffed one Koger with 
it, and he reſiding here, took upon him 
the Name of Ulehale, From him deſcend- 
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ed certain Male Branches, ho continu'd 
till King Edward I's Time, if not 
longer; and of them, Robert, Grandchild 
to the ſaid Roger, wrote himſelf Domi- 
nus de Holenhale, and was certified 36 H. 3. 
to hold the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here of the Earl of Warwick. But 
ſoon after this, we find the Family of 
Montforts in Poſſeſſion of it; for Peter 
de Montfort did about that Time confirm 
the Grant of ſeveral particular Parcels of 
Land lying here, and given by ſome 
petty Freeholders, to the Monks of Wot- 
ton. In this Family of Montforts it con- 
tinued 'till 10 Henry 7. when by the 
Attainder of Sir Simon Mont fort, it came to 
the Crown, and was by that King, Reg. 12. 
granted with divers other Lordſhips in 
this County, to Gerald, Earl of Kildare, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, and their Heirs 
Male; which Grant, King Henry VIII. 
confirmed, Reg. 2. Sir James FitzGerald 
Kt. their Son, inherited it; but by his 
Attainder, in King Henry VIIPs Days, it 
returned again to the Crown, and was 
by Queen Mary, Reg. 1. granted to Michael 
Throkmorton, Eſqz a younger Son of Sir 
Robert Throkmorton of Coughton, Kt. who 
dying ſeiz'd thereof, 5 and 6 Phil. and 
Mar. 1. left Francis his Son and Heir, 
whoſe Son Fohn ſold it to Mr. Bolton, a 
Citizen of London. 

Here is a fair Chapel, dedicated to the 
Bleſſed Virgin, to which the Vicars of 
Wotton, for the Time being, have from 
ancient Times uſed to find a Prieſt at 
their own proper Charge, to celebrate 
Divine Service. In it is a ſplendid Mo- 
nument on the North Side, for Francis 
Throkmorton, Eſqz, who dy'd in the Year 
1617, 15 Jac. 1. 

Umberſlade, an ancient Manor-Houſe, 
which was in King Henry II's Time 
given partly by Henry Vilers, Sewer to 
William Earl of Warwick, (in which 
Grant it is called Ombreſlade) and partly 
by Roger de Hulehale, to Robert Archer, 
and Seliit his Wife. William their Son in- 
herited this Houſe, and obtained a Bull 
from Pope Gregory IX. dated 19 Hen. 3.

berſlade, paying therefore to him and his 
Heirs, twelve Broad Arrow-Heads, and a 
couple of Capons, yearly, Thomas his Son 
ſucceeded him, and his Son Thomas did 
him. He was one of the *Squires to The. 
mas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, and 
gave Licence to Richard de Montfort, to 
amortize certain Lands lying in Tanwrth, 
for the Founding of a Chantry in the 
Chapel of our Lady and St. Theme the 
Martyr, in the Church of Lapworth, 
He had a ſpecial Grant from Pope Boni- 
face IX. for making Choice of a Confeſ- 
ſor that might pronounce a Plenary In- 
dulgence to himſelf, and Agnes his Wife, 
of all their Sins, whereof with contrite 
Hearts they ſhould make Confeſſion at 
the Time of their Death. To him ſuc 
ceeded Richard his Son, who was Sheriff 
of Stafford/hire z and having marry'd Alice 
the Daughter of William Lee of Stotfold in 
that County, dy'd there, but was bury'd 
in the Church of St. Mary Magdalen at 
Tanworth, in which Pariſh this Houſe it 
To him ſucceeded three Fohns, and after 
them a Richard, one of the 1 of 
the Body to King Henry VIII. whoſe 
great Grandchild Sir Simon Archer, Kt.

the E date of three Frecholders of Earl 
Aſter this, it came to the Earls

From him it paſſed to Hugh 
Azuilien, who dying ſeiz'd thereof, left it 
to his Siſters, by one of which it came 
to Sir William Whitenton, who in ſeveral 
Grants, wrote himſelf Dominus de Upton. 
From him it deſcended to Cuy Whitenton, 
and from him to Thomas, who leaving on- 
1y Daughters and Coheirs, it doth not ap- 
r to whom it fell, if it were divided. 
Near this Village is a notable Hill and 
Coppice, called by the Common People, 
Alcocks Arbour, of which, they tell as 
notable a Story, but ſo fabulous, that we 
ſhall paſs it over 3 asalfo Grove · Hill, from 
which iſſueth a very pleaſant Spring, 
anciently calledCaldwell, being remarkable 
for an Hermitage that ſtood by it, and was 
given by Ralph de Boteler of Overſley, to 
Alceſter Priory. | 

Walcote, an Hamlet belonging to the 
Manor of Haſeler, in which, Part of 
Glebe, and ſome of the Tithes, with other 
Profits, were in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry VI. and ancienty had been belonging 
to the Church of that Pariſh. 

Warwens-Moor, mentioned in certain 
Writings, dated 9 Edw. 2. and 8 Hen. 8. 
wherein it is reckoned a Member of the 
Manor of Wotton. 

Welcomb, an Hamlet belonging to Straf« 
ford upon Avon, It had its Name origi- 
nally from the Spring riſing in that deep 
Valley, which now beareth the Name of 
Welcomb. It is not mention'd in any 
Records, but in the Tax-Rolls of 8 Ed. 3. 
and 20 Hen. 6. and in the Survey of 
26 Hen. 8, where. it is ſaid to be a Member 
of Old Stratford. 

Withele, a Lordſhip, wherewith the Ab- 
by of Eveſham was at its Foundation en- 
dowed by 8. Egwin, and of which the 
Monks of that Houſe were poſſeſſed in 
the Conqueror's Reign, as appears. by 
the general Survey then made, wherein 
it is written Vilelei, and certified to con- 
tain three Hides of Land, which were 
held in King Henry W's Time of thoſe 


with it, whoſe Succeſſor Maurice de 
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Monks, by Ranulph de Kine warton, The 
Abbot of Eveſham afterwards, viz. 13 Ed. i. 


challenged a Court Leet, with the Aflize 


of Bread and Beer, and ſome other Privi- 
leges here, and they were allow'd him. 


About the fame Time, Malculine Muſard, 


or fome of his Anceſtors, obtained an 
Eſtate, in Fee of this Manor of thoſe 
Monks, which upon Malculine's Outlawry, 
in King Edward II's Reign, eſcheated 
to the Monks again, with a Releaſe of 
all his Right therein to them; but he 
ſoon got a Pardon, and notwithſtanding 
Malculine's Releaſe; John Muſard, his Son 
and Heir, made ſo good a Claim to it, 
thit the Abbot was forced to come to 
an Agreement with him, in 23 Edw. 2. 
by which, Muſard, for ſome Conſidera- 
tion, wholly quitted his Claim to it. 
After this, the Monks of Eveſham, 13 Ri. 2. 
purchaſed two Mefſuages, one Yard Land 
and an Half, and three Acres of Meadow 
in this Place, of one Thomas Patty, a 
Freeholder, and added to the Manor, 
which they enjoy'd 'till the Diſſolution 
of their Abby, 35 Hen. 8. when coming 
to the Crown, they were granted by that 
King's Letters Patent, to Maud Lane, 
and her Heirs, to be held in Capite by 
the 26th Part of a Knight's Fee. Maud 
the ſame Year ſold them to Nicholas For- 
reſcue, Eſqz Groom Porter then to the 
King, who dy'd ſeiz'd thereof, 3 Edu. 6. 
leaving them to his Son William, whoſe 
Deſcendents at Cokehill in Worceſterſhire 
do, or lately did inherit it. | 
Whitley, a Lordſhip, poſſeſſed in the 
Conqueror's Time by. Robert de Stad ford, 
and then certified to contain three Hides 
of Land, held of him by one Drogo (now 
call'd Drew) with a Mill, and Woods ex- 
tending half a Mile in Length and. two 
Furlongs in Breadth, being before the 
Conqueſt the Inheritance of three Bro- 
thers. Drozo is ſuppoſet'to' have been 4 
Norman, and Servant to Robert de Stad- 


ford, and having fix'd his Reſidence — 4 


his Poſterity affum'd the Name of I 
tey, from the Place; and ſome of them 
removing to Offord, and Faluood, in the 
Pariſh of Tanworrh, (now called Cley- 
Hall) took their Denomination from thence .

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Of this Family was one Thomas Whitley, 
whoſe Son Robert, in Conſideration of ten 
Marks in Silver, paſſed away all his In- 
tereſt in this Lordſhip, to Peter de Mont- 
fort, in King Henry III's Reign. This 


Peter, (Lord alſo of Beldeſert) not long 


after, granted to Roger the Son of Herr 
de Whitley (who alſo took his Name from 
the Place, and was not deſcended of the 
above mentioned Thomas de Whitley ) and 
his Heirs, all thoſe Lands and Rents which 
he the ſaid Roger held of him within the 
PrecinAs of this Place, reſerving to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs, a yearly Rent of two 
Pair of White Gloves, certain Aids, Suit 
of Court, Oc. In the Reign of King John, 
Anno 13. this Lordſhip being certified as 
Part of the Honour of Stafford, anſwer'd 
for three Parts of a Knight's Fee; but in 
36 Hen. 3. for no more than two Pa 
William Durevaſſal and Roger de Whitley 
at that Time holding it of Peter Mont- 
fort, who, tho' he held it of Robert de 
Stafford, yet was the only known Lord at 
that Time, as his Poſterity continued for 
ſome Deſents ; for in 13 Edu, 1. the ſame 
Peter claimed Free-Warren, Oc. and was 
allowed them here; and 24 Edu. 1. his 
Son John de Montfort, dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 
and then there was certified to be ſeven 
Freeholders in it, who paid 30 5. a Year 
Rent. But this, notwithſtanding John de 
Whitley, 38 Edu. 3. and 5 Rich, 2. wrote 
Himſelf Dominus de Whitley, we ſuppoſe 
as Meſne-Lord under Montfort. This John 
had Iſſue Rirhard de Whitley, who quitted 
all the Intereſt he had here to Joan Beau- 
champ, Lady Bergavenny, and other Feof- 
fees in Truſt, for John Harewel, then a 
Minor; who 7 Hen. 5. being come to 
Man's Eſtate, ' wrote himſelf Lord of 
Whitley. His Poſterity continued Owners 
of it ſome Time; but 17 Hen. 7. John 
Harewell paſſed it by the Name of the 
Manor of Mie, to John Grevil, Thomas 
Truſſel, and other Feoffees; and after- 
wards 17 Hen. 8. Roger Harenwell, in Con- 
Jideration of 601, fold it abſolutely to 
John Smith, one of the Remembrancers in 
the Exchequer, and at length a Baron of 
that Court, in whoſe Poſlerity it is, or 
lately was, | 
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Wilmecote, the Lordſhip and 
Osborn Fitz.* Richard, in the *r 
Reign, when it was certified to contain three 
Hides of Land, which were then held by 
one Urſo, but before the Normans coming, 
were the Freehold of Leurinus Doda. The 


Name is thought to have been taken from 


ſome ancient Inhabitant in the Sn 
Times. In King John's Reign, Anno 6. 
it is written, Wilmundecote, and certified 
to be Part of thoſe Lands, which Certain 
Normans (of whom Brifto Camerariut was 
Lord) had in England, but were ſeiz'd for 
their adhering to the King of France. In

ſter of the ſame. n 

Wixford, or Wicksford, and Morehall, 
a Lordſhip, part of the Poſſeſſions of thoſe 
who were reputed Earls of Warwick in 
the Saxon Times, was by Ufa, one of that 
Number, (call'd Potens Homo, and Vice- 
comes ſuper Warwickſhire, in the Regiſter 
of Eveſham ) given to the Monaſtry of 
Eveſham, together with his Body there to 
be bury'd, about the Year of Chriſt 974, 
17 Edgar. Godwin Earl of Kent, a power- 
ful Man in his Time, having purchaſed 
this Abby of King | Ethelred, for 300 
Marks, put out the Monks, and -put in 
ſecular Prieſls, who granted this Manor 
to Wulfgeat, the Son and Succeſſor of the 
above mention'd Ufa for Life, upon Con- 
dition that it ſhould afterwards return to 
them, with all the Stuck upon it z but 
notwithſtanding this plain Agreemen 
the Succeſſors of Wulfgeat detained it till 
the Time of King Edward the Confeſſor 5 
when Agel-wine the Abbot, purchac'd it 
again of Wygod, the Succeſſor of Wulfgeat, 
for a valuable Price. Being thus repoſ- 
ſeſſed by the Monks, it was certified at 
the Time of the Survey's being taken, to 
contain 5 Hides of Land, a Mill, and 
Woods one Furlong in Length, and half a 
one in Breadth. In that Record it is 
written M itelaves ford, from one Witelaff, 
the ancient Poſſeſſor. In William Rufus 's 
Reign, Abbot Robert, without the Con- 
ſent of his Covent, paſſed it away in 
Fee Farm, to Ralph Boteler of Overſley; 
t whoſe Death, the Extent of this Lord - 
ſhip, 15 Edu. 1. was found to be, X.

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and in 2 Rich. 2. was made over to John 
de Morehall, who took his Name from it; 
and after him, for want of Iſſue, to Tho- 
mas Morehall, with Remainder to John de 
Clopton, in right of Julian his Wife, who 
at length inherited it, as did her Heirs, 
for ſome Succeſſions ; till Iſſue Male 
failing in Sir William Clopton, his youngeſt 
Daughter and Coheir Foan marry'd to 
John Burgh, obtain'd it in the Diviſion 
with her Siſter Agnes, to whoſe Poſterity 
it remain'd. | 

The Chapel dedicated to S. Milburge, 
now reputed and uſed as a Pariſh Church, 
originally belonged to Salfford, and fo was 
given by King Henry I. to the Canons of 
Kenilworth, ſoon after the Foundation of 
that Monaſtry, and confirmed to them by 
ſeveral Archbiſhops of Canterbury; yet 
after this, Ralph Boteler, 5 Steph. at his 
founding of the Priory of Alceſter, gave 
the Tithes of this Place to that Houſe, 
but by what Right and Title we know 
not; but however that be, this Grant 
rouſed the Monks of Eveſham ſo much, 
that being Lords of the Manor, they put 
in their Claim for the Patronage of the 
Chapel, as of Right belonging to them; 


t, butthe Canons of Kenilworth not yielding 


it to them, the Monks came to this A- 
greement with them, viz. That the Ca- 
nons ſhould yearly have 8s. for the 
Tithes of this Village, and all other Be- 
nefits which they have been accuſtomed 
to receive therein; except the Tithes of 
the Lands belonging to the Monks; and 
in Conſideration thereof, the Canons ſhould 
pay the 'Monks yearly ten Skillings, and 
cauſe Divine Service to be celebrated on 
Sundays, Wedneſdays, and Fridays, week- 
* This Agreement was confirm'd by 
ger Biſhop: of ' Worceſter, temp. Hen, 2. 

But the Monks of AMcefter, not being at all 
concern'd in this Agreement, they inſiſted 
upon their Right in this Chapel, and at 
length came to this Agreement with the 
Canons of Kenilworth, in the Preſence of 
John de Conſtantiir, Biſhop of Worceſter, 
and others, at the Appointment of the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, That the Monks 
ſhould have the whole Tithes of the De- 
meſne, and "Morehkall, and the 3 

. 
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thoſe of ſuch as held in Villanage, and 
the Parochial Dues. In the Church Win- 
dow of the South Iſle at the Eaft End, are 
the Arms of the Beauchamps, Earls of 
Warwick, Ferrers of Groby, Crews, and 
Earls of Cheſter; and in the Midſt of the 
ſame Ifle is a Monument for Thomas de 
Crew, Eſq; Anno 1400, and Julian his 
Wife, Anno 1411. 

In this Church was anciently a Chan- 
try, founded 26 Hen, 6. by one William 
Wolaſhull, by that King's Licence for one 
Prieſt perpetually, to celebrate Divine 
Service to the Honour of eur Lady, and 
S. John Baptiſt, in the Chapel annexed to 
it, for the good Eſtate of King Henry, 
Queen Margaret, and the ſaid William, 
during their Lives in this World, and for 
their Souls after their Departure out of 
it; with the Souls of Thomas Crew, Eſq; 
and Julian his Wife, Sir William Clopton, 
and Joan his Wife, their Parents and 


Friends; to the Maintenance of which, 
he gave in pure Alms, a certain Dwel- 


Iing-houſe call'd Priefts-Place, in this 
Village, with a Cloſe adjoining to it, of 
two Acres; but in the Survey taken 
37 Hen. 8, it is ſaid that it had no Foun- 
dation; but the Prieſt was Chaplain to 
one Dame Sibill Mitton, who procured of 
her Son and Heir Richard, to allow him 
85 6s. 84. for Term of Life, and no 
onger. | | .

37. paſſed it to Clement 
nd ſry and Alexander Avenon, and 
their Heirs. Clement left it to Fob his 
Son, 16 Fliz. who ſold it to Thomas Staun- 
ton, whoſe Poſterity do now, - or lately 
did, enjoy It. | 

The Church here is dedicated to the 
Bleſſed Virgin, and was Rebuilt in EA. 
ward IT's Time, and dedicated by Walter 
4e Maydenefton, Biſhop of Worcefter, with 
the High Altar, 9 Edw. 2. In the Win- 
dows of it are the Arms of Richard Ne- 
vill, Earl of Warwick, Verney, and Wol- 
vardington. 

Wood-Bevington, a ſmall Hamlet, ori- 
ginally belonging to Salford Priors, and 
included in it, both in the Conqueror's 
Survey, and in the Grant to the Canons 
of Kenilaworth, wherein it is called By- 
vington- Major. The ſaid Canons, in King 
Henry VIT's Time, made a Leaſe of it to 
William Grey the elder, who, in the 21ſt 
of that King's Reign, depopulated ſix Meſ- 
ſuages, and one Cottage, 30 Acres of Arable 
Land belonging be each Meſſuage, and con- 
verted them into Paſture. His Son and Suc- 
ceſſor William, ſurrendering his Father's 
Leaſe, purchaſed the Inheritance of it 
from the Canons, for a Fee-Farm Rent of 
131.135. 4d. per Ann. and in 10 Hen. 8. 
when the Statute of Incloſures was look'd 
into, rebuilt four of the Meſſuages. This 
William had Iſſue only one Daughter and 
Heir ; who marrying to Edward Ferrers, 
ſecond Son to Sir Edward Ferrers of Bad- 
Ley Clinton in this County, Kt. left only 
Daughters by him; of whom, Elizabeth, 
the eldeſt, marry'd to Thomas Randolph, 
who purchaſing the Intereſt of the other 
Siſters, became entirely the Lord of this 
Manor, and left it to - Ferrers Randolph 
their Son, one of whoſe Poſterity, we 
ae, is the Owner of it. | 

otton-Wawen, a Pariſh of a large 
Extent, the Town being a the 
Rivulet Sillshurn, and divers Villages 
ſcatter'd up and down in it, of which we 
have taken Notice in their Place. The 
Name of it ſeems to be taken from the 
Woods, among which it ſtood originally, 
being from thence called Wood-Town, and 
tor Brevity Sake, Wotton, or Wootton, ha- 
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ving the Addition of wen, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from another Village of that 
Name in this County ; from one Wagen (or 
Wawen) the Lord of it before the Vor. 
mans coming, who had his Seat here. He 
was a Man of great Quality in his Time, 
and had not only Lands of a great Ex- 
tent in this County; but in Earl Leofrick's 
Foundation-Charter of Coventry Monaſtry, 
1 Edw. Conf. he is reckon'd among the 
Primates Anglia, who were Witneſſes to 
it. But he, as great as he was, was the 
more liable to the Normans Depredations, 
when they became Maſters of all, as were 
all the wealthy Saxons ; and ſo this Wage 
(for ſo his Name is written in Domeſtay- 
Book) or Wagen, was outed of all his fair 
Lordſhips in this and other Counties ; and 
they were beſtow'd by the Conqueror on 
Robert de Stadford, who, with ſeveral 
other noble. Normans, attended Duke Wil- 
liam into England, and by their Valour, 
ſeated him on the Throne ; for which he 
rewarded him with Poſſeſſions of a vaſt 
Extent, He was deſcended from that 
great and noble Family of Tonej ; being 
the Son of Roger de Tonei, totius Norman- 
nie ſignifer, and Brother of Ralph de Tonet, 
who came over alſo at the ſame Time, 
and was engag'd in the ſame Battle. He 
made Choice of the Town of Stafford for 
his Seat, and from thence took his Sir- 
2 But this Town of Wootton was 

one of his ſmalleſt Lordſhi ps; for when 
Domeſtay-Book was made, it was certi- 
fy'd to contain feven Hides of Land, a 
Church, two Mills, and Woods extending 
two Miles in Length, and one in Breadth. 
It continu'd in the Line of the Szaffords,,. 
*till the Death and Attainder of Edward 
Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, in the 
Reign of King Henry VIII. While they 
had this Lordſhip, they were Benefactors 
to it: For Nicholas Lord Stafford, 13 Ed. 1. 
obtain'd a Charter of Free - warren for him- 
ſelf and his Heirs, in all his Demeſne 


Lands here; and Edmund his Son, 2 Ed. 2. 


was certify'd to hold this Manor of the 
King, in Capite, by Barony, and was the 
firſt of his Family that was ſummon'd to 
Parliament among the Barons. William: 


his Son and Heir, dy'd poſſeſſed of 29 
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did allo his Succeſſors, Humphrey and Hen- 
ry; which laſt leaving his Wife ſurviving, 
ſhe was aſſigned this Lordſhip among other 
Eſtates, for her Dowry. After her De- 
ceaſe, it returned to her Grandſon Henry; 
and ſo continu'd in the Family, *till Ed- 
ward Duke of Buckingham, being attaint- 
ed and beheaded, 13 Hen. 8. and his E- 
ſtates thereupon ſeized, this Lordſhip was 
given by that King, to Thomas Grey, Mar- 
queſs of Dorſet, and his Heirs; but his 
Son Henry, ( who was created Duke of 
Suffolk) being alſo attainted, 1 Mar. 1. 
this Lordſhip was given by that Queen to 
Sir John Grey, Kt. and Mary his Wife, 
and their Heirs ; of whom Dame Agnes, 
the Relict of Sir John Smith, Kt. one of 
the Barons of the Exchequer, and Francis 
Smith, her Son and Heir, purchas'd it, 
1 Eliz. and left it to their Poſter ity; of 
whom, Sir Francis Smith, Kt. obtain'd a 
Charter of Free-Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands here, 15 Jac. 1. and his Son 
Francis was made Lord Carrington, who 
was Owner of it in 1640, or thereabouts. 

Beſides, this Manor of Wotton, there 
were other Lands in this Pariſh, poſſeſſed 
by one Richard Stanford, and Tdonea his 
Wife, which had not then the Reputation 
of a Manor; but being increaſed by the 
Purchaſe of divers little Parcels of Lands, 
became at length a noted Lordſhip. This 
Richard left Iſſue John, who was, 27 Ed. 3 
Coroner of the Shire, and had Iſſue oh? 
and Maud, who being marry'd to Roger 
Harewell, Brother of John Harewell, Bi- 
ſhop of Bath and Wells, became her Bro- 
ther's Heir, and poſſeſſed all his Lands, 
to which her Deſcendents made after- 
wards ſo great Additions by Marriages 
and otherwiſe, that they were ranked 
among the ſuperior Gentry of this Shire. 
Jon Harenwell was their Son and Succeſſor; 
who being elected Coroner for the County, 
16 Kich. 2. complained to the King, that 
not being a Knight, he was not quality'd 
according to the Statute, 3 Edu. 1. c. 10. 
and ſo an Order was Nucd out to the 
Sheriff to chuſe another. Vet he was 
Eſcheater for this County, and a Juſtice 
of Peace to his Death. His Son William 
was a zealous Abettor of the Houſe of 
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Lancaſter, and taken Prifoner in 
Field, and his Eitate was thereby fo 
but thro' the Mediation of Friends and 
Money, he recover'd both his Liber 
and. Lands. John his Son ſucceeded hi 4 
and had no other Heirs but his Sifters N 
whom, Agnes the, youngeſt, being mar. 
ry'd to Sir John Smith, one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer, this Lordſhip, with other 
Eſtates, upon the Diviſion, came to him, 
and the Lord Carrington above mention'd, 
had his Seat upon it. His Deſcendents 
are, or lately were, Lords of it. 

The Church here, dedicated to 8. Pots 
was given to the Monks of Conchis in 
in Normandy, by Robert de Stadſord, ſoon 
after the Conqueſt, and appropriated to 
them by Roger Biſhop of Worc(fter, 2; 
Hen. 2. 1178. In it are ſeveral Chapels, 
and the Vicarage was of a good Value, 
26 Hen, 8. In the Church are three ſump- 
tuous Monuments, wviz., In the South Iſt, 
for Francis Smith, Eſq; who dy'd Set. 3, 
1626; and two in the North Ille, adjoin- 
ing to the Wall, One of them a Man in 
Armour, lving on an Altar-Tomb, with- 
out Name or Inſcription ; the other for 
John Harewell, Eſq; and Anna his Wiſe, 
who dy'd in 1500. In the Windows of 
the Church and Chancel are many Coats 
of Arms, and in the North Window in 
the Chancel is this Inſcription : Pray for 
the good Eftate of Mr. Robert Wood, Pro- 
voſt of King's College in Cambridge, and

Lut at length, calling to Mind that their 
Pariſh Church was dedicated to S. Leonard, 
te m de his Prayers to him for Deli- 
ver ence, which he attain'd upon his Vow 
to build a Nunnery of the Order of St. 
Peredi, in this Place, (but of thut aſter- 
wards.) To this his Nunnery, thus built, 
he gave this whole Manor, the Church of 
Hatten, and no inconſidetable Part of his 
Rovalty there. To it at firſt there was 
oubtleſs a Church erected; but being af- 
terwards rebuilt, was conſecrated by Fal- 
er de Maid. nſtore, Biſhop of Worceſter - 
And here, becauſe Dugdale delivers tome 
Things about the Dedications of Churches 
worth our Nutice, we hive thought it 
convenient to give our Reader a ſhort Ab- 
frat of it, under theſe Heads, wiz. 

1. The Original Cauſe of the Dedica- 
tion of Churches, proceeded from God's 
Appointment to Moſes to conſecrate the 
Tabernacle he had made, with the Table, 
Altar, and all the Utenſils uſed in the Ser- 
vice of God, with Prayers, annointing 
with Oel, Ec. which Order Solomon fol- 
low'd, in conſecrating the Temple he had 
built. And if they that liv'd under the 
Shadow of the Law, did thus, how much 
more ſhould Chriſtians, to whom Grace is 
given by Jeſus Chriſt, build Churches to 


God, adorn them the beſt we can, and 


confecrite them, and all Things in them, 
to God's Service ! 

2. By whom a Church muſt be dedi- 
cated ; and that is, by a Biſhop only, 
who in the Church beareth the Image of 
Chriſt, the chief Biſhop 3 who alone ſpe- 
cially dedicates, and without whom, we 
cannot be eftabliſh'd in Grace: For he 
ſaith, Without me ye can do nothing. And 
the Pſalmiſt adds, Except the Lord builds 
the Houſe, Oc. On which Account it is, 
that the Council of Carthage prohibits any 
Prieſt, and other Perſon of an inferior 
Order, to do it : But here it ought to be 
obſerv'd, That a Church not endow'd, or 
endow'd with what is not lawfully ac- 
quir'd, ought not to be conſecrated, ac- 
cording to divers Conſtitutions and ſacred 
Canons. | | 

3. Wherefore are Churches dedicated? 
For this, many Reaſons are given, viz, 


1. To offer Prayers and Praiſes to God. 


2 That Pravers mav there be heard, where 


Gd hath promiſed a ſpecial Preſence. 
3- That the Holy Sxcraments miy there 
be adminiſter'd : To which Durandus 
adds, 4. That the Devil and his Power 
may be expell'd: And 5. All Perſons flv- 
ing thereto for Refuge, may have Safety. 
But what Mr. Hooker ſaith upon this Head, 
ſerms moſt pious and reaſonable z The 
ſolemn Dedication of Churches, ſerves 
not only to make them publick, but fur- 
ther, to ſurrender up that Right, which 
o' herwiſe their Founders might have in 
them, and to make God himſelf the pro- 
per Owner; for which Reaſon it was, 
that at the Dedication of the Tabernacle 
and Temple of the Jus, God gave a ma- 
nifeſt Sign of his Preſence, as taking Poſ- 
ſeſſion of them; and beſides, it notifes in 
a ſolemn Manner, the Holy and Religiovs 
Uſe, to which ſuch Places are deſign's, 
and ought only to be put; whence it 
was, that Chriſt would not ſuffer any 
Man tov carry a Veſſel thro' the Temple, 
Mar. 11. 16. and the Law requir'd a pe- 
culiar Reverence to be given to them, 
Lev. 26. 2. Our own Houſes are deſign'd 
for common Uſes ; but the Church for Di- 
vine Service only, the Food of our Souls, 
as they are for our Bodies, 1 Cor. 11. 22. 
4. After what Manner is a Church to 
be conſecrated ? Of this, the ancient Pra- 
ctice is the beit Pattern, which is this: 
When the firtt Chriſtian Emperor, Con- 
ſtantine, had built a Temple at Jern/alem, 
tor the Service of God, he aſſembled the 
greateſt Part of the Biſhops of Chriſtendom, 


to the Dedication of it, which they did 


readily at his Requeſt, each of them ſet- 
ting forth that Acc ion according to their 
Power; ſome with Orations, others with 
Sermons ; ſome with the Sacrifice of Pray- 
er unto God for the Peace of the World, 
the Churches Safety, and the Emperor's 
and his Childrens Proſperity. 
5. Why our Chriſtians, at their Dedi- 
cation, have the Name of ſome Saint put 
upon them, when the Conſecration is 
really intended to none but God? S. Au- 
guſtin gives us a ſufficient Reaſon, ſaying, 
© We appoint no Churches to Angels, or 
© Saints, becauſe they are not to us as 
Nnnn | Gods 3 
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Gods; but we make Memorials of 
© ſuch dead Men, whoſe Spirits are living 
© with God; and that, becauſe by the 
© Miniſtry of Angels and Saints, God is 
© pleaſed ſometimes to ſhew ſome rare Ef- 
© fects of his Power; or becauſe thoſe 
Saints, by which the Temples are called, 
© ſuffered Death there, and ſo made the 
© Places venerablez or becauſe it plea- 
© fed Good Men to have frequent Occaſion 
© of mentioning them, that they might 
© be thereby induced to meditate upon, 
© and imitate their Virtues.” Hence it 
was, that Biſhop Winchelſea made a Decree, 
That the Parithioners of every Church, 
ſhould take Care, that the Image of the 
Saint to whoſe Memory their Church was 
dedicated, ſhould be erected in the Chan- 
cel. 

After the Diſſolution of the Nunnery, 
this Manor, with the Church, and Site 
of the Nunnery, as alſo the ReQory and 
Tithes of the Place, were granted, 26 H.. 
to Robert Burgoigne, and John Scudamore, 
and their Heirs; to the former of which, 
Sir John Burgoigne of Sutton in Bedford- 
ſhire, Bart. was Heir, and his Deſcen- 
dents are, or lately were, Poſſeſſors of it. 

In the Church is a Tomb for Mrs. Jo- 
coſa Brome, Daughter of John Brome, and 
Prioreſs of Wroxhall, who dy'd June 21, 
15283 and in theWindows are the Arms of 
Zouch, Beauchamps, Say of Ricards-Caftle, 
Latimer, Lodbroke,and Mont fort of Beldeſert. 

Wyche, an Hamlet belonging to Belde- 
ſert, in 2 Hen. 5. 

Wyke,. an Hamlet anciently belonging 


to Coughton, of which we find no Mention, 


*till the Reign of King Henry III. when 
it appeareth, that Conſtance, the Daughter 
of William de Parco, had Lands here given 
with her, by her Father, in Frank- Mar- 
riage unto Simon de Cotton, after which, 
there was a Fine levy'd, 6 Hen. 3. be- 
tween them and Robert de Verdun. Afﬀ- 
terward we obſerve no more than this, 
That 32 Edu. 3. William de Peto releaſed 
to Nici 11s Litchfield, Clerk, and his Heirs, 
all his Right to the Manor of Wyke, lying 
in the Town and Fee of Cotton ; but now 
this Manor is depopulated, and ſuppoſed 


to be included within the Park, but that 


is not certainly known, 
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tends fo far round it, as to take in thoſe 


COovenTRY Hundred or Litery, 


This Part of Warwickfhire bein 
Villaris reckon'd as 3 Lo 
though Dugdale makes it a Part of Kyi 10 
low Hundred, yet becauſe in hig Map Th 
he ſeparates it as diſtin from the Reg 
for ſome particular Reaſon, we ſhall 
venture to gueſs at it, viz. Becauſe the 
Juriſdiction of the City of Coventry ex- 


Towns, which are therefore called the 
Liberty of Coventry, becauſe they en y 
many of the Immunities and Privil 
of that City. We ſhall begin with 
Coventry, the chief Place in this Hun. 
dred, and the only City in this Counts, 
The Learned conjeRture, that the Name 
is taken from Covenn, ſignifying a Co. 
vent or Convent, and the Britiſh Word 
Tre villa, as if it aroſe from the building 
of a religions Houſe here, and the gs. 
thering of Tradeſmen and Inhabitants 
about it to ſupply it with Neceſſaries, 
This ſeems the more probable, becauſe 
here was a Monaſtry of Nuns of a very 
ancient Ere&ion, though we find nothing 
of Certainty about it 'till the Year of 
Chriſt 1016. when Canute King of Des- 
mark, and that infamous Traitor Eqri: in- 
vading Mertia with an Army, burnt and 
deſtroy'd divers Towns in this Shire, and 
with them this Nunnery, of which 5. 
Osburg the holy Virgin was Abbeſſe. 
Edric at this Time was Earl of Mercia, 
and having done many Things to ingri- 
tiate himſelf with King Canute, expected 
a proportionable Reward from him, which, 
becauſe he did not receive as ſoon as le 
thought, he upbraided the King with it, 
and thereby ſo provok'd him, that cal!- 
ing to Mind Faric's Treachery to his 
own Kings, Ethelred and Ednund, be 
feared the like from him, and cauſed him 
to be put to Death z ſome ſay drowned 
in the Thames, others Beheaded, and bis 
Heid ſet upon a Pole on the higheſt 
Gate in London, and his Body caſt without 
the Walls of It, oo ing £4. 
King Canute, ſoon after the Death of | 
ric, made Læfrie Earl of Cheer, Earl , 
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fo of Mercla, by which, he alſo became Lord 
of this City of Coventry, to which he was 
a great Patron and Benefactor. Many 
Changes in the Government happen d in 
his Time, over which, (fo great was his 
Power) he had a mighty Influence; for 
aſter the Death of King Canute, when 
there was a great Debate about his Suc- 
ceſſor : He ſo prevail'd with the Nobles, 
that they advanc'd Harold, Sirnam'd 
Haresfoot,, Son of Canute, to the Throne; 
and when Hardi Canute his Succeſſor was 
dead, he was one of the Chief who rais'd 
King Edward the Confeſſor to the Throne, 
ond afterwards, with an entire Aﬀettion, 
defended him from the Malice and Am- 
bition of Earl Godwin, who in the Year 
1051 raiſed a Rebellion againſt him. 

Earl Leofric hitherto had been bounti- 
ful, and _ indulgent to this Town, but 
at length being incens'd at their Beha- 
viour to him, he laid heavy Taxes upon 
them, which he would not, by all the 
Meuns the Citizens could uſe, be induc'd 
to relax. The Earl had marry'd a mot 
leautiſul and devout Lady, Godiva, 
Dughter of Thorold, Sheriff of Lincoln- 
re, who had a great Affection for the 
Town, and pitying the hard Uſage of the 
People by her Husband, often and ear- 
neitly beſought him, for the Love of God 
and the blefſed Virgin, to free them 
from the grievous Servitude they lay 
under. The Earl knowing how incon- 
ſiſtent her Petition was to his Right as 
well as Profit, commanded her not to 
move him any further therein ; but ſhe 
not forbearing, he offer'd to do it on theſe 
Terms, viz.. If ſhe would ride on Horſe-- 
back naked, from one End of the Town 
to the other, in the Sight of all the 
People, She return'd Anſwer, And will 
you give me leave ſo todo? Hereply'd, 
Ves; whereupon, this noble Lady upon 
a certain Day, before appointed, got on 
Horſeback naked, with. her looſe Hair 
about her, which cover'd her whole Body 
e but her Legs, and rode through the 
Town, none but one Man ſeeing her; 
which having done, ſhe return'd with 
Joy to her Husband, who immediately 
treed the Inhabitants from all ſervile 
Tenures by his Chatter. In Memory of 
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this Action, not only the Piftures of 
Leofric and Godiva are ſet up in'the 
Church-Windows, dedicated to the 'Holy 
Trinity on the South - ſide, with this In- 
ſcription. 


I, Lurick, for the Love of thee, 
Do make Coventry Toll free. 


But the People at this Day make a Pro- 
ceſſion yearly with a naked Figure (Wo- 
man) repreſenting her riding on Horſe- 
back thorough the City. This Earl alſo, 
by the Inſtigation of his Wife Godive, 
founded a goodly Monaſtry in the Place 
where the Nunnery had been, and boun- 
tifully endow'd it, as we ſhall ſhew af- 
terwards, He was ſucceeded in his 
Honcur and Eſtate by Alzar his Son, who 
was bury'd in the Monaſlry of Coventry, 
leaving Lucia his ſole Daughter and Heir, 
who marrying to Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, 
had brought her Eſtates into his Family, 
had not William the Norman's Sword made 
Way for another Settlement both of her 
Husband's and her Eſtates and Honours. 
This Ranulph had a Caſtle in this 
Place, which was his Seat, and being a 
Perſon piouſly inclin'd, caus'd Chupels 
to be built at Allefley, Anfty, Shulton, 
and Wykin Hamlets, within the Precineis 
of this Town. Ranul ph his Son ſucceeded 
him; and being an aQive Perſon in the 
turbulent Reign of King Stephen, on the 
Part of the Empreſs, loſt this Caſtle to 
the King and dy'd excommunicated z 
but His Son- Hugh recover'd it, and held 
it, till falling in with King Henry the Son, 
againſt King King Henry II. his Father, 
and animating the Coventry-men to join 
with him, their Liberties were all ſeiz'd 
for their Diſloyalty, and not reſtored till 
aſter the Death of Hugh, when they 
were forc'd to give 20 Marks to the 
King for the Confirmation of them. To 
Hugh ſucceeded Ranulph, the laſt of his 
Line: He confirm'd the Charter of his 
Anceſtors to this Town, granting them 
to hold all their Poſſeſſions in free Bur- 
gage, eſtabliſh'd a Portmote (i. e. a Town 
Court) to hold all Pleas in, and procur'd 
a Charter 2 Hen. 3. from that King for 
a yearly Fair, on Trinity Sunday and 
Nnnn 2 cight

eight Days after. He dy'd without 


Iſſue, and left his Eſtates to his Siſters, 


of whom Mabel who was marry'd to 


William de Albany Earl of Arundel had 


this Town for. Part of her Share. He 
left alſo his Siſters Heirs, of which 
Cicely the youngeſt, marrying to Roger 
de Kone alto, had this Caſtle and Ma- 
nor for her Part. 
This Roger de Montalt, was one of the 


. Earl of Cheſter's Barons, and Seneſchal 


of Cheſter. He had a Charter of Free- 
Warren granted him by King Hen. III. 
Keg. 30. in all his Deweſne Lands, among 
which was this Town. Four Years after, 
he reſolving upon a Voyage to the Holy 
Land, which then was look'd upon as 4 
great Ad of Devotion; and wanting 
Money to bear his Charges thither, he 
with his Wife, whoſe the Inheritance 
was, ſold this fair Lordſhip and the Ad- 


vovſon of the Church of St. Michael to 


the Monks of Coventry for a large Sum, 
with all the Chapels thereunto belonging 
in Fee-Farm ; but reſerv'd to themſelves 


and their Heirs, their Manor - Houſe at, 
. Cheyleſmore (or Chilmore) with the inclos'd 


Park and Religious Houſe of the Friers- 


Minors, fituate near the ſaid Park, with 


free Liberty to him or his Heirs to 
Hunt and Hawk within the Precincts of 
the ſaid Manor of Coventry, Oc. In Con- 
fideration of all which, the ſaid Prior 
and Covent were oblig'd to pay Yearly 
to the ſaid Roger and Cicely, at their 
Manor- Houſe of Chilmore, the Sum of 100 J. 
by four equal Portions at certain ſet 


Times. Here it was that the famous 


Statute call'd Dictum de Kenilworth, ap- 
pointing upon what Terms the diſinhe- 
rited Lords, and others, might redeem 


their Lands forfeited by their Rebellion 


againſt King Henry III. was made; fo 
called, becauſe it was publiſh'd in the 
Camp before that Caſtle. Not long after 
this, viz. 3 Edward 1. the Burgeſſes and 
Inhabitants of the Town obtained that 
King's Letters, giving them Authority 
to take Tol! of all vendible Goods ſold 
in their Fairs or Markets for three Years, 
towards the Charge of Paving the Town. 


From this Time, the Prior of Coventry, 
and the Heirs of Roger de Montalt, were 
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certified to be Lords of this Place wit 
its Members, 9 Edw. 2. 

The Manor of Cheyleſmore is ſituzte 
upon the Southern Side of the Town, aud 
for ſome Succeflions continu'd in the Fa- 
mily of Montalt; but Iſſue Male failir 
in Robert de Montalt, he levy'd Ane 
all his Intereſt in it with the Conſent 
of Emme his Wife, thereby entailing 
the ſame upon the Heirs Male of his vn 
Body, and for want of ſuch, on Queen 
I/abel, Mother of King Edward III. fir 
Life, and after her, on John of Elthay 
Earl of Cornwall, and his Heirs-Male; 
and for Want of ſuch Iſfue, on Kirg 
Edward III. who ſettled it after Ju 
of Eltham's Death. on his eldeſt Son EI. 
award the Black Prince, whom he created 
Duke of Cornwa'l, annexing it infeps. 
rably to that Dukedom. Being thus in 
the Royal Family, it was endow'd with 
many great Privileges: As to be free from 
all Sorts of Toll, to have Returns of 
Writs, Felons, Goods, Fines, Oc. with a 
Court-Leet and Gaol, While it thus re- 
main'd, One William Galeys, 21 Edu. z. 
obtained a Licenſe to found a Chantry 
here for three Prieſts, of whom, one tobe 
the Warden; as alſo to build a Chapel 
and Houſe for them, and amortize hve 
Meſſuages in Coventry for their Mainte- 
nance; to pray daily for the good Eſtate 
of King Edward HI. Queen Iſabel his 
Mother, Edward Prince of Wales, and 
himſelf, during their Lives, and the Souls 
of King Edward II. John of Eltham, and 
all the faithful deceas'd. After the 
Death of Queen I/abel' and the Black 
Prince, it came into King Edward III“ 
Hands, who gave out of it 23 Meſſuages 
two Gardens and ſix Cottages to the Abby 
of Vale Royal in Cheſhire, founded by the 
King his Father, and left it to his 
Grandſon King Richard II. from whom, 
it paſſed through many Hands to John 
Earl of Warwick, who Leaſed it for 99 
Years to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Com: 
monalty of the City of Coventry ſor the 
uſe of the Poor Inhabitants, which Queen 
Eliz.abeth confirm'd to them to bold to 
them and their Succeſſors in Fee-Farm 
for ever, at the Rent of 9/. per Anmn, 
to be paid into the Exchequer. 


during the former Settlement, 
Lr. a — flouriſhing Cond it ion 
in King Edward III's Reign; for by the 
Intereſt of John of Eltham, the Monks and 
Inhabitants obtain'd the Toll of the Fair 
and Markets ſor eight Years, towards the 
| building of the Wall about their Town, as 
alſo a Licenſe to erect a Conduit for the 
Conveniency of Water, and a Freedom 
from Toll for all their Merchandize 
throughout the Kingdom, for a Fine of 
ten Marks. But all this while, it had not 
the Reputation of, a City or Borough, 
but alter it came to Queen I/abel, 18 Ed. 3. 
ſhe, by her earneſt Addreſs, obtained 
Letters Patent of the King, making it a 
Corporation, conſiſting of a Mayor and Bai- 
Jiffs (annually choſen by the Inhabitants) 
who ſhould have Power to hold Plea of 
Treſpaſſes, Contracts, and allother Things 
happening within the Town; and to 


that End they were allowed a Common 
Seal, conſiſting of two Parts, the Greater 


to remain in the Mayor's Cuſtody, and 
the Leſſer in the Town-Clerk's, and a 
Priſn for the chaſtizing of Malefactors, 
to be under the Charge of the Mayors 
and Bailiffs, In 21 Edu. 3. the firſt 
Mayor, John Ward, was choſen, and after 
him there was a continual Election year- 
Iv to that- Office, under which, the In- 
habitants chearfully concurred to beautify 
and enlarge their Town ; for they built 
great and coſily Walls, Gates, and Towers 
about it, and ereQed a magnificent Steeple 
on St. Michael's Church, with ſeveral 
other Improvements; which were fo 
pleaſing to the Kings, that they not 
only confirm'd their Charters and Privi- 
leges, but allow'd them Stone out of 
Uhi/more Park towards their Buildings. 
and ſome other Advantages towards their 
Charge in ſo doing, | 

Coventry was now grown ſo confide- 
Table a Place, that King Henry IV. Reg. 6. 
held a Parliament here z and becauſe by 
the Writs directed to the Sheriffs, it was 
order'd, That no Lawyer, or any one 
Skill 'd in the Law ſhould be elected, or 
come to it, it hath ever ſince been called 

arliamentum Indoftorum. In it, it was 


concluded to diveſt the Church of all 
its Temporal Poſſeſſions, which cauſed 
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an hot Diſpute between the Clergy and 
Laity. The Knights of Shires alledg'd 
for their Reſolution, That they ſerv'd 
the King againſt his Enemics with their 
Perſons and Eſtates, while the Clergy 
ſat at Home and did him noService. To 
which the ſtout Archbiſhop Arundel an- 
ſwer'd, That the Clergy aſſiſted the King 
as much as they; for the Clergy paid 
Tenths as: oft as they did Fiſteens, and 


their Tenants ſerv'd in the Wars as well 


as theirsz to which the Clergy added 
their inceſſant Prayers for God's Bleſſing. 
To this, the Speaker of the Commons re- 
ply'd, He valu'd not the Prayers of the 
Church. Whereupon the Archbiſhop ſaid, 
It may be ſeen what will become of the 
Kingdom, when Prayers are ſo lightly 
eſteem'd. Much more was ſaid, and the 
Effect was, The Archbiſhop's Zeal for the 
Church, prefery'd it from the impending 
Storm for that Time, 

To promote the Glory and Intereſt of 
the Corporation of Coventry, thus eſta- 
bliſh'd, ſeveral of *the Inhabitants be- 
came Benefactots to it, viz. John Leder 
and John Efterton,gave 20 Meſſuages; John 
Preſton, one Meſſuage and 20s, yearly 
Rent; Richard Southam, Lawrence Cooke, 
and William Dalcock, 25 Meſſuages, 27 
Acres of Land, and 13 s. yearly Rent, to 
the Mayor and Commonalty, and their 
Succeſſors, towards the Support of ſuch 
Charges as they were like to undergo 
for the Publick Affairs of the Place. In 
the Reign of King Henry V. and in the 
ſucceeding Reign, William Babington and 
William Botoner, being ſenſible how great 
a Charge. the Corporation muſt be at 
for repiiring the Walls, and other neceſ- 
ſary Disburſements for the general Ad- 
vantage' of the Town, beſtow'd another 
Meſſuige upon the Mayor and Com- 
monalty for. the aboveſaid Uſes, King 
Henry VI. about the ſame Time alſo con- 
firm'd the Charter of King Edward III. 
to them; and to it, beſides other Pris 
vileges and Juriſditions, added (as the 
Charter words it, Ob ſpecialem affetionem 
erga Civitatem de Coventry © Majorem, &c.) 
this ſignal Favour, That the ſaid City, 
with the Villages and Hamlets of Rad 


ford, Kereſtey, Folk, 5. 455 
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Calwedon, Wyken, Henley, La Wode-End, 
Stoke, Bigging, Whitteley. Pinley, Afhull, 
Horewell, Harnley, and Whaberley; as alſo 
Part of Sow and Stirichale, lying within 
the Liberties of Coventry, ſhould from 
the Feaſt of St. Nicholas, December 6, 
Reg. 30. be an entire County of it ſelf, 
incorporated both in Deed and Name, 
diſtin, and altogether ſeparate from the 
County of Warwick for ever; and that 
the Bailiffs of the ſaid City ſhall be She- 
riffs of the County of the City for ever, 
yet ſtill continuing to execute the Office 
of Bailiffs in the City, and ſhall hold a 
Monthly Court within their Liberties, 
as the Sheriffs of other Counties do, Oc. 
as alſo, that the Coroner for the City 
ſhall be from thenceforth Coroner of the 
County of the ſaid City for ever, and 
Clerk for taking Recognizances of Debts, 
and always have for that End the lefler Seal 
in his Cuſtudy ; as alſo, that the Mayor 


and his Succeſſors in the ſaid Hamlets 


ſhall exerciſe the Office of Clerk of theMar- 
ket, and Steward and Marſhal of the King's 
Houſhold, and with all the Inhabitants 
ſhall be free from Toll for all their Goods 
and Merchandize throughout Exgland and 
Ireland. 

In our Hiſtories we find divers other 
Things related of this City, which we 
think not fit to paſs over altogether, viz. 
A. Parliament held here 38 Hen. 6. where- 
in Kichard Duke of York, Richard Earl 
of Salisbury, and Richard Earl of War- 
wick, with Edward Earl of Marc (after- 
wards King Edward IV.) and many of 
their Adherents were attainted, the Lords 
ſitting in the Chapter-houſe of the Pri- 
ory, This Parliament, in ſome of our 
Hiſtories is called, Parliamentum Diabo> 
licum, becauſe of the Ruin that ſeem'd 
to be intened to ſo many great Fami- 
lies; and indeed it appear'd ſo horrible 
to King Henry VI. himſelf, that he would 
not paſs the Act without a Reſervation 
of a Power to himſelf that he might at 
his Pleaſure reverſe it; which if he did 
not, by Reaſon of the Turbulency of the 
Times, the next Parliament did. The 
Earl of March being, after this, ſettled on 
the Throne, he and his Queen kept their 
Chriſtmas in this Town; but the Lan- 
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caſtrians, and Friends of 
again prevailing, King Eduard „ 
forc'd to fly beyond Sea, and Ricker 
Woodrill, Earl Rivers, and his Son 
ohn falling into their Hands, were Be. 
eaded upon Cofford Green on the Eaſt gie 
of this City, King Edward in the men 
Time was gathering an Army in Foreign 
Parts, and in about a Years Time landed 
with it at Holderneſſe in Yorkftire, A 
1470. Richard Earl of Warwick in the 
mean Time had poſſeſſed himſelf of this 
City for the Lancaftrians, which when 
King Edward found, he paſſed by it to 
Warwick, on his Way to London, from 
whence, he ſoon after met his Enemies 
at Barnet-Field, wherein, by the Slaugb- 
ter of the Earl of Warwick, and other 
Lancaftrian Leaders, he obtained fo gre:t 
a Victory, that he fettled himſelf firn- 
ly upon the Throne ever aſter; but re. 
tained ſuch Diſpleaſure to this City, 
that he took the Sword from the Mavot, 
and ſeized the Franchiſes of it, which 
they were forc'd to redeem by a Fine of 
500 Marks. King Edward being thus 
reconcil'd to this City, went about four 
Years after to Coventry with his Queen, 
and kept St. George's Feaſt there, Arm 
1474, and the Prince going a little before, 
was preſented with an Hundred Pounds 
in Money, and à Cup by the Citizens, 
which was ſo well accepted by the King, 
that he was /pleas'd to ſthnd Godfather 
to the Mayor's Child. In like Manner 
was K. HenryV II.returning fromBoſworth- 
Field, receiv'd and preſented bythis City: 
What other Things worthy of Remem- 
rance, relating to this City, may de 
comprized in theſe Particulars, v.. 
1. The ſtately Croſs which for Work- 
manſhip and Beauty was inferior to none 
in England, even in thoſe Ages when it 
was thought a kind of Merit to build 
ſuch Sort of Monuments. 'It was ereQed 
nce of Sir , 
liam Hollis, Kt. Lord Mayor- of London, 
who deviſed by his laſt * 
to be employed to that End. — 
the Anceſtor of the Hollis's 1 
Clare, and Duke of 'Newraftle, whoſe P. 
mily is now extin@, His ite Elizab, 
by ker Teſtamegt all, order d her Ene. 
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to build out of her Goods and 
Chattels, ſix Alms-houſes in St. Helens, 
London, and endow'd them with 10 J. 
a Year each, ſor ſix poor People, which 
was accordingly done, but was a long 
Time thought to be Sir Andrew Jud's 
Charity, whereas he was her Executor 
only, and erefted them out of her Eſtate, 
:. When the Monaſtries of the Town 
were diſſolved, 34 Hen. 8. this City pur- 
chaſed ſeveral Parcels of Lands belong- 
in to them, of that King, for the Sum 
of 13731. 10s, which were granted to 
the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Commonalty, 
and their gueceſſors, to hold of the Crown 
in Ca ite, by the twentieth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and paying 77. 13s. 2 4. 
yearly to the King and his Succeſſors. 
Alſo when the Gilds and Chantries were 
put down in King Edward VI's Reign, 
they purchaſed ſo many Lands belonging 
to them, as coſt the Citizens 1315 J. 1s. 84. 
which were ſettled as the former. 3. Be- 
cauſe by the Suppreſſion of the Abbies 
of this City, the Trade of the Town 
was much decay'd for want of that Con- 
courſe of People that came daily thither 
upon their Account; therefore in 
6 Edu. 6. they had a Charter granted 
them for another Fair to be held Octo- 
ber 21, and two Days after: But that 
which was the Foundation of the greateſt 
Proſperity of this City, was the Grant 
of King James I. made to it by him 
Reg. 19. by which, all their former Char- 
ters, Rents, Privileges, and Liberties, 
wereconfirm'd to them; That they ſhould 
have ten Aldermen over the ten Wards 
of the City, who ſhould be Juſtices of 
the Peace within it, and the County 
thereof; that they ſhould have two new 
Fairs, viz, on April 1. and Auguſt 16, 
yearlv, Oc. Having thus brought down 
the Hiſtory of this City to :theſe later 
Times, we ſhall give a brief Deſcription 
of it as it now ſtands, viz. 

It is a City commodiouſly ſeated, large, 
ſweet, and neat, formerly walled in, but 
in that Particular now much negleRted : 
The Buildings are generally old, but

lands the ftately Croſs abovemention'd) 
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is ſpaceous, and in it is a plentiful Mar- 
ket kept weekly on Fridays, and a 
Fair on October 21, The Town enjoys 
a- good Inland Trade of making and ſel- 
ling Cloth, which makes it populous . 
and rich, There are ſeveral Churches, 
but- the two Chief are, 

1. St. MichaePs Church, which is the 
Cathedral; large, well lighted, but not 
handſome. The greateſt Beauty of this 
Church is its tall Steeple, of excellent 
Workmanſhip, and all of Stone: It is 
ſaid to have been more than 22 Years 
in Building. It was appropriated to the 
Abby, and aV icarage being appointed, was 
the only Subſiſtence of the Miniſter of it. 
In it were ſeveral Monuments for the Lady 
Katharine Howard, Sir Thomas Barkley, Kt. 
Julian Nethermill, Mayor of the Town, and 

vanna his Wife, Elizabeth Swillington, 

ife of Ralph Swillington, Attorney Ge- 
nera} to King Henry VIII. Oe. In this 
Church were diverſe Chantries; founded 
by the Pious Men of Popiſh Times, and 
endow'd with ſufficient Rents to maine 
tain one or more Prieſts, to pray for the 
Souls of the Founders and others, viz. 
Merinton's Chantry, founded 17 Edu. 2. 
Shepey's, founded 4 Edu. 3. Hay's, founded 
12 Rich, 2. Prefton's, founded 13. Hen, 4. 
Croſs's, founded the ſame Vear; Pyſeford's, 
the Time of its Foundation is not known, 
no more than of the Tayler's an1 Sher- 
man's, Tate's and Marler's. 0 

2. Trinity Church, appropriated to the 


Priory and a Vicarage appointed, which 
at the Diſſolution was valued at 26“ 5s. 64. 


per Annum, dedufting all Reprizes, In 


this Church are divers Monumental In- 
ſcriptions, for Dr. Holland and his Wife, 
and Mr. John Whitehead, divers. Arms of 
the Kings and Noblemen, and the Chan- 
tries. of Percy, founded 23 Edw. 3. the 
Holy Croſs 20 Edw. 3. Lodington, 16 R. 2. 
Alleſley, in King Edward II's Time, 


Cellet's and Corpus Chrifti, the Time un- 


known, beſides Leceſter's and Copfton's 
Chantries adjoining to the Priory. 
In the Town alſo were divers Gilds or 


Fraternities, founded and erefted for the 


promoting of Charity, Religion, or Mer- 
chandize. They were called Gilds from 


Sila or Geld, Money, becauſe ſuch as af- 


ſociated 
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ſociated in them did cr ntribute Money, 
Goods, and ſometimes Land for the Snp- 
port of their common Charge; as St. John 
Haptiſt's Gild, tounded 1) Edu. 3. who 


granted the Brethren a Licenſe to pur- 


chiſe Lands, Tenements, and Rents of 
the Value of 200. per Anus, lying with- 
in the Liberties of Coventry, for the found- 
ing of a Chantry of ſix Prieſts to ſing 
Maſs every Day in the Churches of Tri. 
nity and St. Michael, for the Souls of the 
King, (Queen, and all the BenefaCtors 
to it; and Qucen Jabel afterwards gave 
them a Piece of Land to build a Chapel 
on for that uſe: Trinity Gild, founded 
30 Ed. 3. and united to St. John's Gild, 
16 Richard 2. and St. Katharine's Gild, 
founded 17 Edu. 3. Theſe Gilds were 
for ſome Time in ſuch great Reputation, 
that King Henry LV. and King Heary VI. 
with divers of the Nobility, Biſhops, and 
other eminent Perſons, thought it no 
Diſhonour te be admitted into them, tho? 
the Admiſſion was always begg'd with 
great Reverence, and an Oath taken, to 
be good and true to the Maſters of the 
Gilds, and to all the Brethren of them; 
but Cor pus Chriſti, and the Shermans and 
Taylers Gilds, were not of ſogreat Eſteem, 
though Prince Eduard, the Son of King 
Edward IV. was alſo admitted into the 
firſt of theſe 18 Edu. 4. From theſe Gilds 
there is no Doubt to be made, but the 
Companies in Cities and Corporations, 
which are ſtill kept up (though now 


Indeed chiefly for Trade Sake) had their 


Original; and in Imitation of them, ob- 
taned divers Immunities and Privileges, 
with ſome neceſſary Endowments. 

This City hath given Title to divers 
noble Families; as 

George Villars, fourth Son of Sir George 
Villars of Brokesby, Kt. who having had 
a good Education in France, and being a 
Perſon of a grateful Mien and Preſence, 
King Fames I. in his Progreſs, was at firſt 
Sight ſo taken with him, that by Means

vour, which he ſoon did, and was made, 
after ſome lower Preferments, Maſter of 
the Horſe, Oc. and at Length, Reg.

Childleſs. In the flouriſhing Condition 
of this laſt Duke, Thomas Coventry de. 
ſcended of William Coventry, of this Cits, 
but Grandſon if John Coventry of ond 
Mercer, and Lord Mayor there, having 
been educated in the Study of the Com- 
mon Law of England, in the Inner-Tenple, 
where he was Autumn Reader, and from 
thence promoted at length to be Lord 
Keeper of the Great Sezl of Ernglard, vu 
4Car, 1. dignified with the Honour and De- 
gree of a Baron of Exgland, by theTitle of 
Thomas Coventry, Lord Coventry of Aily- 
bury. He held this great Office with 
much Reputation fifteen Years, and de- 
parting this Life at Durham Houſe in 
the Strand. left 
Thomas his Son, Heir of his Honour 
and Eſtate. ' He marry'd Mary, the Daugh- 
ter of Sir William Craven, Lord Mayor of 
London, 9 Fac. I. and at his Death, left 
George his Son and Heir to inherit his 
Honour. He, by Margaret, Daughter of 
John Tufton, Earl of Thanet, had 3 Sons, 
John, Thomas, and William, of whom, 
John was his Succeſſor in this Honour 
and Eſtate ; but dying unmarry'd in the 
Year 1687 /Etat. 33, and his Brothers 
being alſo dead, this Honour paſſed to 
Thomas Coventry of Spitfield in the Coun-

Perſons eminent, but of an inferior 
Rank, born or inbabiting here, viz. 


William Makles field, Cardinal of S. Sabine, 
made by Pope Benedict XI. He was cre- 
ated Batchelor of Divinity at Paris, and 
Doctor at Oxford. He being a Dominican 
Frier, was made General of bis Order, 
and then Cardinal; but. before his Card i- 
nal's Cap could come to him, he was 
dead, and buried at London; yet, that he 
might not altogether be deſtitute of ſo 
great an Honour, his Cap was ſet with 
great Magnificence upon his Tomb, un- 
der which he was bury'd, and perbaps, 
did him as much good as it would have 
done had he been alive. | 

John Bird, a Carmelite of Oxford, de- 
ſcended of a Family. of that Name in 
Cleſlire. He having taken his Degrees 
in Divinity in Oxford, became the z 1ſt 
and laſt Provincial of his Order in Eng- 
land, When King Henry VIII. was 
about to eſtabliſh the Regal Supremacy 
in England, he preach'd ſome ſmart 
Sermons before that King, againſt the 
Popes; which fo pleas'd that Prince, 


that he preferr'd him firſt to the See of 
Bangor in Wales, and 
Ex gland, in

which he continu'd to the 


1 PE Mary, by whom he was 
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deprived, though he comply'd. with. the 
Change of Religion, for being married. 
He was employ'd after that, by Biſhop 
Bonner, to convert Mr. Hawks of Coxall 
in Eftx, and ſave him from the Flames, 
but ſeems to have fpoken ſo coldly to 
him, as if he did not deſire him to ſave 
himſelf, by changing his Opinions, but 
by a difſembled Compliance. He liv'd 
fome Years after his Deprivation, in 
Cheſter with his Wife; and dying there 
in a mean Condition, was buried in the 
Cathedral, He was a learned Man, and 
hath left ſome Comments on St. Paul, 
and learned Homilies. He was a little 
Man, had a Blemiſh in his Eyes, and dy'd 
in 1556. . 

Walter of Coventry, born here, and bred 


. a Benediftine Monk, Bale tells us, That 


he was Immortali Vir dignus.memoria, i. e. 
A Perſon worthy ever to be remembered. 
He wrote a Hiſtory from the Beginning 
of the Biſhops to his own Time, and he 
flouriſh'd about 1217. His Excellency 
as an Hiſtorian, was, That he wrote the 
Truth in a good Method; though tis 
not to be deny'd, that his Latin is but 
courſe; but a fine Stile is not requir'd 
in Hiflory ſo much as Truth; which 
laſt, ſince he attained, the Want of Elo- 
quence may be pardoned, 

Vincent of Coventry, born here, and bred 
a Franciſcan in Cambridge. 

Philemon Holland, Doctor of Phyſick, 
bred in Trinity College, Cambridge, re- 
ferred hither, not for the Place of his 
Nativity, (for that we know not) but for 
his ſettled Habitation. He was a general 
Tranſlator of Books in his Time, and 
might furniſh a Country Gentleman's 
Library well with Hiſtorians of his tran- 
ſlating, Of this Kind, his Tranſlation of 
Cambden's Britannia is thought to de- 
ſerve moſt Commendation, not only for 
the Fidelity of the Verſion, but for the 
many excellent Additions made to it, 
which are not found in the Latin of 
the Author, It was tranſlated in Mr, 
Cambaden's Lifetime; and ſome believe 
by his Conſent and Approbation, which 
may juſtly render his Work as authentick 


as the Original, and as much Cambden's 
OOO 
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own, Dr. Holland died ſome Time in 
the Beginning of the laſt Century. 

James Cranford, Son of James Cranford, 
Maſter of the Free-School of this City, 
was born here. He was educated in Ba- 
liol College, Oxford; and having taken 
his Degrees there, became Rector of 
Brockold in Northamptonſhire, from whence, 
after ſome Years, he removed to St. Chri- 
fopher's Le Stocks in London. He is ſaid 
to have been a painful Preacher, an exact 
L.inguiſt, Orthodox in Judgment, and 
well acquainted with the Fathers, hum- 
ble in his own Sight, and very charitable 
and pitiful to all that differ'd from him, 
if he found them erring in Judgment, 
not in Manners, He hath written A Con- 
futat jon of the Anabaptiſis, an Expoſition 
of Daniel's Prophecies, and a Book which 
he calls Hereſo-machia, ſhewing the Miſ- 
chief that Here ſies do in the Church, and 
the Means to prevent them : All printed 
at London. He was in the Beginning of 
the late Rebellion, a Licenſer of the 
Preſs, and is ſaid to have written ſeve- 
ral Epiſtlcs before ſuch Books as were 
publiſh'd with his Approbation, and par- 
ticularly that, call'd, The Tears of Ire- 
land, wherein is a Liſt of the Cruelties 
then uſed by the Papiſts, which he is 
thought to have collected. He dy'd in 
1657, and was bury'd in St. Chriſtopher's 
Church, London. 

John Hales, Eſq, who being Clerk of 
the Haniper (an Office of great Profit in 
thoſe Days) and having accumulated 
great Wealth thereby; when the Religi- 
ous Houſes of this Kingdom were diſ- 
ſolv'd, purchaſed many Lands, and large 
Poſſeſſions out of the Eſtates belonging 
to the Monaſtries and Hoſpitals of this 
Town; and being unmarry'd, deſign'd 
to employ ſome Part of it in ſome 
laſting Monument, | beneficial to Poſteri- 
ty, which was a Free-School; for which, 
having obtained a Licenſe to amortize 
Lands to ſettle on it, he converted the 
Euildings of St. John's Hoſpital, which 
Je had purchas'd, to that Uſe; yet gi- 
ving the King his Maſter the Honour of 
it, he cauſed this Inſcriptien to be ſet 
on the Front of it,

This School, we are inform'd, hath 
produc'd many excellent Scholars, through 
the Diligence of the Maſler and Uſher, 
not to be equal'd by any Schools, except 
the three great ones of London, He dy'4 
December 26, 1572, and was bury'd in 
St. Peters Poor in Broad ſireet, London, ba- 
ving upon his Tomb a large comment. 
tory Epitaph. 
Richard Tilleſtey, educated in Oxfir4 
in Baliol College and St. John's, where 
having taken his Degrees in Arts, and 
enter'd into Holy Orders, he became 
Chaplain to Dr. Buckerid4ge, Biſhop of 
Roc heſter, and marrying his Niece, brought 
himſelf into the Way of Preferment ; for 
ſoon after he became Rector of Kuckft: 
in Kent, Archdeacon and Prebendary of 
Rocheſter, and would have been promo- 
ted much higher had he not met with 
an untimely Death. He was a Perſon of 
great Reading and Learning, and vis 
one of thoſe Perſons who undertook an 
Anſwer to Selden's Hiſtory of Tithes, 
which he entitles, Animadverfions on Mr. 
Selden's Hiſtory of Tithes, and his Review 
EX Printed in 1619, and 1621, at 
ndon in 1 Tis thought a learned and 
judiciory Treatiſe, and ſufkiciently con- 
Futing Selden's Object ions againſt them, 
he dy'd in 1621, much lamented by 
the Learned, and was buried in the Choir 
in the Cathedral Church of Koche ffer, 
leaving a Son, an Infant, named 1 
Chriſtopher Davenport, Son of Join, 
Grandſon of Henry Davenport, pe

his City, was born here: He was a 
4 at ler ton College, Oxford, two 
Years, but not being ſuffer'd to continue 
longer by Sir Henry Savile, he was ſe- 
duc'd away by ſome Romiſh Prieſts, and 
went to Doway, and ſoon after became a 
Franciſcan at Ypres, but ſtaid not long there 
before he return'd to Doway, where at 
length he became chief Reader of Divi- 
nity in the College of S. Bonaventure. 
Being ſent a Miſſionary into England, he 
took on him the Name of Francis a . 
Clays, and was made Chaplain to Queen 
Henrietta Maria, Conſort of K. Charles I. 
He did great Service to the Catholick 
Cauſe in England, by gaining . comy 
and writing Books z but in the Civi 
Wars between the King and Parliament 
he abſconded, and did not appear pub- 
lickly *till the Reſtoration, when he was 
made Queen Kathatine's Chaplain, He 
was a learned Man, free in Converſation, 
and by Reaſon of his Relation to the 
Queen, acceptable Company to many wor- 
thy Proteſtants, He was a greatWriter, and 
particularly wrote an Expoſition upon 
the 39 Articles of the Church of England, 
with Deſign to bring the Church of Rome 
into ſome liking with the Church of 
England Men, but he was diſappointed ; 
for he pleaſed neither Parties in fo do- 
ing, though he got it licens'd at Rome. 
He continu'd coming and going into Eng- 
land 50 Years or more, and at length died 
at Some r ſet-houſe in the Strand, May 31, 
1680, and was bury'd (not in the Vault 
of Some r ſet- houſe, as he deſired, but) in 
the Church belonging to the Savoy Hoſ- 
pital in the Strand, hard by. 


Having ſhewed above, that Coventry, 
with the adjacent Villages, was made a 
Countv of it ſelf, I ſhall come to give a 
brief Account of the Villages, viz. 


Arſty, Anefty, or more truly Heanſtige, 
which ſignifies, an high Path-way, a Vil- 
la ge in the fartheſt Nooke of the Liber- 
ties of Coventry, reckon'd with Tolk/hil 
in Domeſday-Book, at nine Hides, One 
Nichelas then farm'd it of the Crown, 
but they came ſoon after to the Earls of 


Oliver D' Auberry, aſterward, 
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Chefter, from whom they were granted to 
Roger de Buſchervill, and held by him 
for half a Knight's Fee, whoſe Poſterity 
held them two or three Succeſſions, and 
then they paſſed to Thomas de Ireys by his 
Marriage with the Heir of Buſcheyvil!. 
Hugh de Albany Earl of Arundel, by his 
Marriage with one of the Siſters and Co- 
heirs of Ranu/ph Earl of Cheſter, was be- 
come chief Proprietor of them in the mean 
Time. The Iſſue Male of Ireys failing 
in a few Deſcents, they came by the 
Females to the Families of Culy, Dein- 
Court, and Stanlopes, which laſt, fold them. 
to George Earl of Shrewsbury, 22 Hen. 7. 
The Chapel, with the Tithes of them, 
were appropriated to the Monks of Co- 
ventry by the Earl of Cheſter, and the 
Prior found a Vicar or Curate to ſupply 
the Cure, removeable at Pleaſure, to 
whom he allow'd 5 J. per Annum. 

Arnehale, a Member of Coventry, once 
a Village or Hamlet, but now reduced to 
one Houſe, was given by Earl Leofrick to 
the Monaſtry of Coventry founded by him, 
and continued in their Poſſeſhon *till the 
Diſſolution, when it was granted (inter 
alia) to John Hales, abovementioned, and 
his Heirs, by the Name of Harnall-Grange, 
with, the Paſtures thereunto belonging, 
and the Pool call'd Harnal! or Swanſwell- 
Pool, lying within thoſe Grounds. Mr. 
Hales died ſeized of them 15 Eliz. and 
left them to his Nephew and Heir Jenn 
the Son of Chriftopher Hales. 

Aſthull, a Place now. utterly depopu- 
lated, and known only by a Thicket of 
Trees, call'd Afthull-Grove. Roger de 
Montalt, and Cicely his Wife, gave it to 
the Monks of Coventry, 34 Hen. 3. and 
3 Edu, 1. 
was certified to hold half a Knight's 
Fee here, of the Manor of Coventry. It 
continued in the Family of D' Auberry 
ſome Succeſhons by virtue of an Entail, 
but was at length piſſed away to Wiium 
Barret of Paſſenham in Northamptonſhire, 
by Ray D' Auberry,which William,granted 
it to Henry Earl of Lancaſter, 22 Edu. 3. 
who dying in the ſame Reign, Ann 35, 
left it to his two Daughters, Maud and 
Blanck, which laſt, marrying John of 

Oooo 2 Gaunt, 
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Caunt, Earl of Richmond, was Heir to the 
whole after the Death of her Siſter with- 
out Heirs, and then her Husband was 
made Duke of Lancaſter. | 


Bigging, Byzging, or more anciently 


Bugging, a Village of old within the Li- 
berties of Coventry, but now only a Farm- 
Houſe, called Biggin-Hall. 
the Prior of Coventry, who was then Owner 
of it, had eight Servants, who held ſo ma- 
ny Carucats of Land here, by the Perfor- 
mance of certain ſervile Labours. After 
the Diſſolution of the Priory of Coventry, 
the Lands belonging to it were given 
(inter alia) to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and 
Commonalty of that City. 

Biſſeley, a Village ſo long depopulated, 
that ſince King Stephen's Time, when 
Ranulph Earl of Cheſter acknowledged the 
Chapel then here, to belong to the Monks 
of Coventry, there is no mention at all 
of it in our Records or Hiſtories, ſo far 
as we obſerve. 

Calcedon, or Calwedon, an ancient Vil- 
lage, as the Name ſhews, being com- 
pounded of the Britiſh or Saxon Words 
Callod, ſignifying Moſs, and Dune or Don 
an Hill, the Ground being Moſſy, where 
*tis ſeated near an Hill. It was origi- 


nally a Member of Coventry, and poſſeſſed 


by the Earls of Chefter, who granted it to 
Stephen de Segrave, and his Heirs, to hold 


by the Service of a Sore-Spar-Hawk. 


In this Family it continued as long as 
the Male Line laſted, and ſeveral of them 
improv'd it by making a Park, procu- 
ring Free-Warren for their Lands here, 
27 Edw. 3. and embattling their Seat; 
but INue Male failing in John de Segrave, 
his only Daughter and Heir by her Mar- 
riage with John de Moubrey of Axholm 
in Lincolnſtire, carry'd it into his Fa- 
mily. It continu'd in his Poſterity but 
three Deſcents, and then by the like 
Marriage of a Daughter, paſſed to John 
Howard Duke of Norfolk, who enjoy'd it 
no longer than a Partition was made 
with his Wife's Siſter I/abel, marry'd to 
Sir James Berkley, for then it became the 
Inheritance of Maurice Berkley their Heir, 
from whom it deſcended to George Lord

bert Tuſchet, and Widow Fitze Robert, but 
it ſeems, that their Part was not confide. 
rable, for Roger de Montalt, and Citely his 
Wife, having granted away the Manor of 
Coventry in Fee-Farm to the Monks, the 
Subſtance of this Village paſſed to them, 
and they had thereupon Free Warren 
in it, and Heriots of all the Tenant, 
with the Tithes appropriated to then, 
as belonging to St. Michael's Church. 
Ecclefhale, or Exhall, a Member of C 
ventry, the Lordſhip of Ranulph Earl of 
Cheſter, who enfeoffed Maurice de Boteler 
with it in the Reign of King Henry III. 
but before, viz. in'King Stephen's Reign, 
had granted to the Monks of Coventry, 
a certain Part of the Waſte, lying here 
and in Kereſley, by Eſtimation 380 Acres. 
This Manor was, 27 Hen. 3. certified to 
contain half a Knight's Fee, and to be- 
long to the Heirs of the ſaid Earl, is 
held of the Manor of Coventry. William 
de Boteler, who had his Seat at War- 
rington in Lancaſhire, obtained a Charter of 
Free Warren for his Demeſne here. His 
Poſterity held it *rill 26 Henry 8. when 
Sir Thomas Butler of Warrington, ſold it 
to Julius Nethermill, an Alderman of Cv- 
ventrey, whoſe Grandchild John ſold it to 
Sir John Garret, Alderman of London, in 
whoſe Family we ſuppoſe it to be. 
The Chapel here belong'd tothe Con- 
ventual Church of Coventry, and was 4p- 
propre to it in 1260, by K. Malend, 
iſhop of Coventry, and Litchfield, where- 
longing to that Houſe, 
the Prior put in'a Curate to ſerve there, 
but removeable at Pleaſure, and allow- 


ed him out of theſmall Tithes 5 La Year 
for his Stipend,

From the Earl of Chefter 
it paſſed to the Family of Montalt, of 
whom, Roger de Montalt, and Cicely his 
Wife granted it with the Manor of Co- 
vertry to the Monks there, yet we find 
that William de Boys, and Eudo de Zouch, 
were ſucceſſively poſſeſſed of this Ham- 
jet, but by what Title we know not; but 
notwithſtanding their Intereſt, the Prior 
of Coventry was Certified to be Lord of it, 
Ed. 2. yet without Interruption tothe 
ſcent of it by Stansfield, Stoke, Willough- 

, and Cotton, to Mr. Hopkins, whoſe 
Heirs now are, or late were the Lords of

8 The Chapel here was alſo appropriated 
to the Prior of Coventry by the ſame Bi- 
ſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, as Exhall 
was, and unto the Curate, tho” put in by 
the Prior, and removable at Pleaſure, be- 
longed for his Salary the ſmall Tithes and 
Oblations, with all dead Mortuaries, as 
a Member of St. Michael's Church in Co- 
ventry z but 26 Hen. 8. the Curate ſerving 
therein, had only ſo much of the ſmall 
Tythes as amounted to 5 1, a Year. 

Hawksbury, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Say, belonging to the Priory of Coventry. 
It had the Reputation of a Manor in the 
Reign of King Henry VIII. and was by 
that King, Keg. 34 granted out of the 
Crown by the Name of the Manor, Meſ- 
ſuage and Farm of Hawksbury and Hawks- 
bury-Grove, to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and 
Commonalty of the City of Coventry and 
their 3 * who are ſtill Owners of 
it. 

Henley, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Folkſhul, of which now there is no more 
left, but a Mill called Henley- Mill. In 
34 Edu. 3. it was the Lordſhip of Sir 

obert Greſeley, and Helen his Wife, who 
that Year granted it by the Name of the 
Manor of Henley, juxta Coventry, to Sir 
Baldwin Freu, and Ida his Wife, and his 
Heirs, He had other Lands and Eſtates of 
g00d Value near it, and tis probable, that 
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being invely'd in them, it grew inconſi- 
derable, and being neglefted, was de 
1 ſor we do not find that it paſſed 
that Name out of their Hands at any 
Time, but the Monks of Coventry hac 
ſomething here, tho” not much. | 

Horewell, an Hamlet included in the 
County of the City of Coventry by King 
Henry VI's Charter. It was anciently,, 
7 Edu. 1. the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Oli- 
ver. de Aubeny, held by him of Roger de 
Montalt, containing at that Time, one 
Carucate of Land, and an half, in De- 
meſne, and Suit of Court twice a Year, 
with ſeven Freeholders, who held twenty 
nine Acres of Land, paying a Rent, and 
doing a Suit to his Three-Weeks-Court. 
But it ſeems, the Monks of Stonely were 
in Poſſeſſion of it ſoon after, for in 12 Ed- 
ward 1. they obtained a Charter of Free- 
Warren in all their Demeſne Lands here, 
as well as other Places, and then it was 
ſaid to contain two Carucates of Land 
on which they had a Cell. It appears, 
that about this Time thoſe petty Cells 
were made uſe of by the Abbots of 
greater Priories as Places of Penance or 
Puniſhment to ſuch Monks, as either for 
any Offence committed, or ſome Diſplea- 
ſure of their Superior were ſent thither, 
which is all we find of this Place. 

Finley, a pretty Village with a Chapel 
to it, the Seat and Eſtate of Jeffrey de 
Langley, a Man of great Note in King 
Henry III's Time. He built his Seat 
here, and being in Favour with that 
King, was allowed by him to take cer- 
tain Timber-Trees out of Kenilworth Woods 
for that Purpoſe, He was Marſhal of the 
King's Houſhold under the Earl Mar- 
ſhal of England, to whom he was Deputy, 
in whichPlace he behav'd himſelf fo thrif- 
tily, that the King took Notice of him, 
and for that Cauſe ſhewed him much Re- 
ſpe& and Favour, by granting him a 
Charter of Free-Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands, making him a Tuſtice of 
all his Foreſts South of Trent, and Go- 
vernor of Rockingham Cafile in . 
tonſhire. His Office of Juſtice of the Fo- 
reſts he managed with that Rigour, that 
at the ſame Time that he amaſſed! to 23 
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ſelf vaſt Sums of Money, he render'd him- 
ſelf ſo odious to the People, that the King 
was forced to remove him from that Place 
and ſend him into Scotland and Wales, in 
which Places he caus'd as great Diſcon- 
tents as at Home, for the Welch roſe up in 
Rebellion, and Simon Montford Earl of 
Leicefter, and the Barons, put themſelves 
in Arms to reſcue that People from his 
Tyrannical Oppreſſions. He ſtood ſtoutly 
indeed to the King againſt the Barons, 
but was forced to ſubmit to his diſhonou- 
rable Terms. He dy'd in an advanc'd 
Age 2 Edu. 1. leaving Walter his Son and 
Heir. He had his Name from Walter 
Marſhal Earl of Pembroke, under whom 
his Father ſerv'd as Marſhal of the King's 
Huuſhold, In 7 Edu. 1. being certified 
Lord of this Place, he had ten Cottagers 
who paid him ſeveral yearly Rents, did 
work in Harveſt, and gather'd Nuts for 
him one Day. He had then here three 
Carucates of Land and three Acres, with 
a Water-Mill in Demeſne, and kept a 
certain Out-wood, containing five Acres 
inclos'd asa Park, which was before Com- 
mon. He was one of the Juſlices of Gaol 
Delivery at Warwick, and attending the 
King in his Wars into Wales and Gaſcoign, 
he died 8 Edw, 1. leaving John his Son 
and Heir. He was a Perſon much em- 
ploy'd by the Kings both in War and 
Peace, living in the Reigns of the three 
Edwards, 1, 2, and 3. attending the two 
firſt in the Scoteh Wars, and acting under 
the laſt as a Juſtice of Gaol-delivery. In 
the 18th Year of the laſt, he entailed this 
Lordſhip upon his Son Jeffrey, and his 
Heirs, which after ſome Succeſſions con- 
cluding in the Femile Heir Joan, who 
marry'd to Jon the Son of Sir Alan 
Charlton of Apley, Kt. but being forcibly 
taken from him by Sir John Trillew, jun. 
and living with him ſome Years as his 
Wiſe, ſhe joined with the ſaid Sir John 
and ſold this Minor to Sir Baldwin Fre- 
vil the Elder. She was reconciled after- 
ward to her Husband, and dy'd without 
Iſſue, The Frevi! Family ended in the 
Heir general, and this Manor, upon the 
Partition of their Lands fell to Robert 
Afton, Son and Heir to Joyce, one of the

Shortley, a Member of Coventry, and 
held of the Earls of Cheſter, by the Service 
of 21. 17 s. per Annum, a Pound of Pep- 
per, and Heriots, In 17 Edu. f. it was 
in the Poſſeſſion of Jeffrey de Langley, 
younger Son of Jeffrey de Langley, men. 
tioned above, as Lord of Pinley. He leſt 
it to Edmund his Son, who gave itin 
Marriage with his Daughter Joan, to Ea. 
mund de Chefterton,but it ſeems he was ſome 
Way yon from it, and it came into the 
Poſſei 


ion of Sir Baldwin Frevil, and others, 
and at laſt came again to William Lang- 
ley, who left it to his Son John, in whoſe 

ime the Proportion of Land which he 
had here, was certified to be an hundred 
Acres of Paſture, whereon formerly a Ma. 
nor- Houſe ſtood, but was then demoliſhed, 
It was in the Crown in the Reign of K. 
Henry VIII. who, Reg. 12. granted it to 
Edward Langley, Eſq; and his Heirs, who 
died ſeized of it, leaving it to Roger Wig: 
ſton, and William his Son and Heir, who 
was knighted 1 Mar. 1. He fold it to E4- 
ward ws Balſhall, Eſq; and K- 
tharine his Wife, Siſter of Sir Willian, 
from whom, it after paſſed to Jane! 
and Richard Fitz. Herbert, Brothers, who, 
23 Eliz.. aliened it to Edward Brabazm 
of Eſtwell in the County of Leiceſter, 
and Mary his Wife. 

Within the Precin&ts of this Pariſh ſtood 
a very fair Monaſtry of Carthuſian Monks, 
intended to have been erected by Wilkan 
Lord Zouch, upon fourteen Acres of Land, 
obtained by him for that End, of Sit 
Baldwin Frevill, but the Lord Zouch 
being prevented by Death from _ 
ting his Intention, King Richard e. 
other Benefactors,  erefted it, as I a 
ſhew in its proper Place. The ftrletn 4 
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er ſa ved it from a Diſſolution 
7,8815 of 27 Hen. 8. but it could 
not eſcape that of 30 Hen. 8. when it was 
ſurrendered into that King s Hands, and 
was 34 Hen B. given to Richard Andrews, 
and Leonard Chamberlain, and the Heirs 
of Andrews; but as if it made every 
one uneaſy that had it, it never reſted 
long in any Owner, but through waver, 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter, Riley, Baker, 
Holt, Butler, and Lodge, came at length 
in little more than forty Years Time by 
Purchaſe, te Edward Hill, whoſe Poſte- 
rity do now, or lately did enjoy it, 
7. e, the Site of the Monaſtry, but not the 
Lands otherwiſe belonging to it. 

Sow was Part of it, given by Earl Leo- 
frike to the Monks of Coventry in the 
Conſeſſor's Time, and was certified, when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, to 
contain three Hides and an half, in which 
were Woods half a Mile in Length, and 
four Furlongs in Breadth, and Part in 
the King's Hands, held by Richard Ve- 
rator, or Foreſtarius,. containing one Hige 
and large Woods, The Monks Part had 
belonging to it Free-Warren, a. Mill, 
13 Freeholders, who had 12 Yard Lands, 
for which they paid a certain Rent, and 
did Suit of Court twice a Year, a Ma- 
nor-Houſe, Court-Leet, Gallows, Oc. The 
great Tithes, and a Chapel appropriate, 
for the ſerving of which, they allowed a 
Prieſt, Wooll, Lamb, and the other-ſmall 
Tithes, with an Houſe for his Dwel- 
ling, and ten Acres of Glebe, but he was 
removable at the Prior's Pleaſure. After 
the Diſſolution of the Monaſtry, the 
Prior's Part was paſſed with other Lands 
to Sir John Harrington (afterwards Lord 
Harrington) and confirmed to him and his 
Heirs by Queen Flizabeth, Reg. 32. but 
it ſcems to have been in Order to Sale, 
for it appears, That the Manor-Houſe 
and divers Lands tkereunto belonging, 
were paſſed over the ſame Year to Ed- 
ward Lapworth and his Son, whoſe Heirs 
were in Poſſeſſion of it in the Year 1640, 
and probably are ſo till, The Royalty 
which Sir John reſerv'd to himſelf, af- 
ter that Sale, he leſt to his Daughter 
aud Heir Lucy, Counteſs of Bedford, who 


by Will gave it to Mr. George Purfoy of 
Belgrave in Leicefterſhire, who did then 
enjoy it, | | 

The King's Part of this Manor, held 
by Richard Foreftarius by Serjeanty, a 
Keeper of the Foreſt of Kaſick, was 
given by him, with his only Daughter 
and Heir Margery, to William Crock, who 
leſt it to his Sin William, who being 
hang'd for Felony, it eſcheated to the 
Crown ; but by Favour of the King, R:- 
vert Brok, who marry'd Margery his 
Siſter, recovered it, and leaving it to his 
only Daughter and Heir, who marry'd 
Hugh Loges, by whoſe Heir General it 
went to Peto, in whoſe Family it was 
in the laſt Century, Loges, beſides held 
five Tenements in this Manor of the Earl 
of Cheſter, by the Service of conducting 
the Earl through the Foreſt of Canke to- 
wards the King's Court and back again, 
as oft as there was Occaſion, for which, 
he was to have of the Earl a barbed 
Arrow. In this Pariſh, beſides Hawks- 
bury, of which we have given an Ac- 
count above, there were anciently two 
other Hamlets, viz. Attoxhale or Haflok- 
ſhale, and Woodend, but of them we find 
nothing, but that in 40 Edu. 3. Alan 
Laſſet and Margery his Wiſe granted a 
Moiety of the tormer to Thomas Lang- 
kurſt and his Heirs. There is a Church 
telonging to this Lordſhip of Sow, but 
it is not preſentative, nor has any Thing 
notable in it. 

Stivickall, or Stivinghale, a Member of 
Coventry, and as ſuch, comes to the Earl 
of Cheſter, for in King Stephen's Time 
Ranulph Earl of Cheſter was poſſeſſed of 
it, but he having done ſome Injury to 
Walter Durdent, Biſhop of Coventry, died 
excommunicate, and his Son, Earl Hugh, 
for his Father's Abſolution, paſſed this 
Manor over to the Biſhop and his Suc- 
ceſſors. The Biſhop granted it ſoon after 
to Stephen Nerborne and his Heirs, whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Margery's Son, who 
took the Name of Ranu'ph de Stivichale, 
paſſed it fo Walter Langley, Lord of Bin- 
ley, in whoſe Poſterity it remained, ?till 
by their Heireſs Joan it paſſed by Char!- 
ton and Trillow to Sir Baldwin Frevil, 


by 


by whoſe Daughter Elizabeth it went to 
N and from him to Eregory, in 
whoſe Poſterity it is or lately was. 
The Church, which was appreprizted to 
the Monks of Coventry, was ſupply'd by 
their Care, three Days in a Week with 
Divine Service, but the Dead were all 
carried to Coventry for their Burial at St. 


Mirkbavfv Caureche tf + 7 
Stoke, (which in our old Englif ſigni- 


fics a Village) in the Conqueror's Time 
was a Member of Coventry, pofſefled 
the Earl of Cheſter, of which Family 
Earl Kanulph appropriated it with the 
Chapel, to the Monks of that City. From 
theſe Earls it paſſed to Roger de Mon- 


fralt, by his Marriage with Cicely, one of 


the Coheirs of Hugh Earl of Arundel, 
ho becoming thereby Lord of the Ma- 
nor of Coventry, 7 Edu. 1. He had there 
two Freeholders, who occupied one Ca- 
rucate of Land, beſides what Nicholas de 
Segrave and Thomas de Arden had; the 
former of whom had two Yard Lands 
held by Freeholders, and the other one, 
in the Tenure of three Cottagers. Here 
was alſo a Family that took 'their Name 
from hence, wiz. Seherus de Stoke, the 
Son of Hugh de Harper, who gave to 
the Monks of Combe a Wood called Har- 
per's-Wood, with a Meſſuage or Garden 
here. In King John's Time William de 
Stoke his Deſcendents ſold this Manor 
to one Horn, who reſerving to himſelf 
Part of the Demeſne, ſold it to the Mayor, 
Bailiffs, and Commonalty of the City of 
Coventry, and their Succeſſors, who are 
now the Owners of it. But all this 
while the Monks of Coventry had the 


largeſt Portion, viz. four Carucates, half 


a Yard Land, two Acres and an half, 
and a Meadow, and the Hoſpital of St. 
John had a ſmall Part, paying 12 d. 
per Annum chief Rent to the Manor of 
Stoke, all which have long ſince been 
purchaſed by ſundry Citizens of Coven- 
try, who have built Houſes on them. 
The Chapel, to which the Inhabitants 
of Binley anciently , reſorted, had then 
Divine Service perform'd therein three 
Times a Week at the Charge of the Pri- 
or of Coventry, who out of the Tithes 
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appropriated to the Monks of hi Hout, 
allowed a Prieſt to ſerve the Cure therein

which Privileges were alſo confirm'd by 
King Henry VT's Charter, wherein ( 


ventry, with the Villages about it vere 
made a County in it ſelf, diſtinct from 
Warwickſhire, It had in theſe Times a 
Chapel of its own, appropriated to the 
Monks of Coventry, as the other Ham- 


lets had. - 


Whitley, now only a Manot-Houſe with 
an old Chapel and Mill, but ancient!y 
a Village with divers Inhabitants. It is 
not mention'd in Domeſday-Book, norin 
any Records that we have ſeen before 


King Stephen's Time, when Ranglph Earl 


of Chefler, in whoſe Fee it was, 48 ®

Earl of Chefter it paſſed to Roger de =

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kalt, who let the Manor of Coventry in 
Fee Farm to the Monks, yet reſerving 
to himſelf the Homage and Services of 
Walter D' Eyvil, and Milo Gerbold, for their 
Lands here ; yet the King at the ſame 
Time had four Freeholders, who held 
one Cottage, two Yard Lands, and five 
Acres under ſeveral Rents: Roger alfo 
had one Frecholder, who held one Yard 
Land, the other ſix Freeholders belong'd 
to the Prior, with a Water-Mill. Ralph 
de Whitley was one of them. Hitherto 
it hath not been called a Mayor, but in 
Rich. 2. Thomas Freberne is ſaid to have 
died ſeized of this Hamlet by that Name, 
and afterward his Son or other Heirs 
ſold it, 6 Rich. 2. to one Thomas Whitley, 
who ſold it to John Botoner, after whom 
it had divers Owners ſucceſſively, as 
Schipley, _—_— and Tate, who bought 
it of Starky's Heirs, 2 Mar. 1.,or there- 
abouts. His Poſterity were in Poſſeſſion 
of it, 43 Eliz. for William Tate was then 
Lord of it. His Dwelling was then in 
Northamptonſhire, and his Poſterity pro- 
bably now enjoy it. | 
Whitmore, a woody, mooriſh Ground, 
which being by divers devout People 
given to, or purchaſed by the Monks of 
Coventry ; they obtained a Licenſe from 
King Edward III. Reg. 6. to make a 
Park of it, it containing according to the 
Meaſure in thoſe Days, 436 Acres of 
Waſte and Wood. Upon the Diſſolution 
of their Monaſtry, it remained awhile 
in the King's Hands, but was 1 Edw. 6. 
granted among other Things to Sir Ralph 
Sadler, by the Name of Whitmore Grange 
in the Pariſh of the Holy Trinity at 
Coventry, From him it was ſoon aſter 
conveyed to John Hales above-mention'd, 
who dying ſeized of it, 15 Ex. left it 
to his Nephew John, who built a fair 
Houſe upon it, called New Houſe, and 
lived in it to his Death; when leaving 
it to his Son and Heir John, he ſold 
it to Sir Richard Burnaby, Kt. who paſſed 
it to one Cooke, as he did to Sir Chrifto- 
puer Yelverton of Eſton- Mauduit in Nor- 
thamptorſhire, Knight of the Bath, the 
Poſſeſſor of it about the Year 1640. 
Wykin, Wike, or Vic key, an Hamlet in- 
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volv'd in Coventry, which the Earl of 
Chefter enjoy'd with the ether Lands be- 
longing to the Counteſs of Codeva, and 
Ranulph a Deſcendent of that Family 
reſtored to the Monks of Coventry the 
Chapel of it, as of their Right, being 
a Member of their Conventual Church. 
It is probable, that Walter Briton was 
enfeoffed of it by one of thoſe Earls, 
becauſe Alice his Wife, for the good of 
his Soul and her own, gave to the Monks 
of Combe, a Mill in this Village, and a 
Meſſuage ſtanding near it, which their 
Son James confirmed. But the Monks 
did not keep the Mill long before they 
granted it to Stephen de Segrave and his 
Heirs, in Conſideration of a Pound of 
white Incenſe to be paid yearly to their 
Monaſtry at Eaſter; but as tv the Manor, 
we find none poſſeſſed of it *till Hen, III's 
Reign, when Walter de Langley was the 
Lord of it. He obtained a Charter of 
Free-Warren of the ſame King, Reg. 41. 
and though Roger de Montalt paſſed 
over the Manor of Coventry to the Monks 
there afterwards, yet he reſerved to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs the Homage and Ser- 
vice of the ſaid Walter, which was the 
eighth Part of a Knight's Fee, as by 
ſeveral Records it appeareth. This Wal- 
ter, 7 Edw. 1. "held one Carucate of 
Land, and a Water-Mill in Demeſne, 
and had alſo 18 Servants, who held five 
Yard Lands and two Acres at Will, to 

form divers ſervile-Labours for the 

ame, as alſo Afize of Bread and Beer 

in this Place. Nicholas de Segrave alſo, 
at the ſame Time, had one Carucate of 
Land and a Water-Mill in Demeſne 
here, with two Crops which certain 
Freeholders held. 

But the Manor all the while was in 
the Family of Langley, and ſo continu'd 
as long as the Male Line laſted, which 
was till the Reign of King Edward III. 
when Sir Jahn Trillow, jun. and Joan 
his Wife, Daughter and Heir to Fe 
de Langley, ſold it to Sir Baldwin Frevil 
and his Heirs; who, toſecure their Title, 
were obliged to get a Releaſe from Sir 


Peter Careſwel, upon whom the foremen- 
tion'd Feffrey had ſettled it in default 
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of Hſue of his own Body, he being his 


Half Brother by his Mother. Sir Bald- 
win left a Son of his own Name, but he 
dying without Iſſue, his three Sifters 
became his Heirs, whereupon, this Lord- 
ſhip in the Partition devolved to Marga- 
ret the ſecond of them. She marry'd Sir 
Hugh Willoughby, and dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 
8 Hen. 7. leaving her Grandchild Sir Hen- 
ry Willoughby, Son of Robert her Son, her 
next Heir. From him deſcended Sir 
Francis Willoughby, Kt. late of Middleton 
in this County, who ſold it, 38 Eliz. to 
Richard Green, Father of Richard Green, 
who was Owner of it in 1640. 


The Chapel here was built and dedi- 


cated in Henry I's Time, at the earneſt 
Requeſt of _— Earl of Cheſter, Roger 
de Clinton then Biſhop of Coventry con- 
ſenting thereto, for the Advantage of Poor 
People in Times of Troubles or Mortali- 
ty, the Burial of the Inhabitants being 
reſerved to the Mother Church of Co- 
ventry, unto which, all the Tithes ari- 
ling 2 it were appropriate by Roger 
Molend Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, 
1260. 44 Hen, 3. the Monks of that 
Houſe appointing a Prieſt to clebrate Di- 
vine Service three Days in the Week, be- 
ſides the chief Feſtivals, for which he 
receiv'd anciently, all Living Mortu- 
aries, Alterage, Tithes of Wooll and 
Lamb, with other ſmall Tithes for his 
Stipend, and held the 4th Part of a Yard 
Land in Wykin, belonging to the Chapel, 
at the Will of the Prior, which ſmall 
Tithes, 26 Hen. 8. were rated at 5 J. 


The Hundred of HEMLINGFORD. 


This Hundred in ancient Records is 
called Humeliford, or Humiliford, but at 
preſent Hemlingford. In the Conqueror's 
Survey it goes by the Name of Col/hill- 
Hundred, from the Town of Colſbill, 
which is ſituate in the Middle of the 
County; but ſo long ago as King Hen. II's 
Reign, it has had the Name of Humileford. 
Dugdale tells us, it takes that Name 
from a Ford over the Tame, ſomewhat 
more than a Bowſhot from Kingsbury 
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Church, near which ſtands a ' 
Hemlingford- Mill. The Fee 7 =_ 
dred was moſt anciently in the Kine 
Hands, but the Bailiwick was jn be 
diſpoſal of the Sheriff, "till King 24,11 
Keg. 11. committed it to one 2 
Raymond, to hold during the Kin 1 
Pleaſure, paying yearly to the Sheriff 
this County for the Time being, as much 
as others had uſed to do, and on thy 
Condition he ſhould hold the Bailiwick 
according to the Form of the Statute 
Lincoln. Queen Elizabeth was the fi 
who alienated it from the Crown 
granting it with all its Rights and Pri. 
vileges to Brian Cave, Eſq; and Edu 
Williams, and their Heirs, to hold in $6 
cage of the Manor of Eaft Greenyi:i 
Sir Ambroſe Cave, Heir to Brian enjow' 
it; and dying poſſeſſed of it, 10 Ex. 
left it to his Daughter, then marry't 
to Henry Knolls, Eſq; who having Ile 
two Daughters only, Mary and Elizabth, 
this laſt, who was marry'd to Sir H 
Willoughby of Riſley in Derbyſhire, obtain- 
ed it in the Partition, and her Poſlerity, 
ſo far as we know, enjoy it. This Hun- 
dred is boundeꝗ on the Eaſt by Leicefer. 
Hire and the Hundred of Knizhtlow; 
which, with Part of Baylickway Hundred, 
bounds the South, as Worceſterſhire ani 
Staffordſhire do the Weſt and North. The 
Market Towns of if are 

Atherſton, called in the Conqueror: 
Survey Adereſtone, and in other ancient 
Records Edredeſtone and Aldredflone, no 
doubt from ſome ancient Poſſeſſor of it, 
named Edred or Aldred, common Names 
among the Saxons. It was, before the 
Conqueſt, Part of the Lands of the Lady 
Godeva, from whom the Conqueror took 
it, and farmed it out to Hugh Earl of 
Chefter. It was then ratedat three Hides, 
and had Woods belonging to it two Miles 
in Length and as much in Breadth, dy 
common Eſtimation. Earl Hugh gave it 
to the Monks of Bee in er who 
in 30 Hen. 3. obtained a Fair to be kept 
here yearly, three Days, beginning on 
the Eve of the Virgin Mary's Nativity,

About the Beginning of K. Edward I's 
Reign, Ralph de Culy laid Claim to this 
Manor, and commenced a Suit againſt the 
Monks for it z but the Monks recover d 
itz and in the ſame Reign challenged di- 
vers Liberties and Privileges, as Gallows, 
pillory, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Market, 
Fair, and Toll, according to their Charter 
granted in King Henry III's Time, and 
proved, that from that Time they had 
enjoy's them without Interruption, and 
were allow'd them. After this, the Mar- 
ket encreaſing, and the Town being dirty, 
in Winter eſpecially, they procured a Pa- 
tent of King Edward II. to take Foll of 
all vendible Goods, towards the Raving of 
the streets; but Wars happening with 
France, 7 Hen, 4. when the Lands belong- 
ing to Foreign Monaſleries were given the 
King to bear the Charge of the War, this 
Lordſhip was ſeiz'd, and given to John 
Duke of Bedford, that King's Son, and 
after kis Death to Humphrey Earl of Staf- 
furd for Life; after whom K. Henry VI. 
eave it to his Half-Brother Edmund Earl 
of Kichmond, and his Heirsz but K. Ed- 
ward IV. took it from him, and gave it 
to the Carthuſians of Mont-Grace in York- 
fire, who enjoy'd it "till their Houſe was 
diſſolved by King Henry VIII. in whoſe 
Hinds it being, was given to Henry Mar- 
| queſs of Dorſet by that Prince, but he be- 
ing attainted in Queen Mary's Reign, ſhe 
gave it to William Devereux, Eſq; and his 
Heirs, who dy*d ſeiz'd of it, 21 Eliz. 
leaving two Daughters and Heirs, who 
fold it to Sir John Repirgton, Knt. whoſe 
Son and Heir Sir John Repington of Aming- 
ton, Knt. enjoy'd it in 1640, or thereabouts, 
Sir William Deverenx, while he was in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of this Lordſhip, founded a Free- 
School here, and obtain'd a Licenſe, 15 Eliz. 
to purchaſe Lands, and ſettle upon it, 
which he accordingly did in Doftkhi!l near 
Kirgsbury, He then reſided at Merevale. 
Within the Precinas of this Town was 
anciently a Chapel, to which the Monks 
of Bec in King Henry II's Time gave 12 
Acres of Land, agreeing then with the 
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Parſon of Manceter, that he and his Suc- 
ceſſors ſhould cauſe Divine Service to be 
celebrated therein three Days every Week, 
viz.. Sunday, Wedneſday, and Friday, all 
Holidays to be accounted as one of them, 
but on St. Peter's Day to have M.ſs cele- 
brate.l 3 and on theſe Conditions all the 
Tythes and Oblations ariſing out of this 
Hamlet to be paid to Manceter; yet Buri- 
als and Baptiſms ſh4ll be perſormed here 
for the Inhabitants, except an particu- 
lar Perſon on his Death-bed ſhall rather 
deſire his Sepulture at Manceter than in 
this Chapel-vard z which Agreement was 
ratify'd by R. Peche, Biſhop of Coventry 
and Lichfield. 

This Town may derive ſome Honour 
from Michael Drayton, one of our famous 
Engliſh Poets, whoſe Praiſe it deſervedly 
is, that he was not only Witty but Pious, 
never ſuffering his Fancy to entrench up- 
on his Conſcience, He was very tempe- 
rate in his Life, flow in Speech, and in- 
offenſive in Company. He was one of 
«the Eſquires who attended Sir Valter A- 
fton, Knt. when he was made a Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of King 
James I. Hedy'd in the Year 1631, and 
lies bury'd in Veſtminſter-Abby near the 
South- Door, at a little Diſtance from his 
Brethren Poets, Jeffrey Chaucer and Ed- 
mund Spenſer. 

At the further Side of this Town North- 
ward is a Bridge over the River Anker, 
call'd Feldon- Bridge, which being ruinous, 
5 Edu. 3. a Licenſe was granted to Ed- 
mund de Shireford to take Toll of all ven- 
dible Goods that were carry'd over it, to- 
ward the Charge of Repairing it. 

Bermincham, or Bermingham, the Free- 
hold of one Wine in Edward the Confe/- 
ſor's Days, but after the Conqueſt it was 
poſſeſs'd by William Fitz- Auſcu!ph (whoſe 
Seat was at Dudley-Caſtle) with divers o- 
ther Lands hereabouts. It is rated in the 
Conqueror's Survey at four Hides, beſides 
the Woods,eſteemed half a Mile in Length, 
and four Furlongs in Breadth, held of him 
by one Richard, at the yearly Rent of 20s. 
Fulk Paganel ſucceeded V. Fitz- Auſculph 
in the Enjoyment of Dudley-Caftle and all 
other his Lands, and his Son Ger vaſe paſ- 
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ſed this and ſome other of his Lordſhips 
over to be held by Military Service to 
Peter de Bermingham, who is certify'd 
12 Hen, 2. to have held nine Knights Fees 
de veteri Feoffmento of him. This Peter 
being Sewer to Ger vaſe Paganel, had a Ca- 
ſtle ſtanding near the Church here, and 

by the Grant of the ſame King had a 
weekly Market here upon Thur/day, with 
the Privileges of Thol, Theam, Oc. to 
him and his Heirs. All which were con- 
firm'd to William his Son, by K. Richard I. 
Out of this Family came the Birmichams 
of Ireland, of whom was John de Bermi- 
cham, who by his ſingular Valour and 
Conduct, when Edward de Brus raiſed a 
Rebellion there, and cauſed himſelf to be 
crown'd King of it, ſuppreſſed it, flay- 
ing the ſaid Edward, and routing all his 
Party, for which ſignal Service he was 
created by K. Edward II. Earl of Loveth, 
as his Poſterity continues. 

Of this Family of Birmichams, who 
continued long Lords of this Town, we 
muſt not paſs over what they have done 
to advance its Advantage, viz, William, 
the Son and Heir of the laſt William, pro- 
cured a Charter for a Fair to be annually 
held here, for the Space of four Days, be- 
ginning on the Eve of Aſcenſion-Day; he 
alſo, after ſome Conteſt with Roger de So- 
mery, Baron of Dudley, came to an Agree- 
ment with him te pay him Service for 
eight Knights Fees and an half, and ap- 
pear twice a-year at his Michaelmas and 
Eafter Courts at Dudley; but at length 
ſiding with the Barons againg King Hen- 
ry III. he was flain in the Battle of Eve- 
/kam, and this, with his other Eſtates, was 
thereby forſeited; but by the Statute cal - 
led, Dictum de Kenilworth, they being lia- 
ble to a Compoſition, William de Bermi- 
cham, his Son and Heir, made the Satis- 
faction requir'd, and recover'd the Poſſeſ- 
fion of them. He, 11 Edu. 1, obtain'd a 
Charter of Free-Warren throughout his 
Demeſne Lands here, He, upon a Quo 
Warranto brought againſt him for exerci- 
| ſing the former Privileges upon this Lord- 

hip, „ King Henry II's Charter 
for his Market, Fair, and Free-Warren, 

Oc. and was allow'd them, This Sir N

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liam dy'd before 32 Edw. f. ag 4 
from this, that Iſabel his Widow then 
ſented to the Church. From him defeeng 
ed another William, whoſe Bailiff diſtrain. 
ing certain Inhabitants of Bromergrove and 
Norton for Toll in his Market here. 
were ſued for ſo doing, and the people of 
thoſe Places proving their Towns to be 
ancient Demeſne belonging to the Crowy 
they were acquitted, and the Bailiff m4 
der'd to pay Coſts. His Son William had 
many Employments conferred upon him 
but none relating to this Place ; we paſs 
to his-Son Fulk, who was a Knight, and 
ſerved as Knight of the Shire for this 
County in two Parliaments held at Vf. 
minſter. To him ſucceeded John his Son 
who ws alſo a Knight; he was Sheriff 
twice fer this County and Leicefterſlire 
and Knight for this County in a Parliz. 
ment at Northampton, and two at Wefmir. 
fer. After his th (of which we know 
not the certain Time) his Widow Elizu- 
beth held this Lordſhip in Dower, tho' 
his Brother Sir Thomas had his Reſidence 
here, and was as often Repreſentative of 
this County in divers Parliaments at Wet. 
minſter and Glouceſter as his Anceſtors had 
been, and ſo were William and Thomas his 
Succeſſors, Edward de Birmicham, the 
laſt of the Male Line of this Family, was 
but three Years old at his Father's Death, 
and was therefore in Ward to King Hen- 
VII. who granted the Care of his Per- 
on and Lands to Eduard Lord Dudley, 
of whom his Mother bought it, and ſold 
it to Serjeant Coningsby, Being of Age, he 
happen'd unfortunately to live under the 
InſpeRion of Sir John Dudley (afterwards 
Earl of Warwick, and Duke of Northun- 
berland) who having got into the Inhe- 
ritance of Dudley-Caftle, had a great Mind 
to this Lordſhip, which he knew would 
not be ſold by the.preſent Owner, becauſe 
it had been the Seat of his Family ſome 
hundreds of Years, whereupon - he con- 
triv'd with ſome of his Servants to watch 
when Mr. Birmicham rode out, and having 
ſent one of them before, came up vith 
him, and riding a-while with him, till 
they overtook their Confederate, whom 
they pretended to rob, and ride me 
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being in their Company, 
was taken and proſecuted for the Rob- 
bery, and being in Danger of Death, Was 
adviſed by ſome ſet on Work, to make Sir 

n Dudley his Friend to ſave his Life, 
Tick was at length agreed on and done, 
by giving up this Manor of Ber micham to 
Un upon Condition, that Mr. Bermi- 
cham and his Wife ſhould have an pry 
of 401. a Year paid them for Life, and ſo 
Sir John was put in Poſſeſſion of it, tho” 
he had not the Grant fully made to him 
ill nine Years after, viz.. 37 Hen. 8. be- 
fore which Time he was made Viſcount 
Liſte ; but he did not long enjoy this and 
his other unlawful Acqueſts, for being at- 
tainted and beheaded, 1 Mary 1. that 
Queen gave the Inheritance of this Lord- 
ſhip thereby eſcheuted to her, to Thomas 
Marrow, Eſq; whoſe Poſterity were Lords 
of it in 1640, or thereabouts. 

The preſent State of this Town is this: 
It is very populous, and ſwarms with 
Inhabitants, but moſt of them of the 
meaner Sort, which ſerve for carrying on 
the Trade of Iron-Works, for which they 
are ſuch ingenious Artificers, that their 
Performances in Iron and Steel are ad- 
mir'd not only at Home, but in Foreign 
Parts, We hear nothing here but the 
Noiſe of Hammers and Anvils, which 
Gain makes the ſweeteſt Muſick to the 
People of it. The lower Part of the 
Town is very Watery, but the upper. is 
ſlored with many handſome Buildings. 
20 Market and Fair are above accounted 
or. 

In the Reign of King Henry VIII. An. 
37. here was a Gild (erected 16 Rick. 2. 
by the Inhabitants of the Town, . under 
the Name of the Bailiffs and Commonal- 
ty of Birmicham. to the Holy Croſs) con- 
fiſting of Men and Women of: that Town 
and the neighbouring Villages, under a 
Maſter and Wardens, 
Prieſts, to celebrate Divine Service in 
the Church of St. Martin, - for the Souls 
ef the Founders and all the Fraternity, 
then valued at 31 J. 2 f. 10 f. per Ann. 
which being diffolved 5 Edw. 6. was at 
the Suit of the Inhabitants affigned by 
it King to William Simons, Gent, and

with a Chantry of. 
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divers others of this Place, and their Suc · 
ceſſors, to be choſen at the Death or De- 
rture of any of them out of the Town, 

or the Maintenance of a Free Gram mar 


School, to be call'd, The Free Grammar 
School of King Edward VI. for the Educa- 
tion and Inſiruction of Children in Gram- 
mar for ever, by a School-maſter and U- 
ſher under him, to be held of the King 
his Heirs and Succeſſors, as of his Caſtle 
of Kenilworth, in free and common So- 
cage, paying 20s. yearly into the Court 
of Angmentations at Michaelmas, 

The Church of this Place, dedicated 
to St. Martin, was a ReQtory, and was all 
along in the Patronage of the Birmichams, 
*till it was extorted from them by Sir 
John Dudley, as is above-related. In it 
was a Chantry, call'd C/odſhale*'s Chantry, 
founded by Walter de Clod/hale, 4 Edw. 3. 
(who for that End obtain'd a Licenſe from 
William de Birmicham, then chief Lord of 
the Fee, and the King) at the Altar of 
Our Lady in this Church, giving to it 4 
Meſſuages, 20 Acres of Land, and 18 4. 
Rent, all lying in this Town, for the 
Maintenance: of one -Prieſt to celebrate 
Maſs for him the ſaid Valter, and Agnes 
his Wife, their Anceſtors, and all the 
Faithful deceas'd. And again in 21 Edu. 3. 
Richard Clodiſlale, their Son and Heir, gave 
5 Meſſuages, 10 Acres of Land, and 10 5. 
in Money yearly Rent, lying alſo in this 
Town, for the Support of another Prieft, 
to celebrate Divine Service at the ſame 
Altar, for the good Eſtate of him the ſaid 
Richard, and Alice his Wife, in this World 
during their Lives, and for their Souls 
after their Departure from hence; as alſo 
for the Souls of his Father and Mother, 
Fouke de Bermicham and Joan his Wife, 
and all the Faithful, deceas'd. Upon the 
Diſſolution of theſe Chantries, 1 Edu. 6. 
they were divided, and the Lands of the 
firſt, then valued at 6/7. per Ann. fold to 
Kenelm and John Throkmorton, Efqrs+ and 
the latter, valued at 5/. 15s. 11 4 f. per 
Ann. granted out of the Crown to William 
Morice of Cheping-Onger in Eſſex, Oc. In 
this Church are three large Monuments 
of the Bermichams with their Effigies up- 


on them, one of which is Croſo- legg d and 
in 
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in Armour ; and in the Windows are ma- 
ny Arms of divers Families. 

This Town hath the Honour of giving 
the Title of Baron. to 

Humble, Lord Ward, of Birmicham. He 
was the Son of Sir William Ward, a weal- 
thy Goldſmith and Jeweller to Queen 
Mary, Conſort of King Charles I. who 
ſent that King conſiderable Supplies of 
Money in his Troubles, and having mar- 
ried Frances, Siſter and Heir to Edward 
Lord Dudley, was created Lord Ward of 
this Place, March 23, 1643, Hedy'd in 
1670, and left Iſſue by his ſaid Wiſe 
Frances, 

Edward his Son and Succeſſor, who af- 
ter his Mother's Death in 1701, ſucceeded 
alſo to the Barony of Dudley, and ſo be- 
came Lord Dudley and Ward, who by his 
Wife Frances, Daughter of Sir William 
Brereton, left 

William his Son and Heir, who by Frances 
the Daughter of William Dylke of Maxtock 
Caſtle in this County, Eſq; left, 
Edarard his Son and Heir, who dy'd in 
1704, under Age. leaving his Wife, Diana, 
Daughter of Sir Thomas Howard of Alſted 
in Surrey, bigg with Child of the pre- 
ſent 

Edward Lord Dudley and Ward. She 
dy'd in 1709, much lamented. 

Coleſhil, ſo called from its Situation 
upon an Hill on the South ſide of the Ri- 
ver Cole. It was one of thoſe Towns 
which we call Ancient Demeſne, becauſe 
Edward the Confeſſor, and King William 
the Conqueror held it in their own Hands 
at the Time that Domeſday-Book was 
made, wherein it is rated at three Hides, 
with a Church and Mill, ten Burgeſſes 
in Tamworth, and Woods three Miles in 
Length and two in Breadth. How it was 
, alienated from the Crown, we find not; 
but that it was ſo, appears in this, That 
it was bought by Feffrey Clinton, of ſome 
Perſon to whom it was given. His Son 


J rey left it to Osbert his Kinſman, in 


whoſe Family it continu'd from King 
Henry II's Time to King Edward III's. 
This Os&:rt, who is ſometimes called Os- 
hert de Colfhill, left it to Osbert his Son, 
who obtained a Charter of King John, 
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Reg. 9. for a weekly Market 2 
and Fair yearly for two Days Sunday, 
the Eve and Feaſt of St, Peter and St. F. 
June 29. He was in Arms againg Kin 
John, but returning to his Ls 
1 Hen, 3. had his Lands reſtor'q to um 
His Heir was Thomas de Clinton, 2 Man oe 
fair Poſſeſſions, and of great "ras 
in his Country, for he was Jufice a 
Aſſize and Gaol-delivery in this Count 
Eſcheator, Oc. He obtained a Chaiter 
Free-Warren in all his Demeſne Lands 
here, 38 Hen. 3. His Son John inherited 
this Lordſhip after him. He adher'd t, 
the rebellious Barons againſt King Hm), 
and held out the Caſtle of Kenilw,rt 
againſt him, for which his Lands were 
ſeized; but ſoon recover'd by the Statute 
called Dictum de Kenilworth, and aſterward 
was in ſuch Eſteem for his Fidelity, thit 
he was put in Commiſſion for Gaol deli. 
very at Warwick, Oc. 20 Edu. i, He ws 
intumb'd in an Arch of the Wall in G. 
hi Church, of which he had the Advow. 
ſon, and there lieth croſs Legg'd, becauſe 
he had taken upon him the Croſs to ſerve 
in the Holy Land. His Succeſſor in this 
Manor, was his Son John, who was aſter- 
wards made a Knight, and was conſtituted 
one of the Conſervators of the Peace in 
this County, and was more than once in 
the Scotch Wars with King Edward l. 
He left John his Son and Heir, who was 
alſo knighted; but dying, left only ne 
Daughter and Heir Joan, who was with- 
in Age at her Father's Death, and after 
marry'd to ea 3 
Sir John Montfort, and ſo brought this 
Lordſhip into his Family; upon which 
Account he made it his Seat and Reſi- 
dence. He was the illegitimate Son of 
Peter de Montfort of Beldeſert in this 
County; but being. a Perſon of Worth 
and Courage, was one of the Knights of 
Shire for this County, in the Parliament 
at Weſtminſter, 35 Edu. 3. and afterwarl 
being ſent a Commander into France with 
a few Engliſh, encounter'd Charles de Blii, 
with near thrice his Number, flew him, 
and near a Thouſand more, and took 
many Priſoners. His Heir and SucceRor 
was Sir Baldwin de Montfort, but his = 
2 
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„held this Lordſhip in Dower 
_ 2 and did what ſhe c uld to ſettle 
jt upon her Iſſue by two other Husbands, 
sir Henry Griffith. and Sir John Sutton ; 
but that notwithſlanding, it return d to Sir 
Baldwin, or his Son and Heir Villiam, 
who had two Wives, Margaret, by whom 
he had Sir Baldwin Mont fort, and other 
cons, and Joan, by whom he had Sir Ea- 
„und Montfort, on whom, ſhe, by much 
Importunity, prevail'd to ſettle thisLord- 
ſhip, and diſinherit Sir Baldwin; and to 
make it the more ſecure, the Duke of 
Buckinghum was enſeoff d with it for her 
and her Son's Uſe. Sir Baldwin believing 
it his Right, enter'd a Suit of Law for 
jt, but was kept out of it by the Duke 
of Buckirgham's Intereſt, and made to give 
Bond of 1000 |. not to moleſt them. Sir 
Balduin, thus depriv'd of a great Part of 
his Eſtate, and becoming in the mean 
Time a Widower, betook himſelf to a Re- 
ligious Life, and made over the reſt of his 
Ellate to his Son Simon, reſerving an Al- 
lowance for himſelf during Liſe. Simon his 
Son was a Servant in the Court to Queen 
Katharine, Wife of King Henry V. and re- 
tained in Counſel to Richard Newvill Earl of 
Warwick, 35 Hen. 6, He finding that 
this Manor was kept from him by a Feoff- 
ment made to the Duke of Bucks, made 
the like Feoffment to the Earl of March, 
who coming to the Throne after the 
Battle of Northampton, in which the Duke 
of Bucks was ſlain, Simon obtained a Re- 
leaſe from that King of this Manor, which 
was forfeited by the Duke's Attainder, 
and ſo came into Poſſeſſion of it. Simon 
was in great Eſteem all King Edward IV's 
Reign, was Sheriff of this County, and 
Leiceſterſhire, ſerved the King in France 
with five Spears and fixty Archers, was 
Lieutenant of the Iſle of Wight, in Com- 
miſſon for the Peace; but being execu- 
ted 10 Hen, 7. for aſſiſſing Perkin ar- 
beck with Money, his Eſtates were con- 
bſcated, and this Manar was given by 
that King to 

Simon Digby, Deputy to John Earl of 
Oxford, who then brought that unhappy 
Gentleman to his Trial, in which he de- 
d not the Fact, being perſwaded that 
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War beck was the real Son of King EA. 
ard IV. as many others were, to whoſe 
Family he was a firm Friend. This 
Simon Digty was the Son of Sir Everard 
Digby of Tilton in Leiceſterſhire, Kt. whoſe 
Family had flouriſhed there from King 
Henry It's Time; and in the Conteſt for 
the Crown, between the Houſes of York 
and Lancafter, adhered to the latter, but 
this Simon ſeeing that the Houſe of York 
prevail'd, carry'd himſelf fo loyally to 
King Edward IV. that he gave him Ten 
Pounds a Year out of -Retford Mills in 
Nottinghamſhire, and the Foreſterſhip of 
Thornwod for his faithful Services; but 
no ſooner did the Earl of Richmond appear, 
but he with his fix Brethren came into 
his Intereſts, and fought ſtoutly for him 
in Boſworth Field againſt King Rich, III. 
The Earl of Richmond being by this Vi- 


Qtory raiſed to the Throne by the Name of 


King Henry VII. as all his Brethren ob- 
tained a ſuitable Reward, ſo more eſpe- 
cially did this Simon, who was made 
Steward of all the Lands in Rutland- 
ſhire, lately belonging to the Duke of 
Clarence, and of Bedale in Yorkſhire ;, and 
among other Things was granted the Fo- 
reſterſhip of Thornwood, and Manors of 
Rarysbury in Micham in Surrey, and this 
of Colfhil, After this, he was in Commiſ- 
ſion for the Peace for this County, and 
for Gaol-delivery in Warwick, and was 
Sheriff for this County and Leiceſterſhire, 
and dying 12 Hen. VIII. was bury'd in. 
the Chancel of this Church, in a Tomb 
which he had made for himſelf in his 
Life time. Reginald Dighy was His Son 
and Heir; Alice his Widow furviv'd him, 
and by her Will, gave a Meſſuage in Col- 
il of the yearly Value of 28s. and 8 d. 
and a Rent of 6s. and 8.4. iſſuing out of 
other Lands, as alſo one Acre of Land in 
Cole Mead (all within the Manor of Col- 
ili) to be diſtributed every Day in the 
Year immediately after high Maſs at the 
End of the Altar, where tis ſung, to a 
Child, Male or Female, that ſhall kneel 


down there, and ſay five Pater Nofters, 


fve Aves, and a Creed for the Sout of Si- 
mon Digby her late Husband, her Chil- 


Eren's, and. all Chriſtian's Souls a * 
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in Silver Sterling. The Child muſt be 
one of the Houſholders of the Pariſh, 
and under nine Years of Age, and the 
Houſes taken in their Order : And to the 
Dean for hearing them, himſelf ſaying at 
the ſame Time a Pater Naſter, Ave, and 
Creed, for the ſame Souls, 6s. 8 d. year- 
ly, Sc. But this Bequeſt being accounted 
Superſtitious, was diſanull'd, and falling 
to the Crown, was purchaſed by the In- 
habitants of the Town, and ſettled to 
maintain a School, and give to ſuch Chil- 
dren (a Penny a Piece) as ſhould repair to 
the Church, and ſay the Lord's Prayer 
tothe Clerk every Morning at 10 o Clock,

Reginald Digby, abovemention'd, John 
his Son and Heir, and George Digby his 
Son, have nothing 1 oy to them to 
be taken Notice of, but that being Gen- 
tlemen of a ſuperior Rank in this County, 
they bore the publick Employments 
of Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, and Com- 
miſſioners upon great Occaſions. George 
began to riſe, being made a Knight by 
the Earl of Leiceſter at the Siege of Zut- 
phen in Flanders, 28 Elizabethe, as was 
His Son Robert at Dublin, by Robert Earl 
of Eſſex, 38 Elizabethe. He marry'd Læ- 
tice, Daughter and Heir of Gerald Earl 
of Kildare in Ireland, whoſe Son and 
Heir Robert, having a great Eſtate in 
that Kingdom of his Mother's Inheri- 
tance, was by King Fames I. created Lord 
Digby. of Geaſhill, where he had a Caſtle, 
and his Poſterity enjoy that Honour.

ſame King in the Embaſſy into Spain, 
to promote a Marriage between Prince 
Charles and the Infanta ; for which End, 
he was created Lord Digby of Sherburne 
in Dorſetſhire, and four Years after, Earl 
of Briſtol.

5. had been 
ſettled by that King on the Carthufian 
Monks of Shena, when he founded that 
Monaſtery, was given theſe Nuns by the 
Prior and Convent there, 38 Hen.

Being ſo in the King's Hands, the Site 
of it, with all the Lands in this County, 
was given to Sir Marmaduke.

19. certain Parcels of Incloſure, cal- 
led More-crofts and Heath-yards, and above 
forty Acres of Waſte, with a Licenſe to 
incloſe it, proceeded further to advance 
the Good of the Town, for he procured 
the next Year Letters Patent for the ma- 
king it a Corporation, by the Name of a 
Warden and 24 Aſſiſtants, with a Steward, 
Serjeant at Mace, Clerk of the Market, 
Oc. as alſo a weekly Market on Mondays, 
and another Fair on St. Simon and St. Fude's 
Day yearly, providing them alſo a Com- 
mon-Hall for their Aſſemblies, and grant- 
ing to them the whole Manor, Chace and 
Park to hold to them and their Succeſſors 
for ever in Fee-farm, at the Rent of 50 . 
per Annum. And to render theſe his Be- 
nefact ions more compleat, he built them 
a Priſon under the Hall, and a Market- 
houſe, paved their whole Town, ſtock'd 
their Park with Mares, Colts and Horſes, 
built two Ifles to their Church, and e- 
refted an Organ, deftroy'd the Chace for 
the Benefit of the Poor, and gave a Mea- 
dow to the poor Widows, He built 5 
Stone-Houſes, and began to ſet up the 
Cloathing-Trade in the Town; but it 
came to nothing. In his latter Days he 
built himſelf a fair Honſe in More-crofts,, 
which he nam'd More-Hall, and lived 
there very hoſpitably to his Death, Which 
happening here, he was bury'd in the

Solihull, or Solyhill, which we add to 
the Market-Towns, not that it is at 
ſent ſuch, but that it-is-ſo letter'd in our 
Maps, and hath formerly been fo, as the 
Hiſtory will- ſhew. In Dumeſday- Bool, 
tis call'd Ulvertey, and was before the 
Conqueſt poſſeſs d by Eduine Earl of Mer. 
cia, and after it by one Chriſtina, It was 
then certify'd; to contain eight Hides, 
and to ha ve Woods four Miles in Length, 
and half a Mile in Breadth belonging to 
it, with a Church. From Cüriſtin this 
Manor came to the Family of Lineſe, 
who had the Seat of their Barony here, 
and a Caſtle, of which there now remain 
no Proofs, but about an Acre of Ground 
moated round, and a Lane leading to it, 
call'd Caftle-Lane, Ralph de Limeſy was 
the firſt Lord of this-Place.of his Family. 
He gave two. Parts of the Tythes to the 
Church of Piriſon in Hartfordſhire when 
he founded it. From the Limeſies, after 
four Deſcents, it came by the Marriige 
of -the Heireſs to Hugh de Odiny/ells, who 
gave it his younger Son William de 0dirg- 


ſells. Solihull; in his Time, was riſen out 


of Ulverley, and became ſo conſiderable a 
Place, that he procured a Charter of — 
Henry III. for a Market at it on. de 
day every Week, and a Fair yearly on 
the Feaſt of St» Alphage, and ſor three 
Days after, that being the Saint to whom 
their Church was dedicated.

ford of this Place, Gent. whoſe Son en- 
joy'd it about the Middle of the laſſ Cen- 
w_— and Poſterity may ſtill be Owners 
of it. 

The Church dedicated to St. Laurence, 
was given to the Nuns of Poleſworth in 
King John's Time by William de Hardriſ⸗ 
hull, and being appropriated, ſoon af- 
ter there was a perpetual Vicarage aſſgn - 
ed for ſerving the Cure, which being 
found too little, upon Complaint made to 
the Biſhop there was an Augmentation 
made of the fifth Sheaf of the Corn-Tythe 
throughout the whole Pariſh, to be de- 
liver'd out of the Nun's Barn without 
Charge after they were gather'd in. In 
the Church is only 'one Grave-Stone, for 
Joanna the Wife of Thomas Palmer of Sto-

firſt coming into England, and afterward, 
Reg. 10. created a Baronet, He enclos'd 
a fair Park, and ereted an Houſe in it far 
exceeding any in theſe Parts, for Beauty 
and State. In his Laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment he aſſign'd 300 J. for the Building of 
an Hoſpital in this Town, for five Men 
and five Women, appointing a Rent- 
Charge of 83 1. per Annum out of his Ma- 
nor of Erdington for their Support. He 
dy'd in 1654, At. 83. 

The Church of this Place, dedicated to 
St. Peter and St. Paul, was given to the 
Monaſtery of Newport-Poganel (common- 
ly call'd Tikford riory) in Buckingham- 
hire, by Gerwaſe Paganel Baron of Dudley, 
and Lord of this Manor, and appropria- 
ted to the Monks there by Richard Peche 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe, which Hubert 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury confirm'd, and 
Giles de Erdington ratify'd, 15 Edw. 3. 
for which he and his Heirs were to be 
partakers of their Prayers for ever. After 
this, in 38 Hen. 3. a Vicarage was or- 
dain't by Roger de Veſeham Biſhop of Co- 
ventry and Lichfield, with the Conſent of 
the Monks of Newfort-Paganel, and Wil- 
liam de Kelkenny, who was the Rector. By 
this Ordination it appears, that the Dean 
and Chapter of Lichfie/4 was to receive 20 
Marks out of the Rectory. The Nuns of 


Catesby in Northamptonſhire pretended a 


Title to the third Part of the Tythes be- 
longing to this Church, but the Monks 
of Tikford recover'd them by a Writ of 
Right, and got a Confirmation from the 
King, 5 Edu. 3. Upon the Diſſolution 
of the Monaſteries, this Manor was, with 
the Priory of Tikford, given to Cardinal 
Wolſey, for the Endowment of his Colleges 
at Oxford and Ipſwich, which he had be- 
gun to erect, as he accordingly did, by 
ſettling this Lordſhip on the Dean and 
Canons of the firſt, and though King 
Henry VIII. took upon him the Honour 
of that Foundation, yet he took it not 
from the Foundation, but granted it to

vu, the ancient Poſſeſſor of it. The 
Monks of Burton held theit Part till the 
Diſſolution 3 but the other Parts poſſeſſed 
by Ferrers and Albingi continu'd not 
long in their Families, for in K. Henry T's 
Time, Hugh itæ- Richard had them both 
md in his Male-Line they continu d itil 
Hugh Fitx-Milliam, Grandehild of Hugh, 
leaving Margery and Maud, his Siſters, 
his Coheirs, his Lands devolved to other 
Families, viz. by Maud to Stephen te 
Narbonne, and his Heirs, and by Mar- 
zery to Thomas de Clinton her Heir, upon 
the partition. Maud had only one Daugh- 
ter and Heir Margery de Narbonne. She 
gave all her Purport to the Monks of Bur- 
fon in pure Alms. Thomas de Ciinton gave 
his Part to Othert kis'youngeſt Son, who 
confirm'd Margery's Grant to the Monks ; 
but dying without Iſſue, his Part re- 


turn'd to the Poſterity of Thomas his eldet 


Brother, whoſe Deſcendant Edward Lord 
Clinton fold his Part to James Levtfon of 
Wolverhampton in Staffordſhire, Eſqz who 
gave it in Martiage with Haber His 
Daughter, to Valter, Son of Sit FAwarZ 
Afton, Knt. from whom'it deſtended to 
Sir Walter Afton; Knight of the Bath, 
Tho, in the Reign of Rihg Carles 1. or 
thereabouts, ſold it to the Tenants.

ingenious and witty, can't but be ſome. 
Honour to this Town. He'was in much 
elleem for his Poetick Genius, having 
compos'd, while he was at the Univerſity, 
divers Tragedies and Comedies, which 
were written with ſo much Skill and — 
nifcence, that they gave the King 
much Recreation, that he conferr'd on him 
ſeveral good Rewards.

ſed (but how gr when we find not) to the 
Family of Haſtings, who enfeoffed Hugh 
de Rirgedon, or his Anceſtor therewith, 
and from him they deſcended to Ralph de 
Hyrgeſdon, who in 53 Hen. 3. was certi- 
fd to hold them of Henry de Haſtings, 
by the Service of half a Knight's Fee, 
This Ralph left only a Daughter for his 
Heir, who marrying te one of the Fa- 
milv of Mancefter, Lords of Manceſter in 
this County, brought them into that Fa- 
mil», yet holding them of the Heirs of 
Haſti gs by the ſame Tenure, How long 
they continued in that Family we can't 
diſcover, but believe for ſome conſidera- 
ble Time, becauſe we do not find them 
in any other Hands, *till 15 Edu. 4. 
when we obſerve, that John de Champer- 
noon dy'd ſeiz'd of them, leaving them to 
his two Daughters and Heirs, one of 
which, Blanche, marrying to Sir Robert 
Willoughby, Knt. who was afterwards ſum- 
mon'd to Parliament among the Barons 
in 7 Hen.

Before the Con- 
queſt, in the Confeſſor's Time, Turchilu- 
vinus was the Owner of it; but after the 
Nor man Settlement, Tarchil de Warwick, 
who in William Rufus's Days wrote him- 
ſelf Turchil de Eardene. He left Iſſue Si- 
ward his eldeſt Son, but he was not per- 
mitted to enjoy much of his Father's 
Lands, the Earl of Warwick, Roger de 
Newburgh, having the greateſt Part aſ- 
ſign'd him by that King, and what he re- 
tain'd, he and his Poflerity held of that 
Earl and his Heirs by Military Service.

Rent in 
this Town, with the Advowſon of the 
Church, to the Canons of Leiceſter, and 
confirmed to the Monks of Canwell in this 
County the Grant made by his Siſter Cize- 
ly of one Yard-Land and à Meadow in 
this Lordſhip. His Brother Henry (who 
was his Heir) was certify'd 12 Hen: 2. to 
hold five Knights Fees of William then 
Earl of Warwick, as his Brother Hugh 


had. He was alſo piouſly diſpoſed to 


the Monks, to whom he gave ſome Lands, 
and confirmed others of his Anceſtors Giſt, 
as Riton, Oc. His Heir Thomas was one of 
thoſe that met at the Tournement at Blithe 
in Nottinghamfhire, contrary to the King's 
Prohibition, and for that his Lands were 
ſeiz'd, but in 7 Hen. * they were re- 
ſtor'd to him. He left Iſſue Thomas, who 
fiding with the rebellious Barons, was ta- 
ken Priſoner at the Battle of Evgſhane, 
and tho“ by the Statute call'd Diffum de 
Keniluorth, he might have redeem'd his 
Eſtates for a tolerable Fine, he choſe ra- 
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ther to paſs them to'others, among whom 
Thomas de Arden of Hanwell, and Roſe his 
Wife, obtain'd the Inheritance of all his 
Lands in this Place, and ſome other Towns 
in this County, needleſs to mention at 
this Time. 

This Thomas had his Seat at Hanwell, 
which came to him by Roſe his Wife, the

His Seat was at Pedimore in 
this County, where he obtain'd by Licence 
to have Divine Service celebrated in his 


Oratory. He endeavour'd to recover the 


Advowſon of this Place from the Canons 
of Leiceſter, but could not. He left none 
but Female Heirs, and ſo his Brother 
Henry ſucceeded him in this Lordſhip, Oc. 
His Seat was at Parkhal! in this Hundred, 
which he bought of 1 Botetourt of 
Weoleigh-Caſtle in Worceſterſhire, He was 
a Conſervator of the Peace in this Coun- 
ty, and being a Knight, ſerved in Parlia- 
ment as a Repreſentative of this Shire, 
16 2 Rich. 2. Roſe, his Brother John's 
Heir, about this Time releaſed all her 
Intereſt in this Manor to him, as he left 
it to his Son and Heir Ralph, who was 
one of the Earl of Warwick's Retinue, 
and ſerved that Earl as one of his Eſquires 
at the Siege of Calais, where he behaved 
himfelf ſo well, that he was knighted. 
He dy'd 8 Hen. 5 and left a Son and Heir 
Robert, then a Minor, but being of full 
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Age, was eſteem'd one of the chief Gen. 
tlemen of the County, which he ſerved 
as Sheriff, and Knight of it in Parliament 
29 Hen, 3. In his Time, the great Con. 
troverſy about the Crown between the 
Houſes of Lancafter and York happen' 
and he unhappily joyning with the lat. 
ter, was taken in Shropſhire as he was 
raiſing Forces for them, and put to Death 
for that Offence, 30 Hen. 6. 

Walter his Son and Heir ſucceeded hi 
and obtain'd by the King's Precept to his 
Eſcheator a ſurrender of his Eſtate here 
and in other Parts of this County, By 
his Will he order'd his Body to be bury'd 
in the Church of St. Peter and St. Paul 


at Afton near Birmingham, and to be given 


the Vicar for his Mortuary and Tytbes 
forgotten, his beſt Ox, and at his Burial 
fix poor Men ſhould carry ſix Torches of 
twelve Pound weight in Wax, and eich 
of them to have a black Gown for that 
Service; and alſo that a Trental of Maſſes 
ſhould be ſaid for his, and Parents Souls, 
His Son and Heir John Arden was one 
of the Eſquires of the Body to King Her- 
ry VII. and being taken away by Richard 

racebrigge of Kingsbury, Eſq; to marry his 
Daughter, his Father Walter was at great 
Odds with the ſaid Richard for ſo doing, 
and when the Difference was made up, he 
was oblig'd to give the ſaid Walter the beſt 
Horſe in his Park at Kingsbury. He alſo 
bequeath'd his Body to be bury'd in 4ſton 
Church, before the Image of the Lady of 
Pity, and gave his black ambling Gel- 
ding for a Mortuary, that God may the 
rather take his Soul to Mercy; 3 % 44. 
to the High Altar for Tythes and Offr- 
ings forgotten; his white Harneſs to the 
Church there for a George to wear; to 
twelve poor Women, his Tenants, each 
a black Gown, a Hood, a Pair of Beads, 
4 4, and a Dinner, O.. To this John 
ſucceeded Thomas, 17 Hen. 8. and to him 
Edward his Grandſon, his Father . 
liam dying in his Father's Life-time, 
who by the Earl of Leicefter's Means, 
whom he had galled by ſome ſharp Ex- 

reſſions, was condemn'd = Bey tro 
on againſt the Queen, and execu 
Smithfield, London, Upon his Ano 
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nds were glven away to Edward 
wo Eſq; and his Heirs z and though 
his Son Robert, by virtue of an Entail 
made upon his Marriage in his F ather 8 
Life time, recover'd much of his Father's 
Eſtate, he did not obtain this of Curd- 
wworth, and ſo it remain'd in Darcy's Fa- 


1 11 Abbot of Leiceſter having a large 
proportion of Land in this Pariſh, (as is 
above ſhewed) claim'd, in 13 Edw, 1. a 
Court-Leet, 'Afſize of Bread and Beer, and 
Infangthef, which he juſtify'd by the 
Charters of Henry II. and Richard I. as 
alſo Gallows, and was allow'd them all 
in this Place by the Verdict of a Jury. 
The Church here, which is dedicated 
to St. Peter ad Vincula, was given by Hugh 
de Arden, with the Lands above men- 
tion'd, to the Canons of Leiceſter, in King 
Henry II's Time, and was ſoon after ap- 
propriated to them by Richard Peache, Bi- 
thop of Coventry and Lichfield, and con- 
firmed to them by his Succeſſors Hugh 


Novant, and Jeffrey Muſchamp. In 1291 


(19 Edw. 1.) it was valued at 7 Marks 
and a half, and a Vicarage was then en- 
dow'd, with a certain Proportion of Glebe 
and Tythes for the Maintenance of the 
Incumbents ſucceſhvely, which were va- 
lued, 26 Hen. 8. at 51. per Annum above 
all Reprizes. In the North Window of 
this Church are the old Earl of Leicefter's 
Arms. | 
Deretend, (or as it was anciently writ- 
ten, Durp-pate-hend) is within the Pa- 


riſh of Aſton, but is a Parcel of the Lord- 


ſhip of Birmingham. There is nothing at 
this Time more memorable in it, than a 
certain Chapel ere&ed about the Begin- 
ning of King Richard's Time, wherein, 
by the Agreement of the Monks of Tyk- 
ford in Right of the Rectory of *Aflon, 
Sir John Botetourt their Patron, and the 
Vicar of Afton, the Inhabitants of this 
Hamlet, and Dudfton adjoining, ſhould 
have a Font for the Baptiſm of their Chil- 
dien, and have a Liberty to find at their 
own proper Coſts, a fitting Prieſt to ce- 
lebrate Divine Service therein, as alſo 
for Churching of Women. Provided, that 
the ſaid Inhabitants ſhould repair to the 
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Mother - Church of Afton on Eaſter- Day, 
and the other uſual Times, then and 
there to render, and pay to God, and the 
ſaid Pariſh- Church, all their Tythes 
great and ſmall, with their Oblations, in 
ſuch Sort as they are of Right bound to 
do to the Mother-Church. Which Prieſt 
ſo ſerving in this Chapel, was by the ſaid 
Agreement, in Caſe the Vicar of Afton 


for the Time being, or his Parochial 


Prieſt, could not attend it, to viſit the 
Sick of theſe two Hamlets, -as.alſo to ad- 
miniſter to them, and confeſs and abſol ve 
them, ſo that once a Year they ſhould 
ſhrive themſelves to the Vicar of Afton, 
or his Parochial Prieſt, as of Right they 
ought. After this Agreement ſeveral pi- 


ous Perſons, by Licence, obtain'd 6 R. 2. 


did give certain Lands, of the yearly Va- 
lue of Ten Marks, lying within the Pa- 
rith of Afton, for the finding a Prieſt to 
celebrate Divine Service daily in this 
Chapel; but in 37 Hen. 8. all the Poſ- 
ſeſſions thereunto belonging were ſeiz'd 
upon, as Chantry-Lands, being then va- 
lued at 130. 19s. 
Window of this Chapel was the Image of 
Valter Ardern kneeling, and over his 
Head a Label with theſe Words on it, 
Salvator Mundi miſerere mei; and the 
Arms of the Lord Dudley in one Coat, and 
empaled with Berkley in another. 

Didington, an Hamlet in Hampton, of 
which we ſhall give the beſt Account we 
can find in Kinwaldſey, with which. it did 
anciently go, 

Dodenhale, a de populated Place, which 
anciently did wholly belong to the Nuns 
of Polefaworth, Part thereof being given 
to them about Henry III's Time, by Wil- 
liam Savage, then Lord of Pooley, and the 
reſt by Richard Dodenhale, Merchant of 


Coventry, 21 Rich. 2. In Conſideration of 


which Gifts the ſaid Nuns granted, 
1 Hen. 4. that there ſhould be every Day 
and Night a ſpecial Collect ſaid for the 
ſame Richard in their Chapter-Houſe, in 
ſuch Sort as they uſed to do for their 
other Benefactors, and at his Death his 

Name ſhould be regiſter'd in their Mar- 
tirology, as alſo his Anniverſary ſhould 
be kept with Placebo, and Dirige, * ſo- 


per Annum, In the 
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lemmn Maſs celebrated for the Soul of Hen- 
ry Dodenhale, and the ſuid Richard, with 
Beatrice and Alice his Wives, their Pa- 
rents, Bene factors, and all the Faithful 
deceas'd; over and befides the Night of 
St. Thomas the Martyr ; and likewiſe one 
Colle& once a Year for the ſaid Henry, 
Richard, Beatrice, and Alice, their Pa- 
rents and BenefaQtors for ever. And laſt- 
ly, at the Celebration of their Anniver- 
ſary on the Feaſt-Day of St. Thomas the 
Martyr, all the Nuns preſent thereat ſhall 
Have 12 Eggs, in the Name of a Corrody, 
for their Performance of that Office. 
Dordon, originally a Member of Pole/- 
worth, and therewith poſſeſſed by the 
Marmions of Tamworth Caſtle, was grant- 
ed, together with Part of Waverton, un- 
to Roger de Grendon by Robert Marmion in 
King Henry T's Time, to hold by the Ser- 
vice of one Knights Fee. But in King 
Edward 1's Time, it was in the Hands 
of William Bagot of Hide in Stafford/hire, 
who ſold the Inheritance of it to Koger 
M-ulend Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, 
reſerving the yearly Rent of a Penny to 
be paid at Eaſter to Sir Ralph Grendon, 
and his Heirs, whonot long after came into 
the Poſſeſſion of it; for 22 Edw. 1. Ralph 
de Grendon, Son of Sir Ralph, had it, and 
from him the greateſt Part of it devolv'd 
with Grendon to the Family of Chet uin, 
and was enjoy'd by them in 1640, but 


the Inhabitants are in the Leet of Poleſ- 


worth, 

Dofthill, if mention'd in the Conque- 
ror's Survey, bears the Name of Derce- 
laithere, and was the Poſſeſſion of Turchil 
de Warwick, but mortgaged or pawned 
to R. de Oilgi, It is then ſaid to contain 
two Hides, a Mill, and Woods two Fur- 
longs in Length, and as much in Breadth ; 
but however that be, tis certain, that 
in 12 Hen. 2. Hugh Fitx- Richard was poſ- 
ſeſſed of it, having been enfeoffed of it, 
with other Lands, by the Earl of Vor- 
wick in King Henry I's Time, by the 
Name of Derteulla. By Hugh Fitz-Ri- 
chard it was granted to Thomas Son of 
Thurſtan, whoſe Son Robert de la Launde, 
gave the Mill here to Richard Fitz-Ralph 
in Marria,e with his Daughter. It wag 
then written Derchethu!. From Kober

Earls of Warwick. James de Ja Launde 
paſſed all the Intereſt he had here, 3. 
mounting to half a Knights Fee, * Ro. 
bert de Grendon, who granted the ſame, 
40 Hen. 3. to Robert de Wycheford, and 
his Heirs, for the Rent of a Pair ot Gilt 
Spurs, and performing the Service of haf 
a Knights Fee. This Robert, at the Re. 
queſt of Robert de Erendon, made it over 
to Walter de Manceter, and Erneburga hit 
Wife, among whoſe Coheirs being di. 
vided, it was broken into ſuch ſmall 
Parts, that it would be endleſs al mol to 
purſue the Succeſſion longer, 
Drakenedge, originally an Hamlet in 
Nether-Whitacre, and ſo the Poſſ fon of 
the Marmions of Tamworth Caſlle, and 
from one of that Family granted with it 
to Nicholas Fitz. Kalph, or his Father; 
for 'tis evident, that the Family of Man- 
cetre's, who had it fora Time, held it 
of the Heirs of Nicholas Fitz-Ralph Lords 
of Nether-Whitacre, by the Service of 1 
Pair of Gilt Spurs, as they did of the 
Marmions. Hugh de Mancetre, in 36 H. 7 
procured a Charter of Free-Warren for 
all his Demeſne Lands here, and left it 
to his Grandchild Guy Je Maicetre, who 
aſſed it to Robert de Herle, and his Heirs, 
y the Name of a Manor; but he dying 
without Iſſue of his Body, it deſcended 
to Sir Ralph de Haſtings, Knt. the Son of 
his Siſter Margaret, as his next Heir; in 
whoſe Family having continued ſome 
4 came at length to William 
Lord Haſtings, Chamberlain to King Ei- 
ward IV. who left it to Sir Edward He.

2. ſtiled himſelf, Dominus 
de Dodeſton, as did his Deſcendant Philip, 
10 Rick. 2. How or when it paſted from 
the Aylesburys we can't diſcover z but 
find that in 2 Hen. 5. Sir William de Bi. 
ſhr/den, Knt. granted to Richard de Clod- 
Hale all his Lands and Tenements lying 
here, which had formerly belonged to 
Phi'ip de Aylesbury 5 after which we ob- 
ſerve nothing material of this Place. 
Dunton, ſo called from its Situation on 
an Hill, the Saxon Word Dun ſignifying 
an Hill, and Ton, Town. Of it we find 
no mention in any Record *till King Hen- 
ry III's Reign, when Philip de Luvell was 
the Lord of it. He was one of the King's 
Clerks, Reg. 34. and became his Trea- 
ſurer by the Interceſion of Alexander 
King of Scotland, that King's Son-in-Law, 
but being found Guilty of waſting the 
King's Deer in his Foreſts, and other Miſ⸗ 
meanors, he was outed his Place, and 
retiring to his.

Earl and others, he had a Pardon, 7 Ed. 2. 


He refided here, and was Knight of the 
Shire in ſeveral Parliaments, but being 
taken Priſoner in the Battle of Burrough- 
6rigg, 16 Edu. 2. he dy'd in Pomfret Ca- 
ſtle. Koger his Son ſucceeded him in his 
Eſtates, and was Priſoner at the ſame 
Time in the ſaid Caſtle, but upon paying 
100 Marks Fine, and giving Sureties for 
his future good Behaviour, he was re- 
leas'd. Roger his Grandſon inherited this 
Lordſhip, and other Eſtates after him. 
He was much employ'd in ſeveral Com- 
miſſions for. raiſing the Taxes given the 
King Edward III. by Parliament, and 
departing this Life, Reg. without Iſ- 
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his Uncle, who obtain'd a Licence of Tho- 
mas Earl of Warwick, to cut and fell Tim- 
ber in his Wood call'd Clapſhaw, provided 
he ſecur'd it *till it was grown up, He 
left only one Daughter nam'd Elizabeth, 
then the Wife of John Stanhope of Ramp- 
ton in Nottinghamſhire, whoſe Son Sir K. 
chard Stanhope, Knt. paſſed away the In- 
heritance of it, 10 Henry 5. to Nicholas 
Rugley of Hawkſherd in Staffordſhire, Eſqz 
whoſe Poſterity enjoy « it in 1640. | 
This Nicholas Kugley, was the firſt of 
his Family that had any Thing to do 
in this Shire, for his Anceſtors were of 
Staffordſhire, and Men of good Note there 
for William de Rugley, tho? forc'd to ab- 
Jure the Realm for Murther, yet was 
was pardoned tor his good Services in 
Flanders, 26 Edu. 1. and Simon de Rug- 
geley being Sheriff of Shrop and Stafford- 
ſhires, had the Caſtle of Salop committed 
to his Cuſtody, He is tiled Valettus Re- 
gis, i. e. A Servant of the King's in an ho- 
nourable Poſt, This Nicholas (*tis proba- 
ble) out of the great Affection he had to 
Hunting, bought Dunton to make his 
Seat, for he had the Rangerſhip of Sutton- 
Chaſe twenty Years before he purchaſed 
this Lordſhip, and continued in that 
Place 10 Years after, till being grown 
old, he became unfit for that Employ- 
ment; yet afterwards, he is put in and 
recorded among the Knights and Efqrs. 
of this County, who themſelves made 
Oath, and were Commiſſioned to take the 
Oaths of all others in their ſeveral Coun- 
ties, for promoting the Peace ef the 
Nation, and (as it was thought) diſco- 
vering all ſuch as were diſaffected to 
the Lancaflrian, and favour'd the York 
Claim to the Crown. His Poſterity, in 
a continu'd Succeſſion, were Owners of 
this Lordſhip in 1640. 
Edgbaſton, a Village ſituate on the Ri- 
vulet Rhea, from Rhe or Rhedze, which 
ſignifics to run or flow, and may ſeem 
to have its Original from the Creek

His Son and Suc- 
ceſſor Hugh marry'd Erneburga, Neice and 
Heir to Robert de Flamvile. She gave the 
Church of Bar well to the Nuns of |Pole/+ 
worth, Oft his Son and Grandſon Milli- 
ams we find nothing memorable; but 
Henry, the Son and Heir of the laſt, mar- 
rying Ada, the fourth Daughter of Da- 
vid Earl of Huntington, by Maud, one of 
the Siſſers of Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, 
came to have a Share of that Earl's great 
Inheritance: He is thought to have been 
of the Retinue of Richard Earl of Corn- 
wall, in his pompous Paſſage through 
France, and there dy'd. His Son and Heir 
Henry was a Minor at his Death, and his 
Wardſhip being granted to Cuy de Lufg- 
nan, the King's half Brother, was by him 
paſſed over to William de Cantilupe, who 
marry*d his Daughter Joan to him. He

John de Haſtings his Son and Heir ſuc- 
ceeded, He was one of the Coheirs to 
George de Cantilupe, his Uncle by the Mo- 
ther's Side, and was allotted for his Part 
the Caſtle and Honour of Bergavenny, the 
Caſtle of Kilgaran in Wales, and Manor of 
Afton-Cantilupe in this County, but being 
in his Minority, he had not Livery of 
them *till 11 Edu.

He dy'd 6 Ed. 2. and left Iſſue by I/a- 
bel his Wife, Daughter to William de Va- 
lence Earl of Pembroke, John de Haſtings 
His Son and Heir. He was made-Gover- 
nor of Kenilworth Caſtle 16 Edw. 2, and 
dy'd two Years after, leaving by Julian 
the Daughter and Heir of Sir Thomas Ley- 
bourne, a Son and Heir Lawrence, then 
but five Years old: He was the King's 
Ward, and being educated at Court, was 
by King Eduard III's Letters Patent, 
Rex. 13. made Earl of Pembroke, is being 
deſcended of Iſabel the eldeſt Siſter and 
Coheir of Aymere de Valence Earl of Pem- 


broke. He, by Agnes, one of the Daugh- 


ters of Roger de Mortimer firſt Earl of 
March, had Iſſue John Earl of Pembroke, 
a little more than a Year, old at his Fa- 
ther's Death. This Jos being then a- 
bout 25 Years old, was ſent, 46 Edw. 3. 
to raiſe the Siege of Rochel, then be- 
leaguer'd by the French, and being arriv'd 
at the Port there with his Army, was ſet 
upon by the hong Fleet by Sur prize, 
and many. of his Men being ſlain, was 
himſelf taken Priſoner ; he continu'd four 
Years in Spain, a Priſoner, , under hard 
Uſage, and at length was redeem'd, but 
dy'd (of Poiſon, as was thought) before 
he could reach England.

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Hall- End, the Lordſhip of the Family 
of | Sturmy, from whom it paſſed by a 
Daughter in King Richard IIs Time to 
the Family of Corbin, whoſe ancient 
Seat was at Corbinſhall, within Swinford 
Pariſh in "Stafford/hire, where moſt of 
them have had their Reſidence, Thoma: 
Corbin is the laſt we find, who was born 
in 1624. BIG 1 1 11777 
Hampton in Arden, à large Pariſh, with 
divers Hamlets, of which we ſhall treat 
in their proper Places. It was the In- 
heritance of Luevinus, before the Norman 
Settlement ; but was given by the Con- 
queror to Jeffrey de Wirce, and by the 
general Survey rated at ten Hides, on 
which was a Church, a Mill, and Woods 
three Miles in Length and as much in 
Breadth. In ancient Records *tis written 
Hantona, and takes its Name from its high 


Situation. All Wirce's Lands were after- 


wards given to Nigel de Albani, who had

to Ralph de Haca, who ſold them to Robert 
de Arden, Son of the abovemention'd 
Ralph. This Robert being a Clergyman 
and Archdeacon of Lijeaux in Normandy, 
gave all his Eſtate to Peter and Reger, 
nis Brothers. Peter being a Clerk, had 
Chadleſwick of his Fathers Giſt z which, 
with all the reſt of this Manor, he gave 
to Roger 'his Brother, who, to ſtrengthen 
his Title, obtained Charters of Confirma - 
tion from Roger Moubray, and Nigel his 
Son and Heir, and the Biſhop, Dean, 
and Chapter of Liſeaus. | 

To Roger ſucceeded William, and to 
William, Hugh de Arden, who underwent 
many eminent Employments in his Coun- 
ty ; as Juſtice of Aſſize, Eſcheator, Oc. 
He obtained a Charter of Free Warren 
in all his Demeſne Lands here, and had 
a Grant of a Market to. be kept weekly 
on Tueſday, en this his Manor, with a 
yearly Fairon the Eve, Day and Morrow

Liſle, who took his Trial 
at Warwick, but was not found guilty 
By the. Inquifition taken aſter his Death, 
it appears that he had here a Manor. 
Houſe, two Gurdens, 460 Acres of Lang, 
according; to the large Hundred, a Mea. 
dow, two Parks, one Pool, two Water. 
Mills, a Fiſhing in the River Blithe, thir. 
ty one Yard Lands held in Villanage, the 
Advowſon of the Vicarage, and in the 
Parks ſtood the Manor-Houſe and + 
Caftle; of which, the Intrenchments do 
yet appear, and are called the Caftle- 
Hills. This William dy'd without Ifſue, 
and left this and his other Eſtates to H. 
chard his Brother, but he being an Idevt, 
the Inheritance reſorted to Harviſia and 
Oliva his Aunts, of which laſt 

Sir Jahn Peche, Knt. being her Son and 
Heir, after ſome Conteſts at Law, gain'd 
the Inheritance of it, and made it his 
principal Seat. He was much employ'd 
in Places of publick Truſt, as a Juſtice 
of Gavl-delivery, a Conſervator of the 
Peace, a Knight, Governor of Warwi:t 
Caſtle, and Conftable of Dover Caſtle, O.

Simon Montfort, Eſq; Grandſon 
of the abovemention'd Simon, endeavour'd 
to have recover'd it, and by Means of Sir 
Edmund Dudley, (a Perſon of great Power 
in that King's Time) had a Promiſe of 
it ; but the King's Death happening be- 
fore the Agreement was perfetted, it re- 
main'd in the Crown. King Henry VIII. 
Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth, made 
ſeveral Grants of it to divers Families, 
but being in Tail upon the Heirs Male, 
it return'd to the Crown, and there re- 
mains to this Day. ITO 
The Church here was dedicated to 
Our Lady and St. Bartholomew, and out 
of it was given by Jeffrey de Wirce, a 
third Part of the Tithes to the Mona- 
firy of St. Nicholas, at Angiers,” to which, 
Kirby- Monackorum in this County, was a 
Cell; but when Roger de Moubray became 
poſſeſſed of Wirce's Lands, he gave the 
whole Glebe and Tithe, with all the 
Chapelries to the Canons of Kenilworth, 
which Roger de Arden, and Richard Peache 
Biſhop of Coventry, confirm'd, and G. Mu- 
champ his Succe for appropriated. The 
Monks of Kirby, after this, put in their 
Claim for their third Part, and obtain'd 
an Allowance for it from the Canons of 
Kenilworth, who thereupon ' preſs'd hard 
for an Appropriation of all the Tithes, 
and obtained it of William de Cornhull, 
Biſhop of Coventry, 2 Hen.

"Kingebury, a Seat of ſome of the Mer- 
din Kings, as the Name imports, which 
is the more probable, becauſe of its de- 
lightful Situation by the River Tame, 
among Hills, and Woods, and pleaſant 
Meadows, upon the Verge of Sutton-Chace, 
all conducing to Health and Pleaſure. 
Here, it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe, Ber- 
tulphlus King of Mercia reſided, when he 
had his Council of his Prelates and 
N.bles, in 851.

After the Conqueſt, Turchil of Warwick 
poſſeſſed it in Right of his ſecond Wife 
Leverunia, whoſe Inheritance it was.

He was a Juſtice of Aſſize at Warwick, and 
confirmed to the Monks of Merevale a 
Yard Land in Holz, and ſome other Things, 
which his Brother John had given them. 
He was ſucceeded by his Son and Heir 
Ralph, who commenced a Suit againſt 
the Nuns of Mcrgate, about the Advow- 
ſon of the Church; but ſeeing the Grant 
of Osbert de Arden and Peter de Bracebrigg, 
he ceaſed his Claim.

Oldbury, a Place of great Antiquity, 
as appears by a Quadrangular Fort, (from 


which it takes its Name) containing ſe - 


ven Acres of Ground, incloſed by ſueh 
high Ramparts, as ſhew. the great gtrength 
of it. It was, without doubt, choſen by 
the Romans to be one of their fx'd Sta- 
tions, becauſe of its nearneſs to Manceter. 
On the North Part of this Fort, the 
Plaugh, hath brought up divers Flint- 
Stones curioully ground into the Form of 
a Pole- Ax, thought to be Inſtruments of 
War, brought hither by the Britains be- 
fore the Art of making Arms of Braſs or 
Iron was known, becauſe there are no 
Flints found near it within leſs than 40 
Miles, On the South Side of this Fort the 
Nuns of Foieſworti had a Cel, dedicated 
to St. Lawrence, of which. we ſhall ſpeak

Park-Hall, a Manor originally belong- 
ing to the Barons of Dadley, and from 
them paſſed to the Ardens, but when, we 
can't diſcover. It was the chief Seat of 
that Family for near 300 Years laſt paſt. 
Their Houſe ſtood upon an Hill, and was 
moated round. They made a ſmall Park 
about it at firſt, which in 2 Hen, 8. was 
enlarged with' 140 Acres of Wood and Pa- 
ſture, and ten Acres of Arable Ground, 
by John Arden, Eſq; It was after this, 
viz. 32 Hen. 8. called Manerium de la 
Logge, alias Park. Hall. 11 

Pedimore, an ancient Manor of the Ar- 
dens, who had a Seat here, but neglect- 
ing it, becauſe they had their Reſidence 


at Park-Hall, it ran greatly to ruin. 


They held it of the Earls of Warwick with 
Sutton, in which it lies. In 9 Edu. 1. 
one Thomas Arden of Rotley, Eſq; was the 
Owner of it, and convey'd it to Thomas 
Arden of Hanwe'l, and Roiſe his Wife. 
He being thus in Poſſeſſion of it, took 
great Liberty to hunt in Suffon-Chace, 
which belonging to the Earls of War- 
"wick, William de Beauchamp, the preſent 
Earl, ſued him, and obliged him to ſub- 
mit-to his Allowance of Fiſhing in his 
own Lands in the River Ezroke, | Agiſt- 
ment and Paunage for his Hogs, Wood for 
Fuel and Hedging by the Afſignmenit of 
the Earl's Foreſter, and to incloſe 20 A- 
cres for Tillage, yet with as little Da- 
mage as poſſible to the Chace and Deer. 
In the Manor-Houſe here, there was 
anciently a Chapel; for Sir John Arden, 
Knt. had a Licence from Robert de Stret- 
ton, Biſhop of that Dioceſe, '24 Edu.

Sir Fohn 
Bracebrigg, Lord of KingsBury, (by what 
Title is not known) ſeiz'd upon it, and 
111'd the Houſe down to the Ground, 
but the Ax was kept by William de Plump- 
ton at Hardreſhull. Sir John's Poſterity 
enjoy'd it ſome Succeſſions, by the Name 
of the Manor of Plumpton, *till 12 Hen. 4. 
when Sir Ralph Bracebrigg (old the ſame, 
(containing 100 Acres of Land, 40 Acres 
of Wood, and 40 of Moors) to Robert Va- 
terton, Eſqz and his Heirs; from whom 
it came to one Roger Horton, who dy'd 
ſeiz'd of it, and left it to his Son William, 
but he never enſoy'd it, for upon Roger's 
Death, it was ſeiz'd by King Henry V. 
and continu'd in the Crown *till 13 Hen. 6. 
when William Waldeiffe obtain'd a Grant 
of them for 10 Years, and making it ap- 
pear, that he was Couſin and. Heir to Joyce 
Plumpton, Daughter and at length ſole 
Heir of Rozer Plumpton, of whoſe Inhe- 
ritance they were, he granted them to 
Thomas his Son, by whoſe Daughter and 
Heir they paſſed to the Willingtons of Hur- 
ley, who are ſtil] Owners of them. 
Poleſworth, a Village, chiefly. famous 
for its Monaſtery of Nuns, of which we 
ſhall give an Account afterwards in its 
proper Place, but now we ſhall only 
ſpeak of it as a Village. It is ſituate up- 
on the Bank of the River Anker, which 
being deep there, it was call'd Poleſworth, 
Fol ſignifying Deep, and Worth a Duel- 
lirg or Habitation, The Lordſhip, in the 
Saxon Times, was Chiefly in the Crown, 
but at the Conqueſt was given, with o- 
ther Eſtates, to Robert. Marmion by the 
Conqueror, He expell'd the Nuns from 
thence, and forc'd. them to retire to 014- 
bury, where they had a Cell; but with- 
in a Twelve-month after, St. Edith ap 
ear'd to him as he lay in his Bed in t

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Poleſwor t unto her Succeſſors, he ſhould 
come to a bad Death, and go to Hell; 
at which being rous'd, he rode immedi- 
ately to Oldbury, and begging the Nung 
Pardon for the Injury he had done them, 
brought them back to their Houſe here, 
and gave them totally. the whole Town 
of Polefaworth. Being thus reſtor'd, and 
their Foundation confirm'd by King Ste- 
he they ſoon had BenefaQors in great 

umbers, (whoſe Gifts ſhall be more par- 
ticularly mention'd when we ſpeak of 
the Monaſtery; ) and that they might 
want no Convenience, they obtain'd a 
ſpecial Charter from King Henry IIT, for 
a weetle Market on Thurſday, and a Fair 
8 or three Days, beginning on the 

ve of St. Margaret, P42 20, with a 
Power to hold a Court-Leet for all their 
Tenants, Ge. The Market hath been 
long d iſuſed, but the Fair and other Pri- 
vileges (for ought we know) continue. 
Theſe Nuns held this Lordſhip and ReQto- 
ry, with the Advowfon of the Vicarage, 
peaceably, *till the Diſſolution of their 
Houſe. by King Henry VIII. Reg. 30. 
when all their Eſtates coming into that 


King's Hands, the Site and Demeſne of 


this Houſe, with the whole Lordſhip of 
the Town, was ſold to Francis Goodere, 
Gent. whoſe Son Sir Henry Goodere, Knt. - 
leaving only two Daughters and Heirs, ' 
the eldeſt of which marrying her firſt 
Coufin Sir Henry Goodere, Knt. had this 
Lordſhip for her Share, and having four 
Daughters and Heirs by him, Lucia the 
eldeſt had this Manor for her Purparty, . 
and by her Marriage brought it to Sir 
Francis Netherſole, Knt, Agent to King 
ames in Germany, and Secretary to the 
ueen of Bohemia. _ 2 _ 
© This Sir Francis, at the carneſt Requeſt 
of his Lady, who bore a ſpecidl- Affection 
to this Town, which had long been the 
Poſſeſſion . of her Anceſtors,  erefted a 
School- Houſe of Stone, and on the Front, 
under their Arms, is this Inſcription.

of the Vicar for the Time being, Oc. or 
to ſet up another School for the teaching 
of the three learned Languages; or re- 
lie ve poor Widows, Oc. 

The Church here, is dedicated to St. 
Edith, and is ſupply'd by a Vicar, the 
ReQory being appropriated to the Nun- 
nery, which alſo had the Advowſon of 
the Vicarage *till the Diſſolution z but 
fince, the Crown hath preſented to it. 
In the Church are three good Monu- 
ments, vx. One without any Inſcription, 


but by the Arms on the Sides, we judge 


it to be for one or more of the Family 
of Herthull; another for one of the Fa- 
mily of Cokain, the Arms quartering 
Herthull's; and the third for the above- 
menrtian'd Lady Lucia, Wife of Sir Francis 
Netherſole, Kt. who dy'd in 1652. Ek. 58. 
On the South Side of this Church is a Place 
for the including of an Anchoreſs, where 
one Margaret Salle dwelt, and had a Con- 
ſeſſor aſſign'd her by the Biſhop. in 
36 Hen. G. | 
Within the. Precindts of this Town 
was anciently an Hermitage, which being 
built of Stone, fill remains, though now 
put to other Uſes. It ſtands near the 
Road lead ing from this Town to Tamworth,, 
and by it is St. Edith's Well. It ſeems, 
that ſuch as liv'd an Hermit's Life in 
it, were Women only, as is plain from: 
a Window in it, where are the Pictures 
of two Women in Surcoats of Arms. 
As alſo a Chapel, dedicated to St. Leonard, 
duilt and endow*dk with Lands, by Roger 
de Grendon, in King Henry TI's. Time. 
His Succeſſors had the Patronage of it, 
and Roger, a younger Son of that Family 
was admitted to it by G: Muſchamp, 


Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfiel4 in 
John's Time, by the . 2 
Robert Grendon, Knt. whoſe Son Robert 
gave it to the Nuns of this Place for 
the Maintenance of two Prieſts to cele.

ful deceas'd ; which Service was perform'd 
'till the Diſſolution of the Nunnery . 
for in 26 Hen, 8. it appears, that the 
Prieſts ſerving there had a Stipend of

Pooley, a Member of Poleſworth, in- 
ciently belonging to the Marmions of 
Tamworth Caſtle, who matic it over in 
Fee-Farm to- one Burdet, as he did to one 
Savage about King, Stephen's Time, for 
the Rent of 10.s, yearly, which Robert 
Marmion afterwards: —— to Jeffrey 
Sa vage, for the yearly Phyment of a Sore- 
Spar-Hawk. to himſelf and his Heirs, or 
2 8. to be paid on. the . Feaſt of St. 
James the Apoſtle. From the Family of 
Savage, this Lordſhip: by a Daughter 
and Heir, came to Sir Thomas Ende bare 
of Derbyſhire, Knt. who ſometime: re- 
ſiding here, obtained a | ſpecial Licence 
from. Pope Urban IV. to build a Chapel 
here, and have a Prieſt for the celebration 
of Divine Service, and adminiftring 84 
craments; but it reſted in bis Family 
but two. Deſcents, and then, by a Fe 
male Heir, paſſed to the Herthulls, in 
whoſe Male Line it continued divers 
Ages; but at Length, by the Marriage 
of Elizabeth, the Dauzhter and Heir of 
Sir Richard Herthull, the Wife of Edmund 
Cokain, came into His Family, of which 
Sir Aſton Cokain, Bart. the Lord of it in 
r640, is lineally deſcended. 

Theſe Cokains were originally Derby 
ſhire Men, and had their chief Scat at 
Aſiburne in that County; but Sir ok» 
Kokain, Knt.. Son and Heir of the above- 
mention'd Edmund and Elizabeth, had his 
Refidence here for ſome Time; for 
13 Hen. 4. he made his Will at this Place, 
being then about to go into France, in 
that King's Service. His Son Jol re- 
ſided here alſo, but was ſlain by Tims? 
Burdet of Bromcote, Eſq; before wu 4 
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' th, and Thomas his Son ſuc- 
22 = Grandfather in this Eſtate. 
He was a brave ſpirited Gentleman, and 
was with King Henry VIII. at the Sieges 
of Therounene and Ti Ay in France, where 
he was knighted. He built the Manor- 
Houſe here of Brick, and impark'd the 
Woods on the Welt of it, but was bury'd 
among his Anceſtors at Aſaburne. To 
him ſucceeded Francis, and to him Sir 
Thomas, who reſided here frequently in 
Queen Eliz,abeth's Reign, but ſince, his 
Deſcendenis have ſeldom dwelt here. 

Saltley, or as it was anciently written, 
Saluthley, WAS originally a Member of 
Alton, and fo poſſeſſed by Fervace de Pa- 
ganel Lord Dudley. He granted it to the 
Anceſtors of Henry de Rokeby, to hold by 
the fiſth Part of a Knight's Fee. Of him 
deſcended Ranulph de Rokeby, whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Annabil marrying to 
Sir John Coband, Kt, carry'd- her Inhe- 
ritance into his Family, but then it was 
held of John de Someri Baron of Dudley, 
by the ſame Service. Sir John and Anna- 
bil, 5 Edu. 3. granted it to Walter de 
(lod/bail and Richard his Son, to hold of 
cf them ſor 10 l. per Annum Rent, during 
thelr Lives, and then to return ta them 
or the Heirs of Annabil ; but ſurviving 
= Husband, and marrying again to one 

r. Brown, mide over all her Right 
and Title to it to them, 17 Edu. 
They and their Deſcondents in the Male 
Line had their Seat here, and having 
much increaſed the Eſtate by Marriages, 

were accounted among the principal Gen- 
tlemen of this County. 

Their Anceſtors were originally Townſ- 
men of Birmingham ; and this Valter, 
out of the good Affection he bore to that 
Place, obtained a Licence, 3 Edw. 3. 
from Sir William Burmingham, then Lord 
of it, to amortize four Meſſuages, twen- 
ty Acres of Land (held of him) and 
18. Rent for the founding a Chantry 
at the Altar of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
in the Church of St. Martin in Berming- 
tam, for celebrating Divine Service for 
the Souls of himſelf, Wife, Anceſtors, 
ducceſſors, and all the Faithful decens'd. 


Eickard, his Son and Sueceſſor, added five 


711 
Meſſuages, ten Acres of Land, and to r. 
a Year Rent to the ſaid Chantry, for 
his own and Wife's Souls Health. He, 
34 Edu. 3. obtained a Licence of Ro- 
bert Stretton, then Biſhop of Coventry 
and Litchfield, for a Chapel in his H uſe 
here. The laſt IMue Male of this Fa- 
milv, was Richard de Clodſhall, who had 
a Suit. at Law with William de Birming- 
ham, touching the Advowſon of the Chan- 
try abovementioned, and overcoming, 
8 to it 5 Hen. 4. He made his 

ill at Egbaſton, May 7, 1428, and be- 
queathed his Body to be buried in his 
own proper Chapel at Bermingham ; but 
dving without Iſſue Male, Elizabeth his 
Daughter, was his Heir to this Manor 
and his other Lands; and marrying vo 
Robert Arden of Park-Hall, Eſq; — 4 
them to his Family, in which they are 
at this Time, viz. 1640. R 

Sekindon, a Place famous for a Battle 
fought here, Anno 57, between Cuthred, 
King of the Weſt Saxons, and Ethelbald 
King of the Mercians, who was ſlain by 
Beornred, one of his militarv_ Com- 
m:nders, and bury'd in the Monaſtery, 
of Repandune (now called Repton in 
Derbyſhire. Beornred uſurp'd his King- 
dom but a little while, for Ofa claim- 
ing the Crown as the next Heir, ſoon. 
flew him, and took upon him the 
Mercian Government. In the Conque- 
ror's Time the Earl Mallent poſſeſſed 
two Hides and an half in this Village, 
which, with the Woods half a Mile in 
Length and three Furlongs in Breadth 
were held of him by one Leuvinus, ha- 
ving been the Freehold of Celred and God- 
ric, in the Conſeſſor's Time, who at. 
the ſame Time held of that Earl other 
two Hides and an half, which before had 
been his Inheritance, and were of the 
ſame Extent in Woods, and had a Mill. 
William Carbucionis Filius, held at the 
ſame Time two Hides and an half, farm- 
ed by one Jechellus his Under-Tenant, 
which one Ernyi had been Owner of be- 
fore the Conqueſt. The Earl of Mallem's 
Part was by himſelf, or his Son Robert 
Earl of Leiceſter, transferred to the Fa- 
ther of Richard Bruton, who ſold it to 
r Milian 


Ire 
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William Camvile, whoſe Poſterity by ſome 
Means got Poſſeſſion of all the Parts, and 
held them of the Earls of Warwick. Ge- 
rard Camvile was the laſt of his Family, 
who had to do here 3 for his Daughter 
and Heir Elizabeth marrying to Robert 
Burdet, brought this Lordſhip into his 
Family. He procured a Charter of Free- 
Warren for all his Demeſne Lands here, 
1 Edw. 3. and his Poſterity have been 
Lords of it ever fince. Sir Francis Bur- 
det, who is lineally deſcended from the 
faid Robert, being now the Poſleſſor of it 
in 1640. : | 
At a little Diſtance from the Church, 


Northward, upon an aſcending Ground, 


is yet to be ſeen a notable Fort, made 
after a circular Form, the Dimenſions of 
which are, viz. The Breadth of the out- 
ward Ditch at the Top 20 Foot, and at 
the Bottom 10 Foot, and the Depth 12 
Foot, the Diameter within the Bank-197 
Foot. On the North-Side oppoſite to the 
Entrance is a round Hill, raiſed by Art, 

2 Foot in Heighth, and on the Top 23 

oot in Breadth, on which, as is ſup- 

ws'd, a Watch-Tower ſtood anciently. 

he Inhabitants ſay, it was a Caſtle built 
by the Burdets, and pulled down in K. 
Henry II's Time, to build the little Mo- 
naſtery at Aucote-z but the Burdets were 
not ſo long ago poſſeſſed of this Lord- 


ſhip. 

The Church here is a Rectory, and the 
Patronage hath gone all along with the 
Lordſhip, as appears from the Catalogue 
of Preſentations. On the North-fide of 
the Church is a Monument for Robert 
Burdet, Eſq; deſcended of the Burdets of 


this Place, who dy'd March 27, 1603. 


There is alſo another phinAltar-Tomb for 
a Woman, but being without Inſcription or 
Arms, we are not able to conſecture who 
it is for. In the Windows of it are the 
Arms of 20 Families, who were, we 
ſuppoſe, BenefaQors to it in ſome Things.

4 Yer 
Lands, or one Knight's Fee, and ought 
to be knighted. His Son and Heir was 
Nicholas de Sheldon, who left Iſſue Hur: 
but he dying Childlefs, none of his "ds 
had any Thing to do here afterward. But 
Joan his Mother having it for Life,as ſbon 
as it reverted to him by his Mother's 
Death, he entail'd it, for want of Iffue by 
Beatrice his Wife, upon Sir Join de Mur. 
aack, Kt. and his Heirs. To him ſucceeded 
Sir Thomas Murdack and his Son and Heir, 
who, 48 Edw. 3. paſſed away all his 
Right and Title to Sir Roger Meres, who 
ſold it to Sir Ralph Baſſet of Drayton, Knt, 
who dy'd ſeiz'd of it g Rick. 2. leaving it 
to Thomas Earl of Stafford, and Alice the 
Wife of William Chaworth his next Heirs, 
The Earl of Stafford inherited this 
Lordſhip, as did alſo ſuccefively Willian 
his Brother, and Edmund, who granted 
this Manor (inter alia) to Sir Hugh Shir- 
tey, Knt. by the Name of Eaft-Hall and 
Weſt- Hall. His Son Sir Ralph, 10 Hen. 6. 
was certify'd to be Lord of this Manor, 
but how it came to paſs we know not, the 
Earl of Stafford got Poſſeſſion of it again, 
23 Hen. 6. In his Family (created Dukes 
ſoon after) it remain'd, *till it fell to the 
Crown by the Attainder of Edward Duke 
of Buckingham, 13 Hen. $. ſdon after which 
it was by Patent conferred on Thomas 
Grey Marqueſs of Dorſet, and his Heirs 
Male.

Ihe Church here is dedicated to St. Giles, 
ind the Patronage of it hath always been 
in the Lords of the Manor; of whom John 
de Peto having oblig'd the Canons of Ke- 
1ilworth by his great BenefaQtions to them, 
to charge themſelves with the Payment 
of eight Marks to a Chantry Prieſt for 
ever, built a Chapel adjoining to this 
Church, dedicated it to Our Lady, and 
procur'd Roger de Northburgh, Biſhop of 
this Dioceſe, to ordain a Chantry in it, 
call'd the Chantry of John de Peto, jun. 
for one Prieſt to ſerve therein, to be pre- 
ſented by the Prior of Coventry for the 
Time being, at the Nomination of the 
ſaid John, Beatrice his Wife, and his 
Heirs, to pray for the good Eſtate of the 
ſaid Jon, the Earl of Warwick and his 
Counteſs, Beatrice his Wife, his Father, 
during this Life, and for their Souls after 
their Deceaſe. He alſo order'd, that his 
Anniverſary ſhould be ſolemnly kept by 
the Parſon of the Pariſh and Chantry 
Prieſt, as alſo the Annunciation of Our 
Lady, when 50 s. yearly ſhould be given 
to the Poor at a Penny a-piece. The 
Chantry-Prieſt had an Houſe built by 
John de Peto, and a Garden of ſeven Per- 
BN gion by Jeffrey Scrope, Parſon of 

null, Dong 
Siu obe, or as it is written in Domwe/- 
day-Eook, Scoteſcote, in which it is ſaid to 
contain four Hides, having Woods a Mile 
in Length, and half a Mile in Breadth. 
It was then poſſeſſed by Jeffrey de Virce, 
and held of him by one Sotus, from whom 
it is thought to take the Name Sotus-ftoke, 
or Sote-ftoke. From Geffrey de Wirece it 
Paſſed to Nigel de Albani, the Progenitor 
& the Family of Moubray, who granted 
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it to the Anceſtor of Walter de Camvill, to 
be held of them by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee. To Walter ſucceeded Ro- 
ger de Camvill, who gave a Rent of 8s. 
out of certain Lands in this Lordſhip to 
the Nuns of Henwood in this County, 
for the Health of his Father's, Mother's, 
and Anceſtors Souls. He dy'd without 
Iffue, and left his Eſtates to his three Si- 
ſters and Heirs ; of whom this Manor in 
the Diviſion fell to Alice the eldeſt, who 
was marry'd to Robert Ey, who in 
52 Hen. 3. being convicted of Felony in 
killing a Man maliciouſly in Catesby Pri- 
ory, this Manor eſcheated to the Lord 
Moubray, of whom it was held. 

John de Moubray was in Poſſeſſion of 
this Manor, W.2, but taking Part 
with Thomas Farl of Lancafter, 15 Edu. 2. 
he was beheaded at Vork; and his Eſtates 
being ſeiz'd by the King, this Lordſhip 
was given by him to Eleanor, the Wite 
of Hugh Spenſer the younger, and Gilbert 
her Son; but ſhe held it no longer than 
that King's Reign, which was about five 
Years 3 for John de Mowbray, 1 Edu. z. 
obtain'd it, and made it over to Rickard 
Peſehale, who exchanged it with William 
de Clinton Earl of Huntington for the Ma- 
nor of Gudleſdon; and the Earl ſettled it 
upon the Canons of Maxſi.ke, and their 
Succeſſors, who exchanged it with Fokn 
de Clinton the Earl's Nephew. for that Part 
of Maxſtoke (ſoon after, as now it is) cal- 
led the Priory Lordſhip, This Join ha- 
ving thus obtain'd it, granted it to the 
Earl his Uncle for Life, who procured a 
Charter for himſelf for Life, his Nephew, 
and Heirs, to have a Court-Leet in it, 
with Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Tumbrell, 
Sc. ag alſo of Free · Warren ; and ſo left it 
to his 'Nephew, 28 Edu. z. | 

From him deſcended John Lord Clinton 
and Say, who having forteited his Eſtates 
by adhering to the Family of York, King 
Henry VI. Reg. 38. gave this Lordſhip to 
Sir 'Edward Mountfort, Knt. one of his 
Carvers; but the King being ſoon after 
depoſed, the Lord Clinton regained his E- 
ſtate, which continued in His Poſterity - 
till Edward Lord Clinton, 31 Hen. 8. fold 


it to James Leveſon, a rich Merchant of 
Wolver- 
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Wolver hampton, ho gave it in Marrlage to 
Walter Ajton, whoſe Grandſon Sir Walter 
having plunged himſelf into vaſt Debts 
by his Embaſſy into Spain, fold it in the 
latter End of King James I's Reign, viz. 
- thegreateſt Part of the Farms to the Te- 
nants, and the Lordſhip to Sir George De- 
vereux of Sheldon, Kant. who was the Ow- 
ner of it in 1640. . f 

The Church here is now dedicated to 
St. Cuthbert, but was not ſo at its firſt E- 
rection, for the preſent Fabrick was ereQ- 
ed in King Edward Il's Days, whereas 
we have the Names of the ReCtors as an- 
cient as King Henry III's Time. Who 
was the Feunder we can't diſcover, but 
have Reaſon te think that John Lord 
Moubray, who was beheaded at York for 
his adhering to Thomas Earl of Lancafter, 
and whoſe Portraiture in one of the North 
Windows appears kneeling before St. Cuth- 
bert, was doubtleſs a great Benefactor to 
the new Structure, and bearing an ex- 
traordinary ReſpeC to St. Cuthbert, ſome 
Time Biſhop of Durham, did, upon the 
rebuilding of it, honour him with the 
Dedication. William Clinton Earl of Hun- 
tington, gave the Advowſon of it, toge- 
ther with their Manor, to the Priory of 
Max ſtoke, when he founded it, and there- 
upon enſued the Appropriation, and the 
Appointment of the Vicarage, which was 
valued, 26 Hen. 8. at 5 J. 7s. per An- 
num. 

Shuttenton, an Hamlet in that Part of 
Sekindon which was poſſeſſed by the Earl 
of Ma/lent, from whom, or his Son Ko- 
bert, ſurnamed Boſſu, Earl of Leicefter, 
William Burdet was enfeoffed with it. He, 
upon his Foundation of the Priory of Au- 
cote, gave all the Lands of it thereto, ex- 
cept thoſe call'd Coppenhull, which he 
had before diſpoſed of to the Nuns of 
Po'e/wworth. It was then written Sche- 
tynton, and continu'd a pretty Village till 
King Henry VIIFs Time, when the Nuns 
of Aucote de populated fix Meſſuages and 
two Cottages in it.

The Church here was very anciently 
appropriated to the Monks of Aucote, but 
no Vic rage appointed, ſo far as we can 
find; but when the Rettory, together 
with the Site of the Priory, wag granted 
to Chancellor Audley, in 34 Men. 8. there 
was a Reſervation of 6 J. per Annum mide 
for a Curate to perform Divine Service 
therein. There never was, ſo far as we 
can diſcover, above one Preſentation mide 
to this Church, and that was by the Pri. 
or of Great Malven, to which Monaſtery 
the Priory of Aucote was a Cell, and the 
Perſon preſented was one Richard, then 
Prior of Aucote, who was inſtituted Jul 
17, 134t. 

Slately, is a pretty Hamlet, Parcel of 
the Manor of Kingsbury. 

Stanidelf, lies in the Precindts of Vi. 
necote, and is now a Manor in Reputa- 
tion. It was the Seat of Henry, the Son 
of Je Frey Stanidelf, in King Edward IIl's 
Time. This Henry left Iſſue two Daughters 
and Heirs, Joan the Wife of Robert de A. 


fton, and Katharine of William Rod burne. 


To which of them this Lordſhip upon 
the Partition came we find not, nor any 
Thing of it, 'till it came to the Ferrers 
of Tamworth Caſtle, of whom Sir Jon 
Ferrers, Knt. dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 20 Hen. ). 
How and when they parted with it ve 
do not know, but that it came to the 
Crown, appears by a Grant made from 
Queen Elizabeth for three Lives to Sir 
Chriſtopher Blount, Husband to Lettice 
Counteſs of Leiceſter, Reg 38.

Of the Caſtle, and that Part of the 
Town that lyeth in this County, we ſhall 
now give the beſt Account we can find, 
It was in the Conqueror's Hinds at his 
Settlement on the Throne, and given 
by him to Robert Marmion, one of his 
Captains, who left it to his Son Rob.rt, 
who renew'd the Privilege of Free Wir- 
ren to it which it had in his Father's 
Time. He had two Sons, both named 
Robert, by two ſeveral Wives, the young - 
eſt of which obtained the keeping of this 
Caſtle for 5000. of King Henry III. Re. 2. 
and gave that King good Security to 
keep it for his Uſe, and deliver it up 
to him when required; which was done 
when Robert his elder Brother had mace 
his Peace, for then the Poſſeſſion of this 
Caſtle was deliver'd up to bim by that 
King's Order, Reg.

mefnes-in this Town, as well in this 
as Stafford Shires. He claimed a Court-

rers, and her Iſſue, Thomas, this Caſlle 
and Lordſhip came upon the Diviſion, 
He dy'd 14 Hen, 7. and was bury'din the 
Collegiate Church of this Town, as was 
Sir Jahn Ferrers his Grandchild and Suc- 
ceſſor, in the Chancel. From that Time 
to this the Ferrers have been Owners of 
this Caſtle, and John the Son of Hum- 
fhrey was Owner of it in 1640. 

The Church here: is Collegiate, and 
hath two Monuments on the North Side 
of the Choir for the Trevili's, and one 
for Sir John Ferrers and Dorothy his Wife, 
who dy'd in 1512, and in the Chancel 
are two other Tombs ſor Sir John and Sir 
Humphrey Ferrers, who dy'd in 1633.

Baldwin, inherited it, by the Name of 
three Meſſua ges, then held by the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee. They were in 
Queen \Elizabeth's' Reign ſold to Thomas 
Gibons, then of Neu- Hall, by Robert 
Pudſey, Eſq; Heir to the ſaid Thomas Hore, 
reſerving the ancient Rent of 46 5.24.4 
ry Annum, to himſelf and his Heirs. 
There were in this Hamlet nine Yard

This Hundred is bounded on the Faſt 
with the Hundred of Knightlow and. Nor- 
thamptonſhire, on the South with Oxford+ 
Hire and Glouceſterſhire, on the Weſt with 
the laſt Shire in Part,, and the, Hundred 
of Barlichway, and on the North with that 
Hundred and -Knight/ow.:; It takes its 
Name from the Town of Kineton, (an- 
cient] y written Chintonor Kinton) once the 
chief Town of the Hundred, tho' now 
Warwick much excels it. The Fee of this 
Hundred was in rhe Crown moſt of King 
Henry Ws Reign; but before the End of 
it, that King granted it to Malter Cherlsr 
cote, in Fer · Farm ſor 40 6. yearly Rent, 
to be paid by equal Parts, at Michaelmgs 
and Lady - Day.

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© chard de Herel, during the King's Plea- 
ſure, the Rent being advanc'd 5 J. a Year 
more, He held it about fix Years, and 
then being again in the King's Hands, it 
ſo remained many Vears, and then was 
farmed, 10 Edw. 2. to Thomas de Blaunk- 
Front, for the former Rent, and afterward 
to John de Waltham, 4 Edu. 3. after which 
we find none that farmed it, and ſo we

but all this while the Manor itſelf 'was in 
the King's Hands, and fo continu'd till 
King John granted it in Fee-Farm, Reg.

Warwick is the chief Town in this 
County, from which the whole Shire 


taking iti Denomination, is called War- 
| evickſbire, and ſo muſt at leaſt be of 4 


eat Antiquity as the firſt Diviſion © 
the Kingdem of England into Shires. 
Nor may it boaſt leſs of its Situation, 


which is on the North Side of the Ri- 


ver Avon, upon a rocky Aſcent on every 
Side, and a dry fertile Soil, having the 
Benefit of rich and pleaſant Meadows 
on the South Parts, with lofty. Groves 
and ſpatious Thickets of the Wood- 
land on the North, which may juſtly 
render the Account of Jobn Rows con- 
cerning its being built by the Britains 
very probable, fince they delighted in 
nothing more than ſuch Places. 'This 
Hiſtorian, who was a great Searcher 
into „ in general, and particu- 
larly of this County, tells us, That Gu- 
theline, or Kimbeline, one of the Britiſb 
Kings, contemporary with our Saviour, 
laid the Foundation of it, and Guiderius 
his Son and Succeflor much enlarged it, 
and granted it many Privileges. The 
Pi#s and Scots almoſt deftroyed it, and it 
lay ſome Time in its Ruins, till Cara 
tacus rebuilt it, ereQing a Palace there- 
in for himſelf, and founding « Church 
to St. Fobn Baptiſt. In his Days the Ro- 
mans, under the Conduct of P. Offtorizs, 
made large neſts over the Britains; 
and to ſecure them againſt their At- 
tempts, built divers Forts and Garriſons 
upon the River Au, of which Cambden 
is of Opinion this Town was one, and 
was by them called Preſidium : But 
Wars ftill continuing, it was again al- 
moſt deſtroyed, and lay waſte. till Cu- 
antine the Father of Uter Pendragon 12 
red it, He was ſlain by a freſh To- 
eurſion of the Pi#s; and this Town was 
thereby reduced to a ruinous State, but 
was at length reſtored by a * 


Prince named Gwayr, and iſhed for 
ſome Time ſo much, that S. Dubritius 
e 
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made it his Epiſcopal Seat, and the 
Church of Ala, his Cathedral, 
where afterwards the Caſtle was built. 
He much promoted the Worſhip of 
God, while he ſat here, building di- 
verſe private Oratories in theſe Parrts ;

famous Hero, lived an Hermit's Life. 


About this Time happened the Com- 


ing of the Saxons, invited by King 
Vortigern, which brought ſuch Trou- 
bles into the Nation, that the Biſhop 
was forced to fly into Wales for Safety;

This Hugh de Loges lived to 
be a very old Man, and not Compos men- 
tis, and in that Condition having taken 
ſome Diſguſt to his Son and Heir Richard, 
endeavoured to diſinherit him, and to 
that End fold this Manor to the Knights 
Templers, but without che King's Li- 
cence; wh Richard, tho' ho had 
been an Actor againſt King III. 
in the Barons Rebellion, yet having 
made his Peace according to the Dictum 
de Nenilu ortb, found ſo much Favour as 
to be reinveſted in it for 120 Marks 
Fine ; and obtain'd the King's Promiſe, 
that his Father ſhould not difinherit him 
of it, nor any of his other Lands. He 
held a Courr-Leer here, and claimed 
Aſſiſe of Bread and Beer within this 


he pleaded Preſcription, and was allow- 
ed them. He was knighted 14 Ede. I. 
and died 21 of the ſame King, leaving 
Richard his Son and Heir ; but he en- 
joyed them not long, for 28 Edu. I. he

Reigns ; and 
the Son died, as we gueſs, near the 4 
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Richard II. leaving three Sons, William, 
Fobn and Thomas, of which M lliam dy- 
ing ſoon after his Father, Fobu was his 
Heir, and became the firſt Lord of this 
Place by the Marriage of the aforeſaid 
Eleanor de Warrewyk. He was a Knight, 
and ſerved as ſuch for this County in 
ſeveral Parliaments in King Edward III. 
and King Richard II.'s Reigns. He died 
19 Rich. II. leaving William his Son and 
Heir. He was alſo employed in publick 
Affairs, but lived not long after his In- 
heritance came to him; for he died 8 
Henry IV. leaving William his Son and 
Heir, a Minor. He was knighted when 
he came of Ape, and attended the Kin 

in the French Wars, in which he merite 

ſo much, that he was made Lieutenant 
General of the Marſhalſhip of France, 
under the famous Fobn Talbot, Earl of 
Shrewsbury 27 Henry VI. and Captain of 
the Baſtile before Diepe ; but being taken 


Priſoner by the French, he was put to fo 


great a Fine for his Ranſom, that he 
was forced to mortgage this Lordſhip, 
and ſome other Eſtates, to raiſe it, to 
Sir Drew Barentine, and others. After 
this he retired from thoſe publick Ser- 
vices, and died 4 Edw IV. leaving John 
his Son and Heir. He rebuilt the anci- 
ent Manor houſe in this Town, and 


cauſed the Arms of his own, and other 


Familics related. to it, to. be painted in 
the Windows, being in Number thirty- 
five Coats. His Succeſſor Edward ſur- 
vived his Father but a few Years, and 
left Jobn his Son and Heir nine Years 
old. He, after he came of Age, mar- 
ried two Wives, and left Iſſue Fokn his 


Heir, from whom deſcended the Succe\-- 


ſion of Humphrey, William, Sir Edward 
and Edward, who Was living in 1640. 
Within the Precin&s of this Pariſh, 


was another Manor held by one Gilbert

Compton Long, a Village ſitua te on the 
Banks of the River Stoure, in a low and 
deep Valley, as the Word Can, or Cumbe 


imports ; and for Diſtintion from the 


other Comptons in this Hundred, called 
Long-Compton from the Figure of it. In 
the Conqueror's Time, Goisfridus de Man- 
nevite was poſſeſſed of it, when it was 
certified to contain thirty Hides, and 
Woods two Furlongs long, and as much 
in Breadth with a Mill, and a Church 
upon them, which were all of them be- 
fore the Norman Settlement, the Poſleſ- 
fion of Aſgar Stalre, in whoſe Line it 
continued Lieser Succeſſions. But after 
the Death of the laſt Earl of Eſer of 
that Name, Maud his Siſter and Heir 
had the Honour of Eſſex with this Ma- 
nor, and other Lands of his Inheritance. 
She married firſt to de Bobun, Earl 
of Hereford, 1 Feb. an 
Roger D'antſey, or de Anteſſera, who to- 
gether paſſed away one Moiety of this 
Lordſhip to Hubert de Burgh, Earl of 
Kent; and the other to William Marſball, 
Earl of Pembroke; but the Manor- houſe 
went along with the firſt Moiety. Ri- 
chard ſucceeded his Brother in the Earl- 
dom, and had his Lands here; but it 
ſeems, they came to be another Village 
called Weſton juxta Chiriton, of which we 
ſhall ſpeak hereafter. 

Hubert de Burgh, being thus poſſeſſed 
of the Demeſne, obtained a Charter to 
himſelf and his Heirs, for a Weekly 
Market here upon 2 and a Fair 
every Year, to begin on St. Peter's Eve, 
and to laſt for three Days. He was at 
this Time 22 Anglia, a great 
Place, and held ſome Time in great Fa- 
vour ; but Peter de Rupibus rivalling him 
in the King's Affections, laid ſuch Crimes 
to his Charge, as turned the former 
Love to him into a er Hatred; ſo 
that he was not only deprived of his 
uttice's Office, but was impriſoned, his 

loney extorted from him; and his 


afterwards to 
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wards the King became reconciled to 
him again, and his Son -Fobn inherited 
moſt, if not all his Lands, and parti- 
cularly came into Poſſeſhon of all his 
Moiety, by an Agreement with Margery 
his Mother for her third Part. This 
Foln having no Iſſue of his Body, ſet- 
tled divers Lordſhips upon the King 
and his Heirs ; and this among others, 
reſerving to himſelf only an Eftate for 
Life in them; whereupon King Edw. I. 
came into Poſſeſſion of them, and had 
here two Carucates of Land in Demeſue, 
and forty-two Tenants, holding them by 
divers Rents and Services ; yet at the 
ſame Time, Rab Pipard had here one 
Yard-Land and an Half, held of the 
Earl of Hereford, with a Water-Mill, 
Wood of twelve Acres, and thirty-one 
Tenants, a Gallows, Court-Leet and 
free Warren ; and the Nuns of Stodeley, 
in Oxfordſbire, had a Carucate of Land 
here, given them by Feffery Crawcumb 
in pure Alms, which he had of the Earl 
of Hereford, nine Tenants, and three A- 
cres of Land in Demeſne, held of them 
by Hubert de Burgh, as had alſo ſome 
others ; but being thus in the King's 
Poſſeſhon, the Lordſhip was granted to 
Euſtace de Hacche, Hugh de Pleſſets, and 
Ralpb Pippard, Reg. 13. and at length 
Reg. 27. to Fobn de, Mobun and Ada his 
Wife, and their Heirs, in Exchange for 
the Lands of the ſaid Fobn, in Kildare 
in Ireland. Y 
As to Ralph Pipard's Part, which wa 
reputed a Manor from this Time, he 
granted it to Edmund de Botiller, and his 
Heirs, to be enter'd u by him after 
his Deceaſe ; after which it came to 
Edmund, and from him to Fames his 
Heir, created Earl of Ormond 2 Edw. III. 
in whoſe Family it continued till King 
Edward 1V.'s Time, when Fames Botiller, 
Earl of Wilkſbire, (Son and Heir to 
Fames, the 4th Earl of Ormond)advanced 
to that Honour in his Facher's Life time 
27 Hen. VI. ſtoutly adhering to the Lan- 
caftrians, was attainted by Parliament, 
and his Lands ſeiſed; and among them,

_ Compton Scorſem, a Lordſhip of Robert 
de Stadford, in the Congueror's Time, 
containing (as it was then certified) fix 
Hides of Land, five of which one Wari- 
nut held, and the remaining one Alui- 
unt.

This Hundred in antient Records is 
Written ſo many Ways, that I cannot 
but take Notice of them, viz. 16 Hen. Il. 
it is called C uu betalawa; 21 Hen. III. 
Kyi ſtelaue; 4 Edw. I. Knybtelawe ; II 
Edw. I. Knytelowe ; 9 Eday. II. Knyth- 
lawe, and now Knightlow, taking its 
Name from a Tumulus or little Heap of 
Earth upon the great Road from Coven- 
try to London, at the Entrance upon 
Dunſiore heath, called Knightlow bij or 
Knightlow-croſs. This Hundred is bound- 
ed on the Eaſt by Leiceſter and North- 
, ampton Shires, on the South by the Hun- 
dred of Kineton, on the Weſt by the 
Hundred of Hemlineferd, which bounds 
the North ſide. The Fee of it was in 
the Crown, till 4 Edw. III. when that 
Prince by his Letters Patents granted 
the Bailiwick of it to his beloved Eſq; 
Edmund Shireford during Life, paying 
the antient Ferm to the Sheriff, but af- 
ter him we find none that had it in 
Ferm, and ſo we conclude, that as it 
returned to the Crown, it remains there 
ſtill, and is govern'd by the Sheriff and 
his Officers, who account for it in the 
Exchequer.

I.'s 
Time,” and appropriated ro their Houſe 
by Roger Mealand, Biſhop of Coventry and 
Lichfield in 44 Henry III. In King Ste- 
phen's Time, Lanrence the Prior of Co- 
centry granted Half an Hide of their 
Part to the Monks of Combe, to hold in 
Frankalmoigne at eight. Shillings per 
Anrum for all Services, which, with the 
Reſt of the Monks of Coventry's Part, 
and the Tithes of it at the Diſſolution, 
King Henry VIII. granted with other 
Things to Rog. Burgoigne and Fobn Scudi- 
more, and their Heirs, in the 36th Year 
of his Reign. [+1 | 

As to the Part which Hadulfus had 
here, Thurbert (in ſome Records called 
Thuvbert de Bilneja) his Son gave a large 
Portion of it to the ſaid Monks of Combe 
upon his and his Wife's Retiring into 
their - Monaſtery, which Grant Roger 
Earl of Warwi.k confirmed, becauſe 
moſt of Turchil's Lands came to thoſe 
Earls, the Extent whereof was the fifth 


Part of a Knight's Fee. Foeſlinus the 


Son of Ralph Bilney gave one Hide more 
to thoſe Monks, to hold by the fixth 
Part of a Knight's Fee which his Bro- 
ther Robert confirmed, and his Son No- 
bert gave them a large Part in his Woods: 
Henry de Rochebe the Son of Thurbert, 
confirmed to them what his Father had 
given them, and add ed a Mill, and Half

Mr. Lille, of whom George and his Son 
Gamaliel Purefey, at Times, bought it. 
Brandon, an Hamlet in Wolfton Pariſh, 
was in the Conqueror's Days the Lord- 
Thip of Twrchil de Warwick, held of him 
wy Wilg. In the general Survey, the 
xtent of it is certified to be Half an 
Hide, with Woods four Furlongs in 
Length and two in Breadrh,with a Mill. 
After Turchil's Death, this Lordſhip (as 
moſt of his other Lands) did not de- 
ſcend to his Poſterity, but was given to 
Jeffrey de Clinton, Chamberlain and Trea- 
urer to King Henry I. and Founder of 
the Caſtle and Priory of Xenilwortb. His 
Daughter and Heir Leſcelina being mar- 
Tried to Norman ile Verdon, brought this 
Manor and many other Lands into that 
Family, but Feffrey de Clinton, her Kinſ- 
man and next Heir Male, hoped to re- 
gain it, having a great Intereſt at that 
Time by his Marriage with Agnes, the 
Daughter of | Roger Earl of Warwick,

Which his Father 
enfcoffed with in King Henry L.'s T. = 
and were ſettled on him upon Conti. 
tion, that he ſhould: perform the mil 
tary Service of keeping Branden Caſt, 
Bur this laſt Feffrey failing in his * 
poſe, this Manor eontinued in the Line of 
Norman de Verdon divers Ages. This 
Norman, if he did not build, inherited 
the Caſtle in Right of his Wife, and 
left it to his Son and Heir Bertram, in 
whoſe Minority Wilkam Fitz-Richard 
garriſon'd it. Nicholas his Son and Heir 
who ſucceeded 'him, had. a Charter 
—— him 11 Hen. III. for himſelf and 
is Heirs in all his Demenſe Lands here: 
He raiſed a Pool in this Place to ſuch 
an Height, that the Monks of Com 
brought their Action againſt him for 
Drowning their Land in Sereeton by it. 
In the latter End of the ſame Reign 
John de Verdon, Grandchild ro Nicholas, 
was Lord of this Place, and having the 
Caſtle in his Power, when Simon Mont- 
ort Earl of Leiceſter, and the diſcon- 
rented Barons with him, raiſed a Re- 
bellion, and poſſeſſed themſelves of K+ 
nHeworth-Caſtle, this Fobn having a Com- 
miſſion to raiſe Forces in — 2 — 
againſt them, they iſſued out from 
thence, and pulled this Caſtle of his 
down to the Ground. To this John ſuc- 
ceeded Theobald, who in Edward 1.'s 
Time extended his Free Warren beyond 
the Bounds of his Barony, and engroſſed 
the Fiſhery in Avon on his Side. He re- 
built the Caſtle (tho' at this-Time there 
are no Remains of it but the Motes, 
and Heaps of Rubbiſh) and had « Park 
thereto a Mile in Length, with Tenants 
of three Sorts in this his Manor, u- 
twenty-five Servants, that held twelve 
vard- Lands and an Half in Servitude, 
beſides the Payment of a certain Rent ; 
two Cottagers who were to find, each of 


them every Week from the Firſt of Au- 


guſt till Michaelmas-Day, one Labourer 
to work upon Monday only, as be 
Mould appoint, and three Frochower, 
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hc were only three, holding by a cer - 
= Rent and Homage, and doing Ser- 
vice to his Court every three Weeks. 
To him ſucceeded Theobald his Son, whoſe 
four Daughters being his Heirs, Elizabeth 
rried to | e 4 
Bartholomew de Burgberſb, and had (inter 
alia) this Lordſhip aſſigned. her in the 
Partition with her Siſters. Her Son and 
Heir Sir Bartholomew paſſed it ſhortly af- 
ter to Sir Walter Paveley, Knt. and other 
Feoffees, who in 43 Edw. III. conveyed 
it to Sir Fobn Delves, a Staffordſbire Knight, 
from whom it came to Sir Fubn Arundel, 
who died ſeized of it 3 Rich. II. leaving 
it to his Son Sir Richard, who had only 
two Daughters and Heirs Eleanor and 
Joan, to the Elder of which, then the 
Wiſe of Sir Wikiam St. George,. this Ma- 
nor fell in the Diviſion ; but ſhe dyin 
without Iſſue, the Inheritance devolve 
to her Siſter Foan's Heir Sir Robert Wil- 
loughbly of Eresty, Knt. Son of Sir Tho- 
mas and the ſaid Jaan; yet Sir William 
St. George had the Poſſeſſion of it 23 
his Life, as Tenant by the Courteſy 
England. After his Death, which hap- 
pened 11 Ede. IV. the Reverſion came 
to Sir Chriſtopher Willoughby, Brother of 
the ſaid Robert, whoſe Son Nobert died 
without Iſſue. From this Chriſtopher, by 
Thomas his third Son, one of the Juſtices 
of the Common Pleas in the latter End 
of K. Henry VIII. deſcended Sir Percival 
Willoughby, Knt. late of Middleton in this 
County, who ſold it to Sir Henry Yelcer- 


ion, Knr. Attorney General to K. James I. 


in whoſe Heirs it was in 1640. | 
Bretford is a Member of Brandon, and 
hath its Name from the Broadneſs of the 
Ford, or ſhallow Paſſage over the Avon 
here, called Bretford by Corruption. The 
Manor was moſt antiently in the Clinton 
Family, for Feffrey de Clinton the ſecond, 
who founded here a ſmall Cell for Nuns, 
gave them Lands here for their Main- 
tenance ; bur the Nuns not at all liki 
the Place, paſſed away their Lands to 
the Canons of Kenilworth, in the Life-. 
ime and with the Approbation of the 
ſaid Feffrey, Henry de Clinton his Son con- 
* [ihe * From this Family of 
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Clinton this Manor paſſed to the Verdon:, 


as Brandon before mentioned did; and 


Nicholas de Verdon, 11 Hen. III. obtained 
a Charter for a weekly Market here up- 
on Tueſday,' as his Grandchild Theobald 
did ſeveral. other Privileges for it, viz. 
Gallows in terrorem for Paſſengers tra- 
velling on the Foſſe - way on which it lies, 
&c. When the Verdon, Lands were part- 
ed among the Coheirs, as is mentioned 
in Brandon, this Lordſhip fell to Sir Bar- 
tholomeewy Burgherſh in Right of Elizabeth 
his Mother, and hath not been parted 
from Brandon ſince. Here was a Kind of 
Hoſpital or Chapel dedicated to St. Ed- 
mund, and founded, as is thought, by 
the Turviles, Lords of Wolſton, who were 
the Patrons of it as long as it ſtood, 
Brinklow, Part of the Poſſeſſions which 
Earl Alberic had before the Conqueſt, 
but being in the King's Hands when 
Domeſday-book was compiled, was gi- 
ven to the Earl of Mallent and Leiceſter, 
and by him transferred to Nigel de Al- 
bany, Father of Roger Adoubray, wich 
Smite, who held it of the ſaid Earl of 
Leiceſter by the Service of one Knight's 
Fee. Being thus united with Suite, 
Sampſon de Albineio, the then Incumbent, 
by the Conſent of Roger de Mowbray his 
Patron, granted the Chapel of this Place 
to the Priory of Kenilworth, with the 
Church of Smite, which Gift Richard 
Peche, Biſhop of Coventry, confirmed ; 
and G. Muſchamp, Biſhop of the ſame 


See, appointed that the Monks of Kenil- 
worth ſhould yearly receive two Marks 
out of it, In K. I's Time Feffrey 


de Ia Haye had ſome Intereſt here, for 
he granted certain Woods here to the 


Monks of Comb for 41 Marks; but Nager 


de Moubray owned the Manor, and alſo 
gave them Part of his Woods here, 
which his Son Nigel confirmed. To him 
ſucceded William de Moubray, who was 
the laſt of that Family that had to do 
here; for whereas Roger de Moubray had 
ſertled himſelf in this Lordſhip claimed 
by Robert de Stotevile, by an Agreement 
made for Lands of equal Value ; but 
the Accord had not been confirmed in 
the King's Courts, nor by the Royal 
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nor of Brinblv, which he left to 
Nicholas de Stotevile his Brother and 
Heir, whoſe Son and Succeſſor Nicholas 
had a Market granted him here by 
King Fohn, to be kept on Monday wo 
Week, and a Fair yearly upon the Fea 
of St. Margaret, which was confirmed 
to him by King Henry III.'s Charter. 
After this it appears to have been in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Segraves ; for in 24 
Tn. III. that King granted Stephen de 
Seprave a weekly Market here upon 
Tueſday, but his Family was ſoon outed 
of it; for Joan de Stoteviſe, Daughter and 
Heir to the laſt Nicholas (and afterwards 
the Wife of Hugh Wake, granted it to 
Albred de Wytilebury to hold it by the 
Service of a Sow Sparhawk, or two Shil- 
lirgs. Aﬀ.er Albred, his Son hn de 
Wyttlehury was certified to be Lord of 
it in 9 Edw. II. but after him we find 
nothing relating to this Manor till 18 
Edw. III. when that King gave Licenſe 
to William Thorp to grant it to the 
Monks of Comb and their Succeflors for 
ever, it being then held of Thomas Lord 


Wake of Lydel, by Fealty, and the Ser- 


vice of a Sparhawk, or two Shillings, 
who held it over of the Earl of Lancaſter 
by Knights Service ; all who confirmed 
the Gift to the ſaid Monks, yet with a 
Reſervation of the Water- Mill and Pool 
thereunto belonging, twenty Acres of 
Meadow and ten of Paſture, held by 
Leaſe for Life by Sir Fobn Rivel, his 
Wife and Son Fobn, from William de 
T borp. + 

U pon the Diſſolution of the Monaſtery 
at Comb, this Manor came to the Crown, 
and ſo remained, till it was granted out 
by Queen Mary I. Reg. 4 & 5. to, Sir 
Robert Lane, Knt. and Anthony T brokmor- 
ton, Eſq; to be held in Socage, with a 
Licenſe at the ſame Time to alienate it 
to William Daws to be held in Capite. 
The Caſtle, of which nothing but the 
Site hath remained for a long Time, 
came to Arthur Gregory of Stivichal, Gent.

Brockhurſt,) an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Monks kirby, ſo called from its Situation 
upon the Bank, or Hurſt of a Brook on 
which it ſtands. We find no other Men- 
tion in our Records, than that the 
Knight's Fee which the Prior of Kirly 
held of the Lord Mowbray, extended int 


Bubnell, as it is commonly called, but 
more truly Bobenbull, or as it is written 
in Dome bay book Babenballe, was in 
the Conqueror's Time the Poſſeſſion of 
Robert de Stratford; and held of him by 
one Aluric, whoſe Frechold it had been. 
before the Coming of the Normans. It 
contained then five Hides, with Woods 
rwo Furlongs in Length and two in 
Breadth, with-a Mill. In 13 Fobn, this 
Lordſhip anſwered: for a third Part of a 
Knight's Fee among the Lands of Hir- 
deus de Staffard,' and in 36 Hen, III. it 
was certihed among the Fees held of the 
Lord Stafford, . that the Earl of Warwick 
had two Parts of a Knight's Fee here. 
In the 7 Ed. I. Fobn Fitzxpith was cer- 
tified to be Lord of this Place, holding 
it of Hugh de Pleſſets by the third Part of 
a Knizht's Fee, who held it over of the 
ord : It then contained one 
Carucate of Land in Demeſne, ten Ser- 
vants that held two Vard- Lands and an 
Half, ſeven Freeholders holding ten Tard -

This Fobn Htzwitb was the firſt that 
aſſumed that Name, being the Son of 
one Guido Fitz Robert. To him ſucceeded

Lordſhip was long before demiſed to 
Fobn Catesby for Life, in Conſideration 
of $1. per Ann. to be paid to Foby and 
Foan Beauchamp, und their Heirs, the 
$1. a Year only, and the Reverſion were 
ſeined on for the King in Regard of his 
Attainder ; but this Attainder, and all 
Things done in that Parliament, being 
afterwards 21 Rich, II. made yoid, Sir 
Fan Beauchamp, Son and Heir of the ſaid 
Lord, was put in Poſſeſſion of the 81, ſer 
Ann. and died ſeized of it 8 Hen. V. and 
left Margaret his Heir, who married 
Jobn Wysban; her ſecond Husband, and 
with him levied a Fine of this Manor, 
whereby it was put into the Hands of di- 
vers Feoffees to be diſpoſed of, but how 
we know not, nor know any thing more 
of it till 10 Hen. VI. when Fohn Blounce 
of Wigenton in Oxfordſhire, was certified to 
be Lord of it; but how long it continu- 
ed in his Family we know not, nor how 
it came to Thomas Craft and Elzabeth 
his Wife, who by Fine ſettled upon 
themſelves and the Heirs of Elizabeth, 
one third Part, which deyolyed after 
them to Fobn Craft, who paſled all his 
Intereſt he had here, by the Name of a 
Moiety of the Manor, to Sir Edward 
Grevill, Knt.

The Church dedicated to St. Giles, is 
a Prebend belonging to the Cathedral 
of Litch. being firſt granted thereunto b

Roger, Prior of Cov. in 32 Hen. III. and in 
19 Edw. I. 1291. valued at ten Marks. 
In the Windows are the Arms of Rever, 
Charnel and Merick, which laſt was Pre- 
bendary of this Place, and Archdeacon of 
Bangor, a BenefaQor doubtleſs to ir, 
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1 Bulkington, a large Pariſh, having di- 


vers Hamlets in it; as in their Order we 


ſhall obſerve. In the Conqueror's Days 
it was obſerved to be the Lordſhip of 
the Earl of Mallent, held by one Salo 


his Under-Tenant, and at that Time 


containing four Hides and one Virgate 
of Land. The Earl is juſtly ſuppoſed to 
have enfeoffed one of the Family of 
Watervile with it, becauſe Nobert de Water - 
vile gave the Church here to the Abby 
of Leiceſter, upon or near the Time of 
the Foundation of that Monaſtry in 1143, 
8 Steph. and to it then belonged two 
Yard-Lands called the Glebe, with di- 
vers Chapels. To this Roger ſucceeded 
Robert his Brother, who having no Iſſue, 
left this Lordſhip ro his Nephew Ernauld 
de Boys, Steward to Robert Boſſu, Earl of 
Leiceſter. He confirmed the Grant of 
Roger de Watervile to the Monks of Lei- 
ceſter. Fobn his Heir ſucceeded him, and 
claiming Court-Leet, Gallows, Weyfs, 
Aﬀiſe of Bread' and Bcer, and Free 
Warren here by Preſcription was allowed 
them. To him ſucceeded. William his 
Brother and Heir, who ſettled this Ma- 
nor, with diverſe others, upon himſelf 
for Life, and afterwards upon Miliam de 
la Zuche, and Maud his Wife, and the 
Heirs of their Bodies, and for lack of 
ſuch Iſſue, to the ſaid Maud and the Heirs 
of her Body, the Remainder to his 
Right Heirs. 

In the Line of Zuche it continued di- 
vers Generations, and as ſoon almoſt as 
it came into the Poſſeſſion of William de 
la Zuche and Maud, they procured « 
Grant from the King, Edw. 2 Reg. 7. for 
Free Warren in all their Demeſne Lands 
here, which they enjoyed from that 
Time till Edward, the laſt Male Branch 
of the Family, who was of Age 19 Elz. 
waſted the great Patrimony of his An- 
ceſtors, and ſold this Lordſhip, with all 
the Hamlets in it, to Humphrey Daven- 
port, Elq; and Richard Bucknam, Gent. 
who paſſed one Moiety of it to Sir Chri- 
Popher Yelverton, Knt. one of the Juſtices 
of the King's Bench, whoſe Grandchild 
ofthe ſame Name living at Eaſt· Neſton in 
FCS enjoyed it in 1640. and

The Church dedicated to St. Fames 
was granted by Roger de Watervill, as 
we have above ſhewed, to the Abbey of 
Leiceſter, and appropriated antiently to 
it, a Vicarage being at the ſame Time 
endowed, and a Penſion. of 26 s. 8 d. re- 
ſerved out of the ame. The. ReQory 
was valued 19 Edward I. 1291. at twen- 
ty-ſix Marks, and the Vicarage at ele- 
ven,* which laſt in 26 Henry VIIL was 
rated at 61. 10s. 6d. When the Mo- 
naſtery of Leiceſter was diſſolved, the 
Rectory fell to the Crown, in which it 
remained till 33 Eliz, when that Queen 
gave it to the Free-School of Upping- 
ham in Rutlandſhire. The North Win- 
dow of the Church hath divers Images 
and Arms in it, which render it above 
common Obſervation ; it is - probable 
moſt of them relating to the Zuches. 

Burtor- Haſtings, ſo called from the 
Haſtings ſometimes Lords of it, tho“ not 
of the greateſt Antiquity, for Siuuard 
ſurnamed Barn, a pal Man among 
rhe Engliſh, poſſeſſed it before the Con- 
ques bur the Norman King took it 
rom him, and gave it to Henry de Fer- 
rers (whoſe Poſterity were of Dad) pur 
Earls of Derby): Ir was then certified 
to contain "28 Hides, and two Mills. 
In King Henry II. “s Time Half this Town 
was given to the Monaſtery of Nun- 
Faton, by Feffrey le Abbe and Emme. his 
Wife (ir being of her Inheritance) with 


the Conſent of Ralph Turvil and Richard 


le Abbe, the Heirs of Feffrey and Emme, 
and confirmed by that King's Charter.

The Monks of Coventry's Part came to 
the Canons of Kenikvorth (tho' by what 
Means we cannot tell) being five Yard-

three Servants. The Earl of Mallent's 
Part deſcended to his Son Robert Earl 
of Leiceſter, who cnfeoffed Teffrey Clinton 
with it. His Grandchild Henry paſſed a 
great Part of it to Reginald Baſſet, and 
Robert Fit - Parnel confirmed it to him 
in King Jobn's Time. Reginald diſpoſed 
of all he had here to the Monks of 
Comb, and Henry Maſtore, who had a 
Part with Reginald, gave his Lands here 
to the Canons of Kenikvorth.

There are ſome Things of Note in this 
Place, which may not be paſſed over, 
and are, 1.

Monk in the Abbey of Worceſter, and ha- 
ving given Proof of a ſingular Piety, 
was removed from thence to the Sce of 
Worceſter. Dr. Fuller tells us, he was a 
lain and honeſt Man without Guile, 
t not complying with the Humour of 
the Sing to talk French, or Pride of Las- 
franke, he was hated by them, and dealt 
withal ſo as to make him reſign his 
Biſhoprick ; but his Reply was, he had 
it from St. Edward, and would only ro- 
ſign it to him, and ſo went to his Tomb, 
and reſigned all his Epiſcopal: Habili- 
ments there. This Behaviour ſo wrought 
upon bis Adverſaries,. that he was not 
only continued in his Biſhoprick, but 
canonized after his Death. The Second

Henry VII. who died in the Vear 1522. 
Kirby Monachorum, or Monkskivly, a 
great Pariſh containing ten Vile

Time and 
the Coming of the Saxons bad afterwards 
made this Place ruinous; whereupon the 
renowned Lady Ethelfteda, Queen of the 
Mercians, reſtored it'; for our Hiſtorians 
tell as, that Cyrichyrig was one of thoſe 
Towns ſhe rebuilt. Kirby retains tho 
Name plain enough, for Cyric is Kirk, and 
Bye is the ſame as Bytig or Burgh. It 
was the Eſtate of Leuninus a Saxon: be- 
fore the Conqueſt; but when it came into 
the victorious Norman s Hands, he gave 
it to Feffery Wirce, one of his Captains, 
who had aſſiſted him in his ſucceſsful 
Expedition. He had a» great Reſpelt 
for the Monks at Angler in Fante, and 
having repaired and rebuilt the Church 
here, he gave it to them, who ſent over 
ſome of their Monks, and .made it 4 
Cell to their Monaſtery, and ' from 
thence it took the Name, which. it ſtil 
keeps, of Monks. kirby. By the. Survey 
taken about that Time, this aro 
a certific 
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certiſted ro contain ſiſteen Hidcs, there 
being two Prieſty/ hero. at that Time, 
(viz. Francit and Ofgar) who held twenty- 
one Carucaten of Land, out of Which 
the Monks of Anziers had two in De- 
meſne, and fix Cottagers, which, held 
five more.

to Richard Earl of Arundel, a his Heirs, 
and by that Means it came to the Col- 
legiate Church of St. Lawrence Poultney, 
and was incorporated with it by Pope 
Urban VI. a Vicarage being then en- 
dowed in 11 Richard II. by Richard Scroo'e 
Biſhop of and Lichfield, which 
26 VIII. was valued at 9 J. 145 
Within the Precin&s of this Pariſh, was 
alſo a Chapel dedicated to St. Laurence, 
in which the ſaid Biſhop licenſed Fobs 
Odams of this Place to have Divine Ser- 
vice celebrated, 
Nethercote, antiently called, Little Fle- 
kenho, of which Pariſh it was originally 
a Member. In 10 Edward Il. it was held 
by you Coigne of Theobald Verdon, for 
alt a Knight's Fee, and afrer him by 
William . in 2 Edward III. who 
wrote himſelf Dominus de Nether. His 
Poſterity inherited it till 31 Henry VIII. 
when Robert Cuny, * paſſed it to Ro- 
ger Mia ſton, Eſq; and his Heirs. His Son 
Sir William Wieſton, Knut. levied a Fine 
ro Eliz. Onely, Widow, in 3 Edward VI. 
but Roger his Son inherited it, and ſold 
it to Thomas Lee of Clatercote in Oxford» 
ire, Who died ſeiſed of it 14 Eliz. leav- 
ing William Watſon, one of his Siſter's 
Sons, his Heir. He paſſed it to Thomas 
Wilcox; who ſold it to Robert Clerke, the 
late Owner of it in 1640. ,

NMNecubold ſuper Avon, the Lordſhip of 
Feffrey Wirce in the Conqueror's Days, 
who gave to the Monks of St. Nicholas 
at Angiers, tuo Parts of the Tithes of 
Corn and Cattle, and all the Tithes of 
Wool and Cheeſe, as alſo of the Mill 
hers. In the general Survey it is ſaid 
to contain eight Hides, and that Leuui- 
nut held: it before the Normans Settle- 
ment. From Mirce it paſſed with his o- 
ther Lands to Nigel D'albani, (the Foun- 
der of the Family of the Moubrays,) who 
enfeoffed Fobert de Stutevil with it in the 
Time of King Henry I. His Son Roger 
granted away this Manor to Roger Pan- 
to!f his Nephew by Burgia his Siſter; 
bur William his Son and Heir dying 
withour Iſſue, left his two Siſters, Burgia 
and Emme, his Heirs. Brreia gave her 
Part to the Monks of Pipevell, and 
Emme married to Sir Robert Waver, Knr. 
but Wiliam Pantolf having before betook 
himſelf to a retired Life, lived farſt in 
the Monaſtery of Pipwell, and from 
thence upon a Diſtaſte removed to the 
Priory of Morkskirby ; he gave to this laſt 
Houſe the Manor-houſe of this Place, 
three Carucates of Land, and the Fiſh- 
ing in the Avon. 

To Sir Robert Water and Emme his 
Wife, ſucceeded Sir William Waver, 
who parted this Mano? with the Nuns 
of Pipcvell, who had Burgia his Mother's 
Siſter's Part, after which the Abbot and 
Convent of Pip<vell obtained Free War- 
ren in all their Demeſne Lands here, 
and claimed a Court-Leet, and divers 
other Privileges therein, which. upon 
their Exhibiting of their Charters were 
allowed. But the Monks of Kirby ha- 
ving the Manor-houſe, got ſo many 
Lands more here, that they were ſaid 
to have a Moicty of the Town, called 
Necubold paunton, and further obtained a 
Court-Leet, and Charter of Free War- 
ren here; yet in 26 Edward III. Tho- 
mas Meer held the fourth Part of a 
Knight's Fee here of Joan Counteſs. of 
Ker the Heir of the Stutviles.

In K. Fun, 
Time, G. Muſchamp, Biſhop of Coventry, 
confirmed it to the Monks: of Xirly, up- 
on Condition, that during the Life of 
Alardus the preſent Incumhent, they 
ſhould-reccive only fix Marks out of it, 
but afrerwards two Parts of the Profits 
to their proper Uſe; and to the Third, 
the Prior of Xirby ſhould preſent a fit 
Clerk to the Biſhop ro diſcharge all 
Duties.

We an Hamlet in the Pa- 
riſh of Leminoton- Priort, which in King 
Edward the Confeſſors Days was the E- 
ſtate of one Ulunine, who gave it to the 
Abbey of Malmsbury, when he became a 
Monk there. It then contained three 
Hides of Land and a Mill. After the 
Conqueſt the Monks of Malmibury en- 
feoffed Ralph Vicecomes with it; but his 
Grandſon Arſelm leaving a Daughter his 
| Heir, ſhe, by marrying Elyas Comin 
brought it into his Family, who ſeated 
themſelves here, and gave the Name of 
Diſtinction to the Place. From him de- 
ſcended Fohn Comyn, who held this Lord- 
ſhip of the Abbot of Malmsbury, by the 
Service of 404. per Annum, zi Hen- 
III. and was found in 7 Edward I. to

In the General Survey then taken, it is 
written Feni- Newbold, and certified to 
contain eight Hides, Feffrey's Lands 
came to Nigel de Albani, Anceſtor of the

He 
was a Knight, as was alſo after him his 
Son and Succeſſor William, who was al- 
ſo an eminent Man in his County ; but 
neither himſelf nor Brothers had any 
Iſſue, and ſo their Siſters were his 
Heirs, of whom the eldeſt marrying to 
Fobn Malory of Winwick in Northamp- 
tonſbire had this Manor of Fenny-New- 
bold, and ſome other Eſtates aſſigned 
to him for her Share, which Fobn 
their Son inherited.

He 
had Iſſue Wiltiam, Who was alſo a 
Knight, and ſeveral Times Sheriff of 
this County and Ratlandſbire, as his 
Son and Heir Baſil" was of this County, 
9 Fames I. His Son and Heir William, 
who was Lord of this Place in 1640, 
was knighted by that King in the Be- 
ginning of his Reign; and after being 


made Cuſtos Rotulorum of this County, 
was advanced Reg. 18. to the Honour of 
a Baron and Viſcount Filding, and in 
Rep.

conſtirured Maſter of the King's great 
Wardrobe, and Admiral at Sea in ſeve- 
ral Expeditions.

Newnham-Regis, now a depopulated

The Canons of Kenilworth enjoyed it 
till the Diſſolution, and had an Allow- 
ance of a Court- Leet here, and divers 
other Privileges of Valuc, but fell with 
the Reſt of the Monafteries, and conti- 
nued ſome Time in the King's Hands, 
but was at length, 7 Edward VI. grant- 
ed ro Fobn Dudley, Duke of Northumber- 
land, and his Heirs ; but he being at- 
rainted 1 Mar. I. ſhe gave it to Sir No- 
land Hill, Knt. and Citizen of London, of 
whom Sir Thomas Leigh, Knt. and Al- 
derman of the fame City obtained it;

He was afterwards erea- 
ted Lord Darcy of Chich in Eſſex, and 
paſſed away this Lordſhip to Richard 
Knevit, and Flene his Wife, and their 
Heirs Male, with divers Remainders;

The Chureh, dedicated to St. MN holas, 
and given to the Canons of Kenilworth 
by Henry de Simely, as is aboveſaid, was 
appropriated to it by G. de Myſthamy, 
Biſhop of Coventry in King Fobn's Time, 
who appointed the Vicarage. They 
were valued 19 Edu. I. 1291. the Rec- 
tory at fix Marks and the Vicarage at 
two, which laſt was valued in 26 
Hen. VIII, at. . . . over and a- 
bove the Procurations and Synodals. 

Rieton juxta Bulkinton, an Hamlet of 
Bulkinton, or rather of Weſton, the Tithes 
of which were given by Roger de Water- 
vile to the Abbey of Leiceſter, when he 
gave the Church of Brlkington to that 
Houſe, which is all we find of ir. 

Rieton ſuper Dunſniore, was one of the 
Towns given by Earl Leofrike to the 
Priory of Coventry at the Foundation of 
it 1 Edw. Conf. but ſome way alienated 
ſoon after, becauſe Alvin the Father of 
Turchil had it before the End of that 
Reign, and left it to his ſaid Son, who 
held it in the Conqueror's Time. It 
then contained three Hides and Half a 
Carucate, and had a Church, a Mill, 
and Woods Half a Mile in Length, and 
two Furlongs in Breadth. Tirchil's Po- 
ſterity were ſuffered to enjoy it, till 
they granted it away to the Hoſpitallers ; 
for Sicvard de Ardern, Son and Heir of

Thomas Ardern was certified to be 1

Into 
this River run divers Rivulets on the 
South ſide, as the Leam, on which Le- 
mington-Haſtang ſtands, and the Ichene, of 
which this Thing peculiar is related, 
viz, That at Over Itchingten, upon a 
Common within little more than two 
Miles off the Head thercof, which

The Monaſteries of this County are, 


Alcefter, founded by Ralpb d' Pincer- 
1 . upon a Piece of Ground 
encompaſſed with the River Arrow on 
the North and Eaſt, and a Moat on the 
Weſt and South Sides, making it a Kind 
of Iſle, and being dedicared to the Tri- 
nity and Virgin Mavy, was called the 
Church of Our Lady, or St. Mary of #he 
Ile, He conftitured Robert, a Monk of 
Worceſter, the firſt Abbot, and ordained, 
that there ſhould be a conſtant Love, 
and Brotherhood between the Abbey of 
Worcefter and this ; and that upon the 
Death of the Abbot here, another 
ſhould be choſen either at Worceſter or 
here. He endowed theſe Monks plen- 
tifully, giving them the Ifle in which 
their Houſe was, and many other E- 
ſtates, appointing that who-ever was 
Abbot of it, ſhould not ſpend any of 
the Revenues of this Monaſtery upon 
his fecular Kindred; but on the Poor,

Nobert Earl of Leiceſter, of whom the 
aforeſa id Founder, Ralb le Boteler, held 
this Iſle and the Lands about it, as alſo 
King Stepen and King Hen. II. confirm- 
ed all the Grants made by him to it; 
and his Succeflors and Kindred, beſides 
divers other pious Perſons, made conſi- 
derable Addirions to the Revenues of ic, 
which, with the Liberty given them to 
chuſe their Abbot from among them- 
ſelves, and divers Privileges granted 
them by the Earl and ſucceeding Kings, 
made it a flouriſhing Monaſtery; as it 
continued till the Reign of K. Hen. IV. 
But after this the Monks here did find 
few, or no BenefaQors ; and by their ill 


Management, and Negligenee of ſome 


of their Abbots, their Stock was ſo waſt- 
ed, and their Honſe incumbred with 
Debts, that Mh Pole, Abbor, made a 
Complaint to King Hen. VI. Reg. 10. 
That their Debts were ſo great, that 
unleſs they were ſpeedily helped, he 
and his Covent could not bly ſub- 
ſiſt. The King took all poſſible Care 
to retrieve them from their bad Cir- 
cumſtances, but without Effect all his 
Time; whereupon K Ee IV. Reg. 3. by 
his Letters Patent expreſſing, that this 
Monaſtery being in his Patronage, and 
through divers Misforrunes brought in- 


to ſo low a Condition, that there was 


not, nor of a long Time had been any 
Monks te keep the Abbot Company, 
the Revenues being ſo much diminiſhed, 
as not to be ſuffieient to maintain any, 
granted to Richard then Abbot of Eve, 
bam and his Sueceſſors, the Patronage 


appropriated to the Abbey of Eveſham 
for ever, to become a Cell to the ſaid 
Houſe, which rhe faid Ri. furd ſoon pro- 
cured to be dene by Yobn Carpenter, 
Biſhop of Worceſter,” and from thence- 
forth it was fo rc and the Reve- 
nues of it yalucd as ſoch 26 Hen. VIII. 
at 65 L 7. 11d. per Amum, and fo bę- 
came ſuppreſſed us one of the ſmaller 
Houſes, dy the AG of Parliament in 27 
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and Advowſon thereof to be united and 
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Hen. VIII. Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Eſſex, 

upon the Diſſolution obtained it; but 
upon his Attainder returning to the 
Crown, the King demiſed the Site of it 
to Fulł Grevil, Eſq; who pulled it down 
to enlarge his Scat at Beauchamp's Court, 
but the Inheritance to William and Fobs 
Seweſter, and the Heirs: of Fobn, who 
ſold it 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. to the ſame 
Sir Full Grevill. 

Aſtley, a Collegiate Church, founded 
by Sir Thomas Aftley, Knt. who having 
founded and endowed a Chantry in St. 
Mary's Chapel for ſeven Prieſts and a 
Clerk. procured a Licenſe of King Ed- 
cbard III. to convert it into a Dean and 
ſecular Canons, which being confirmed 
by Roger de Northburgh, Biſhop of Coven- 
try and Lichfield, theſe Orders were made 
for the Eitabliſhment of it, viz: That 
the Dean ſhould be ſworn to perſonal 
Reſidence in the Rectory- houſe, diftri- 
bute 10s. yearly to the Poor, find a 
perpetual Vicar to officiate in the ſaid 
Church, and pay him five Marks year- 
ly by the Quarter: That he alſo find a 
Pariſh Chaplain and fitting Clerk, to 
celebrate in Perſon on the greater 
Feaſts, and provide Lights, pay Procu- 
rations and Synodals, and bear all other 
Charges except Books and Veſtments : 
That every Canon find a Vicar preſent- 
able, and pay him five Marks yearly, 
and one Prieſt, unleſs he will reſide 
and celebrate Maſs daily in Perſon: That 
the Dean and Chapter have a common 
Seal to be in the Cuſtody of the Dean, 
and three. Vicars, Sc. which Orders 
were ratified under the Seals of the ſaid 
Biſhop, and Thomas Lord Aſtley the 
Founder. In 19 Edw. I. 1291. the Rec- 
rory here was valued at ten Marks; 
but 26 Hen. VIII. the yearly Revenues 
of the Collegiate Church were certified 
at 461. 8 d. but at the Diffolution at 
391. 10s. 6 4. | | 

Atberſton, an Houſe founded by Ral:h 
Lord Baſſet of Praiton, for Friars Ere- 
mares of St. Auguſtine, as may be judged 
by his Arms cart in Stone over the 
Gates.

Balſbal, a Preceptory, or Cell of 
Templars ſubordinate to their chief 
Manſion, the Temple of London, founded 
by Roger de Moubray, who gave all his 
Lordſhip of this Place to them, beſides 
which, in Aftertimes they had divers 
other Lands given them by others, "= 
in this County, the Revenues of whic 
were for the moſt part employed in 
maintaining the Knights Templars reſi- 
ding here. They enjoyed at the ſame 
Time divers Privileges here, viz. a 
Charter of Free Warren in all their 
Demeſne Lands, a weekly Market on 
"_ and two Fairs yearly, on 
the Fealts of St. Gregory and Matthias. 
The Order of . Templars being con- 
demned at London firſt, and afterwards 
at Vienna, for divers Impieties, was ut- 
terly aboliſhed throughout Chriſtendom ; 
and their Poſſeſſions being ſeiſed into 
the King's Hands, what they had here 
was committed to the Cuſtody of Alex- 
ander de Compton, who paid 601. a Year 
Rent for the Lands thereunto belongin 
a-while; but afterwards the Heirs 0 
the Donors enjoyed them, till Pope 
Clement V. calling a General Council to 
Vienna, annexed all the Templars Lands 
to the Knights Hoſpitallers. Theſe did 
not live in the Preceptory here, but 
farmed it out to obs Beaufitz, Eſq; 
whoſe Daughter and Heir by Marriage 
carried it to Sir Robert Beliagbam. The 
Tenants of this Manor could not marry 
their Daughters without the Conſent of 
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the Templars. After the Diſſolution ir 
was ſertled upon Q. Katharine, King 
Hen. VIIL.'s laſt Wife, in Part of her 
rage Se. as in Balſball aforegoing is 
aid. 

Bermicham, an Hoſpital erected by 
ſome of the Lords of that Name, for 
one Prieſt to ſing Maſs daily therein for 
the Souls of the Founders for ever, and 
ſpecially Edward Bermicham, Eſq; who- 
inter alia granted the Patronage of it to- 
one Fobn Petty for 99 Years. The 


Bermichams were great Benefactors, and 


others beſtowed Lands upon it of ſome: 
Value, which, ſome of them being given. 
after the Statute of Mortmain, the Prior 
and Brethren got the King's Pardon 
for, all which Lands were valued 26- 
Hen. VIII. at $1. 55. 3 d. per Annum. 
Comb, or Cumb, a Ciſtercian Monaſtery: 
built by the Monks of Waverley in Sur- 
„in the Pariſh of Smite, the whole 
anor of which Town was given them 
for that Purpoſe by Richard de Camvill, 
and repleniſhed with Monks from their 
Houſe. The Ciſtercian Order was then 
but new come into England. The Monks: 
here found many BenefaQors, who en- 
dowed them with ſeveral Lordſhips, 
Lands and Rents, and the Kings en- 
dowed them with many Privileges, as 
Free Warren, Court-Leer, Exemption. 
from the County and Hundred Courts, 
Sc. And the Popes Innocent and Honorius 
exempted them from Payment of all 
Manner of Tithes for their Lands, as: 
well before as after the Council of La- 
teran. Thus enriched, this Monaſtery 
flouriſhed little leſs than 450 Years, 
but could not eſcape the Hands of King 
Hen. VIII. and his Courtiers, who 
wrought upon the Abbot Robert Bates, + 
and his Monks, to ſurrender it, Fan. 
21. 30 Hen. VIII. when it was valued at 
311 K. 151.

The Site, and many. of the Lands be- 
longing to this Monaſtery were 1 Edw.

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returning to the Crown, they were 
leaſed out to Nobert Kei for 196 J. 
8 5. 14. yearly Rent, and he died poſ- 
ſeſſed of them 23 Eliz. leaving them to 
his ſole Daughter and Heir Anne, then. 
the Wife of Fobn Harrington, Eſq; 
X had many Religious Houſes 
and Hoſpitals in it, which we can't 
otherwiſe deſcribe than by the Names 
of ſuch Saints as they were dedicated to, 
excepting that which was called 
The Priory ef Coventry, which for the 
Antiquity of its Foundation, and ample 
Revenues as well as ſingular Privileges, 
exceled all other Religious Houſes in 
rhis County. Mr. Speed places King 
Canute in tho Front of its Founders, 
and ſays, it was at firſt built by him for 
Nuns; but Duedale, both in his Mo- 
naſticon and Hiſtory of Warwik, men- 
tioning no ſuch T ina, we ſhall aſſert 
Earl Leofrick, Earl of Cheſter, and Go- 
deva his Wife, the ſole Founders of it, 
us Dugdale fully proves from Hoveden 
and Malmsbury. This noble Earl, by 
the Advice and Licenſe of King Edward 
the Confeſſor and Pope Alexander, at the 
Dedication of the Church to the Ho- 
nour of God, the Virgin Mary, St. Peter 
the Apoſtle, St. Ozburg the Virgin, and 
All Saints, gave for the Maintenance of 
the Monks there ſerving: God, which 
were then but an Abbot named Leſevin, 
and twenty-four Monks, beſides that 
Half of the Town, wherein the Mona- 
ſtery was ſituated, rwenty-four Lord- 
Mips, with all the Liberties and Privi- 
leges which he had enjoyed in them, 
which Charter being confirmed by King 
Ecard, he added theſe further Privi- 
leges, viz. that the Lands ſo given 
Mould be free from all Taxes for ſet- 
ting forth Soldiers, building Bridges or

ried in a Chapel ef the ſame Church, 
called Haſtings Chapel, and ſome of 
them in the Habit of theſe Friars. 
[Theſe Friars uſed to play Pageants up- 
on Corpus Chriſti Day, called Ludi Coven- 
triæ, or Corpus Chriſti, which bringing a 
great Confluence of People to the City, 
were no ſmall Advantage to it, This 
Houſe having no Lands or Tenements, 
bur only a Liberty to go into rhe Coun- 
try, as well as about the City, to ask 
the Alms of good People, was not 
ſwept away with the lefler Priories 27 
Hen. VIII. but ftood to the general Diſ- 
ſolution of all the Monaſteries, and ſo 
came to nothing, becau'e it was a Mo- 
nuſtery, tho* worth nothing. The Houſe 
and Site was granted 34 Hen. IV. to the 
Mayor, Bailiffs and Commonalty of this 
City, and their Succeffors, for ever.

Grey Friars Hoſpital, ſo called, becauſe
